I. EARLY LIFE 


A. THE BIRTH PLACE: 


City of Makkah is the birth place of the 


Holy Prophet Muhammad Sallallaho Alyhe 


Wassallam. This city is the oldest settlemen of man on earth with erection of first house of 
worship by Hadhrut Aadam Alyhe Salaam (Allah's Blessings and salutation on him), the first 
man on this earth. This city 1s in Arabia, a big desert land between Red Sea and Syria with 
barren hills, glittering and blazing sands and few green places in its Hijaz Zone. The world fame 
cities of Makkah, Medina and Jeddah lie in this Zone of Hijaz as cradle of Muslim civilization 
between Indian ocean to that side'of Suez canal African Arabs. 
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B. GENEALOGY: 


Genealogy of noble Muhammad, the Holy Prophet, Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam (Allah’s 
Blessings and salutation on him) (571-632) is the Last Messenger of Allah. He is the son of 
Abdutlah (545-571) who was the son of Abdul Muutalib, the son of Hashim, the son of Abd-e- 
Monaf, the son of Quayy. the son of Kilab, the son of Murrah, the son of Kaab, the son of Luwae, 
the son of Ghalib, the son of Fahr, the son of Malik, the son of Nadar, the son of Kanannah, the 
son of Khazeemah, the son of Madrakah, the son of Iyaas, the son of Madhar, the son of Nazaar, 
the son of Ma’aad, the son of Adnaan. Upto this great grand father the genealogy of the Holy 
Prophet Muhammad (Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam (S.A.W.) has been unanimously agreed by all 
the Muslim and non-Muslim historians by correct records. All are unanimous on this point that 
the genealogy of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) commences from Prophet Issma-’eel the elder son of 
Arch Prophet Hadhrut Toraheem (Allah’s Blessings on both of them). Hadhrut Ibraheem’s 
(Allah’s Blessings on him) genealogy to Adnaan goes upto Hadhrut Aadam (Allah’s Blessings on 
him) as follows: 


Adnaan, the son of Aud, the son of Hamee, the son of Salaman, the son of Thabit, the son 
of Jamal, the son of Qaidaar, the son of Isma’eel, the son of Tbraheem, the son of Ta‘aa-ruukh, 
(he called his real uncle Aazar as father by custom), the son of Sharuukh, the son of Arghoo, the 
son of Qaane, the son of Khabir, the son of Shalikh, the son of Arfahshad, the son of Saam, the 
son of Noah, the son of Lamak, the son of Mutawashlakh, the son of Akhtankh, the son of Byaar, 
the son of Lyall, the son of Qanytaan, the son of Anoosh, the son of Shees, the son of Aadam 
(Allah's Blessing on him). 


C. THESACRED FATHER: 


The name of the respected father of the Holy Prophet Muhammad (meaning the most 
praiseworthy) Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam (S:A.W.) is Abd Allah (Abdullah) (meaning the 
devotee of Allah). He was the most handsome youngest son of Abdul Muutalib excellent in 
virtues with perfect attributes. One hundred camels were sacrificed as thanks-giving to Allah by 
his father and the grand father of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. His forehead reflected a profound 
illumination. He died at the age of twenty five years (according to some at the age of thirty 
years). Holy Prophet S.A.W. had been in the won,b-of mother Aaaminah at that time for a fe 
months. Thus the Holy Prophet S.A.W. belongs to a genealogy of great nobility. 


D. THESACRED MOTHER OF THE HOLY PROPHET S.A.W.: 


The name of the sacred mother of the Holy Prophet Muhammad (Sallallaho Alyhe 
Wassallam) is Aaaminah, daughter of Wahab, the son of Hashim, who was the son of Abd 
Munaaf. She was known as the beautiful, virtuous, modest and chaste lady. When she died, the 
Holy Prophet S A.W was six years of age. Thus the noble mother of the Holy Prophet S.A.W 
also be!onged to the family of great nobility. 


E. THE BLESSED BIRTH: 


; The brightest dawn follows the darkest night in this world of living men. Arabia plunged 
in darkness of evils and superstitions In such a gloomy age all around the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad (S.A.W.) was born as a bright sun on the firmament of human history in the great 
aty of Makkah. Prophecies of his birth are still available in Bible (John : XIV = 15, 16, XVI = 7) 
and in Books of the old testament as stated by the Holy Quraan (III : 81). The Holy Prophet of 
maces a ona the first year of Aamel Feel (the year of the Elephant’s War) on 12th 
pincea ii rege April, 571 A.D. during early morning; before the sun-rise. Slaughter 
rani — nl oe to Allah took place on the 7th day. All the Quraish community was 
ike e feast. 4 hen people asked what is the name of the child his grand father Abdul 

ib answered “Muhammad”. He was asked.as to why the child has been assigned this 
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a 
unique type of virtuous name in deviation of customary names? The reply was “my child should 
deserve appreciation and praise of the entire world” (and Muhammad means the most 
praiseworthy). 

The Makkah pagans objected that Muhammad S.A.W. should have born as an orphan of 
Abdullah. The infidels were critical that Muhammad Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam should have 
been born to some chief or king. But Allah says in the Holy Qur’aan: 


“Allah knows best with whom to place His guiding to Islam.” Al-Qur’aan VI: 125). 
Thus Muhammad Bin Abdullah was His best choice. 
F. SUCKLING DAYS: - 


The Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) was entrusted for suckling to the most virtuous Haleemah 
Saa’-diyah, as the great governess. When Haleemah started to suckle the infant Muhammad 
S.A.W. it was so soothing for her that she tried her level best to suckle him (S.A.W.) on both 
breasts but he (S.A.W.) never took a drop from her left side full of rich milk. This is how infant 


Muhammad S.A.W. protected the right of Haleemah’s son in such infancy. After two years of his . ' 


(S.A.W.) suckling the great Nurse Haleemah brought him (S.A.W.) to his most respectable 
mother. But she again entrusted him upto the age of six years to nurse Haleemah for further 
socialization in her pure Arabic tribe. 


G. DEATH OF GRAND FATHER: 


When the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) reached the age of eight years eight months and ter 
days, his (S.A.W.) grand father, the most respected leader of Makkah and strongest guardian of 
the Ka-’aaba Hadhrut Abdul Muttalib passed away at the age of eighty four years. The grand 
father had a great love for the Holy Prophet as the child was so lovely child and the only orphan 
boy of his handsome youngest son Abdullah and a virtuous daughter-in-law Aamina. 


H. SPONSORSHIP OF ABU TALIB: 


Abu Talib was the real and very dear uncle of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.). He was 
personally entrusted the guardianship of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) by his grand father before 
his death. He now assumed the responsibility of supervision, acculturation and social training of 
the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) with personal care, deep love and great attachment with the orphan 
son of his real younger brother. It is during this period that the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) learnt the 
art of goat farming to the practice of retail salesmanship as an honest worker. 


L BUSINESS: 


On attaining youth the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) inclined towards undertaking skilfully the 
family business but he (S.A.W.) did not have any capital to flourish it because of the limited 
resources of his uncle. A widow of a noble family Hadhrata Khadeejah, a great lady was very 
rich with a thriving trade and commerce. For some times the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was 
entrusted her sales managership through his uncle. Lady Khudecjah was impressed by his 
honesty, straight dealings and integrated skilfulness. So she herself requested him (S.A.W.) to 
take her goods for trading. She then allocated much of her business to him while he attained 
adulthood for his (S.A.W.) most appreciable attributes, trustworthiness and orderly ways of life. 
The Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) from now onwards became a great businessman of profound honesty 
with integrity. Considerable profits were earned in this trade and business which further 
impressed Lady Khadeejah by his (S.A.W.) worth and personal greatness. 
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J. | MARRIAGE TO HADHRUT KHADEEJAH RA. (RADHI ALLAHO TA’"AALA 

UN-HAA): 

During the business deals the servant of Hadhrut Khadeejah-tull-Kuubra, named 
Mysarrah, always remained with the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.). He narrated to Hadhrut 
Khadeejah all the good attributes and magnanimity of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) which he had 
observed during the business journey and his (S.A.W.) tradesmanship. On hearing about these 
virtues, Hadhrata Khadeejah (R.A.) as the richest lady of the land made a request to the Holy 
Prophet (S.A.W.) to get married to her. At the time of marriage the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) was a 
handsome young personage of 25 years of age and Hadhrut Khadeejah was a most respectable 
widow of 40 years. After marriage to the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) she remained alive for 25 years. 
Thus the Holy Prophet S.A.W. became the Managing Director of her entire business at this 
prime age. After the marriage, all of his (S.A.W.) time was consumed in worshipping Almighty 
Allah as the Supreme and the Sublime universal reality for the betterment and welfare of 
humanity bringing them to the folds of unity. 


K. THEUNIQUE WORSHIP IN THE CAVE OF HIRA: 
The Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) was so ‘dejected from pagan worshippers of the Holy Ka’aaba 


_ that he observed the cave Hiraa‘ a top the eastern mount of Makkah in the right direction to this 


Holy House for Allah Almighty’s so devoted worship. He started to remain there for continuous 
worship day and night taking with him parched grams, barley, meals and water. He used to go 
to the lonely cave of.mount Hira, few miles away from the city, which was 4 yards long and 13/4 
yards broad. There he had a pure glimpse of the Ka’aaba with spiritual vision of its top full of 
‘Allah’s Mercy and all the times he continued to supplicate Allah. He did not return to the city 
until water, parched grams and grounded barley meals did not exhaust. The Holy Prophet 
(S.A.W.) started to have profound dreams. These were so realistic that whatever he (S.A.W.) 
saw in dreams, used to materialize the next day. During all these 15 years he spent much of the 
wealth as Managing Director of his (S.A.W.) respectable wife to ameliorate the sufferings of 
neighborhood, men in need and people facing the miseries. His (S.A.W.) so beloved wife was all 
out for him (S.A.W.) in such human welfare activities. 


II. THE LAST MESSENGER OF ALLAH 
A. DECLARATION OF PROPHETHOOD: 


The Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) attained the full maturity age of forty years. On 5th of Rabi- 
ull-Auwal, year 41 Meeladi, the day was Monday (12th of February, 610 A.D.) the Arch Angel 
Hadhrut Roohull Ameen Jibreel, came to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. with the Divine 
commandment of declaring him the Last Prophet of Allah (S.W.T). The Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) 
at that time was engaged in supplication to Almighty Allah in the cave of Hira. Hadhrut Roohull 
Ameen (the holy Spirit Hadhrut Jibreel) said “O’ Muhammad ! happy News to you; you are the 
Messenger of Allah, and I am Jibreel. Read with the Name of your Rubb”. But the Holy 
Prophet (S.A.W.) told him that he is unlettered and cannot read any thing. Then the Angel 
Jibreel embraced him strongly. The Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) came to the house and laid down on 
his bed with heavy body. He then felt fever and cold. Therefore, he asked Hadhrata Khadeejah 
ering to cover him with a cloth. After he (S.A.W.) relaxed, he said to her, “T have experienced 
Ps and such phenomena”. He was approached by the same great Angel, Jibreel, who had 
eae on Hadbrut Moossa (Allah’s Blessing on him). After a few days Roochull Ameen 

lescended again, and the first Qur’aanic Message was revealed in First Five Verses of Sura Alaq 


(Sura No. XCVD. These 5 Verses are the initial ones which sanctify the Divine importance of 
reading and writing in Islam: 
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“Read in the Name of your Rubb (Sustainer) Who created (every thing); created man from 
a blood-clot. 


Read; your Rubb (Sustainer) is the Most Honorable, Who taught (man) by the pen, 
taught man that what he did not know.” (Al-Quraan XCVI : 1 to 5) 
B. THE PRAYER: 


Roohull Ameen (Hazrut Jibreel (Salutations of Allah on him) brought the Holy Prophet 
(S.A.W.) to the foot of the Hira mountain. He himself performed the Wodoo (ablution). The 
Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) also performed ablution in the same way. Then they offered Salaat 
(Mustim Prayer) together. Roohull Ameen (Hadhrut dibreel) guided in the Prayer (Salaat) 
method as Divinely desired. 


C. COMMENCEMENT OF PREACHINGS: 


After offering first Prayer with Jibreel A.S. the Holy Prophet S.A.W. reached home and 
started preaching his so dear wife Hadhrata Khadeejah (R.A.) Radhi Allah hoo Ta-’aala unhaa 
(Allah is pleased with her). Thus the lady became the first Muslim as wife of the Holy Prophet 
(S.A.W.), Hadhrata Khadeejah tull Kuubra started to offer Prayer just on embracing Islaam 
followed by Ali (Allah is pleased with him), his cousin aged ten years, Hadhrut Aboo Bakr 
Siddique, his great friend (Radhi Allaho Ta’aala unho, Allah is pleased with him), his personal 
servant Hadhrut Zaid Bin Hartha (R.A.). All of them embraced Islaam on the very first day. 
Their comirg into the fold cf Islaam was the proof of piety, virtuous life, personal dignity, 
dignified truth and mghtecusness of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Allah Almighty Ordained him 
S.A.W. to preach openly es in Sura Al-Hijr XV : 94. He was commanded by Allah to persuade to 
faith his kith and kirs in the first instance as in Sura Us-Sho-'aaraa‘ XXVI: 214. 


D. THE INFIDELS' PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGN AGAINST THE HOLY PROPHET 
S.A.W.: 


None can tolerate self-criticism and if some human being attains a Divine respect how can 
such exalted personality tolerate slightest disgrace of any one. Here is the life of the Holy 
Prophet (S.A.W.) like sn open book being the Last Ideal of Allah and a Divine Modality for the 
entire humanity for all the times. A worst propaganda campaign was launched against him with 
severe allegations by the Makki pagans opposing so bitterly his faith in Unity of Allah Almighty 
and negation of idolatry as well as social evils of the infidels. The allegations and condemnations 
of the Holy Prophet by his (S.A.W.) opponents have been carried by the Holy Quraan in their 
words as = 


(Gi) ae “that He (Muhammad) is majnoon (mad man) possessed by Jinns”. 
(Al-Quraan LXXXI : 22) 


The Holy Quraan in this very Verse points out that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. received pure 
revelations. Though the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was mentally tortured but He (S.A.W.) remained 
steadfast in his straightforward and truthful preachings of Islaam.

Allah Almighty defends the Holy Prophet Muhammad (Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam) from 
all these allegations and wrong propagations by His Qvraanic revelations categorically 
repudiating the disbelievers’ wrong contentions. Allah says — 
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“We teach him (Muhammad) pure Book and he gets the pure revelations of Allah”. 
(Al-Qur’aan = XXV: 1) 


“Muhammad is not a poet ..... as & poet is a mental rambler who tries to transform into 


beautiful rhymes his wayward whims and emotions. Poet brings remote issues and 


speculations in poetic dictions which have no bearing on human problems .....” 
(Al-Qur’aan = XXVI: 224, 226) 


Secondly the opponents of the Holy Prophet S.A.W could not believe that a human being 


without supernatural power could ever become the Messenger of Allah. Allah verifies this truth 
through the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in these words ——-

Messenger it should have been some richer and far more influential Chief enjoying worldly 
powers. Why an orphan of a Quraish family gone down in wealth and power was appointed 
Prophet? Allah says in His Qur’aan on this behalf:

All these Verses from the Holy Qur’aan only rebut and categorically reject the disbelievers 
contentions of the past but also answer the objections of disbelievers of today. These Verses : 
the Holy Qur'aan also fully make it clear that Qur'aan is the word of Allah. Had it been t 
words of Muhammad S.A.W. he would not have so critically evaluated his own person as humbl 
devotee of Allah Almight. 


But the Holy Prophet S.A.W. continued to preach the Truth from Allah making everybod 
understand the virtues of Islam. He (S.A.W.), in every general assembly, every festival, every} ' 
street and every lane, used to impress upon his people the excellence of monotheism, and 
prevented them from paganism, adultery, idolatry, burying daughters alive and gambling. These 
do's dnd dont's have been detailed in Sura An-’aam V1: 151. 


E. PREACHING IN NATIONAL FESTIVALS: | 


Festivals of Ahkaz, Bijneeh and Zilmahaz were extremely famous in Arabia. People ftom, . 
distant places used to attend them. The Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) used to go to these places, and 
used to invite the people to the Divine fold of the great religion of Islam and Oneness of Allah 
(Monotheism). These addresses resulted in formation of a small group of sincere Muslims, Allah 
$.W.T. then directed him (S.A.W.) to preach the Quraish openly. 


F. ANTAGONISM OF THE QURAISH: 


On observing the situation posed by the Divine Truth openlr offered to them the Quraish 
were extremely embarrassed for rejection of paganism by Murammad Sallallah hoo Alyhe 
Wagsallam and hence they thought it essential to block his ways. In the early stages, they first 
started offering minor hindrances but at last they resorted to torturing him and they started a 
tough resistance movement to compel new Muslims to revert to their old religion. 


G. HADHRUT BILAAL: R.A. (RADHI ALLAHO TA-’AALA UN-HOO): 


Hadhrut Bilaal (R.A.) was an African. He was made a slave by Omyyah bin Khalaf, who 
started subjecting him to crushing tortures when he came to know of his conversion to Islam but 
he was so sincerely influenced by Islam that he did not care for these tortures. Indoctrinated 
with Divine love, he was shouting slogans of “Ahad”, “Ahad” (Allah is One, Allah is One) 
happily. Moved by Hadhrut Bilaal’s such sincerity to Islamic faith Hadhrut Abu Bakr (R.A.) paid 
the amount of his enslavement and emancipated him from slavery of his master as he was 
totured by Abu Jehl, also. 


H. MIGRATION OF EARLY MUSLIMS TO HABSHA- ABYSSINIA: ETHIOPIA: 


‘he infidels started tormenting the early Muslims in a serious confrontation. The Holy 
Prophet (S.A.W.) permitted that if any Muslim wishes to go out of Makkah and its suburbs he 
may migrate to the country Habsha (presently Ethiopia) for personal safety. After this 
permission, a small caravan comprising of twelve Muslim men and four Muslim women 
embarked a ship and, in darkness of the night, left the port of Jeddah and proceeded towards 
Abyssinia. Hadhrut Uthman Bin Affan (R.A.) along with his wife Syyadah Roogayyah (The 
daughter ofthe Holy Prophet) (S.A.W.) and Hazrat Jaafar Tayyar (R.A.) were the leaders of this 
early Muslim caravan leaving their homeland by the Red Sea to Habsha. On having come to 
know of this the Quraish approached the court of king Najashi, and complained to him that these 
people belong to their tribe. They have escaped from their country, and that they should be 
handed over to them. In reply to this Hadhrut Jafar (R.A.) said, “Allah endowed His Merey on 
us, and deputed a Messenger to us with the Holy Book as the last Divine Message, the Holy 
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Qur’san. He invited us to the Unity‘of Allah. He asked us to desist fromisins and idolatry; to 
pray to Allah only, give alms and keep fast. Our community got disgusted from him. They 
started persecuting us as far as they could, due to which we were compelled to leave our beloved 
homeland and came here in refuge”. 


On hearing this the king desired that the Holy Qur’aan be recited to him. Hadhrut Jafar 
Tayyar (R.A.) recited some Verses from Sura Maryam (Al-Qur’aan Chapter XIX). The king 
started weeping, and said, “this is the same Messenger of Allah, Muhammad (S.A.W.) about 
whom Hadhrut Eesa (Allah's Blessings on him) had forecast. Thanks God that I happen to be 
alive during his time”. 

In brief, the infidels did not succeed here, and they returned home. 

L EMBRACING OF ISLAM BY HADHRUT AMEER HAMZA (R.A.): 


During the sixth year of Makki preaching of Islam the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) was 
delivering sermon on mount Safaa when accidently Abu Jehl, the arch enemy of Islam, arrived 
there. He was extremely annoyed on seeing the Holy Prophet S.A.W. preaching the Divine 
Truth. After abusing, he hurled a stone on him (S.A.W.) which resulted in serious bleeding of 
his (S.A.W.) head. When Hadhrut Hamza (R.A.) came to know of this he approached Abu Jehl, 
and struck his head with the bow so strongly that he got him wounded the same wav. Hadhrut 
Hamza was paternal uncle but also a maternal cousin of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. who had 
gucked the milk of same maid nurse Saubia who initially nursed the Holy Prophet S.A.W. So 
Ameer Hamza was so near and so dear to him (S.A.W.). Hadhrut Hamaza came to the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. and said, my nephew you will be pleased to learn that I have avenged Abu Jehl 
for you.” The Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) said, “O’ my uncle! I shall be happy when you will 
embrace Islam.” On hearing this Hadhrut Ameer Hamza (Allah-is pleased with him), embraced 
Islam forthwith. He was a man of great conviction and became a great asset to Islam and for the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. 


J. | EMBRACING OF ISLAM BY HADHRUT OMAR THE GREAT (R.A.): 


Hadhrut Omar, the great, (R.A.) embraced Islam, three days after Hadhrut Hamza (R.A.) 
entered the fold of Islam. It was a strange turning point in his life that during those troubled 
days he (Hadhrut Omar) was determined to murder the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.). He armed 
himself and furiously started from the house for the purpose. In the way he came to know that 
his sister Fatima Bint-e-Khattaab and his brother-in-law Saeed have embraced Islam. On 
hearing this he went over to the house of his brother-in-law where Hadhrut Khabaab was 
teaching them from the parchments of the Qur'aan. He beat them thoroughly to the extent that 
the head of his brother-in-law and his sister started bleeding. His sister, being excited, said to 
Hadhrut Omar (Allah is pleased with him) “We have embraced Islam; you may do whatever you 
like”. Hadhrut Omar, seeing them so sincere in faith desired that they should recite to him 
whatever they were reading from their Muslim teacher earlier. The Sura Hadeed (steel) Rakoo 
(Section) was recited to him after he had undergone the prescribed Wodoo {ablution of Islam). It 
so impressed him that on hearing this recitation he wept profusely due to the spiritual impacts of 
the Holy Qur'aan on his person. Thus the recitation of a great Muslim lady became the turning 
Point in the life of the great Omar. Subsequently he approached the Holy Prophet (Allan’s 
Blessings and salutations oa him) and professed Islam reciting aloud the Kalmah Shahadut. 
(Confessing of faith for Muslim belief). All the Companions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. are his 
(S.A.W.) disciple but Omar the great is his (S.A.W.) desire. Thus he confessed that Allah is one 
and the Holy Prophet (Allah’s Blessing and salutation on him) loudly declared Takbeer Allah- 
hoo-Akbar (Allah is Greater) Who has made Omar the great a real force for the early Muslims by 
strengthening them in their weakness. Hearts of the infidels were over-awed after his so brave 
entry to Islamic faith and sincere companionship to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. After announcing 
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Islam, he offered prayer in Kaaba, due to which the infidels were grieved tremendously. 
K. IMPRISONMENT IN SHEH’-BE ABEE TAALIB: 


The Holy Prophet S.A.W. with all the believers (including dear wife Khudeejah and uncle 
Abu Talib were fortified for three years by a severe social boycott of Makkah infidels. There they 
had so long a torture that the Holy Prophet '3.A.W.) and his companions had to eat leaves of 
trees and leather to survive. Allah saved them all from this trial and terminated the social 
boycott agreement of Makki pagans bringing them safe outside this fortification. Thus Muslims 
became more sincere to their true faith. 


L. DEATH OF HADHRUT ABU TALIB AND HADHRATA KHADEEJA-TULL- 
KUUBRAA (ALLAH IS PLEASED WITH HER): 


During the year of ten Hijra, Hadhrut Abu Talib, uncle of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. died. 
(He was the father of Hadhrut Ali-ull-Muurtaza (Allah is pleased wita him). The Holy Prophet 
(Allah’s Blessings and salutations on him) was brought up under his support and as such the 
Holy Prophet (Allah’s Blessings and salutation on him) was grieved tremendously. Uncle Abu 
Talib was always a great force of love and support for him (S.A.W.) against the Makki people 
dreadful enmity to him. 


Thereafter, the beloved wife of the Holy Prophet (Allah's Blessing and salutation on him) 
Hadhrut Khadeejah-tull-Kubra (Allah is pleased with her) passed away. She had expended all 
her belongings being the richest lady of the land for the sake of Allah. She had embraced Islam 
on the first day before any one else. All the issues of the Holy Prophet (except one) were from 
her. She was a great lady and his so sincerely loving life mate. The angels used to convey to her 
the Salutation of Allah, Hadhrut Ahmad-e-Muujtaba Muhammad-e-Muustafaa (Blessings and 
salutations of Allah on him), Shaafa-e-Mehshar (the holder of Divine permission to seek Allah’s 
Mercy for everyone on the Day of Judgement) suffered a yet big shock, after the death of his 
uncle. Hence that year was named as the ‘year of grief.’ 


M. PREACHING IN TAA-IFF: 


The Holy Prophet (Allah’s Blessing and salutation on him) now started onward 9th 
Nabawi preaching with more vigour after such great demises having been Divinely bestowed best 
confidence in his conviction. He went outside of Makkah because preaching Islam to the hostile 
people of this city did not impress him (S.A.W.). He thought that the people of Taa-‘iff might 
follow him proper. During this journey his (S.A.W.) personal servant, Hadhrut Zayed Bin Harsa 
(Allah is pleased with him) was also with him. The Holy Prophet (Allah’s Blessing and 
salutations on him) preached amongst all the tribes which came in the way between Makkah and 
Taa-‘iff, But unfortunately he was seriously injured and beaten out of Taa-‘iff which was more 
torturous than the torture received by all the previous Prophets of Allah. After gaining senses he 
(S.A.W.) was asked by Arch Angel Jibrael to pray to Allah against them and he would crush 
them between the mountains. But the Holy Prophet S.A.W. prayed to Allah in favor to show 
their next generations the right path. This prayer was offered by him being the Rahmat-e-Aalam 
(Mercy of the Almighty for the entire universe). Later the same cruel people of Taa-‘iff became 
the best Muslims automatically. 


N. ISLAM IN YATHRUB (MADINA): 


Allah Almighty helps His committed people of missionary zeal by persons of sincere 
inclination to find the truth. The people of Yathrub (Madina) usually came to Makkah to 
perform the annual Hajj. The Holy Prophet used to preach people in the Hajj assemblies. In the 
9th Nabawi Suwaid bin Samit, a great poet of Yathrub, highly impressed by the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. started to loveilslam. He introduced to youngsters of Madina the truthfulness of the Holy 
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Prophet S.A.W. Thus in 10th Nabawi six talented persons of Yathrub (Madina) on Hajj occasion 
met the Holy Prophet S.A.W. lead by Abu Haseem bin Taihaan. They were followed by 12 
persons from Madina to embrace Islam. Then the Chief of Auws tribe of Madina Mas’-ub 
embraced Islam. Thus on 12th Nabawi 72 people of Madina came for Hajj to Makkah and 
embraced Islam. Then the Holy Prophet S.A.W. allowed Makkah Muslims to migrate to the 
friendly city of Madina. Then many people came on behalf of the Khazraj tribe as »nemies of 
their Auws tribe of Yathrub (Madina) being rivals of each other. These Khazraj people wanted to 
enter into a pact with the Quraish. But Allah Almighty has His strange ways to help His 
devotees in toughest circumstances. These people from a far off city of Yathrub (city of diseases 
which became Madina tuur Rasool) underwent a strange self-quisitiveness about Islam. They 
found the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and asked him what is Islam? What he stands for? How this 
religion has the real Divine Truth as human saviour? The Holy Prophet (Blessings and 
salutations of Allah on him) very enthusiastically, preached to them and profusely recited to 
them the Holy Qur'aan with pertinent verses on Unity and Oneness of Allah and his truthful 
mission as Messenger. Getting sincerely excited Ayaas Bin Ma-’aaz, immediately on hearing this 
said, “O’ my clan! this is bet’.1 for you to embrace Islam now than the objective of your coming 
here” only for inquisitiveness about this true faith against the paganism and idolatry.” Thus this 
group of Madina became the pioneers of Islam there. 


0. MEIRAAJ: 


The Holy Qur'aan says — Glory be to Him Who took by night (Assra) from the sacred 
Mosque to the distant mosque, the surrounding of which are blessed — Allah took His 
devotee —— to show him His signs — (Al-Qur’aan = XVII = 1/L 111:2 to 8). 


After every hardship there is a Divine eas. And-the best bestowment of Allah Suubhana- 
ho Wa Ta-’aala to the Holy Prophet Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam. It was his personal exaltation 
amongst all the Prophets. It was his (S.A.W.) physical and sensuous Divine tour through the 
sphere from earth to the heavens. First of all he went from Masjid-ul-Haraam, Makkah to 
Masjid-ul-Aqsaa in Palestine Divine city of Jerusalem. Then he (Blessings and salutations of 
Allah on him) personally became the Imaam (leader) of the prayer of all the Prophets of Allah 
(total as 125000 to 140000). Thereby he enjoyed the highest respect of Allah Rubbull Aalameen 
as the Rahmatull-lil-Aalameen. He physically had a gre~t journey of heavens where he observed 
the Paradises, the Hell and the highest seat of his exa:.:tion on the Day of Judgement. This 1s 
his greatest miracle beyond human imagination as a supernatural bestowment of Allah which 
reason cannot justify. He got into immediate presence of Allah Almighty, far beyond where none 
except Jibrael could ascend. This is a great miracle of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. After this gre 
Assraa (Meiraaj) Allah Almighty opened up the way of the Muslims to friendly Madina savin,. 
them from the hostile city of Makkah. 


P. THE MIGRATION OF MUSLIMS AND HADHRUT OMAR TO MADINA: 


Allah commanded in Sura IV : 75 the Muslims to migrate. Hadhrut Omar (R.A.) was ° 
brave that he became the pioneer Makki to migrate to Madina to prepare the ground for the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W.. to shift there. As such Omar the great (Allah is pleased with him) migration in 
this way bravely and daringly encouraged the faithfuls to leave Makkah for ever to Madina. He 
commenced journey with twenty riders. Ayash Bin Rabeeah was with him. They left Makkah in 
the day light in the presence of all the Quraish. Then Omar announced loudly “any one who 
wants his wife to bea widow, and also any one who wants his childrens tv be orphans, may meet 
me behind this mountain. But none dared to check him with this first caravan of Muslim 
migrants but all of them remained dumb. 
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Ill. THE HOLY PROPHET AT MADINA 
A. MIGRATION OF THE HOLY PROPHET S.A.W.: 


Very few Muslims were left in Makkah and from amongst the august companions only 
Hadhrut Abu Bakr Siddique as the most trusted friend and the sincerest believer as well as the 


real faithful cousin Ali (Allah is pleased with them both) remained with him (S.A.W.). The‘ 


Quraish said that it was a golden opportunity to kill the Holy Prophet (Allah’s Blessing and 
salutation on him). In order to contemplate on the effective measures they convened a secret 
meeting in Daarun Nadwah (social club) of Makkah wherein all the leaders of the Quraysh 
participated. At last some fool proof measures were suggesteu in this behalf by Abu Jehl which 
were unanimously accepted, and the meeting adjourned. The proposal was that from all the 
famous tribes of Arabs, a band of youngmen, one from each tribe, should be selected. They 


should surround the house of the Holy Prophet (Allah’s Blessing and salutation on him) in ‘ 
darkness of the night. When Muhammad (Allah’s Blessings and salutation on him) at the time __ 


of morning prayer comes out, they should attack him with their swords, and kill him to pieces. 
In this type of blind murder of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by such joint action of the pagan tribes 
on Abu Jehl’s plan none will be held responsible for such sinister act. Allah Almighty says in the 
Holy Qur’aan—. 


(i) They are devising a plan against you (Muhammad) and I will devise a plan to save you” 
—— (VIII : 30) 


(ii) And call to mind when the disbelievers devised their plans against you to imprison you or 
kill you — (VIII: 30). 


In this deadly plan all the tribes would have participated. Even the worst enemy cannot do 
anything wrong if the protection of Allah is available. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. came to know 
about this evil design of infidels by Divine indication in a dream. By that time most of the Makki 
Muslims had migrated to Madina, except a few nears and dears of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
including Hadhrut Ali and. Hadhrut Abu Bakr (Allah is pleased with them). As soon as the 
infidels surrounded the house of the Holy Prophet (Allah’s Blessings and galutation on him), for 
his murder he asked Hadhrut Ali (Allah is pleased with him) to lie down on his bed to hand over 
the trusts of Makki people kept with him (S.A.W.) as the most trustworthy. He himself came out 
of the deadly surrounding of his (S.A.W.) house reciting the Sura Yaseen. 


B. THE HOLY PROPHET S.A.W. LEAVES HIS SO DEAR HOUSE: 


The Holy Prophet (Allah’s Blessings and salutations on him) approached the house of 
Hadhrut Abu Bakr Siddique R.A. (Radhi Allahoo Unhoo—Allah is pleased with him), This took 
place on 27th Safar of 13th year of the Nabwi preachings of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. at Makkah 
which is calculated as on Thursday 12th September, 662 A.D. 


The Holy Prophet S.A.W. had already a definite plan to migrate to Madina. For this 
purpose Hadhrut Abu Bakr R.A. had already purchased two camels. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
had paid him the price of the camel allocated by Abu Bakr for him which he had to receive due to 
the pressure of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W). 


Hadhrut Abu Bakr (Allah is pleased with him) soon made preparations for the eventful 
journey on foot. Aasma, daughter of Hadhrut Abu Bakr R.A. prepared dry food and filled a bag 
containing parched and ground barley meals. Both the esteemed persons (the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. and Abu Bakr R.A.) as the all times tested bosom friends commenced their journey which 
became the unique turning point in the entire human history to usher-in a just society with 
peaceful prosperity. They reached a cave of the hillock of Saur, situated at a distance of four to 
five miles from Makkah. First of all, Hadhrut Abu Bakr Siddique R.A. fully sweeped the cave 
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and closed the holes with the rags which he obtained by tearing his own clothes. Thereafter he 
submitted to the Holy Prophet (Allah's Blessing and salutation on him) to come in for rest. 


On the other hand when Hadhrut Ali (Allah is pleased with him) sleeping with a sheet 
over him which was dragged by the infidels and he woke up from the Prophet’s bed. The 
Quraish killer agents came near and recognized him as Ali. They asked about the whereabouts 
of the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutation of Allah on him), Hadhrut Ali (Allah is pleased 
with him) expressed his ignorance about this. The Quraish agents deployed to kill the Holy 
Prophet were ashamed to attack him (Ali R.A.). Anyhow they caught hold of him and brought 
him upto the Ka-’aaba but released him after some time. 


Then the Quraish declared a reward of one hundred red camels of best price for whoso 
brings the head cf the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Suraqa Ibne-Jai-Sham was so greedy that he traced 
out the signs of feet of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. with Hadhrut Abu Bakr... But Allah Almighty 
saved them both being the Third and the Supreme Power. The Qur’aan says that Allah was with 
them to fully protect both (Al-Qur’aan Sura Tauba IX : 40). 


C. DEPARTURE FROM THE CAVE: 


On the fourth night two she-camels came from the house of Hadhrut Abu Bakr Siddique 
(Allah is pleased with him), which had been pre-arranged for this historical journey. The Holy 
Prophet (Blessing and salutations of Al'ah on him) and Hadhrut Abu Bakr (Allah is pleased with 
him) rode on one; and on the other rode Aamer Bin Faheera and Ahd Allah Bin Lageet as their 
guards. They proceeded towards Madina on the first of Rabee-ull-Awwal on Monday the 16th of 
September, 662 A.D. 


D. ARRIVAL AT THE PLACE, NAMED QABAA: 


It was 8th of Rabee-ul-Awwal in the 13th year of Inauguration of Prophethood (First year 
of Hijri as the starting point for Islamic Lunar calendar, the day being Monday (23rd of 
September, 622 A.D.), that the Holy Prophet arrived at the place known as QABAA near 
Madina Here the first Mosque in Islam was built. Allah says: 


“This is the Masjid (mosque) which has its foundations from the first day on piety (and 
sincerity). It has therefore the greatest sanctity —” (Al-Qur’aan - [IX : 108).” 


As soon as people of Medina heard that the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of 
Allah on him), has arrived crowds came out of Medina. They started to come every morning and 
wait eagerly for his appearance until noon. It was morning when the Holy Prophet (Blessings 
and salutations of Allah on him) appeared at this place. All the Muslims greeted him with shouts 
of Allaho Akbar (Allah is the Greatest); and they gathered around him with love. Those who had 
Hot uptil now seen the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him), had taken 
Hadhrut Abu Bakr as the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Hadhrut Abu Bakr (Allah is pleased with him) 
understood the situation. He took a sheet of cloth, stood up, and shaduwed over the head of the 
Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) with this, from which every one 
eine that pecan Bakr Siddique (Allah is pleased with him). The Holy Prophet 
He is a ulations of Allah on him) stayed here upto Thursuay. During three days the 

ng w ich the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) did was to lay the 
foundations of the first Masjid in Islam which is the profoundest mosque as stated by the Holy 


Qur'aan (Sura x : 108). Mosques are for the worship of one Allah worth worship Who has no 
partner or associate or equal. d 


E. ENTRANCE TO MADINA: 


Gece the day was Friday, that the Iloly Prophet (Blessings and 
n him) rode from Qabaa and reached the house of Bani Salim. Here he 
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(S.A.W.) offered the first Juum-‘ah Prayer as weekly Muslim congregation in the afternoon, as 
first eveut and the first Juum-‘ah in Islam. It is here that the pretty girls of Madina were stnging 
the Naa’-tia (eulogizing) songs in honor of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) with great love, affection 
and jubilation. All the Madinese were lining up in reception with heartfelt joy and celebration of 
the arrival of the Divine Blessing in Madina. 


F.  HADHRUTALIR.A. JOINS: 


During the same days, the brave Ali-ull-Muurtaza (Allah is pleased with him) approached 
the Huly Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) approached the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W., walking. In obedience of the order of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. he had stayed in Makkah 
for a few days in order to return the trusts kept with the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) as Al-ameen of 
Makkah (the most trustworthy). He returned all these trusts one by one to their respective 
owners before departure to Madina. : 


G. ARRIVAL AND MASJID NABAWI FOUNDATIONS: 


The Holy Prophet S.A.W. on arrival in the city of Madina left it to his she camel to sit 
anywhere she wants and it was the house of Abu Ayyub Ansari, the sincerest companion of the 
Holy Prophet at Madina. He stayed with him as his special guest of honor. Meanwhile a chunk 
of land belonging to two orphans was purchased on which the Masjid-e-Nabawi was constructed 
with modest apartments for the Holy Prophet S.A.W. where he shifted, later. 


H. MARRIAGE WITH HADHRUT 'AYSHAH: (Allah is pleased with her). 


Abdulla Bin Areeqat returned to Makkah. He conveyed the tiding to Hadhrut Abdullah 
Bin Abu Bakr about the safe arrival of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. at Madina. On receiving this 
happy News, he migrated from Makkah to Madina,Munauwara along with his sister *Ayshah 
(Allah is pleased with her), their mother and Talha Bin Abdullah. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. had 


engagement with her in Makkah but she was married by her mother and father to him (S.A.W.) 
on her arrival to Madina. 


I. THE BROTHERHOOD TIES OF MOHAJIRS AND ANSAARS IN MADINA: 


During the same period acting upon the commandment of Allah, the Holy Prophet 
(Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) cemented the ties of brotherhood amongst the 
Muslims of Madina who were called ANSAR, and the Muhajreen i.e. emigrants from Makkah by 
selecting Madinese families to live together. Allah Almighty has highly appreciated this 
brotherhood of Muslims in the Holy Qur’aan in Sura Anfaal VII: 72. 


J. CHANGE OF QIBLAH: 


Change in the Qiblah of Muslims took place during the month of Shabaan. Earlier the 
Muslims used to pray with their faces towards the Holy Mosque in Jerusalem. Commandment 
of the change of Qibla was revealed to the Holy Prophet during the congregational prayer at Asr. 
The Holy Prophet S.A.W. had already completed two Rak-’uts. The verse about change of Qibla 
revealed in the Rakoo’ of the third Rakaat; and hence the Holy Prophet S.A.W. turned his face 
towards Ka-'aaba. All the companions also followed him suit by turning their faces from north 
west to south east. This has been allowed by Allah in the Holy Qur’aan vide Sura Al-Baqrah 
Il: 150, 143 and 177. And this Mosque is known as Qiblatyn with two “Qiblas”. 


K. THE WAR OF BADR: 


The very first and the most famous war of the believers in Islam with the disbeliever 
infidels was the famous war of Badr fought by Muslims to defend Madina from being smashed by 
Makki pagans who came fully prepared with all the necessary war arsenal. The Holy Prophet 
(S.A.W.) commanded the Muslims and the enemy was engaged in the famous plain of Badr,

some 80 miles away from Madina. Allah allowed the Muslims in 2nd Hijra to have defensive 
fight against the enemy as in Sura Al-Bagarah II:190. This is because Muslims defend their 
peaceful co-existence for Allah as in Sura Aale-Imraan 11:13 to remain grateful to Allah to 
establish His best system as in Sura [lI:113. Allah made Muslims to look double to the enemy as 
in Sura 11:13. 


Sura Anfaal gives full account of the War of Badr being the greatest event of Islam and the 
turning point in the History of Islam. Reference is made to Sura Anfaal VIII Verses 2 to 19, 
Verses 4] to 47, Verses 67 to 71. 


The warning about the spoils of war of Badr taken by successful Muslim warriors from the 
totally defeated infidels of Makkah has been covered in Sura Anfaal VHI: Verses 67 to 69. 
Principles have been laid down about the final phase of any defensive Muslim War. The 
Muslim’ who participate in Islamic Jehaad (sacred defensive and obligatory battles to maintain 
the march of truth of Allah for human co-existence, peace and prosperity) have been laid down in 
scores of verses of the Holy Qur’aan. But the Sura Nisaa ‘IV: 95 is comprehensive in brief on this 
subject. Sura XXII: 39 to 41 and Sura LI: 51 also prescribe to establish the system of Islam with 
sincerity of purpose with integrity. 


Sura Nisaa ‘IV:75 and Sura Anfaal VIII: 39 read with Sura Baqarah II:190 command to 
achieve the objectives of Islam by any sacrifice. 


It was the holy month of Ramadhan-ull-Mubarak in the year of 2nd Hijri that Abu Jehl 
spread the rumour that their caravan, loaded with riches, was coming back to Makkah from 
Syria, where Madina lies in the way and the Muslims intend to plunder it.’ The purpose of this 
rumour was that all those people who had invested their capital in business, and also those 
whose relatives were in the caravan; and those who hate Muslims should get suspicious against 
Muslims and should unanimously get ready for a war against Muslims. Thus Abu Jehl 
succeeded in his device to revenge the migration of Holy Prophet S.A.W. and his followers, 
unhurt. The army of Quraish comprised of one thousand spirited warriors which included seven 
hundred riders of camels and three hundred horses. Abu Jehl marched forward leading this 
army. The trade caravan of Makkah which had obviously served as the cause of this military 
expedition of Makki infidels had travelled by another path to Makkah; yet Abu Jehl continued 
advancing with this army towards Madina. Now it was clear for Muslims that protection of the 
caravan was only an excuse. This was only an invasion on the poor Muslims for no cause of 
concern from them on any account. 


The Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him), consulted the companions 
(Allah is pleased with them) on this matter. The Muhajirs (immigrants) gave a satisfactory 
reply. The Ansaar leader Sa’ad Bin Ma-'aaz said, “perhaps the Holy Prophets (Blessings and 
salutations of Allah on him) thinks that the Ansars do not think it their duty to help you 
(S.A.W.). We are under your (S.A.W.) kind control and will. We shall obey as you order”. The 
battle took place on Friday, the 17th of Ramadhan-ull-Mubarak when the Muslims were fasting 
despite of long journey. By help and support of Allah, the infidels were cefeated. Seventy of 


their men were arrested. Abu Jehl was killed by two Muslim youngsters along with several 
Makki chiefs. 


According to war-rules of those days Hadhrut Omar R.A. along with many companions of 
the Holy Prophet S.A.W. wanted to kill them for revenge. To over-awe the Makki invaders it was 
essential that all the persons who were arrested should have been murdered. But the Holy 
Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) as a blessing for the entire universe, set all of 


them free after taking ransom and deploying them on probation/parole to teach the illiterate 
boys, girls and elders of Madina. 
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L. THE BATTLE OF OHUD (GHAZWA OHUD): 

The Quraish again attacked Madina in the next year, the third year of Hijra. They were 
more prepared this time. They had collected subscription publicly. The poet Abu Ghazzala went 
all around and persuaded Banu Kanana to help the Quraish. Fifty thousand Misgqaal of gold and 
one thousand camels, from business of Syria, which was not as yet distributed, was included in 
the subscription. 


In short, the Makki pagans as furious enemies pounded Madina with an army consisting of 
five thousand warriors proceeded towards Madina. This included three hundred camels, two 
hundred horses and seven hundred warriors, wearing armours, and others with weaponary were 
afoot. The Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) was of the opinion that 
defence may be maintained being besieged in Madina, but following the opinion of Muslims, 
majority they faced the army of the Quraish, out of Madina; near the mount Ohud, five miles 
away. 


Muslims numbered one thousand. In the beginning Muslims defeated the enemy; but 
then these victorious believers left the valley where the Holy Prophet S.A.W. had appointed them 
to remain steadfast. On observing this Khalid Bin Waleed, who was yet not a Muslim, took a 
round and occupied the said valley, and brought Muslims in the centre. At that time Muslims 
suffered a heavy loss. Seventy companions (Allah is pleased with them) of the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. were martyred. Major portion of the army was scattered. In the battlefield only seventy 
companions showed bravery; and stood steadfast in front of the enemy defending the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. from the direct attack of the Makki infidels. 


The biggest loss, among the losses of the battle was the tragic martyrdom of Hadhrut 
Ameer Hamza (Allah is pleased with him), uncle and great friend as well as the defender and 
great warrior of the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations on him) was martyred. Hadhrut 
Mass-’ub Bin Omair was also martyred Hadhrut Ans Bin Nazar was also martyred. Hadhrut 
Talha (Allah is pleased with him) used his hand as a shield; and he checked the arrows, aimed at 
the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him), by his hand. The rumours of the 
martyrdom of the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations on him) extremely depressed 
Muslims. During this period Hadhzrut-Ka’ab Bin Malik happened to sight the luminous face of 
the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) bleeding due to his broken tooth 
and bruised face. He shouted, ‘‘Be happy, the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) is here.” The Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. asked him to keep silent. On hearing this voice, the companions gather by his (S.A.W.) 
side. The Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) togethered with his companions (Allah is pleased with them) 
ascended the elevation of the mountain Ohud. 


From the foot of the mountain Abu Suufyaan shouted, “are Muhammad (Blessings and 
salutations of Allah on him), Hadhrut Abu Bakr and Hadhrut Omar (Allah is pleased with them) 
not present?” ‘The Holy Prophet S.A.W. asked Muslims not to reply. Abu Suufyaan repeated 
the same question twice or thrice. On receiving no reply he was overjoyed; and he exclaimed 
“Long live Hobull” (One of the idols)”. At this stage the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations 
of Allah on him) asked Muslims to reply. 


Hadhrut Omar (Allah is pleased with him) replied, “all these persons are all alive to make 
your designs futile and disgrace you.” Abu Suufyaan came forward and said “the battle has 
ended. The day of Ohud has equalized day of Badr. “O° Hobull be exalted. Promise of battle 
next year.’ Obeying the order of the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) 
Hadhrut Omar (Allah is pleased with him) replied, “the same is the time limit between both of 
us’. After this debate enemy infidels returned to Makkah and the hypocrites, quite exposed 
returned to Madina. The Quraish enemy female folks also participated in war of Ohud including 
daughter of ‘Otba, mother of Ameer Mo-‘aavia and wife of arch enemy of Islam to this moment, 
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Abu Suufyaan. She had hired a specially trained slave to kill Ameer Hamza R.A. and totally 
disfigured his pious body to quench her grief of Badr losses. The female folks of Islam also 
participated for the first time including Hadhrata Fatima Allah is pleased with her, to nurse the 
wounded and the seriously injured Muslim warriors. 


M. OTHER SKIRMISHES, WAR OF THE TRENCH, JEWISH CONFRONTATIONS: 


From 3rd to 4 Hijra some small skirmishes took place. Hadhruta Fatima R.A., the dear 
daughter of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. married to Hadhrut Ali B.A. gave birth to Hadhrut Husain 
so affectionate grandson of the Messenger of Allah S.A.W. The War of Trench took place in 5th 
Hijra. The Jews had many agreements which they broke, so Sura Baqara II, Sura Aaal-e-Imraan 
IJ, Sura Nisaa IV and Sura Ma-‘idah condemn them. 


N. QUR’AAN ON THE JEWISH COMMUNITY OF MADINA CONSPIRING 
AGAINST THE HOLY PROPHET: 


The Jews who settled in Arabia through the ages also came to Yathrub in the 5th or sixth 
century A.D. and settled there. They were very frustrated and upset to see the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. and his companions’ migration to Madina. The Holy Qur’aan has pertinently referred to 
the Jewish people and their characteristics. They are still the same stiff-neck for their anti- 
Muslim attitude. Sqme of the references of the Holy Qtir’aan are as follows: 


- Superiority on other nations in their own times = 2:47, 122

IV. ISLAM TOWARDS REAL SUCCESS 
A. THE LOVE OF WORSHIP IN THE KA-'AABA: 


The Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) had a vision in sleep that he 
went over to Makkah and performed ’Omrah, special worship in the Holy Ka’aaba in Makkah. 
When he narrated this to the companions (Allah is pleased with them), they became restless due 
pee eli and they made preparations for the journey to Makkah. The Holy Prophet 

Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) took all of them with him as an in-born Arab right to 
visit the Ka’aaba and reached the neighborhood of Makkah. When the stiff-neck Quraish came 
to know this, they unanimously decided not to allow Muslims to enter Makkah. The Holy 
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Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) voluntarily withdrew from there and stayed 
at the place known as Hodybia. 


B. THE WELL KNOWN MIRACLE AT HUDYBIA: 


Hodybia is the name of a well. A vast plain is nearby in between Makkah and Jeddah 
towards Madina. Due to shortage of water the Holy Prophet's S.A.W. companions (Allah is 
pleased with them) were distressed. There was small quantity of water but there was no 
arrangement to clean this abondoned well and bring it to fetch water. Everybody was thirsty. 
The pot containing small water was placed in front of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. He saw the 
quantity of water was small but all the companions were so needy to quench their too much felt 
thirst. The Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) placed his hand in it. 
Water started gushing out from his sacred fingers like five springs. All the fifteen hundred 
companions with their animals quenched their thirst. People filled their utensils, and performed 
ablution. This has been narrated by Hadhrut Jaber (Allah is pleased with him). Water was 
available in such a huge quantity that even several hundred thousands of men would have been 
satiated. Then the well also gushed out fine fresh water which had run till the mid twentieth 
century and was closed by the present regime. 


C. HUDYBIA PUZZLE OF THE MUSLIMS AND THE EXCHANGE OF 
EMISSARIES: 


The Holy Prophet S.A.W. with great love for the self re-selected Ka-‘aaba as Kibla of the 
Muslims and all his (S.A.W.) companions (1500) with great respect to this House of worship of 
Allah as their Arab right had come with full preparations with their sacrificial animals in full 
peaceful process to perform the obligatory Hajj. But the Quraish of Makkah deprived them from 
this birth right. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. wanted to have a dialogue with the Quraish. Badeel 
Bin Warga Khazaaee came to the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him). It 
was stated by him that the Quraish were bent upon waging a war if Muslims donot retur. *~ 
Madina unconditionally. The Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) said, 
“We want only to perform 'Omrah ! and the Quraish cannot debar us from this right. He 
suggested to this emissary that his companions want to do ‘Omrah. Therefore, he S.A.W. 
proposed to make a truce for a limited period. He was so impressed to see the love, attachment 
and obedience of the Muslims to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. that every one was so anxious to 
preserve every drop of water of Holy Prophet's ablution and even they made it as a source of 
tonic for their faces and body limbs as his (S.A.W.) followers. On going back he narrated the 
whole story to the Quraish, and he told them that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. had not come for a 
fight. But the Quraish did not agree, and they did not reconcile. Thereafter Urwah Bin Masood 
Thaqfee approached the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him). 


D. THE NEGOTIATIONS: 


The Muslims and the Quraish conversation started on this subject in a serious way 
through Suhail Bin Omroo from the Quraish side and Hadhrut Aboo Bakr Siddique from 
Muslims’ side. The conversation cropped to exchange of harsh words of Suhail with Hadhrut 
Siddique R.A. that Omrah is Muslim right. But nothing was settled. Suhail went back, and said 
to the Quraish, “I have visited courts of kings but I have not found their so subordinated subjects 
as much faithful and well-wishers of king as instantly sacrificing most obedient companions of 
the Holy Prophet Mohammad (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him). They lovingly rush to 
collect every bit of his (S.A.W.) hair and cut out nails as well as every drop of his perspiration 
with zeal that they appear to be on the profoundest love and such an attachment to fight on his 
order to last drop of their blood. 


Then the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) thought of deputing 
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- some emissary of his side to the Quraish. Hence Hadhrut ’Othmaan (Allah is pleased with him) 
- was selected for this duty because he had several of his relatives and supporters amongst the 

' Quraish in Makkah who had not embraced Islaam but had blood ties with him (R.A.).. Hadhrut 
*Othmaan approached the leaders of Quraish; and conveyed to them the message of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. They treated ‘Othmaan with amicable manners; but they did not agree to allow 
the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) to enter Makkah. 


‘'E RUMOUR OF MURDER OF HADHRUT OTHMAAN AND THE BAI’UT 
(PLEDGE) OF RIDHWAAN: 


A rumour broke out that the infidels had martyred Hadhrut ‘Othmaan (Allah is pleased 
with him). The Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) was extremely grieved 
on hearing this as he was not only his (S.A.W.) personal emissary and Muslim Ambassador of 
peace but also a great companion. Therefore ‘under a cacaia tree the Holy Prophet (Blessings 
and salutations of Allah on him) took oath of allegiance from all the companions (Allah is pleased 
with them) to the effect that so long as they are alive they will avenge bloodshed of Hadhrut 
Ossmann. The Holy Quraan has highly appreciated this Muslim pledge to keep such obedience 
of every believer to the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) as hall-mark of life. 


The Holy Quraan says: 


“Allah is pleased with the Muslims who pledged-at your hands under the tree. He knew 
what is in their hearts. This brought a great satisfaction in their hearts and it ushered a 
great victory for them.” (Al-Quraan : XLVIII:18) 


Afterwards it came to light that the news about the murdering of Hadhrut ’Othmaan 
(Allah is pleased with him) was altogether false. 


F. THE HUDYBIA TREATY AS THE FIRST TREATY IN ISLAAM: 


; Suhail Bin ‘Omroo approached the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations ef Allah on 
him) and after much discussion, truce was settled on the following terms: 


1, This year the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) and all his 
companions (Allah is pleased with them all) will go back without performing Hajj or 


Omrah. 
2. They will perform Hajj (Muslim pilgrimage in and around Makkah) next year provided 
; they stay not more than three days. 
3. 


The Muslims will bear no arms in the Hajj next year except self defence sheathed swords. 
4. The validity of the truce was agreed to be ten years. 


The Quraish will not fight the allies of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. will not fight the allies of the Quraish. 


Sf any of the Quraish embraces Islaam, the Holy Prophet S.A.W. will return him to the 


oe but ifa Muslim turns apostate and joins Quraish, he will not be returned at any 
cost. : 


This last condition was extremely disturbing and disgusting to the Holy Prophet’s S.A.W. 
companions (Allah is pleased with them). Hadhrut ‘Omar (Allah is pleased with him) was 
via enraged, and he firmly solicited before the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of 
Sheen than condition is very humiliating. The Holy Prophet (Blessings and 
OC araAeae bois ver im) smiled and replied that any one who turns apostate and joins them 
erg ; and if some one becomes Muslim from amongst them and comes to us, but we 

rn him to them, Allah the Sublime will create better conditions for us somehow or the other 
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that such returned Muslim will become an asset there. Meanwhile Aboo Jandal was thrown to 
the Muslims badly beaten and chained. He was the son of Suhail, the truce and treaty maker of 
the Quraish. Treaty was not yet signed so the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and all the Muslims were 
swayed from the shrieks of Aboo Jandal but his father Suhail told that the Treaty is operative, 
Thus Aboo Jandal was returned and treaty was signed. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. honored his 
words before being confirmed which further made his truthful deals as the most effective pattern 
of his life throughout. Briefly, this truce was settled with great difficulty 


G. THE GREATEST VICTORY IS THE PEACE TREATY OF HUDYBIYA: 


Islaam is a religion of Allah as His Final Will to bring peace within and peace all around to 
the Day of Eternity. This was the urge of Allah Almighty through this Final Modality the Holy 
Prophet Muhammad (Sallallaho hoo Alyhe Wassallam) to bring peaceful co-existence to 
humanity for mankind prosperity. Therefore, a full Sura starts from this great achievement 
(Sura Fatah) saying:

(Al-Quraan : XLVIII : 1 to 3) 


The Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) and all his companions) 
sacrificed the Huda (sacrificial) camels here; and got his and all the companions’ heads shaved as 
a symbol of having performed worship out of Makkah. Although his companions had 
reservations to accede to this great treaty but after this command of Allah they bowed down to 
him (8.A.W,), This profound arbitration truce really became a foundation stone for march of 
Islaam amongst the Arab tribes and all around in Arabia. 


V. ISLAAM THE UNIVERSAL RELIGION AND THE MESSAGE OF 
ISLAAM BEYOND ARABIA

all barriers of caste and colour and those created by geography: 


Blessed is He Who hath sent down al-Fuurqaan upon His devotee, that he may be a 
warner to the entire universe”. (XXV:1) 


A. THE PROPHET’S MESSAGE OF ISLAAM BEYOND ARABIA: 


The Holy Prophet was fully aware of the responsibilities that he owed to humanity as the 
last Messenger of Allah. Thus in the atmosphere of general security which the treaty of 
Hudybiya had provided him, he found it a heaven-sent opportunity to turn his attention to other 
nations beyond Arabia in order to deliver to them the Message of Allah. Once he called and said 
to his companions and addressed them in the following words: 


“O people Allah has sent me a blessing to all mankind. Carry the message of Islaam to all 
the corners of the world. Differ not as differed the disciples of Jesus, the son of Mary.” 


~ “And how did they differ?” asked his companions. He replied. ‘Jesus called them to what 
Iam calling you, but he who was sent on a short journey obeyed and accepted his mission and he 
who was despatched afar showed reluctant attitude before his Lord and the Almighty awarded 
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them the punishment that thenceforth every one amongst them could speak only the language of 
the people to whom he was sent.” Quoted by Aboo Jafar Muhammad ibn Jarir Taban, Tarikh

The King replied in the affirmative. 

The ambassador of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. continued his introductory speech and said, 
“Then I invite you,” said Dihyah Kalbi, “to that Great Allah to Whom Jesus offered his prayers, 
prostrated himself and Who shaped him in the womb of Mary and Who created the heavens and 
the earth. Then I invite you to that un-lettered Prophet whose advent has been foretold by 
Moses and Jesus and you have a complete knowledge of all these facts. If you accept the messuge 
preached by him you shall get immense reward in this world and the world to come. But in case 
you reject it, you shall be denied of them. Believe me, there is one Great Master Who punishes 
the disbelievers and changes their fortunes. 


D. ABOO SUUFYAAN'S TESTIMONY ABOUT THE HOLY PROPHET TO 

HERACLIUS: 

Incidentally, Aboo Suufyaan, who by that time had not embraced Islaam, rather still was 
the arch enemy of Islaam was summoned to the court and Heraclins asked him many questions 
about Muhammad S.A.W. and the religion which he preached. The testimony which this avowed 
enemy of the Prophet S.A.W. gave regarding the personal excellence of the Prophet's S.A.W. 
character and the good that Islaam was doing to the human race, left Heraclius wonder-struck. 


E. CONTENTS OF THE PROPHET’S LETTER TO HERACLIUS: 


Then the Prophct's S.A.W. letter was reid alond which rendered into English, is-as 
follows: 


“Allah's Name, the Most Affectionate, the Most Merciful. This letter is heing sent by 
Muhammad to Heraclius, the Emperor of Rome.” 


“Blessed are those who follow true guidance. | invite you to embrace Islaam. If you do so, 
you shall be safe and secure. If you come within its fold, Gad will give you double reward 
and in case you turn your back upon it, then the burden of the sins of people shall fall on 
your shoulders.” 


O people of the Book come to the word that is common between us and between you that 
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we shall worship none save Allah and that we shall not associate aught with Him and that none 
of us shall take others as lords besides Allah. Then if they turn away, say: Bear witness that 
werily we are Muslims. 


F. LETTERS OF THE HOLY PROPHET TO OTHER RULERS IN 6TH/7TH HIJRA: 


The following rulers were also sent letters by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. as his preaching of 
Islaam through universal correspondence for transworld spread of the messages of Allah: 


(1) Letter to Iranian monarch, the despotic Khuusro Pervaiz, Emperor of Persian Empire; 
(2) Deputation to Habasha - Abyssinian King Negus, 
(3) | Message to Hauza, the Chief of Christian tribe Banu Hanifah; and 


(4) Letter to the Azeez of Misr (Egypt) who sent Hadhrata Marya who was married to the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. 


(5) Many other emissaries to the other tribes on Arabian frontiers including Yamama Chief. 
G. KHALID BIN WALEED AND AMR BIN AASS IN THE FOLD OF ISLAAM: 


After the treaty of Hudybia on the last leg of 6th Century A.H. (the conqueror of Syria) 
Hadhrut Khalid Bin Waleed (the conqueror of Egypt) Hadhrut Amr Bin Aass embraced Islaam 
out of personal urge. 


VI. THE OTHER CONQUESTS AND EVENTS OF 6TH AND 7TH 
HIJRA ; 


The Madina Jews self-exiled themselves to Khyber Valley and elsewhere. They started to 
pose threat to Islaam with conspiracies of Makki Quraish enemy and the Madina hypocrites. 
Khyber was a greatly protected fortification of Jews with their strongest Chief Marhub. The 
valley was so rich with Fidak having best gardens in Arabia. 


A. THE CONQUEST OF KHYBER AND ANNEXATION OF FIDAK: 


All the Arab dews fortified in Khyber protectorate were defeated in personal dual of 
Hadhrut Ali (Allah is pleased with him). The garden and fertile agricultural land of Fidak were 
taken over by Muslims.’ The garden of Fidak, a very good fruit and agricultural land was 
distributed, half to the Jews and half to the Muslims. A chunk of land with gardens was taken 
over by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. as it came to his share. It was made a state land for the look 
after of state guests. 


B. EMIGRANTS OF HABASHA (ABYSSINIA): 


The Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) was staying in Khybar when 
Jaa'fer Bin Aboo Talib (Allah is pleased with him), along with other emigrants from Abyssinia 
returned and met him (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him). The Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
had seut Uhem there to save their lath in Islaam fom eruelties of Makki infidels. These people 
returned to Arabia but in Khyber. He $.A.W. welcomed them; embraced Hadhrut Jaa’fer; kissed 
his forebead, and said, “I am delighted from conquest of Khyber and same is the delight of the 
arrival of Jaa’fev". 


C. THE PREREQUISITE TO THE CONQUEST OF MAKKAH AND 'OMRAH: 


At lludybia, a wirtten peace treaty was signed with the Quraisah two years ago but they 
broke the promise, and thereby nullified many of the conditions of this peace treaty by their 
different re-actions during Holy Prophet's Omrah of the Ka‘aaba. The Holy Prophet (Blessings 
and salutations of Allah on him), therefore, ordered to prepare a strong force as expedition to 
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{Mauta where many companions were martyred which had grieved him a lot. It was due to the 
evil designs of the Quraish. Thus the Holy Prophet S.A.W. had to teach a lesson to Makki 


4 Quraish. The Quraish got ashamed, and sent Aboo Saafyaan to apologize, and desired that peace, 


treaty may be renewed; but it was too late and so violated that his intervention was of no avail. 
Aboo Suufyaan was ashamed. He went back to Makkah frustrated. The Holy Prophet (Blessings 
and salutations of Allah on him) appointed a blind companion Abdullah Ibne Oome Maktoom as 
the Governor of Madina. He himself (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) set out to 
Makkah with an army of ten thousand strong. 


On the other hand, Hadhrut Abbass (Allah is pleased with him) the real uncle of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. who had embraced Islaam and migrated to Madina had several relatives in 
Makkah who had not yet embraced Islaam. He wanted that somehow or the other they may be 
informed so that they may either come and apologize or embrace Islaam, and thus may be saved. 
As such he rode the mule of the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah,on him), and 
came out of the army camp outside Makkah. He met Aboo Suufyaan and made him understand 
how the Makki people should face the fact and narrated the whole situation to him. Hadhrut 
Abbas then gave him protection and brought him to the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations 
of Allah on him), At that time Aboo Suufyaan half heartedly embraced Islaam with some 
reservations, Hadhrut Abbass (Allah is pleased with him) requested the Holy Prophet (Blessings 
and salutations of Allah on him) that since Aboo Suufyaan was the Chief of the’Quraish, he may 
be specially favoured, so that his lofty position amongst the Quraish could be maintained. But it 
was now too late so the Holy Prophet S.A.W. did not react. 


D. THE BASIC REASON FOR THE CONQUEST OF MAKKAH: 


According to the terms of the treaty of Hudybiya, the Arab tribes were given the option to 
join either of the parties with which they desired to enter into treaty or alliance. As a 
consequence Banu Bakr joined the Quraish, and Khuza-’ah joined the Holy Prophet S.A.W 
Banu Bakr, without caring a bit for the conditions of the treaty, attacked Banu Khuza-’ah. ‘The 
Quraish helped them with men and arms. 


When the aggrieved party sought justice from their Muslim allies, the Holy Prophet 
SAW. as their leader, demanded an immediate redress for not only violating the treaty but also 
slaying his men in the sanctified area. Three demands were made, the acceptance of any one of 
them was stressed: 


(a) to pay blood money for the victims of Khuza-’ah, 
(b) ‘to terminate their alliance with Banu Bakr’ or 
{c) to consider the truce to have been nullified. 


: In the fit of their pride Qaraish arrogantly said: “We will neither pay blood money nor 
piace our alliance with Banu Bakr, but are prepared to declare the truce of Hudybiya as null 
‘oid. : 


E, THE DEJECTION OF ABOO SUUFYAAN: 


F pe Suufyaan was dejected over the imprudence of his people and came to Madina for » 
eae of the truce. He went to the house of his daughter Omme Hahibah (wife of the Holy 
Sine SAN But as he went to sit on the Prophet's S.A.W. carpet she folled it up. “My 
ese narrs he, “I lara Ae if you think that the carpet is too good than me or that | am

This reply of the wife of the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him 
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speaks eloquently of the great love and the profound respect which his partners of life had for 
him. Can an imposter command such affection from one who has a free access to the most 
guarded sectors of his life? It describes the sincerity, the deep love, great attachment and the 
genuine sincerity of the followers of Muhammad (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him). 


Aboo Suufyaan turned his steps back to Makkah in a state of bitter disappointment and 
submitted the report of his meeting with his daughter, the behaviour of Aboo Bakr, Omar and 
Ali (Allah is pleased with all of them) who did not respond to his so belated truce call, and the 
meaningful silence of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. The Makkans were dismayed, but did not expect 
imminent danger. 


Vi. THE FINAL VICTORY WITHOUT A DROP OF BLOOD AND THE 
MOST PEACEFUL ENTRY OF MUSLIMS IN MAKKAH 


The Holy Prophet S.A.W. ordered preparations to be made for march to Makkah. The 
expedition was first kept secret but later on he revealed that the neighboring tribes, who were in 
alliance with the Muslims, were also invited to join the Holy Prophet’s S.A.W. army. 


For twenty-one long years the Quraish had been committing atrocities on the Muslims. 
They tortured them, inflicted injuries upon them and dragged them in the fire and on the 
burning sand of blazing Makkah. In fact, made their very existence impossible. Hard pressed by 
these atrocities, the Muslims left their native place in order to seek shelter at Madina. But the 
revengeful Makkans allowed them no rest even in that city. They attacked them even in their 
new abode. 


After making full preparations the Holy Prophet S.A.W. proceeded to Makkah as the head 
of ten thousand soldiers on the 10th of Ramadan, 8th Hijrah. He encamped at a place known as 
Marr al-Zahran. The Quraish were quite unaware of the development. But the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. did not like to take them by surprise. He, therefore, ordered his men to kindle fire on all 
sides for cooking purposes. The idea behind this was that the Quraish should be afforded full 
opportunity to assess the situation correctly in which they were pitchforked and should not 
endanger their lives by leaping blindly in the battleficld. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. wanted to 
avoid bloodshed as far as possible and was anxious that the wiser counsel should prevail upon 
the haughty Makkans and they should weigh the pros and cons of the matter before coming 
forward for an encounter. Abbas, R.A. the Prophet’s S.A.W. uncle, like his brother Aboo Taalib, 
had always been friendly to his nephew, Muhaminad S.A.W. He had been giving him timely 
warning of the Makkans attack on Madina. Fle met the Holy Prophet S.A.W. on the way and 
discussed the situation with him. Hadhrut Abbas R.A. had tender feelings for his kith and kins 
in Makkah and was desirous that they should realise the gravity of the situation and yicld before 
the irresistible tide of the Muslim army. 


Hadhrut Abbas Radhi Allah unho (Allah is pleased with him) was fully aware of the 
change of heart of the majority of the Makkans and he succeeded in convincing Aboo Suufyaan 
on this state of affairs. The Peace Treaty of Hudybia had provided them a respite to see and 
think in a calmer atmosphere, and, with cool-headed feelings and in ua rational frame of mind, the 
teachings of Islaam and the great spiritual and morul revolution which it had brought about 
amongst those who had accepted it. Their hearts had attested the truth of the Divine mission 
which Muhammad (Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam) had brought. Quly their professing in words 
was to be heard. 


It was, therefore, in the best interests of Makkah infidels that Islaam should have been 
allowed to take hold of the city without the least resistance and accepted as an incontestable 
truth. Through the intercession of Hadhrut Abbas R.A. and the conviction of Aboo Suffyaan, the 
way was paved for this “peaccfuii conquest.” 
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B. GENERAL AMNESTY: 

None could be more anxious to avoid bloodshed than Muhammad Sallallaho Alyhe 
Wassllam. He, therefore, proclaimed amnesty to the people who had persecuted and tortured 
him and his followers and had even made several attempts on his life. But he was the Rahmat- 
ull-lil Adlameen. The Blessing unto the worlds, and even his deadliest enemies were to be 
forgiven. “There shall be no retaliation against you this day,” he declared. He asked Aboo 
Suffyaan, once his arch enemy, to proclaim: “he who takes refuge in the house of Aboo Suufyaan 
is safe: whoso closes the door of his house, the inmates thereof shall be in safety, and he who 
enters the Sacred Mosque of the Ka-’abah is safe.” 


It was in this spirit of clemency that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. entered the city of Makkah. 
C. THE PROPHET (SA.W.) IN MAKKAH: 


After having entered the city, the Holy Prophet S.A.W. offered prayer of thanks in the 
Masjid-ull-Haraam to the Almighty Allah Who, out of His immense grace, had granted him a 
most splendid and most peaceful victory over & cruel enemy. A tent was pitched for him near the 
Haraam at a spot where he spent a few days in a secluded quarter. 


D. THE KA'AABA IS PURIFIED. 


The Holy Prophet S.A.W. in sincerest remembrance of Allah got up and proceeded 
towards the Ka’aaba, the Sacred House. It was to be cleaned and made for ever an emblem of 
the qneness and Supremacy of Allah as well as the unity of transworld Muslims. It was 
unfortunately infested with 360 idols. He S.A.W knocked them down with the help of Hadhrut 
Ali (R.A. and recited the Verse of the Holy Quraan: “Please declare, the Truth has come and 
falsehood has vanished. Surely falsehood is ever-vanishing”. (Al-Quraan - XVII - 81) 


One by one the stone-gods were dismantled from in-side and outside the Ka'aaba. Images 

and effigies were deleted from its outer walls. He then prostrated himself in worship within the 

’aaba. He sitting down within sent Bilal to summon ‘Othmaan Bin Talhah possessing the key 

of the Ka’aabah. Asceding the steps of the threshold and unlocking the door he ordered that 

idols should be destroyed and images obliterated from its within with complete overhaul with the 

help of Hadhrut Ali (Allah is pleased with him). He in the sacred hall performed devout 

prostrations. He then returned to the door-way the Isstelaam, and, standing upon its elevated 

step, gazed in thankfulness on the thronging multitude below. It was the 20th of Ramadan, the 

eighth year of Hijrah, when, on the gate of Holy Ka’aaba, and with its key held in his hand, he 
delivered the following address: 


“There is no god but Allah alone. He has no associate. He made good His promise that 
He held to His devotee and helped him and defeated all the confederates along. Bear in mind 
that every claim of privilege, whether that of blood, or property, is under my feet, except thai of 
the custody of the Ka’aaba, worship in it and supplying of water to the pilgrims. Bear in mind 
anyone who is slain, even though unintentionally, may be cost club or whip, for him the blood 
cost is very severe: hundred camels, forty of them to be pregnant. O people of Quraish surely 
Allah has abolished from you all pride of the time of ignorance and all pride in your ancestry, 
(because) all men descended from Aadam, and Aadam was fashioned out of clay”. 


Then he recited to them the Verse: 


“Q mankind verily We (Allah) have created you of a male and a female and We (Allah) 
have made you nations and tribes that you might know one another. Surely the noblest of 
you with Allah is the one who most fears from Him. Surely Allah is All Knowing, All 
Aware”. (Al - Quraan = [XLX : 13) 
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He further added: 


“O you people of Quraish what do you think of the treatment that I am about to accord to 
you?” : 


They replied: 

“O noble brother and son of a noble brother we expect nothing but kindness from you”. 
Upon this he said: 

“] speak to you in the same words as Joseph spoke to his brothers”, 

“This day, there is no retaliation against you”. 


Go your way, for you are freed ones”. 


Then he asked Hadhrut Bilaal, Allah is please with him, to climb up the Ka’aaba to loudly 
give the call for prayer and he gave the Aadhaan on top of the Ka’aaba. : 


E. BROTHERHOOD OF MANKIND. 


The Holy Prophet also imprinted upon the minds of the people the pragmatic value of the . 
fundamental principle of Islaam, which is the Divine Unity and human integrity. This concept 
strikes at the very root of all types of man-made distinctions, e.g., those of race, colour, creed and 
language and completely sweeps off all kinds of hierarchial privileges of life due to social and 
political discriminations. It was a pronouncement of very great significance. Herein was 
sounded the death knell of the doctrine of polygenism ascribing multiple ancestry to mankind, 
and the idea of castes or classes forming a barrier to common humanity. There is no distinction 
between man and man. All are equal, because they are descendants of the same parents. 
Superiority of one over another in this vast brotherhood does not depend on nationality, wealth 
or rank but on one’s piety, straightforwardness, sincerity and conscious adherence to the 
command of Allah in the Holy Quraan and the Suunnah of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 


VIII - THE 9TH HIJRAA AND MISSION FULFILMENT 
A THE HONYN WAR: 


After the peaceful coquest of Makkah the neighborhood tribes had embraced Islaam but 
some people were still clung to idolatry elsewhere in Arabia who were to be brought under the 
umbrella of Islaam as Holy Prophet's (S.A.W.) basic mission. Meanwhile the strong Huwazin 
tribe tried to retaliate but the Holy Prophet (Allah’s Blessings and salutations on him) took 
12000 troops to face them in the Hunyn battle. This was the all times biggest army with Holy 
Prophet Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam, so far. A big cattle wealth was captured here. 


Sura Tauba (Repentance) is the testimony to the crushing defeat of this Arab infidels’ last 
force. (Sura Tauba IX : 25, 26). 


B. THE FALL OF TAA-IFF: 


Then Taa-iff, where in Makki life the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was given the toughest tortures 
in 9th Nabawi surrendered to Muslims in 9th Hijraa. A big booty came to Muslim hands from 
Taa-iff as war spoils which were so judiciously distributed. 


THE HOLY PROPHET'S ONLY ’OMRA: 


On return from Taaiff the Holy Prophet S.A.W. arrived in Makkah (and performed his 
first and the only ’omra. 
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D. THE TABUUK WAR: THE MESSAGE TRANSWORLD: 


Muslim expedition to Tabuuk in Syria was against the Roman vice Regent where the Arab 
Christians and Roman Christians had gathered to attack the Muslims and wanted to conquer 
Madina. The journey was so long and the season was burning. The Sands hell bound, were so 
wide that this expedition was impossible without special horse/camel force. The hypocrites of 
Madina and associate Arab tribes detracted. The companions like Hadhrut Aboo Bakr sacrificed 
every belonging to the last article on the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on 
him). Allah totally rejected from embarking in'those who hesitated the hottest season of this 
expedition in Sura Tauba (IX : 49, 81 and 96). 


The Holy Prophet Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam assembled a historical 30,000 strong army 
with full preparations and commitment. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. in a toughest weather with 
his greatest army, biggest of his times, reached Tabuuk on the Syrian border. Plenty of shade, 
orchard, water and life was available here. It became a peaceful show-down of the biggest empire 
of the time, the Roman Empire which had defeated the super power of Persian Empire. 


This was a peaceful transworld spread of Islaam with its introduction from Syria as an 
international religion. A peace treaty was signed by the Christian Chief of Syria for the Roman 
Empire. Allah has described in Sura Tauba IX : 97 to 118) this peaceful deal of universal 
importance. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. alongwith this strongest force returned to Madina after 
achieving his (S.A.W.) great mission abroad and finally disciplining the Muslim forces to face any 
challenge of the future in international spread of Islaam. 


IX. RE-DISCIPLINE OF MUSLIMS WITH ALLTIME 
PURITY OF FAITH 


A. DEMOLITION OF HYPOCRITES’ MOSQUE: 


The fifth columnist hypocrites built a mosque not for remembrance of Allah but for 
conspiracies against Islaam and for the damage to the Muslim solidarity. After the successful 
expedition of Tabuuk the Holy Prophet S.A.W. returned to Madina. Sura Tauba (IX : 107) 
exposed these enemies of Islaam. Therefore this conspiracy centre in cleandestime building 
called mosque for creating disunity amongst Muslims was demolished by him (S.A.W.) 


B. DEATH OF THE CHIEF OF HYPOCRITES OF MADINA: 


Abdullah Bin Obyye died in 9th Hijra when the Holy Prophet Sallallaho Alyhe Wassalam 
returned from Tabuuk mission to which this hypocrites’ chief was severely opposed. His 
sincercly faithful Muslim son Abdullah submitted to him (S.A.W.) for leading his funeral prayer. 
The Holy Prophet ted it. Allah disapproved it in Sura Tauba (1X : 80, 84) that he was enemy of 
the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and who so does not love His Holy Prophet S.A.W. is condemned so 


C. DEPUTATION FROM TAA-IFF: 
: The Holy Prophet Sallalatio Alyhe Wassallam wus so glad to receive a big deputation from 
Taa-iff after Ramdhan-ull-Mubarak of 9th Hijrah. These were the people who severely tortured 


him 18 years ago They were the deputationists with great enthusiasin for Islam who were served 
by him (S.A.W.) with love being the good Lelievers. 


D. THE ISLAAMIC CRIMINAL JUSTICE SYSTEM: 
Fornication, prohibited sex und adultery as well as the violutiun of every law was banned 


It was subjected to severest punishment by the Holy Quraan (Sura IV: 15, 92; V + 32; XXIV : 2, 3; 
and Sura XVII : 32) 
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Usury or interest was prohibited vide Sura Al-Baqarah II ; 275 to 279. 

Intoxicants, wine, liquor, gambling, stone alters, murder, disorder, dacoity and divining by- 
arrows was also totally banned and made severely punishable. (Al-Quraan Sura V : 32, 33, a 
and 90). 


D. PREACHERS SENT ALL OVER: i 
The Holy Prophet deputed the companions of great calibre like Ma-aaz Bin Jabal = |

and those who were trained by him (S.A.W.) at his Suffa, the open university which graduated 
many as 13000 companions for mission, the world over - from Rome to China. 


E. HADHRUT ABOO BAKR LEADS FIRST MUSLIM HAJJ: 7 


When the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) was to leave for Tabuuk he S.A.W. appointed Hadhi 
Aboo Bakr (R.A.) to lead the first Muslim Hajj congregation for pilgrimage in and around 
Makkah. Hadhrut Ali Radhi Allah hoo Unhoo (R.A.) was deputed later on to announce 40° 
Verses of Sura Tauba during this first Hajj of Muslims cancelling the treaties with the border‘ 
tribes who were hypocrites as in Sura IX : 1 to 8. i 


F. EMISSARIES/STRONG DEPUTATIONS POUR IN FROM ALL ARABIA: 


During the early months of 10th Hijra many deputatiuns from all over Arabia poured in to 
embrace Islaam and learn it from the Holy Prophet S.A.W. A most famous Sura NASR of part 
30 as Sura No. 109 is its best testimony. People came to embrace Islaam learning its Shariah 
from the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in armies. ; 


X. THE HAJJULL WIDAA’ AND THE FAREWELL SERMON - THE 
HUMAN RIGHTS CHARTER 


The Holy Prophet Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam was in the 63rd year of his age. His entire 
mission was being fulfilled. The Divine modality of his life pattern was established as the best 
source of righteousness, piety, welfare and human prosperity with peace and co-existence. 
People in complete ignorance and totally paralysed by sinfulness, vices and satanic system were 
fully trained to adopt the Divine system of peace and tranquillity with justice and equity. 


He announced that he himself will be leading his (S.A.W.) first and the last Hajj in the 
year 10th Hijra. People came in great numbers that it was attendéd by 120000 to 140000 
faithfuls. Allah declared the Holy Prophet S.A.W. the noblest being and the most pious (Sura 
XLIX : 13). 


On arrival at Zull-Halifa, he (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) put on pilgrims’ 
garb, entered Makkah with great serenity and dignity and made seven circuits around the 
Ka’aaba. He (Blessings.and salutations of Allah on him) reached the valley of Namrah at sunrise 
on 9th of Zullhajjah in the 10th Hijrah. On one side of this valley is situated Arafaat, and on the 
other Muzdalfa. After the decline of the sunm, the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of 
Allah on him) started from here and reached Arafaat. All the plain was crowded with people to 
its full capacity; and every one was busy in glorification, and sanctification of Allah and that there 
is na one else worth worship except Allah Suubhanaho Wa Ta-'aala. The Holy Prophet 
(Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) rode his she-camel Qaswa and delivered the famous 
Fare Well Sermon as his address of the Hajj-ull-Widaa’. This is the fundamental human rights 
1,400 year old but always upto date Human Rights Charter better than that of the U.N.O. On 
the slaughtering day the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) sacrificed sixty 
three camels with his own hands symbolizing perhaps the 63 years of his physical life herein. 
Thirty seven animals were sacrificed on his behalf by Hadhrut Ali (Allah is pleased with him). 
This sacrifice was enacted in Minaa‘area near Makkah. Then the Holy Prophet (Blessings and 
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salutations of Allah on him) came to the Ka-’aaba and made seven circumambulances (Tawaaf-e- 
‘Afada) of the Ka-’aaba. Then he went towards Madina Tayyaba. Since he (Blessings and 
salutations of Allah on him) had lead this Hajj for the first and the last time, and preached with 
highest calibre for the last time the biggest assembly of the sincerest Muslims, therefore, it is 
called Hajja-tull-Widaa (the Last Hajj) and Hajja-tull Balagha (Pilgrimage of preaching). 


Then he (S.A.W.) completed all the rites prescribed Hajj which became his (S.A.W 
Suunnah. (He had performed only one ’Omra). Speech he delivered on the back of his (S.A.W.) 
ahe camel, the Qaswah, as his Farewell Sermon the height of his eloquence, oratory and religious 
fervor, so seriously taken by everyone present there. The text of the same follows —- 


LAST SERMON OF THE LAST AND THE HOLIEST PROPHET 
MUHAMMAD S.A.W. 
(Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) 


This Sermon was delivered on the Ninth day of Dhull Hajjah 10 A.H. in the Uranah valley 
of Mount Arafaat. 


THE TEXT 


“Q People, lend me an attentive ear, for I know not whether, after this year, I shall be 
amongst you again. Therefore, listen to what I am saying to you very carefully and take these 
words to those who are not present here today.” 


“O People, just as you respect this month, this day, this city as sacred, so regard the life 
and property of every Muslim as a sacred trust. Return the goods entrusted to you to their 
rightful owners. Hurt no one so that no one may hurt you. Remember that you will indeed meet 
your Rubb (Sustainer) and that He will indeed reckon your deeds. Allah has forbidden you to 
take usury (interest). Therefore, all interest (usuary) obligations, including interest of my own 
uncle Abbas R.A., shall henceforth be waived.” 


“O People, it is true that you have certain rights with regard to your women, but they also 
have rights over you. If they abide by your right theh to them belongs the right to be fed and 
clothed in kindness. Do treat your women well and be kind to them for they are your partners 
and committed helpers. And it is your right that they do not make acquaintance with any one of 
whom you do not approve and that they never will commit adultery.” 


“© People, listen to me in earnestness. Worship only Allah, offer your five times daily 
Prayers (Salaat), keep Fasts during the Holy month of Ramadhan, ‘and give your wealth in 
Zakaat. Perform Hajj, if you can afford it. You know that every Muslim is the brother of another 
Muslim. You are all equal. Nobody has superiority over other except by piety and good action. 


, Remember, pne day you will appear before Allah and answer for your actions and deeds 
herein. So beware. Do not stray from the path of righteousness after I am gone. 


“© People, no Prophet or Apostle will come after me and no new faith will be born. 
Reason well, therefore, O People, understand my words which I convey to you. I leave behind me 


two things, the Quraan and my example, the Suunnah. If you follow these you will never go 
astray.” 


“All those who listen to me shall pass on my words to others and those others to next ones 
and so on.” 


The last ones understand my words better than those -vho listen to me nearby directly. 
Be my witness O Allah, that I have conveyed your Message to your devotees.” 
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This is what the Holy Quraan says about his great Messengership as well as his being the 
best well wisher of the mankind for all times to come: 


“Surely a Messenger has come amongst 
you from amongst yourselves, If (any of) you 2 : 
fall in a trouble it hurts him grievously as he is piliadiiz, ui Qi opie At 
all the time desirous of your welfare. To the PRT ee 
believers he is so compassionate and so pres Sresball SE Sas 
merciful.” (AJ Quraan IX - 128) 


XI. THE DIVINE LIGHT TRANSITION TO THE ORIGINATOR TO 
EVER ILLUMINATE THE UNIVERSE = 11 HIJRA 


The 11th year of Hijra is the year in which the Holy Prophet (Blessings and Sulutations of 
Allah on him), after complcting of his greatest mission of perfection of the Istaamic modulity of 
Allah by his example returned to the Being Who had depuled him. He is from that time to date 
the beacon house of Divine light to illuminate the woilds to peacefulness After conquest of 
Makkah Arabs in general had embraced Isluum. On the day of his first ancl dart Lay the Loly 
Prophet (Blessings and Salutations uf Allah on him) was revealed the kist verse of the Holy 
Quraan which he delivered in au address and recited : 


“This Day I (Allah) have perfected for you your faith, and completed My (Allah's) favours 
upon you. And have chosen Islaam as your religion (as the best religion for all times).” 
(Al-Quraan = V: 3). 


Then he (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) said, “I leave with you the Holy Book, 
Al-Quraan from ‘Allah, and my Suunnah for your all times guidance”. 


“Here ig a devotee of Allah whose hard labor has provided him option from his (S.A.W 
Rubb (Sustainer) the life of this transitory world against that life which is everlasting, eternal 
and so dear to the Creator.” “This devotee has chosen the latter.” When Hadhrut Aboo Bakr 
(Allah is pleased with him) heard this, tears started rolling down his cheeks, and he correctly 
realised that when the religion has been perfected, then the Holy Prophet (Blessings and 
salutations of Allah on him) has no concern with this physical world and whatever it contains.” 


One month before the departure from this world to the eternal life Hereafter, the Holy 
Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) used to advise his companions in such a way 
that they used to think of his departure from this temporary life to eternal world. 


The Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) remained somewhat sick for 
fourteen days. Due to physical weakness he could not join the congregation Prayers lead by 
Hadhrut. Aboo Bakr on his (S.A.W.) orders. When Hadhrut Aboo Bakr (Allah is pleased with 
him) stood up for the first prayer Imaamut (leading) on the praying place of the Holy Prophet 
(Blessings and salutations of Allah on him), he and other companions were so much swayed by 
passions and overpowered with grief of his (S.A.W.) not being in sight. They had so tender 
feelings not to find him (S.A.W.) for this first Prayer that they started weeping. When the voice 
reached the sacred ears of the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) he was 
having tranquillity, satisfaction and confidence that his (S.A.W.) orders will be carried by his 
(S.A.W.), companions without his physical presence. He took the final bath and came into the 
mosque; sat on the left side of Hadhrut Aboo Bakr (Allah is pleased with him) and led the 
Prayer. On completion of this double led Prayer he (S.A.W.) said, “O Muslims! J entrust you to 
Allah; Allah’s care, supervision and help. Iam going to separate from this physical world and I 
am going to leave it”. 


In the morning of the last day be moved the curtain of his (S.A.W.) apartment belonging to 
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his (S.A.W.) beloved wife Aysha (Allah is pleased with her) which was so adjacent and by the side 
of his (S.A.W.) Holy Masjid. He (S.A.W.) personally observed all the Muslims busy in praying. 
On seeing the prayer rows in order, signs of great satisfaction appeared on his sacred face, and he 
Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) smiled. Then the Holy Prophet (Blessings and 
salutations of Allah on him) advanced; and offered morning Prayer with Hadhrut Aboo Bakr 
Siddique (Allah ig pleased with him). After this Prayer, the Holy Prophet (Blessings and 
salutations of Allah on him) did not physically offer any other prayer in this world, except his 
(S.A.W.) sincerest, profoundest and humble remembrance of Allah Almighty in humility. (This 
was narrated by Imaam Bukhari on the authority of Hazrut Ayisha Siddigah, in his authentic 


book of Hadith, page 62). 


After reaching home, the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) faced 
the transition of his (S.A.W.) soul to the Khaliq (Creator). A bowl, full of water was placed 
towards the head of the Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him). He (Blessings 
and salutations of Allah on him) personally dipped his right hand fingers in water and gently 
rubbed his pious face again and again. His head was in the lap of Hadhrata 'Aysha (Allah is 
pleased with her). She was placing wet cloth on his (S.A.W.) holy forehead. He was reciting 
Verses of the Holy Quraan: 


“In the company of those on whom is the Grace of Allah.” (Al-Quraan = IX: 79) 


On observing this situation his so dear daughter Hadhrata Fatima (Allah is pleased with 
her) started weeping. The Holy Prophet (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) called her 
(R.A.) nearer to his (S.A.W.) holy mouth and wiped out her tears. He said to her as she (R.A.) 
reported later, that she will be the first to meet him (S.A.W.) in the eternal world from amongst 
all the Muslims. Then he (S.A.W.) called near him (S.A.W.) his so dear grandsons Hadhrut 
Imaam Hassan and Hadhrut Imaam Hussain (Allah is pleased with them). He kissed their faces 
and caressed them, and bequeathed about their esteem. He (Blessings and salutations of Allah 
on him) also called his (S.A.W.) wives and advised then. The Holy Prophet (Blessings and 
salutations of Allah on him) then called Hadhrut Ali (Allah is pleased with him) and continued 
conversation with him for some time. He (Blessings and salutations of Allah on him) then 
emphasized in low voice to all those present about the Prayer regularity and the preservation of 
the rights of the subordinates (servants and workers to be cared). Then he (S.A.W.) brushed his 
teeth. Then he (S.A.W.) was heard saying, “My Rubb (Sustainer) grant me Pardon and join me 
Your companionship on the highest echelon.” 


; In the final he uttered “Baluur Rafeequll Aalaa” - “Blessed is the companionship of the 
Being on the Highest.” Hadhrata 'Aysha (R.A.-Allah is pleased with her) says “then his 
(S.A.W.) head fell in her (R.A.) lap and the pupil of his (S.A.W.) eyes closed;” and his luminous 
soul left the sacred body. It was Monday the 12th of Rabi-ull-Auwal, in the year 11 A.H. at the 
age of 63 years and four days at breakfast time in the broad day light clear morning. 


; Hundreds and thousands of faithfuls lined-up for three days and nights to see his sacreu, 
luminous and fresh face paying their homage. Everyone was sending on him the best Blessings 
and salutations of Allah. His sacred body was placed in his Mousoleum on the same place in the 
Huujrah of Hadhrata Aysha R.A. by Hadhrut Ali R.A. 


ae Indeed! we are all for Allah and we have to return to Him. May Allah shower His choicest 
lessings and profoundest salutations on him (S.A.W) for his highest exaltation on the Day of 
Resurrection alongwith his pious noble family and his great companions.” 
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XII. MORE GLIMPSES ON THE LIFE AND THE SERVICES OF THE 
HOLY PROPHET S.A.W. TO THE MANKIND 


1. MONDAY (Pir/Do-Shamba) is the sanctified day of 12th Rabi-ull-Awwal/21st April 571 
A.D. on which the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was born; first revelation of the Holy Quraan from Allah 
was authenticated; Mairaaj (Celestial Ascension) was conferred to him; he arrived in Madina on 
migration from Makkah; the change of Qibla took place in Madina; the Battle of the Trench with 
revelation of most important Chapter Al-Ahzaab - XXXII was achieved; the famous treaty of 
Hudybia - the first human history treaty of greatest impacts was signed; the moet peaceful 
victory of Makkah was achieved; the Holy Prophet completed his Divine Mission of his personal 
modality of the Holy Quraan in practicality and his most exalted soul left his pious body to meet 
with Allah Almighty on Monday the 12th Rabi-ull-Awwal, 11th Hijra, the 8th June 632 A.D. 


2. THE FIRST, MUSLIMS were the dearest wife Hadhruta Khadeejah, his dearest friend 
Hadhrut Aboo Bakr, the nearest brother in kinship Hadhrut Ali, the most obedient servant Zaid 
Bin Harisa (liberated by the Holy Prophet S.A.W.) and the still to be got liberated slave of Omyya 
Bin Khalf, the most pious Bilaal. 


3. HADHRUTA AYSHAH(R.A.) was the youngest wife of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. who 
was the most talented, the most intelligent, the most diligent, the most obedient, the most 
educated and specially inducted Muslim lady who is a source to one third of knowledge of Islaam. 


4, |HADHRUTA HAFSAH (R.A.) was the most straightforward, pious, strict to her words, 
and most trustworthy wife of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. She was entrusted the authenticated 
copy of the Holy Quraan by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. himself after being calligraphed in his 
(S.A.W.) own supervision and repeatedly verified as correct version listening its recitation from 
many companions, R.A. who had remembered it by heart. 


5.  FINALITY of the Messengership of the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. is in his beir7 
the Last and the great Prophet of Allah with complete divine Message in the permanently 
authenticated revelations from the Creator for human welfare for all times to come. This Last 
Divine Guidance cannot be challenged by anyone in any form in any age. The Quraan will 
remain always fresh in its contents and the preachings of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. will always 
remain Divinely enshrined to lead the humanity to perfect peace, tranquillity and prosperity 
based on piety. 


6. THE MIRACLES of the Holy Prophet Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam run into 10,000 but 
the most important are 45 mentioned in the Holy Quraan, 200 mentioned in Hadith and others 
observed but not related. A few are as follows: 


(a) The Holy Quraan with 6666 Verses was revealed by Allah to him in 7 Manzils, 30 Parts, 
114 Chapters, 540 Sections and 323760 alphabets. Its lengthiest Sura - Sura Baqarah and 
smallest Sura - is Sura Kauthar. The Holy Quraan gives the most authentic history of 26 
Prophets of Allah and the great nations of the past. The Holy Quraan can be divided on all 
the modern, natural, social, medical, agricultural and human sciences but its division on 
subjects of most practical nature can be: 


(i) 1000 Verses on Do’s; (ii) 1000 Verses on Donot’s; (iii) 1000 Verses for rewards; (iv) 
1000 verses for awards; (vy) 1000 Verses for precedents; (vi) 1000 Verses for historic facts; 
(vii) 500 Verses for permissible deeds, eatables and fruits as well as prohibited articles and 
deeds; (viii) 100 verses on remembrance methods; and (ix) 66 miscellaneous verses — 
Total 6666 verses. (Refer to Al-Quraan - XXIX : 48 to 58; X: 38; XVII: 88; LI: 33, 34; XLII 
: 52; XV:9; LVI: 77, 78; LXXXV:21, 22) 


(b) The Modality of Allah Almighty as His Last Ideal is in: the Life of the Holy Prophet 
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Muhammad Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam. It is the greatest miracle itself as he is Quraan 
in practice for all times to come. 


tc) The Mairaaj which placed the Holy Prophet S.A.W. on the highest echelon by leading the 
congregational prayer of all the Prophets of Allah in Jerusalem dume of the ruck and then 
ris Ascension to the celestial worlds withim a few moments of a holy night putting the 
entire universe to stand still for his bodily personal inspection of the creatures of the past 
present and future. (Al-Quraan - XVII: 1; LIII-8 to 10) 


(d) Splitting of the moon into two (Al-Quraan - LIV:1, 2) and bringing back the sun while it 
had set (famous Ahadith) of these miracles. 


(e) Other few miracles mentioned in the Holy Quraan - Prophecy of Roman empire victory 
over Persian empire (Sura Ruum - XXX : 1 to 6); Birds of Flight to destroy Abraha (Sura 
Al-Feel - CV: 1 to 5); Sharh-e-Sadr —— the oral surgery of the heart of the Tloly Prophet 
S.A.W. for its expansion to greatness (Suia VIC : 1 to 4); Quraish conspiracy to murder the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. and his migration to Madina-tuur-Rasool (Sura Anfull VIL: 30): the 
Badr victory (Sura Anfall —— VII Verses 9, 11, 17, 43, 44 & 45; Sura Aale {mruan 
T-Verses 13, 124 to 125; Sura Al-Ahzaab XXXIII - Verse 9; Sura Tauba IX Verse 25; 
Prophecy of peaceful victory of Makkah - Sura XXVIII: 85, Sura LXI verse 13, Sura WL: 1, 
27, Prophecy of sad demise of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. at the age of 63 - Sura Nasr CX: 1 
to 3. (Many miracles mentioned in the authentic books of Ahadith). 


1. THE HOLY PROPHET BLESSING FOR THE ENTIRE MANKIND FOR ALL 
TIMES: References of the Holy Quraan - Sura XXI : 107; IV.79; XXXIV:28. 


8 THE HOLY PROPHET S.AW. is the Light of Divine Truth in the darknesses of the 
human excesses and the exploitations of the underworld; the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is the symbul 
of unity of humanity based on equality, piety and peaceful equity; the Holy Prophet S.A.W. gave 
first written constitution at Madina, the first treaty Hudybia, the treaty of truce at Makkah and 
the Farewell Sermon as the first human rights charter, still unique in the world. The Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. gave equal status to the women preserving their rights, abolished slavery, gave 
rights to the down trodden, ushered in corrective aproaches for the offenders/inmates and 
tended the innocent children. It is the Holy Prophet S.A.W. who removed inequality, abolished 
classes and caste/creed distinctions of human beings for the first time in history of mankind and 
gave @ system to the Day of Resurrection free from all such exploitations. His politico- 
administrative and socio-economic system is the best if implemented in letter and spirit as fully 
explained in the Quraan. 


9. TREASURE OF THE TRADITIONS of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. runs into hundreds of 
thousands but the Sihah Sitta - six most authentic books of Hadith with Sahih Bukari are the 
purest on each subject of the Holy Quraan. 


10. THE HOLY PROPHET S.A.W is the real modality of Allah Almighty as His Last Ideal 
for human welfare. He is the beacon house of peaceful co-existence of mankind with tranquillity. 
His system is fully based on equality free from disunity and immorality. 


M1 _ABOUT THE RESPECTED WIVES OF THE HOLY PROPHET, S.A.W.: Strange 
criticism is levelled about the family life of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by the agitating non-Muslim 
minds irrationally opposed to him (S.A.W.). Many of the non-Muslims have been perturbed by 
the marriages of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. some of the so called Muslim scholars have been so 
appologetic. The orientalists and the Western scholars have advanced highly objectionable 
controversies about it. Some of them consider these marriages as something abnormal. Such 
scholars are confused to column his so pious, righteous and straightforward life of nobility with 
the lustful despotic kings and ignoble rulers who contracted expanded marriages with the virgin 
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daughters of different tribal chiefs to expand the sphere of their sovereignty annexing through 
such relations the in-laws State territory. 


This is not at all the actual situation of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. His marriages with the 
noble females, most of whom were widows or slaves or the wives of the companions of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. martyred in different battles during their noble mission for the spread of Islaam, 
The Holy Prophet S.A.W. was not at all a prince to a king of a vast kingdom with golden spoon in 
mouth enjoying a blank cheque of multiple sexual relations. He was just an Orphan of a very 
noble family of a very gentle and modest origin. He was born in Makkab-tull-Mukarrama, which 
according to the Holy Quraan is a place without much greenery and devoid of agricultural 
activity giving a desolate look but bestowed with Allah's bounties with the fruits of all the world. 


; His (S.A.W.) first marriage with the richest lady of the land Hadhrata Khadeeja-tull- 
Kuubra (Allah is pleased with her) was at his prime age of 25 when she was 40 and was 
widowed two times for death of her Christian husbands. She had from them female children of 
teen ages as her liability. It was the honesty, integrity, diligence and the pious deal of the Holy 
Prophet as a young tradesman on her behalf from his prime age of 18 to 25 years that she was so 
impressed by his so straightforward and truthful trade and commerce that she herself requested 
him, rather persuaded him, to marty her. He remained with her for 15 years in Makkah before 
declaration of his Prophethood by Allah and then she continued to be his only wife till her death, 
ten years later. This was the age of perfect adulthood of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. from his 25th 
year to 50th year of prime maturity. After her sad demise he was entitled to marry anyone virgin 
he liked from the families of his so obedient, submissive and highly motivated companions. But 
he wanted the hand of so young Hadhruta Aysha (Allah is pleased with her) daughter of his 
(S.A.W.) great friend and the most obedient companion Hadhrut Aboo Bakr Siddique (Allah is 
pleased with him). She was so intelligent, brilliant and of a strong nlemor} in her tender age 
that she could be an asset to the Muslim Ommah, later, in the far sighted estimation of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. 1/3rd of the knowledge of Islaam and the authenticity of Holy Prophet's S.A.W. 
thousands of Ahadith is due to. her great memory and profound knowledge about Islamic 
Shariah. What she listened from the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and what she saw him (S.A.W.) 
practising she verified it from the Holy Quraan. Therefore, she (R.A.) whenever: was asked about 
the modality of the Holy Prophet S.A.W., instantly replied that it was just the real practicality of 
whatever Allah has prescribed in the Holy Qurasn. 


She was in her early twenties when the Holy Prophet S.A.W. left her issueless. But she 
became a mini-university of Islamic Fiyh to teach the Holy Quraan and interpret the Ahadith of 
the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to the next generation of Muslim youngsters as her spiritual sons and 
daughters with special reference to the female rights and childret. protection. Hadhrata Ayesha 
R.A. being the daughter of a great father was the only virgin lady so young in age when her 
marriage was solemnized to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in Madina. All the other wives of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. were either divorced ladies or widowed persons who wanted to be respectful 
mothers of all the Muslims after their marriage with the Holy Prophet S.A.W. on their personal 
perusal. All-of his wives were great asset to Ommah in their own ways. The widowed Hafsah 
daughter of Hadhrut Omar, Radhi Allah ho unho, worried the father too much but she being a 
great lady opted to marry only the Holy Prophet S.A.W. He agreed to honor her as she was to be 
entrusted the authenticity of the Holy Quraan by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. He himself (S.A.W.) 
got its Master copy prepared after checking it from many scribers of the Quraan and from the 
recitals of his companions who were Huffaz having memorized the entire Quraan by heart. Holy: 
Prophet’s S.A.W. personally authenticated copy of the Holy Quraan in the striet custody of 
Hadhrata Hafsah R.A. was adopted for circulation after getting its copies J by 
Hadhrut 'Othmaam R.A. in caliphate of Hadhrut Omar the great R.A. Similarly Omme Habiba, 
was the daughter: of Aboo-Sufyaan,. the Arch enemy of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in Makkah. . 
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She played a crucial role to request the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to forgive the Makki enemies when 
they fell to his feet after their defeat in the peaceful victory at Makkah. To quote another 
example Lady Marya from Egypt was so famous on her arrival in Madina, as a gift from the 
Roman King. But she became an ordinary female as a household of the Holy Prophet S.A.W., 
the only lady who had a son Ibraheem as the last issue of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. who died 
when he was of only three months. 


Humanity should not be confused from the permission of the Holy Quraan in Sura Nisaa* 
(IV : 3) for four wives at a time as a pattern of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. That is not injunction of 
Allah as a Command. It is only an option in case of emergent situation or if the orphan females 


out-number the males. This emergent permission is specially in case of the orphan virgin young 
ladies to save them from being community rejects or social neglects. Their going social waste in a 
so called permissive society in the hands of so called god fathers or the pimps is intolerable in 
Islaam. They should be taken in matrimonial respect by the richer Muslims to maintain them as 
a social liability of a Muslim community. The same Verse of the Holy Quraan (IV : 3) states that 
since you cannot do justice to more than one wife, therefore, marry only one. This clearly 
indicates that it is not normal Muslim practice except a negligible number of Muslims who can 
maintain a profound social justice amongst more than one wife in urgency. This 
misunderstanding about the Muslim society must be shunned by the prejudical Western 
thinkers. 

The very ideal, model and most pious life of Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. as the Last 
Messenger of Allah and the great benefactor of mankind for establishing peaceful co-existent 
society everywhere in each area should not be over-shadowed due to his wives. It was the 
compulsion of all these respectful ladies (R.A.) except Hadhrata Aysha R.A., that the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. married them on human compulsion under the doctrine of necessity with Divine 
authority, All of them were asset to the Muslim Ommah in their own rightful services to the 
followers. As the rightful mothers of all the believers they enjoy the same respect after 1400 
years of their passing away to eternity. They still are the beacon house of light on the internal 
life patterns of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. only known to them and made public for advantage of 
the Muslims of every age. 


12, ABOUT THE EARLY DEATH OF THE MALE CHILDREN OF THE HOLY 
PROPHET S.A.W.: 


The infidels of Makkah taunted that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. has been deprived by his 
Allah from male progeny that all of his male children died in infancy. The chiefs of Makkah 
pagans, the enemies of Islaam and the opponents of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. taunted that the 
last Messenger of Allah had no lineage to be his mele heirs. Allah Almighty revealed the 
smallest Chapter of the Holy Quraan known as Sura Kauthar (CVI) in Part thirty. It gives 
ABUNDANCE to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. It is a Divine assurance to him (S.A.W.) that he has 
been bestowed from Allah the greatest treasures and the profoundest abundance in all respects 
that all the believers to the Day of Resurrection will not only be his sincere followers but also will 
be the most obedient and most loving spiritual sons and daughters. Today Muslims are 1.25 
billion the world over and they really have a great inner attachment for him, much superior to 
their real fathers and mothers in traditional, conventional and joint families. The critical minds 
of a nucleus family of the so called Western free and permissive society cannot taste and cannot 


understand this great boon of Allah to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. as they are deprived from family 
life from infancy. 


Allah Almighty gave the previous Prophets a long lineage of Prophets. The first man 
pms (Allah is pleased with him) had a long line of Prophets in his lineage up to the Holy 
rophet S.A.W. The arch Prophet Ibraheem (Blessings of Allah on him) heads a long list of 
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Prophets through many many generations. Prophet David was also bestowed similar honors. 
The Holy Prophet Muhammad Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam is the last Messenger of Allah. As 
such he is an ideal modality of Allah Almighty. Being the Habib Allah, the most loved last 
Messenger of Allah, he (S.A.W.) could not have been deprived from similar honors for exalting 
bis male children to Prophethood. Since he is Blessing of Allah in the entire universe to the Day 
of Judgement as Last Messenger, therefore, Allah Almighty has repeatedly given an injunction in 
the Holy Quraan that no male can claim to be the son of Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W.

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PREFACE 


This English Translation of the Holy Quraan is presented with Benevolence of Allah 
Snubhanahoo Wa Ta’ala, (S.W.T.) and the grace of the Last Ideat of Allah, the Holy Prophet 
Muhanmmad-duur-Rasool Allah Sallallahoo Alye Wassallam (S.A.W.). It is in simple, direct, 


idiomatic and modern American English presenting the text in brief sentences with sequence of 


tenses. 


The first and foremost Revelation of the Holy Quraan consists of five Verses (1 to 5) of 
the Sura Alaq (‘Ine Clot-IVC) which contain 19 words. The first Verse of the Holy Quraan, by 
compilation, as pre-fixed to Sura Fatiha (The Opening), is Bismillah Hir Rahma Nir Raheem. It 
consists of 19 alphabets. The total Suras of the Holy Quraan are 114 which can be divided by 19. 
Grand tota! of the Verses of the Holy Quraan, excluding cut out Verses, can be divided by 19. 
Grand total of the Quraanic words, as well as the alphabets, are also divisible by 19. Therefore, 
19, being the prime number, attracted this Translator to select 19 Quraanic translations for the 
preparation of this compendium. 


It was the personal effort of the Translator in New York in January, 1989 to initiate work 
on this unique compendium of 9 Urdu, one Persian and 9 English translations. Its basic 
transliteration is from Imam Ahmad Raza Khan’s Urdu translation of the Holy Quraan. Thus it 
is the first effort to integrate the translations of the Holy Quraan by top Sunni, Shia, Ahle- 
Hadith as well as independent scholars and great Ulema of Islam in different regions of the 
world.

XXI Verse 107, Sallallahoo Alyhe Wassallam (Allah’s Blessing and Salutations on him). 


B. MEANINGS OF THE WORD “AL-QURAAN”: 

“AL-QURAAN” means a compiled, comprehensible and written work which is 
intelligibly read repeatedly with good insight. The word “AL-QURAAN” has its roots in the 
word “QUURAA” which means repeated reading or recitation again and again. The Word 
“IQRAA" has been derived from this root which means “READ”. This is.the first word which 
was transmitted by Allah Almighty through Angel Jibreel, as the holy spirit, who revealed from 
Allah 6666 verses of the Holy Quraan to the dynamic universal reformer, the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad Sallallahoo Alye Wassallam, in 23 years, bit by bit. The five initial Verses of Sura 
Alaq (the Clot-IVC) being the first aad the foremost revelation to the Holy Prophet Muhammad, 
S.A.W. from Allah Almighty, start from the word “IQRAA” OR “READ”. The word 
“QIRA’UT"is used for perfect pronunciation of the Quraanic text according to the Arabic 
philology used in Oommal Quur’aa (the mother of the educated) the city of Makkah and its 
suburbs with all times perfect, original, unchangeable, majestic and constant Arabic 
pronunciation. 


As such “AL-QURAAN” means the perfectly compiled work, most repeatedly recited. 
Around 1.2 billion Muslims in the world today believe in the Holy Quraan that no moment of the 
day and the night goes without its reading. It is a unique literary master piece shaping human 
minds to action in original formation surpassing all the religions of the world in practice and 
devotion. More than 5 million Muslims the world over, have memorized and learnt the Holy 
Quraan by heart. Today more than 5 million Muslim men, women and young boys/girls are in 
the process of becoming Hafiz of the Quraan memorizing it in totality. Trillion of pages contain 
the Quraanic knowledge today in more than a million volumes in almost all the languages of the 
world. Of course the Quraan is the only revealed Book in perfect purity which has achieved the 
highest respect in the entire human history. 


Many scholars of Islam, the orientalists and the non-Muslim intellectuals, writers and 
great men of letters have proved that three hundred of modern subjects can be derived from 
specific Quraanic Verses. There are 600 Verses out of 6666 that deal with study, research and 
exploration of the universe. Ali the Great, Allah is Pleased with him (A.P.H.), says that there are 
1,40,906 subjects only in Sura Fatiha — the Opening — the 7 Verse first Chapter of the Holy 
Quraan. 

Unfortunately in the late 19th century and the last decade of the 20th century the 
Muslim Oommah in 55 independent Muslim countries of the world being rulers or majority 
nations became subservient and slave to the alien civilizations. Therefore, they are lagging 
behind in Quraanic education, inculcation and scientific explorations. It is astonishing to note 
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that during the twelve centuries of Islam, starting from first century A.H. (After Hijra) to the 
13th century A.H. (7th century AD. to 18th century A.D.), the Muslim world was the cradle of 
civilization with Islam as the dynamic prime religion on the globe. Reading, writing, research, 
advancement, literary development, scientific exploration and geographical expeditions were its 
symbols. The advancements of the present developed world in all the fields is indebted to the 
Islamic heritage of Quraanic knowledge. There are again signs of awakening of the Islamic 
world. We should again find our roots of knowledge in the Holy Quraan which is the 
compendium of all the physiological, economic, sociological, biological and cosmos sciences of the 
world, today. Islamic Uumma (the grand trans world Muslim community) should again play its 
role of world peace, human prosperity, mankind coexistence and the man’s best socio-economic 
advancement in the 21st century to lead the world to equality, justice, fraternity and prosperity 
for all.

Anyone who reads the Holy 
Quraan would find each word of it overflowing with Divine Wisdom just serving the most 
forceful means to plead and urge, lash and soothe as well as preach and move with such brilliant 
eloquence which has a peculiar charm. The poet laureate of the Holy Prophet's time when saw a 
few Verses of the Holy Quraan, pasted with the Holy Ka’aba, exclaimed “this is not at all the 
creation of a man”. 


D. UNIVERSALITY :

The trans world truths 
revealed in the Holy Quraan on all aspects of life are simple but profound, clear but intense, mild 
but revolutionary. vibrating the soul but also penetrating the depth of human heart on all parts 
of the globe. You just hand over the text of the Holy Quraan with its simple meanings to any 
reader in his (her) dialect, it will definitely move his (her) heart and stir his (her) mind to its 
eternal realities and universal truths, empirically and objectively varifiable. 
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The message of the Holy Quraan has an appeal not only to the reason and understandi 

but also to the whole moral nature of human beings to know and appreciate the truth, to be in

One may find in the Holy Quraan some of the Divine stones, similies and mysteries 
which- may appear to surpass the compass of human intelligence but these are in no way 
inconsistent with the truth. The hmited intelligence of mankind may not fully comprehend these 
mysteries as the real truths. But humanity has no right to contradict o: reject them without 
verification only that they cannot understand them easily. If one thing lies outside the 
comprehension of human beings they have no justification to state that the same is non-existent. 
When the authentic evidence proves its experience, one has to accept it as an undeniable truth. 


There is an underlying harmony in hundreds of subjects containing thousands of topica 
discussed in the Holy Quraan and these are also meaningfully linked up with different facts, 
pertect in all respects. The very susceptible problems of faith and morality, spirituality and 
metaphysics, ethics and sociclogy. psychology and intellect, politics and economics, logic and 
empiricism as well as law and justice have been discussed therein with supreme perfection.

If we are not honest in that which is anothers’ mghtful who will give us that which is 
curs! Nobody will commit to allow us our true rights if we do not fulfil others’ obligations. This 
is fully stressed in the Holy Quraan with reference to human integrity in a just society preserving 
every body s human rights as much superior to Allah's own Divine Rights which He can forgive. 
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Every person works for his/her own benefit but how can it be without benefit to 
fellowmen. But why only a few enjoy the benefits of others’ toil? There starts violation, 
infringement and exploitation of human labor because of our unjust behavior in life. Our 
highhandedness, our selfishness and material interests and our use of illegal means and methods 
and our injustices have prima facie been rejected by Allah Sobhanahoo Wa Ta’ala in the Holy 
Quraan, so repeatedly and so forcefully. Individual injustice and usurpation of others’ rights lead 
to unjust social structures. Such exploitation in the economic system establishes totally unjust 
rule of powerful groups. parties, companies and corporations in economy, trade and productivity. 
The demand as well as supply of services get corrupted. Lack of perseverance in right conduct 
upsets a just society which brings about the infringement of laws weakening the state statutory 
authority. The mankind is today suffering in the hands of the governing minority assuming 
illegal autonomy to hoard riches by exploitation of the poor majority in many countries. All these 
human rights infringements have been fully exposed by the Holy Qura’an to establish a just 
social order with a perfect social control to achieve judicious human self survival on universal 
level. ‘ 


About four and a half billion people of the so-called third world suffer, today, in the 
hands of neo-colonial oppression. discrimination and injustices of less than a billion people of the 
industrial world. Today the power of the powerful is confronting the faith in justice, peace aud 
equality of opportunity prescribed by Allah Almighty. By-products are the ill-gotten wealth and 
evil use of power. Injustice is the most blatant form of ‘exploitation, today, It ignores Allah's 
Command for justice denying even the right of life to a neigu vor The mankind has one and the 
same call by Allah Almighty that is to adopt piety, honesty and equity throughout the Quraan to 
achieve fraternity. We cannot build a real Islamic society for peaceful coexistence of humanity as 
inculcated to us by Allah Almighty with dignity to usher in a process of equality of opportunity. 
This is how only the Holy Quraan guides us to confer the guaranteed human rights of everybody. 


Have we not all one father, Aadam? Has not One Allah S.W.T. created us? Have We not 
the one revealed Quraan to keep us one Oommaht (grand transworld {slamic community) and one 
Islam preached to us by the ideal most last one Rasool the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W.? 
Then why do we set treacherously every man against his brother committing injustice? Why 
human beings have become beasts to kill one another? Why is violence, terrorism and dangerous 
criminality the rule of the day? Why extortion is posing tota] threat to man hy man? Why is this 
plunder, loot, arson, rape, corruption and exploitation? It is only and only due to injustice to man 
by man. The Holy Quraan and in its light the Sunnah of the Holy Prophet of Islam Muhammad 
S.A.W. are torch-bearers to mankind today. Only the system of the Quraan can help mankind to 
get out of these human maladies to an equitable and just socicty. Enforcement of everybody's 
self-obligations to fellow citizens’ with fraternity, dignity and insured liberty guarded by Divine 
Sagacity can lead us to a just society.

CHAPTER I 
DIVISION (MANZIL) OF THE HOLY QURAAN : 


Sura Al-Fatiha to Sura Aale ‘Imran — Three first Suras constitute Division one of the 
Holy Quraan containing commands of Allah on human creation, their categorization and their 
best ones known as to believer Muslims as pious and straightforward to uphold Allah's 
standards. 


SOORA FATIHA-THE OPENING 


(A) INTRODUCTION: 

Allah Suubhanahoo Wa Ta’ala (S.A.T.) has Bestowed to the mankind His highest, 
perfect, final and everlasting revelation. It is the only pure Divine guidance to the human beings 
to inculcate them straightforwardness, collective honesty and social integrity for the entire 
humanity upto the Day of Resurrection in shape of the Holy Qur’aan. This is His Last Book 
containing 6666 verses in 114 chapters with 540 sections revealed to the best ideal, the last 
Prophet, the highest standard bearer Muhammad-duur-Rasool Allah S.A.W. (Sallallah Hoo 
Alaihe Wassallam—Allah’s Blessings and Salutations on him. He conveyed to mankind Allah’s 
last Message as His Last Messenger. 


Soora Fatiha is the introductory and the first completely revealed highest value chapter 
of the Holy Qur’aan. This is first total revealed Makki Soora, containing seven verses in one 
Section. It has 27 words and 140 alphabets. 


(B) NOMENCLATURE: 


This Soora is called Al-Fatiha, Saba Mathani (the seven most repeated verses), Ummul 
Kitab (the Mother of the Book), and Alhumd (The Praise). 


The word Al-Fatiha itself means the preface, foreword, the opening, the initial step, or 
the forehead of a written scriptures. It is also known as Al-Kanz. (Treasure) Us-Shifa (The 
Healer), Noor (Light), Dooaa (supplication), Muunajat (Submission), Soora-us-Salaat (Muslim 
Prayer Chapter) and Al-Kifaya (the sufficient). 


(C) IMPORTANCE: 
Allah Almighty calls it Saba Mathani i.e. the most repeated seven verses in verse 87 of 
Chapter XV of the Holy Qur’aan. 


This highly eulogized first Soora of the Holy Qur'aan is daily repeated for 47 times in five 
time obligatory Salaat (Muslim Prayers) by each faithful Muslim. Its memorization, oft repeated 
remembrance and at least 17 times recitation in 17 compulsory Rak’aats is the real test of a true 
Muslim. As such it is being recited in billion folds throughout the world during each 24 hours. 
This Soora is the essence of the Holy Qur’aan being the Mother of the Book. It is supplication in 
shape of submission prescribed by Allah S.W.T. (Suubhanahoo Wa Ta’ala) and practiced by the 
Holy Prophet Muhammad (S.A.W.) as a compulsory and fundamental daily duty by each 
Muslim, ‘either in congregational Salaat (Muslim Prayer) in Masjid or in self contained daily 
personal recitation. No Muslim Prayer can be established without recitation of Al-Fatiha. This 
is also a great Bestowment of Allah Almighty that when one Muslim meets another Muslim, they 
repeat Al-Fatiha at all joyful occasions and in adversaries including birth and death ceremonies 
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and for gratefulness to Allah Almighty. 


(D) DATE OF REVELATION : 

Its exact date of revelation is not known to the Uummah but it was perhaps the first 
complete revelation within the Holy Ka’aba to the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. (after the 
first revelation of five Verses of Soora Alaq - The Clot - Chapter VIC). The Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
started to offer Salaat (Prayer) in the present form on the 3rd day of the declaration of his 
Prophethood from Allah after getting this highly: impactful 7 verse revelation. This prayer was 
followed by his most respectful wife Uummul Momineen (Mother of faithfuls) Khadijatuul 
Kuubra, later on joined by young Ali the great (Allah is pleased with them). There is no 
authentic record of public introduction for this Soora. In the earliest stages regular 
congregational Muslim Prayers was offered by smaller group of faithfuls behind the closed doors. 
Later on Salaat was offered in the Holy Masjid ul-Haraam around the Holy Ka’aba. Thus Al- 
Fatiha is being recited by every Muslim from the initial stage of the advent of Islam. 


(E) STATUS : 

This Soora 1s constituted of Seven Verses, first Verse mtroducing Allah S.W.T. as 
Rubbuul Alameen ( Fava 2) +). Verses 2, 3 and 4-contain highest human euology to Allah 
Almighty as prologue to the Zikruul Alameen ( CANS) _— the Holy Qur’aan). And the last 3 
verses (5 to 7) are the best supplication and perfect submission taught to human beings through

Rahamatuul Alameen( (,2\GU2 Muhammad Rasool Allah S.A W. with the sole objective of 
keeping humanity on straight path of piety to the Day of Eternity for five time reminder in five 
time Muslim Prayer daily. 


(F) STATUS: 


It is not only the most useful compulsory Soora for each Muslim in each Salaat, each 
time, everyday but also is the dearest sublimation, containing best supplication by the human 
beings to the Almighty Allah for His Benevolence to the men and children to bow down to Him 
as His Crown Creation Everybody can easily remember it for reciting it in gratefulness, 
thankfulness and faithfulness to the Merciful, Gracious, Affectionate, Kind, Originator, Creator, 
Sustainer, Chensher. Benevolent, Honorable and Beneficent Allah S.W.T. Allah keeps its 
repetition. memonzation, remembrance and submissive recitation nearest and dearest to Him to 
Bestow His straight path as His best guidance to mankind. 


(@) MISSION : 


The purpose of this Soora is to prescribe for the Muslims their fullest submission only to 
Allah, desist from all idols, prostrate to the Being worth worship and ask the perfect help and 
guidance. the best way and the finest sustenance from the profoundest Sustainer, the RUBBUUL 
ALAMEEN, the Bestower of the right path which is the zenith of humanity before the Almighty. 
This is a Soora keeping the human beings under the all protective umbrella of Almighty Allah’s 
Benevolence. It keeps continuity of piety, sincerity and purity of human faith in Allah Almighty. 
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"Personal Name of the Supreme Being Allah Suubhana Ho Wa Ta‘aala (S.W.T.) has been translated as “God" by 
Muslim Scholars on the initiative of orientalists by a mistake. Allah means the Being worth worship. There is none 
equal to Him and He is the One and the Only. Non-Muslims have gods and goddessas. The Christians have Jesus 
god and the Hindus have Karishna god. They worship them as personified god. for their idol worship. Similarly 
Buddhists and Parsis have their own idol gods. There are “god fathers" and “god mothers”. The criminal under- 
world also has their “mafia gods" and drug lords are also “drug gods”. ts the Muslim Allah a similar God?

cucumbers and wheat and 
lantils and onions. He 
(Moses) said, “do you prefer 
inferior things instead of 
superior ones.” “Alright you 
enter Misr (town) you will get 
every thing you demand.” 
And they were left into 
disgracefulness and misery 
and they faced displeasure of 
Allah. This was due to their 
disbelief in Allah’s Verses 
(revelations) and unjust 
murders of Umbia (Prophets 
of Allah - the communicators 
of the hidden news). This 
was for their rebellion and 
transgression. 


SECTION 8 

62. Surely the faithfuls and 
the Jews and the Christians 
and the Sabians, whoso 
believe in Allah and the Last 
Day and do pious deeds, their 
credit is with their Rubb 
(Sustainer) and they will 
neither have any fear nor any 
grief. 

63. And then We (Allah) 
undertook a promise from 
you (Israaelites) and raised 
the Toor (mount) over you. 
Hold firmly whatever We 
(Allah) Bestow you and 
remember what is therein, 
that you may achieve piety. 


64. Then after that you 
detracted. But had Allah’s 
Benevolence and His Mercy 
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been not with you, you would 
have been among the losers. 
65. And indeed you know it 
very well that those of you 
who rebelled on Saturday 
(Sabbath) We (Allah) ordered 
them to deform into 
condemned monkeys. 

66. And We (Allah) made 
this event a precedent for 
others at their times and for 
the successors and as an 
advise for the pious. 

67. And when Moosaa 
(Moses) said to his nation, 
“Allah Commands you to 
sacrifice a cow”. They said, 
‘Do you befool us”. He 
(Moses) replied, “I take 
refuge with Allah being 
among the ignorants”’. 

68, They said, “submit to 
your Rubb (Sustainer) that 
He should give us her 
description”.. He (Moses) 
replied, “He (Allah) says it is 
a cow which is neither so old 
nor too young. It is in 
between the two. Do what 
you have been commanded. 
69. They said, “submit to 
your Rubb (Sustainer) to tell 
us what is its color’. He 
(Moses) said, “He (Allah) 
says it is a yellow cow that 
has a bright color which 
delights the beholders.” 

70. They said “submit to 
your Rubb (Sustainer) that 
He should make plain to us 
what is her exact 
description ? Surely, to us the 
cows are much all alike. If 
Allah Wills we shall be on 
sure guidance.” 


71, He (Moses) said, “He 
(Allah) directs it is a cow 
which is neither used for 
tilling of the land nor for 
watering the fields. She is 
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sound without any blemish”. 
They said, “you have now 
stated the correct position”. 
They then slaughtered her, 
though they were not willing 
to do so. 


SECTION 9 
72, And then you (Moses) 
committed murder of a 
person and started to blame 
_ for it each other. And Allah 
wanted to make it clear what 
you were concealing. 
73. So We (Allah) | said, 
“strike the dead with her 
(cow) piece”, Allah will make 
(all) the dead alive like this 
and He shows you His Signs 
that you may understand. 
74, Then after that your 
hearts became very hard like 
stones, even more hard than 
that. And there are surely, 
such stones from which 
streams gush out. And there 
are surely, some (stones) 
which split up and water 
flows out therefrom. Thus 
there are surely, some (stone) 
which become humble for 
fear of Allah. And Allah is 
not unaware of what you do. 
75. Then (O Muslims) are 
you desirous that they (Jews) 
should believe you? Of them 
there was such a group who 
listen Allah's message, then 
after having its grasp, 
knowingly change it. 
76. And when they meet the 
believers (Muslims) they say 
we are believers .and when 
they meet each other alone 
they say, “will you tell them 
what Allah has revealed to 
you that they may engage you 
in argument about it with 
your Rubb  (Sustainer). 
Donot you understand (their 
aim)? 
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77. Do not they know that 
Allah surely Knows what 
they conceal and what they 
reveal ? 
78. And among them there 
are such unlettered persons 
who do not know the Book 
except self notions and they 
have suppositions. 

(HALF OF PART I 

COMPLETE) 

79. Cursed are those who 
write the Book with their own 
hands. Then say that this is 
from Allah, so as to gain little 
price in lieu thereof. Curse is 
for them for their such hand 
writings and curse is for them 
for this earning. 


80. And they claim, “fire will 
not touch them except for a 
few days”. Please declare, 
“have you some undertaking 
from Allah that Allah will not 
change such undertaking? Or 
you say about Allah of which 
you have no knowledge”. 


81. Yes, why not, whoso 
commits sins and his (her) 
misdeeds encircle him (her) 
he (she) will be the inhabitant 
of the fire to live there for 
ever. 


82. And those who believe 
and do pious deeds they will 
go to Paradise to remain 
there for ever. 


SECTION 10 
83. And when We (Allah) 
undertook promise from the 
children of Israael, that 
worship none except Allah 
and be kind to parents and 
relatives and orphans and the 
needy and speak nicely to the 
mankind and establish 'Salaat 
(Muslims Prayers) and pay 
the Zakaat (compulsory dues 
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for have nots). Then you 
turned away except a few and 
you are the back sliders. 

84. And then We (Allah) 
undertook a promise from 
you that you shall not shed 
the blood of one another 
among you and will not expel 
your own ones from your 
towns. Then you consented 
so and you were witnesses to 
it. 

85. But, thereafter, it is you 
who killed one another and 
expelled a group of your own 
out of their own country, as 
you conspired against them in 
sin and guilt. And when they 
came to you as prisoners you 
got them freed by payment of 
ransom but expelling them 
out was prohibited for you. 
Do you obey some parts of the 
Book and disbelieve others ? 
But what is the award of 
those among you who do that 
except disgrace in the life of 
this world. And on the Day of 
Resurrection they will be 
brought to the severest 
punishment. And Allah is 
not at all unaware of your 
deeds. 

86. These are the people 
who bargain worldly life 
instead of the (lasting life) 
hereafter. Neither their 
punishment will be reduced 
nor they will be helped. 


SECTION 11 
87. And surely, We (Allah) 
bestowed Book to Moosaa 
(Moses) and then appointed 
Rasools (Messengers of Allah) 
in sequence and We (Allah) 
bestowed to Eesa_ Bin 
Maryam (Jesus son of Marry) 
clear evidences and aided him 
with the Holy Spirit. So 
when a Rasool (Messenger)

109. Many of the people of the 
Book desired to turn you 
away from belief to disbelief 
due to selfish envy of their 
own selves after truth became 
manifest to them. You 
forgive and overlook till Allah 
sends Command. Surely 
Allah is powerful over 
everything. 

(THREE FOURTH OF 
PART I COMPLETE) 
110. And establish ’Salaat 
(Muslim Prayer) and pay 
Zakaat (compulsory due to 
have nots) and whatever good 
you send for your own selves 
you will find it with Allah. 
Surely Allah Sees what you 

do. 

111, And the people of the 
Book said, “none can enter 
the Paradise until he is a Jew 
or a Christian”.

Everything belongs to Him 
which is in the heavens and 
the earth. All bow down only 
to Him. 


117. The Originator of 
heavens and the earth. When 
He Commands anything to 
happen, He says to it “BE” 
and it comes into being. 

118. And those who have no 
knowledge say, “why Allah 
does not speak direct to us, or 
He. should send us His 
evidence.” The people of the 
past also said the same thing. 
Their hearts are alike. 
Certainly We (Allah) give 
clear evidences to the nation 
of the faithfuls. 

119. Surely We (Allah) sent 
you (Muhammad) with the 
Truth as a communicator of 
good news and as a warner 
and you will not be 
questioned about the 
inhabitants of the hell. 

120. And the Jews and the 
Christians will never be 
pleased with you (O beloved 
Muhammad) till you follow 
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Lae 
Peace”

(disbelievers) from justice nor 
any approach can save nor 
any help can reach them. 


124.And when Ibraaheem

SECTION 16 
130. And who can turn away 
from Tbraheem’s (Abraham) 
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religion except the one who 
befools himself. And 
certainly We (Allah) have 
selected him in this world and 
in the hereafter as he is 
among the righteous ones. 
131. When his Rubb 
(Sustainer) asked him to 
submit, he submitted, “I 
surrender to the Rubb 
(Sustainer) of the universe.” 
132. And Tbraheem 
(Abraham) preached the 
same to his children and 
Yaqoob (Jacob) also told his 
sons that certainly: Allah has 
selected this religion for you 
and do not die except as 
Muslims. 

133. You were witness when 
death came to Yaqoob (Jacob) 
when he said to his sons,

They said, “we shall 
worship the only Being Who 
was worshipped by your 
forefathers, Ibraheem 
(Abraham) and Ismaiel and 
Ishaq (Isac) as the one worth 
worship and to Him we 
submit ourselves as Muslims.

135. And (the people of Book) 


say, “become Jews or 
Christians you will get 
guidance’.

136. Please say, “we believe 


in Allah and on what was 
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revealed to us and = to 
Ibraheem (Abraham) and 
Ismaiel and Ishaq (Isac) and 
Yaqoob (Jacob) and his 
children and what was 


bestowed to Moosaa (Moses) 
and Eesa (Jesus) and to the 
other Prophets from their 
Rubb (Sustainer).

141. They were the 
Uummah (grand community) 
who have passed away. They 
shall have what they did and 
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you shall have what you do. 
And you shall not be 
questioned about what were 
their deeds.

142. The fool among the 
people said, “what has turned 
them (the Muslims) from 
their Qibla (Al-Quudas in 
Jerusalem)- which they 
followed (in early Muslim 
Prayers)”. (Beloved Prophet) 
please declare, “east and west 
belong to Allah. He guides to 
straight way whom He 

Wills”. 

143. And thus We (Allah) 
made you the justly balanced 
Ummah (A grand Muslim 
community) that you become 
guides for the mankind.

(Allah) allowed you

direction of Prayers) which 
you like. You just now turn 
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your face towards Masjid-ul- 
Haram (Sacred Mosque 
around Ka'aba in Makkah). 
And (O the Muslims) 
wherever you be you should 
turn your faces (while 
Praying) towards it (Ka’aba). 
And those who had been 
bestowed the Book surely 
know that it is (true 
Command) from their Rubb 
(Sustainer). And Allah is rot 
at all unaware of their deeds. 

145. And if you bring all the 
signs to those given the Book, 
(Torah to Jews and Bible to 
Christians) neither they will 
follow your Qibla nor you 
should follow their Qibla. 
And nor some of them are the 
followers of the Qibla of 
others. And if you follow 
their desires, after you get 
this knowledge, you will be 
definitely the cruels. 

146. The people whom We 
(Allah) bestowed the Book 
recongize it as they recognize 
their own sons. Yet surely a 
group of them knowingly 
conceals the truth. 

147. (O Prophet listen) this 
is truth from your Rubb 
(Sustainer). Never be 
amongst those who become 
doubtful. 


SECTION 18 
148. And every one has a 
direction to turn his/her face. 
So strive to be uppermost in 
virtues from others. 
Wherever you may be, Allah 
will bring you all together. 
Certainly Allah has the 
power over everything. 
149. And from whichever 
side you come turn you face 
towards Masjid-ul-Haram 
(sacred Mosque). And that 
indeed is the truth from your 
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Rubb (Sustainer). And Allah 
is not unaware of what you 
do. 


your face towards Masjid-ul- 
Haram (Sacred Mosque in 
Makkah). And (O Muslims) 
wherever you are keep your 
face towards the same that 
mankind should have no 
other argument against you, 
except those of them who are 
eruel.

154. And those who are 
killed for the cause of Allah 
do not call them dead. 
Surely they are alive but you 
cannot perceive it. 

155. And We (Allah) will 
test you with some fear and 
hunger and with the loss of 
Goods, lives or the reduction 
in fruit products. Therefore, 


®ve good news to the 
steadfast. 
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156. When some misfortune 
overtakes them, they say, “we 
surely belong to Allah and we 
are surely to return to Him”. 
157. These are the people 
on whom are bestowed 
Blessings of their 
(Sustainer) and they receive 
His Mercy and they are the 
people on perfect guidance. 
158. Surely (mounds) Safa 
and Marwa (near Ka’aba in 
Makkah) are the landmarks 
of Allah. Whoso performs 
Hajj (Muslim pilgrimage) of 
the House (Ka’aba) or 
performs its Uumrah 
(devotional visit) there is no 
sin if such one also goes 
around both of these. And 
whoso voluntarily performs 
some good deeds Allah is 
Appreciative, Knowing. 

159. Surely those who 
conceal My revealed clear 
directions and guidance, after 
I made the same clear to the 
mankind in this Book, they 
are the ones cursed by Allah 
and cursed by those who have 
the capability to curse; 

160. except those who 
repent and reform themselves 
openly declaring this truth. I 
(Allah) shall accept their 
repentance and I am surely 
the most Relenting, the most 
Merciful. 

161. Surely tnose who 
disbelieve and die as 
disbetievers, Allah’s curse be 
on them and that of the 
Angels and of the entire 
mankind; 

162. who will remain there 
forever. Neither their penalty 
will be reduced nor they will 
be given any respite. 


163. And your Allah is the 
only One Allah to be 
worshipped. None is worth 
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worship except Him. He is 
the most Affectionate, the 
most Merciful. 

SECTION 20 
164, Surely the creation of 
heavens and the earth, the 
change of the day and the 
night and the sailing of the 
ships through the oceans for 
the profit of mankind and 
what is sent from skies in the 
shape of rain water for tilling 
the dead soil and creatures of 
all kinds scattered on the 
earth and the turn about of 
the winds and the flow of the 
clouds in between heaven and 
earth, all have been 
established with His 
Command and in all of them 
there are signs (of Allah’s 
sovereignty) for the wise 
people. 
165. And among men are 
those who select someone else 
for worship except Allah and 
love such ones as Allah is 
loved. And the people who 
believe have the extreme love 
with Allah. And how it will 
be when the cruel people will 
eee that day when Allah’s 
penalty will come before their 
eyes as surely Allah is All 
Powerful. And surely Allah is 
severe in punishment. 
166. When those who were 
followed shall disown their 
followers and will see the 
(Allah’s) punishment, and all 
of their links will be cut off. 
167. Then those who 
followed would say, “alas! 
could we go back (to the 
world again). We would 
disown them there as now 
they have disowned Us”. As 
such Allah will show them 
their deeds ending in 
frustration. And they will not 
be able to come out of the fire. 
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SECTION 21 
168. O mankind! eat of 
whatever is Halal (lawfully 
clean) and never follow the 
footprints of Satan (devil). 
Surely he is your open 
enemy. 
169. He (Satan) surely 
enjoins upon you to.do only 
the evil and vulgarity and 
that you should attribute 
such things to Allah which 
you do not know. 
170. And when they are told 
to follow what Allah has 
revealed, they say, “we will 
follow that on which we 
found our forefathers,” even 
if their fathers had no sense 
at all and had no guidance. 
171. And the state of the 
disbelievers is like him who 
calls someone who cannot 
hear anything except a shout 
or a shriek. They are deaf, 
dumb and blind, so they have 
no understanding. 
172. O believers! eat out of 
My bestowed pure provisions 
and be grateful to Allah (for 
his bounties) if you worship 
Him only. 
173. He has made unlawful 
on you only the dead (even if 
lawful animals) and the blood 
and flesh of swine and the 
flesh of the animals 
slaughtered invoking 
someone else’s name, except 
Allah. But he who eats out of 
necessity and not due to his 
desire and does not eat more 
than the urgency, he has not 
sinned. Surely Allah is 
Forgiving, Merciful. 
174. The people who conceal 
the Book revealed by Allah, 
and accept for it mean price, 
they fill in their bellies with 
fire only and Allah will not 
talk to them on the Day of 
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psurrection and will not 

arify them. And for them is 

“grievous punishment.

“77, (The real) virtue is not 
n this that you turn your 
aces towards the east or the 
puest, but real virtue is of him 
ivho has faith in Allah and 
ihe Last Day and the Angels 
rnd the Book and the Umbia 
sAllah’s Prophets) and spends 
snoney, for love for Him, on 
Shis relatives and orphans and 
fhe needy and the travellers 
yand who ask it and for getting 
reed the enslaved necks, and 
oe Salaat (Muslim

jour and those who fulfil 
itheir promises when they 
make some agreements and

1178. 0, you believers! 
A retaliation of blood of the 
4 murdered is obligatory upon

i is pardoned by his brother 
} (heir of the murdered), then 
i let it be pursued customarily, 
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and the restitution (compen- 
sation) be made with 
kindness. This is concession 
from your Rubb (Sustainer) 
and His Mercy. Then after 
this whoso commits excess 
will meet the grievous 
punishment. 
179. And for you in the 
retaliation of blood there is 
life, O people of insight, so 
that you may become pious. 
180. It is obligatory on you 
that when death approaches 
anyone of you, and you leave 
some property, you should 
make some will for your 
parents and near relatives 
according to existing customs. 
This is compulsory for the 
pious, 
181. Whoso changes it (the 
will) after hearing it, the sin 
thereof shall be for him who 
changes it. Surely Allah 
Hears and Knows. 
182. But who fears that a 
“testator has committed 
certain partiality or wrong, 
and then such one makes 
reconciliation between them, 
there is no sin on him/her. 
Surely Allah is Forgiving, 
Merciful. 
SECTION 23 
183. O believers! fasting has 
been made compulsory for 
you as it was compulsory for 
those before you so that you 
may become pious. 
184. (Fasting is) for 
numbered days but whoso 
may be sick among you or is 
on a journey, shall fast for 
similar number on other 
days. And those who have no 
strength they should, in lieu 
thereof, feed the needy (for 
‘hat period). Whoso gives 
more voluntarily, then that is 
hietter for such one. And if 
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soyou fast, it is better for you, if 
soyou know. 


185. Ramadhan is the 

onth in which Qura’an was 
ysent down as a guide for the 
nkind with clear signs of 
idance and discrimination 
(between right and wrong). 
"Therefore, whoso among you 
gets this month (at home) 
should keep the fasts 
compulsorily i in it. But whoso 
is sick or is on a journey then 
such one should keep same 
number of fasts on other 
| days. Allah wants ease for 
you and desires for you no 
hardship and that you may 
complete the number of days 
fixed and you glorify Allah 
that He guided you to make 


you grateful. 
186. (O beloved 
Muhammad) when My 


devotees ask you about Me, I 
am very near to them. I 
answer their call when they 
submit to Me. Then they 
should obey My Command 
and should believe in Me so 
that they may get the correct 
direction. 

187. You have been allowed 
to go to your wives in the 
nights of fasting. They are 
your dressings and vou are 
their dressings. Allah knows 
that you have been betraying 
yourselves: He has accepted 
your repentance and pardons 
you. Now go to them and 
seek what Allah hes 
prescribed for you and eat 
and drink until the white 
thread becomes clear to you 
from the black thread of the 
dawn. Then complete the fast 
up to the fall of night (sun 
eet). Do not touch your wives, 
while you are in the mosques 
in devotion 
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(Aitikaf—remaining last ten 
days of fasting month for 24 
hours in seclusion in the 
mosques for devotion to 
Allah). These are the limits 
of Allah, Do not come near 
them (do not violate them). 
Allah thus makes His Verses 
clear to the mankind so that 
they may become pious. 
188. And do not eat up the 
prope ties of each other by 
falsehc “A in between 
yoursel, 2s and do not use the 
same to allure the authorities 
so that you may knowingly 
eat up some portion of such’ 
properties of the mankind 
sinfully. 
SECTION 24 
189: They question you 
regarding (appearance of) the 
new moon. Please declare, 
these (moon) are but symbols 
to the mankind and for 
periods of Hajj. (Muslim 
_ pilgrimage to Makkah). And 
it is not virtuous that you 
enter your houses from their 
backs but virtue is in piety 
that you enter your houses 
from the proper doors 
remaining pious to Allah 
which will give you 
prosperity.” 
199. And fight in the way of 
‘Allah with those who fight 
with you and do not 
transgress the limits. Allah 
surely does not like the 
transgressors, 
191. And slay wherever you 
find them (the transgressors) 
and drive them away as they 
drove you. And disorder is 
worst than murder, And do 
not fight near the Masjid-ul- 
Haram (Sacred Mosque) 
around Ka'aba in (Makkah) 
unless they first fight with 
you there. And if they kill 
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you then kill them. This is 
the penalty of such 
disbelievers. 

192. But if they desist then 
surely Allah is Forgiving, 
Merciful. 

193. And fight with them 
until there is no more any 
disorder and there prevails 
obedience to the religion of 
Allah. But if they desist there 
should be no hostility except 
against the cruels. 

194. The sacred month is in 
exchange for the sacred 
month and for the forbidden 
acts there is retaliation. One 
who does violence against you 
attach him in the like 
methods as he did against 
you. And fear Allah and 
know that Allah is with those 
who are pious. 

195. And spend for the 
cause of Allah and do not get 
ruined by your own hands. 
Surely Allah loves those who 
are kind. 

196. And perform the Hajj 
(compulsory Muslim 
Pilgrimage) and Uumrah 
(voluntary visit of Ka’aba in 
Makkah) for the sake of 
Allah. If you are besieged to 
do so then send your sacrifice 
offering as is available easily. 
And do not shave your heads 
until your offering (animal) 
reaches the destination. 
Then whosoever among you 
is sick or has some ailment in 
the head (to get shaved) such 
one, in compensation, either 
should fast or pay alms or 
offer sacrifice. But when you 
are in peaceful condition, if 
anyone of you wishes to take 
opportunity to combine the 
Uumrah with the Hajj 
(Pilgrimage) he/she must 
make a sacrifice (of animal) 
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which he can afford. But if 
one cannot afford it he 
(she)should keep three days’ 
fast during the Hajj and 
seven days’ fasts on return (to 
home). These are ten days 
(fasts) in all. This is for him 
whose family does not reside 
near the Sacred Mosque (in 
Makkah). And be pious with 
Allah and beware that Allah 
is strict in punishment. 
SECTION 25 
197. (Season of) Hajj 
(Muslim Pilgrimage) is well 
known in the fixed months 
and whoso compulsorily 
undertakes to perform Hajj in 
these (months) let there 
neither be foul talk or 
obscenity nor any wickedness 
and nor any dual during the 
Hajj period and whatever the 
good you do is known to 
Allah. And take full 
provisions with you for the 
journey, but the best of such 
provisions is your piety. So 
be pious with Me O! you who 
perceive. 
198. It is no crime for you if 
you seek the bountiness of 
your Rubb (Sustainer), Then 
when you return back from 
(the grounds of) Arafat 
remember Allah near the 
sacred monument (Mashar- 
ul-Harm) and praise Allah as 
He guided you when you 
were on the wrong before. 
199. Then you return back 
from the place from where 
mankind returns and seek 
forgiveness of Allah as Allah 
is Forgiving, Merciful. 
200. Then on the 
completion of all the rites (of 
Hajj) remember Allah as you 
ctlebrate praises of your 
forefathers, rather do so with 
stronger remembrance than 
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that. And of mankind there 
are some who say, “O our 
Rubb (Sustainer) confer on us 
(Your Bounties) in this world 
but they will have no share in 
the hereafter.

201. And of them there are 
some who say O our Rubb 
(Sustainer) confer on us the 
best {n this world and the 
best hereafter and defend us 
from the punishment of the 
fire. 
202, Such ones will be 
conferred what they have 
earned. And Allah is swift in 
accounting. 

203. And remember Allah 
during the numbered days 
(three days, after 9th Zilhajj 
béing the day of Hajj). Whoso 
hastens (to complete) it 
within two days and departs, 
there is no sin in it. But who 
stays behind he is not doing 
any sin rather he is a pious 
one, And be pious with Allah 
and understand that you have 
surely to return to Him. 

204. And there is one 
amongst the mankind who 
only speaks about this worldly 
life to please you but keep 
Allah witness to what is in 
your heart as that person is 
the most disputant. 

205. And when he turns 
back, he runs about for 
spreading disorder in the 
earth and destroys the crops 
and the human generations 
and Allah dislikes such 
disorder. 

206. And when he is told to 
be pious with Allah he 
exceeds in his arrogance to 
commit more crimes. For 
such people hell is enough. It 
definitely is a bad abode. 
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207. And of the mankind is 
he (she) who devotes life to 
the pleasure of Allah. And 
Allah is Compassionate to His 
devotees. 
208. © believers ! enter into 
Islam as a whole and never 
follow the footsteps of the 
satan (devil). Surely he is 
your open enemy. 
209. And if you backott 
after you have received clear 
command then understand 
that Allah is Honorable, 
Wise. 
210, Do they await only that 
Allah will come to them in 
the shape of canopies of 
clouds with Angels 
descending but their fate (of 
punishing them) would have 
been settled. And all the 
matters return back to Allah. 
SECTION 26 
211. Ask the children of 
Israel how many clear signs 
We (Allah) sent to them. And 
whoso changes Allah’s 
Bounty, after it comes, then 
surely Allah is severe in 
punishment. 
212. To the disbelievers this 
worldly life is attractive and 
they cut jokes of the believers 
(Muslims). But on the Day of 
Resurrection the pious will be 
placed high above them. 
Allah bestows in abundance 
without measuring whom He 
Wills. 
213. The mankind was one 
Uummah (Grand 
community), Then Allah sent 
His Umbia (Prophets) as 
bearers of good news and 
warners along with revealing 
to them a truthful Book that 
it should decide amongst the 
mankind where they differ. 
And none differed Gn the 
Book) except those on whom 
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it was bestowed, even after 
the clear signs were given to 
‘shem (not to do so) but (they 
“iid so) due to their mutual 
differences. Then Allah, by 
His Grace, guided the 
cuca to the truth 
leoncerning which they 
differed. And Allah guides to 
_the straight path whom He 
’ Wills. 
.214, Are you in the 
, impression that you will enter 
:the Paradise without such 
\ (trial) as was faced by those 
w who have passed away before 
¥ you. They faced severe 
: sufferings and tough distress 
; with shaking earthquakes 
» that even the Rasool (Allah’s 
| Messenger) and those who 
| believed along with him cried 
| out, “when comes the help of 
| Allah”. Yea, surely the help 
| of Allah is always nearer. 
| 215. They ask you what 
| they should spend (in 
charity). Please declare, 
| “whichever the good and 
! wealth you spend should be 
‘ for your parents and near 
{ relatives and the orphans and 
} the needy and the way farers. 
And whatever the good you 
| do Allah surely knows it very 
well. 
216. Fighting (in the way of 
Allah) is made obligatory for 
you, though you dislike it. 
This may be so that you 
dislike a thing but actually it 
may be good for you. And 
may be that you love 
something but it may be evil 
for you. And Allah knows 
better but you do not know. 
SECTION 27 
217. They ask (beloved 
Prophet Muhammad 
S.A.W.) regarding warfare in 
the _ prophibited 
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Please declare, “itis 4 gravest 
offence to fight therein”. But 
to prevent somebody from the 
path of Allah and disbelieve 
in Him and in sanctity of 
Masjid-ul-Haram (Sacred 
Mosque) and driving out its 
residents is still the gravest 
offence before Allah. And 
their such mischief is more 
grievous than killing. They 
will continue fighting with 
you till they force you to 
renounce your religion, if 
they can. And if any of you 
renounce the religion (of 
Allah) and dies as disbeliever 
then his (her) efforts will go 
in vain in this life and the 
hereafter. Such one is the 
dweller of fire to remain 
therin forever. 

218. Surely those who 
believe and leave their homes 
and fight in the way of Allah 
they have the hope to receive 
Allah’s benevolence. Allah is 
Forgiving, Merciful. 

219. They question you 
regarding wine and gambling. 
Please declare, “in both of 
these there are the greatest 
sins”. Though they have 
some profits for mankind; but 
“their sins are greatest than 
their profits." They ask you 
(Muhammad) how much they 


should spend ? Please 
declare, ‘whatever is left 
(from your needs). By this 


Allah makes clear to you His 
verses (on the matter), that 
you may ponder”; 

220. (about the bad effects 
of wine and gambling) in this 
life as well as in the hereafter. 
And they question you 
concerning the orphans. 
Please declare, “improve their 
lot to the best’. And if you 
mix with them then they are 
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your brothers. And Allah 
better knows who indulges in 
mischief and who thinks of 
their betterment. Had Allah 
so desired he would have put 
you into hardships. Surely 
Allah is Honorable, Wise. 

221. And do not marry 
‘mushrik’ (idol associator) 
women till they believe 
(embrace Islam). A slave 
woman, who is believer 
(Muslim), is far better than a 
‘mushrik’ (idol associator) 
woman, even if she attracts 
you. And never marry (your 
girls) to ‘mushrik’ (idol 
associator) till they become 
believers (Muslims). And 
surely a believer (Muslim) 
male slave is better than a 
‘mushrik’ (idol associator) 
even if he (she) attracts you. 
They invite you to the fire but 
Allah invites you to the 
Paradise and forgiveness with 
His Command. He makes His 
verses clear to mankind so 
that they may up-keep (His) 
remembrance. 


SECTION 28 
222, And they ask you 
regarding menstruation 


(monthly course of women). 
Please declare, “it is an 
illness”. So keep away from 
your wives at such time and 
do not approach them (for 
sex) until they are clean. 
When they become purified 
you may approach them in a 
good manner as Allah has 
Commanded you. Surely 
Allah loves those who repent 
and those who purify 
themselves. 

223. Your wives are fields 
for you. Approach your fields 
at your will (when clean) and 
send forward for yourselves 
good deeds. And be pious 
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with Allah and know it clear 
that you have to meet Him. 
(O beloved Prophet) give 
happy news to those who 
obey. 
224. And do not use Allah's 
Name for your oaths for not 
doing good or acting piously 
for making peace between 
mankind, Allah is Hearing 
and Knowing. 
225. Allah does not take you 
to task what you have 
unknowingly committed vain 
in your oaths, but, He will 
take account of the intentions 
of your hearts. Allah is 
Forgiving, Forbearing. 
226. Those who swear not 
to go to their wives should 
wait for four months. Then 
after that if they revert, Allah 
is surely Forgiving, Merciful. 
227. And if they decide 
firmly to divorce (wives) then 
surely Alla Hears and 
Knows (everything). 
228. And divorced women 
should wait for three months 
period (equal to three 
courses). It is not lawful that 
they should conceal what 
Allah has created in their 
wombs, if they have faith in 
Allah and the Last Day. And 
their husbands have the right 
to take them back in that 
period, if they (wives) wish 
such reconciliation. And the 
woman shall have similar 
rights of equity as is due from 
them (to husbands), But men 
have a degree upon them. 
And Allah is Honorable, 
Wise. 

SECTION 29 
229. A divorce can be twice 
only. After that either retain 
her (the wife) in good 
fellowship or release her with 
kindness. And you 
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(husbands) are not 
authorised to get back the 
gifts given to them. But if 
you fear that both of you 
cannot observe the limits of 
Allah then there will be no 
sin if they (ex-wives) give 
something of freedom. Allah 
has fixed these limits so do 
not transgress them. And 
whoso transgresses the limits 
of Allah such one will be the 
cruel. 

230. When she is divorced 
(finally for the third time) 
then keeping her will not be 
lawful to him (husband) 
afterwards till she marries 
another person as husband 
(as Halala—lawful method). 
Then if that second one 
(other husband) divorces her 
then there is no sin if they 
(ex-husband and ex-wife) 
again re-unite provided they 
feel that they can obey the 
limits of Allah. Such are the 
limits of Allah which He 
makes clear to the people who 
have the knowledge. 

231. And when you divorce 
your wives and their periods 
(of Iddat—appointed period) 
are completed then till the 
completion (of equal to the 
four months’ courses) you 
may retain them in the 
honoured way or release 
them with kindness but never 
detain them for torcher that 
you may not commit excess. 
And whoso does commit this, 
he commits a wrong~against 
himself. And do not cut joke 
of the verses of Allah. And 
remember Allah so much that 
He confers you His kindness. 
And the Book and wisdom He 
has revealed to you is to warn 
you (to guidance). And be 
pious with Allah and know 
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that surely Allah 
knowledge of everything.

SECTION 30 
232. And when you divorce 
women (wives) and their 
(iddat) term is complete do 
not debar them from 
marrying their (previous) 
husbands when they agree 
together to do so in the 
prescribed manner. This 
guidance is given to such 
persons from among you who 
have faith in Allah and the 
Last Day. This is cleaner and 
purer for you. Allah knows it 
but you do not know. 


has 


233. The mothers should 
suckle their children for two 
complete years. (It is) for him 
(Father) who desires to 
complete the suckling period. 
It is upon the heir of the child 
(father) to feed and clothe the 
women (the child bearing 
divorced wife) according to 
prescribed way. Nobody will 
be burdened beyond his/ 
(her) capacity. But neither 
the mother should be made to 
suffer on account of her child, 
nor the father should suffer 
on account of his child. It is 
also compulsory on the 
father’s heir (not to do so). 
Then if (father and mother) 
both try to wean the child by 
mutual consent and mutual 
pleasure there is no bar on 
both of them. And if you wish 
to scek a suckling nurse for 
your children then there is no 
offence for you, provided that 
what you agree to pay, pay 
with kindness in prescribed 
manners. And be pious with 
Allah and know that Allah 
observes what you do. 
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234. And those among you 
who die leaving wives their 
widows should wait by 
themselves for a period of 
four months and ten days. 
But when they complete their 
waiting term then there is no 


offence for what they 
(widows) choose for 
themselves according to 


prescribed way. And Allah is 
aware of what you do. 

235. And there is no offence 
that you indirectly propose to 
such women for marriage in 
an open way or cherish so in 
your hearts. Allah knows 
that you cherish them. But 
make no secret pledge except 
to always speak to them in 
the prescribed way and do not 
undertake wedding with 
them until their waiting term 
reaches to its end. And know 
that Allah has full knowledge 
of what is in your selves, so 
fear Him and understand that 
Allah is Forgiving, 
Forbearing. 

SECTION 31 

236. There is no offence for 
you to divorce your wives 
while you did not touch them 
or fix for them any dower. 
And the wealthy should give 
them some provisions for use 
according to their resources 
and the poor should do so 
according to their resources. 
A prescribed provision is 
compulsory for the well doers. 
237. And if you divorce 
them (wives) without 
touching them but you have 
fixed for them a dower, then 
what you fixed, you should 
pay half of it as obligation, 
except that the (wives) forgo 
something or that one should 
forgo in whose hand is the 
marriage tie. O men if you 
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forgo that is nearer to piety. 
And never forget to deal with 
each other with gracefulness. 
Surely Allah observes your 
deeds. 

038. Be regular in all your 
Saluats (Muslim Prayers) 
specially the mid-day Salaat 
(Prayer) and stand 
submissively before Allah. 
239, And if you are fearful 
from enemy then do so 
(establish Prayer) on foot or 
while riding. Then when you 
are secure remember Allah in 
the way He has taught you 
that which you did not know. 
240, And those among you, 
who die and leave behind 
wives, should make a will for 
their wives for payments of 
maintenance allowance for 
one year without. expelling 
them out. Then if they 
(wives) themselves leave, you 
are not at fault for what they 
do knowingly for themselves 
in a prescribed way. And 
Allah is Honorable , Wise. 


241. And for the divorced 
women there shall be proper 
maintenance in the 
prescribed way. It is 
obligatory for the pious 
persons. 

242. Allah makes clear His 


Verses to you that you may 
understand. 


SECTION 32 
243, (0 My beloved 
Prophet Muhammad) did not 
you observe those who came 
out of their residences in 
thousands for fear of death. 


Then Allah Commanded

246. (O My beloved 
Prophet) did not you see a 
group of the chiefs of the 
children of Israael after 
Moosaa (Moses). They spoke 
to one of their Nabi (Prophet 
of Allah—the Communicater 
of hidden news), “Appoint for 
us a king that we may fight 
for the cause of Allah.” He 
(Prophet) said, “May be that 
if the fighting is made 
compulsory for you, you will 
not fight?” They said, “What 
has happened to us that we 
should not fight for the cause 
of Allah whereas we have 
been expelled out from our 
homeland alongwith our 
children”. But when fighting 
(to defend faith) was made 
obligatory for them they 
turned away, except a few of 
them. And Allah knows well 
the cruels. 

247. And their Nabi 
(Prophet of Allah) said to 
them that surely Allah has 
made Taloot (Saul) as your 
sovereign. They said, “How 
he can be our sovereign when 
we have more right than him 
to be the sovereign, and he 
also has not been given ample 
wealth”. He (Taloot) said 
“Surely Allah has selected 
him ‘over them and has given 
him increased knowledge and 
good body. Allah conferg 
sovereignty to whom He 
Pleases. Allah is Bountiful, 
Knowing. 
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248, And their Nabi 
(Prophet of Allah) said to 
them, “the sign of his 
sovereignty is that you will 
get a heart providing 
tranquility from your Rubb 
(Sustainer) and the good 
legacy left by the family of 
Moosaa (Moses) and family of 
Haroon (Aaron) which the 
Angels will bring raising high. 
Surely, there are signs of 
Allah if you believe. 
SECTION 33 
249. When Taloot (Saul) left 
the city along with his armies 
he said, “surely, Allah will 
put you to test at the stream 
and whoso will drink its 
water will cease to be my 
follower and those who will 
not taste it will be my 
follower, except those who 
will sip a little by hand. Yet 
they drank except a few. 
When he crossed it he and 
those who believed with him 
said. that they cannot cope 
with Jaloot (Goliath) and his 
forces. But those who were 
convinced that they are to 
meet Allah said, “how often a 
small force destroyed a big 
force with the Will of Allah”. 
Allah is with those who are 
steadfast. 
250. And when they 
advanced to face Jaloot

251. By Allah’s Will, they 
routed them and Daood 
(David) killed Jaloot (Goliath) 
and Allah conferred on him

(David) what He Willed. And

$mankind by means of 
another ? Otherwise the 
earth would have been full of 
disorder. But Allah is full of 
Bounty to all the universe.

He (Allah) 
asked, “how long you stayed 
here’? He (Prophet Uzair) 
said, “I stayed here a full day 
or a part of it”.

| your food and drinks. These

We (Allah) make you a 
symbol for the mankind.

A heavy rain strikes it and 
leaves it as a bare stone. 
They will have no right on 
what they earned. Allah does 


not guide those who 
disbelieve. 
265. And the example of 


those, who spend their wealth 
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to seek the pleasure of Allah 
to strengthen themselves, is 
like the garden high upon a 
hill on which heavy rain falls 
and it ‘brings double fruits. 
But if heavy rain does not fall 
on it then dew is sufficient to 
it. And Allah observes what 
you do. 

266. Does anyone of you like 
to have a garden of dates and 
grapes under which streams 
flow and in it there are all 
kinds of fruits. Then old age 
comes to him (owner) and he 
has weak children. Then a 
whirlwind with fire strikes it 
that it is burnt. Allah makes 
clear to you His Verses in this 
way that you may think upon. 


SECTION 37 

267. O believers give out of 
your (honest) good earnings 
and what We (Allah) have 
bestowed to you as a product 
of the earth. But do not even 
think to spend the bad stuff 
out of it that you yourself 
would not like to take unless 
you close your eyes. And 
know that Allah is All- 
Sufficient, All-Praise Worthy. 
268. The satan (devil) 
threatens you of poverty and 
bids you to indecency. And 
Allah promises you His 
forgiveness with abundance. 
And Allah is All-Embracing, 
All Knowing. 


269. Allah bestows wisdom 
to whom He Wills and whoso 
gets wisdom, he attains 
abundant benefit. And none 
pay attention to guidance brt 
the men of understanding 
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270. And what you spend in 
charity or in devotion, surely 
Allah knows it and there is no 
help for the cruel. 

271. Ifyou offer your charity 
openly it is well. But if you 
give it to the needy hidingly it 
is much better for you, and 
He will remove your sins. 
And Allah is aware of what 
you do. 

272. Setting them on the 
right path is not your duty (O 
beloved Prophet Muhammad 


— S A.W). Allah guides 
whom He Wills And 
whatever good thing you 


spend will benefit your own 
selves. And it is not proper 
for you to spend except to 
seek Allah’s pleasure. And 
whatever good thing you 
spend will be repaid to you 
fully and you will not be dealt 
in a cruel way. 

273. (Charity is) for the 
needy who were restricted (to 
travel) in the way of Allah 
and are unable to undertake a 
trade or work in the land. 
The ignorant men think them 
free of want because of their 
modesty (not, to beg). You 
will recognize them from the 
marks on their faces. They do 
not beg from people with loud 
submissions, And what you 
give in charity (to them) is 
known to Allah Almighty.

280. And if the debtor is in 
hardship then give him time 
of delay as ease (to pay debt).

29. Please declare (O 
beloved Prophet), “whether 
you conceal what is in your 
hearts or reveal it, Allah 
knows it and He knows 
whatever is in the heavens 
and whatever is in the earth. 
Allah has the power to do 
everything. 

30. (Beware of) the Day 
when everbody will be 
confronted with all the good 
deeds it had done and all the 
evils it had done. They will 
wish that there should have 
been a long distance (of such 
Day). But Allah makes you to 
have fear of Him. Allah is 


very Kind to His devotees. 
SECTION 4 
31. Please declare, “if you 


love Allah you should follow 
me. (Only then) Allah will 
love you and will forgive you 
your faults. And Allah is 
Forgiving, Merciful. 

32. Please declare (O 
beloved Prophet), “obey Allah 
and His Rasool (Messenger). 
But if they turn away then 


Allah does not like the 
disbelievers, 
33. Allah had chosen 


Aadam and Nuh (Noah), the 
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(Abraham) and the 
descendants of Imran above 
all (the people) of the 
universe. 

34. They are children of 
one another and Allah is 
Hearing, Knowing. 

35. (Please remember) 
when the wife of Imran said, 
“© my Rubb (Sustainer) I 
dedicate to You what is 
within my womb for Your 
special devotion, so accept 
this from me. Surely only 
You Hear and Know. 

36. So when she gave birth 
to her she said, “O my Rubb 
(Sustainer) I have given birth 
to a female.” Allah knew best 
what she gave birth to — and 
the male is not like the 
female, and I have named her 
Maryam (Mary) and I seek 
refuge with You for her and 
her children from the satan 
(devil), the rejected. 

37. Her Rubb (Sustainer) 
graciously accepted her and 
made her to grow in purity 
and excellence and made 
Zakariya her caretaker. 
Whenever Zakariya entered 
her prayer chamber, to see 
her, he found fresh food 
supplied to her. He asked, “O 
Maryam (Mary) where from 
it comes to you”? She said, 


“from Allah.” Surely, Allah 
provides whom He Wills 
without measure 
(abundantly). 

38. There and then 


Zakariya prayed to his Rubb 
(Sustainer) and said, ‘my 
Rubb (Sustainer) grant me 
from Your Greatness good 
children pure ones for only 
You Hear all the prayers. 
39 And the Angels called 
him, when he stood 
ssing in the — prayer 
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chamber, “Allah gives you 
the good news of Yahya 
(John), who shall confirm the 
truthful ‘Kalama’ (sacred 
Words of Allah). He will be 
princely and chaste and will 
be a Nabi (Prophet — 
Communicator of hidden 
news) from among the 
righteous people. 

40. He said, “O my Rubb 
(Sustainer) ‘how shall I have a 
son when I have reached an 
old age and my wife is 


barren.” He (Allah) 
Answered, “Allah does 
whatever He Wills.” 


41. He submitted, “O my 
Rubb (Sustainer) give me 
Your symbol. He (Allah) 
replied, “your symbol will be 
that you will not speak to 
(any one of) mankind for 
three days except by signs. 
And remember your Rubb 
(Sustainer) too much and 
glorify Him in the evening 
and in the early morning. 
SECTION 5 
42. And when the Angels 
said, “OQ Maryam (Mary) 
surely Allah has chosen you 
and made you purified and 
has exalted you above all the 
women of the world. 
43. O Maryam (Mary) be 
obedient to your Rubb 
(Sustainer), prostrate to Him 
and bow down with those 
who bow themselves to Him. 
44. These are the news of 
the things unseen which we 
reveal to you. And you were 
not with them when they 
were casting their arrows as 
to who should have “ the 
guardianship of Maryam 
(Mary) and you were not with 
them when they were arguing 
on (the point). 
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45. And remember when 
the Angels said to Maryam 
(Mary), “O Maryam (Mary) 
Allah gives you the glad news 
of Symbol from Him. His 
name vill be Massih Eesa 
(Jesus Christ), the son of 
Maryam (Mary) who will be 
the most honored in this 
world and the hereafter, and 
will be among the exalted 
ones (with Allah); 

46. And he shall speak to 
the people in the cradle and 
when of middle age, he shall 
be among the righteous. 

47. She said, “O my Rubb 
(Sustainer) how shall I have a 
son when no man_ has 
touched me?” He said, “such 
is the way of Allah. He gives 
bitth to whom He Wills. 
When He Orders an affair He 
only says it to “Be”, it comes 
into being (at once). 

48. And (Allah) will teach 
him the Book and wisdom 
and the Tourat (Torah) and 
the Injeel (Bible-Gospel). 

49. And he shall be Rasool 
(Messenger of Allah) to the 
children of Israel saying, ‘I 
have come to you with the 
Sign of your Rubb (Sustainer) 
that I can make for you out of 
clay a figure of a bird, then 
breathe into it and it will 
become alive being by the 
Command of Allah. And I 
heal the blinds by birth and 
the disease of leprosy and I 
give life to the dead with 
Command of Allah. And I 
can tell you what you have 
eaten and what you have in 
the storages of your houses. 
Surely in these things there 
wie sigus for you if you have 
the belief. i 
ay And 1 
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Tourat (Torah) which was 
revealed before me and for 
making lawful to you a part of 
what was forbidden to you. I 
have come to you with the 
Verses of your (Rubb) 
(Sustainer). So fear Allah 
and obey me. 

$1. Surely Allah is my 
Rubb (Sustainer) and your 
Rubb (Sustainer). Worship 
Him only as this is the 
straight path. 

52. And when Eesa (Jesus) 
found them disobedient he 
said, “who will be my helpers 
in the way of Allah”. The 
disciples said, “we are the 
helpers of Allah’s (religion). 
We believe in Allah and you 
be the witnesses that we are 
the Muslims (obedients). 
53. (O our Rubb 
(Sustainer) we believe in 
what You have revealed, and 
we follow the  Rasool 
(Messenger). Therefore, 
write us down among those 
who bear witness (to truth). 
54. And the (disbelievers) 
devised their plot and Allah 
also devised His own plan. 
And Allah is the best Planner.

SECTION 6 
55. Remember when Allah 
said, “O Eesa (Jesus) I shall 
give you full life and cause 
you to be with Me and will 
clean you from the 
disbelievers and I shall make 
your followers superior to the 
disbelievers up to the Day of 
Resurrection. Then all of you 
will return to Me, then I shall 
make decision between you in 
what you disputed. 
As for those who 

disbelieve I shall punish them 
with terrible agony in this 
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world and in the hereafter. 
They will have none to help 
them 

57. “As for those who 
believe and do right deeds, He 
(Allah) will pay them in full 
their reward. And Allah does 
not love the cruel. 

58. This We (Allah) recite 
to you as the Verses and the 
message of wisdom. 

59. Surely the precedent of 
(Jesus) before Allah is like 
the case of Adam who was 
created from dust. Then it 
was Said, “Be”, and he 
(Aadam) came into being 
quickly. 

60. The truth comes from 
your Rubb (Sustainer) alone. 
So be not of those who doubt. 
61. Yet (O beloved 
Muhammad) if they 
(Christians Jews) dispute in 
this matter (about Jesus) 
after the knowledge has come 
to you, please declare, “come 
let us get together with our 
sons and your sons, with our 
women and your women, 
ourselves and yourselves, 
then humbly pray and send 
Allah’s Curse on the liars. 

62. Surely this is the true 
statement. And there is none 
worth worship except Allah. 
And surely Allah is the most 
Honorable, the most Wise. 

63. Yet if they turn back 
Allah has full knowledge of 


those who indulge in 
disorder. 

SECTION 7 
F (Beloved Prophet) 


please declare, “O people of 
the Book! come to the Kalima 
tsacred Words) which is 
cummion between you and us 
that we worship none but 
Allah; that we do not 
associate any partner with 
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Him, nor some of us take 
anybody else as our Rubb 
(Sustainer) and patron other 
than Allah.” Even then if 
they do not accept you, tell 
them, “bear witness that we 
are Muslims (obedients). 

65. O people of the Book 
why you dispute about 
Tbraaheem (Abraham). Were 
the Tourat (Torah) and the 
Injeel (Bible-Gospel) not 
revealed after him 
(Abraham)? Don’t you have 
the wisdom ? 

66. (Do you listen) you are 
those who indulged in dispute 
in the matters of which you 
had some knowledge. But 
why you dispute in the 
matters in which you have.no 
knowledge. And Allah Knows 
but you don’t know. 

67. Tbraaheem (Abraham) 
was neither a Jew nor a 
Christian but he was an 
upright Muslim, totally, 
separate from every falsehood 
and was not at all amongst 
the idolators. 

68. Surely the more 
rightful claiment of 
Tbraaheem (Abraham), than 
all the people, were those who 
followed him including this 
Nabi (the Communicator of 
hidden news Muhammad 
S.A.W) and those who are his 
believers. And Allah is the 
Protector friend of those who 
are faithfuls. 

69. A group of the people 
of the Book desire from their 
heart to take you to be 
mislead. And they do not 
know that they mislead none 
except themselves and they 
have no perception. 

70. O people of the Book 
why do you disbelieve the 
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Verses of Allah when you 
bear witness. 
71. © people of the Book 
why do you intermingle truth 
with falsehood and conceal 
the reality while you have the 
knowledge (about the truth). 
SECTION 8 
72. And a group of the 
people of the Book said, 
“believe in what was revealed 
to the believers in the 
morning and disbelieve it in 
later part (revealed in the 
evening); perchance they may 
turn back. 
73. And do not believe in 
such a person except that he 
follows your religion. Please 
declare, “surely the guidance 
is only that which is the 
Guidance of Allah, so what 
has been given to you 
(guidance) is to be given to 
others or they may dispute it 
before your Rubb (Sustainer). 
Please declare, all bountiness 
is alone in the hands of Allah. 
He gives it to whom He Wills. 


Allah is  All-Embracing, 
Knowing. 
74. He with His Mercy 


exalts anybody He Wills. And 


Allah is the most Bountiful. 

75. And among the people 
of the Book there is some one 
that if you trust him with a 
heap of gold he will restore it 
back to you, but there is 
somebody else among them 
that if you trust him with a 
‘Dinar’ (two dollars) he will 
not return it back to you, 
except that you keep standing 
over his head. That is 
because they say, “there is no 
accountability on us _ being 
unlettered and they attribute 
falsehood to Allah, knowingly. 
76. Yes! why not, whoso 
fulfils his promise and 
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becomes pious, surely Allah 
loves such pious ones. 

77. And those who sell 
Allah’s Promise and their 
oaths for a mean price they 
will not have any share in the 
hereafter. And Allah will not 
speak to them nor He will see 
them on the Day of 
Resurrection. And He will 
not purify them and they will 
have a painful punishment. 
78. And among them there 
are some who twist their 
tongue to change the Book 
that you may think it a part of 
the Book and that is not in 
the BOok but they say, “it is 
from Allah”, whereas it is not 
(at all) from Allah and thus 
they speak falsehood against 
Allah, knowingly. 

79. No human being has 
any right that Allah should 
give him the Book, the 
Command and the Naboowa 
(Prophethood— the method 
of Communication of hidden 
news). And after that such 
one should say to the people, 
“be my devotees leaving 
Allah. But (he should say) be 
the devotees of Allah because 


you teach the Book and 
use you deliver 
instructions. 


80. And he (such person) 
cannot command you to take 
Angels and Prophets as Rubb 
(Sustainers). Will =e 
command you to disbelieve 


after you have become 
Muslims, 
SECTION 9 


81. And recall when Allah 
got promise from all the 
Prophets that the Book and 
the wisdom I bestow to you 
but then comes to you the 
Rasool (Messenger 
Muhammad) who confirms 
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what (the Book) you possess. 
You should definitely believe 
in him and definitely should 
help him. Then (Allah) said, 
“do you agree and take this as 
My firm Agreement as 
binding on you?” They said, 
“we agree.” He (Allah) said, 
“then be witnesses and I am 
also with you among the 
witnesses.” 

82. Then whoso turns back 
after this he will be the 
disobedient. 

83. Do they seek 
something else (other 
religion) than the religion of 
Allah, while whatever is in 
the heavens and the earth, 
willingly or unwillingly bows 
to His Will, and to Him they 
will return. 

84. Please declare, “we 
believe in Allah and what has 
been revealed to us and what 
has been revealed to 
Tbraaheem (Abraham), and 
Ismail and Ishaq (Isac) and 
Yaqoob (Jacob), and their 
sons and whatever was 
revealed to Moosaa (Moses) 
and Eesa (Jesus) and the 
Prophets from their Rubb 
(Sustainer), We make no 
distinction among them, one 
over another in our belief, 
and to Him we submit as 
Muslims. 

85. And whoso seeks any 
other religion except Islam it 
will never be accepted from 
him (her) and such person 
will be loser in the hereafter. 

86. How shall Allah guide 
those who disbelieve after 
believing and bearing witness 
that the Rasool (Messenger) 
is true and clear proofs had 
come to them. And Allah 
does not guide the cruel 
nation. 
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curse from Allah and the 
Angels and the mankind, 
altogether. 

88. (They) will remain 
there forever. Neither their 
punishment will be reduced 
nor they will be given any 
relief; 


89. Except those who 
repent, thereafter, and 
became righteous. Surely 


Allah is Forgiving, Merciful. 
90. Surely those who 
disbelieve after they believe, 
then become violent in their 
disbelief, their repentance 
will not be accepted and such 
are those who have gone 
wrong. 
91. Surely those who 
disbelieved and die as 
disbelievers, even the earthful 
of gold will not be accepted 
from them, though they offer 
it as ransom for themselves. 
They shall have a painful 
punishment and they shall 
find no helpers. 

PART 4 
AALE-IMRAAN (Contd.) 
SECTION 10 
92. You will not attain 
virtue until you spend that 
which is very dear to you (to 
help needy). And whatever 
you spend is well known to 

Allah. 

93. All food was Halal 
(awful) to the children of 
Israael, except what Israel 
(Yaqoob-Jacob) had forbidden 
for himself before the 
revelation of Tourait (Torah). 
Please declare (O beloved 
Muhammad), “bring the 
Tourait (Torah) and recite it, 
if you are truthful. 

34. Those who forge lie 
against Allah, even after that, 
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(consulting true Torah), they 


are indeed the cruel. 
95. Please declare (O 
beloved Prophet 


Muhammad), “Allah speaks 
the truth, so follow the 
religion of Tbraaheem 
(Abraham), straight-forward, 
and he was never among the 
idolators. 

96. Surely the first House 
(of worship) established for 
mankind is Ka’aba_ in 
Makkah, full of blessings and 
guidance for the universe. 

97. Therein are clear Signs 
(of Allah), with the platform 
of Ibraaheem (Abraham) (to 
pray), and whoso enters it he 
is in peace. And the Hajj 
(Muslim pilgrimage) to this 
House is obligatory from 
Allah to the mankind who 
can afford an access to it. 
And if anybody disbelieves to 


do so Allah indeed is 
independent of all the 
creatures of the universe. 

98. Please declare, ‘“O 


people of the Book why do 
you disbelieve in the Verses of 
Allah when Allah is witness 
of what you do. 

99. Please declare (O 
beloved Prophet), “O people 
of the Book why do you bar a 
believer from the way of Allah 
making him crooked and you 
yourself are witnesses to it. 
Allah is not unaware of what 
you do. 

100. O believers, if you obey 
a party of those given the 
Book (Jews and Christians) 
they will turn you back as 
disbelievers after you 
believed. 

101. And how would you 
deny faith when Allah’s 
Verses are recited to you and 
His —_ Rasool (Messenger 
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Muhammad = S.A.W..) is 
c-among you. And whoso holds 
a:fast to Allah, he is guided to 
y¥he straight path. 
‘ SECTION 11 
102. O believers, be pious to 
[-Allah, as one should be pious 
-to Him, and you must not die 
y.Lut as a Muslim. 
103. And hold fast, 
,altogether, the rope of Allah 
tand never be divided and 
wemember the Bounties of 
Allah upon you when you 
were enemies of each other 
sand He joined your hearts in 
jlove that His Blessings made 
you brothers. And how you 
were on the brink of the pit 
of fire and He saved you from 
it So Allah makes clear to 
you His Verses that you may 
be guided. 
104. And there should be a 
group of people amongst you 
who should invite to all what 
is good and command what is 
right and forbid what is 
wrong. They are the ones 
who attain prosperity. 
105. And be not like those 
who are divided among 
themselves and become 
indifferent after receiving 
clear Verses (of Allah). For 
them is a great punishment-- 


106. on that some faces 
shall be bright and other faces 
will be black. Those whose 
faces will be black (it will be 
said to them), “did you 
become disbelievers after 
becoming believers? Taste 
now the punishment of 
becoming disbelievers. 

107. And those whose faces 
will be bright they will be in 


the Mercy of Allah dwelling 
therein forever. 
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108. These are the Verses of 
Allah We recite to you with 
truth. And Allah does not 
desire any injustice to any 
one in the universe. 

109. To Allah belongs 
whatever is in the earth and 
whatever is in the heavens. 
And to Allah all matters will 
be returned (for decision). 


SECTION 12 
110. You are the best 
Uummah grand Muslim 


community) raised for the 
good of mankind. You enjoin 
what is right and forbid what 
is wrong and believe in Allah. 
Had the people of the Book 
(Jews and Christians) also 


believed, it would have been 
better for them. Some of 
them are the believers 


(Muslims) but most of them 
are perverted. 

111. They will do you no 
harm except a little hurt. 
An‘ if they come to fight with 
you they will turn their backs 
(run away). Then they will 
not be helped. 

112. Disgrace has been 
imposed on them, where-ever 
they are. They will have no 
security except under an 
umbrella of protection from 
Allah and an umbrellah of the 
protection of mankind. They 
have incurred the wrath of 
Allah and poverty has been 
imposed upon them. That is 
because they disbelieved the 
revelations of Allah and killed 
the Umbia (Prophets of 
Allah—the Communicators of 
hidden news) without right. 
This is because of their 
disobedience and 
transgression. 

113. They are not all alike. 
There is an upright Uummah 
‘grand community) among 
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the people of the Book who 
recite the Verses of Allah 
during parts of the night and 
they prostrate themselves (in 
devotion). 

114. They believe in Allah 
and the Last Day and they 
enjoin what is right and 
prohibit from what is wrong 
and hasten forward for the 
noble tasks. And these people 
are the righteous. 

115. And those who do the 
good will not be deprived of 
their rights. And Allah 
knows those who are pious. 


116. And those who 
disbelieve neither their 
wealth nor their children will 
avail anything to them 


against Allah. They will be 
the companions of fire to 
remain therein forever. 

117. What they spend in the 
life of this world is like a wind 
which brings an icy frost 
bitterly cold. It strikes and 
destroys their harvests as 
they are the nation of cruels 
who commit wrongs. It is not 
Allah Who is cruel to them 
but they are cruel to 
themselves. 

118. O believers, do not 
make strangers your intimate 
confidants. They do every 
thing to corrupt you with 
their evils. They aspire to put 
you to troubles. Their hatred 
is apparent from their facial 
appearances. And what their 
hearts conceal is more worse. 
We have made clear 
revelations for you if you 
understand. 

119. (Do you listen) it is you 
who love them but they do 
not love you. You believe in 
all the Books. And when they 
meet you they say, “we also 
believe.” But when they are 
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alone they bite their own 
fingers against you in rage. 
You declare, “perish in your 
rage.” Allah Knows well all 
the secrets of the hearts. 
120. If some fortune is 
bestowed to you it grieves 
them but if some misfortune 
overtakes you they rejoice on 
it. But if you are steadfast 
and pious their such 
cunningness will not do any 
harm to you. Surely Allah 
surrounds whatever they do. 
SECTION 13 
121. And remember (O 
beloved Prophet Muhammad) 
that morning when you came 
out of your residence at dawn 
to assign the positions to the 
believers (Muslims) at their 
posts in the battle. And Allah 
Hears and Knows all things. 
122. When your two groups 
were about to lose heart Allah 
was their supporter (to shun 
their such cowardice). And 
the believers (Muslims) 
should put their full trust in 
Allah. 
123. And (definitely) Allah 
helped you at Badr (War), 
when you were resourceless. 
So be pious to Allah that you 
may become grateful. 


124. (O beloved) when you 
said to the believers 
(Muslims), “was it not 


encugh for you that Allah 
should help you with 
reinforcement by three 
thousand swooping Angels. 
125. Yes why not if you 
remain steadfast and become 
pious, and they (disbelievers) 
instantly pounce upon you, 
your Rubb (Sustainer) will 
help you with reinforcement 
of five thousand Angels 
swooping down (with a 
.chement! onslaught. 
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{ONE FOURTH OF PART 
4 ENDS] 

126. And this (conquest) 

was made a cheerful news for 
§ you by Allah that your hearts 

may be satisfied. There is no 
help except from Allah Who 

is the most Dominant, the 
moat Wise; 

127. that He may cut off a 
¢ part of the disbelievers or 
4 overpower them that they 
4 should turn back frustrated 
| (in their designs). 

128. You have no concern in 

| this matter, whether He 

: forgives them or punishes 
them, because they are 
indeed the cruels (disobey 
you). 

129. Whatever is in the 

heavens and whatever is in 

the earth belongs to Allah. 

He forgives whom He Wills 

and He Punishes whom He 

Wills. And Allah is Forgiving, 
Merciful. 

SECTION 14 

130. O believers! do not 

devour interest (usury) by 

double and multiples and be 
pious to Allah that you may 
prosper. 

181. And be pious to get 

saved from the fire which is 

made ready for the 
disbelievers. 

132. And obey Allah and the 

Rasool (Messenger 

Muhammad S.A.W.) that you 

may be bestowed mercy. 

133. And make haste to get 

the forgiveness of your Rubb 

(Sustainer) and for the 

Paradise with a width of 

heavens and earth. It is ready 

to receive the pious ones; 

134. who spend money in 

the way of Alish in their 

Prosperity or adversity and 
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restrain in anger and pardon 
the mankind. And Allah 
loves those who are generous. 
135. And such people who 
do an indecency (shameful 
act) or commit some wrong 
for themselves they 
remember Allah and pray for 
forgiveness of their sins. And 
who can forgive sins of 
anyone except Allah? And 
they should not persist in 
their wrong deeds. - 

136. The reward of such 
ones will be forgiveness from 
their Rubb (Sustainer) and 
Paradise under which 
streams flow wherein they 
will remain for ever as a 
bountiful reward of those who 
work, 

137. Many civilizations have 
passed away before you. 
Travel through the earth and 
see the end of those who 


indulged in falsehood. 

138. This is a _ plain 
statement about the 
mankind, a guidance and 


instruction to those who are 
the pious. 

139. And do not be lazy and 
never be grieved. You will be 
the dominant, if you are the 
believers. 

140. If you are injured then 
similar injury has been 
received by them also. These 
are the days which We (Allah) 
change in turn among the 
mankind that Allah may 
make known to those who 
believe and that He may take 
witnesses from your ranks. 
And Allah does not loye the 
cruels. 

i141. And that Allah may 
purify the behevers and wipe 
“ut the disbelievers. 

142. Do you think that you 
will enter the Paradise and it 
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will be without the knowledge 
of Allah. But He knows such 
people from you who fought 
hard in Jihaad (war for truth) 
and remained steadfast. 

143. And certainly you 
longed for death before you 
met it Now you have 
certainly seen it and that with 
your own eyes. 

SECTION 15 

144, And Muhammad 
(SAW — Sallallaho Alyhe 
Wassallam Allah’s 
Blessings and Salutations on 
him) is but a  Rasool 
(Messenger of Allah). Like 
him there were other Rasool 
(Messengers). If he dies or he 
is martyred will you turn 
back on your heels ? And 
whoso turns back on his heel 
will not harm Allah to any 
extent.

145. No self can die without 
the Command of Allah at a 
term appointed.

146. And how many Umbia 
(Allah’s Prophets) have been 
fighting (Jehad) who were 
accompanied by many 
devotees of Rubb (Sustainer). 
They did not become lazy 
from any of the disaster 
which they had to face in the 
way of Allah and they also did 
not show any weakness of 
giving-in. And Allah loves 
the steadfast. 

147. And they uttered not 
more than this prayer, “‘O our 
Rubb (Sustainer) forgive our 

sins and anything we have 

done in excess in our matters 
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99 stil - The Family of Imraan 
help us against the 
disbelievers”. 

148. So Allah gave them a 
reward in this world and the 
excellent reward of the 
hereafter. Allah keeps dear 


those who are generous. 


SECTION 16 
149. O believers if you 
follow the line of the 


disbelievers they will drive 
you back on your heels and 
you will become losers. 

160. Allah is your Protector 
and he is the best Helper. 

151. Soon I (Allah) shall 
infuse frightening awe into 
the hearts of the disbelievers 
that they made somebody else 
as partner with Allah for 
which He had not given them 
any authority. And they will 
dwell in the hell, which is 
worst dwelling place for those 
who indulge in cruel acts. 

152. And surely Allah 
fulfilled His promise to you 
when you routed the enemy 
with His permission until you 
indulged in cowardice and 
disputed the Command and 
committed disobedience after 
He had shown you what you 
loved. Some of you desired 
this world and some of you 
desired the Hereafter. 
Therefore, He made you free 
from them that he might try 
you. Then He pardoned you 
(in what you indulged) and 
Allah is Bountiful to the 
believers (Muslims). 

153. When you went up (the 
hill) and did not look back 
anyone though the Rasool 
(Messenger of Allah) was 
calling you back from your 
rear (in Ouhud ~~ war). 
Therefore, He gave you grief 
after grief that you might 
have no sorrow for (the 
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booty) that you gained and 
that you expected. Allah is 
well aware of what you do. 
154. After the distress He 
bestowed down to you sleep of 
calmness overcoming a group 
of you while another group 
was anxious by their own 
suspicious feelings about 
Allah without truth and by 
mere misconception due to 
ignorance. They asked, “had 
we any power in the 
management of this affair”. 
Please declare, “the 
governance of this affair is 
fully in hands of Allah. They 
hide in their hearts what they 
dare not reveal to you”. They 
say, “If we had anything to do 
with management of this 
affair we would not have 
been killed here.” Please 
declare, “even if you had 
remained in your homes 
those for whom death was 
Prescribed would certainly 
have gone forth at the place of 
their death. Allah wanted to 
test you what was in your 
breasts and what was in your 
hearts. Allah knows well the 
secrets of the hearts. 
155. Surely those of you 
‘who turned their back on the 
day when two forces met each 
other, it was the satan (devil) 
who caused them to slip 
because of the evil they had 
done. But Allah has 
pardoned them. Surely Allah 
is Forgiving, Forbearing. 
SECTION 17 
156. O believers, be not like 
the disbelievers who say of 
their brothers, who travelled 
through the earth or went out 
for the battle, “if they had 
been with us they would not 
have died nor would have 
been killed, that Allgh may 
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make it cause of regret in 
their hearts. And Allah gives 
life and death. And Allah 
secs well, what you do ? 

157. And _ what if you are 
slain in the cause of Allah or 
you die ? Surely Allah’s 
Pardon and Mercy are better 
than all you collect. 

158. And if you die or are 
slain, you will be gathered 
together before Allah. 

159. (O beloved) it is by the 
Mercy of Allah that you 
(Muhammad S.A.W.) are so 
gentle to them. Had you been 
severe or hard hearted to 
them they would have 
deserted you. Forgive them 
and pray for their pardon and 
counsel them in the conduct 
of affairs. When you take 
decision put your trust in 
Allah. Surely Allah loves 
those who put (in Him) their 
trust. 


160. If Allah helps you then 
none can overcome you. And 
if he leaves you then after this 
who is there to help you? 
And the believers (Muslims) 
should always trust in Allah 
alone. 
161.

(Prophet of Allah) 
conceals anything (from 
mankind). But whoso 
conceals anything he, on the 
Day of Resurrection, will 
bring it to light.

disbelief. They will not harm 
Allah in any way. Allah 
desires no share for them in 
the hereafter and they will 
face a severe punishment. 

177. Surely who bought 
disbelief for belief will not 
harm Allah at all. And they 
shall have a grievous 
punishment. 

178. And the disbelievers 
should not think that the 
leniency We (Allah) give them 
is good for them. We (Allah) 
give them leniency that they 
grow in their sins. And they 
will have a disgraceful 
punishment. 

179. Allah will not leave the 
believers (Muslims) in the 
state in which you are now 
till He distinguishes the 
wicked from the good. And it 
is not for Allah to disclose to 
everyone the secrets of the 
unseen. But He chooses from 
his Rasools (Messengers of 
Allah) whom He Wills. 
Believe in Allah and His 
Rasools (Messengers) and if 
you believe and become pious 
you will get a great reward. 
180. And those who are 
miser in what has been 
Bestowed to them by Allah, 
by His Grace, should not take 
it as better for them. It is 
indeed evil for them. For 
what they were miser, will on 
the Day of Resurrection be 
tied from their necks like a 
twisted collar. All the 
heritage of the heavens and 
the earth belongs to Allah. 
And Allah is quite aware of 
what you do. 

SECTION 19 

181. Allah certainly Hears 
the utterance of those who 
said, “Allah is needy and we 
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105 fii — The Family of Imraan 
are rich.” I (Allah) record 
what they say and their 
slaying of the Umbia 
(Prophets of Allah) without 
right. And J (Allah) shall say, 
“you taste the punishment of 
burning.” 

182, This is because of what 
your hands have sent forth. 
Allah surely does not harm 
those who are His devotees. 
183. Those who say, “Allah 
has given us a promise that 
we may not believe in a 
Rasool (Messenger of Allah) 
unless he shows us such a 
sacrifice which is eaten away 
by fire. Please declare, 
“there came to you Rasools 
(Messengers) before me with 
clear signs and even with that 
which you ask for. Then why 
did you slay them if you are 
truthful ? 

184. If they falsify you, (O 
beloved), they also falsified 
the Rasools (Messengers) 
before you who came with 
clear signs, scriptures of 
prophecies and the Book of 
light. 

185. Everybody will taste 
the death. And only on the 
Day of Resurrection you will 
be fully paid your reward. 
Then whoso is removed away 
from the fire and admitted to 
-be Paradise will attain the 
teal goal. And the life of this 
world is nothing but an 
illusory enjoyment. 

186. Surely, you will be 
tested in your possessions and 
your own persons. And you 
will certainly hear many 
insulting things from the 
people who were given the 
Book before you and from the 
pagons. But if you endure 
and are pious then it is the 
work of strong determination. 
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187. And remember when 
Allah took a promise from the 
people bestowed the Book to 
make it known and clear to 
the mankind and never 
conceal it. But they threw it 
away behind their backs and 
exchanged the same for a 
mean price. How evil was 
their such bargain ? 

188. Do not think that those 
who rejoice in what they have 
done and they like to be 
praised for what they have 
not done. Do not think that 
they are secure from 
punishment. And for them 
there will be a grievous 
punishment. 

189. To Allah belongs the 
Kingdom of the heavens and 
the earth and Allah is 


Powerful on everything. 
SECTION 20 
190. Surely in the creation 


of heavens and earth and in 
the difference of the nights 
and the days there are signs 
for the men of understanding. 
191. These are the people 
who remember Allah 
standing and sitting and lying 
on their sides and think about 
the creation of heavens and 
the earth, (saying), “O our 
Rubb (Sustainer) You have 
not created anything in vain. 
You are Glorified. Save us 
from the punishment of the 
fire.” 

192. “O our Rubb 
(Sustainer) surely any one 
whom You cause to enter the 
fire that one is definitely 


disgraced.” And the cruel 
people have no helpers. 
193. “O our Rubb 


(Sustainer) we have surely 
heard the call of a proclaimer 
who calis towards faith, that 
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believe your Rubb (Sustainer) 
and we believed”. “O our 
Rubb (Sustainer) forgive us 
our sins and remove from us 
our misdeeds and cause us to 


die alongwith the 
straightforwards.” 
194. “O our Rubb 


(Sustainer) bestow us what 
You have promised to us 
through Your Rasool 
(Messenger of Allah) and do 
not disgrace us on the Day of 
Resurrection. Surely You do 
not break Your Promise.” 

195, Their Rubb (Sustainer) 
accepted their prayer and 
answered to them, “I surely 
never waste the reward of any 
one’s labor among you, be 
that a male or a female, as 
you are offsprings of one 
another. Those who left their 
homeland or were driven out 
from their homes and 
suffered torture in My Way 
and fought and were killed, I 
shall surely wipe out from 
them their sins and admit 
them to the Paradise under 
which streams flow as a 
reward irom Allah. And with 
Allah is the best reward. 

196. The moving about of 
the disbelievers in the land 
(upper hand in Ouhud war) 
should not deceive you (O 
beloved Muhammad). 

197. It is but a little 
enjoyment (to disbelievers) 
but their ultimate abode is 
hell (in the hereafter). What 
an evil place to rest. 

198. But those who fear 
from their Rubb (Sustainer) 
for them there is Paradise 
under which streams flow. 
They will remain there for 
ever with the hospitality from 
Allah. And that which is

199. And surely among the 
people of the Book there are 
some men who | believe in 
Allah and what has been sent 
to you and what has been 
revealed to them and are 
humble to Allah. They do not 
sell the Verses of Allah for a 
mean price. Surely they will 
have their reward with their 
Rubb (Sustainer). And Allah 
is swift in accounting. 
200. O believers, be 
steadfast and excel in 
patience (against the 
enemies) in guarding (the 
Islamic country) with 
strength together. And be 
pious to Allah that you may 
prosper. 
S:IV 
SURA UN-NISAA’ 
(THE WOMEN) 
(24 SECTIONS, 177 
VERSES) 
Revealed at Madina 
Allah’s Name, Who is 
the most Affectionate, the 
most Merciful. 
SECTION 1 
1. O mankind! be pious to 
your Rubb (Sustainer) Who 
created you from a_ single 
person and from it created its 
mate and from them spread 
many men and women. And 
be pious to Allah in Whose 
Name you appeal to each 
other. And be careful about 
your relations. Surely Allah 
watches you all the times. 
2. And give to the 
orphans their property. And 
do not exchange the 
worthless things for the good 
ones (of the orphans) and do 
not eat their property mixing 
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it up with your own property. 
Surely, this is a great crime. 

3. And if you fear that 
you will not be able to do 
justice to the orphan girls 
marry such women who are 
agreeable to you, two or three 
or four; but if you fear that 
you cannot do justice (to so 
many) then marry only one, 
or have the captives whieh 
your right hand owns. That 
will be more suitable to 
prevent you from injustice. 

4. And give the women 
their dowries as a free gift, 
willingly. And if they, by 
their own pleasure, remit any 
part of it to you utilize it with 
pleasure and wholesome, 

5. and do not give to the 
unsound minded their 
property under your control 
which has been made by 
Allah means of support for 
you (humanity). But feed and 
cloth them out of it and speak 
to them with kindness. 

6. And keep the orphans 
until they reach the age of 
marriage. Then if you find in 
them right sense of 
proportion return them their 
property. And do not 
consume it -wastefully in 
haste that they are reaching 
maturity. And whoso 
(guardian) is rich he should 
abstain (generously). And if 
anyone is needy he should 
utilize it to equity. But when 
you deliver to them their 
property take witnesses of the 
fact, in their presence. And 


Allah is Sufficient as 
Reckoner (to take the 
account). 

7. The males have a share 


of what the parents and 
relatives leave and _ the 
females have a share from 
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what their parents and their 
relatives leave behind, be it 
little or much, their (legal) 
share is fixed. 
8. But if at the time of 
division (of — anybody’s 
property) the relatives -and 
orphans and the needy come 
forth give them also from that 
and speak to them with 
kindness. 
9. And let the people 
(disposing orphans’ property) 
have the same fear in their 
minds as if they would have 
for their own properties, had 
they left behind a similar 
destitute family. Therefore, 
they should be pious to Allah 
and speak right words. 
10. Surely, who devour 
unjustly the property of 
orphans, they fill in their 
bellies with fire and they will 
soon be burnt in a big blaze. 
SECTION 2 
31. Allah Commands you 
concerning your children. 
Male shall have portion equal 
to two females. If they are 
only females, more than two, 
their share is two-thirds of 
the inheritance. If there be 
only one female (daughter) 
her share is half. And to the 
parents of the deceased, each 
one has the one-sixth of what 
is left, if the deceased leaves 
one child. But if the deceased 
has no child and the heirs are 
the parents only then one- 
third to the mother of 
deceased. And if deceased 
has left many brothers and 
sisters the mother has one 
sixth after the payment of the 
will and the debts (of the 
deceased owner). You do not 
know whether your parents 
or your children are profitable 
to you. These are settled 
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portions assigned by Allah. 
Surely Allah is Knowing, 
Wise. 
12. And what your 
(deceased) wives leave you 
have a one-half share, if they 
have no child. But if they 
leave a child you (husband) 
will get one-fourth, after 
payment of the will and their 
debts. And for the women, 
you leave behind, their share 
is one-fourth, if you have no 
issue. If you (after death) 
leave issue, they (wife/wives) 
will get one-eighth after 
payment of your will and your 
debts. If the man or a 
woman, has left no direct heir 
(parents or children) but have 
(from their mother) a 
brother, or a sister, then to 
each of them is one-sixth. 
But if they are more then 
they shall be equal sharers in 
one-third after payment of 
will or debt so that no loss is 
caused to anyone. This is the 
injunction from Allah and 
Allah is Knowing, 
Forbearing. 
13. These are limits set by 
Allah. Those who obey Allah 
and His Rasool (Messenger) 
will be admitted to Paradise 
under which streams flow. 
They will remain therein 
forever. And that will be the 
greatest achievement. 
14. And whoso_ disobeys 
Allah and His Rasool 
(Messenger) and trespasses 
His bounds He will admit 
him to a fire to remain there 
forever and to have a 
disgraceful punishment. 
SECTION 3 
15. And those of your 
women who commit adultery, 
take against them the 
evidence of four persons, 
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commit such act punish both 
of them. If they repent and 
reform leave them. Surely 
Allah is Relenting, Merciful. 
17, Allah accepts 
repentance of only those, with 
His Bountiness, who commit 
evil in ignorance and then 
repent soon afterwards. 
Allah accepts it from them 
with His Mercy. And Allah is 
Knowing, Wise. 

18. And that repentance is 
of no effect from such people 
who continuously commit evil 
deeds till death comes to 
them and they say, “now I 
repent indeed”. It will not 
also be accepted from those 
who die as disbelievers. I 
(Allah) have prepared a 
painful punishment for them. 
19. O people who believe, it 
is not ‘Halaal’ (lawful) to 
inherit women (of your 
deceased kinsmen) against 
their will, Do not detain 
them wrongfully with the 
intention that what you gave 
them with kindness you 
should take some of it (dower) 
back except when they 
commit a serious lewdness. 
And deal with them with 
Kindness. Then if you dislike 
them, it is likely that you 
dislike something but Allah 
places in it much good. 

2u. And when you want to 
change one wife in place of 
other, and you had given the 
first one a heap of wealth, do 
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not take anything of it 
Would you take that by mere 
blame as an open sin? 


21. And how you could 
take it back when each one of 
you have gone into the other 
(in intercourse) and they have 
taken from you a solemn 
pledge. 

92. And do not marry such 
women whom your fathers 
married except what was 
done in the past. Surely that 
is shameful, hateful and evil 
way. 


SECTION 4 
23. Forbidden to you are 
your mothers, your 


daughters, your sisters, your 
father’s sisters, your mother’s 
sisters, | your  brother’s 
daughters, your _ sister’s 
daughters, any of your foster 
sisters and your mothers in 
law, your  step-daughters 
under your guardianship 
born from your wives with 
whom you have gone-in 
(intercourse). But there is no 
prohibition (to such ladies) if 
you have not gone-in 
(intercourse) with them (as 
wives). And the wives of your 
sons who are from your 
lineage and two real sisters 
together, (are also forbidden), 
except for what has been 
done in the past. Surely 
Allah is Forgiving, Merciful.

war). This is prescribed for 
you by Allah. And beyond 
them all the others are lawful 
for you, provided you seek 
them with your wealth for 
right conduct = (lawful 
marriage) but not for lust. 
And for benefits you receive 
from them, give them their 
dowries, as fixed. But there is 
no sin in what you mutually 
agree upon after fixation (of 
their prescribed dower for 
marriage with them). Allah 
is surely Knowing, Wise. 
25. And if any of you can 
not afford to marry the free 
faithful women they may 
marry such faithful girls 
whom your right hand 
possesses. And Allah has full 
knowledge about your faith. 
You are all alike (in religion). 
Marry them with permission 
of their masters and give 
them their dowers justly to 
fair convention for bringing 
them in marriage being 
honorable, chaste and pure 
but neither for lust nor for 
taking secret love affairs. 
And when they are wedded if 
they commit any shameful act 
then their punishment is half 
than the penalty to free 
women. This (permission of 
marriage) is for those among 
you who fear to fall in sexual 
sin. But it is better for you to 
Testrain. And Allah is surely 
Forgiving, Merciful. 
SECTION 5 
26. Allah wants to make 
(His commands) clear to you 
and guides you about the 
ways of previous people and 
turn toward you Mercifully. 
And Allah is Knowing, Wise. 
27. Allah Desires to turn to 
you with His Mercy but those 
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who indulge in lusts desire to 
turn you far away (from right 
path). 

28, Allah Desires to make 
things easy for you as the 
man was created weak (to 


forbear hardship). 
29. O believers ! do not 
devour your properties 


among yourselves unjustly 
except that it is through trade 
by your mutual consent. And 
do not kili your own selves 
(by misuse of other's 
properties). Surely Allah is 
Merciful to you. 

30. And if any of you 
indulges in such injustice and 
commits wrong We (Allah) 
will throw him soon in the 
fire. And this is very easy for 
Allah. 

31. If you abstain from the 
major sins, which are 
forbidden for you, We (Allah) 
shall forgive you your other 
sins and admit you to the 
honored entrance. 

32. And do not long for 
that under which Allah has 
bestowed superiority to some 
of you above others. There is 
a share for men what they 
earn and a share for women 
what they earn. And request 
Allah for His Bounty. Surely 


Allah perfectly Knows 
everything. 
33. And to every one We 


(Allah) have appointed heirs 
who will inherit what parents 
and near kinsmen leave. As 
for those with whom you have 
entered into agreements, for 
them too, is their due. And 
surely Allah is a Witness to 
all things. 


SECTION 6 
‘4 Men are guardians of 
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women because Allah has 
excelled one over the other 
and because the men spend 
their -wealth on them. 
Therefore, the virtuous 
women are obedient that they 
guard secret (sex) behind 
their husbands, as 
Commanded by Allah. And 
for those (women) about 
whom you have the fear of 
disloyalty admonish them and 
sleep separate from them and 
give them (light) beating. 
Then if they become obedient 
to you never do anything 
against them. Allah is surely 
High, Great. 

35. And if you fear a 
breach between them (the 
husband and wife) then 
appoint one arbiter from his 
(husband) side and one 
arbiter from her (wife). If 
they (arbitrators) desire 
reconciliation between them 
Allah will cause their unity 
again. Surely Allah is 
Knowing, Aware. 

36. And worship Allah and 
associate none with Him and 
be kind to the parents and 
with the relatives and the 
orphans and the needy and 
the kinship neighbors and the 
stranger neighbors and the 
companions of your side and 
the travellers and to those 
whom your right hands 
possess. Allah surely does 
not like the arrogants. and 
boastful; 

37. and those who are 
Miser and enjoin others to 
become misers and conceal 
what Allah has given them of 
His Bounty. And for the 
disbelievers We (Allah) have 
prepared a humiliating 
punishment. 
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38. And those who spend 
their wealth to show off to the 
people and do not believe in 
Allah and the Last Day and 
whose companion is satan 
(devil), what a worst 
companion is he. 
39. And what would have 
harmed them if they believed 
Allah and the Last Day and 
would have spent in the way 
of Allah which He provided 
them. And surely Allah 
knows them fully well. 
40. Allah does not do any 
cruelty to anyone to an atom’s 
weight. If there is any good 
deed He doubles it and gives 
from Himself a great reward. 
41, When We (Allah) will 
bring from every ‘Uummah 
(grand community) a witness, 
how it will be felt and (O 
beloved Muhammad) you are 
a witness against them. 
42. On that day those who 
disbelieved and disobeyed the 
Rasool (Messenger of Allah) 
will wish that the earth were 
levelled for them again (after 
burying them). And they 
never will (be able to) hide a 
single fact from Allah. 
SECTION 7 
43. O believers ! 
never approach the Salaat 
(Muslim Prayer) when you 
are _ intoxicated (totally 
prohibited later) until you 
have so much sense that what 
you say you understand. And 
also in the state of impurity 
without taking bath, except 


when you are traveller. And 
if you are sick, or on a 
journey, or one of you 


becomes polluted due to 
natural discharge in sleep or 
you had intercourse with 
your women and did not find 


water then take clean dust 
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and wipe it on your faces and 
your hands (do ‘Tayamum’ as 
oral cleaning). Surely Allah is 
Forgiving, Pardoning. 

44. Have you not seen 
those who were given a part 
ofthe Book. They adopted an 
erring path and wanted that 
you should also take the 
wrong path. 

45. And Allah knows best 
your enemies and Allah is 
enough as Protector. And 
Allah is enough as Helper. 

46. Some of the Jews 
displace words of the revealed 
Book from the right place and 
say, “we have heard and we 
disobey,” and “you listen to 
us but donot make us to 
listen and twisting their 
tongues and by taunting the 
religion. (Actually they say, 
“Raeena”! (O our shepherd) 
to disgrace the Holy Prophet 
which Allah never can 
tolerate for a moment). Had 
they said (with respect), sir, 
“we have heard and we obey. 
‘Uunzuurna’- please hear to 
us and also stare us with 
kindness.” It would have 
been better for them and 
more upright for them. But 
Aliah has cursed them for 
their disbelief so a few of 
them become believers. 

47. O the receivers of the 
Book believe in what We 
(Allah) have revealed 
confirming that which is with 
you before. We (Allah) 
change the faces and turn 
them on their back or curse 
them as We (Allah) cursed 
the people of Sabbath 
(Saturday Jewish prohibition) 
breakers. And surely, Allah’s 


Command is to be carried 
out. 
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48. Surely, Allah never 
forgives those who associate 
with Him anyone, but He will 
forgive whatever is short of 
that to whom He Wills And 
whoso associates partners 
with Allah has indeed devised 
a great sin. 

49.  Donot you know the 
people who take themselves 
to be pure? It is Allah Who 
purifies, whom He Wills. 
And they will not be done any 
cruelty to the date-seed 
(smallest extent) 

50. See how they forge 
falsehood against Allah which 
itself is sufficient as a very 
clear sin. 


SECTION 8 
51. Have not you seen 
those (people) who were 


bestowed a part of the Book. 
They believe in the idols and 
the evils and say about the 
disbelievers that .they are 
more on the right path than 
the Muslims. 

52. They are the one who 
are cursed by Allah and 
whom Allah curses such one 
will not find any helper. 

53. Have they a share in 
the Kingdom of the Powerful? 
If that be they will not give a 
little bit (small seed) to the 
mankind. 

54. Or are they jealous of 
the people whom Allah has 
bestowed from His Bounty? 
But We (Allah) = gave 
Tbraaheem’s (Abraham's) 
children Book and_ the 
wisdom and We (Allah) 
bestowed them a mighty 
Kingdom. 

55. Some of them believed 
in him (Muhammad S.A.W.) 
and some of them turned 
away from him. And the hell 
with the burning fire is 
enough (for them) 
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é 56. Those who disbelieved 
3! Our (Allah's Verses We 


} (Allah) shall throw them in 

+ fire soon. When their skins 
will be burnt-up We (Allah) 
shall change the same with 

_ fresh skins that they may 
taste the punishment. Surely 
Allah is Honorable, Wise. 
[ONE FOURTH OF PART 
5 ENDS] 
57. And those who believe 
and do the righteous deeds 
We (Allah) shall soon admit 
them to the Paradise, under 
which streams flow, to 
remain there forever. They 
shall have spouses therein 
chaste (purified) and We 
(Allah) shall admit them to 
the pleasure of plenteous 
shades. 
58. Surely Allah 
Commands you to deliver 
back the trust to their owners 
and when you judge between 
men judge with justice. 
Surely Allah advises you best. 
Surely Allah Hears, Sees. 
59. O believers obey the 
Command of Allah and obey 
the command of the Rasool 
(Messenger Muhammad 
S.A.W) and of those charged 
with authority among you. 
Then if you develop a dispute 
in any matter refer it to Allah 
and the Rasool (Messenger), 
if you believe in Allah and the 
Last Day. It will be better 
and commendable in the final 
end. 
SECTION 9 

60. Did not you see those 
people who pretend that they 
believe what has been 
revealed to you and what was 
revealed before you ? Then 
they prefer to seek judgement 
from the rebellious ones, 
whereas they were 
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commanded to reject them 
totally. And satan (devil) 
wants to lead them away on 
the wrong way. 

61, And when it is said to 
them “come to (the Book) 
Allah has revealed and to the 
Rasool (Messenger of Allah)”, 
you will see the hypocrites 
turning away their faces from 
you. 

62. How it will be when a 
misfortune falls on them as a 
retribution of their deeds 
which their hands have sent 
forth. Then O beloved they 
will come to you swearing by 
Allah and saying, “we only 


wanted good will and 
harmony”. 
63. Allah knows better 


what is in their hearts. So you 
just excuse them and 
admonish them and speak to 
them in convincing words to 
affect their selves. 

64. And We (Allah) have 
not sent any Rasool 
(Messenger of Allah) but that 
he should be obeyed by the 
Command of Allah. And 
when they commit cruelties 
to their own selves then (O 
beloved Muhammad S.A.W.) 
they come to you and pray for 
forgiveness of Allah. But if 
the Rasool (Messenger of 
Allah) recommends it only 
then they will find Allah 
Pardoning, Merciful. 

65. O beloved 
(Muhammad 8.A.W.) by your 
Rubb (Sustainer) they will 
not at all be faithfuls until 
they make you Judge in their 
disputes, then do not find m 
their hearts any dislike about 
what you decide and they 
surrender in submission 
(their hearts) to you. 
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66. Had We (Allah) made 
obligatory for them saying, 
“kill yourselves or leave your 
homes,” only a few would 
have done so. And had they 
done what they were advised, 
it would have been best for 
them and would have 
confirmed them best (in 
faith). 
67. And if it had been so 
We (Allah) would have surely 
given them a great reward 
from Ourselves (Allah). 
68. And We (Allah) would 
have surely shown them the 
straight path. 
69. And he who obeys the 
Command of Allah and His 
Rasool (Messenger of Allah) 
and remains in the company 
of those who are blessed by 
Allah including the Uumbia 
(Prophets of Allah), the 
Siddiques, (truthfuls) the 
Shohadaa (martyred) and the 
Saleheen (the righteous). 
How excellent they are as 
companions. 
70. Such is the Bounty 
from Allah and Allah is 
Sufficient, Knower. 
SECTION 10 
71. O believers ! take your 
precautions, then move 
forward in separate parties or 
move forward altogether 
(towards the enemy). 
72, And surely among you 
is the one (hypocrite) who 
lags behinds. If 


you 
(believers) face some 
misfortune he (hypocrite) 
says, “Allah has blessed me 


that I was not present with 
them (faithfuls)”. 

73. And if you are 
successful by the Grace of 
Allah then he will surely say, 
as if there was no connection 
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between you and him, “would 
that I had been with them, I 
would have got them achieve 
a great triumph”. 
74. Those who fight in the 
way of Allah, sell the lifé of 
this world for the hereafter. 
And whose struggle is in the 
way of Allah and then is 
killed becomes victorious. We 
(Allah) shall soon give him 
the great reward. 
75. What happened to you 
that you do not fight in the 
way of Allah and for the weak 
men, women and children 
who say, “O our Rubb 
(Sustainer) take us out from 
this town whose people are 
cruel, and appoint for us from 
Yourself a protector and 
appoint from You our helper. 
76. The believers fight in 
the way of Allah and the 
disbelievers (fight) in the way 
of satan (devil). So fight 
against the friends of the 
satan (devil) as the cunning 
strategy of the satan (devil) is 
weak. 

SECTION 11 
71. Have not you seen the 
people to whom it was said, 
“Restrain your hands and 
establish your Salaat (Muslim 
Prayers) and pay the Zakaat 
(compulsory dues for the have 
not Muslims) and when the 
execution of rebellious was 
made obligatory, a group of 
them started to fear from 
people as if they fear from 
Allah. Even they had a 
greater fear, and said, “O our 
Rubb (Sustainer) why have 
You made the execution (of 
rebels) obligatory for us. 
Would you not keep us alive 
for a while.” You tell them (O 
dear Muhammad S.A.W.), 
“The enjoyment of this world 
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little and the hereafter is 
better for those who are pious 
and you will not be dealt with 
unjustly to the seed of a date 
(tothe least). 
78. Wherever you may be 
death will over take you even 
though you were on the 
highest towers. If some good 
reaches them, they say, “it is 
from Allah, but if some evil 
befalls them, they say, “this is 
from you (Muhammad 
SA.W.)". - Please declare, 
“everything is from Allah. 
What has happened to these 
people that they fail to 
understand such a single fact. 
79, Whatever good comes 
to you is from Allah, and 
whatever the evil falls on you 
is from your own self. We 
(Allah) have made you (0 
beloved Muhammad S.A.W.) 
the Rasool (Messenger of 
Allah) for all the mankind. 
And Allab is sufficient 
‘Witness (to that). 
80. He who obeys the 
Rasool (Messenger of Allah) 
he indeed obeys Allah. But 
anyone who turns his face 
away then. We (Allah) have 
not sent you keeper over 
them. 
81. And they say we obey, 
but when they leave you, a 
section of them plans whole 
the night such things which 
are very different what you 
had said. And Allah notes 
such nightly plots. Therefore 
(O beloved) leave them and 
trust in Allah. And Allah is 
enough as best Trustee. 
82. Will they not then 
ponder on the Qure’an? If it 
had been from other than 
Allah they would have found 
theirin much differences. 
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83, And when some news 
comes to them of satisfaction 
or of fear they propagate it. 
Had they referred it to the 
Rasool (Messenger of Allah) 
and their men of authority 
they would have known its 
reality. Had there been no 
Bounty from Allah and no 
Mercy from Him, you would 
‘have followed satan (devil), 
except a few of you. 

84. (O beloved) fight in the 
way of Allah. You are held 
responsible only for yourself 
and urge the Muslims that 
Allah will soon diminish the 
‘disbelievers’ might. And 


Allah is strongest in might 
and most severe in 
punishment. 

85. Whoso recommends 


something justly shall get a 
share of it and whoso makes 
an evil recommendation shall 
bear the consequence of it. 
And Allah is most Powerful 
on all the things. 

86. When someone greets 
you courteously return it with 
a better greeting tone or with 
similar courtesy. Surely 
Allah is very careful in 
accounting all the things. 
(HALF OF PART 5 ENDS] 
87. Allah is He except 
Whom none is to be 
worshipped. Surely He will 
collect you together on the 
Last Day, about which there 
is no doubt at all. And who 


has more truthful 
announcement than Allah ? 
SECTION 12 


88. What happened to you 
that you were divided into 
two groups about the 
hypocrites and Allah has 
turned them back for their 
evil deeds. Do you desire to 
guide him who has been left 
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For those who are left on the 
wrong way by Allah for such 
ones you will not be able to 
find a way. 

89. They wish that you 
should become disbeliever, as 
they disbelieve, so that all of 
you come at par with. But do 
not take friend from them 
unless they also emigrate 
(leave homes in the way of 
Allah). Then if they turn 
back (to enmity) get hold of 
them and kill them 
whereever you find them. 
And never make anybody a 
friend from them or a helper 
from their ranks. 

90. Except those who join 
such.a people between whom 
and you there is a treaty of 
peace or those who approach 
you from their hearts that 
they are fearful to fight with 
you or fight against their own 
people. Be patient to them. 
Had Allah Willed He could 
have given them power over 
you and then they would, 
surely, have fought with you. 
So if they withdraw from you 
and do not fight with you and 
offer you peace then Allah 
does not oper to you any way 
(of aggressiuw) against them. 
91. You will find such 
others who wish to gain safety 
from you and security from 
their own people. Whenever 
their people turn towards 
mischief they are plunged 
into it. If they do not 
withdraw from you and 
neither offer you peace nor 
restrain their hands then 
catch them and kill them 
where ever you find them. 
And against them We (Allah) 
have given you clear 
authority. 
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SECTION 13 7 EE 
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blood money (restitution) to 
the family of the slain, unless 
they remit it as charity. If 
he(she) (the victim) be of a 
people hostile to you and be a 
believer (Muslim) then let 
him get a believer (Mustim) 
freed from bondage. And if 
he is from such people 
between whom and you is a 
treaty then let such one pay 
blood money (restitution) to 
victim family and get freed a 
believer (Muslim) in bondage. 
But if there is none such to be 
freed, then he (killer) should 
fast for two consecutive 
months as a repentance to 


Allah. Allah is Knowing, 
Wise. 
93. And whoso 


intentionally kills a believer 
(Muslim) his end is in the hell 
to remain there forever with 
Allah's wrath upon him and 
His curse and for him a 
dreadful punishment has 
been prepared, 
94. O believers (Muslim) 
when you move out for 
Jehaad (voluntary sacred war 
in self defence) investigate 
carefully and do not say 
anything to those who offer 
you greetings of peace that 
you are not a_ believer 
'Muslim). You seek the goods 
of the present life only. But 
with Allah are the abundant 
rowards Such were your 
~oms before this but now 
“lah Bestavcd special favor 
ae) So as careful 
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investigation is compulsory 
‘for you. Surely Allah is 


» aware of what you do. 
Those of the believers 


- who stay back without being 


disabled and those who strive 
in the Way of Allah with their 
wealth and their persons are 
not equal. Allah exalts those 
in ranks who strive in His 
Way with their’ wealth 
against persons who 
back. And to each Allah has 
promised good. And Allah 
Will exalt those who strive 
hard with great reward 
against those who hold back; 
96, the ranks of excellence, 
forgiveness and mercy from 
Him (is their reward). Allah 
is surely Forgiving, Merciful. 
SECTION 14 
97. Surely those whom the 
Angels take away (to death 
from their souls) while still 
they were committing 
cruelties on themselves, 
Angels say to them, “in what 
circumstances were you on 
the earth”? They will reply, 
we were weak in the earth”. 
They (Angels) will say, “was 
not Allsh’s earth spaciously 
enough for you that you 
might have emigrated (left 
homes) from it (away from 
the evil)”.

But take 
every precaution for 
protection of yourselves. For 
the dishelievers Allah has 
prepared a humilicting 
punishment. 
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-103. When you complete 
your congregational Salaat 
WicMuslim Prayer) then 
y remember Allah standing, 
fee or lying down. But 
when you are out of danger 
set up regular Salaat (Muslim 
Prayers) because the regular 
#Salaat (Muslim Prayers) 
@ have been made obligatory at 
y the fixed timings for all the 
believers (Muslims). 
104. And do not show 
weakness in tracking the 
: enemy. If you are suffering 
hardship they are also 
suffering the same hardship. 
But you have hope from Allah 
while they have none. And 
Allah is Knowing, Wise. 
SECTION 16 
105. (O beloved Prophet) I 
have revealed to you the Book 
with the truth that you might 
judge between mankind as 
guided by Allah. So do not 
plead to fight for the traitors. 
106. And pray for the 
forgiveness of Allah. And 
Allah is Forgiving, Merciful. 
107. And do not plead on 
behalf of those who are 
dishonest to themselves. 
Surely Allah does not love the 
traitors and the sinners. 
108. They seek to hide from 
men but they cannot hide 
from Ajlah. And He is with 
them when they plot by night 
in a process which does not 
please Him. And Allah surely 
encircles all their deeds. 


109. Would = you __iisten 
please, “it is you who have 
pleaded for them in the life of 
this world. Who will plead on 
behalf of them with Allah on 
the Last Day or who will be 
their defender (on that day)?”

119. “arid I (satan) surely 
shall lead them on the wrong 
path and induce in them 
wrong and vicious desires and 
shall tell them to cut off the 
ears of the cattle and shall 
certainly order them to alter 
the creation of Allah.

123. It goes neither 
according to your wish nor 
the desire of the people of the 
Book.

And certainly 
those who were bestowed the 
Book before you and to you 
also We (Allah) Commanded 
to be pious with Allah. But if 
you disbelieve then surely to 
Allsh belongs all that is in the 
heaven and all that is in the 
earth.

132. To Allah belongs all 
that is in the heaven, and all 
that is in the earth.

26. (Allah) said, “then 
surely, this is forbidden to 
them for forty years to 
wander in it. Therefore, feel

SECTION 5 
27. And relate to them the 
true story of the two sons of 
Aadam when each of them 
offered a sacrifice. It was 
accepted from the one but 
was rejected from the other. 
He said (Qabeel, the elder), “I 
swear that I shall kill you.” 
The other (Aabeel, the 
younger) said, ‘Allah accepts 
.offering) only from the 
pious”.

90. But his self prompted 
him to kill his brother, and he 
killed him and then he 
became one of the losers. 

31. Then Allah sent forth a 
crow (raven), scratching the 
earth so that he might show 
him how he (Qabeel the 
killer) can bury the dead body 
of his brother? He said, “woe 
to me, I could not be able to 
hide (bury)the dead body of 
my brother like this crow 


(raven). Then he was 
amongst the remorsefuls 
(repentful). 


32. Due to this fact we 
prescribed for the children of 
Israael that if anyone kills 
some one without the right of 
retaliatory revenge of a 
person (murdered), or for 
sedition (committing rioting 
on the earth) is like 
murdering of the entire 
mankind. And whoso gave 
life to a person that is if he 
had given life to the entire 
mankind. And surely, Our 
(Allah's) Rasools 
(Messengers) came to them 
with clear arguments. But 
even then many of them 
committed excesses on the 
earth”. 

33. The only retribution 
(return) of those who fight 
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against Allah and His Rasool 

(Messenger) and wander 
about in the earth, 
committing disorder, is that 
they should be killed or 
crucified or their one side 
hand and opposite side foot be 
chopped off or they be 
expelled from the earth (in 
life imprisonment). This is 
their disgrace in this world 
and in the hereafter. There 
will be severe punishment for 
them. 


SECTION 6 
34. Except those who 
repent before you keep them 
under your power. So know 
that Allah is Forgiving, 
Merciful. 
35. O believers be pious 
with Allah and seek the 
means of approach to Him 
and struggle in His Way that 
you may prosper. 
36. Surely, those who 
became disbelievers if they 
possess all that is in the earth 
and they have as much more 
of the same they will not be 
able to save themselves with 
that from punishment on the 
Day of Resurrection. It shall 
not be accepted from them 
and for them is painful 
punishment. 
37. They wil} desire to 
come out of the fire but they 
will not be able to come out of 
it and for them there is an 
everlasting punishment. 
38. And the men or the 
women who commit theft cut 
off their hands as retaliation 
of what they have done as an 
example which is a 
punishment from Aah. And 
Allah is Honorable, Wise. 
39. Then whoso repents (is 
remorseful) after doing wrong 
and amends himself (herself) 
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‘then Allah will turn to him 
(her) with His Mercy. Suely 
Allah is Forgiving, Merciful 
40. Don’t you know that to 
Allah belongs the kingdom of 
’ heavens and the earth. He 
| punishes whom He Wills and 
rewards whom He Wills. 
| Allah has the power to do 
: everything. 

41. O Rasool (Messenger of 
| Allah Prophet Muhammad 
S.AW.) the people who 
hasten towards disbelief 
should not grieve you. Some 
of them say from their 
mouths, “we believe”, but 


their hearts are not Muslims. 
And some of the Jews listen 
falsehood with deep interest 
and listen very well to other 
people who have not come to 
you. They change the script 
of Allah from the right places 
and say, “if you get this 
Command then accept it 
(their insertions) and if you 
do not get it then save 
yourself from it. And to 
whom Allah leaves to remain 
in misguidance you will not 
be able to reclaim them back 
towards Allah. Those are the 
people whose hearts are not 
purified by Allah. They will 
have degradation in this 
world and they will face 
severe punishment in the 
hereafter. 

42. They are habitual to 
listen to the falsehood and 
devour forbidden things. If 
they come to you judge 
between them or turn away 
your face from them. And if 
you will turn your face away 
from them they will not be 
able to harm you at all. And 
if you judge between them 
then judge with justice. Allah 
loves the just ones. 
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43. And how they will 
make you a judge when they 
have Tourait (Tourah) with 
them, wherein there is 
Allah's judgement. Then 
thereafter, they turn away 
their faces from the same. 
And they will not become 
believers. 

SECTION 7 
44. Surely, we have 
bestowed Tourait {Tourah) 
which provides guidance and 
Noor (enlightenment). 
According to it the Jews were 
instructed by Our (Allah's) 
obedient Umbia (Prophets) 
and scholars of learning and 
jurists, for it was required 
from them to preserve the 
Book of Allah and they were 
guardians to it. Have no fear 
of the people but fear Me and 
never accept a mean price 
(selling) of My Verses. And 
whoso does not judge 
according to what Allah has 
revealed they are the 
disbelievers. 
45. And We (Allah) made 
obligatory on them in it (for 
Jews in Tourait) a person be 
executed (in retaliation for a 
murdered person) and an eye 
for an eye, and a nose for a 
hose and an ear for an ear 
and a tooth for a tooth and for 
other injuries similar 
(injuries) as Qisas (equal 
retaliation as tit for tat). 
Then whoso waives its 
compensation with happy 
heart then that will be the 
restitution (for such crime). 
And whoso does not judge 
according to what Allah has 
revealed to them they are the 
people who will be cruel. 
46. And We (Allah) caused 
Eesa Bin Maryam (Jesus son 
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of Mary) to follow their 
footsteps confirming what 
was in Tourait (Tourah) 
revealed before him. And We 
(Allah) Bestowed to him 
Injeel (Gospel—Bible) which 


is guidance and Noor 
(enlightenment) which 
confirms what is in the 


Tourait (Tourah) that had 
come before it. And it is 
guidance and advice for the 
pious ones. 

47. And the people of Injeel 
(Gospel—Bible) should judge 
according to what Allah has 
revealed in it. And whoso 
does not judge by what Allah 
has revealed, they are the 
rebellious. 

48. And (O beloved 
Prophet) We (Allah) have 
revealed to you the Book 


comprising the truth, 
confirming the Books 
preceding it and as a guardian 


and witness over them. So 
you judge between them 
according to what Allah has 
revealed and do not follow 
their desires leaving the truth 
that has come to you. We 
ordained a Shariah law and 
left (secular) folkways for all 
of you. And if Allah had 
Willed, He would have made 
you all a single Uummah 
(universal community). But 
He desires to test you in what 
He has given you. So aspire 
to excel one another in good 
deeds. You are all to return 
to Allah. Then He will 
warrant you regarding what 
you used to dispute. 

49. And (O Muslims) 
decide according to what 
Allah has revealed and do not 
follow their desires and save 
yourself from them that they 
should not cause you to 
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detract from the Command of 
Allah revealed to you. Then if 
they return back to you, you 
should note that Allah would 
like to punish them for some 
of their crimes. And surley, 
many people are 
transgressors. 
50. Do they want to get the 
commands of the illiterates. 
And whoso can command 
better than Allah for the 
nation of the faithfuls. 
SECTION 8 


51. O believers do not 
make the Jews and the 
Christians friends. They are 


only friends of each others. 
And whoso of you makes 
them friends then he is also 
one of them. Surely, Allah 
does not guide the cruel 
people. 
52. You will come across 
such people who have a 
disease in their hearts and 
they run towards the Jews 
and the Christians, saying, 
“we fear lest a misfortune 
encircles us”. Due to it Allah 
may bring a victory soon or a 
Commandment from 
Himself. Then they will be 
regretful for what they had 
been hiding in their hearts. 
53. And the people who 
believed said, “are they the 
same who swore by Allah in 
their solemn oaths with full 
strength that surely, they 
were with you.” Their deeds 
were in vain and they were 
left in loss. 

(THREE FOURTH OF 

PART 6 ENDS) 

54. O believers whoso of 
you will deviate from his(her) 
religion, then Allah soon will 
replace them with such 
havion who will be dear to 
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Him and He will be dear to 
them. They will be humble 
towards the Muslims and 
stern towards the 
disbelievers. They wil! fight 
in the way of Allah and will 
not fear the accusation of any 
fault finder. This is Allah’s 
Benevolence. He gives it 
whom He Wills. And Allah is 
All Embracing, Ali Knowing. 
55. Only Allah and His 
Rasool (Messenger) and such 
people are your real friends 
who believe that they establish 
the Salaat (Muslim Prayer) 
and pay the Zakaat (obligatory 
due of the have nots) and bow 
down (before Allah). 

56. And whoso takes Allah 
and His Rasool (Messenger) 
and the Muslims as friends, 
then surely, only the party of 
Allah is dominant. 


SECTION 9 

57. OQ believers do not 
make any one of those people 
your friends who cut a joke 
against your religion and 
make its mockery from 
among those bestowed the 
Book before you and the 
disbelievers also should not 
be taken as friends. And be 
pious with Allah, if you are 
believers. 

58. And when you call the 
people to the Salaat (Muslim 
Prayer) they cut its joke and 
make its mockery that is 
because they are merely a 


people without 
understanding. 
59. Please declare “O 


people of the Book which of 
our acts look to you bad, only 
that we believe in Allah and 
believe in what has been 
revealed to us and what was 
revealed before us. And that 
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surely, are 


most of you 
rebellious. 
60. Please declare, “should 


I tell you about those who 
have the worst rank with 
Allah and those who have 
been cursed by Allah. On 
them is His Wrath that He 
made some of them monkeys 
and pigs and they were 
converted into the 
worshippers of the devil”. 
“They have worst plight and 
they have adopted the wrong 


path”. 

61. And when they come to 
you they say, “we are 
Muslims”. Whereas they 


were disbelievers when they 
entered (the religion) and 
they were infidels when they 
departed. Allah knows best 


what they conceal. 

62. You will see many of 
them hasten towards 
sinfulness and disorderly 


behaviour and eat what is 
forbidden. Indeed they are 
practising evil thing. 

63. Why their clergymen 
and priests do not forbid 
them from uttering sinful 
words and eating things 
forbidden ? They are indeed 
performing evil deeds. 

64. The Jews said, “the 
hand of Allah is tied up. 
Their own hands shall be tied 
up and on them be the curse 
of Allah for their such 
sayings. But His (Allah’s) 
hands are wide open. He 
gives whom He pleases. And 
(O beloved Prophet) what has 
been revealed to you from 
your Rubb (Sustainer) will 
increase many of them in 
wickedness and infidelity. 
And We (Allah) have left 
among them enmity and 
hatred till the Day of 
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Resurrection. Whenever they 
kindle the fire of war, Allah 
extinguishes it. And they run 
about on the earth for 
disorder. And Allah does not 
love the mischief mongers. 

65. And had the people of 
the Book believed and became 
pious, then indeed We (Allah) 
would have removed their 
sins and We (Allah) would 
surely, have caused them to 
enter Paradises of Bliss. 
66. And had 
maintained the Tourait 
(Tourah) and Injeel 
(Bible—Gospe!) and what had 
been revealed to them from 
their Rubb (Sustainer) they 
would have received 
provisions from above them 
and from underneath their 
feet. Is there a group among 
them which is moderate? 
And most of them are doing 
most evil things. 

SECTION 10 

67. O Rasool (Messenger of 
Allah (beloved Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W) 
effectively deliver what has 
been revealed to you from 
your Rubb (Sustainer). And 
if you are unable to do so then 
you will not have delivered 
any message. And Allah will 
protect you from the 
mankind. Allah does not 
guide the disbelievers’ nation. 
68. Please declare, “O 
people of the Book, you are 
not on anything until you 
stand by Tourait (Tourah) 
and the Injeel (Bible-Gospel) 
and what has been revealed 
to you from your Rubb 
(Sustainer). And surely, (O 
beloved Prophet) what has 
been bestowed from your 
Rubb (Sustainer) on you will 
increase many of them in 
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their ‘Yebellion and disbelief. 
Therefore, do not grieve over 
the nation of the disbelievers, 
69. Surely, the people who 
are themselves Muslims and 
similarly the Jews and the 
Sabeans (star worshippers) 
and the Christians, whoso of 
them believes in Allah and 
the Last Day with true heart 
and acts righteously shall 
neither have any fear nor 
they shall be in any grief. 

70. Surely, We (Allah) took 
a promise from the children 
of Israaeel and We (Allah) 
sent Rasools (Messengers) to 
them with those things which 
they themselves did not 
desire. They falsified a group 
of them (Messengers) and 
killed another ones. 

71. And they imagined 
that there shall be no 
punishment (for them). As 
such they became blind and 


deaf. And Allah is seeing 
their deeds. 
72. Surely those are 


disbelievers who say, “Massih 
Bin Maryam (Jesus son of 
Mary) is Allah”. Whereas 
Massih had said, “O children 
of Israael worship only Allah, 
Who is my Rubb (Sustainer) 
and your Rubb (Sustainer). 
Surely who associates 
(equates) someone with 
Allah, Allah has banished 
Paradise for him and he will 


dwell in the hell. And there 
is no helper of the cruel. 

73. Surely, they are the 
dishelievers who say, “Allah 
is third one of the three Gods. 
But there is none worth 
worship except Allah, the 
only and the One. And if they 
d nat desist from so saying 
they shall face a painful 
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punishment if they remain 
disbelievers. 

74, Then why they do not 
tum towards Allah and ask 
for His forgiveness? And 
Allah is Forgiving, Merciful. 
75. Massih Bin Maryam 
(Jesus son of Mary) was only 
a Rasool (Messenger of 
Allah). Many  Rasools 
(Messengers) have passed 
before him. And his mother 
is a truthful lady. Both used 
to take food. See how clear 
signs We (Allah) explain for 
them. Then see how they 
turned away. 

76. Please declare (O 
beloved Prophet), “do you 
worship, besides Allah such 
one who neither has power to 
harm you nor can do to you 
any good”. And Allah is the 
Hearing, the Knowing. 

77. Please declare (O 
beloved Prophet) “‘O people of 
the Book! do not commit any 
excess in your religion, 
unjustly. And do not follow 
the desires of the people who 
have already gone on the 
wrong way and caused many 
to go astray and have strayed 


away from the right path. 
SECTION 11 
78. Those who disbelieved 


from amongst the children of 
Israael We (Allah) cursed 
them through the tongue of 
Dawood (David) and Eesa 
(Jesus) son of Maryam 
(Mary). This was due to their 
disobedience and 
transgression. 


79. Whatever bad they did 
they did not prohibit one 
another among themselves 
from that. They definitely 
used to do evil things. 

80. You will see many of 
them befriending 
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disbelievers. What an evil 
thing they have sent forth for 
themselves that  Allah’s 
Wrath fell upon them and 
they will under-go perpetual 
punishment. 

81. And if they had 
believed in Allah and his 
Prophet (Muhammad S.A.W.) 
and what has been revealed 
to him, then they would not 
have taken the dishelievers as 
friends, but many of them are 
disobedients. 

82. You shall surely, find 
the Jews and the idolators the 
bitterest enemies of the 
Muslims. And surely, you 
shall find the nearest in 
friendship to the Muslims 
those who say, “we are the 
Christians.” That is because 
among them are men of 
learning and piety who are 
not proud.

SURA AL-MAA‘IDAH 
(Contd.) 
SECTION 11 (Contd.) 

83. And when they hear 
what has been revealed to 
this Rasool (Messenger of 


Allah Holy Prophet 
Muhammad §.A.W.) you see 
that their eyes are 


overflowing with tears that 
they have recognized the 
Truth. They say, “O our 
Rubb (Sustainer) we believe. 
Therefore, write us also 
among the witnesses (to 
Truth). 

84. What has happened to 
us that why we should not 
have faith in Allah and in the 
Truth that has been revealed 
to us, when we are eager that 
our Rubb (Sustainer) should 
admit us with the nation of 
the straightforwards. 
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85. So Allah will reward 
them for such admission with 
the Paradise under which 
streams flow and they will 
remain there forever. And 
that is the reward of those 


who are beneficent (to 
others). 
86. But those who 


disbelieved and falsified Our 
(Allah's) Verses they will be 


the inhabitants of the hell. 
SECTION 12 
87. O believers | do not 


make unlawful the clean 
things which Allah has made 
lawful to you and do not 
trespass the limits of Allah. 
Allah does not love the 
trespassers. 

88. And eat of that which 
Allah has provided you as 
lawful and clean, and be pious 
with Allah in whom you 
believe. 

89. Allah will not take you 
to account for the oaths taken 
in vain. But He will take you 
to account for oaths which 
you undertook deliberately. 
The penalty of breaking of 
such oaths is the feeding of 
ten needy people with average 
food with which you usually 
feed your family members, or 
clothing them or the freeing 
of a person in yoke. Then 
whoso does not find anything 
of these, then he should fast 
for three days. These are the 
alternate penalties of your 
oaths when you have 
faithfully taken the same (but 
break them). And guard your 
oaths. Thus does Allah 
explain His Verses to you so 
that you may be grateful. 

90. O believers | wine and 
gambling and idols and 
foretelling through arrows 
are altogether nasty satanic 
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(devilish) deeds. So shun 
them that you may prosper. 
a), The satan (devil) 
desires only to infuse hatred 
and enmity among you 
through wine and gambling 
and to bar you from the 
remembrance of Allah and 
from Salat (Muslim Prayer). 
Will you then desist? 
g2. And obey Allah and 
obey Rasool (Holy Messenger 
of Allah) and be careful, then 
if you turn back, know then 
that the duty of Our (Allah’s) 
Rasool (Messenger of Allah) 
is only to deliver the message 
clearly. 
93. On those who believe 
and do pious deeds there is no 
sin for what they eat 
remaining pious and faithful 
and commit to the right 
deeds. Again they remain 
pious and keep faith, then 
continue to be pious and 
righteous. And Allah loves 
the righteous. 

SECTION 13 
94. © believers Allah will 
surely test you with such 
hunting game which your 
hands and spears may 
undertake, in order that Allah 
may make known those who 
fear Him without seeing. 
Then after this who crosses 
the limits for him is a painful 


punishment. 

95. O believers ! donot 
undertake hunting game 
while you are in ‘Ehram’ 
(pilgrimage garb). And 


whoso among you kills it 
intentionally then his 
compensation is that he 
should give a like animal from 
amongst the stock as judged 
by two just persons among 
you This offering should 
teach the Ka’aba (the Sacred 
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House in Makkah) or as an 
alternate compensation he 
should give food to some 
needy persons or should fast 
to its equivalent, so that he 
may taste the penalty of his 
deed. Allah bas pardoned 
what happened in the past. 
But if anyone repeats it Allah 
will take retribution from 
him. And Allah is Mighty in 
retribution (for settlement of 
wrongs not adjudged). 

96. Lawful to you is game 
(fishing) at sea and eating its 
catch for the benefit of you 
and the travellers. And 
forbidden to you is the game 


‘of the land, so long you are in 


Ebram’ (pilgrimage 


And be pious 


are to be gathered. 

97. Allah has made Ka’aba 
(the sacred house in Makkah) 
inviolable place of 
maintenance for betterment 
of mankind as is the sacred 
offering 
(animal) with collars (in their 
necks). That is so that you 
may know that Allah has the 
knowledge of what is in the 
heavens and what is in the 
earth and that Allah knows 
everything. 

98. Know that the torment 
of Allah is severe in 
retribution but Allah is 
Forgiving, Merciful. 

99. The Rasool 
(Messenger) has no obligation 
but to deliver the Message. 
And Allah knows what you 
reveal and what you conceal. 
100. (O beloved Prophet) 
Please declare, “the pure and 
the impure are not equal, 
even though the abundance of 
the impure may surprise you. 
And fear Allah, O men of 
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understanding, that you may 
get prosperity. 

SECTION 14 
101. O believers ! donot 
question about such things 
which if made known to you 
may displease you. Yet if you 
ask questions while the 
Qur'aan is being revealed 
then they would be made 
clear to you. Allah has 
already overlooked (such 
questioning). And Allah is 
Forgiving, Forbearing. 
102. The people before you 
questioned the same way but 
became disbelievers therein. 
103. Allah has _ neither 
appointed any “Bahira,” nor 
“Sai-ba”, nor ‘“Wasila” and 
nor “Hami” (names of sacred 
she camels and she goats 
worshipped in the times of 
paganism) but the 
unbelievers fabricate lie 
against Allah and most of 
them do not make use of their 
understanding. ~ 
104. And when it is said to 
them, “come to what Allah 
has revealed and to the 
Rasool (Messenger)”, they 
say, “enough for us is that 
where on we found our 
fathers”. What! even though 
their fathers knew nothing 
nor were they on the right 
way? 


105. O believers ! you are 
accountable for yourselves. 
He who has gone or the 
wrong way will not harm you 
when you are on the right 
way. Towards Allah is the 
return of you all. Then He 
will tell you what were your 
deeds? 

106. O believers! be 
witnesses among yourselves, 
when death approaches any 
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a At the time of making 
a will, there be two just 


: persons from among you or 
‘ two other (tribesmen) not 
: from among you, when you 


are a traveller on the earth 
and the calamity of death 
befalls you. Detain them, 
both after Salaat (after Prayer 
to testify). They should swear 
by Allah saying that if you are 
in any doubt, then we shall 
not sell our testimony in liew 
of such oath, even though he 
(dying person) may be a near 
relation, and will not hide the 
testimony of Allah (when 
asked). If we do so, we would 
surely be among the sinners”. 
107. Then if it is discovered 
that they became guilty of any 
wrong then two others should 
stand up in their place for 
amongst those nearer to the 
deceased whose right has 
been injured by this wrong 
(testimony). Then they 
should swear by Allah that 
our testimony is more correct 
than the testimony of those 
two, and we have not 
transgressed the limits. If it 
be so then we should be the 
cruel”. 
108. That is more likely that 
they may give the testimony 
truly, aceording to facts, or 
they will be afraid that some 
oaths may be rebutted after 
their oaths. And be pious 
with Allah and listen to His 
Commands. And Allah does 
hot guide the disobedient. 
SECTION 15 

109. The day when Allah 
will gather the Rasools 
(Messengers), and say, “what 
answer you received?” They 
will say, “we have no 
knowledge. Surely You are 
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the All-Knowing of the ; ‘ att ry ‘ 
hidden things”. (109) Uly Eby Be hon t Wheneil 


1,0. When Allah will say O 
Eesa bin Maryam (Jesus son 
of Mary) remember My 
blessings, on you and your 
mother when I strengthened 
you with the help of the Holy 
Spirit to speak to mankind 
while in the cradle age and 
when | taught you the Book, 
the Wisdom, the Towraat 
(Torah) and the — Injeel 
(Gospel Bible). You were 
created out of clay a form like 
that of the birds by My 
Command and then breathed 
into it and it became a flying 
bird by My Command.

113. They said, “we desire 
that we should eat of it and 
our hearts may be at rest and 
we should see with our eyes 
that you spoke truth to us 
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and we may become witness 
toit.”

SECTION 1 

L All praise be to Allah 
Who created the heavens and 
the earth and established the 
darkness and light; yet the 
disbelievers ascribe (some 
others equal to their Rubb 
(Sustainer), 
2. It is He Who created 
you from dust ‘then 
commanded your stay for a 
period. And then a term is 
fixed with Him. Yet you 
doubt. 
3. And He is the (One) 
Allah in the heavens and in 
the earth. He knows your 
secrets and your open affairs 
and He knows what are your 
deeds. 
4. And there came to 
them sign out of the signs of 
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their Rubb (Sustainer) but 


they turned their faces away 
from it. 

5. Then certainly they 
falsified the truth when it 
came to them but they will 
get the news of that of which 
they were cutting jokes. 

6. Have they not seen 
that how many generations 
We (Allah) destroyed before 
them whom We (Allah) 
established on the earth to 
the extent that We (Allah) 
have not established you. 
And We (Allah) send the 
clouds from the sky and We** 
(Allah) cause the streams to 
flow beneath them. So We 
(Allah) destroyed them for 
their sins and raised up 
another generation after 
them. 

7. And had I revealed to 
you (Muhammad) something 
written on a paper and they 
had touched it with their 
hands, the disbelievers will 
have said, ‘this is not but 
merely a magic.” 

8. And they say “why has 
not an Angel been sent on 
them”. If I (Allah) had sent 
an Angel the matter would 
have been settled and no 
concession would have been 


allowed to them. 
9. Had We — (Allah) 
appointed an Angel (as 


Messenger) We (Allah) surely 
had made him a man (to 
speak to men) and would 
have kept them in same 
doubt as they have the doubt 
now. 

10, And (O beloved 
Prophet Muhammad S.A.W.) 
surely the Rasools 
(Messengers) before you have 
been joked and those who 
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mocked them were overtaken 
by their mockery with which 
they ag 


SECTION 2 
11. eae declare, (O 
beloved Prophet), “travel in 


the land, then observe what 
was the end of those who 
were the liars”. 

12. Please declare, “to 
whom belongs what is in the 
heavens and in the earth”? 
Please declare, “it belongs to 
Allah. He has made it 
obligatory for Himself (to 
confer) His Mercy (with 
generosity). He will surely 
gather you on the Day of 
Resurrection about which 
there was no doubt. Those 
who have put their own 
selves to loss will not believe. 


13. And to Him belongs 
whatever constitutes the 
night and the day. And He is 
the All-Hearing, the All- 
Knowing. 

14. Please declare (O 
beloved Prophet), “should I 
make anybody else as 


protector other than Allah, 
the Originator of the heavens 
and the earth, Who feeds but 
is free of being fed.” Please 
declare (O beloved Prophet), 
“I have been commanded to 
be the first of those who 
submit (to Him) and never 
were the muushrik (pagans). 
15. Please declare (O 
beloved Prophet), “if I disobey 
my Rubb (Sustainer) I am so 
much dreadful of the 
punishment of the Mightiest 
Day. 

16. From  whom-so-ever 
this punishment will be 
diverted on that Day he will 
be the one selected by Allah 
for His Mercy and that is the 
clear success. 
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17. And if Allah afflicts you 
with some trouble none is 
there to remove it, except 
Him. And if He bestows you 
with His Bounty then He is 
Powerful over everything. 
18. And He is Supreme 
over His devotees; and He is 
the Wise, the All-Aware. 
19. Please declare (O 
beloved Prophet) what thing 
is most weighty as 
testimony’? Please declare, 
“Allah is the Witness 
between you and me and this 
Qur’aan has been revealed to 
me (Muhammad S.A.W.) that 
it may thereby warn you and 
everyone else to whom it is 
conveyed. Do you indeed 
bear witness that there are 
other gods along with Allah’? 
Please declare, “He is One 
Allah to be worshipped and I 
totally disassociate from what 
you associate with Him. 
20. Those people to whom 
we have given the Book 
recognise him (Prophet 
Muhammad) as they 
recognize their sons. Yet 
those who ruin their own 
selves do not believe. 
SECTION 3 
21. And who is more cruel 
than he who forges a lie 
against Allah or belies His 
Verses. Surely, the cruel will 
never be prosperous. 
22. And on the Day when 
We (Allah) shall collect them 
all together; then We (Allah) 
shall say to the muushrikeen 
(pagans / idolators), “where 
are your those associates 
whom you used to assert"? 
23. Then there will be left 
No agitation for them but to 
say, “by Allah, our Rubb 
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{Sustainer) we were not 
muushrik (pagans).” 

24. Please look ! how they 
lie (against) themselves and 
the thing which they had 
coined failed them. 

25. And among them are 
some who listen to you but 
We (Allah) have left their 
hearts under cover so they do 
not understand and in their 
hearts is an illness. And even 
if they see all the Verses they 
will not believe in them. 
When they come to you with 
dispute these disbelievers say, 
these (verses) contain only 


the stories of the past 
(generations). 
26. And they forbid from it 


and keep away from it and 
thus they ruin their own 
selves and they do not 
understand it. 

27. And if you could see 
when they will be made to 
stand before the fire then 
they will say, “would that we 
are returned (to earth). Then 
we will not falsify the Verses 
of our Rubb (Sustainer) and 
become Muslims. 

28.  Butit has become clear 
to them what they used to 
conceal before. And if they 
were sent back they would do 
the same from which they 
were forbidden and surely 
they are liars. 

29. And they say, “this is 
the only life we have in this 
world and we are not to be 
raised alive again.” 

30. And if you could see 
when they shall be made to 
stand before their Rubb 
(Sustainer). He will say, “is 
not this (second life) the 
truth’? They will say, “yea, 
by our Rubb (Sustainer). He 
(Allah) will say, “then now 
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ia... Mateo 
taste the punishment as the 


retribution of your disbelief”. 


SECTION 4 
31. Certainly, they remain 
losers who falsify being 
brought before Allah. As 


such when the Hour will 
come to them, suddenly, they 
will say, “Oh ! we are sorry 
that we committed mistake in 
accepting it and that we bear 
our burden on our backs”. O 
' what an evil burden they are 
bearing ? 
32. And this worldly life is 
nothing but a (temporary) 
sport and amusement. And 
surely, the last abode is far 
better for those who are 


pious. Do not you then 
understand ? 
33. I know that whatever 


the (disbelievers) say grieves 
you (0 Muhammad S.A.W.) 
but they do not falsify you 


except that the cruel deny the 
Verses of Allah. 
34. And the  Rasools 


(Messengers of Allah) were 
falsified before you but they 
endured patiently when they 
were falsified and were 
persecuted, until Our 
(Allah’s) help came to them. 
And there is none to change 
the words of Allah. And the 
news of those Rasools 
(Messengers of Allah) have 
already reached you. 

85. And if their turning 
away of faces (indifference) 
has grieved you, then if you 
can do, seek a way down 
(trench), in the earth or up by 
a ladder into the heaven, and 
bring a Verse for them. And 
had Allah Willed He would 
have gathered them on the 
right way. So (O listener) 
never be amongst the 
ignorants.

46. Only those can accept 
who listen. And Allah will 
raise those who are dead. 
Then towards Him they will 
he returned, 

37. And they say, “why not 
a Verse has been revealed to 
them from their Rubb 
iSustainer)"? Please declare,

reveal such Verse but most of 
them have no knowledge”. 

38. And there are no 
animals (that crawl) in the 
earth nor any bird that flies 
an its wings but they are the 
communities like you.

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43, When Our (Allah’s) 
punishment came upon them, 
why they did not become 
humble? Instead their hearts 
became, hard and the satan

44, Then when they forgot 
that with which they were 
admonished We opened on 
them the gates of everything, 
until they rejoiced at what 
they were given.

47. Please declare (O 
beloved Prophet), “have you 
considered if the punishment 
of Allah comes upon you 
suddenly or openly, shall any 
be destroyed except the cruel 
nation. 

48. We (Allah) do not send 
the Muursaleen (Messengers) 
but as the bearers of good 
news and warners. Then 
those who believe and reform 
themselves, for them there 


will be no fear nor any grief. 
49. And those who falsified 
Our (Allah’s) Verses 


punishment shall overtake

them because of their 
disobedience. 


30. Please declare, “| 
neither say to you that I 
possess the treasures of Allah, 
nor I say, that I know the 
unseen myself, and nor do I 
say to you that Tam an Angel. 
I follow only that which is 
revealed to me”. Please 
declare, “are the blind and 
the seeing equal? Why do not 
you then think about”? 
SECTION 6 

51. And warn those people 
with it (Qur’aan) who fear 
that they will be gathered to 
their Rubb (Sustainer) that 
without Allah they will have 
no protector and no one will 
recommend them. As such 
they may become pious. 

52. And do not drive away 
those who pray to their Rubb 
(Sustainer) in the morning 
and the evening seeking His 


Mercy. Neither you are 
accountable for them nor they 
are accountable for you, that 
you should keep them away 
as this is only the work of the 
cruel. 

53. And thus We “(Allah) 
tury some of them by others 
that when they (wealthy 
pagans) see the needy 
Muslims they say, “are these 
the people whom Allah has 
blessed among us’? Does not 
Allah know well those who 
are the grateful. 

54. And when those who 
believe in Our (Allah's) 
Verses come to you, please 
tell them. “peace be upon

priimself, then surely Allah is 
adorgiving Merciful”.

#6. Please declare, (O 
fseloved Prophet), “I have 
ween forbidden to worship 
hihose whom you call except 
Mallah.” Please declare, “I 
ithali not follow your evil 
nelinations. In that case I 
jhall become lost and | shall 
ot be among the guided 
nes. 
7. Please declare (O 
peloved Prophet), “I have the 
wlear proof from my Rubb 
Sustainer) and you falsify it. 
have not readily that 
punishment) with me _ for 
which you are in such a haste. 
There is no command except 
hat of Allah alone. He 
xplains the truth and He is 
he best of the judges.” 
Please declare, “if I had 
fthat thing (punishment) in 
pay power for which you are 
Bn such a haste, the matter 
Fwould have Been decided 
detween you and me. And 
Allah Knows best the cruel. 
39. And with Him are the 
pxeys of the unseen. None 
R<hows them except Him. 
vAnd He knows whatever is on 
fhe land and in the sea. And 
110 leave falls but he knows it. 
Neither a grain is there in the 
éjarkness of the earth nor 
fanything green or dry, but it 
8 record in a clear book. 
‘30. And it is He Who takes 
‘ away your sense at night (in 
xileep) and knows that which 
‘vou earn during the day. 
‘Then He raises you up to life 
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in the process that a fixed 
term may be completed. And 
you have to return to Him. 
Then He will tell you what 
were your deeds. 

SECTION 8 
61. And He is the Supreme 
over His devotees and He 
sends guards over you until 
death comes to any of you. 
Our Messengers (Angels) 
take your life and they do not 
fail in such act. 
62. Then they are returned 
back towards Allah, their 
Protector, the Just. His is the 
command. And He is the 
Quickest in taking account. 
63. Please declare, ‘who 
saves you in the darkness of 
the land and the sea whom 
you call in humility and 
secrecy that if He saves us 
from this (problem) we shall 
be the grateful”. 
64. Please declare, “Allah 
saves you from this and from 
every distress even then you 
assign with Him associates.” 
65. Please declare, “He is 
powerful — to award you 
punishment from above you 
or from beneath your feet or 
leave you confused in 
different sects to let you taste 
the tyranny of each other.

66. And your 
(Muhammad) nation falsified 
it though it is the truth. 
Please declare, “I am not an 
attorney for you.” 
67. For every prophecy a 
time has been fixed and you 
will soon come to know it. 
68. And (O listener) when 
you see those who engage in 
discussions about Our 
‘Allah's) Verses turn away 
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' from them until they switch 
to some other topic. But if 
satan (devil) takes to forget to 

' do so then do not sit with the 

nation of cruels after 
recollecting. 
69. And nothing is to be 
accounted from the pious 
people except to remind them 
above their assessment. But 
only admonishing them may 
make them pious. 

70. And leave those alone 
who have made their religion 
mockery and sport thing 
whom the life of this world 
has deceived. You admonish 
them (with this Qur'aan) so 
that a single self from among 
them may not be caught on 
account of what it did. None 
shall have any helper nor any 

one to recommend except 

Allah. And though someone 
may offer compensation (for 

’ wrong deeds) it will not be 

accepted. Those are they who 

will be caught for their 
misdeeds to be perished. 

They will have to drink 

boiling water and will face 

‘ painful punishment as a 

result of their disbelief. 

SECTION 9 

71. Please declare, “should 

we worship, except Allah, 


someone who neither can give 
Us any benefit nor can bring 
us any loss And should we 
turn back on our heels after 
Allah has guided us. It is ‘ike 
the one whom the satans 
(devils) have left in darkness 
to forget the way on the 
earth. Who has companions 
who call him to guidance? 
Please declare, “the guidance 
of Allah is the only guidance 
and we are commanded to 
submit to Him Who is the 
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Rubb (Sustainer) of the 
universe. 

72. And to establish the 
Salaat (Muslim Prayer) and 
to be pious with Him (is real 
life). And it is He towards 
Whom you are to be gathered. 
73. And it is He Who 
created the heavens and the 
earth rightly, and the day on 
which the destruction will 
occur. He will say to 
everything, “BE and it will 
come into being at once.” His 
Word is true and the 
Kingdom belongs to Him, 
when the trumpet will be 
blown. He knows the visible 
and the invisible and He is 
the Wise, the Aware.

74, And (remember) when 


Ibraaheem (Abraham) said to 
his father, ‘“Aazar, do you 
take the idols for worship”? 
Surely, I find you and your 
people in clear error. 

75. And thus We (Allah) 
showed him (Abraham) the 
Kingdom of the heavens and 
the earth that he might be of 
those who have certainty of 


faith. 

76. When the darkness of 
night came on him, he 
(Abraham) saw a star.

originated the heavens and 
the earth, and I am not 
among the muushrkeen 
(pagans/ idolators)”. 
80. And his nation began 
to argue with him. He said, 
“do you argue with me in 
respect of Allah. He has 
shown me the straight way, 
and I do not fear those that 
you make His associates. But 
if my Rubb (Sustainer) Wills 
anything else. My Rubb 
(Sustainer). | Comprehends 
everything in His Knowledge. 
Will you not ponder”? 
81. “And why should I be 
afraid of those whom you 
associate (with Allah)? Why 
you do not fear to associate 
with Allah for which He has 
given you no authority? 
Which of such two groups is 
more entitled for security ? 
(Answer) if you know”. 
82. Those who believe and 
mix no wrong with their 
faith, these are the people for 
whom there is security and 
they are the guided ones. 
SECTION 10 
83. And this is Our 
(Allah's) argument that We 
(Allah) gave to Tbraaheem 
(Abraham) against his people. 
We (Allah) raise in degrees 
whom We (Allah) Will. 
Surely your Rubb (Sustainer) 
is Wise, Knowing. 
84. And I bestowed upon 
him Ishaque (isaac) and 
Yaqoob (Jacob). We (Allah) 
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guide rightly every one. And 
We (Allah) showed the path 
to Nuuh (Noah) before them, 
and to his progeny. (We 
Guided) Dacod (David) and 
Suulemaan (Solomon) and 
Ayyoob (Job) and Yusuf 
(Joseph) and Moosaa (Moses) 
and Haroon (Aron) and thus 
We (Allah) reward the 
beneficents. 
85, And We (Allah) guided 
Zakaria (Zacharia) and Yahya 
(John) and Eesa (Jesus) and 
Nyas. These are all among 
the righteous. 
86. And (We _— guided) 
Ismail (Ishmaiel) and Yasa 
(Elisha) and Yonus (Jonah) 
and Luut (Lot). And every 
one We (Allah) excelled above 
all universe. 
87. And We (Allah) also 
exalted fathers of some of 
them and their children and 
some of their brothers. And 
We (Allah) selected them and 
We (Allah) guided them to 
the right path. 
88. This is the guidance of 
Allah, He Guides whom He 
wills from His devotees. And 
had they become muushriks 
(pagans/idolators) then 
surely all that they had done 
would have been made vain. 
89. Those are they to 
whom We (Allah) gave the 
Book and dominion and 
Naboowat (Prophethood). 
Then if these people reject it, 
We (Allah) can replace them 
with such a people who will 
not at all be disbelievers. 
90 Those are they whom 
Allah has guided. Therefore, 
vou follow their path. Please 
declare, (O beloved Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W.) “I ask 
vou no wage for it (Qur’aan).” 
‘It 1s (eternal) guidance to the 
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entire universe (for all times 
to come).’ 
SECTION 11 

91. And they (Jews) could 
not visualize the respect of 
Allah, as such respect was 
necessary to be visualized. 
Then they said, “Allah had 
not revealed anything on any 
man.” Please declare (to 
Jews), “who has revealed that 
Book which was brought by 
Moosaa (Moses), as a light 
and guidance for the 
mankind, of which you have 
made separate parchments to 
show. And much of which 
you conceal.” “And you were 
taught that which you did not 
know, yourselves, nor your 
fathers (knew it)”. Please 
proclaim Allah. Then leave 
them to amuse themselves 
with their (vain) discourse. 

92. And this is a blessed 
Book which We (Allah) have 
revealed confirming those 
(Books) which were 
(revealed) before it in order 
that you may warn the 
Mother of all cities (Makkah) 
and to all those around it (in 
the entire world). And those 
people who believe in the 
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here-after believe in this Book 
and guard their Salaat 
(Muslim Prayer). 


93. And who is more cruel 
than the one who coins a lie 
against Allah or says, “I have 
received a revelation, though 
nothing was revealed to him. 
And who says,” “I can also 
make-out a book like the one 
Allah has revealed”. And 
could you see the cruels when 
they are in the agonies of 
death and the Angels stretch 
their hands (saying), “yield us 
your souls.” This day you 
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will be awarded the 
punishment of disgrace for 
you used to forge lie against 
‘Allah without right and 
because you turned away 
scornfully against His 
revelation”. 

94, And cet.ainly you have 
come to Us (Allah) alone as 
We (Allah) created you for 
the first time and you have 


left behind your backs 
whatever We (Allah) 
bestowed on you. And We 


(Allah) donot see your helpers 
whom you associated as your 
partners in your affairs. 
Surely, the ties between you 
(and them) are broken and 
what you asserted has gone 
away from you. 

SECTION 12 
95. Surely Allah makes the 
corn grain and the date stone 
ready for growth. He brings 
forth the living from the dead 
and (only) He brings forth the 
dead from the living. That is 
Allah. Where then are you to 
return ? 
96. He brings forth the 
dawn (day light out of 
darkness) and He has made 
the night for rest and the sun 
and the moon for counting 
(periods). This is fine 
measurement of the All- 
Mighty, the All-Knowing. 
97. And it is He Who has 
made the stars for you that 
you may get the way in deep 
darkness of the land and the 
sea. We (Allah) have 
explained (Our) Verses in 
detail for the nation who 
know. 
98. And it is He Who has 
produced you from a single 
person. Then you have’ to 
stay somewhere and have to 
remain as repository (after 
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death in graves). Certainly 
We (Allah) have explained 
the Verses in detail for the 


nation who have the 
understanding. 
99. And it is He Who sends 
down water from the sky. 
Then We (Allah) bring forth 
every thing to growth and out 
of it We (Allah) bring forth 
the green (foliage) from 
which We (Allah) bring forth 
clustered grains (as seeds) 
and out of the date-palms the 
bunches thereof, close to one 
another, and gardens of 
grapes and olive and 
pomegranates, similar in 
some respect and dissimilar 
in some other respects. Look 
upon at fruit (trees) when 
they bear fruits and its 
ripening. Surely there are 
signs in this for the nation of 
believers. 
100. And they have made 
jinns as associates of Allah 
whereas He created them. 
And they falsely ascribe to 
Him sons and daughters 
without any knowledge. Holy 
is He and exalted much above 
their such descriptions. 
SECTION 13 
101. The Originator of the 
heavens and the earth, how 
He could have a son whereas 
He has no woman as His 
wife? He created everything 
and He has the knowledge of 
all the things. 
102. Such is Allah, your 
Rubb (Sustainer), except 
whom there is none to be 
worshipped. He is the creator 
of everything, so worship 
Him, only. And He is the 
Caretaker of everything. 
103. The eyes cannot 
comprehend Him and all the 
eyes are within His 
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ermprehension. And He is 
the Subtle and the All-Aware. 
104, Indeed the proofs have 
come to you from your Rubb 
(Sustainer). Then whoso saw 
it, it is for his own good and 


whoso is blind to it is for his 
own harm. And I am not a 
custodian over you. 

105. And thus We (Allah) 
variedly explain Verses that 
they (the disbelievers) may 
not say (to you, Muhammad) 
that you have studied (from 
scholars of the previous 
Books). And We (Allah) 
make it clear to the nation 
who have the knowledge. 

106. You follow what has 
been revealed to you from 
your Rubb (Sustainer). None 
is to be worshipped except 
Him and turn away from the 
muushriks 
(pagans/idolators). 

107. And had Allah Willed, 
they would not have been 
muushriks (pagans). And We 
(Allah) have not made you a 
custodian over them nor you 
are an attorney for them. 

108. And do not abuse 
whom they worship besides 
Allah. Then out of spite they 
will abuse (your true) Allah 
due to ignorance. Thus We 
(Allah) have made fair the 
deeds of every Uummah 
(grand community) to look 
fair in their estimation. Then 
they ‘have to return back 
towards their Rubb 
(Sustainer). And He will tell 
them what they used to do. 
109. And they swear by 
Allah that if there comes to 
them any Verses then they 
would surely believe that. 
Please declare, “the Verses 
are with Allah" and what will 
make you realize is that when 
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these (Verses) would come 
they will not believe. 

110. And We (Allah) shall 
keep confounded their hearts 
and their eyes as they did not 
believe therein at the first 
time. And We (Allah) leave 
left them to wander about 
blindly in their transgression.

SECTION 14 
111. And if We (Allah) send 
down Angels to them and 
cause the dead speak to them 
and We (Allah) gather all 
things before them, even then 
they would not believe, except 
that Allah Wills so. But most 
of them are totally ignorant. 
112. And in the like 
manners We (Allah) have 
kept for every Prophet, 
enemies from amongst men 
and jinns, as satans (devils) 
that inspires another secretly 
with concocted story in order 
to deceive. And had your 
Rubb (Sustainer) Willed, they 
would not have done so. 
Therefore, leave them alone 
with their fabrications. 
113. And because that the 
hearts of these who do not 
believe in the hereafter may 
incline towards it, and that 
they may like it, and may 
earn (sin) that they are to 
earn (by such deeds). 
114. Then, shall I seek the 
order of someone else other 
than Allah, when it is He 
Who has revealed towards 
you this detailed Book? And 
those whom We (Allah) have 
given the Book (rightly) know 
that it has been revealed by 
your Rubb (Sustainer) as 
(full) Truth. So be never 
among those who doubt. 
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115. And the word of your 
Rubb (Sustainer) is perfect in 
truthfulness and justice. 
There is no one to change His 
Words. And He is the All 
Hearing, the All Knowing. 

116. And there are majority 
of those on earth that if you 
follow their saying, they 
mislead you from the way of 
Allah. They are only behind 
their imaginations and they 


are in mere conjectures and 
preach falsehood. 

117. Your Rubb (Sustainer) 
knows well who has gone on 
the wrong way from His path, 
and He knows well the 
guided ones. 

118. Then eat of that on 
which the Name of Allah has 
been pronounced, if you 
believe in His Verses. 

119. And what reason have 
you that you do not eat out of 
that on which the Name of 
Allah has been pronounced. 
He has explained in detail to 
you that what He has 
forbidden to you, unless you 
take it otherwise due to some 
compulsions? And _ surely, 
many mislead others by their 
own desires without knowing. 
Surely your Rubb (Sustainer) 
knows well the transgressors. 
120. And leave the apparent 
and secret sins. Those who 
commit sins, soon will get 
punishment for what they are 
earning. 

121. And eat not that over 
which the Name of Allah has 
not been pronounced for 
surely that is disobedience. 
And surely the satans (devils) 
inspire their friends that they 
may quarrel with you, and if 
you obey them, then indeed 
you are the idolators. 
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SECTION 15 

122. And will he (she) who 
was dead, then We (Allah) 
gave him (her) life, and made 
for him (her) a light by which 
he (she) walks among 
mankind, become like that 
who is in darkness from 
which he (she) is not to come 
out? Thus, in the eyes of 
disbelievers their deeds have 
been made attractive. 

123. And thus have We 
(Allah) placed in every town 
arch transgressors to lead the 
criminals so that they may 


devise plot there-in. And 
they donot devise plot except 
against their own selves and 
they have no perception (of 
the same). 

124. And when any Verse is 
revealed to them, then they 
say, ‘‘we shall never believe 
unless we receive the like of 
what has been revealed to the 
Rasools (Messengers) of 
Allah, But Allah knows best 
where to bestow His Risalat 
(Messengership). So the 
criminals will receive 
humiliation before Allah and 
severe punishment for their 
such scheming. 

125. -And whom Allah 
Wishes to guide, He opens his 
heart for Islam, and whom 
He leaves on the wrong way, 
He leaves his breast narrow 
and tight as if he is climbing 
up into the sky forced by 
some one else. And thus 
Allah inflicts punishment on 
those who do not believe. 

126. And this is the straight 
path of = your Rubb 
(Sustainer). I have explained 
the Verses in detail for the 
People who accept the advise. 
4127. For them is the house 
Of peace with their Rubb 
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(Sustainer) and He is their 
Friend. This is the reward of 
their deeds. 

128. And on the day He will 
gather all of them (and will 
say), “O the aggregate of 
Jinns! you have gathered 
many a human beings,” and 
their associates among the 
men will say, “O our Rubb 
(Sustainer) we benefitted 
from each other and we have 
reached the term you had 
determined for us.” He will 
say, “fire is your resort, you 
will dwell there-in forever, 
except as Allah Wills. ‘(O 
beloved) surely your Rubb 
(Sustainer) is Wise, Knowing. 
129. And thus We (Allah) 
thrust the cruels on each 
other in lieu of their deeds. 

SECTION 16 

130. O the aggregates of the 
Jinns and the human beings 


did not the Rasools 
(Messengers) come to you 
from amongst yourselves 


reciting My Verses to you, 
and warning you of seeing 
this Day. They will say, “We 
bear witness against our 
selves”. And the worldly life 
deceived them and they will 
bear witness against 
themselves that they were 
disbelievers. 

131. This is so because your 
Rubb (Sustainer) does not 
destroy any settlements while 
their people are unaware. 

132. And for every one there 
are degrees in accordance 
with their deeds. And your 


Rubb (Sustainer) is not 
unaware of their deeds. 

133. And (0 beloved 
Prophet!) your Rubb 


‘Sustainer) is self-Sufficient, 
Merciful. O mankind! if He 
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Wills, He may take you away 
and bring some other 


generation whom He Wills 
instead of you just as He 
created you from the children 
of previous people. 

134. Surely, that which is 
promised to you is definitely 
to come and you cannot get it 
frustrated. 

135. Please declare, “O my 
people! you do your business 
in your place and I do my 
work.” Now you want to 
know who has the ultimate 
end result of last home? 
Surely, the cruels do not 
prosper. 

136. And whatever Allah 
has produced from the crops 
by tillage and created cattle 
they say, “this is for Allah, 
and this is for our idols.” 


Then that which is of their 
idols does not reach Allah and 
that which is for Allah 
teaches their idols. What an 
evil estimation they ordain? 

137. And thus their idols 
made to appear fair the 
killing of their children in the 
eyes of their idolators, that 
they may kill them and may 
confuse them in these 
religion. And had Allah 
Willed, they would not have 
done so, therefore you leave 
them to what they concoct. 

138. And they said, “such 
and such are the tabooed 
animals and tillage. Only 
those can eat them whom We 
accept so they have false 
fotions. And there are some 
cattle over which riding was 
Prohibited by them and on 
some cattle they did not 
Pronounce the name of Allah 
(at the time of slaughtering). 
This is all sin with Allah. 
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Soon He will give them the 


award for their such 
concoction. 
139. And they say, 


“whatever is in the bellies of 
such and such cattle is purely 
for our males and is forbidden 
to our females and if it is born 


deat, then they all are 
sharcholders in that. Soon 
Allah will award them 
penalty for their — such 
uescriptions. Surely He is 
Wise, Knowing. 

140, Certainly, those who 
kill their children by 


ignorance and foolishness are 
ruined, and make unlawful 
what Allah has provided 
them forging a lie against 
Allah, Certainly, they have 
adopted wrong way and have 
not adopted the correct path.

SECTION 17 
141. And He it is Who 


brings to flourish gardens 
with creepers intercrossing, 
trimmed and untrimmed, and 
date palms and crops in 
which are various kinds of 
food and olive and 
pomegranates similiar in 
some respects and dissimilar 
in some other respects, Eat of 
their fruits when such fruit is 
plucked. Pay their dues on 
the day of harvest and do not 
exceed the bounds. Surely, 
those who spend wastefully 
are not loved by Him;

Eat of what Allah has 
provided to you and do not 
follow the foot-steps of satan 
devil) Surely, he is your 
open enemy:

And 
surely, what We (Allah) say is 
Truthful. 

147. Again if they falsify you 
please declare, “your Rubb 
(Sustainer) has unlimited 
Mercy and His wrath will not 
be set aside from the nation of 
the cruels.” 

148, The idolators will say, 
“if Allah had Willed neither 
we nor our forefathers would 
have associated (idol worship) 


with Him nor had we 
forbidden (made haram) 
anything.” In the same 


manner falsified those who 
were before them until they 
tasted Our (Allah’s) Wrath. 
Please declare, “Have you any 
knowledge you bring it forth 
to us ? You believe in 
conjectures and you follow 
only falsehood. 

149. Please declare, “the 
argument of Allah _ is 
conclusive If He had Wished, 
He would have guided you 
all.” 

150. Please declare, “bring 
your those witnesses who 


testify that Allah has made it 
‘haram’ (forbidden).” Then if 
they testify, “you do not 
prefer your witness with 
them and follow not the 
desires of those who falsify 
Our (Allah’s) Verses, and 
who do not believe in the 
hereafter, and they take 
others equal to their Rubb 
(Sustainer). - 
SECTION 19 

151. Please declare ‘come I 
shall read out to you what 
your Rubb (Sustainer) has 
made ‘haram' (unlawful) to 
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you, “that you will not 
associate anyone with Him, 
and that you will do good to 
parents and that you will not 
kill your children because of 
poverty. It is We (Allah) Who 
provide you and them, and 
you should not commit the 
shameful acts whether open 
or hidden; and you will not 
kill legally the living one 
whom Allah has made sacred. 
This has been Commanded 
by Him to you that you may 
understand.” 

152. “And do not take in 
hand the property of the 
orphans, except in the best 
manner, until they reach the 
maturity. And upkeep the 
measure and weight justly 
with equilibrium. We (Allah) 
do not burden any person but 
to his(her) capacity. And 
when you speak, observe 
justice even though it be a 
matter of your relatives. And 
fulfil your undertakings with 
Allah.

153. “And this is My 
straight path. So follow it 
and follow not other ways for 
they will deviate you from His 
Way.

154. Again I gave the Book 
to Moosaa (Moses) for full 
favour him who is righteous, 
and the details of every thing, 
and (provide) guidance and 
mercy that his people might 
believe in the meeting of their 
Rubb (Sustainer). 
SECTION 20 

155. And this blessed Book 
has been revealed by Us 
(Allah). Therefore, follow it 
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and be pious that you may be 
conferred (Allah’s) Mercy. 
156, Lest you should say, 
“the Book was revealed to the 
two groups of peoples before 
us, and we were unaware of 
what they read.” 

157, Or lest you should say, 
“if the Book had been 
revealed to us, then we would 
certainly have been better 
guided than they. So indeed 
there has come to you an 
enlightened argument from 
your Rubb (Sustainer), and a 
guidance, and a_ blessing. 
Who is more unjust than he 
who  falsifies the Verses of 
Allah and turns away from 
them (His Verses). Soon We 
(Allah) shall punish those 
who turn away from Our

158. Are they waiting for 
the Angels should come to 
them, or your  Rubb 
(Sustainer) should come 
Himself, or that a Sign of 
your Rubb (Sustainer) is 
received by them.

160. Whoso brings one 
virtue, then for him there are 
ten credits like there-of, and 
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, whoso brings an evil, shall 
'¢ not be penalized except to its 
'y, equal and they shall not be 
4 treated with cruelty. 
16:1. Please declare, “surely, 
j my Rubb (Sustainer) has 
+ shown me the straight path, a 
I right religion, the creed of 
{ Tbraaheem (Abraham) the 
! upright and he was not at all 
i an idolator.” 
162. Please declare, “surely, 
my Salat (Muslim Prayer) 
and my sacrifices, and my 
living and my dying are all for 
Allah Who is the Rubb 
(Sustainer) of all the 
universe.” 
163. There is no associate to 
Him and I have been 
Commanded so. And I 
(Muhammad) am the first 
Muslim. 
164. Please declare, ‘should 
I seek a Rubb (Sustainer) 
other than Allah, while He is 
the Rubb (Sustainer) of 
everything. And what ever 
person earns it is against its 
own self. And no bearer of 
burden will bear the burden 
of another. Then you have to 
return towards your Rubb 
(Sustainer). . He will inform 
you of that in which you used 
to differ. 
165. And it is He Who has 
made you Khalifa 
(successor/viceregent) in the 
earth and has raised some of 
you over others in degrees 
that He may try you in what 
He has bestowed you. Surely 
your Rubb (Sustainer) is 
quick in punishment.

1. ALIF, LAAAM, 
MEEEM SAAAD-(A.L.M.S). 
2. (O beloved Prophet) a 
Book has been revealed to 
you, so that there should be 
no reservation in your heart 
because of it, that you may 
warn therewith and make it a 
reminder (advise) to the 
believers (Muslims). 
3. Follow what has been 
revealed to you from you 
Rubb (Sustainer) and do not 
follow any one else as your 
guardian except He. But (O 
people you seldom take 
warnings. 
4. And how many a 
settlements We (Allah) have 
destroyed, so Our (Allah’s) 
punishment came to them by 
night or while they were 
drowsing at the mid-day. 
5. Then nothing came out 
from their mouths when Our 
(Allah’s) punishment came to 
them but they only said, “we 
were the cruel people.” 
6. Then most certainly, 
We (Allah) shall question 
those to whom Messengers 
were sent and most certainly, 
We (Allah) shall also question 
the Rasools (Messengers) 
(about the transmission of 
their mission). 
7. Then most certainly 
We (Allah) shall tell them 
with knowledge (about their 
deeds) and We (Allah) are 


never absent (in their life 
span).

Then all of 
them fell prostrate, except 
Iblis (satan-devil). He was 
bot of those who prostrate 
(submit). 

12. He (Allah) asked, 
“what prevented you (O 
satan) that you did not fell in 
prostration when I 
Commanded you? He said “I 
am better than he, You 
created me of fire while you 
made him from clay. 

13. He (Allah) said “you 


get down from here

that you may behave 


boastfully here. Get out, you

17, Then, certainly I will 
attack them, from before 
them and from behind them, 
and from their right and 
from their left and you will 


not find most of them 
thankful. 
18. He (Allah) said, “get 


out from here rejected, 
banished. Certainly those of 
them who will follow you, I 
shall fill hell with you all.” 

19, And O Aadam! you and 
your wife may stay in the 
Paradise, then eat there-from 
whereever you like, and do 
not go near this ‘shajar’ 
(family lineage tree), 
otherwise you will be among 
the cruel ones. 

90, Then the devil (satan) 
whispered to them (evil 
suggestion) to open to them 
their shameful parts and said, 
“your Rubb (Sustainer) has 
prohibited you from this tree 
only because you may not 


become two Angels or 
immortals.” 
21, And he swore to them 


both that I am surely well 
wisher of you both. 

22, Then caused them 
deceitfully to fall down in 
disobedience. Then when 
they tasted that tree, their 
evil inclinations became 
manifest to them, and they 
began to cover themselves 
with leaves of the Paradise. 
And their Rubb (Sustainer) 
said to them, “did I not forbid 
vou from that tree and told 
you that the devil satan is 
your open enemy. 
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(Sustainer) we have 
committed cruelty to 


ourselves. If You do not 
forgive us and have no mercy 
on us, then certainly we are 
among losers.” 
24. He (Allah) said, “get 
down, your descendants as 
the enemy of each others and 
you are to stay in earth till a 
fixed time and there is 
provision for a time (for you). 
25. He (also) said, “you 
will live in it, and will die into 
it, and there from you will be 
raised-up.” 

SECTION 3 
26. O the children of 
Aadam! indeed, We (Allah) 
have sent down for you such a 
dress with which you may 
cover your shameful (sex) 
parts and that it be for beauty 
to you. And this is dress of 
piety which is the best. This 
is one of Allah’s prescriptions 
that the (human beings) may 
remember. 
27. O. children of Aadam! 
(be at your guards), let not 
the satan (devil) put you to 
similar problem, as he got 
expelled your parents out 
from the Paradise, tempting 
them to take off their dress 
that they may see their 
shameful (sex) parts. Surely, 
he and his tribe see you 
whereas you can not see 
them. Surely, We (Allah) 
have made the satan (devil) 
friend of those who do not 
believe.

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Rubb (Sustainer) has 
Commanded justice and set 
your faces upright at the time 
of each Salaat (Muslim 
Prayer) and worship Him 
exclusively being sincere to 
Him in religion. As He 


originated you so you will 
return (to Him).” 

30. Some of them He has 
guided to right way and some 
others He has left to go on the 
wrong way. They have taken 
satan (devils) as guardian 
leaving Allah and they think 
that they are the guided ones. 
31. O children of Aadam! 
keep yourselves well dressed 
whenever you go to the 
mosque and eat and drink 
and do not cross the limits. 
Surely, the persons crossing 
the limits are not liked by 
Him 

SECTION 4 

32 Please declare, “who 
has prohibited you to wear 
beautiful (gifts) of Allah 
which He produced for His 
devotees and good things of 
food. Please declare, “that is 
for the believers in the life of 
this world and is exclusively 


for them on the Day of 
Resurrection. Thus We 
(Allah) explain fully the 


Verses for the people who 
have knowledge. 

33. Please declare, “my 
Rubb (Sustainer) has 
forbidden indecencies which 
are open and which are 
hidden, and sins, and unjust 
excesses, and that you 
associate with Allah aganist 
which He has not bestowed 
(anyone) any authority and 
that you say about Allah of 
which you have no 
knowledge. 
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34. And for every nation 
there is a fixed period (term), 
then when their term will 
come (to an end), they can 
not postpone it for a moment 
nor they can forward it. 

35. Ochildren of Aadam! if 
the Rasools (Messengers) 
come to you from amongst 
you, reciting to you My 
Verses, then whoso refrains 


from evil and amends, for 
them there is no fear nor any 
grief. 

36. And those who falsify 
Our (Allah's) Verses and 
become arrogant against 
them, they are the inmates of 
the hell, where they are to 
remain forever. 

37. Then who is more 
cruel than he who has 
conconted lie against Allah or 
has falsified His Verses. They 
will receive what is their in 
the record until] when our 
(Allah's) messengers (Angels) 
come to them causing them to 
die, They will say to them, 
“where are those whom you 
used to worship besides 
Allah.” They will say, “they 
have left us in dark. And 
they bear witness against 
their own selves that they 
were disbelievers.” 

38. He (Allah) will say to 
them, enter the same fire 
where other ‘Uummahe’ 
(grand communities) passed 
away before you from among 
jinns and human beings 
when an Uummah (grand 
community) shall enter it, it 
shall curse the other; until 
when all will have arrived 
therein. Then the last of 
them will say pointing to the 
first, “O our Rubb 
(Sustainer) they led us to the 
wrong way. Therefore, 
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punish them to the double in 
te fire. He (Allah) will say, 
“all have double 
(punishment) but you know 
not.” 
39. And the first (group) 
will say to the last, “you have 
then no preference on us, 
therefore, taste the 
punishment as the return of 


what you did.” 
SECTION 5 
40. Surely those who 


falsify Our (Allah’s) Verses 
and become boastful, neither 
the gates of heaven will be 
opened for them, nor they 
will enter the Paradise until 
the camel enters through the 
hole of a needle. And thus 


We (Allah) retribute the 
criminals. 
41. The fire will be their 


bed and the fire will be the 
covering. And thus We 
(Allah) retribute the cruels. 
42. And those who believe 
and do good deeds We (Allah) 
do not burden anybody 
beyond capacity. They are 
companions of Paradise 
where they are to live for 
ever, 
43, And We (Allah) shall 
remove the retaliation from 
their hearts. Beneath them 
will flow streams, and they 
will say, “all praise to Allah 
Who has guided us to this, 
and we could not have found 
the way, if Allah had not 
guided us to that. Certainly, 
the Rasoola (Messengers) of 
our Rubb (Sustainer) brought 
the truth.”

and will say to them, ‘what 
benefit did your band provide 
you and that in which you 
were boastful?” 
49. Are these the people on 
whom you used to swear that 
Allah would not bestow His 
Mercy to the least to them? 
They were rather told, “enter

upon you nor any grief.” 

50. And the inmates of the 
hell will call upon the 
dwellers of the Paradise to 
pour on them some benefit of 
the water (of Paradise) or of 
that Allah has bestowed upon 
them. They will say, “surely, 
Allah has held ‘haram’ 
(unlawful) on the disbelievers 
both of these (benefits);” 

51, Those who made their 
religion as a play thing and 
the life of the world deceived 
them, they will be set free 
that day as they had left the 
conception of meeting of this 
Day and as they used to deny 
Our Verses. 

52, And certainly We 


(Allah) have bestowed them a 
Book which We (Allah) have 
enriched with great 
knowledge, a guidance and 
mercy to the believers. 

53. Do they look for the 


fulfilment of the 
interpretations thereof? On 
the day when the 
interpretations thereof shall 
come, those who had 
forgotten it before shall surely 
say that the Rasools 


(Messengers) of our Rubb 
(Sustainer) had brought the 
truth. Then will any helper 
recommend us or will we be 
sent back to life to do 
something otherwise as we 
die in the past. Indeed they 
commit loss to their own 
selves and what they forged 
will fail them utterly. 


SECTION 7 
54 Surely, your Rubb 
stainer! is Allah, Who 


created the heavens and the 
earth within six periods. He 
Sym in pawer: tto His 
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Dignity). He makes the night 
to cover the day by each other 
swiftly, and He made the sun 
and moon and stars. All are 
subject. to His Command. 
Behold! His is the creation 
and the Command. Allah is 
Bountiful, the Rubb 
(Sustainer) of the universe. 
55. Call your (Rubb 
(Sustainer) humbly and 
secretly. Surely, He does not 
like those who cross the 
limits. 

56. And do not spread 
mischief on the earth after it 
has been brought to peace 
and call Him fearing and 
hoping. Surely the Mercy of 
Allah is nearest to the 
benevolents. 

57. He Who sends forth 
the winds bringing good news 
of His Mercy till the heavy 
clouds are carried. We advise 


it go towards a dead land, 
then We (Allah) shower 
water therewith, then cause 
varied fruit to grow there 
with. Thus We (Allah) shall 
bring forth the dead, so that 
you may _ keep the 
remembrance. 
68. And the land which is 
fertile, its vegetation comes 
out with the Command of 
Allah but that which is saline 
produces nothing but hardly a 
little. Thus we explain Our 
(Allah's) Verses like this, for 
those who are grateful. 
SECTION 17 

69. Surely I sent Nuuh 
(Noah) towards his nation. 
He said, “O my nation! 
worship Him. There is none 
worth worship except Him. 
Surely, I fear for you the 
punishment of the Mighty 
Day.” 
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ov‘ The chiefs of his nation 
said, “surely, we see you in 
clear misguidance.” 

61. He (Noah) said, “O my 
nation there is no 
misguidance in me, but I am 
a Rasool (Messenger) of Rubb 
(Sustainer) of the universe.” 
62. I transmit to you the 
message of my Rubb 
(Sustainer), offer you good 
advice and I have the 
knowledge from my Allah 
which you do not possess. 

63. And has this surprised 
you that an advice has come 
to you from your Rubb 
(Sustainer) through a male 
from amongst you, so that he 
may warn you and you 
become pious and thus you 
may be bestowed mercy ? 

64, But they falsified, so 
We (Allah) saved him (Noah) 
and those who were with him 
in the Ark. And We (Allah) 
drowned those who falsified 
Our (Allah’s) Verses. Surely 
they were a blind people.” 


SECTION 9 
65. Andto Aad (We sent) 
from amongst their 


brotherhood Huud. He said, 
“© my nation! worship Allah, 
you have none worth 
worship except Him.” Then 
do you not become pious? 

66. The disbelieving chiefs 
amongst his people said, 
“surely, we find you in 
foolishness and we surely 
take you to be one of the 
hars “ 

67 He (Noah) siad, “O my 
nation | have no concern with 
the foolish ones. Iam indeed 
a Rasool (Messenger) from 
the Rubb (Sustainer) of the 
universe. 

68. I transmit to you the 
messages of my Rubb 
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(Sustainer) and [ am your 
trusted counsellor. 
69. And have this 
surprised you that an advice 
was bestowed to you from 
your -Rubb (Sustainer) 
through a man from amongst 
you, so that he may warn 
. you? And remember that He 
appointed you as successors 
of the nation of Nuuh (Noah) 
and increased the number of 
your community. Then 
remember the bounties of 
your Allah that you may 
prosper. 
70. They said, “have you 
come to us that we should 
worship one Allah and leave 
what our forefathers used to 
worship? You bring that you 
are threatening us, if you are 
truthful. 
71. He said, “surely there 
has befallen on you the 
punishment and wrath of 
your Rubb (Sustainer). Are 
you disputing with me only 
about such names which you 
and your forefathers have 
adopted for which Allah has 
revealed no authority? Wait 
then, I am among those who 
wait. 
72, Then We (Allah) saved 
him and those with him by 
showing Our (Allah’s) mercy 
and We (Allah) cut off the 
roots of those who used to 
falsify Our (Allah’s) Verses 
and they were not believers. 
SECTION 10 
73. And to Samood 
(Thamood) We (Allah) sent 
Saleh as their brethren. He 
said, “O my nation! worship 
Allah, you have none to 
worship except Him. Surely, 
there has come to you a clear 
Proof from your Rubb 
(Sustainer). This is a she 
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indecency which was not 
committed by any one in the 
world before you”? 


' gi. You surely, approach 


males for lust instead of 
females. On the contrary you 
cross the limits. 
82. And there was no 
answer with his nation. But 
they only said, “turn them 
out of your town. Surely, 
these people aspire to remain 
pure.” 
83. Then We (Allah) got 
him and his followers saved 
but his wife was among those 
who remained behind. 
84. And We (Allah) 
showered upon them a rain. 
Then see what was the end of 
the criminals? 

SECTION 11 
85. And to Madyan (We 
sent) Shuaib, their brother. 
He said, “O my people 
worship only Allah. There is 
none worth worship for you 
except Him. Surely, there 
has come to you a clear proof 
from your Rubb (Sustainer). 
Give full measures and full 
weights properly, and do not 
give the people their things in 
reduction. And spread no 
disorder in the earth after 
Setting its fair management. 
This is good for you, if you 
believe. 


86. And sit not on every 
path threatening and barring 
from Allah’s ways the 
wayfarers who have believed 
in Him, desiring crookendess 
in it. And remember, when 
you were few, He multiplied 
you. And behold! what was 
the end of those who indulged 
in disorder. 

87. And if there are some 
among you who believe in 
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that with which I have been 
sent but some others 
disbelieve it, be patient till 
Allah decides between us; and 
Allah's Judgement is the 
best.

SECTION 11 (Contd) 
88. The boastful elders of 
his nation said, “O Shuaib, 
we swear that we will 
certainly turu you out from 
our town alongwith those 
(Muslims) who are with you 
or you revert back to our 
faith.” He said, “what! even 
though we (Muslims) hate it? 
89. Certainly we shall 
forge a falsehood against 
Allah, if we return to your 
religion after Allah has saved 
us from it. And (Shuaib said) 
it is not for we (Muslims) that 
we should come back in the 
fold of your creed except that 
Allah who is our Rubb 
iSustuiner) so desires. The 
knowledge of our Rubb 
(Sustainer) comprehends 
every thing.

2 Those who falsified 
Shuaib tvanised) as if they 
had never lived in such 
houses. Those who falsified 
Ss oriuh were the people who 
sore the lasers. 
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93. Then he (Shuaib) 
turned away his face from 
them and said, “O my nation, 
I have already delivered to 
you the-messages of my Rubb 
(Sustainer) and have advised 
you sincerely for your good. 


How then should I be 

sorrowful about the 

disbelieving nation. 
SECTION 12 


94. And We (Allah) have 
not sent any Nabi (Prophet — 
communicator of hidden 
news) in any town but We 
(Allah) seized the people 
thereof with misery and 
hardship that anyway they 
might be remorseful. 

95. Then We (Allah) 
changed the evil with good 
until they grew in number 
and said, “surely hardship 
and happiness touched our 
fathers.” Then we seized 
them suddenly while they did 
not perceive. 

96. And had the people of 
the town believed and become 
pious We (Allah) would 
surely have opened upon 
them blessings from heavens 
and earth. But they falsified. 
So We (Allah) seized them on 
account of their deeds. 

97. Do the people of the 
towns not fear that Our 
(Allah’s) punishment may 
come upon them at night, 
while they remain asleep. 

98. Do the people of the 
towns feel secure that Our 


(Allah’s) punishment may 
come upon them in the 
morning while they are 


playing? 

99. Are they unaware of 
the plan of Allah? And none 
becomes secure against the 
plan devised by Allah except 
the people who shall perish. 
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SECTION 13 

100, Does it not guide those 
who inherited the earth from 
its (earlier) people, that had 
We (Allah) willed, We (Allah) 
would have sent calamity on 
them for their sins and put a 
seal upon their hearts that 
they may not hear anything. 

101, Such are the towns the 
news of which We (Allah) 
relate to you. And surely, 
there came to them their 


Rasools (Messengers) with 
clear proofs, but they were 
not able to believe what they 
had earlier falsified. Thus 
Allah puts a seal upon the 
hearts of disbelievers. 

102. And We (Allah) did not 
find most of them true to 
their promise and certainly, 
found most of them 
transgressors. 

103. Then after them, We 
(Allah) sent Moosaa (Moses) 
towards Firawn (Pharaoh) 
and his chiefs with Our 
(Allah's) Verses, but they 
ignored them (Verses). See 
then how was the end of 
these mischief mongers. 

104. And Moosaa (Moses) 
said, “O Firawn (Pharao)! 1 
am a Rasool (Messenger) 
from the Rubb (Sustainer) of 
the universe; 

105. so it is my duty not to 
ascribe anything to Allah 
except the truth. I have 
brought to you the clear signs 
from your Rubb (Sustainer) 
so send with me the children 
of Israael. 

106. He said, “if you have 
brought forth any sign, then 
produce it if you are 
truthful.” 

197 Then Moosaa (Moses) 
cast down his rod which at 
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once became clearly visible 
serpent. 
108. And he drew out his 
hand (from his armpit). It 
began to shine before the 
observers. 

SECTION 14 
109. The chiefs of the people 
of Firawn (Pharaoh) said, 
“you are indeed a magician 
full of knowledge.” 
110. He (Moses) wishes to 
expel you out from your land. 
What is your advice in it? 
111. They said, “put him 
and his brother off for a while 
and send into the cities callers 
to collect the people; 
112, that they may bring to 
you every magician full of 


knowledge (to counter 
Moses). 
113. And the magicians 


came to Firawn (Pharaoh) 
and said, “surely shall we get 
some remuneration if we are 
victcrious?” 

114. He (Pharaoh) said, 
“yes and then you shall 
become favourites (to me)”, 
N15. They said, “O Moosaa 
(Moses), will you throw 
(serpent rod) first or should 
we be the (first) casters? 

116. He (Moses) said, “you 
throw” (first). When they 
threw (serpent Strings) they 
put the people's eyes in a 
Spell and frightened them and 
brought forth a great magic. 
117, And = We (Allah) 
revealed to Moosaa (Moses), 
throw your rod, then 
suddenly it began to swallow 
that they forged. 

118. So the truth succeeded 
aod what they did became 
false. 


19. Then they were 
defeated and they turned 
about disgraced. 
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120. And all the magicians 
fell down in prostration (to 
Allah). 

121. They said, “we believe 
in the Rubb (Sustainer) of the 
universe.” 

122. Who is Rubb 
(Sustainer) of Moosaa 
(Moses) and Haroon (Aron). 
123. Firawn (Pharaoh) said, 
“you have believed in him 
before I gave you permission. 
This is surely a big plot which 
you all have devised in the 
city that you may expel its 
people therefrom. But you 
shall know its consequences”. 
124. “Surely I (Firawn) 
shall cut off your hands and 
your feet from alternate side. 


Then I shall crucify you all”. 
125. They said, “we are 
surely to return towards our 
Rubb (Sustainer)”. 
126. “And what looks you 
bad in us that we have 
believed in the Verses of our 
Rubb (Sustainer) as bestowed 
upon us. O our Rubb 
(Sustainer) fill us with 
patience and cause us to die 
as Muslims. 

SECTION 15 
127, And the chiefs of the 
nation of Firawn (Pharaoh) 
said, “do you leave Moosaa 
(Moses) and his nation to 
cause disorder in the land and 
reject you and whom (idols) 
you worship"? He (Pharaoh) 
said, “henceforth we shall kill 
their males (sons) but keep 
alive their females, and surely 
we (Pharaoh) are fully 
powerful over them. 
128. Moosaa (Moses) said to 
his nation, “seek the help of 
Allah and remain patient. 
Surely to Allah belongs the 
earth. He makes its heirs 
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whom He wills from amongst 
his devotees. And the best 
end is for the pious. 
129. They said. “we were 
oppressed hefote you were 
deputed to us and since your 
arrival to us.” He said, 
“shortly your Rubb 
(Sustainer) may destroy your 
enemy and make you the 
successors of the land to see 
your deeds.” 

SECTION 16 
130. And surely [ held the 
people of Firawn (Pharaoh) 
with years of calamity and 
searcity of fruits, that they 
may accept the advice. 
131. But when affluence 
came to them they used to 
say, “this is due to our own 
efforts”. And when their evil 
deeds gave them loss they 
considered it as a bad omen 


due to Moosaa (Moses) and 
his followers. Take it 
granted, their ill fate is with 
Allah only, but most of them 
did not have the knowledge. 
132. And they said, 
“whatever type of a sign you 
may bring to us to spell us, 
we are not at all to believe 
you”. 

133. So We (Allah) loosened 
upon them the flood, and the 
locusts ard the lice and the 
frogs and the blood as clear 
signs but they became 
boastful as they were the 
criminal nation. 

134. And then the plague 
was administered to them, 
they said, “O Moosaa (Moses) 
pray for us to your Rubb 
(Sustainer) because He has 
given an undertaking to you. 
Surely, if you remove from us 
this punishment, we would 
definitely believe in you and 
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Will allow you to take with 
you the children of Israael.” 
135, But when We (Allah) 
removed their plague for a 
term to which they were to 
reach, just they broke it. 
136. Therefore, We (Allah) 
took them to retribution and 
drowned them in the river, 
because they falsified Our 
\Allah’s) Verses and were 
careless to the same. 
137, And We (Allah) made 
the nation, who were already 
oppressed, heirs of the east 
and the west parts of that 
land in which We (Allah) 
blessed them best. And the 
(heavenly) promise of your 
Rubb (Sustainer) was fulfilled 
for the children of Israael, as 
a reward of their patience. 
And I destroyed whatever 
Firawn (Pharaoh) and his 
nation made and what they 
had been building. 
(ONE FOURTH OF PART 
NINE ENDS) 


138. And We (Allah) 
brought the children of 
Israael across the river. Then 
they became a nation sitting 
devotedly before their idols. 
They said, “O Moosaa 
(Moses), make for us a god for 
worship just as they have so 
many gods. He said, “surley 
you are an ignorant people.” 
139. Surely conditions, in 
which they fell were wrong 
and whatever they did was to 
be fully vanished. 
140. He — (Moses) said, 
“should | scek for you a god 
(for worship) except Allah, 
whereas He has given 
preference to you throughout 
the universe. 
141 And remember, he got 
ca freed fram the people of 
Fioasn ‘Pharaohi. who 
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awarded you severe 
punishment, slaughtering 


your sons and keeping your 
females alive. And therein 
was the great trial for you 
from your Rubb (Sustainer) 
SECTION 17 

142. And We (Allah) made a 
promise of thirty nights with 
Moosaa (Moses) and adding 
ten more nights in them, the 
promise of his Rubb 
(Sustainer) was completed in 
forty nights. And Moosaa 
(Moses) said to his brother, 
Haroon, (Aron) “be my vice 
regent for my nation and do 
reforms and do not follow the 
way of those who indulge in 
disorder’’. 

143. When Moosaa (Moses) 
came on My appointed time 


and his Rubb (Sustainer) 
talked to him, he (Moses) 
submitted, “O my Rubb 


(Sustainer)! show me your 
Exalted Being that I may see 
You. He (Allah) said, “you 
never can (bear to) see Me; 
yet look towards this 
mountain. If it remains 
Steadfast at its place, then you 
will see Me”. Then when his 
Rubb (Sustainer) made His 
Glorious Light shine on the 
mountain, it broke it into 
pieces; and Moosaaa (Moses) 
fell down unconscious. Then 
he said, “Glory be to you. I 
offer my repentance to You 
and I am the first of the 
believers”. 

144, (Allah) said, “O 
Moosaa (Moses) I have 
chosen you from amongst the 
people for My Message and 
for My words. Take then 
what I have given you and be 
among the thankfuls”. 

145. And We (Allah) wrote 
for him on the Tablets every 
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inscruction and details of 
everything and said, “O 
Moosaa (Moses), observe 
these with steadfastness and 
advise your nation to follow 
what is best in them. Soon I 
shall show you the house of 
the transgressors.” 
146. “And I shall soon take 
away My Verses from those 
who become arrogant in the 
earth unjustly. And even if 
they see all the Verses, they 
will not believe therein and if 
they see the path of guidance, 
they would not like to take its 
way; and if they see the way 
full of wrongness they will get 
ready to adopt it. This is so 
because they falsified Our 
(Allah's) Verses and kept 
themselves heedless from the 
same. 
147, And as to those who 
falsify Our (Allah's) Verses, 
and the meeting of the 
hereafter, their all deeds will 
be wasted. What they will get 
in reward except what they 
used to do. 

SECTION 18 
148. And after the absence 
of Moosaa (Moses) his nation 
made a calf out of their 
ornaments, a lifeless body, 
producing a (low) sound (of 
cow). Did they not see that 
neither it talked to them nor 
guided them to any way? 
They took it (for worship) and 
they were the cruels. 
149. And when they 
repented and understood that 
they had gone on the wrong 
way they said, “if our Rubb 
(Sustainer, does not take 
mercy upon us and does not 
forgive us then we will be 
ruined.” 
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150. And when Moosaa 
(Moses) returned to his 
nation full of anger, and 
sorrowful, he said, “how 
badly you (Aron) acted in my 
place after me? Were you in a 
haste to detract from the 
Commands of your Rubb 
(Sustainer)? And threw down 
the Tables and began to pull 
his brother (Haroon) towards 
him catching hold his 
brother’s beard. He said, “O 
son of my mother, surely the 
nation deemed me weak and 
were about to kill me. So do 
not make the enemies laugh 
over me and donot place me 
amongst the cruel people.” 
151. (He) submitted, “O my 
Rubb (Sustainer) forgive me 
and my brother, and cause us 
to enter Your Mercy and You 
are the most Merciful of the 
mercifuls. 
SECTION 19 

152. Surely, those who had 
already taken the calf for 
themselves (as worship idol) 
the wrath of their Rubb 
(Sustainer) and disgrace is to 
reach them in the life of this 
world. And thus We (Allah) 


retribute the forgers. 

153. And those who 
committed evils and 
thereafter repented and 


accepted faith, then after that 
your Rubb (Sustainer) is 
Forgiving, Merciful. 

154. And when the anger of 
Moosaa (Moses) cooled down 
he took up the Tables, and in 
their writings there is 
guidance and mercy for those 
who fear their Rubb 
(Sustainer). 

155. And Moosaa (Moses) 
chose seventy men of his 
nation for Our (Allah's) 
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eo 
promised apprintment. Then 


when eatthquake overtook 
them, Moosaa (Moses) 
submitted, “OQ my Rubb 


(Sustainer) ! had You wished, 
Vou would have destroyed 
hem and me, before. Will 
‘you kill us for what our 
foolish ones have done? That 
is nothing but trial from You. 
You leave to go on wrong path 
whom You Will, and guide 
whom You Will. You are our 
Protector. You forgive us, 
and have mercy upon us, and 


You are the best of the 
forgivers”. 
156. “And prescribe for us 


in this world what is good and 
also in the hereafter. Surely 
we have to return to You”. 
He (Allah) said, “I award My 
punishment to whom 1 Will, 
and My Mercy embraces 
every thing. Then soon I 
shall prescribe it for those 
who are pious with Allah and 
pay the Zakaat (compulsory 
due) and believe in our 
(Allah's) Verses”. 


157. Those who follow the 
unlettered Rasool 
(Messenger—the Holy 


Prophet Muhammad S.A.W.), 
whose name they will find 


written down in Tourait 
(Torah) and Injeel (Bible- 
Gospel). He (Muhammad) 


will bid them te do good and 
shall forbid them from doing 
evil, and shall make ‘Halal’ 
dawful: for them ‘Haram’ 
clean things and shall forbid 
for them (unclean) things, 
and shall remove from them 
their burden and neck 
shackles in which they were 
kept Then those who believe 
in him «Muhammad S.A.W.) 
and honor him and help him 
ind follow that Light which 
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has been sent down with him, 
they will be the persons who 
attain success. 
SECTION 20 
158. Please declare, 
mankind I am 
(Messenger) to all of you from 
Allah to Whom belongs the 
kingdom of the heavens and 
of the earth. None is to be 
worshipped except Him. He 
gives life and causes death. 
Believe in Allah and His 
Ummi Rasool, (unlettered 
Messenger whom none 
taught reading or writing but 
Allah perfected him with all 
knowledges to convey His 
hidden Messages) who only 
believes in Allah and His 
Words. So follow him that 
you may be guided. 
159. And amongst the 
nation of Moosaa (Moses) 
there was an Uummah 
(grand community) that 
guided others with truth and 
imparted justice. 
160. And We (Allah) divided 
them in twelve tribes as 
various communities. And 
We (Allah) revealed to 
Moosaa (Moses), when his 
people asked him for water 
that strike with your rod on 
this rock. There gushed forth 
from it twelve springs. Every 
community recognized its 
drinking place. And We 
(Allah) caused the clouds to 
cast shade over them, and 
sent down Munna and Sulva 
upon them (ready made 
heavenly dishes of fast food). 
Eat of the clean things 
provided by Us (Allah). They 
did not commit cruelty to Us 
(Allah) but they were cruel to 
their own selves, 
161. (And remember) when 
it was said to them, “reside in 
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this town and eat from it 
whatever you like, and say, 
“our sins may be removed”. 
Then enter the gate, 
prostrating, We (Allah) shall 
forgive you your sins. Soon 
We (Allah) shall provide more 
to the righteous ones. 
162. But the cruel ones of 
them changed the words 
contrary to that what was 
Commanded to them. Hence 
We (Allah) sent down upon 
them punishment from the 
sky of their such cruelties. 
SECTION 21 
163, And ask them the 
condition of the town that 
was on the seashore. When 
they crossed the limit in the 
matter of Sabath, (Saturday 
prohibition) their fish came 
swimming on surface before 
them, and the day on which 
they did not keep the 
Sabbath, they did not come. 
Thus I tried them on account 
of their disobedience. 


(ONE HALF OF PART 
NINE ENDS) 
164. When a community 


among them said, “why do 
you admonish those whom 
Allah is to kill or to inflict 
them with a severe 
punishment,” they said “this 
is an excuse before your Rubb 
(Sustainer) and may be that 
they may become pious”. 

165. When they neglected 
what they had been warned 
of We (Allah) saved those 
who prohibited others from 
the evil, and sized the cruel in 
an evil punishment because 
they were rebellious. 

166 When they rebelled 
against the command of 
prohibition, We (Allah) said 
to them, “be you apes, the 
hated and driven away.” 
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167. And behold when your 
Rubb (Sustainer) proclaimed 
that necessarily till the Day of 
Resurrection I would appoint 
on them such ones who 
would make them taste evil 
punishment. Surely, your 
Rubb (Sustainer) is swift in 
retribution, and surely, He is 
the most Forgiving, the most 
Merciful. 

168. And We (Allah) left 
them co scatter into many 
groups in the earth, some of 
them are righteous, and some 
of them are otherwise, and 
We (Allah) tried them with 
good things and evil ones that 
perhaps they may return. 

169. Then in their place 
after them came _ such 
degenerate successors who 
inherited the Book. They 
took the goods of this life and 
said, “now we _ shall be 
forgiven our sins. But if more 
fortunes like that came to 
them, they would have taken 
them. Was not the promise 
taken from them in the Book 
that they should say nothing 
concerning Allah except the: 
truth, and they have studied 
what is therein. And surely, 
the last house is better for 
those who are pious. Have 
you then no sense? 

170. And those who strictly

Please 
declare, “the spoils belong to 
Allah and Rasool (Allah’s 
Messenger). So fear Allah 
and keep things right among 
yourselves. And obey Allah 
and His Rasool (Messenger), 
if you are believers. 

2. Believers are only 
those whose hearts tremble 
when Allah’s Name is 
mentioned, and when His 
Verses are recited to them. It 
increases their faith and they 
put their trust in their Rubb 
(Sustainer).

(Allah) have provided them. 

4. They are the true 
believers (Muslims). For 
them are exalted ranks with 
their Rubb (Sustainer) and 
forgiveness and the honorable 
provisions.

20. O believers! obey Allah 


and His Rasool (Messenger) 
and do not turn away from 
Him (Allah) after listening to 
him (the Messenger). 

21. And do not be like 
those who say, “we hear,” but 
they do not obey. 

22, Surely, the worst of 
beasts in the Sight of Allah 
are those who are the deaf 
and the dumb, who have no 
sense. 

23. And if Allah had 
known any good in them, He 
would have caused them to 
listen. And if He had made 
them to hear, even then in 
the end, they would have 
turned away, their faces. 

24. believers! respond to 
the Call of Allah and the 
Rasool (Allah’s Messenger).

52. Their case is like the 
people of Firawn (Pharaoh) 
and those before them was 
that they disbelieved the 
Verses of Allah. Therefore, 
Allah destroyed them for 
their sins. Surely Allah is 
strongly severe in 
punishment. 

53. This is so because 
Allah does not change the 
favor that He confers upon a 
nation, until’ they change 
themselves, and surely Allah 
Hears, Knows. 

54. The pattern of the 
people of Firawn (Pharaoh) 
and those before them, was 
that they falsified the Verses 
of their Rubb (Sustainer). 
We* (Allah) destroyed them 
for their sins, and We (Allah) 
drowned the people of Firawn 
(Pharaoh), and they were all 
cruels. 

55. Surely, the worst of 
beasts in the sight of Allah 
are those who disbelieve and 
then they do not become 
faithfuls; 

56. Those are with whom 
you had entered into a 
Promise, then they break 
their undertaking every time 
and do not become pious. 

57. Therefore, if you find 
them anywhere in the war, 
kill them in such a manner 
that their remaining ones on 
the rear may be scattered that 
they may become mindful. 
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58. If you fear a treachery 
from any nation, throw back 
to them their understanding 
on equal basis.. Surely, the 
treacherous are not liked by 
Allah. 
SECTION 8 

59. And let not the 
disbelievers boast that they 
have gone out of control. 
Surely. they cannot escape. 
60, And make ready for 
them the strength you can 
gather with mounted horse 
pickets at frontier. Frighten 
thereby the enemies of Allah 
and your enemies and the 
hearts of others besides them, 
whom you do not see but 
Allah knows them. And

Allah is with the steadfasts. 
67. It is not befitting to any 
Nabi (Prophet of 


Allah—communicator of the 


hidden news) that he should 
make captives until he has 
fought and triumphed in the 
land. You desire the goods of 
the world, and Allah Desires 
the good of the hereafter. 
And Allah is Honorable, 
Wise. 
68. Had Allah not 
prescribed as ordinance 
before, surely (O Muslims) a 
great admonishment would 
have come as to you why you 
took as ransom from the 
disbelievers. 
69. Then eat of what you 
have obtained as spoils 
(abandoned things of the 
enemy at the front of the 
war). These are lawful and 
Pure. And remain pious to 
Allah. Surely, Allah is 
Forgiving, Merciful. 
SECTION 10 
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70. O Nabi (Prophet of 
Altah - the communicator of 


the hidden news) say to the 
prisoners in your hand, “if 
Allah finds any good in your 
hearts, then He will give you 
better than what has been 
taken from you and will 


forgive you.” And Allah is 
Forgiving, Merciful. 
71. And (oO beloved 


Prophet) if they intend to 
betray you, then they have 
also already betrayed Allah, 
before. But He gave you 
mastery over them. And 
Allah is Knowing, Wise. 

72. Surely, those who 
believe and migrate for Allah 


and struggle using their 
wealth and their lives in the 
way of Allah, and those who 
give shelter and help, they are 
friends to one another. But 
those who believe but did not 
migrate, you have no 
relations with them at all 
unless they leave homes (for 
cause of Allah). If they seek 
help from you in the matter 
of religion, then it is 
obligatory upon you to help 
them, except against a people 
between whom and you there 
is an agreement. And Allah is 
Seeing your doings. 

73. And the disbelievers 
are friends of one another. If 
you will not do so (act upon 
the treatment prescribed in 
Verse 72), then there shall be 
big turmoil and great disorder 
in the land. 

74. And those who believe 
and migrate and struggle in 
the way of Allah and those 
who give shelter and help 


they are the believers. For 
them is forgiveness and 
honorable provision. 
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75. And those who believe 
afterwards and migrate and 
wage the Jehad (self 
defensive fighting against the 
enemy of Islam and offensive 
war against the evil) along 
with you, they also are from 
you.

2. So go about in the land 
for four months and know 
that you cannot weaken Allah 
and Allah will disgrace the 
disbelievers. 
3. And a declaration from 
Allah and His  Rasool 
(Messenger) is to all the 
People on the day of Haijj-e- 
Akbar (Grand Muslim 
Pilgrimage on Friday) that 
Allah and His  Rasool 
(Messenger) are free from 
any liability to the idolators. 
So if you repent, it is good for 
you, and if you turn away 
then know that you cannot 
weaken Allah. And announce 
for disbelievers a painful 
punishment; 
4. except those of the 
idolators with whom you had 
an agreement, and they did 
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idolators whereever you find 
them (for violation) and catch 
them, and confine (imprison) 
them and establish picket for 
them at every place for 
ambush (as defence). ‘If they 
repent and establish Salaat 
(Muslim Prayer) and give the 
Zakaat (compulsory due for 
have nots) then. clear their 


way. Surely, Allah is 
Forgiving, Merciful. 

6. And (O beloved 
Prophet) if any of the 


idolators ask your protection, 
then give him (her) protection 
that he (she) hears the word 
of Allah. Then — send 


him (her) to his (her) place of 
security. This is because they 
are the ignorant nation. 
SECTION 2 
7. How can there be any 
agreement of the idolators 
with Allah and His Rasool 
(Messenger) except those 
with whom you made such 
agreement near Masjid-ul- 
Haram (Sacred Mosque). 
Then as long as they keep it 
for you, you should also stand 
for them. Surely, Allah loves 
the pious ones. 
8 How will it be that they 
dominate you ? They will not 
observe any kinship nor 
would they care for any 
treaty. They please you from 
their mouths but refuse you 
from their hearts. And most 
of them are disobedients. 
9. They have sold the 
Verses of Allah for a meagre 
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246 X — The Repentance 
price, then they barred others 
from His way. Surely, they 
do evil deeds. 
10. They neither have any 
regard for any kinship nor for 
any treaty with any believers 
(Muslim). And they are the 
|" transgressors. 
11. Then if they repent and 
. establish Salaat (Muslim 
. Prayer) and pay the Zakaat 
(compulsory due to the have 
nots) then they are your 
brothers in faith, And We 
(Allah) explain the Verses in 
detail for a nation who know. 
12. If they break their 
oaths after their agreement, 
and (openly) taunt at your 
religion, then fight with the 
' leaders of the disbelievers. 


: Surely, their oaths are 
nothing. . Thus they may 
desist. 


13. Will you not fight with 
a nation who broke their 
oaths and resolved to expel 
* the Rasool (Allah’s 
Messenger), although they 
made the commencement of 
hostility against you. Do you 
‘fear them ? But Allah is most 
worthy of being feared, if you 
believe; 
14. fight with them. Allah 
will punish them at your 
hands and disgrace them and 
He will help you against 
them, and will heal the hearts 
of the believing nation; 
15. and will remove the 
anger of their hearts, and 
Allah Accepts the repentance 
of whoso He pleases and 
Allah is Knowing, Wise. 
18. Do you think that you 
would be left alone, and Allah 
not yet made known 
those of you who will fight (in 
His way) and will not take 
4ny one as a confident except 
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247 iX — The Repentance 
Allah and His  Rasool 
(Messenger) and the believers 
(Muslims). Allah is aware of 
what you do? 
SECTION 3 

17. The idolators have no 
right to visit the mosques of 
Allah  self-confessing their 
own disbelief. Their entire 
deeds are in vain, and they 


shall remain in the fire, 
forever. 
18. Only such ones can 


visit the mosques of Allah 
who believe in Allah and the 
Last Day and establish Salaat 
(Muslim Prayer) and pay 
Zakaat (compulsory dues of 
have nots) and fear none 
except Allah. So these are the 
people who are among the 
guided ones. 

19. Do you consider the 
offering of water to the Hujjaj 
(Muslim pilgrims) and service 
of the Masjid-uul-Haram 
(sacred mosque) equal to one 
who believes in Allah and the 
Last Day and fights in the 
way of Allah ? They are not 
equal before Allah. And 
Allah does not guide the cruel 


nation. 

20. Those who believe and 
migrate and fight with their 
property and sacrificing their 
person in the way of Allah 
have the highest ranks with 
Allah. And they are the one 
who are successful. 

21. Their Rubb (Sustainer) 
gives them good news of His 
Mercy and of His Pleasure 
and of such Paradise wherein 
there is lasting bliss for them; 
22. to dwell therein for 
ever. Surely, there is great 
reward with Allah. 

23. O believers ! do not 
take even your fathers and 
brothers as friends, if they 
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IX — The Repentance 
prefer disbelief over belief. 
And whoso of you will be 
their friend, then they are the 
cruels. 
24. Please declare, “if your 
fathers, and your sons and 
your brothers and your wives 
and your clan and the wealth 
that you have acquired and 
the commerce in which you 
fear loss and the houses of 
your choice, are the things 
dearer to you than Allah and 
His Rasool (Messenger) and 
Jehad (fighting for the cause 
Allah against evil). Then wait 
til Allah sends His 
Command.” And Allah does 
not guide the disobedients. 
SECTION 4 
25. Certainly, Allah has 
helped you at many battle- 
fields and on the day of (war 
of) Hunain when your army 
appeared marvellous to you 
but it did not avail you 
anything that the land being 
So vast, became narrowed on 
you; and you turned your 
backs in retreat. 
26. Then Allah sent down 
His tranquillity on His Rasool 
(Messenger) and upon 
believers (Muslims), and sent 
down the forces that you did 


not see and He punished the 
disbelievers. And such is the 
award for the disbelievers. 

27. Allah accepts _ the 
repentance of those whom He 
Pleases. And Allah is 
Forgiving, Merciful. 

28. O believers! know that 
the idolators are nothing but 


unclean. So they shall not 
approach the Masjid-uul- 
im (sacred Mosque 


around Ka’aba in Makkah) 
after this year. And if you 
fear poyerty, then soon Allah 
shall enrich you with His 
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249 IX - The Repentance 
Bounty, if He Pleases. 
Surely, Allah is Knowing, 
Wise. 
29. Fight those who do not 
believe in Allah, nor in the 
Last Day, and do not forbid 
what Allah and His Rasool 
(Messenger) have made 
lawful, and do not practise 
the true religion being among 
those who were given the 
Book, until they pay the 
security tax with their own 
hands, being humbled. 
SECTION 5 
30. And the Jews, say, 
“Uzair is the son of Allah” 
and the Christians say, 
“Masih (Jesus) is the son of 
Allah.” These sayings, they 
utter with their mouths. 
They imitate the sayings of 
the disbelievers of the past. 
Allah curses them, how they 
are perverted ? 
31. They have taken their 
priests and monks as gods 
besides Allah and also Masih 
(Jesus) son of Maryam, 
(Mary); and they were 
commanded not to worship 
except Him Who is the only 
ONE worth worship. None is 
worth worship except He. He 
is too Holy above what they 
associate with Him. 
32. They desire to 
extinguish the Light of Allah 


with their mouths and Allah 
never can let them do so but 
rather perfects His Light, 


though the disbelievers 
dislike it. 
33. It is He Who has sent 


His Rasool (Messenger) with 
guidance and true religion 
that He may prevail it over all 
religions, though the idolators 
may dislike it. 
(HALF OF PART 10 
ENDS) 
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34. O believers! surely 
many of the rabbis, priests 
and monks devour the wealth 
of the people wrongfully and 
bar them from the Way of 
Allah. And those who hoard- 
up gold and silver and spend 
it not in the Way of Allah, 
give them the exact news of a 
painful punishment; 
35. On that day their 
treasure shall be heated in 
the fire of the hell, Then 
their foreheads and sides and 
backs shall be branded. This 
is what you had hoarded for 
yourselves. Now taste the 
penalty of such hoarding. 
36. Surely, the number of 
months with Allah is twelve 
only in the Book of Allah 
since the day He made the 
heavens and earth, four of 
them are sacred. This is the 
right reckoning. Therefore, 
do not wrong yourselves 
regarding them, and fight the 
disbelievers all together as 
they fight with you all 
together. And know that 
Allah is with the pious ones. 
37. Surely their 
postponement (of sacred 
month) is an increase in 
disbelief, with which the 
disbelievers are further 
misguided. They make it 
lawful in one year and forbid 
in another year, thus they 
cover up the number (of 
months) which Allah has 
prohibited, and violate what 
Allah has forbidden. Their 
evil deeds seem fair in their 
own eyes. And Allah does not 
guide the disbelievers’ nation. 
SECTION 6 
38. © believers what has 
happened to you that when it 
is said to you, “go ahead in 
the way of Allah, you sink 
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251 1X — The Repentance 
heavily down to the ground. 
Have you chosen the life of 
this world in preference to 
the hereafter”? But the goods 
of the present life of the world 
are little in comparison with 
that of the hereafter. 

39. If you will not move 
forwards He will penalize you 
with a severe punishment 
and will replace you by 
another nation, and you can 
do no harm to Him. And 
Aliah has full power over 


-every thing. 
40. If you will not help him 
(the beloved Prophet 


Muhammad S.A.W.) then 
surely, Allah has already 


aided him, when the 
disbelievers expelled him 
(from his home town 


Makkah), he being the second 
of the two (accompanied by 
his best companion Abu Bakr 
Siddeeq). When they both 
were in the cave he said to his 
companion (Abu Bakr) “do 
not despair.” Then Allah 
sent down on him His 
tranquility, and aided him 
with the force invisible 
warriors, and turned down 
the word of the disbelievers. 
It is the Word of Allah alone 
which is always supreme, and 
Allah is Honorable, Wise. 

41. Go forth with light self- 
defence or with heavy arms 
but do Jehad (fight evil for 
the cause of Allah) with your 
property and person. It is 
better for you, if you know. 

42. If there had been 


immediate gain, or short 
journey, then they (less firm 
believers of Makkah) would 
have certainly gone with you, 
but the hard journey distance 
was too long for them. And 
now they swear by Allah, that 
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if we had been able we would 
definitely have gone forth 
with you. They ruined their 
own selves, and Allah knows 
that they are surely the liars. 
SECTION 7 
43. Allah pardons your 
accommodating them in 
staying back, as it became 
clear to you who spoke the 
truth and you knew the liars 
clearly. 
44. And those who believe 
in Allah and the Last Day 
would not ask leave of you 
from Jehad (fight against 
evil) with their wealth and 
their lives. And Allah knows 
well the pious ones. 
45. Only they ask 
exemption who do not believe 
in Allah and the Last Day and 
their hearts are in doubts, 
then in their doubts they 
fluctuate. 
46. Had they willed to go 
forth, they would have made 
some preparation for it. But 
Allah disliked their such 
rising. So He left them to lag 
behind. And it was said to 
them, “remain held back with 
those who hold back.” 
47. If they would have 
come out along with you, they 
would have added you 
nothing except corruption 
and would have run to and 
fro in your midst seeking to 
cause sedition. among you by 
their spies. And Allah Knows 
well the cruels. 
48. Certainly they had 
sought disorder before, and 
turned the plans upside down 
for you, till the truth came 
and = Allah’s_ = Command 
*ppeared though they were 
Verse, 
49. And among them is he 
who submits before you like 
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this, “give me leave, and do 
not put me to trial.” Listen, 
they have already fallen down 
into trial. And surely, the 


hell surrounds the 
disbelievers. 
50. If good befalls you, 


then it hurts them, and if any 
misfortune comes to you, they 
say, “we had already taken 
precautions to set right our 
works before”. And they turn 
away rejoicing.” 

51. Please declare, 
“nothing shall reach us, but 
what Allah has ordained for 
us. He is our Protector, and 
the believers (Muslims) 
should keep trust in Allah 
only”. 

52. Please declare, “do you 
wait for us, but for one of the 
two excellent things” “And 
we are waiting for you that 
Allah awards you punishment 
from Himself, or by our 
hands. So wait, we also are 
waiting with you.” 

53. Please declare, “spend 
willingly or unwillingly, it 
shall not be accepted from 
you. Surely, you are a 
disobedient nation”. 

54. And what they spend, 
its acceptance was not barred, 
but because they rejected 
Allah and His Rasool 
(Messenger). And they come 
to Salaat (Muslim Prayers) 


half-heartedly and spend 
unwillingly. 
55. Their wealth and 


children should not astonish 
you. Allah only intends to 
punish them with these 
things in the life of this world 
that their souls may depart 
while they are disbelievers. 

56 They swear by Allah 
that they are from amongst 
you. But they are not from 
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1X — The Repentance 
Yes they are

w amongst you. 
tt timid people. 
657. If they could find a 
{fe of refuge, or cave or a 
place to creep into, they 
;would certainly have turned 
# to it rushing. 
#58. And of them there are 
those who speak ill about you 
| (Muhammad SAW.) in 
respect of the distribution of 
charities. Then if they get 
something of it, they are 
pleased, and if they get 
nothing, then they get angry. 
59. What good it had been 
if they would have been 
pleased with what Allah and 
His Rasool (Messenger) had 
given them and would have 
said, “sufficient for us is 
Allah.” “Allah gives us of His 
Bounty, and so the Rasool 
(Messenger) of Allah. To 
Allah only we turn in 
submission”. 
SECTION 8 
60. Zakaat (compulsory 
due for the have nots) is only 
for those who are poor and 
needy and those who collect 
it, and for those in whose 
hearts love of Islam is to be 
reposed and for the freeing of 
persons in bondage, and for 
debtors, and for spending in 
the way of Allah and for the 
" travellers. This is the 
Command of Allah. And 
Allah is Knowing, Wise. 
61. And of them are those 


who molest the Nabi 
(Prophet—the Almighty's 
communicator of hidden 


news) and say, “he gives an 
ear to all things he hears.” 
Please declare, “‘his giving ear 
to all is good for you. He 
believes in Allah and accepts 
the words of believers, and he 
Qfuhammad S.A.W.) is a 
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Blessing for the believers 
(Muslims) among you.” And 
those who molest the Rasool 
(Allah's Messenger), they 
shall have @ painful 
punishment. 

62. They swear (before 
you) by Allah that you may be 


pleased and Allah and His 
Rasool (Messenger) had 
greater right, that they 


should please Him, if they are 
believers. 
(THREE FOURTH OF 
PART 10 ENDS) 
63. Are they not aware 
that whoso opposes Allah and 
His Rasool (Messenger) for 
such one is the fire of hell to 
remain there for ever? This 
is the great degradation. 
64. The hypocrites fear lest 
a Surah (Chapter) should be 
revealed to them informing 
them what is (concealed) in 
their hearts. Please declare, 
“mock on, surely Allah is 
about to reveal what you 
fear.” 
65. And (O beloved 
Prophet) if you question them 
they say, “we were only 
talking idly and jesting.” 
Please declare, “were you 
mocking at Allah and His 
Verses and His  Rasool 
(Messenger)? 
66. Make no excuses, you 
have already become 
disbelievers after becoming 
believers (Muslims). If We 
(Allah) forgive some of you, 
We (Allah) shall punish 
others because they were the 
criminals. 
SECTION 9 
67. The hypocrite men and 
women are the birds of same 
feather, they bid evil and 
forhid from doing good, and 
keep their hands closed. 
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. They have left Allah so Allah 
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has left them. Surely, the 


. hypocrites are the confirmed 


disobedients. 

68. Allah has promised the 
hypocrite men and hypocrite 
women and disbelievers, the 
fire of hell; wherein they will 
remain for ever. That is 
sufficient for them, and the 
curse of Allah is upon them 
and for them is the lasting 
punishment. 

69. Even those before you, 
were mightier than you in 
strength, and more abundant 
in wealth and children. They 


' enjoyed their share so you 


enjoy your share, just as 
those before you enjoyed their 
share, and you indulged in 
ludeness just as they 
indulged. Their deeds are 
wasted in this world and the 
hereafter, and they are the 
losers. 

70. Have they not received 
the news of those before 
them, the nation of Nuh 
(Noah) and Aad and Samood 
(Thamud) and the nation of 
Tbrahim (Abraham), and the 
People of Madyan and of 
those towns which were 
ruined. Their Rasools 
(Allah’s Messengers) had 
brought to them clear Verses. 
We (Allah) did not wrong 
them, but they were cruel to 
their ownselves, 

71. And the __ believer 
(Muslim) men and women 
are friends to one another. 
They bid for good and forbid 
evil and establish Salaat 
(Muslim Prayer) and pay 
Zakaat (the compulsory due 
for have nots) and obey Allah 
and His Rasool (Messneger). 
These are they on whom soon 
Allah will have Mercy. 
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72, Allah has promised to 
believer (Muslim) men and 
believer (Muslim) women 
Paradise under which 
streams flow, wherein they 
shall remain for ever in clean 
houses. And the pleasure of 
Allah is the greatest. This is 
the supreme triumph. 
SECTION 10 

73. O Nabi (Prophet — 
communicator of the hidden 
news) fight against the 
disbelievers and the 
hypocrites and be strict to 
them. Their destination is 
hell, what an evil place to 
return. 

74, They swear by Allah 
that they spoke nothing but 
certainly they uttered the 
words of infidelity and 
became disbelievers after 
accepting Islam and they had 
determined that which they 
could not get; and what they 
felt bad was only this that 


Allah and His  Rasool 
(Messenger) has enriched 
them with bounties. If they 


repent, it is good for them, 
and if they turn away their 
faces then Allah will penalize 
them with a severe 
punishment in this world and 
in the hereafter. And on the 
earth they shall have neither 
any supporter nor any helper. 
75. And of them there are 
some who had promised with 
Altah that if He will give 
them out of His Bounties 
then they will surely give in 
charity and they will surely 
Lecame good people. 

Tr So when Allah gave 
them out of His Bounties, 
they became miser and

sdturned away their faces and 
: withdrew. 
} 77. Therefore, after He 
{Allah) left them with their 
hypocricy in their hearts until 
the Day. they meet Him that 
they failed in what they had 
promised to Allah and that 
| they were telling lies. 

78. Are they not aware 
that Allah knows the secrets 
tof their hearts and their 
teonspiracies and Allah quite 
‘ knows all the hidden 


79. Those who find faults 
'{ with believers (Muslims) who 
'| give charity willingly and who 
{ give out of their hard labor, 
{ they are the disbelievers who 
| laugh at them. Allah will pay 
| back their jocking and for 
{them is the painful 
| punishment. 
$80. (it is equal that) you 
+ ask or donot ask forgiveness 
{for them. Even if you ask 
{ forgiveness for them, seventy 
i times, Allah will never forgive 
‘them. That is because they 
' disbelieved in Allah and His 
‘ Rasool (Messenger). And 
. Allah does not guide the 


' disobedient people. 
SECTION 11 
81. Those who were left 


behind delighted at this that 
they remained sitting behind 
the Rasool (Allah’s 
_ Messenger) and they did not 
like that they may fight in the 
way of Allah with their 
wealth and lives and said, “do 
Rot go out in this heat;” 
Please declare, “the fire of the 
hell is the hottest (For them); 
could they understand?” 
82. They shall laugh a little 
but weep much, due to the 
Fetribufion of what they 
earned. 
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83. Then if (O beloved 
Prophet) Allah returns you to 
any party of them and they 
ask you permission to go forth 
to fight, then please declare, 
“never you will go forth with 
we, nor ever fight against any 
of my enemy. You chose to 
sit at home the first time, 
therefore, remain sitting with 
those who remain behind”. 

84. And you neither should 
pray for any of their dead, nor 
should stand over their 
graves. Surely, they 


disbelieved in Allah and His 
Rasool (Messenger) and died 
while they were disobedient. 

85. Be not astonished over 
their wealth and children. 
Allah only intends to punish 
them within this world, and 
leaves them that they should 


die while they are 
disbelievers. 
86. And when any Surah 


(Chapter) is revealed, 
commanding, “believe in 
Allah and fight in the 
company of His  Rasool 
(Messenger) those having 
capability among them ask 
leave of you and say, “leave 
us to remain sit with those 
who sit behind.” 


87. They like that they 
should remain with the 
womenfolk left, and their 


hearts are sealed-up, so they 
understand nothing. 

88. But the Rasool (Allah's 
Messenger) and whoso 
believed with him, fought 
with their properties and 
persons. And it is they for 
whom are goods, and it is 
they who reached their goal. 
89. Allah has prepared for 
them Paradise under which 
streams flow. They shall 
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remain in eternity therein. 
This is the supreme triumph. 
SECTION 12 

90. And the  defaulters 
from the desert Arab who had 
an excuse came begging leave 
to stay behind while those 
who lied to Allah and His 
Rasool (Messenger) remained 
idle at home. Soon a painful 
punishment shall befall to the 
disbelievers among them. 

91. There is no fault on the 
weak, and on the sick and nor 
on those who are not capable 
to spend, when they are 
sincere to Allah and His 
Rasool (Messenger). There is 
no accountability for the kind 


ones. And Allah is For; giving, 
Merciful; 
92. nor on those who came 
to you that you may provide 
conveyance to carry them (to 
battle field) You said to 
them, “I have nothing where 
on to carry you mounted.” So 
they returned back and their 
eyes overflowing with tears 
because of the grief that they 
could not find means that 
which they should spend. 
93. The accountability is 
only for those who ask 
permission from you and they 
are rich. They liked to sit 
behind and Allah has sealed 
their heart so they know 
nothing,

SECTION 12 (Contd.) 
94. They will make excuses 
to you when you will return 
to them. Please declare, 

“make no excuses. We will 
never believe you. Allah has 
already given information to 
us about matters relating to 
you". Now Allah and His 
Rasool (Messenger) will see 
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your deeds, then you will be 
returned to Him Who knows 
all the unseen and the seen. 
He will tell you what you 
used to do. 

95. They will swear by 
Allah before you, when you 
return to them that you may 
leave them. Therefore, you 
turn aside from them because 
they are completely unclean 
and their destination is hell 
as a retribution of what they 
used to earn. 

96. They used to swear 
before you that you may be 
pleased with them. But if you 
are pleased with them, surely 
Allah is not pleased with 
disobedient people. 

97. They being dwellers 
(Arabs) of desert are more 
stubborn in infidelity and 
hypocrisy and they are only 
worthy of this that they 
should remain ignorant of the 
Commands which Allah has 
sent down upon His Rasool 


(Messenger). And Allah is 
Knowing, Wise. 
9s. And among the 


dwellers (Arabs) of desert, 


some are those who regard 
what they spend in the way of 
Allah as fine, and remain 
aspirant of misfortune 
befalling on you. On them is 
the evil calamity. And Allah 
Hears, Knows. 

99. And among the 
dwellers (Arabs) of the desert 
some are those who believe in 
Allah and the Last Day, and 
regard that what they spend 
brings nearer to Allah and 


and enables to get the 
blessings of the Rasool 
(Messenger of Allah). Yes, 


that is the means of such 
nearness for them. Allah will 
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262 iX— The Repentance 
Mercy. Surely, Allah is 
Forgiving, Merciful. 
SECTION 13 

100. And the first and the 
foremost are Moohajirs 
(migrants) and Ansaars 
(helpers) and those who 
followed them with good 
intention. Allah is pleased 
with them and they are 
Pleased with Allah. And for 
them He _ has _ prepared 
Paradises under which 
streams flow. They will 
remain there for ever. This is 
the greatest success. 

101. And some dwellers 
(Arabs) of desert around you 
are hypocrites and some of 
the dwellers of Madina too. 
Hypocrisy has become their 
habit. You know them not, 
We (Allah) know them. We 
(Allah) shall soon punish 


them again. They will be 
returned to a_ grievous 
torment. 


102. And there are some 
others who acknowledge their 
sins and mix up a good deed 
with evil. It is near that Allah 
may accept their repentance. 
Surely, Allah is Forgiving, 
Merciful. 

103. (O beloved Prophet) 
realize the Zakaat 
(compulsory due for have 
nots) out of their wealth, to 
purify and clean them. And 
pray for them. Surely, your 
prayer brings good relief for 
them. And Allah Hears, 
Knows, 

104. Are they not aware 
that only Allah accepts the 


repentance of His devotees 
and takes the charities in His 
Hand, and that Allah is the 
Relenting, the Merciful ? 

105. And please declare, 
“work, Allah observes your 
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263 
work and so does His Rasool 
(Messenger) and the believers 
(Muslims). And you will soon 
be returned to Him Who 
Knows all the unseen and the 
seen. Then He will inform 
you what you used to do. 

106. And others’ actions 
have been deferred to Allah’s 
judgement, whether He 
punishes them or accepts 
their repentance. And Allah 
is Knowing, Wise. 

107, And those who have 
built a mosque in order to 
commit mischief spread 
disbelief and to cause disunity 
among the Muslims and 
provide refuge for him who 
thrusts war against Allah and 
His Rasool (Messenger) from 
the past. And they will surely 
swear that they desired only 
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good. But Allah bears 
witness that they are 
certainly liars. 


108. You never enter that 
mosque. Surely, the mosque 
whose foundations have been 
Jaid on righteousness from 
the very first day, is much 
worthy that you may stand 
therein.

109. Then is he(she) better 
who laid foundation upon the 
fear of Allah and His Pleasure 
or he who laid his foundation 
on the brink of a falling pit 
and then fell with it in the 
fire of the hell; And Allah 
does not guide to the right 
way the cruel people. 

110. The edifice which they 
have built will continue to 
inspire their hearts until their 
hearts may be cut into pieces. 
And Allah is Knowing, Wise. 
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264 IX — The Repentance 
SECTION 14 
111 Surely, Allah has 


bought from the faithfuls 
their lives and properties for 
this in return, that for them 
is Paradise as they fight in 
the way of Allah. Then they 
kill and are killed: There is 
true promise as His generous 
responsibility in the Tauraat 
(Torah) and the Injeel (Bible- 
Gospel) and the Qur'aan. And 
who is more true to his words 


. than Allah ? Rejoice then in 
your bargain which you have 


done with Him. And it is the 
greatest achievement. 

112. They are those 
(believers) who repent, who 
worship, who praise, who 
observe Saum (Muslim 
Fasting), who bow, who 
Prostrate, who enjoin what is 
the good and forbid from evil 
and who keep the limits of 
Allah. And let this be a glad 


news for the believers 
. @fuslims). 
113. It is not for the Nabi 


_ (Prophet of Allah) and the 


believers (Muslims) to beg 


: forgivensess for the pagons, 
- even though they be relatives, 


after it has been made clear to 


* them that they are the 


inmates of hell. 

4. And Tbraaheem’s 
(Abraham's) asking 
forgiveness for his father was 
hot but on account of a 
promise, he had made to him. 
But when it was made clear 
to him that he is an enemy of 
Allah he detracted himself 
from him. Surely Ibraaheem 
(Abraham) was most tender 
hearted and forbearing. 

115." And it is not 
(attributable to) Allah that 
He leads astray any nation 
fer He has guided them, 
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until He makes clear to them 
as to what they have to guard 
against. Surely Allah Knows 
every thing. 

116. Surely Allah’s is the 
kingdom of heavens and 


earth. He gives life and 
causes death. And you have 
no Protector nor Helper 
besides Allah. 

117,.. Surely, Blessings of 


Allah are conferred on the 
Nabi (Prophet of Allah) and 
those immigrants and helpers 
who sided with him in the 
hour of hardship, after it that 
the hearts of some of them 
were about to deviate. Then 
He turned towards them with 
Blessings. Surely, He is most 
Kind, Merciful to them. 
118. And to the three who 
were left behind, so much so 
that the earth being so vast 
became closed to them, and 
they became tired of their 
own lives, and they were 
certain that there is no refuge 
from Allah except Him. 
Then, He turned to them to 
forgive that they might 
repent. Surely, it is Allah 
Who is Relenting, the most 
Merciful. 

SECTION 15 
119. O believers! fear Allah 
and stand with the truthful. 
120. It was not proper for 
the inhabitants of Madina 
and those around them from 
amongst the dwellers (Arabs) 
of desert to stay behind the 
Rasool! Messenger) of Allah, 
nor that they should consider 
their own lives more dear 
than his life. This is so 
because whatever they face as 
thirst or distress or hunger 
for the cause of Allah or they 
take a step on a place which 
provokes the dishelievers or 
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266 IX — The Repentance 
whom they do any harm to 
the enemy, it shall be written 
as good deed for them. Surely 
Allah does not waste reward 
of the kind ones. 

121. And whatever they 
spend, small or great and the 
valley they cross, all is 
written in their credit, so that 
Allah may reward them for 
their best deeds. 

122. And it is not possible 
for believers (Muslims) that 
all should come out (for war). 
A party from them should 
come out and some should 
stay behind that they may 
understand religion and be 
able to instruct them after 
coming back that they may be 
careful (in deeds). 

SECTION 16 

123. O believers! fight the 
pagons who dwell around 
you, and let them find in you 
a firmness, and know that 


Allah is with the pious. 
124. Whenever a  Soora 
(Chapter of the Holy 


Qur’aan) is revealed, then 
some of them say, “which of 
you has increased in strength 
of faith ? But those who 
believe, it has increased them 
in faith, and they are 
rejoicing. 

(ONE FOURTH OF PART 

11 ENDS) 

125. And those in whose 
hearts there is disease, it 
increases their dirtyness with 
more dirtyness and they die 
while they are disbelievers. 
126. Do not they observe 
that they are tried every year 


once or twice? Even then 
neither they repent nor 
accept advice. 


127. And whenever any 
Soora (Chapter) is sent down, 
they begin to look at each 
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other, does any one watch 
you? Then they turn away. 
Allah has left their hearts to 
go exhausted, because they 
are senseless people. 

_ 128. Surely there has come 
to you a Nabi (Messenger of 
Allah) from among 
yourselves. Your suffering is 
felt very heavily by him and 
he seriously desires your 
welfare. To the believers 
(Muslims) he is most kind 
and merciful. 

129, But if they turn back 
their face then please declare, 
“Allah is enough for me. 
There is no Allah but only 
He. In Him I trust; and He is 
the Rubb (Sustainer) of the 
Glorious power.”

most Affectionate, the most 
Merciful. 
SECTION 1 

3, ALIF LAAM RAA 
(A.L.R.) These are the Verses 
of the Book of Wisdom. 
2. Is it a wonder for the 
people that We (Allah) 
revealed to a male among 
them to warn the people, and 
give glad news to the 
believers, that they have a 
sure position of truth with 
their Rubb (Sustainer). The 
dishelievers said, ‘surely he is 
a clear magician.” 
3. Surely, Your Rubb 
(Sustainer) is Allah Who 
created the heavens and earth 
in six periods and is firm in 
power He manages to 
regulate all the affairs. No 
ane can make any 
recommendation except by 
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His Permission. This is Allah 
your Rubb (Sustainer). Then 
only worship Him. Why then 
you do not take this fact to 
mind? 

4. To Him all of you have 
to return together. The 
promise of Allah is true. 
Surely, He initiates creation. 
Then He will reproduce it 
after destruction, so that He 
may give the reward justly to 
those who believe and 
perform pious deeds. And for 
the disbelievers is the boiling 


drink and painful 
punishment, as a retribution 
of their disbelieve. 


5. It is He Who has made 
the sun shine, and the moon 
light and determined for 
them stages that you may 
know the computation of 
years and calculations. Allah 
has created them only to 
manifest truth. He explains 
fully the Verses for the 
knowledgeable people. 

6. Surely, in the variation 
of night and day and 
whatever Allah has created in 
the heavens and earth there 
are the signs for those who 
are pious. 

7. Surely, those who have 
no hope to meet Us (Allah) 
and are pleased with this 
worldly life and are satisfied 
with it, and those who are 
neglectful of Our (Allah's) 
Verses; 

8. for them is hell to dwell 
4s return of what they earn. 
9. Surely, who believe 
and do righteous deeds their 
Rubb (Sustainer) will guide 
them, on account of their 
faith, to the paradises of bliss 
beneath which streams flow. 
10. Their prayer in it shall 
be, “you are Holy, O Allah”, 
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and their greeting word is 
“Peace” and they end their 
prayer as “all praise be to 
Allah, Who is the Rubb 
(Sustainer) of the entire 
universe”. 
SECTION 2 

v1. And had Allah 
hastened the punishment to 
the human beings, as they 
demand in haste the good, 
their fate would have been 
finished. But We (Allah) 
leave those who dq not aspire 
to meet Us (Allah) , that they 
blindly may wander in their 
excesses. 

12, And when misfortune 
befalls a man, he (she) calls 
Us (Allah) lying down and 
sitting down and standing up; 
but when We (Allah) remove 
his (her) trouble, he (she) 
passes on as if he (she) never 
prayed to Us (Allah) at the 
time of any trouble touching 
him (her). Thus it appears 
fair to the transgressors for 
what they do. 

13. Surely, We 
ruined generations _ before 
you, when their Rasools 
(Messengers of Allah) came to 
them with clear arguments, 
but they were not such as to 
believe. Thus We (Allah)* 
punish in retribution the 
criminals. 

14. Then We (Allah)* 
appointed you vicerays on 
earth to succeed them, that 
We (Allah) may observe how

you act ? 
15. And when Our 
‘Allah’si* clear Verses are 


recited to them, then those 
who do not hope to meet Us 
(Allah)* say, bring the 
Qur'aan other than this, or 
change it. Please declare, “it 
1s not for me to change it by 
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my own choice. I only follow, 
what is revealed to me. If I 
disobey my Rubb (Sustainer), 
then I fear the punishment of 
the mighty Day. 

16. Please declare, “if 
Allah had Willed, I would not 
have recited it to you, nor 
would He have taught it to 
you. I have lived a life time 
among you before it. Even 
then you do not understand. 
17. Then who is more 
cruel than the one who forges 
a lie against Allah or belies 
His Verses? Surely, the 
criminals will not succeed. 

18. And they worship 
instead Allah such one which 
neither can harm them nor 
can give them any favor. And 
they say, “these are our 
helpers with Allah”. Please 
declare, “do you presume to 
tell Allah the thing as if it is 
neither in His knowledge, nor 
in heavens or on earth. Holy 
and exalted is He from what 
they assuciate (with Him). 

19. And the mankind are 
not but one community, but 
they differ. And had this 
thing not been settled so from 
your Rubb (Sustainer) before, 
the matter would have been 
decided between them 
concerning which they 


disagree. 
20. And they say, why has 
not a verse been sent down to 


him from his Rubb 
(Sustainer)? Please declare, 
“the unseen belongs to 


Allah.” “Now wait, I am also 
surely among those who wait 
with you.” 
SECTION 3 

21. And when We (Allah) 
let the people taste mercy 
after any hardship touches 
them, forth with they begin to 
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271 X— Yunus. 
play trick with Our (Allah's) 
Verses. Please declare, 
“Allah is swift in secret 


devise’. Surely Our (Allah's) 
Angels are writing what are 
your tricks, 

" It is He Who helps you 
ta journey on the land and 
va until you are in the ships 
int (hey sail in both of them 
with a fair breeze and they 
rejoice thereby. Then there 
comes upon them a violent 
wind and the waves from 
every side overtake them, and 
they think that they were 
cneireled. Then at that time, 
they call Allah declaring 
murely to be His obedients 
that if you would save us 
from this, we shall then 
surely be grateful. 

23, But when Allah saves 
them, they without right 
rebel in the earth to commit 
excesses in the land without 
right. OQ mankind your 
rebellion is only against your 
ownselves, till your living in 
this world. Then you are to 
return to Us (Allah). At that 
time We (Allah) will inform 
you what were your deeds. 

Od The example of this life 
of the world is like that water 
which We (Allah) send down 
frum the sky, on account of 
which the vegetation of the 
eurth grows in abundance, of 
which men and cattle eat, till, 
when the earth glitters as 
gold and is adorned fully and 
its owners think that it is so 
under their tilling authority. 
Our (Allah’s) Command 
cnmes upon it by night or by 
day We (Allah) make it 
barren as if it had not existed 
ull yesterday. Thus We 
‘Allah) explain fully Our 
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(Allah's) Verses for a people 
who ponder. 

25. And Allah calls 
towards the home of peace. 
And He guides whom He 
Wills to the straight path. 

26. For those who do good 
is a good reward and even 
more than that. And neither 
darkness nor disgrace will 
cover their faces. It is they 
who are the inhabitants of 
Paradise and they will reside 
there for ever. 

27. And those who earn 
evils, the retribution of the 
evil is the like of it, and 
disgrace will cover them. 
There will be none to defend 
them from Allah, as if their 
faces have been covered by 
lairs of the pitch darking 
night. It is they who are the 


inhabitants of the hell to 
dwell there for ever. 

28. And on the day when 
We (Allah) shall raise all of 
them together, then We 
(Allah) shall say to the 
idolators, “remain at your 
Places, you and your idols.” 
Then We (Allah) shall 
separate them one from 
another and their associates 
will say to them “it was not 
us that you used to worship.” 
29. Therefore, Allah is 
sufficient as witness between 
you and us (idols), that we 
were not aware of your 
worship to us.

30. Here every self will be 
tested what it sent before, 
and they shall be returned to 
Allah, Who is their true 
Protector and all their 


fabrications shall vanish from 
them. 
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SECTION 4 
31 I'Nease declare, Who 


provides you from the heaven 
and the earth: or who has 
endowed you hearing and 
sight, and who brings out the 
living from the dead and 
brings out the dead from the 
living and who manages all 
affairs"? They will say, “It is 
Allah”. You declare please, 
“Then why do not they 
become pious”? 

32. This then is Allah, your 
true Rubb (Sustainer). What 
is not the truth ends in 
falsehood. Then how you can 
turn away from Him. 

33. Thus the word of your 
Rubb (Sustainer) proved true 
against the law breakers that 
they do not believe. 

34. Please declare, ‘‘Are 
there any of your associate 
gods who originate creation, 
then reproduce same after 
destruction. Please declare, 
“Allah originates, then will 
reproduce after destruction. 
Then where are you turning 
away blindly”? 

35. Please declare, “Is 
there any of your associate 
gods who may guide to the 
truth”. Please declare, ‘Only 
Allah guides to the truth.” 
Then should He Who guides 
to the truth be followed; or 
the one who himself finds no 
guidance, unless he is guided? 
Then what happened to you? 
How do you judge? 


36 And most of them 
follow only _ imagination. 
Surely, imagination — avails 


nothing against truth. Surely 
Allah Knows what they do. 

37 And this Quraan could 
not have been produced by 
anyone apart from Allah and 
definitely it 1s a confirmation 
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of the former revelations, and 
is the detailed explanation of 
what is in the details of the 
Book. There is no doubt in it, 
it is from the Rubb 
(Sustainer) of the universe. 
38. Or do they say, “Some 
one (Muhammad) has 
fabricated it’? Please declare, 
“Then bring a SURA 
(Chapter) like it, and get help 
from all whom you can bring 
together, besides Allah, if you 
are truthful”. 

39. _ Instead they falsify that 
of which they have no 
knowledge because they could 
pot comprehend the same 
and they have not yet got its 
interpretation. In the same 
manner those who were 
before them rejected (the 
truth). Then see what was 
the end of the cruels? 

40. And among them is he 
who believes in it, and among 
them is he who does not 
believe in it and your Rubb 
(Sustainer) knows well those 
who cause disorder. 


SECTION 5 

41. And if they falsify you, 
then please declare, “for me 
are my deeds and for you are 
your deeds. You are not 
responsible for what I do, and 
I am not responsible for what 
you do.” 

42. And among them are 
those who listen to you, but 
can you make the deaf hear, 


even though they are 
incapable to understand? 
43. And among them is he 


who looks at you, but will you 
guide the blind, even though 
they do not see? 

44. Surely, Allah is not at 
all unjust to mankind, but 
men are unjust to themselves. 
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45. And on the day when 
He will gather them, as if 
they had not stayed in the 
world but a moment of that 
day. They shall mutually 
recognize each other. Surely, 
those who falsified the 
meeting with Allah, will 
remain fully perished and 
they were not rightly guided. 
46. And if We (Allah) show 
you some of the things, We 
(Allah) threatened them, or 
We (Allah) call you to Us 
(Allah) before, as they also 
have to return to Us (Allah). 
Allah is Himself witness of 
what they did. 

47, And for every nation 
there has been a Rasool 
(Messenger). When their 
(Messenger) had come to 
them it was judged between 
them july and they were not 
wronged. 

48. And they say,“when 
this threat will be fulfilled, if 
you are truthful ?” 

49, Please declare, “I have 
no power of doing good or bad 
myself but whatever Allah 
Pleases. For every nation 
there is a fixed term. When 
their term will complete, then 
neither they can stay behind 
for a moment, nor can they 
advance it by a moment. 

50. Please declare, “tell 
me, if His punishment comes 
upon you by night or in the 
day, then what is there for 
which the criminals ere in 
haste? 

51. Will you then believe 
therein when it would occur 
actually? Do you now believe, 
where as you were in a hurry 
for it in advance? 

52. Then it will be said to 
the criminals, “taste the 
punishment, everlasting. You 
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will get nothing more as 
retribution but whatever you 
earned.” 

53. And they ask you, “is 
that true”. Please declare, 
“yes by my Rubb (Sustainer) 
surely, that is true. And you 
cannot eascpe. 

SECTION 6 

54. And if each person who 
commits injustices possesses 
all that is in the earth will 
offer it as ransom for self. 
But such ones would hide the 
remorse in their hearts, when 
they would see the 
punishment, but it will be 
decided between them justly 
and they will not be dealt 
with unjustly. 

55. Behold, surely, it 
belongs to Allah only what 
ever is in the heavens and the 
earth. Behold, surely, Allah’s 
Promise is true, but most of 
them do not know. 
56. He gives life and causes 
death, and to Him you shall 
return. 
57. O mankind, there has 
come to you a warning to you 
from your Rubb (Sustainer), 
and healing what is in your 
hearts, and a guidance and a 
mercy tor the believers. 
+58. Please declare, “only 
‘Allah's Bounty and only His 
‘Mercy, be depended upon. 
Therefore, let them rejoice, 
‘that is better than all their 
Wealth. 
“59. Please declare, “think 
‘what Allah has bestowed to 
‘You of provisions. You have 
yourselves made some part of 
% lawful and an another 
Unlawful.” — Please declare, 
“has Allah permitted you so 
or you forge fi i 
ane : rge falsehood against 
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60. And what do they 
think who forge falsehood 
against Allah, that what will 
be their fate on the Day of 
Resurrection? Surely Allah is 
Bountiful to mankind, but 
most of them are not 
thankful. 
SECTION 7 

61. And when you are busy 
in any work, or you recite any 
part of the Qur'aan from 
Him, and you perform any 
act, We (Allah) are witnesses 
over you when you commence 
it. And there is nothing 
hidden from your Rubb 
(Sustainer) even to an atom’s 
weight in the earth or in the 
heavens, and there is nothing 
smaller than that or greater 
but it is in the enlightened 
Book. 

62. Behold carefully that 
surely, there is no fear nor 
any grief upon the friends of 


Allah; 

63. They are those who 
believe and are pious to their 
duty. 

64. For them are the 
rejoiceful news in the life of 
this world and in the 


hereafter. The words of Allah 
are not changeable. That 
indeed is the highest success. 

65. And let not their 


sayings grieve you. Surely all. 


the Glory belongs to Allah. 
He is the Hearing, the 
Knowing. 


66. Behold, surely whatso 
is in the heavens and whatso 
is in the earth belongs to 
Allah. And what they are 
following those who call gods 
as associates besides Allah ? 
They follow nothing but 
fancy. And they are doing 
nothing but conjectures. 
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:87, It is He Who has made 
aight for you, that you may 
“rest there-in, and made the 
day full of light. Surely there- 
in are signs for those who 
disten. 
68. They (Christians) say. 
“Allah has begotton a son”. 
“Allah is Holy; He is All- 
sufficient; To Him belongs 
_ whatever is in the heavens 
and what ever is in the earth. 
You certainly have no 
. authority for this. Do you say 
about Allah that you do not 
| know. 
69. Please declare, “those 
‘who forge falsehood against 
Allah they will never be 
successful”. 
70. They have achieved a 
little credit only in this world. 
They are to return to Us 
(Allah). Then We (Allah) 
shall make them taste a 
severe punishment, as the 
retribution of their disbelief. 
[THREE FOURTH OF 
PART 11 ENDS] 
SECTION 8 
71. And recite to them the 
story of Nuuh (Noah) when 
he said to his people, “O my 
people if my standing up and 
reminding you the Verses of 
Allah has offended you then I 
trust only in Allah. You plan 
your actions unitedly with 
your false associate gods so 
that nothing may be obscured 
to you in your works. Then 
make any decision against me 
and allow me no respite”. 
72, “But if you turn away 
your faces then I do not ask 
you for any return. My 
return is only with Allah, and 
I have been commanded to be 
amongst the Muslims”. 
73. But they disbelieved 
him. Then We (Allah) saved 
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him and those who were with 
him in the ark; and We 
(Allah) made them rulers. 
And We (Allah) drowned 
those who belied Our 
(Allah's) Verses. Behold 
what was the end of those 
who were warned. 

74. Then after him We 
(Allah) sent other Rasools 
(Messengers) towards their 
nations. They brought to 
them clear signs but they 
were not to believe what they 
-had already belied previously. 
Thus We (Allah) seal the 
hearts of the transgressors. 
75. Then after them We 
(Allah) sent Moosaa (Moses) 
and Haroon (Aron) to Firawn 
(Pharaoh) and his courtiers 
with Our (Allah’s) Verses. 
But they turned out to be 


boastful and they were 
criminal people. 
76. When the truth came 


to them from Us (Allah) they 
said this is surely a manifest 
magic. 

77. Moosaa (Moses) said, 
“go you say such with regard 
to the truth when it came to 
you? Is this magic? And 
magicians do not attain any 
success. 

78. They said, “have you 
come to us so that you may 
detach us from that upon 
which we found our 
forefathers, and that you 
(Moses and Aron) may gain 
power in the land. But we do 
not believe you”. 

79. And Firawn (Pharaoh) 
said, “bring to me every 
skilful magician”. 

80. Then when 
magicians came 


the 
Moosaa 
(Moses) said to them, cast 
down whatever you are to 
cast.” 
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81. Then when they had 
cast down, Moosaa (Moses) 
said, “what you have brought 
is magic. Now Allah will 
vanish it. Surely Allah does 
not set right the work of the 
mischief makers”. 
82. “And Allah will prove 
the truth by His Words, 
however averse the criminals 
may be”. 

SECTION 9 
83. But none believed 
Moosaa (Moses) except some 
people of his nation, for the 
fear of Firawn (Pharaoh) and 
his chiefs that they would 
persecute them. And surely 
Firawn (Pharaoh) was a 
tyrant in the land, and surely 
he crossed the limits. 
84. And Moosaa (Moses) 
said, O my people, if you 
believe in Allah, then repose 
your trust into Him alone, if 
you are Muslims”, 
85. They said, “we repose 
our trust only in Allah. Our 
Rubb (Sustainer) do not 
make us a subject to the 
Persecution of the wrong 
doing people; 
86. and deliver us by Your 
Mercy from the disbelievers’ 
tation. 
87. And We (Allan) 
revealed to Moosaa (Moses) 
and his brother, saying, “take 
houses for your nation in 
Egypt, and make your houses 
in the Qibla direction and 
establish Salaat (Muslim 
Prayer) and give good news to 
the Muslims”. 
88. And Moosaa (Moses) 
submitted, “O our Rubb 
(Sustainer) You have 
bestowed Firawn (Pharaoh) 
and his chiefs splendour and 
wealth in this life of the world 
so that, O our Rubb 
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(Sustainer) they may mislead 
people from Your path. O our 
Rubb (Sustainer) destroy 
their wealth and harden their 
hearts, so that they may not 
believe until they see the 
painful punishment.” 

89. He said, “the prayer of 
both of you has been 
accepted, So be steadfast, and 
do not follow the path of the 
ignorants.” 

90. And We (Allah) led the 
children of Israael across the 
river. Then Firawn 
(Pharaoh) and his armies 
followed them with 
aggression and oppression, 
until when the drowning 
overtook him. He said, “I 
believe, that there is no god 
except Allah to be worshipped 
Whom children of Israael 


believe. Therefore, I am 
Muslim.” 
91. What now (Allah said), 


but you had been disobedient 
before and you (Pharaoh) had 
been mischief monger. 

92. Today, We (Allah) shall 
deliver you with your dead 
body swimming so that you 
become a symbol of 
disobedience to the coming 
generations. And _ surely 
many people are careless to 
Our (Allah’s) Verses. 

SECTION 10 

93. And surely, We (Allah) 
settled the children of Israael 
in respectful places and 
bestowed them the best 
provisions, so they did not 
differ till knowledge came to 
them. Surely your Rubb 
(Sustainer) will decide 
between them on the Day of 
Resurrection in that with 
regard to which they differed. 
94. (And O listener) ! if you 
are in some doubt regarding 
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what We (Allah) have sent 
down towards you, then ask 
those who recite the Book 


(revealed) previous to you. 
Indeed the truth has come to 
you from your Rubb 
(Sustainer). Therefore, you 
never be of those who doubt; 
95. and never be among 
those who reject the Verses of 
Allah, otherwise you will be 
among the losers. 

96. Surely, those against 
whom the Word of your Rubb 
(Sustainer) has proved true 
will not believe; 

97. though all evidences 
may come to them, (but they 
would not believe) until they 
see the painful punishment. 
98. And why was there not 
a city that believed and such 
belief did not profit the 
residents, except the nation of 
Yoonus (Jonah).

8. Allah knows whatever 
is in the womb of any female 
and whatever the wombs 
shrink and whatever they 


swell-in. And everything 
with Him is in proper 
measurement; 


9. as He is the Knower of 
everything unseen and the 
visible being, the Exalted. 

10. It is alike that among 
you is the one who conceals 
talks and the one who talks 
openly and the one who 
conceals it at night and the 
one who moves freely by the 
day. 

11. For everyone there are 
Angels in succession before 
and behind him (her) that 
they watch him (her) by 
Allah’s Command. Surely 


Allah does not change the 
conditions cf any nation until 
they themselves change their 
own conditions. And when 
Allah lets evil come to a 
people, then there is none to 
turn it back, and besides Him 
they have no supporter. 

12. It is He Who shows you 
the lightening for fear and 
inspiring in you hope and 
raises the heavy clouds. 
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13. And the thunder 
proclaims His praise and also 
the Angels are with His awe, 
and He sends the thunder- 
bolts and afflicts therewith 
whom He Wills, while they 
dispute about Allah, and His 
grip is severe. 

14. Calling Him alone is 
true. And to those whom 
they call upon besides Him, 
hear them not at all. But it is 
like him who is sitting 
stretching out his palms to 
water that it may reach his 
mouth, but it does not reach 
him. Thus the call of the 
disbelievers goes astray.

Please declare, 
“are the blind and the seeing 
equal? Or will the darkness 


and the light be equal? Or 
have they accepted such shirk 
to associate with Allah, who 
have created something 
which is like that as He 
(Allah) made (created). Then 
do His creation and those of 
their look similar? Please 
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declare, “Allah alone is the 
Creator of everything and He 
is the One, Dominant over 
all.” 
17. He bestows water from 
the sky: Then the streams 
flow according to their 
capacity. Then the wave of 
water carries with it the 
swelling foam, and from that 
over which they kindle a fire 
for making ornaments or 
other goods. Thus Allah 
illustrates truth and 
falsehood.

21. And those who join 
together what Allah has 
Commanded to unite, and 
fear their Rubb (Sustainer) 
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and are dreadful the evil 
consequences of reckoning 
day;

Rather their 
fraud has been made to look 
good in the eyes of the 
disbelievers, and they have 
been debarred from the way. 
And whom Allah lets to go on 
the wrong way he has no 
guide. 

34. They shall be punished 
in this worldly life and surely, 
the punishment of the Last 
Day in the life of the hereafter 
is the severest. And there is 
none to save them from 
Allah. 

35. This is similarity of the 
Paradise which has been 
promised to those who are 
the righteous. Beneath it 
streams flow. Its food and 
shade are everlasting. This is 
the reward of those who are 
pious with Allah, and the 
ultimate end of the 
disbelievers is the fire.

80. And surely, the people 
of Hijr belied the Rasools 
(Messengers); 
81. And We (Allah) gave 
them Our (Allah's) Verses, 
but they turned away their 
faces from them. 
82. And they used to hew 
out houses in the mountains 
to be secure. 
83. Then the sever cry 
overtook them in the 
morning,

88. (O beloved 
Muhammad) do not stretch 
your eyes that We (Allah) 
have given to some classes to 
enjoy for a short time and do 
not grieve over them (poverty 
of Muslims) and take the 
believers in your wings of 
mercy. 

89. And please declare, “I 


am indeed the manifest 
warner,” (against the evil 
deeds). 


90. As We (Allah) had sent 
punishment on those who 
divided in groups; 
91. who pronounced the 
Qur'aan as pieces of lies. 
92. By your Rubb 
(Sustainer), We (Allah) shall 
certainly question them all; 
98. concerning what they 
did.

94. So announce to them 
openly what you have been 
commanded; and turn away 
your faces from those who 
associate partners with Allah.

He is Glorified 
and is Exalted above all that 
they associate with Him. 
2. He sends down the 
Angels with the spirit of faith 
by Command that is the 
revelation on whomsoever of 
His devotees He Wills. 
Therefore, warn that none be 
worshipped except Me. Only 
take Me as your protector. 
3. He created the heavens 
and the earth with the truth, 
He is far exalted above from 
those whom they associate 
with Him as partners. 
4, He has created human 
beings from a fluid sperm 
drop, but he (human being) is 
an open disputant. 
5. And He 
cattle. In them, there are 
warm costumes and profits 
for you and some of them you 
eat 
6. And there is beauty in 
them for you, when you bring 
them back in the evening and 
when you take them for 
grazing. 
7. And they carry your 
loads to a destination which 
you cannot reach except with 
great hardship to you. Surely 
your Rubb (Sustainer) is 
most Kind, Most Merciful, 
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8. and (He created) 
horses and mules and 


donkeys that you may ride 
upon them for adornment 
and He created what you do 
not know. 
9. And upon Allah rests 
the showing of the path 
which is His right path. And 
there are some ways which 
deviate. Had He Willed, He 
would have guided you, all 
together. ° 

SECTION 2 
10. It is He Who sent down 
water from the sky in which, 
there is drink from it for you, 
and from which trees grow 
wherein you pasture cattle. 
11. With this water He 
causes to grow for you crops 
and olives and dates and 
grapes and all fruits (of every 
kind). Surely, in it there is 
sign for a people who ponder. 
12, And He has made the 
night and the day and the sun 
and the moon to serve you. 
The stars are also subservient 
by His Command. Surely, in 
it there are signs for the wise 
people who make use of their 
reason; 
13. and that which He has 
created for you are of various 
kinds in the land. Surely in it 
there is a sign for a nation 
who understand. 
14. And it is He. Who has 
made the sea to serve you, 
that you eat fresh flesh from 
it and bring forth from it 
ormaments which you wear.

19. And Allah knows that 
what you conceal and what 
you reveal (make public). 

20. And those whom they 
worship besides Allah create 


nothing but they are 
themselves created. 
21. They are dead, not 


alive, and they donot know 
when they will be raised to 
life again. 

SECTION 3 
22. Your Allah is the One, 
worth worship. Then those 
who donot believe in the 
hereafter, their hearts deny, 
and they are boastful. 
23. In fact Allah Knows 
what they conceal and what 
they reveal. Surely, He does 
not like the boastfuls. 
24. And when they asked, 
“what your Rubb (Sustainer) 
has revealed” they say, ‘just 
only the tales of the 
ancients”. 
25. They will bear their 
loads in full on the Day of 
Resurrection and also some 
load of those whom they 
misled by their ignorance. 
Hear! what an evil load they 
will bear' 


SECTION 4 
26 Surely. those before 
them had plotted Allah 
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smashed their edifice from 


the foundation. Then the roof 
fell down on them from 
above, and the punishment 
came to them for which they 
were not aware. 

27. Then on the Day of 
Resurrection, He will disgrace 
them and will say, “where are 
those whom you made 
associate equal to Me 
regarding whom you used to 
dispute.” The men of 
knowledge will say, ‘today all 
disgrace and vice is surely 
upon the disbelievers; 

28. whose lives were taken 
out by the Angels while they 
were doing evil against 
themselves. Now they will 
offer submission that we were 
not be doing any evil. Yes 
why not, surely, Allah knows 
Well what they used to do. 

29. Enter the gates of hell 
to reside in it for ever. Then 
what an evil residence is it for 
the boastfuls. 

30. And it was said to 
those who fear, ‘what is that 
your Rubb (Sustainer) has 
revealed?” They will say, 
“the best.” For those who do 
good in this world, for them is 
virtue. And surely, the home 
of hereafter is the best. And 
excellent is the abode of those 
who are pious; 

31. as they shall enter the 
Paradises of eternity, under 


which streams will be 
running. They will get 
therein what they wish. 


Allah thus rewards the pious 
ones; 

$2. Those whose lives are 
taken out by the Angels being 
pure Saying, ‘ ‘peace be upon 
you,” enter the Paradise for 
that your deeds deserve. 
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33. Are they waiting, that 
the Angels should come to 
them or for the fulfilment of 
the punishment of your Rubb 
(Sustainer). Thus did those 
before them. And Allah was 
not cruel to them. Of course 
they committed cruelties on 
their own selves. 

34. Then their own evil 
earnings befell upon them 
and that evil rounded then 
on which they used to mock 


SECTION 5 
35. And the muushriks 
(pagan/idolator _associators) 
said, “had Allah Willed, 
neither we nor our 
forefathers, would not have 
worshipped anything except 
Him. Neither we would have 
served anything except Him, 
nor we would have forbidden 
anything without His 
Sanction.” Thus did those 
before them; then what is the 
obligation of the Rasools 
(Messengers of Allah) except 
to deliver clear message. 
36. Indeed for every nation 
We (Allah) sent a Rasooi

40. Our (Allah’s) Word toa 
thing, when We (Allah) Will 
it, is only that We (Allah) say 
to it, “BE” and it comes into 
being. 

SECTION 6 
41. And those who 
emigrate from their homes in 
the way of Allah being 
oppressed, We (Allah) shall 
surely give them best homes 
in this world. And surely, the 
reward of the hereafter is 
much greater, had the people 
knowa it; 
42. They remain steadfast 
and rely only on their Rubb 
(Sustainer). 
43. And We (Allah) did not 
send before you (O beloved 
Muhammad) any (as 
Messenger) but men to whom 
We (Allah) revealed. Ask the 
men of knowledge (Christians 
and Jews) do not you know 
it? 
44. With clear sings and 
scriptures (they were sent). 
And (O’ beloved) We (Allah) 
have sent down to you the 
Remembrance (the Qur’aan) 
that you may explain to 
people what was sent down to 
them and this is so that 
perhaps they may ponder.

54. When He removes the 
trouble from you, then a 
group of you begins to 
associate others as equals 
with their Rubb (Sustainer);

him, “O Moosaa, (Moses) in 
my opinion you have been be- 
witched.” 

102. He said, “certainly you 
know well that none sent 
these down except Rubb 
(Sustainer) of the heavens 
and the earth as opener of the 
eyes of heart, and in my 
Opinion, O Firawn (Pharoah) 
“you are surely to perish.” 
103. Then he desired to oust 
them from the land, but We 
(Allah) drowned him and all 
his associates; 

104. and We (Allah) said to 
the descendants of Israael, 
after him, ‘dwell in this land. 
Then when the promise of the 
hereafter will come, We 
(Allah) shall bring you all 
together. 

105, And We (Allah) 
revealed it (the Qur’aan) with 
truth and it has come down 
with truth and We (Allah) not 
sent you (Muhammad@) but as 
the bearer of good news and 
as a warner. 

106. And it is a Qur’aan 
(Book of repetitive reading) 
that We (Allah) have divided 
so that you may read it to 
mankind in bits and We 
(Allah) have revealed it 
gradually in succession. 

107. Please declare, “believe 
.it or donot believe it. Surely, 
those to whom knowledge has 
been given before it do fall 
down prostrating on their 
faces when it is recited to 
them, 

108. and they say, “Holy be 
our Rubb (Sustainer). Surely 
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the promise of our Rubb 
(Sustainer) was to be fulfilled. 
109. And they fall down on 
their faces weeping, and it 
(Qur'aan) increases them in 
humility. 
{A Muslim who recites this 
verse or listens its recitation 
should prostrate with 
forehead on the ground in 
ablusion facing Ka’abaj. 
110. Please declare, “call 
upon Him saying Allah (the 
only being worth worship) or 
saying Him Rehman (Most 
Affectionate) with which so 
name you call upon Him, all 
are His good Names. Neither 
offer your Salaat (Muslim 
Prayer) with loud voice nor 
with too low tone but seek a 
way in between. 
111. And please declare, “all 
praise be to Allah Who has 
not at all taken for Him any 
son and no one is partner in 
His Kingdom and none is 
supporter of Him because of 
any weakness. And proclaim 
His Greatness magnificently. 
8. XVIII 
SURA AL-KAHF 
(THE CAVE) 
(Revealed at Makkah) 
(12 Sections, 110 Verses) 
Allah's Name, Who is the 
most Affectionate, the most 
Merciful. 


SECTION 1 

1. All praise be to Allah 
Who has revealed the Book 
upon His devotee and has not 
put therein any toughness. 

2. ‘It is straight guardian 
to warn for terrible 
punishment from Him and it 
may give the believers, who 
do righteous deeds, the good 
news that for them there is 
handsome reward; 
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377 
3. wherein 
reside for ever; 
4. and that it may warn 
those who say, “Allah has 
taken a son for Himself,” 

5. neither they have any 
knowledge about it, nor their 
forefathers. What a 
monstrous word comes out 
from their mouths (about 
Allah having a son). They are 
merely telling a lie. 

6. Even then you will risk 
your life to death with grief 
for them that why they do not 
believe in this discourse, 
(Qur’aan). 

7. Surely We (Allah) 
adorned the earth with 
whatever is on it, so that We 
(Allah) may test them as to 
which of them is best in 
conduct. 

8. And surely, whatever is 
on it, We (Allah) shall one 
day render it as a barren soil. 
9. Did you think that the 
men of the cave and of the 
forest side were wonderful 
symbols from Us (Allah). 

10. When those youths 
took refuge in the cave and 
said, “O our Rubb 
(Sustainer), “grant us mercy 
from Yourself and provide us 
right guidance in our affairs.” 
11, So We (Allah) sealed 
their ears for a number of 
years in the cave; 

12. then We (Allah) raised 
them up that We (Allah) 
might see which of the two 


groups most rightly accounts 
the period of their stay there. 
SECTION 2 

13. We (Allah) relate to 
you thelr story with truth. 
They were young men who 
believed in their Rubb 
(Sustainer) and We (Allah) 
increased them in guidance. 
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378 XVIII — The Cave 
14. And We — (Allah) 
strengthened their hearts 


when they stood up and said, 
“Our Rubb (Sustainer) is 
only He Who is the Rubb 
(Sustainer) of the heavens 
and the earth. We (Allah) 
shall not worship any one 
besides Him. If we did so, 
then necessarily we shall 


utter absurd thing. 
15. This nation of ours has 
adopted gods (idols) for 


worship except Allah. Why 
not a clear justification is 
brought to them? Who is 
more cruel than that who 


associates falsehood with 
Allah? 
16. And you departed from 


them and from al} that which 
they worship besides Allah. 
So take refuge in the cave. 
Your Rubb (Sustainer) will 
unfold for you His Mercy and 
will provide you comfort in 
your affairs. 

17. And (O beloved) you 
see the sun when it rises. It 
moved from their cave to the 
right and when it set, turned 
away from them to the left, 
whereas they were in the 
open space of the cave. This 
is of the signs of Allah. 
Whom Allah Guides such one 
is on the right way, and 
whom He leaves astray, for 
that one you will never find a 


supporter to guide. 
SECTION 3 
18. And you might have 


thought them awake while 
they were asleep and We 
(Allah) turned them about to 


the right and to the left and 
their dog stretched his 
forelegs at the thresh-old of 
the cave. (O beloved) if you 
had a look st them, you would 
have turned away in fright, 
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and would have surely filled 
your heart with their terror. 
19. And thus We (Allah) 
avoke them that they might 
question each other. One of 
them asked others “how long 
have you stayed here?” Some 
of them answered, “We 
(Allah) stayed a day or a part 
of a day." Others said, “your 
Rubb (Sustainer) knows well 
now long we stayed here.” 
“Send one of us with this 
silver coin to the city. Then 
let him look for which food is 
the purer that he may bring 
for you provision from it, and 
let him be courteous and let 
him not inform anyone about 
you.” 

20. “Surely, when they 
know you, they would stone 
you or make you revert to 
their faith and if it becomes 
so, then you would never 
prosper. 
21. Thus 
disclosed them that the 
people might know that 
Allah’s promise is true and 
that in the Hour (Day of 
Resurrection) there is no 
doubt. When reople began to 
dispute among themselves 
about their affairs, they said, 
“build over their cave any 
building.” Their Rubb 
(Sustainer) knows well about 
them. Those, who won their 
point, said, ‘we swear that we 
shall erect over them a 
mosque.” 

22. Some say, “they were 
three and the fourth one was 
their dog” and some say, 
“they were five and sixth one 
was their dog,” without 
seeing, just guessing at 


We = (Allah) 


random, and some say, “they 
were seven and the eighth 
one was their dog.” Please 
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“my Rubb 
(Sustainer) knows well their 
number. None knows them 
but a few. So do not argue 
them but the 
extent 
already is exposed, and do not 
ask any one of people of Book 
for a pronouncement about 
them. 


SECTION 4 
23. And never say 
regarding a thing (O 


Muslims) “I shall do this 
tomorrow”; 

24. “except if Allah Wills”. 
And remember your Rubb 
(Sustainer) when you forget 
and please state like this, “it 
is near that my Rubb 
(Sustainer) may make me see 
the right path nearner than 
this.” 

25. And they (cavernen) 
stayed in their cave three 
hundred years, and (some) 
add nine years. 

26. Please declare, “Allah 
knows, well, how long they 
stayed. For Him alone are all 
the secrets of the heavens and 
the earth. How excellent He 
Sees and How excellent He 
Hears. They have no 
protector besides Him and He 
associates none in His 
sovereignty.” 

27. And recite what has 
been revealed to you in the 
Book of your  Rubb 
(Sustainer). There is none to 
change His Words, and you 
will find no refuge except 
Him. 

28. And keep yourself 
familiar to those who call 
upon their Rubb (Sustainer) 
in the morning and evening 
seeking His Pleasure. And do 
not turn your eyes away 
leaving them; in quest of the 
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adornment of this worldly 
life? And do not accept his 


words whose heart We 
(Allah) have left neglectful 
from Our (Allah's) 


remembrance who follows his 
own desire and whose affairs 
exceed the limits. 
[THREE FOURTH OF 
PART 15 ENDS) 

29. And Please declare 
“the truth is from your Rubb 
(Sustainer). Whoso accepts it 
will believe but whoso rejects 
it disbelieves. Surely We 
(Allah) have already prepared 
for the cruels a fire whose 
walls would surround them. 
And if they cry out for relief 
they will be showered with 
water, like molten lead that 
will burn their faces, what a 


bad drink it is and the hell, an 
evil place to dwell. 
80. Surely, those who 


believe and do virtuous deeds, 
We (Allah) do not waste the 
reward of those whose deeds 
are good. 

31. For them there are 
gardens of eternity for 
habitation beneath which 
streams flow. They will be 
adorned therein with 
bracelets of gold and arrayed 
in green garments of silk and 
heavy brocade, leaning 
therein on raised couches. 
What a great reward and the 
Paradise, what a fine resting 
place? 

SECTION 5 

32. And explain to them 
the position of two men, that 
to one of them We (Allah) 
assigned two gardens of 
grapes surrounded with date- 
palm trees and between the 
two We (Allah) placed corn 
fields. 
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33. Each of the two 
gardens brought forth their 
fruits and did not shorten any 
thing in the produce and We 
(Allah) caused to flow 
streams amidst both; 

34. and he had fruits, then 
he said to his companion, as 
he used to often discuss with 
him, “I have greater wealth 
than you and am stronger in 
manpower.” 

35. And he entered in his 
garden becoming so cruel to 
himself. He claimed, “I do 
not think that it will ever 
perish;” 

36. “and I do not think 
that the Hour (Day of 
Resurrection) will ever come, 
but if at all I am returned to 
my Rubb (Sustainer), even 
then I shall surely, find a 
better resort than this 
(garden). 

37. His companion replied 
to him, while arguing with 
him, ‘do you disbelieve Him 
Who created you from dust 
then from a sprout and then 
made you a perfect man?” 

38. But I say only this that 
only Allah is my Rubb 
(Sustainer) and I associate 
pone with my  Rubb 
(Sustainer).” 

39. And why it was not so 
that when you entered your 
garden you should have said, 
“that which Allah Wills, we 
have no power except to let it 
pass. There is no strength 
except the help of Allah. 
Though you see me as poor 
than you in wealth and less 
blessed by children. 

40. Yet my Rubb 
(Sustainer) will give me‘ in 
the near future some thing 
better than your garden and 
send down thunder bolt from 
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heaven on your garden, then a ‘ sett os 

it may become a bare plain See ee ae 
ground; (40) 2 wp Sot tae (8 
41. or its water may sink 


in the ground, then you may 
never be able to find it. 
42. And his fruits were 


encircled, then he remained 
rubbing his hands for what 
he had spent in that garden 
and it had fallen on ground 
from the roots. He was 
saying oh! had I not 
associated anyone in worship 
with my Rubb (Sustainer).” 
43. And he had no party to 
help him against Allah, nor 
he was able to defend himself. 
44. Here it becomes clear 
that the authority to protect 
belongs to Allah, the True. 
His reward is the best and 
best is the end of believing in 
Him 
SECTION 6 

45. And relate to them the 
example of the life of the 
world. It is as a water We 
(Allah) send down from the 
heaven, then the greenery of 
the earth, because of it, comes 
out thickly and then it 
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wind scatters. And Allah is 
Powerful over everything. 

46. The wealth and sons 
are an adornment of the life 
of this world and the lasting 
are the good deeds. Their 
reward is better with your 
Rubb (Sustainer) and the 
same is best in hope. 

47, And (remember) the 
Day when We (Allah) shall 
blot out the mountains and 
you will see the earth cleanly 
levelled. We (Allah) shall 
raise the entire mankind 
together while We (Allah) 
shall not leave any one of 
them. 
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48. And all shall be 
presented before your Rubb 
(Sustainer) standing in rows. 
' Surely, you have come to Us 
(Allah) same as We (Allah) 
had made you at first. But 
you thought that We (Allah) 
would never fix any time for 
fulfilment of Our (Allah’s) 
Promise. 
49. And the book of deeds 
shall be put-up, then you will 
see the criminals fearing for 
what is written therein and 
will say, “Oh! woe to us, what 
happened to this writing? It 
left neither any small sin nor 
a big one has been left 
without recording and they 
found all that they did before 
them. And your Rubb 
(Sustainer) is not cruel to 
anyone. 
SECTION 7 
50. And remember when 
We (Allah) Ordered angels to 
prostrate before Aadam, then 
all prostrated save Iblis 
(devil). He was of the Jinns. 
He went out of the Command 
of his Rubb (Sustainer). Do 
you take him and his off- 
Springs for friends instead of 
Me? And they are your 
enemies. What an evil 
exchange the cruels do get? 
51. I bad neither made 
them witness while creating 
heavens and earth, nor while 
creating them, and nor (it is 
befitting to My dignity) to 
make My supporters those 
who lead others on the wrong 
way. 
52. And the Day when He 
will say, “call whom you 
associated by your fancies 
with Me. They will call them 
but they will not answer 
them, and We (Allah) shall 
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385 Xviil — The Cave 
set a barrier of destruction 
between them. 

53, And the criminals will 
see the fire and will believe 
that they are to fall in it and 
will find no way of return 
from it. 

SECTION 8 

And surely, We (Allah) 
have explained in varied 
manners all kinds of 
examples in this Qur’aan for 
the people, and the man is 


54. 


most quarrelsome _ over 
everything. 
55. And what hindered 


men from believing when 
guidance came to them and 
from asking forgiveness from 
their Rubb (Sustainer) except 
that the precedent of the 
ancients should come to them 
or that the varied 
punishments should be 
awarded to them. 


56. And We (Allah) do not 
send the Rasools 
(Messengers) except as 


bearers of good news and as 
warners. But those who are 
disbelievers quarrel with false 
arguments that they may 
rebut the truth therewith. 
And they took My revelations, 
and what they were warned 
of, as a joke. 

57. And who is more cruel 
than he who, when he is 
reminded of the Verses of his 
Rubb (Sustainer) turns away 
his face from them and 
forgets what his hands have 
sent forward. We (Allah) 
have left covers on their 
hearts that they do not 
understand Qur'aan and in 
their ears is a deafness. And 
if you call them towards 
guidance even then they will 
never find the way. 
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1 386 XVI — The Cave 
*} 58. and your Rubb 
(Sustainer) is the Forgiver, 
full of Mercy. If He had 
seized them for what they did 
then He would have hastened 
| punishment for them. But 
for them there is an 
appointed time against which 
they will not find any refuge. 
59. And these towns, We 
(Allah) have destroyed when 
they committed  cruelties 
against which they were 
given a time before their 
destruction. 
SECTION 9 
60. And recall, when 
Moosaa (Moses) said to his 
companion, “I shall not desist 
until I reach there where two 
seas have joined, or I shall go 
on for ages in travel”. 
61. Then when they both 
reached the meeting place of 
two seas they forgot their 
fish, and she found its way in 
the sea going away swiftly to 
water. 
62. And when they had 
gone further, Moosaa (Moses) 
said to his companion, “bring 
me some food.” We have 
faced great hardship in this 
journey. 
| 63. He said, “please see, 
{ when we took rest near that 
' rock, then surely, I forgot the 
fish, and the satan (devil) 
made me forget so that I 
should mention it to you and 
it took its way in the sea in a 
miraculous manner.” 
64. Moosaa (Moses) said, 
“that is what we are 
seeking.” Then they turned 
back tracing their footsteps; 
65. so they found a devotee 
from Our (Allah’s) devotees, 
whom We (Allah) gave Mercy 
from Ourselves (Allah) and 
bestowed him Our (Allah) 
inspired knowledge. 
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66. | Moosaa (Moses) said to 
him, “should I remain with 
you on the condition that you 
will teach me the right 
guidance from your 
knowledge which you have 
been taught.” 
67. He said, “you can 
never keep company with 
me.” 
68, “And how you will 
keep patience over that which 
your knowledge does not 
comprehend?” 
69. He (Moses), said, “if 
Allah Wills you will find me 
patient, and I shall not 
disobey you in any of your 
orders”. 
70. He said, “If you remain 
with me, then donot ask me 
anything, unless I myself 
explain it.” 

SECTION 10 
71. Now both of them set 
out, until they embarked in a 
boat but that man tore it 
(boat) out. Moosaa (Moses) 
said, “have you torn it in 
order to drown its 
passengers? Surely, you have 
done a wrong thing.” 
72. He said, “did I not tell 
you, that you would not be 
able: to keep company with 
me.’ 
73. (Moses) said, “donot 
take to task what I forgot and 
put no difficulty on me for my 
lapses.” 
74, Again both of them set 
out, until they met a boy. He 
(companion) killed him. 
Moosaa (Moses) said, “have 
you killed an innocent life 
without his having killed 
another? Certainly you have 
done a heinous crime.”

think that they will make My 
devotees as their protectors 
instead of Me? Surely We 
have already prepared hell for 
the entertainment of such 
disbelievers. 
103. (Muhammad) please 
declare, “shall We (Allah) tell 
you, who will be greatest 
losers in repect of their deeds

104, It will be those whose 
efforts are lost in the life of 
this world and they think that 
they are doing good work. 
105. These are the people 
who disbeliev.-d in the 
revelations of their Rubb 
(Sustainer) and meeting Him. 
Therefore, all their deeds are 
vain, and I shall not give any 
weight to them on the Day of 
Resurrection. 

106. Their award is the hell 
because they disbelieved and 
took My revelations and My 
Rasools (Messengers) in joke.

be sooner exhausted and the 
words of (praise of) my Rubb 
(Sustainr) would not come to 
an end, though We (Allah) 
may provide the like (ocean) 
of it as added help”. 

110. Please declare, 
“(apparently in outlook) I

83. And what has caused 
you to be in haste from your 
nation O Moosaa (Moses)? 

84. He (Moses) said, “they 
are closely behind me, and O 
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my Rubb (Sustainer) I haste 
towards You so that You may 
be pleased (to save us)”. 
85. He (Allah) said, “We 
(Allah) have put your nation 
in trial after you and the 
Samiri has misled them”. 
86. So Moosaa (Moses) 
returned full of anger and 
sorrowful to his nation. He 
said, “O my nation! did your 
Rubb (Sustainer) not assure 4 
fair promise to you"? Did a 
long time pass on you or did 
you desire that the anger of 
your Rubb (Sustainer) should 
descend on you, because you 
broke your promise with me”. 
87. They said, “we did not 
break our promise to you of 
our own will but we were 
made to carry some load of 
decorative ornaments of the 
nation (For marriage to get 
out of the city) which we 
threw down as_ Samiri 
suggested. 
88. Then he produced for 
them a calf, a lifeless body 
with a low sound. So they 
said, “this is your god and the 
God of Moosaa (Moses) which 
confused him (Moses). 
89. What? Could they 
then not see that it (calf idol) 
neither returned reply to 
them nor possessed any 
power to harm or profit 
them? 

SECTION 5 
90. And certainly Haroon 
(Aaron) had already told 
them before, ‘‘O my nation! 
you have been put to trial by 
this and indeed, our Rubb 
(Sustainer) is the Rehman 
(most Affectionate). 
Therefore, follow me and 
obey my orders. 
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91. They replied, “we shall 
not cease to worship it until 
Moosaa returns to us.” 

92. (Moses) said, “O, 
Haroon (Aaron) what hindred 
you when you did see them 
going on the wrong way”; 

93. from following me. Did 
you then not disobey my 
order ? 

94. He (Aaron) said, “O 
son of my mother, neither 
hold my beard nor the hair of 
my head”. Surely, I feared 
that you then would say that 
you have caused difference 
amongst the children of 
Issraael and did not follow for 
my word (to keep them 
united by such concession)”. 
95. He (Moses) said, “what 
you have to say, O Samiri’”? 
96. He (Samiri) said, “I 
saw (Jibreel leading safely 
Issraaelites in the sea) that 
the people did not see. So I 
took a handful (soil) from the 
footsteps of this Messenger 


(Angel), then threw it (in the 
calf) and this looked fair to 
myself (due to which calf idol 
started to give voice)”. 

97. He (Moses) said, “then 
go away that for you in the 
life of this world is that you 
should harp that touch me 
not (for hate from people). 
And surely, this is a penalty 
for you which shall not be 
averted. And look at your 
idol god before which you 
remained sitting devoted 
worshipper. Certainly we 
(Moses) shall burn it, then 
scatter its dust into the sea”. 
98. For your the Being 
worth worship is only Allah, 
besides whom 


‘ none be 
worshipped. His knowledge 
comprehends everything. 
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99. Thus We (Allah) relate 
to you (O dear Muhammad) 
such news of what happened 
in the past and We (Allah) 
have given you from Us 
(Allah) a remembrance. 

100. Whoso turns away 
from it, surely shall bear a 
burden on the Day of 
Resurrection; 

101. to remain therein for 
ever. And what an evil load it 
will be for them on the Day of 
Resurrection; 

102. the day when the 
trumpet shall be blown. And 
We (Allah) shall gather the 
criminals on that day, blue 


eyed (for fear). 
103. They will be 
whispering among 


themselves that they stayed 
in the world for only ten 
(days). 
104. We (Allah) know well 
what they will state when the 
best of them in conduct will 
say, “you had stayed only for 
a day”. 

SECTION 6 
105. And they ask you 
regarding mountains. You 
say, “my Rubb (Sustainer) 
will uproot them to pieces 
and turn them as dust; 
106. and He will leave them 
as barren smooth level plain; 
107. wherein you will not 
see any depression or 
unevenness. 
108. On that Day they will 
run behind the caller who 
does not deceive and all voices 
will be low before the 
Rehman (the most 
Affectionate Allah). Then you 
will not hear except very low 
murmering. 
109. On that Day the 
recommendation of any one 
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will not profit except the one 
whom Rehman (the most 
Affectionate Allah) allows and 
whose word (of faith) He 
pleases to accept. 

110. He knows what is 
before them and what is 
behind them, and their 
knowledge cannot 
comprehend it. 

111. All faces shall be 
humbled before the Living 
(Allah) the  Self-subsisting 
and the All-sustaining 
(Allah). And surely he who 
bears the burden of cruelties 
remains unsuccessful. 

112. And he who does pious 


deeds, and is a_ believer 
(Muslim), he shall neither 
have any fear of cruel 
excessiveness nor of 
repression. 


113. And thus We (Allah) 
have revealed this Qur'aan in 
Arabic and have explained 
therein various ways of 
punishment that perhaps 
they may become pious or it 
may generate in their hearts 
(Divine) remembrance. 
114. Allah is the most 
“xalted, the Truthful 
“.wereign. And (QO dear 
Muhammad) do not make 
haste with the (remembrance 
of} Qur'aan until _ its 
revelation is perfected to you, 
and submit, “O my Rubb 
(Sustainer) increase me in 
knowledge”! 
115. And certainly We 
(Allah) made a promise with 
Aadam before this, which he 
forgot. But We (Allah) did 
not find on his part a firm 
resolve (to disobey). 
SECTION 7 
116. And when We (Allah) 
ordered the Angels to fall 
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prostrate before Aadam, they 
fell prostrate, except Ublees 
(the devil), who refused. 

117. Then We (Allah) said, 
“Q Aadam! surely he is an 
enemy to you and your wife, 
so it may not happen that he 
may drive you both out of the 
Paradise that you are put to 
hard labour. 

118. Surely, (in the 
Paradise) neither you will be 
hungry nor you will go naked; 
119. and neither you will 
feel thirst therein nor be 
exposed to heat. 

120. But the satan (devil) 
whispered saying “O Aadam! 
should I show you the tree of 
eternity and a governance 
that does not fall down? 


121. So both of them ate out 
of it. Thus their nakedness 
(sex inclination) became 


apparent to them, and they 
began to stick the leaves of 
the Paradise over themselves. 
Thus Aadam slipped from the 
Commandment of his Rubb 


(Sustainer). So he lost the 
way. 
122. Then his Rubb 


(Sustainer) chose him and 
accepted his repentance and 
guided him. 

123. He (Allah) said, “get 
down you both (satan and 
Aadam) there from (Paradise) 
together. You are the enemy 
to each other. Here (on 
earth) will surely, come a 
guidance to you from Me. 
Then whoso follows My 
Guidance, shall neither go on 
the wrong way nor will face 
any grief. 

124. And whoso turns away 
from My remembrance, then 
surely for him there is a 
rarrowed lit and We (Allah) 
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shall raise him blind on the 
Day of Resurrection. 
125. He will say, “O my 
Rubb (Sustainer) why you 
have raised me blind while I 
possesséd sight"”? 
126. He (Allah) will say, 
“Our revelations came to you, 
and you disregarded them 
and in the like-manner today 
you are disregarded”. 
127. And thus We (Allah) 
do penalize such one who 
crosses the limits and does 
not believe in the Verses of 
his Rubb (Sustainer). Surely 
the punishment of the 
hereafter is terrible and most 
lasting. 
128. Does it not give right 
guidance to them that how 
many a_ generations We 
(Allah) have destroyed before 
them, in whose dwellings 
they now walk? Surely 
therein are signs for men of 
wisdom. 

SECTION 8 
129, And had not a Word of 
your Rubb (Sustainer) fixed a 
term, their such end would 
have materialized. 
130. So, (O dear 
Muhammad) be patient cver 
what they say, and glorify 
your Rubb (Sustainer) before 
the rising of the sun and 
before its setting. And glorify 
(establish Salaat) in the hours 
of the night and at the ends of 
the day, that you may get true 
happiness. 
131. And (O dear Prophet) 
do not strain your eyes to the 
splendors of the present 
worldly life that We (Allah) 
have bestowed to some 
classes of them (disbelievers) 
to enjoy here. This is so that 
We (Allah) may thereby try 
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417 XX! — The Prophets 
them. And the provision of 
your Rubb (Sustainer) is the 
best and the lasting. 
132, And advise your people 
for Salaat (Muslim prayer), 
and remain steadfast over it. 
We (Allah) do not ask you any 
provision. It is We (Allah) 
Who provide you. But the 
(good) end is for those who 
remain pious. 
133. And they (disbelievers) 
say, “why he does not bring 
on us a sign from his Rubb 
(Sustainer)? But has there 
not come to them a clear 
evidence of what is in the 
previous Books? 
134. And had We (Allah) 
destroyed them with any 
punishment, before it, they 
would have certainly said, “O 
our Rubb (Sustainer) why 
You did not send a Rasool 
(Messenger of Allah) to us 
that we might have followed 
Your Verses before we were 
disgraced and humiliated. 
135. Please declare, 
“everyone is waiting. 
Therefore, you also wait. You 
will know that who follows 
the straight path and who are 
the guided ones”.

7. And We (Allah) did not 
send before you (Prophet) 
except human beings 
bestowed with revelations. 
Ask the followers of (such 
Books) if you donot know it. 

8. And We (Allah) did not 
give them such bodies that 
ate no food and nor were they 
exempted to live for ever (as 
immortals). 

9. Then We (Allah) 
fulfilled the promise to them, 
so We (Allah) saved them and 
those whom We (Allah) 
Willed and destroyed the 
extravagants. 

10. Certainly, We (Allah) 
sent to you (Muhammad) a 
Book (Qur'aan) in which is a 
message for you. Have you 
then no understanding ?

SECTION 2 
11. And how many towns 
We (Allah) utterly destroyed 
being cruel and after that 
replaced them with later 
nations, 
12, So when they felt Our 
(Allah's) punishment, coming 
then they began to flee from 
it. 
13. Do not run away and 
return to comforts given to 
you and your homes, because 
you are to be questioned. 
14. They said, “woe to us! 
surely, we have been cruel.” 
15. So they kept crying as 
such till We (Allah) made 
them cut off and completely 
extinct. 
16. And We (Allah) did not 
create the heavens and the 
earth and whatever is 
between them, in vain. 
17. Had We (Allah) 
Wished to make any 
diversion, We (Allah) would 
have made it from things 
near Us (Allah).

(shake) away with them 
thuman beings), and We 
(Allah) made therein wide 
roads so that they may be 
guided to right direction.

37. Man is created of stuff 
leading him to haste. I shall 
soon show you My Verses. 
Then you will not ask me to

38. And they say, “when 
such promise will be fulfilled, 
if you are truthful’”? 

39. Had the disbelievers 
known that neither they will 
be able to protect their faces 
from the fire nor their backs, 
nor they shall be helped. 
40. Rather it (fire) will 
come to them all of a sudden, 
and confound them. Neither 
they will be able to avert it 
nor they will be given respite.

46. Certainly, We (Allah) 
have revealed fully clear 
Verses. And Allah guides 
whom He Pleases to the 
straight path.

And this 
way they are not believers. 

48 And when they were 
called towards Allah and His

ll. And she (his mother) 
* said to his (Moses’) sister, 
“follow him.” So she 
' observed, him from a distance 
’ while they were not aware. 
| 12. And We (Allah) had 
2 already forbidden all types of 
- suckling by a foster mother. 
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va ayaa! 


30 she (Moses’ aunt) 
said,“should 1 tell you of such 
a family who may bring up 
this child on behalf of you and 
they are his well - wishers.” 
13. Thus We (Allah) 
returned him to his mother 
that her eyes might rejoice 
and that she might not grieve 
and that his mother might 
know that the promise of 
Allah is true. But most of the 
people do not know.

14. And when he reached 
his maturity and attained full 


strength, We (Allah)

17. He submitted, “O my 
Rubb (Sustainer) as you have 
Blessed me, therefore, now I 
shall never be a helper to the 
criminals”. 
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18. So he saw the morning 
(passed the night) in the city 
fearing and vigilant as to 
what happens. Behold he 
saw the man who had sought 
his help the day before was 
again crying for his help. 
Moosaa (Moses) said to him, 
“surely, you are clearly a 
misguided fellow.” 
19. But when he (Moses) 
wished to get hold of him who 
was an enemy to both, he 
said, “O Moosaa (Moses) do 
you intend to kil! me as you 
did kill a person yesterday? 
Your only intention is to 
become a powerful violent 
man in the land and you do 
not desire to be a reformer.” 
20. And there came a man 
running from the farthest end 
of the city. He said, “O 
Moosaa (Moses) surely the 
chiefs are counselling 
together to kill you. 
Therefore, get away. Surely, I 
am your well-wisher”. 
21. Then he got out (of the 
city) fearful and waiting 
anxiously what happens now. 
He submitted, “O my Rubb 
(Sustainer) save me from the 
eruela”, 

SECTION 3 
22. And when he turned his 
face towards Madiyan, he 
said, “it is near that Rubb 
(Sustainer) may guide me to 
the straight path”. 
23. And when he came at 
the water of Madiyan, there 
he found an Uummah (grand 
community) of mankind who 
were drawing water for their 
animal (For their drinking). 
Besides them he saw two 
women holding back (their 
flocks). Mooeaa (Moses) said, 
“what is the matter with 
you”? They said, “we cannot 
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draw water for our flocks 


until all the shepherds take 
away (their animals) and our 
father is very old man”, 
24. So he (Moses). drew 
water for their flock, then 
turned back under the shade, 
and said, “O my Rubb 
(Sustainer) surely 1 am in 
need of that good You may 
send down for me”. 
25. Afterwards one of the 
two (ladies) came to him 
walking modestly and said, 
“my father invites you that he 
may give you wage for that 
you have watered (our 
animals)”. So when he 
(Moosaa) came to him and 
told him the facts, he said, 
“do not be afraid; you have 
been rescued from the nation 
of cruels”. 
26. One of the two (ladies) 
said, “O my father engage 
him on wages. Surely, the 
best of men you can hire is 
the one who is strong and 
trustworthy”. 
27. He (father) said, “I 
intend that I may marry to 
you one of my two daughters 
on the condition (of such a 
dower) that you serve me for 
eight years. But if you 
complete full (ten) years, then 
that will be by your own 
choice. And I do not desire to 
put you to hardship. If Allah 
Wills, you would find me of 
the upright man” 
28. He (Moses). said, “this 
(agreement) is between you 
and me, whichever of the two 
terms I fulfil. There will be 
no injustice against me. And 
Allah is witness over what we 
say”. 

SECTION 4 
29. When Moosaa (Moses) 
completed his term and was 
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travelling with his wife, he 
observed a fire from the side 
of the Toor (Mount). He said 
to his family, ‘“‘you stay here, I 
have observed a fire from the 
side of mount Toor. Surely I 
may bring you some 
informative news from there, 
or I may bring to you a 
lighted part from the fire that 
you may warm yourself”. 

30. And when he came to it 
(fire), he was called from a 
tree on the right side of the 
valley in the blessed spot, 
(calling) ‘O Moosaa (Moses), 
“I am Allah, the Sustainer 


(ubb) of the _ entire 
universe”. 
31. “Now cast down your 


rod.” But when he (Moses) 
saw it moving as it were a 
serpent, he retreated turning 
his back and did not wait. (It 
was said) ‘‘O Moosaa (Moses), 
come back and do not fear. 
Surely, you are among the 
secured” 

32. “Put your hand in your 
armpit and it will come out 
white shining without defect. 
And put your hand on your 
chest for removing the fear. 
These are the two proofs of 
your Rubb (Sustainer) 
towards Firawn (Pharaoh) 
and his chiefs. Surely, they 
are a rebellious nation.” 

33. He said, “O my 
Sustainer, I have killed a 
person from among them, I, 
Therefore, fear that they will 
kill me”. 

34. “And my | brother 
Haroon (Aaron) ‘is more 
eloquent in speech than me, 
therefore, appoint him Rasool 
(Messenger) as my helper to 
confirm me because I fear 
that they will dub me as a 
liar.” 
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35. He (Allah) said,” We 
(Allah) shall certainly 
strengthen you with your 
brother and shall give both of 
you dominance, that they will 
not harm you. On account of 
Our (Allah's) Verses you both 
and those who will follow you 
shall triumph”. 

36. Then when Moosaa 
(Moses) brought to them Our 
(Allah’s) clear Verses, they 
said, “this is nothing, but 
forged magic, and we did not 
hear the like among our 
forefathers”. 

37. And Moosaa (Moses) 
said, my Rubb (Sustainer) 
knows best the man who 
brings guidance from Him 
and for whom will be the best 
end of the hereafter. Surely, 
the cruels do not prosper. 

38. And Firawn (Pharaoh) 
said, “O chiefs, I have no 
knowledge of any god for you 
other than myself. Therefore, 
“QO Haamaan, bake the clay 
(bricks) and build for me a 
high tower that perhaps I 
may go up and get knowledge 
about the God worshipped by 
Moosaa (Moses). But I am 
convinced that indeed he is 
one of the liars”. 

39. And he (Pharach) and 
his army were unjustly 
boastful on the land and they 
thought that they will never 
be brought back to Us (Allah). 
40. Therefore, We (Allah) 
seized him and his army and 
cast them into the river. See 
then, what was the end of the 
cruels. 

41. And We (Allah) made 
them the leaders who call 
towards the fire; and they 
shall not be helped on the 
Day of Resurrection. 
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42, And We (Allah) caused 
them to be followed by a 
curse in this world; aad on 
the Day of Resurrection they 
shall be among the hated 
ones. 

SECTION 5 
43. And surely, We (Allah) 
gave a Book to Moosaa 
(Moses) after We (Allah) had 
destroyed the earlier 
generations, to be examples 
to the mankind and guidance 
and mercy so that they may 
reflect. 
44. And you (Muhammad S. 
A. W.) were not on the 
western side (of mount Toor) 
wher We (Allah) revealed the 
command (of Prophet-hood) 
to Moosaa (Moses) and you 
were also not the witness at 
that time. 
45. But:We (Allah) raised up 
(many) generations and a 
very long time passed over 
them, and you were not a 
dweller among the people of 
Madiyan, reciting Our 
(Allah’s) Verses to them, yet 
We (Allah) raised the Rasools 
(Messengers). 
46. And you were not on the 
side of mount Toor when We 
(Allah) called (Moosaa). But 
you (Muhammad S. A. W.) 
are a Mercy from your Rubb 
(Sustainer) that you may 
warn a nation to whom no 
warmer came before you, that 
they may reflect. 
47. And had it not been so 
arranged that when any 
disaster would have befallen, 
for what their hands had sent 
before, they could have said, 
“O our Rubb (Sustainer) why 
did You not send any Rasool 
(Messenger of Allah) towards 
us that we might have 
followed Your Verses and 
mig: t have been believers?” 
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e But when the truth 
(Qur'aan) came to them 


(infidels of Makkah) from Us 
(Allah) they ask, “why is he 
(Muhammad) not bestowed 
the same as was bestowed to 
Moosaa (Moses)? What! 
Donot they reject what was 
bestowed to’ Moosaa (Moses)? 
They say, “these are two 
works (Torah and Qur’aan), 


supporting each other”. And 
they said, ‘we surely 
disbelieve both”. 

49. Please declare, “bring 


any Book from Allah which is 
a better guide than these two 
that I (Muhammad) may 
follow, if you are truthful”. 
50. But if they do not 
answer you just understand 
that they only follow their 
own desires. And who is 
more on the wrong way than 
the one who follows his own 
desires except the guidance of 
Allah. Surely, Allah does not 
guide the nation of the cruels. 
SECTION 6 
51. And surely, We (Allah) 
have sent them the Word to 
reach them that they may 
reflect.

52. Those to whom We 
(Allah) gave the Book before 
it, they are believers in it. 
53. And when these (Verses) 
are recited to them they-say, 
‘we believe in it. Surely, it is 
the truth from our Rubb 
(Sustainer).

54. Those shall be given 
their reward twice for their 
being steadfast, and they 
repell evil with good, and 
spend out of the provisions 
We (Allah) have bestowed 
them.

65. And when they hear 
nonsense, they turn away 
froin it and say, “we shall 
have our deeds, and you shall 


have your deeds. 
Complimert to you. We do 
not befriend the ignorants." 


56. Surely, you cannot guide 
whom you please, but Allah 
guides whom He Wills. And 
He best knows who are the 
guided. 
57. And they say, “if we 
follow guidance with you we 
shall be deprived from our 
land”. What’ Have We 
(Allah) not settled them in 
the safe territory from which 
all kinds of fruits can be 
grown, a providence from Us 
(Allah)? But most of them do 
not know it. 
58. And how many 
settlements We (Allah) have 
destroyed which flourished in 
their luxurious life. So these 
are their homes which were 
not inhabited after them 
except for a little time, and 
only We (Allah) are their 
inheritor. 
59. And your Rubb 
(Sustainer) never destroyed 
the nations until He sent to 
their capital cities a Rasool,

60. And whatever thing you 
have been bestowed, is the 
temporary enjoyment of only 
this worldly life and its 
ornament, and whatever is 
with Allah is better and 
everlasting.

61. Is the one, whom We

32. He said, ‘surely there is 
Luut”. They (angels) said, 
“we know well who is in it. 
We shall certainly save him 
and his family, except his 
wife, as she is among those 
who remain behind.” 
33. And when Our (Allah’s) 
Angels came to Luut, he was 
distressed on account of them 
and he felt powerless 
regarding (protecting) them 
but they said, “neither fear 
and nor be grieved. Surely, 
we shall save you and your 
family, except your wife, who 
is among those who remain 
behind (the faith)”. 
34. Surely, we (Angels) are 
going to bring down upon the 
people of this city a 
punishment from the heaven 
for their disobedience. 
35. And certainly, We 
(Allah) have left a bright sign 
for a nation who understand. 
36. And to Madiyan (We 
Allah sent) was their brother 
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520 .0UX — The Spider 
Shoaib, who said, “O my 

nation be devotees to Allah, 
and fear the Last Day, and 
donot wander spreading 
mischievous on the earth”. 

37. But they called him liar. 
severe 


Till the morning they were 


| lying motionless, down faced. 
} 38. And the 


Aad 
(Thamud) 


and 


Samood were 


| destroyed as is evident to you 


from ruins of their dwelling 
places. And satan (devil) 
made their deeds appear fair 
to them and kept them away 
from the path, though they 
could see it keenly. 

39. And Qaroon (Korah), 
and Firawn (Pharaoh) and 
Haamaan (We—Allah 
destroyed them all). And 
surely Moosaa (Moses) came 
to them with bright signs, but 
they became boastful in the 
land, but they could not 
escape (Allah). 

40. Then We (Allah) seized 
each of them on account of 
their crimes. Of them were 
those against whom We 
(Allah) sent the storm of 
stoning, and of them, were 
those whom a roaring blast 
overtook and of them were 
those whom We (Allah) 
buried in the earth and of 
them were those whom We 
(Allah) drowned. And Allah 
was not unjust to them, 
indeed they themselves 
committed cruelties to their 
own selves. 

41. The example of those, 
who have made guardians 
except Allah, is like the 
Spider, Who makes a house 
(of cobweb). Surely, frailest 
of all houses is the house of 
iC spider.

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42, Surely, Allah knows on 
whom they call upon besides 
Him. And He is the 
Honorable, the Wise. 
43. And these examples We 
(Allah) narrate to the 
mankind, and none 
understands them except the 
learned. 
44, Allah has created the 
heavens and the earth with 
truth. Surely, in it, there are 
signs for the believers 
(Muslims).

Ss. UNKABUUT (Contd.) 
SECTION 5 
45, (O dear Prophet 
Muhammad)! recite the Book 
that has been revealed to you, 
and establish Salaat (Muslim 
Prayer). Surely, Salaat 
(Prayer) keeps away from 
indecency and evils. And 
certainly the remembrance of 
Allah is the greatest. And 
Allah knows what you do. 
46. And (O Muslims) do not 
dispute with the followers of

47. And (O beloved 
Muhammad) in the same

And no 
one denies Our (Allah's) 
Verses, except the 
dishelievers. 

48. And you ‘Muhammad? 
neither recited before it any 
Book nor you could transcribe 
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anything with your right 
hand. In that case the 
followers of falsehood would 
have doubted (that you were 
a scholar) 

49. Rather it is brightest 
proof in the oreasts of those 
who have been given the 
knowledge. And none denies 
Our (Allah's) Verses, except 
the cruels. 

50. And they (disbelievers) 
say, “why Verses are not 
revealed from his Rubb 
(Sustainer)"? Please declare, 
“the Verses are with Allah. 
And I am indeed only a clear 


51. Is it not enough for them 
that We (Allah) have revealed 
to you the Book that is recited 
to them ? Surely, in it there is 
mercy and reminder for the 
nation of the believers 
SECTION 6 
52. Please declare, “Allah is 
sufficient as witness between 
me and you. He knows what 
is in the heavens and in the 
earth”. And those who 
believe in falsehood and 
disbelieve in Allah, they are 
the people who are in loss. 
53. And they ask you to 
hastily bring the punishment 
but if there had not been an 
appointed term (for it) then 
most certainly the 
punishment would have come 
upon them. And certainly, it 
shall come upon them 
suddenly, when they shall be 
unaware. 
54. They ask you to hasten 
the punishment and surely, 
the hell will surround the 
disbelievers; 
55. On the day when the 
Punishment will fall from 
above them and from beneath 
their feet, then He will say, 
“taste what you did”. 
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56. O My believer devotees! 
surely, My earth is spacious. 
Therefore worship Me only. 

57. Every self is to taste 
death. Then you shall return 
back to Us (Allah). 

58. And those people who 
believe and do pious deeds, 
certainly We (Allah) shall 
lodge them’ in the lofty 
apartments of the Paradise 
beneath which streams flow. 
They shall remain therein for 
ever. What an_ excellent 
reward ‘it will be for those 
performing good deeds. 

59. Thet are those who are 
steadfast and rely only upon 
their Rubb (Sustainer). 

60. And how many living 
creatures are there who can 
move on the earth but they 
have their provisions 
available to them. Allah 
provides them all and also to 
you. He is the Hearing, the 
Knowing. 

61. And if you ask them, 
who has made the heavens, 
and the earth and has made 
the sun and the moon to 
serve, they will certainly say, 
“Allah”. Please declare, “all 
praise be to Allah.” But 
where are they turning away? 
62. Allah makes abundant 
the provisions for any of His 
devotees He Wills and 
delimits it for anyone He 
Wills. Surely Allah Knows 
everything. 

63. And if you ask them, 
who sends down water from 
the sky and therewith revives 
life on the earth after its 
death ? They certainly, say, 
“Allah”. Please declare, “all 
praise be to Allah”. But ! 
most of them have no 
wisdom. 


SECTION 7 
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| 64. And this life of the world 


is nothing but pass time and 
playful one. And surely, the 
home of the hereafter 
contains the true life. Had 
they known it? 

65. So when they get into a 
ship they call upon Allah, 
being sincerely obedient to 
Him. But when He brings 
them safe to the land, they 
begin to commit “shirk” 
(associate others with Him); 
66. Thus they become 
ungrateful to that which We 
(Allah) have bestowed on 


them. They enjoy 
themselves, but they will soon 
know (what they did). 


67. Do they not see that We 
(Allah) have made the sacred 
territory secure (for them) 
and the people around them 
are taken away by force. Will 
they still believe in falsehood 
and remain ungrateful to the 
favour of Allah. 
68. And who is more cruel 
than the one who concocts 
lies against Allah or falsifies 
the truth when it comes to 
him ? Is the abode of the 
disbelievers not in the hell? 
69. And those people who 
struggled hard for Us 
(Allah’s), surely We (Allah) 
shall guide them in Our 
(Allah’s) ways. And surely, 
Allah is with the righteous.

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11. Allah originates the 
creation, then He reproduces 
it then you shall be brought 
back to Him. 
12. And on the day when the 
Hour (of doom) shall be 
established the culprits shall 
be in despair. 
13. And their associates 
shall not be their intercessors 
and they will deny their 
associates. 
14. And the day when the 
Hour shall come the guilty 
shall be in despair. 
15. But those who believed 
and did pious deeds, they 
shall be made happy in the 
rosy gardens. 
16. And those who 
disbelieved and falsified Our 
(Allah’s) Verses and the 
meeting of the hereafter, they 
shall be encircled in the 
punishment. 
17, Therefore, glorify Allah 
when you enter the evening 
and rise in the morning.

19. He reproduces the living 
from the dead and He turns 
the living into the dead, and 
gives life to the earth after its 
death. And in like manner 
you shall also be brought 
forth (to life).

20. And one of His Signs is 
that He created you from 
dust. Then you, as human 
beings, scatter in multiples 
(in the earth). 
21. And one of His Signs is 
that He created egies for 
you from among yourselves 
that you may find enjoyment 
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in them and He reposed love 
and mercy between you. 
Surely, in it are signs for the 
mankind who know. 

22. And one of His Signs is 
the creation of heavens and 
earth, and the diversity of 
your languages and colors. 
Surely, in it are signs for the 
mankind who know. 

23. And one of His Signs is 
your sleeping by night and by 
day and your seeking of His 
Bounty. Surely, in it are 
signs for the nation who hear. 
24. And one of His Signs is 
that He Shows you lightening 
for fear and hope and sends 
down water from the sky and 
gives life therewith to the 
earth after its death. Surely, 
in it are signs for a nation 
who understand. 

25, And one of His Signs is 
that the heavens and the 
earth stand firm by His 
Command. Then when He 
will call you out from the 
earth you will come nut 
forthwith. 

26. And to Him_ belongs 
whoso is in the heavens and 
the earth. All are obedient to 
Him. 

27. And it is He, Who 
originates creatures, then He 
reproduces it (after death), 
and it is most easy for Him. 
And for Him are the most 
exalted attributes in the 
heavens and in the earth and 
He is the Honorable, the 
Wise. 

(ONE FOURTH OF PART 
21 ENDS) 
SECTION 4 
28. He narrates for you an 
example for yourselves. Have 
you, among those whom your 
right hands possess made, 
partners in what We (Allah) 
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have provided you so that you 
all are equal therein, and you 
fear for them as you fear for 
each other? Thus We (Allah) 
explain the detailed Verses 
for a nation who understand. 
29. But the cruels follow 
theiz own desires without 
knowledge. Then who will 
guide such one whom Allah 
leaves to go on the wrong 
way. And they have no 
helpers. 

30. Therefore, set right your 
face for the obedience of Allah 
being the one devoted to Him 
only. That is the established 
pattern of Allah upon which 
He has created mankind.

3i. tum to Him in 
repentance and fear Him and 
establish Salaat (Muslim 
prayer) and be not among 
“muushrik” associators (who 
equate someone with Allah). 
32. They are those who 
divide their religion and 
become many sects. Every 
sect is happy over what they 
have with them. 

33. And when any hurt 
touches mankind, they call 
their Rubb  (Sustainer) 
turning towards Him. Then 
when they enjoy His Mercy, 
then a group of them starts to 
be “muushriks” (associate 
Partners) with their Rubb 
(Sustainer); 

34. thus they —_ become 
ungrateful for what We 
(Allah) have given them. So 
enjoy (awhile) then soon you 
are to know (its result). 
35. Have We 


(Allah) 
revealed to them 


any 
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authority that speaks in favor 
of that they become 
“muushriks” (make 
associates) with Him. 

36. And when We (Allah) 
cause mankind to taste 
mercy, they enjoy it. But if 
any evil befalls them as a 
result of what their hands 
have sent forth, they become 
despaired. 

37. Do not they see that 
Allah gives ample provisions 
for whom He pleases, and 
delimits that? Surely, in it 
there are signs for the nation 
of the believers. 

38. Give the kinsman his 
right and to the needy and to 
the wayfarer. This is better 
for those who seek the 
pleasure of Allah and it is 
they who became prosperous. 
39. And whatever you pay as 
usury (interest) that it may 
increase the wealth of the 
mankind but it will never 
increase with Allah. But 
whatever you give as Zakaat 
(compulsory due) desiring 
Allah's pleasure, such ones 
will have many folds increase. 
40. Allah is He Who has 
created you, then has 
provided you, then He will 
cause you to die. Then He 
will give you life. Is there any 
of your associates who can do 
the least of any of these 
things? Glorified and Exalted 
is He above fiom what they 


associate as ‘“muushriks” 
idolator pagans. 

SECTION 5 
41. The mischief has 


appeared on the land and in 
the sea, because of the evils 
earned by the hands of 
mankind so that He may 
make them taste result of 
some of their doings, that 
they may turn back. 
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42. Please declare, “travel 
through the earth and see 
what was the end of those 


before you. Most of them 
were those who were 
“muushriks” — associators 


(equated else-one with Allah). 
43. Turn your face straight 
to the right religion before 
there comes a day from Allah 
which cannot be averted. On 
that day they will be split up. 

44. Whoso disbelieves, (the 
consequence of) his (her) 
disbelief is on him (her) and 
those who are righteous they 
are preparing it for 
themselves; 

45. that He may reward 
those who believe and do 


pious deeds out of His 
Bounty. Surly He does not 
love the disbelievers. 


46. And one of His Signs is 
that He sends the winds as 
bearer of good news and in 
order that He may cause you 
to taste His Mercy, and that 
the ships may sail with His 
Command and that you may 
seek His Bounty so that you 
may be grateful. 

47. And certainly, We 
(Allah) sent so many Rasools 
(Messengers) before you 
towards their own nations 
and they brought them open 
signs, then We (Allah) took 


vengeance from the culprits. 
And it is Our (Allah’s) right 
to help the believers 
(Muslims). 

48. Allah is He Who sends 
the winds that lift the clouds. 
Then He spreads clouds in 
the sky as He pleases, and 
places on it layer upon layer. 
Then you see the rain is 
Pouring from insides. Then 
He causes it to reach on 
whom He pleases of His 
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devotees. Behold! they 
rejoice. 


49 Before it (rain) is sent 
down upon them, — they 
remain in despair. 

50, Look on the effects of the 
Mercy of Allah, how He gives 
life to the earth after its 
death, Surely, He will raise 
tu life the dead, and He has 
the power over everything. 

51. And if We (Allah) send 
some wind by which they see 


their harvest yellow even 
after that they would 
certainly continue to be 
disbelievers. 


52. Surely, neither you make 
the dead to hear nor you 
make the deaf to hear the call 
when they turn away 
showing their backs. 
53, And nor you can guide 
the blind from their error. 
You make only those to hear 
who believe in Our (Allah's) 
Verses and they are the 
Muslims. 

SECTION 6 
54. Allah is He Who made 
you out of weakness. Then 
He gave you strength after 
such weakness. Then after 
strength causes weakness of 
old age. He creates what He 
pleases. He is the All- 
Knowing, the All-Powerful. 
55. And the day when the 
Hour shall come, the culprits 
will swear, that they stayed 
only for an hour. Thus they 


were turned away (from right 
path). 


56 And those given 
knowledge and faith will 
certainly say, “you stayed 
according to the Book of 
Altah, ull the Day — of 
Resurrection This then is 
Day of Resurrection Rut you 


did not care to knew 
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57. But on that day, their 
excuse shall not benefit the 
oppressors, nor will they be 


allowed to make amends. 
58. And certainly, We 
(Allah) have set in this 


Qur'aan 
example for the mankind. If 
you bring them any Verse, 
the disbelievers would..surely 
say, “you are not but on 
falsehood”. 

59. Thus does Allah seal the 


‘hearts of those who have no 


knowledge. 
60. Therefore, be patient. 
Surely, the promise of Allah 
is true. And let not those 
who have no certainty hold 
you in light estimation.

Verses are recited to such 
one, he (she) boastfully turns 
away, as if he (she) did not 
hear them and as if there was 
heaviness in both his (her) 
ears, Therefore, announce to 
him (her) the news of painful 
punishment. 

8. Surely, those who 
believe and do the pious 
deeds for them there are 
paradises of bliss; 

9, wherein they will remain 
for ever. The promise of 
Allah is true. And He is the 
Honorable, the Wise. 

10. He has created the 
heavens without pillars that 
you can see and He has putin 
the earth firm mountains so 
that it may not shake with 
you, and He has spread 
therein all kinds of creatures, 
and We (Allah) have sent 
down water from the sky, 
then We cause to grow in the 
earth every noble kind of 
species. 

11. This is the creation of 
Allah. Now show Me what

16. O my dear son! even 
though it be a weight of a 
grain of mustard seed and 
even though it be in a rock, or 
in the heaven, or in the earth, 
Allah will surely bring it out;

22. And whoso submits 
himself to Allah and be kind 
(to others) he indeed has 
caught hold of a firmest 
handle. And towards Allah is 
the end of all affairs. 

23. And whoso disbelieves, 
let not his disbelief grieve 
you. To Us (Allah) is their 
return. Then We (Allah) 
shall tell them what they 
used to do. Surely, Allah 
knows well what is inside the 
breasts. 

24. We (Allah) shall allow 
them to enjoy a little, then 
We (Allah) shall drive them 
towards severe punishment. 
25. And if you ask them who 
has created the heavens and 
the earth, they will surely 
answer “Allah”. Please 
declare, ‘'all praises belong to 


Allah”. But most of them do 
not know it. 
26. To Allah belongs 


whatever is in the heavens 
and the earth. Surely, He is 
Self-Sufficient, All- 
Praiseworthy. 
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27. And if all trees in the 
earth were made pens and 
the seas were made ink with 
seven more seas added, the 
words of Allah would not be 
exhausted. Surely, Allah is 
| Honorable, Wise. 
28. Neither your creation 
nor your raising on the Day of 
Resurrection is any thing but 
like a single self. Surely, 
Allah is All-Seeing, All- 
Hearing. 
29. (O Listener) do not you 
see that Allah turns night 
into the day and returns the 
day in the night and He 
makes the sun and the moon 
to serve you. Each one 
pursues its course till an 
appointed term, and that 
Allah is Aware of your deeds? 
30. This is because Allah is 
the Truth and that which 
they worship besides Him are 
all falsehoods and because 
only Allah is the Highest, 
incomparably the Greatest. 
SECTION 4 
31. Have you not seen that 
the ships move in the rivers 
by the Grace of Allah, that 
He may show you some of His 
Signs? Surely in it are signs 
for every steadfast who is 
grateful. 
32. And when any wave 
befalls them like the 
mountain, then they call upon 
Allah having pure faith on 
Him. But when He brings 
them safe towards land, then 
some of them keep to the 
middle course. And none 
denies Our (Allah's) Signs 
except a deceiving and 
ungrateful person. . 
33. O mankind fear your 
Rubb (Sustainer) and have 
apprehension of the day when 
neither a father will be of any 
benefit to his child nor any 
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affectionate son will be able to 
provide any benefit to his 
father.

4, Allah has not made two 
hearts within breast of a man, 
and nor has He made your 
those wives, whrm you 
pronounce as equal to your 
mothers, your real mothers 
and nor He has made your 
assertion of your adopted 
sons as your real sons. These 
are only the words of your 
own mouth And Allah 
speaks the truth and only He 
guides to the (right) way. 

5. Call them after their 
fathers. This is more justified 
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"in the sight of Allah. But if 


you do not know their 
fathers, then they are your 
brothers in faith and your 
friends.

And they shall 
neither find for themselves, 
besides, Allah any supporter 
nor any helper.

But when you are 
invited then enter and when 
you have taken your meal 
then disperse, not this that 
you may sit down and amuse 
yourselves in talks. Surely, 
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this causes inconvenience to 
the Nabi (Prophet), and he 
has regard for you, but Allah 
is not shy of saying the truth. 
And when you ask from them 
(wives of the Prophet) any 
good ask from behind a 
curtain. This is for purity of 
your hearts and their hearts. 
And it does not behove you 
that you should give trouble 
to the Rasool (Messenger of 
Allah) and nor that you 
should ever marry his wives 
after him.

And 
remain pious with Allah. 
Surely, every thing is 
witnessed by Allah. 

56. Surely, Allah and His 
Angels shower their Blessings 
on the Nabi (Prophet of 
Allah—the communicator of 
hidden news). O you who 
believe! send upon him 
(Divine) blessings and salute 


him fully well with best 
salutation. 
57. Surely, those who 


speak evil things about Allah 
and His Rasool (Messenger), 
Allah's curse is upon them in 
this world and in the 
hereafter and Allah has kept 
prepared for them a 
degrading punishment. 

58. And those who speak 
evil things about the believing

without any reason, they are 
guilty of a false accusation

wives, and daughters and 
faithful (Muslim) women, 
that they should keep apart of 
their headgear covers over 
their faces. This will be more 
proper, that they may be 
recognized and they should 
not be given any trouble. 
And Allah is Forgiving,

60. If the hypocrites and 
those in whose hearts there is 
a disease and those who 
circulate lies in Madina do 
not desist We (Allah) shall 
surely give you authority over 
them; then they will not 
remain with you in Madina 
except for a little while. 
61. Cursed they are 
wherever they are found. 
They should be seized, and be 
slain one by one.

Then you become old, though 
some of you are caused to die 
before it and that you may 
reach to an appointed term 
and that you may 
understand. 
68. It is He Who gives life 
and causes death; and when, 
He decrees a thing, He only 
says it, “BE”, and it comes 
into BEING”.

69. Have you not seen those 
who dispute in the Verses of 
Allah? How they turn away? 
70. Those who reject the 
Book with which We (Allah) 
have sent Our (Allah’s) 
Rasools (Messengers). They 
soon shall know; 
71. when in the iron fetters 
and chains around their 
necks they shall be dragged; 
72. into the boiling water, 
then burnt in the fire;

3. A Book whose Verses 
have been fully explained, is 
this the Qur'aan in Arabic 
(eloquent language) for a 
nation who are 
knowledgeable; 
4. a bearer of good news 
and a warner. But most of 
them turn away and do not 
listen. 
5. And they say, “our 
hearts are in covers from that 
to which you invite us and in 
Our ears is a heaviness and 
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619XLI - Prostration Us-Sajdah 
between us and you there is a 
veil. So you do your deed and 
we do our deeds. 
[THREE FOURTH OF 
PART 24 ENDS] 

6. Please declare, “I am a 
human being, indeed, like 


you. To me it is revealed that 
surely for you only One Allah 
is worth worship”. 
Therefore, be firm before 
Him and beg His forgiveness: 
And woe be on_ the 
“muushriks” - idolators; 
7. who do not pay Zakaat 
(compulsory due) and they 
disbelieve in the hereafter”. 
8. Surely, those who 
believe and do righteous 
deeds shall have endless 
rewards. 

SECTION 2 
9. Please declare, “do you 
disbelieve in Him Who 
created the earth in two 
periods? And do you set up 
equals to Him? He is the 
Rubb (Sustainer) of the entire 
universe. 
10. And He set therein firm 
mountains rising above it and 
placed blessings in it and He 
determined provisions for its 
inhabitants, in four periods. 
This is for those who 
question. 
11. Then He observed the 
heavens and it was a smoke.

(skins) will say, “Allah made 
us to speak, he who bestowed 
speaking power to every 
thing.

And We (Allah) © shall 
certainly award them for 
their worst deeds they, used to 
do.

40. Surely, those who 
deviate from the right way 
concerning Our (Allah's)

, justice between you. Allah is 


our Rubb (Sustainer) and 
Rubb (Sustainer) of you all. 
For us are our deeds and for 
you are your deeds. There is 
no dispute between us and 
you. Allah will gather us 
together, and towards Him is 
the destination of all. 
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16. And those who dispute 
concerning Allah after that 
the believers (Muslims) have 
already accepted His Call, 
their argument is futile in the 
sight of their Rubb 
(Sustainer) and upon them is 
the wrath and for them is the 
severe punishment. 

17. Allah is He Who has 
revealed the Book with the 
truth and the balance of 
justice. And what makes you 
know that the Hour is not 
near? 

18. Those who do not 
believe in it seek to hasten it, 
and those who believe therein 
are dreadful of it and know 
that surely, it is the truth. 
Beware ! certainly those who 
are in doubt concerning the 
Hour are indeed on a far-off 
wrong path. 

19. Allah is Gracious to 
His devotees. He provides for 
whomso He pleases, and He 


is the Powerful, the 
Honorable. 

SECTION 3 
20. Whoso desires harvest 


of the hereafter, We (Allah) 
shall give him increase in his 
produce and whoso desires 
the harvest of this world, We 
(Allah) shall give him thereof. 
But in the hereafter he shall 
have no share. 

21, Have they some 
“shareek” - associate gods 
who have made for them 
some other law code for 
which Allah has given no 
permission. And had there 
not been the promise of a 
final decision (by Allah) in the 
hereafter) it would have been 
decided between them here. 
And surely for the cruel 
people is a painful 
punishment. 
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22. You shall see the 
wrong-doers fearful of what 
they had earned and it shall 
fall on them. But those who 
believe afd do good deeds will 
be in the meadows of the 
Paradise. They shall have 
with their Rubb (Sustainer) 
whatever they desire. This is 
the great bounty. 

23. This is that of which 
Allah gives the good news to 
His devotees who believe and 
do good deeds. Please 
declare, “I do not demand 
from you any reward for it 
but only love to make you 
(faithful) as obligation of 
relations”. And  whoso 
acquires righteousness, We 
(Allah) increase goodness in 


excellence. Surely, Allah is 


the Forgiving, the 
Appreciating. 
24. Or do they say, “he has 


forged a lie against Allah”. 
But if Allah had Willed, He 
could have set a seal of His 
Mercy upon your heart. And 
Allah wipes out the falsehood 
and establishes the truth with 
His Words. Surely, He knows 
fully well what is in the 
hearts. 

25. And it is He Who 
accepts the repentance from 
His devotees and pardons the 
sins and He knows whatever 
you do; 

26. and He answers prayer 
of those who believe and do 
righteous deeds and gives 
them more reward out of His 
Bounty. And as for the 
disbelieves there is a severe 
punishment for them. 

27. And had Allah 
increased the provisions of all 
His devotees, (even then they 
would have certainly rebelled 
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in the earth. But He sends 
down according to a measure 
as He wills. Surely, He is 
Aware and sees His devotees. 
28. Anditis He Who sends 
down rain after they have 
despaired, and spreads out 
His Mercy. And He is the 
Protector, the Praiseworthy. 
29. And of His signs is the 
creation of the heavens and 
the earth and of whatever 
moving creatures He has 
spread forth amongst them. 
And He has the power to 
gather them together when 
He pleases.

30. And whatever 
misfortune befalls on you, is 
due to what your own hands 
earn; but He pardons much. 
31. And you cannot

32. And of His signs are 
ships running in the sea like 
mountains. 

33. If He pleases, He may 
cause the wind to become 
still, so that they (ships) 
stand still on its back. Surely, 
therein are signs for every 
one who is most steadfast and 
the grateful.

35. And those who dispute 
in Our (Allah’s) signs should 
know that for them there is 
no place to escape.

37. who avoid major sins 
and indecencies and, when 
they are angry, they forgive. 
88. And those who obey 
the Command of their Rubb 
(Sustainer) and establish 
Salaat (Muslim Prayer) and 
their affairs are decided by 
mutual consultation and they 
spend what We (Allah) have 
provided. 

39. And who, when 
aggression is made against 
them, defend themselves. 

40. And the retaliation of 
injury is in the like injury. 
But whoso forgives and puts 
the things right his reward is 
with Allah. Surely, He does 
not love the cruels. 

41. And surely, whoso take 
revenge after being victimised 
of oppression, there is no 
blame on them. 

42. The blame lies only 
against those who do wrong 
against the mankind and 
transgress in the earth 
without right. For them is 
the painful punishment. 

43. And the one who 
shows patience and forgives

certainly, complies with 
strong divine determination. 
SECTION 5 


44. And whom Allah leaves 
to go on the wrong way, has 
no protector for him, 
thereafter. And you will see 
the wrongdoers when they 
will see the punishment, 
Saying, “is there any way to 
return”? 

45. And you will see them 
exposed to it (fire) dejected 
with disgrace looking 
stealthily. And the believers 
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will say, “surely, the losers 
are those who have lost 
themselves and their families 
on the Day of Resurrection”.

But the 
disbelievers turn away from 
that they were warned of. 
4. Please declare, “do you 
see whom you worship 
besides Allah? Show me what 
Particle of the earth they have 
created, or have they any 
share in the creation of the 
heavens? Bring me a book 
before this or anything of 
knowledge, if you are 
truthful. 
5. And who is more on 
the wrong way than the one 
who worships besides Allah 
such ones who may not hear 
his (her)prayer till the Day of 
Resurrection and even they 
are unaware of such worship 
to them. 
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6. And when mankind 
shall be gathered, they shall 
be enemies to them (idols) 
and will deny their worship. 


7. And when Our 
(Allah's) clear Verses are 
recited to them, the 


disbelievers say about the 
truth, when it reaches them, 
“this is a clear magic”. 

8. Or do they say, ‘‘he has 
concocted it”. Please declare, 
“if [ have concocted it, you 
have no power to help me 
against Allah. He knows welt 


what you are stressing upon. 
And He suffices to be a 
Witness between me and you, 
and He is the most Forgiving, 
the most Merciful.” 
9. Please declare, “I am 
not new amongst the Rasools 
(Messengers) and I do not 
know what shall be done with 
me and with you. I only 
follow what is revealed to me. 
And I am not but a clear 
warner.” 
10. Please declare, “do you 
see that it (Qur'aan) is from 
Allah and you disbelieve it, 
while a witness from the 
children of Issraael testifies 
its similarity (to previous 
Scriptures) and believes, 
while you became arrogant. 
Surely, Allah does not guide 
the wrong doers. 

SECTION 2 
11. And the disbelievers 
said about believers 
(Muslims), “if it had been 
good, they would not have 
preceded ahead of us to come 
to it’. And since they have 
not been guided thereby, 
therefore, they will say, “this 
is an old lie.” 
12. And before it there was 
the Book of Moosaa (Moses) 
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as a guide and mercy; and this 
Qur’aan is a confirming Book 
in Arabic language that it 
may warn the wrong doers, 
and be a good news for the 
righteous. 

13. Surely, those who say, 
“our Rubb (Sustainer) is 
Allah, and then are steadfast 
by it. No fear shall be upon 
them nor shall they be 
grieved. 

14. They are the 
inhabitants of Paradise, 
dwelling eternally therein as a 
reward of their deeds. 

15. And We have enjoined 
human beings to do good to 
their parents. His (her) 
mother bears him (her) 
painfully (in womb) and gives 
birth to him (her) painfully. 
And his (her) bearing and 
weaning are in thirty months, 
till when he (she) reaches to 
strength of manhood and 
attains the age of forty years.

SECTION 3 
21. And make mention of 
Hood. the brother of Aad, 
when he warned his nation 
along the Ahkaf (sand hills). 
Certainly, many warners had 
already come before him and 
hina (saying? worship 
none except Allah”. Surely, 1 
fear for you the punishment 
ofa mighty day. 
22) They said, “have you 
come for this that you may 
turn us away from our gods”? 
“Bring us then that with 
which you threaten us, if you 
ure truthful”. 
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23. He said, “the 
knowledge thereof is only 
with Allah, and I only convey 
to you what I have been sent 
with. But I see that you are 
totally an ignorant nation.” 

24 ~= Then, when they saw it 
(torment) like clouds coming 
towards their valleys, they 
said, “this is a cloud which 
will rain over us”. No, rather 
it is that which you sought to 


hasten a wind storm 
wherein is a painful 
punishment, 

25. which will destroy 


everything by the command 
of its Rubb (Sustainer). So in 
the morning there remained 
nothing to be seen except 
their deserted dwellings. 
Thus We (Allah) punish the 
criminal people. 

26. And certainly, We 
(Allah) established them that 
We (Allah) did not establish 
you; and We (Allah) bestowed 
them ears and eyes and 
hearts.

15. The description of the 
Paradise promised to the

2. Allah has sanctioned 
for you to keep firm your 
oaths. And Allah is your 
Protector. And He is the All- 
Knowing, the most Wise. 

3. When the Nabi 
(Prophet-Communicator of 
hidden news) conveyed a 
piece of information in 
confidence to one of his wives, 
but she disclosed it to others, 
Allah revealed it to him. He 
made known part of it (to 
other one) but avoided a part 
thereof.

SURA II — AL-BAQARAH (THE COW) 


1. Title: 

Sura Baqarah - The Cow, is the first complete Madani Sura of the Holy Quraan, which is 
the lengthiest one. Its Verse 282 is the longest Verse of the Holy Quraan prescribing the basis of 
a profound justice system for a sound social order. 

The title of the Sura has been derived from the true story of the Divinely selected beautiful 
sacrificial cow as narrated in its Verses 67 to 73. This Sura presents a self-contained total 
projection of the culture of Islam, as main objective of the Holy Qur'aan. Allah Suubhanahoo Wa 
Ta‘ala (S.W.T.) has explained in this Sura the socio-religious and politico-economic system of the 
religion of Islam in details. It explains special feature of the Jewish people who remain at cross 
roads and Christian confusion about the clear Commands of Allah. This longest Sura exposes 
the socio-cultural and religio-moral confusion of Jews and disbelievers worshipping cows and 
objects. 

During the first two years of the Holy Prophet's life at Madina, the Jews remained there 
before their self exile by emigration from Yathrib, renamed as Madina Tuur Rasool. 

2. | Why at No. II and Relation with No. I (The opening) ? 

This Sura has been meaningfully placed by the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. as 
Chapter II. It unfolds the universal mysteries about the human soul from the creation of the 
Aadam to the objectives of humanity. This Sura actually describes the Islamic way of life for the 
application of Shariah. Thus, Sura Baqarah presents the modality of best personality to establish 
best society for peaceful co-existence of humanity placing it as the foremost Sura of the Holy 
Quraan. 

3. Constitution : 

This Sura is Comprised on 40 sections and 286 Verses which contain 6121 words 
consisting of 25500 letters. 
4. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed by Allah Suubhanahoo Wa Ta-’aala (S.W.T.) upon the Holy 
Prophet Muhammad Sallallahhoo Alyhe Wassallam (S.A.W.) in Madina Tuur Rasool. 

5. Objectives: 

In this Sura, mankind has been introduced the fundamentals of Istamic faith, the practical 
implications and its impact on life. The concepts of righteous living according to Islam and the 
way to achieve it, have been delineated. The conflict between piety and sinfulness, the moral 
weapons with which the pious counteract the evil forces and the foul means as well as the 
onward march of righteousness have been clearly authenticated. It isin this connection that the 
account of the creation of Aadam as the Vicegerent of Allah upon the earth, and reaction of Satan 
(devil) towards it has also been detailed. 

6. Why Title in the Name of an Animal: 

The title of this longest and fully self-contained Sura has been derived from the special 
nature above-cited cow of a particular person as described in Verses 67 to 73 inthe Sura. This 
title of cow or other animate titles of “Ant” or “Spider” etc. in other Suras of the Holy Quraan 
assign Divine importance to such creatures. In the perfect sight of Allah they are of great benefit 
to humanity to provide best lesson to men to maintain the proper sanity of mankind. A chunk of 
the beef of this special color cow was struck to the dead body of a murdered man to detect the 
real cause of his killing to save Prophet Moses. It fetched a special price to its pious owner from 
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te et a _E 
the collections of the miser Jews, so hesitant to spend a penny. This is how Allah helps the 
righteous and examines the disobedients. 

The story of cow itself is a complete lesson that how the Israelites became despair and 
disobedient despite of Allah’s countless bounties upon them. A big chunk of human race called 
Hindoos worship cow since an immemorial time. A smal] community known as Jews also 
started worshipping its bronze heifer called Ijla in Arabic, a lifeless idol calf made by a cunning 
person Samiri to you money from its Jewish worship. This shows the old relationship of Hanood 
(Hindoos) with Yahood (Jews). 

Sura Bagarah is significant in the sense that only Allah is worth worship and His 
creatures like cow or its heifer are only for human benefit. Cow and heifer are of total utility to 
the entire mankind. The cow milk, its flesh, her skin, horn, hoofs, bones, dung and every bit of it 
is most useful to human beings, all alike. So the true Divine Command for its sacrifice describes 
the reality of its being best food by beef, milk, butter and its every other part. 

7. Comparison of the Jewish Community with Muslims: 

This Sura significantly brings into light the different features of the Jewish culture as well 
as the negative habits of Bani Israel and the Christians. How Bani Israel were bestowed the 
universal respect and how they were elevated high amongst mankind, has also been explained in 
this Sura. But even then they deviated from the right path and contracted various moral and 
ethical misdeeds as well as self innovated evil practices in the Divine faith. They made their 
Divinely revealed Torah Shariah (laws) as mere plaything by their stubborn negation and 
changes in the Commands of Allah. 

8 Objectives: 

This Sura stresses that the teachings of all the Ambia (Prophets of Allah) up to 
Muhammad Durr Rasool Allah, S.A.W. makes obligatory the belief in : 

(i) Unity of Divinity; 

(ii) Following the Prophets of Allah; 

(iii) Establishing prayer; 

(iv) Paying Zakaat,; 

(v) Sacrifice; 

(vi) Sayyam; 

(vii) Jehaad for truth; and 

(viii) Hajj. 

It is continuous process, starting right from the creation of the first man, as the crown creation 
Aadam, as the first Nabi upon the earth initiated the Divine standard of piety which achieved its 
zenith in the Last ideal modality of Prophet Muhammad (Allah’s Blessings and Salutation upon 
him S.A.W,)

The Shariah of Islam is not a new Shariah but the continuation of the Divine guidance 
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conferred by Allah upon man since his creation becoming perfect in Final Prophet Muhammad 
(S.A.W.). The Quraanic laws, therefore, correspond to the true requirement of man’s nature. In 
this connection a pointed reference has been made to the Messenger Ibraheem, Allah bless him, 
the Prophet patriarch, from whom the Muslim Ommah (the grand Muslim community, 
transworld) owes its standardized existence. He is looked upon as the father of the Prophets, the 
ideal for straightforwardness and a model of self-sacrifice before the Commands of Allah. 
Therefore, Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. adopted his patterns as the model of sincerity, 
purity, piety and unity for mankind where all the monolithic religions meet together in the 
annals of human history. His elder son Ismaeel,(Allah bless him), and he himself constructed 
the house of sincere worship to Allah known as the Ka’aaba in centre of the earth in Makkah, 
which is always centrifugal to the unity of Muslim Ommah. The sincerity to the Almighty in 
faith and piety as laid down in the Holy Quraan and practised by the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) are 
now the only medium of achieving best human society. The Sura ends up with best supplications 
as taught by Allah to His crown creation Aadam as His First devotee on earth. 

9. Universality of the Sura : 

Sura Baqarah basically divides human beings within three categories : 
(0) the believers; (ii) the disbelievers; and (iii) the hypocrites. 

The believers further have been divided into three types : 

(a) The Muslims, 

(b) The Momins (faithfuls) and 

(c) The Muutagies (pious). 

Of these three the Muutagies are the ideal believers in Islam. 

Disbelievers are those who worship the objects as the polytheist pagans and the idolators. 

The third category of human beings is of the hypocrites. Apparently they claim to be the 
believers but actually they are enemies of the faithfuls. They are really very dangerous to the 
peaceful co-existence of mankind. 

10. Significant Verses : 

(i) The Sura delineates the characteristics of the believers who are Muutageen (pious ones) in 
Verses 2 to 5. These are : (a) who believe in Allah as the unseen as basic reality; (b) 
establish Salaat (Muslim Prayer) with sincerely; (c) pay the compulsory dues in humility; 

_(d) believe whatever has been made obligatory by the Holy Qur'aan; (e) believe on the 
previous Books; and (f) believe in the Hereafter. 

(ii) Verses 6 and 7 describe who are the disbelievers. Verses 8 to 20 give full details of the 
hypocrites. As such a full section of Sura Baqarah was revealed to condemn the 
hypocrites. 

(iii) Verse 11-people indulge in social disorder but claim to be reformers; 

(iv) Verse 26-Allah illustrates facts about smallest creatures to test the belief of the followers 
to learn lesson from them. 

(v) | Verses 30 to 39-Creation of Aadam as Allah’s Vicegerent having all round knowledge. 
Allah gave Aadam the supreme honor but Satan rejected him. Aadam in Paradise was 
brought to earth on his own option of adoption of the prohibited action. But obedience and 
submission to Allah as sincere and humble devotee by worship can make humanity the 
owners of Paradise to live there in Eternity. 

(vi) Verses 40 to 46 and verse 169-Fulfil agreements, never misuse a penny of an orphan, 
adopt perfect piety. never dub right under wrong, always establish prayer, pay the 
compulsory dues, enjoin others to be pious and keep patient. Those having these 
characteristics will be nearest and dearest to Allah. 

(vii) Verse 104-Always adopt best etiquettes to address the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.). 

(viii) Verses 115 to 117-The east and the west belong to Allah as He is Omni present, 
everywhere, 

(ix) Verse 129 and 151-Submission of Ibraheem and Ismaeel (blessings of Allah on Allah for 
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the bestowment of the top Prophet Muhammad (S.A.W.) who has the four best qualities 
(revelations from Allah, inculcating best education, imparting wisdom and purifying the 
faithfuls). 

(x) Verse 138-Best is the dye of piety from Allah to make every one righteous. 

(xi) Verse 143 of this Sura also lays down the all time superlative role of the Muslims in the 
world as : 

“We (Allah) have made you a balanced grand Ommah (the transworld universal 
community of the Muslims) that you should be a model to the mankind under the 
guidance of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.)” 

(xii) Verse 173- The unlawful eatables and drinks must be desisted. 

(xiii) Verse 177- Righteousness is not in turning the faces to the east or the west but belief in 
Allah, the Last Day, the Angels, the Divine Books and the Prophets as well as spending 
money on the orphans, poor relatives, needy wayfarers and prisoners is the best. Only the 
remembrance of Allah makes someone righteous. Those who pay Zakaat, fulfil their 
agreements and remain patient as well as steadfast in war are the truthful and righteous 
ones. 

(xiv) Verse 178 and 179-To settle the unjust killings the best methods of retaliation or 
compensation are compulsory. 

(xv) Verses 183 to 187-All the related Shariah obligations for compulsory fasting have been laid 
down. 

(xvi) Verses 188-Corrupt use of others’ wealth prohibited. 

(xvii) Verse 189 and Verses 196 to 201 pilgrimage (Hajj) to Makkah discussed in details. 

(xviii) Verse 191- Rioting and public disorder is serious crime. 

(xix) Verse 219- Wine and gambling rejected. 

(xx) Verse 224-Allah should not be made subject of Oaths. 

(xxi) Verses 223 to 232 and 237-Status of women, divorce method and status of divorced women 
discussed.

The Islamic Shariah has been introduced as the final Will of 
Allah (S.W.T.) to the Day of Resurrection as the final Divine religion. All the institutions of 
Islamic Fiqh (system) have been described as the only means to straight path for co-existence of 
humanity in peaceful fraternity upto Eternity. Best method of submission to Allah as perfect 
supplication of Aadam has been prescribed for all the Muslims. 


SURA III — AALE ‘IMRAN 

1. =‘ Title: 

The title of this Sura was derived by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. with the guidance of Allah, 
from its Verse thirty three (33). In this Verse, Allah Almighty relates how He confers His best 
bounties on those who achieve high standards of piety. The progeny of Imran, the father of the 
great lady on earth, Virgin Mary Aly-ha-Salam (Allah’s Blessings on her), was conferred unique 
honor by this Sura. She was made the Virgin mother of Jesus, the great Masiah and Prophet 
Lesa Aly-hiss Salaam (Allah's Blessings on him). She is equally honored and cherished 
throughout the world, except the Jewish community. Muslims believe that Jesus was the 
Prophet of Allah, who is alive in the heavehs. But Christians say that he was crucifixed and he 
would reappear as Jesus God, a begotten son of God, rather a real God, for which they have no 
proof and there is no truth in this belief. 

2. Constitution: 

It is the 2nd longest Sura of the Holy Quraan with 200 Verses which comprise on 3542 
words containing 15336 letters. 

3. Revelation: 

According to the companions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and religious scholars, it was 
revealed by Allah upon the last Messenger Muhammad S.A.W. in the Holy city of Madina in 3rd 
to 9th A.H. (After Hijrut - the Holy Prophet’s migration to Madina). This Sura is a long address 
mostly to the Christians. 

4, Context: 

The context of this Sura is as follows : 

Gi) ‘There is a famous Hadith about the Holy Prophet S.A.W. when he permitted a Christian 
delegation, who came to meet him, to say their Christian prayers in the holy Mosque. This 
is the best example of religious tolerance of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 

(ii) The Sura basically explains to the Christians that Islam is the continuity of the same 
religion as bestowed upon all the previous Prophets of Allah. The Holy Quraan 
incorporates in originality all the valid Ordinances of Allah described in Torah (old 
Testament) for the Jewish community through Prophet Moses (Moosaa Aly-hiss-Salaam). 
The Holy Quraan also carries the relevant message of the original New Testament (the 
Injeel - the Bible Gospel, modified by different denominations of Christians in different 
versions, in different countries). None of these Bibles now have the words of God in 
onginality in their present form. 

(iii) Aale Imran, as the lengthy Sura of the Holy Quraan (with 200 Verses), solely motivates 
the Christians to rectify their false belief about Prophet Eesa-Masiah A.S. that he was not 
at all the begotten or real son of God. So Christians should revert to the unity of Divinity 
and Oneness of Allah. 

(iv) The Holy Prophet S.A.W. advised them to forego the cross as Jesus was never crucifixed. 
They should desist to eat flesh of pig and leave alcohol as these were totally against the 
basic teachings of Jesus Christ A.S. as revealed upon him in the old and the new 
Testaments, before changes. The Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. told Christians that 
the son inherits most of the characteristics of the father. Allah has no father and no 
mother, but Jesus had mother. Allah has no birth or death but Jesus was born from the 
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womb of his mother and is to die. (According to Christians he died at crucifixion but was 

reborn which is baseless). 

(v) The Holy Quraan justifies how Jesus was in urgent need of eating and drinking and his 
life in this world depended on fresh air. Allah is aloof from such needs. Allah has no 
beginning and no end but Jesus had his birth and has definite end. He also explained to 
the Christians how Islam is the Allah Almighty’s truthful, peaceful, simple, pious, 
universal, righteous, straightforward, dynamic, progressive and prosperous religion. It is a 
continuity of the same Islam which was preached by Jesus or Moses. Higher ideals fixed 
by Allah for the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. are Divine model for the true Muslims. 

5.  Objectives/Message : 

The first Sura (AL-FATIHA—The Opening) of the Holy Quraan is a brief introduction 
with only comprised on seven Verses and 27 words as the preamble of the Holy Quraan. It fixes 
high standard of life for the sincere Muslims to become pious and straightforward. 

Second Sura (AL-BAQARA—The Cow) is the lengthiest Chapter of the Holy Quraan 
which has 286 Verses consisting on 6121 words. This Sura gives details about the existing 
Jewish faith and invites them with full justification to accept Islam because the Holy Quraan, 
being the last Message of Allah to mankind, is the continuity of the message of the Torah. The 
preachings of the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. as the last Messenger set the best ideals. 
The Holy Quraan critically evaluates the ill conceived Jewish and Christian belief changing the 
pure revelation of the old and new Testament. 

But Sura AALE-IMRAN, as third Chapter of the Holy Quraan, gives full critical 
evaluation of the faith of Christians that it is altogether against the original revelations of the 
Bible (Injeel). Jesus Christ came as Masiah to bring back on the right path the Israelites. The 
New Testament (Bible) was revealed upon him by Allah only to get implement the Old 
Testament (Torah) Divine ordinances for the Jews. As such Jesus did not bring new religion but 
it was the continuity of the religion of Moses. But Jesus was rejected by the Jews. The editions 
of Bible (Gospel), in the present versions, were evolved by the different disciples of Jesus from 
250 to 450 years when he was taken to heaven. Christianity was established in the name of 
Jesus Christ, although the duty for Jesus was only to unite so many sects of the Jews. Thus the 
followers of Jesus Christ have negated what was prescribed by Allah. Anyhow, long after the so- 
called crucifixion of Jesus, Christianity became the great religion of the world up to 6th decade 
of the 20th century. It is now on the serious decline as Islam is having its best march forwards. 

In early 7th century A.D. the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. preached the Christians 
the facts about Jesus and the real solution to the Christian misconceptions to come back to the 
fold of same Islam which was introduced by the Arch Messenger Hazrat Ibraheem (Abraham) 
AS. It is accepted unanimously by all the Muslims, Christians and Jews. All of them believe in 
the Oneness of Allah, though Christians treat Jesus as son of God and Jews believe Moses as 
incarnation of God. As such both these religions presently are not in their original form 
Prophet Ibraheem is the grand-father of Muhammad :3.A.W., the grandfather of Jesus und father 
of Moses. Therefore. Christians and Jews must understand the truth bestowed upon 
Muhammad S.A.W. Three Chapters of the Holy Quraan i.e. Sura Fatiha. Sura Baqara and Sura 
Aale Imran stress on the purity of Islam and the Oneness of Allah. 

6. Gist of the Text:

haa ly Prophet luhammad S.A.W. Perhaps their meanings are not kno va even to the Divine 

romger of revelations, the Arch Angel Jibreel A.S. (Aly-hiss Salam—Allah Bless hinn) 
Verse ca two es that only Allah is worth worshiping as He 1s all alive and everlasting 
testifies Torah (OUT, Quraan is Allah s authentic revelation for the human guidance whict. 
sowie ik estament) and Bible (New Testament) as revealed hy Allah (non-existent 
eir textual purity as words of Allah). The non-Muslim scholars of this age sav that the 
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Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. was not bestowed any big miracle. The Quraan explains the 
miracles of Jesus (Prophet Eesa Masih A.S.). Some Muslim scholars perchance prove 10,000 
miracles of the Holy Prophet of Islam S.A.W. Asa matter of fact the Holy Quraan itself is a big 
miracle. This is the only ever surviving Divinely revealed purest scripture. In the human history 
it has not only been preserved by Allah Almighty in heavenly Tablets but it is perfect in its word 
purity to this day without change of a digit or a slightest variation in its text. None of other 
scriptures of any other monolithic religion is available in their original form like the Holy 
Quraan. Therefore, the Holy Quraan itself is the greatest Divinely revealed miracle of the 
unlettered Holy Prophet S.A.W. ‘ 

Verses 4 to 13 categorically say that the Holy Quraan as Divine revelation is the whole 
truth. Those who disbelieve it, will be sent to hell. The believers will get reward herein and in 
the hereafter with Allah’s bounties in Paradise. 

Verse 14 indicates the evil attractions and allurements which sway human beings to 
deviance that they commit crimes. These glittering attractions are to collect gold, silver, bank 
balance, cash money, property, progeny, animals of dairy, horses, agricultural holdings etc and 
lust of beautiful women. 

Verses 15 to 25 describe the profound characteristics of the pious people as 
straightforward, patient and obedient devotees of Allah, who help the needy and beg for Divine 
forgiveness, They will achieve ultimate success. , 

Verses 26 to 30 state that Allah is all powerful to bestow power to the just or deprive 
someone from the same. He has full authority over every thing. Allah brings out day from night 
and Vice-a-Versa. He brings out the dead out of alive and Vice-a-Versa. Friendship with the 
wrong doers is totally disliked by Allah. Misdeeds committed by wrong doers are not destined 
from Allah. These are the sins and crimes of someone . 

Verses 31 to 32 make it clear that love of Allah lies in the submission to Him with 
sincerely following the footsteps of the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. with perfect love to 
him. 

Verses 33 to 80 give full details about the family of Imraan bestowed with a great daughter 
Maryam (Mary). She was brought up by the great Prophet Zakariya (Zachariyya) A.S. as her 
Divinely appointed Prophet guardian. The true message of Bible as revealed by Allah in the 
Original Gospel has been given in the Quraan as to how Mary was made in the world history the 
greatest lady (Verse 42) Divinely bestowed with the greatest miracle of a son Jesus—Eesa Masih, 
without father. This confused the Christian world after 450 years to take him as the son of God 
having great miracles (Verse 49) from Allah. Preaching of Jesus for Oneness of Allah were 
dubbed under the wrong concept of Trinity, One into three and three into One with Jesus as the 
real God. 

Sections 9 and 10 of Sura Aale Imraan describe how all the previous Prophets of Allah 
undertook to believe in Prophethood of Muhammad S.A.W. as the ideal most last Messenger of 
Allah for the entire humanity to Eternity. 

The standards of righteousness and piety for the Muslims, are the same as practised by 
Prophet Ibraheem A.S., who established the Holy Ka‘aaba in Makkah as the holiest place of 
Allah to be kept by all Muslims in all prayers and worship as well for performing Hajj (Muslim 
pilgrimage) and ‘Omra. Only the path of the Prophets leads to the straight path of Allah. 

Section 11 to 13 clearly make the unity of Muslims as mandatory for each believer free of 
sectarianism. All the Muslims are brothers to keep fast the straight path of Allah in unison 
without any negative differences amongst them with full respect to each other. This is the real 
boon of Allah that Muslims should remain one. 

Verses 104 to 110 and 114 are the great Muslim Mottos. They area trans-world mid of the 
way universal community to lead the mankind to peaceful piety and coexistence of humanity 
with equitable prosnerity in light of the Holy Quraan as guidance of Allah Almighyy. 
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Verse 121 to 129 and Verse 140 to 158 are related to the events of war of Ohud thrusted by 
enemies ‘of Islam near Madina where Muslims faced difficulties at the hands of infidels of 
Makkah aided by Jews of Madina in the third year of their migration from Makkah—the 3rd 
AH. Muslims faced crises due to their being non-steadfast. No weaponry, armory, artillery or air 
cover can save Muslims but it is Allah Almighty Who is their Protector. Muslims never should 
expect help from the disbelievers as they are always united to crush Muslims. 

Verse 130 totally rejects usury and prohibits interest in any form as it is Jewish institution 
to exploit the humanity. It is anti-prosperity and is against justice and equity. Interest extracts 
the hard labor of people under debt to the benefits of the cruel creditors. 

Verse 159 describes the greatest characteristics of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. being Allah’s 
Blessing (Rehmat) for the universe. He is open hearted and broadminded. He introduced the 
democratic-institution of consultation with every citizen, irrespective of status. He taught 
mankind tolerance for the adversaries, enemies and the wrong doers forgiving even their serious 
wrongs. 

Verse 161 again verifies the fact that individuals commit wrongs with self-motives for 
which they are liable to punishments. 

Verse 164 makes the Holy Prophet S.A.W. the greatest bestowment and boon of Allah to 
human beings. He has four highest characteristics :- a 

(i) He conveys Verses of Allah in originality, as revealed to him; 

(ii) He reforms the followers to piety ; 

(iii) He inculcates believers Allah’s revelations with self-practice ; and 

(iv) He motives them with perfect conviction to straightforward actions. 

Verse 168 challenges the disbelievers to evade their death hour to live for ever. But every 
one is to die by Allah’s destiny. 

Verses 169 to 171 exalt so high those who are martyred (killed in spreading piety or in a 
war to defend Islam). They get full bounties of Allah Almighty. Such great men do not die but 
actually remain alive and are fed by Allah which the living ones cannot easily understand. Their 
status in spiritual world goes on exalting and they receive more bounties getting more and more 
satisfied with Allah’s bestowments as the martyrs in ‘His way. 

Verse 179 explains Allah’s unlimited knowledge of the hidden facts of this universe. All 
the past, present and future events, as well as affairs of the here-after are fully known to Him. 
He can confer to fullest extent secrets of the universe to his Prophets and to His selected 
devotees. 

The title Nabi itself means the exalted one who knows the hidden news of past, present or 
future and gives authentic information about the unknown. 

Verses 180 to 191 describe how believers are par-excellent than disbelievers. Disbelievers 
of the past are condemned that they killed Allah’s Prophets. Muslims must remain pious, and 
Steadfast to get bounties of Allah Almighty. Allah is Magnificent to create every thing. Nothirig 
in the universe has been created in vain. 

Verses 192 to 200 describe the best characteristics of Muslims and prohibit them to get 
any sort of remuneration for teaching the Holy Quraan. Muslims must remain patient, 
benevolent, obedient, upright, cooperative, accommodative, united and mutually brothers. They 
should consult each other and help the needy with love and affection. If Muslims remain 
disunited, as a result of the conspiracies of the infidels, idolators and disbelievers, they will not be 
able to have a united fight against injustice, miseries, excesses, human rights violations and 
aga Only Muslims can take humanity to peaceful prosperity with justice, fairness and 
equity. 

7. Conclusion : 

Sura Aale Imraan being the 2nd lengthiest Sura of the Holy Quraan basically motivates 
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the Christians to the real Divine truth about Eesa Ibne Maryam (Jesus) who was most 
miraculous Prophet of Allab but not at all the son of God. The finality of the Holy Prophet 
Mubammad S.A.W. must be accepted by them. His life patterns being the world model from 
Allah and the completion of Divine Message on him in the form of most perfect Book, the Holy 
Quraan, has also been explained to the people of the previous Books, the Jews and the 
Christians to accept it as Divine truth. It is similar truth as was in the Torah and the Bible in 
originality. Muslims have been instructed to maintain justice, truthfulness, piety, equity and 
sincerity to Allah. Only the straight path leads to real welfare of humanity with equality as 
prescribed by Allah Almighty in the Holy Quraan and as practised by Holy Prophet Muhammad 
S.A.W. 


SURA IV — UN-NISAAA (THE WOMEN) 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been selected by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. with the guidance of 
Allah from the word “NISAA”, “the Women”. This word occurs at many places in this Sura. 
The female, woman, lady or masculine is the most important part of family, group and society. 
She provides the basis of humanity. Survival of man depends on her company. She plays pivotal 
role in inter-relationship and interdependence of individuals. Human life has its foundations on 
mother’s proper socialization of child. Child is the father of man and she gives birth to child. 
Then she disciplines him/her as a social person. In Islam women as mother are the most 
respectful (next in respect to Allah S.W.T. and His last Prophet S.A.W.). As daughter she gets 
deep fatherly affection. As sister she provides real link within family. As wife she is the most 
lovely spouse. She is so important as a nucleus of primary relationship of male and female 
unison. She has still greater attachment as maternal/paternal aunt, cousin, fair sex and great 
sympathizer. She is nursing balm to male chauvinism and masculine schism. She is the first 
teacher and motivator for sanity in infancy as well as chastity in adulthood. Integrity and 
solidarity of community lies in her hands. Woman, as a matter of fact, is much more important 
for survival of human society. Therefore, Allah Almighty has devoted this Sura to female 
serenity. Though she is considered weaker vessel and fair sex partner but she has been assigned 
a special status in Divine Scripture of the Holy Quraan to protect her rights from male 
exploitation. 

Thus the word NISAAA’ is very important nomenclature of this pivotal Sura of the Holy 
Quraan to preserve female status being weaker vessel, not preserved by any other religion. 

2. Constitution: 

This Sura of the Holy Quraan consists of 176 Verses. It has 3035 words, containing 16030 
letters. 

3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed by Allah to the Holy Prophet S.A.W in Madina during the period 
from 3 to § A.H. 

4. Context : 

This Sura lays down the foundations of Islamic jurisprudence for civil, criminal, ethical, 
social and community control legislations in a Muslim state. Woman plays pivotal role in Islamic 
culture for the socialization of individual as pious member of family. Legislative reforms were 
introduced for the first time by the Holy Quraan in the human history to delineate social control 
and community defence laws in different aspects of human life. . 

This Sura, therefore, is an important Quraanic coverage to human prosperity in a welfare 
society. 

5. Objectives/Messages : 

The Sura deals with the following subjects as its major objectives with specific Divine 

Messages for human welfare :- 
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Islamic sociology of law and the psychology of value/norm structure of an Islamic 
community ; 

The family life and group problems of the Muslim society and the solidarity of the 
individual with family for community integrity; 

The rights of the individuals in the family, problems of husband and wife in the family and 
the principles of family laws in Islam; 

The principles of civil law containing the Muslim law of inheritance, land laws, law of 
equity, the rural and urban property shares, principles of the law of contract and 
foundations of other civil laws, which can be evolved from time to time; 

Principles of law of evidence in criminal offences; 

The foundations of a pious Islamic society lie in purity which has roots in sexual chastity 
and human morality. Therefore, crime prevention has top priority in Islamic society ; 
Basis of the crime prevention laws and principles of Islamic criminal justice system have 
been laid down; 

Islamic social defence structure, community control order and criminal jurisprudence 
fundamentals have been delineated; : 

The methods of remorse, repentance and forgiveness of Allah have been laid down ; - 
Social security of the weaker sections of society and special measures to defend the female 
folks against exploitation of males have been delineated. Coverage of widows, neglected 
women, orphans, down-trodden and the have-nots have been indicated. The socially 
deprived sections have been saved by legal reforms by permanent Quraanic legislation ; 
The Islamic patterns of dealing with hypocrites and their accomplices as well as the sworn 
enemies of Islam have been given in details ; 

The standard of Justice system in Islam, the love and affection of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
and the method of decision making for Islamic state policies have been laid down; 

Islamic fellowship and universal brotherhood based on equity with pious dealings in 
individual actions has been laid down ; 

Unity of faith and dependence of actions of Allah have been explained in details. The belief 
of the idolators, infidels and the people of the Books (Christians and Jews) have been 
critically evaluated and the wrong doers have been rejected ; 

The believers as pious and sincere Muslims have been guided as how to maintain their 
piety and sincerity in Islam. The disbelievers have to face ultimate defeat in Islamic 
Jehaad (sacred fight in self defence/spread of Islam) against the idolator infidels ; 

The standards of individual perfection, straightforwardness, piety and righteousness have 
been delineated ; and 

Heart felt love, top respect and unconditional submission by Muslims to the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. has been made compulsory to achieve sincerity in faith. 

Gist of the Text : 


Verse one lays down the Divine principles of human creation from one Aadam. Modern 
medical scientists, experts in genetics and medical doctors of highest calibre have not been 
able to evolve any other method of human creation. 

Verse two lays down strict protective measures of social defence for preservation of rights 
of the orphans. Four wives have been allowed to save sex starved people from sex 
corruption, adultery, rape, forced sex etc. Very hard and fast rules of maintaining social 
justice between two or more wives have been laid down. Since human weakness leads the 
polygamic male to commit injustices in family life, therefore, Divine prohibition has been 
imposed to have only one wife. Up to this period the Arabs and other Jewish/Christian 
chiefs had scores of wives which were reduced to the minimum. 2nd wife is permissible 
only in particular circumstances and not at all as a rule. Islam prefers perfect adjustment 
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with one wife for profound family life and community solidarity). 

Verses 3 to 14 lay down payment of compulsory dowry money to wife according to the 
agreed terms. The basis of civil law. law of inheritance, rural and urban property 
distribution among the legal heirs, females and males, with special protection to the 
widows and orphans. Female has inheritances as wife, mother, daughter, sister and near 
relative of the deceased without any liability but male gets higher share only from father 
with many liabilities. 

Verses 15 to 18 lay down the principles of the law of evidence in criminal offences, the 
method of remorse and repentance by offenders and the great Islamic institution of 
forgiveness even in the serious offences. 

Verses 19 to 28 impose prohibitions to women exploitation and Islamic taboos about 
marriage with certain relative females. 

Verse 29 totally bans and makes fraud, misappropriation, corruption and extraction of 
money/property as serious crime. Anyhow, legal business is fully allowed. This is suicidal 
to misappropriate others’ rightful properties. Suicide has also been made totally illegal. 
Verses 30 to 45 stress the males being stout to have proper look after of female spouses. 
Parents, relatives, have-nots and the needy are compulsory social liabilities fixed for 
Muslims by Allah Almighty. The purification with proscribed bath after sexual 
intercourse with wife has been described. 

Verses 46 to 57 condemn Jews and all those who disrespect the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
Associating or equating someone with Allah is the greatest sin. The jealous people have 
been condemned. 

Verses 58 to 90 lay down the cardinal principles of honesty, justice and equity in Islam as 
the most important human characteristics to establish just society with rule of law. 
Obedience to Allah, strictly following the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and accepting the authority 
of those who piously implement laws of Islam with justice good believers is compulsory. 
There should be no tussle of favor to anyone. Islam dislikes duals of brothers win 
brothers. 

Verses 92 and 93 lay down Islamic criminal justice laws to settle different types of murders 
being index, serious and heinous crime. Many options and alternates have been suggested 
for unintentional, casual, mistaken and wrongful murders. Diyat (restitution), 
compromise, fasting as purging penalty, forgiveness and pardon with compensation etc 
have allowed as legal alternate settlements methods. 

Verses 94 to 125 stress to follow the life pattern of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. This is the 
only best option to achieve success in this temporary life and for reward in permanent life 
in the Hereafter. 

Verses 126 to 134 again stress to do justice with women and orphans. If there be any 
tussle between husband and wife there should be reconciliation. 

Verse 135 lays down the magna carta for officials in the justice process. Standards of 
evidence, eye witnesses and circumstantial evidence and documentary or written proofs 
have been laid down. Witness is a Divine trust which must be offered as a citizenship duty 
to an Islamic state with truth and without prejudice, fear or favor. 

Verses 136 to 177 again indicate the cardinal principles of Islamic faith. Only path of Allah 
is the correct option as He is the highest Power to command what is just. 

Significant Verses: 


Verse 1 - Humanity created from one person goes to billion folds ; 
Verse 2 - Never devour orphan’s property ; 

Verse 15 - Adultery is a great sin ; 

Verse 22 - Women with whom marriage has been prohibited; 
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(v) Verse 29 - Corruption, fraud and dishonesty are the great sins ; 
(vi) Verse 36 - Parents and other people should be dealt with great kindness ; 
(vii) Verse 58 - dustice is obligatory and dishonesty is a great sin; 
(viii) Verse 59 - Obey Allah, His Prophet and the pious rulers ; 
(ix) Verse 65 - Complete submission to the Holy Prophet is obligatory ; 
(x) Verse 78 - Every wrong is self-contracted by a person; 
(xi) Verse 79 - Submission to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is submission to Allah ; 
(xii) Verses 92/93 - Planned murder is a big crime. Murder by mistake can be settled by 
permissible alternates ; 
(xiii) Verse 128 - Reconciliation is best settlement ; 
(xiv) Verse 103 - Salaat (Muslim prayer) is obligatory for all the believers daily; and 
(xv) Verse 135 - Witnessing with pure truth is every one’s duty. 


8 Conclusion: 

Sura NISAAA’ is the most important Chapter of the Holy Quraan. It specifically lays 
down the principles of civil, criminal, family and social control laws, evidence act, Islamic 
jurisprudence etc. Muslims are stressed to act upon their faith with sincerity, to get Allah’s 
bounties. Only Islamic justice’system provides the real basis of a pure society. This is the 
aspiration of entire humanity to achieve peaceful coexistence for equitable prosperity which is 
the basic quality of an Islamic polity based on justice afd piety. 


SURA V — MAAA-IDAH (THE EATABLES ARRANGED) 

1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from the term MAAA-‘IDAH (used in its Verses 
112 and 114). It means “eatables and arranged with a delicious varieties of ready made dishes on 
dining table”. The survival of human physique and body limbs solely depends on food containing 
minimum quantity of different vitamins in reasonable calories. These have been made available 
by Allah Almighty in different agricultural products from soil and animal fats as well as the air 
and the sea food. Virgin Mary being greatest lady on earth, used to get off season fresh fruits, 
ready made delicious breakfast, hot lunch and best dinner in her prayer chamber which 
astonished even Prophet Zakariya. Virgin Mary got the same before the prophecy of the 
miraculous birth of Eesa Masiha (Jesus) to her. It was to assure her that this supernatural birth 
was also a similar bounty of Allah Almighty ds this supernatural food comes to her miraculously. 

Term Maaa-‘idah in Verse 112 and 114 occurs in the context that the so called followers of 
Jesus demanded from him a spread table full of ready made delicious foods from the heaven (as 
his mother used to get) or was bestowed to the people of Moses. 
: The Holy Prophet S.A.W. may have been instructed by Allah to select this term ‘“Maaa- 
“ida” from Verses 112 and 114 to relate true facts about Jesus and Mary to the Christians. They 
might have asked such bounty of Allah that the Jews in the past used to get similar supernatural 
food. _ Muslims also have the lessons in it with the promised provisions in the Paradise, if they 
remain pious and steadfast herein. 
2. Constitution : 


_The Sura is composed of 120 Verses which consist of less than three thousand words 
containing 12464 letters. A portion of Verse 3 contains the last Divine words of the Holy Quraan 
as the last revelation of Allah to complete the Holy Quraan. This portion of Verse three was 
Pronounced by the Holy Prophet $.A.W. to the biggest congregation of his companions (around 
140,000) attending the Hajj in the Divinely selected Arafaat Valley to get Divine policy speech at 
the last leg of his worldly life. It was delivered in his famous Fare Well Sermon in this great 
Valley of Arafaat, which is a Divinely bestowed sandy plain for remorseful supplications of 
Muslims as basic obligation of annual Hajj. It was his first and Last Hajj (pilgrimage) at 
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Makkah. This sermon with this Verse is itself the biggest miracle of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to 
complete for the mankind the Divinely perfected Quraan. It is so brief and best worded 
comprehensive human rights charter, par excellent in simple version with logical codal articles 
instantly delivered 1363 years ago. Without prejudice every one can find these Words far better 
than confused lengthy Human Rights Charter of the United Nations. 

3. Revelation: 

It is purely a Madani Sura revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah around 7th 
A.H. But its Verse three was conveyed by the Holy Prophet S.A.W., as stated above, on 9th Zil- 
Hajj in 10th A.H. containing the Divine words of Quraan’s conclusion being its last revelation. 
These words are “Al-Yauma Akmalto” - “Today I (Allah) have completed the religion for you, 
completed My (Allah) favour upon you and have ehosen for you Islam as the best religion . 

This Sura was revealed on different occasions during 6th to 10th A.H. particularly during 
the agreement of Hoodybiya (Suleh Hoodybiya) in 6th A.H. 

4, Context: 

The ethico-moral, socio-economic, politico-administrative and religio-cultural system of 
Islam was discussed in Sura | to IV (Fatiha, Bagara, Aale ‘Imraan and Nissaa‘). The same 
needed implementation in letter and spirit within shortest period. This Sura is in that practical 
context. 

The Sura consolidates the laws of the Holy Quraan on agreements, civil laws, criminal 
justice laws, laws of inheritance and evidence Act of an Islamic state. Treaty of peaceful 
coexistence with the waring Makkan infidels paved the way to practise the laws of Allah 
Almighty for the welfare of humanity and equitable peaceful prosperity. The state policies 
needed consolidation, interpretations and referral explanations which have been duly discussed 
in this Sura. 

Rules and regulations for permissible foods and eatables with prohibition for unlawful and 
impure items were practically implemented. Standards of body cleanliness and spiritual purity 
were brought in real practice, as laid down. Achieving Divinely fixed piety and righteousne.- 
cannot be achieved without bodily cleanliness on the great model of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
His pattern must be followed with perfect love, utmost affection and sincerest inner obedience to 
him in all affairs. The wrong, rejected and negated beliefs of Jews and Christians have been 
explained to persuade them to follow the truthful Islamic religion as the Will of Allah. This Sura 
also indicates how the Holy Prophet S.A.W. initiated motivative education through 
correspondence with the then rulers of the super powers around the Arab peninsula This is 
today a least expensive and most effective method even upto highest university education. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

The basic objectives of this Sura are to implement the Islamic political cultural system as 
prescribed for the benefit of humanity. The specific patterns of Divinely selected great Muslim 
Ommah (the trans-world grand Muslim community) offer to the world a peaceful prosperity. 
Muslims have their own profound socio-economic and politico-administrative polity assuring 
just coexistence of humanity. Following are the main objectives and basic messages of this Sura : 
(i) Strict implementation of covenants, contracts and agreements ; 

(ii) Prescription of the permissible eatables and prohibition of certain flesh, blood and drinks 
for socio-cultural purity ; 

(iii) Hajj obligations and sanctity of Ka’aaba ; 

(iv) Method of bodily purity by bath, ablution and oral purification for perfect cleanliness for 
prayers ; 

(v) Permission of taking food and marrying ladies of the people of the Books 

(Jews/Christians) ; 

(vi) Mutiny, rioting and dacoity made index crimes ; 
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Alcohol, gambling, lotto etc. totally prohibited. Superstitions and lucky draws by arrows 
banned ; 

Breaking of cath subjected to fines ; 

Evidence law made more strict witnessing made personal duty and strict justice made 
Divine obligation for mankind; 

Muslims as rulers, judges, administrators, politicians, traders and state functionaries 
strictly instructed to fulfil sacred obligations by judicious, pious and righteous behavior ; 
Obedience to Allah and the Holy Prophet S.A.W. made strictly obligatory ; 

The patterns of Jews and Christians rejected and Islamic system tnadé more scrupulously 
judicious ; 

Following the Holy Quraan and Sunnah of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. made strictly 
obligatory in all daily affairs with righteousness, piety and simplicity as basic Muslim 
patterns ; 

Jewish and Christian states of nearby areas came under Islamic fold. So the Christian and 
Jews re-invited to either embrace Islam or make themselves subject to Muslim.rule; and 
After the great compromise at Hoodybiya (Suleh Hoodybiya) all Arab tribes had to open 
their folds for Islam all over Arabia. From that era (6th A.H.) Islam became an 
international religion. 


Significant Verses : 
(i) Versel - Believers must fulfil their agreements ; 
(ii) Verse2 - Muslims cannot flout limits fixed by Allah. Cooperate in pious deeds 


but never associate in misdeeds; 

(iii) Verse6 - Compulsory bath and compulsory ablution must be fulfilled by each 
Muslim before prayer ; 

(iv) Verse7 - Court required witnessing of an event is compulsory for every Muslim 

to state the facts impartially, if matter is known personally , 

The Holy Prophet is the light of Allah (Noor) and the Holy Quraan 

provides the most truthful knowledge ; 

(vi) Verse 32 - Killing of a man is killing of humanity. Bringing a man to life from 
being executed is making alive the entire humanity ; 

(vii) Verse 33. - Rioting, terrorism and rebellion are the most serious crimes subject to 

severest punishment ; 

The man or a women who commits theft be punished sternly ; 

Retaliation in certain crimes against human body person allowed to 

close the doors of revenge; 

(x) Verse 56 - People who belong to Hizb-Allah (lovers of Allah) are definitely to 
succeed ; and 

(xi) Verse 119 - The people who become truthful and pious will be in Paradise fully 
rejoiced from Allah and Allah will be very pleased with them.

Conclusion : 
Sura Maaa-'ida presents the practical shape of Nizam-e-Muustafa, (the Islamic system 


practised by the Holy Prophet S.A.W.) The civil and criminal laws, commercia) deals, evidence 
act and social life patterns of an Islamic society have been discussed in details. Principles of a 
pious, righteous, just, peaceful, dynamic and equitably prosperous Islamic culture for benefit of 
entire humanity have been laid down. 
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SURA VI — AL-AN’AAM (THE CATTLE) 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from the Quraanic term “AL-AN’AAM” repeated in 
Verses 136, 138 and 139. “In-’aam” means cattle, animals or four legged gregarious vertebrates. 
Animals are very important for human life. Man depends on their milk, flesh, bones, skin, dung 
(as fuel and manure), urine (for crops), their hooves, limbs, horns etc. 

Man has been assigning many superstitions with animals, right from bad omen 
British/American black cat to Arabian camel of good luck. Hindus since thousands of years 
worship cow and Jews also coined a calf. In social science studies there are the dog, cat, cow, 
camel, buffalo and yak cultures of human societies which show that animals have close impacts 
on human beings. 

In this Sura the use of animals by pagans, idolators and polytheists as idol gods: as 
good/bad omen bearers have been rejected. Human beings cannot be affected by animals. 

2. Constitution: 

165 Verses of this Sura consist of 3100 words which contain 12935 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed in Makkah by Allah upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the 12th 
year of Prophethood. 

4. Context: : 

The life of the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. was Very critical when he had been 
preaching islam since 610 A.D. to 623 A.D. He rejected the pagan faith of worshipping hand 
made idols of superstitious animals and evil forces. 

The history of mankind is full of fears, natural disasters, dreadful calamities, wars, 
epidemics and killer diseases. Therefore, many superstitions, good and bad luck omens, pagan 
worships and unintelligible beliefs were rejected in this Sura. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

The basic objectives of this Sura, as its great messages to humanity from Allah Almighty 
are :- 

@ Maintain pure faith in Oneness of Allah as the real truth to achieve righteousness, 
rejecting superstitious beliefs ; 

(ii) Negation of wrong beliefs of Makkah infidels, pagans and idolators. Corrective measures 
for untruthful and corrupt faith of Jews and Christians of Madina ; 

(iii) Projection of Unity of Allah rejecting Christian Trinity and the wrong faith of associating 
or equating any one with Allah ; 

(iv) Total submission to Allah with worship. only to Him on the footprints of Arch Prophet 

Ibraheem, the most straightforward; 

(v) Perfect belief in the hereafter, the Last Day, the Day of Resurrection and the Day of 

Judgement ; 

(vi) Rejection of the concept that life of this world is final stressing that there is life after death 
in eternity; 

(vii). Total rejection of Jahilia (ignorance) period superstitions about effects of animals on 
human beings ; 

(viii) Sincere learning of real Islam with practice to establish universal Islamic culture ; 

(ix) Sincere submission to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. with heart felt love and sincere adoption of 
only his patterns ; 

(x) Complete patience, perseverance and truthful preaching of Islam is so dear to Allah ; and 

Qi) No compromise is possible by Muslims with the Christian and Jewish disbelievers as well 
as the idolators, associators and equators. 
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6. Significant Verses: 


Gi) Verse 50 - The blind cannot be equal to a person of full vision (how 
falsehood can be equal to truth). 

(ii) Verses 54/55 - Those who commit wrongs and then remorsefully repent 
must be forgiven in Divine clemency. 

(iii) Verses 72/80 - Keep fast the prayer as straightforward Muslim ; 

(iv) Verse 91 - Quraan is the Zikrull-lil-Aalameen (guidance for the entire 
mankind in the universe. 

(v) Verse 153 - Never possess orphan’s property, never be unjust and always 
keep the scales in balance. Always be just and fulfil 
covenants. 

(vi) Verses 160 to 166 - Never be sectarian. One pious deed gets ten credits but one 


misdeed gets one discredit from Allah. Be on the straight 
path. Keep your prayer perfect. No one bears others’ 
burden. Every man should keep himself best as best devotee 
of Allah on earth. 

7. Conclusion: 

Sura AL-AN-’AAM rejects idolation, paganism, superstitions and wrong faiths. The 
Muushriks (associators/equators) will be punished for their wrong belief. Oneness of Allah and 
purity of faith in Islam is the only true path. 


SURA VII — AL-AA’-RAAF (THE HEIGHTS) 
1. Title: 


The title of this Sura has been derived from its Verses 46 and 48 where the term “AA’- 
RAAF” describes the people who will be seated on a high place between the Paradise and the 
hell in the world Hereafter. The title of the Sura has been selected by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
with the guidance of Allah. The Aa’-raff people will impart the crucial service of overlooking the 
bounties being enjoyed by the people who are rewarded Paradise for their righteousness and 
pious deeds. They will also observe the punishment being received by the people in the hell for 
their misdeeds and sins to convey it to people in Paradise. 

: Some of the religious scholars say that Aa’-raaf will be bestowed upon the selected 
righteous people as a great Divine duty. But some say that this is a high place of waiting for the 
deficients to be transferred to the Paradise after getting punishment for misdeeds in case of 
sinful believers. They will be placed so high just to be again dreadful to see the punishment of 
the guilty people. They will be very much inspired to go to the Paradise with the immediate 
effect observing so comfortable bounties. 

2. Constitution 
206 Verses of this Sura consist of 3325 words which contain 14010 letters. 
3. ~——- Revelation: 
__ This is purely a Makki Sura revealed after Sura Al-An-’aam in the same sequence dealing 
with the similar subjects. 
4. Context: 


Pa irate 1 (The Opening) is exclusively for Muslims, Sura II (The Cow) is for the Jews, Sura 

iia hildren of Imraan) is for the Christians, Sura IV (The Women) is for the establishing of 

a mic System, Sura V (Table Spread) is for both the Christians and Jews of Madina and Sura 

i (Cattle) is mainly for the idolators and pagans of Makkah. But Sura AL-AA’-RAAF is 

elercattnd for all. As such the entire mankind has to adopt the Islamic sanity to achieve 

ee Society as directed by Allah Almighty for peaceful coexistence of humanity. Therefore, 
e context of this Sura is purely to achieve these profound traits in a universal Islamic society. 
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5.  Objectives/Message : 

(i) The patience, the perseverance and repeated persuation of the Holy Prophet, S.A.W. to 
motivate the pagans, idolators, infidels and disbelievers as well as the people of the Book, 
the Christians, and the Jews, to accept the truth of Islam has been described in this Sura; 

(ii) — How to follow the life pattern of the Holy Prophet S. A. W. for reward in the Hereafter has 
been given in details. A severe penalty and deterrent punishment in the Hereafter will be 
awarded to those who do not believe the Last Ideal of Allah, the Holy Prophet Muhammad 
S.A.W. 

(iii) The Unity and Oneness of Allah is the basic belief in all circumstances for all the Muslims 
even in most difficult circumstances. Worship of Allah Almighty is the only perfect reality 


(iv) The tough opposition, enmity, negative reaction and dangerous situations should not 
shatter the mission of the Prophet S.A.W. His followers stick to the truth of Islam in all 
affairs; 

(v) The opposition and negativism against the Holy Prophet S.A.W. will lead the disbelievers, 
hypocrites and renegades to catastrophic and ; 

(vi) The Jewish people have specially been exposed tor their hypocrisy, secret plans to leg 
down Islam and defeat the forces of truthfulness. It has assured that justice and piety will 
ultimately prevail; 

(vii) The persecution of just people, criminal exploitation, idolatry, equating objects with Allah 
and opposition to the truth of Islam will lead the rejectors to dangerous ends ; 

(viii) The preachers of Islam should continue the spread of truthfulness with patience, self- 
control and spirit of forgiveness to lead the Islamic mission to real success ; and 

(ix) The methods of all the Prophets for the inculcation of humanity are discussed in detail 
with their specific methods of preaching. 

Special mention has been made for Prophet Moosa (Moses) A.S. How King Pharaoh 
brought his magicians and chiefs to defeat Moses in his Divine preachings has been described. 
But as a great miracle from Allah all the Israelites were got freed from slavery of Pharaoh and he 
with his armed might was ultimately drowned. It was exclusively due to the hard work, 
missionary zeal and perseverance of Prophet Moses. But unfortunately the Jews again adopted 
the same method of taking usury and compound interest. They also started to worship the calf 
adopting lust and evil designs. The misdeeds of the Jewish community against their own 
benefactor Moses A.S. are related to the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. who was also 
disowned, rather jealously opposed, by the Makki infidels and the Jews of Madina. 

The Sura fully describes the Holy Prophet’s S.A.W. method of teaching the Unity of Allah, 
establishment of justice, negation of cruelty, rejection of idolatry and exposition of disbelievers. 
The Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. is the last ideal of Allah on whom the Prophethood has its 
finality and the system of Islam has its full maturity for perfect service of humanity. This is the 
boon of Allah to mankind up to Eternity. 

6. Gist of the Text: 

(A) Verses 1 to 25 instruct the Muslims, Christians, Jews and pagans to have a lesson from 
the Book and from the creation of Aadam as Allah's best select. The story of Aadam and 
Iblis (Satan) has been related. It has been pointed out that the prescriptions of Allah must 
be followed in letter and spirit to remain on the straight path and to achieve righteousness. 

(B) Verses 26 to 47 instruct the human beings to shun arrogance and rebellion because both 
lead to jealousy. Human beings have been warned against defaults and excesses which are 
punishable in the Hereafter. 

1C) Verses 48 to 72 relate how the people of Aa’-raaf (heights between Paradise and the hell) 
will recognize people from the marks on the faces being the rewarded ones and the 
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punished ones to keep them separated. Penalties to the wrong-doers and the privileges 

with blissfulness to the righteous have been promised in the Hereafter. 

(D) Verses 73 to 99 give the details of how Prophet Noah, Hood, Saleh, Luut and Shu-’aib had 
been sincerely preaching the system of Allah Almighty but they were rejected. Truthful 
people will be successful with the grace of Allah and the evil doers will be humbled. Allah 
has His own plans to make the straightforward and righteous people bounteous. 

(E) Verses 100 to 171 expose how the followers of Moses left the straight path and became 
arrogant to the revelations of Allah S.W.T. Their opposition to the code of life provided by 
Allah in the Torah through the modality of Prophet Moses was totally violated by them. 
Jewish people also transgressed the prohibitions of Allah. Therefore, they were 
condemned to remain strayed in different countries and they were brought in yoke by 
Pharaoh without any reason. 

(F) Verses 172 to 206 state that Aadam was bestowed the progeny to billion folds (as it will be 
the 6.5 billion 1998). Many of the children of Aadam do believe Allah and his Last Ideal 
Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. and properly follow the Holy Quraan as Muslims. But 
those who do not believe they negate the truthfulness and follow the wrong way. They 
should realize what is the right, what is the truth and what is the straight path of Allah. If 
they do so they follow the message of Allah as is in the Holy Quraan. Only they follow the 
footprints of the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. who is the real saviour of humanity on 
the Day of Judgement. 

7. Significant Verses : 

(i) Verses 8/9 - deeds and misdeeds are to be weighted for reward/award without 
slightest injustice on the Day of Judgement. 

(ii) Verse 33 - All acts of ludeness and impurity are totally banned. 

(iii) Verse 55 - Allah rejects those who cross His limits and commit rioting. 

(iv) Verse 56 - Allah’s blessings are always with the kind people. 

(v) Verse 153 - Allah forgives those who make repentance. 

(vi) Verse 158 - The Holy Prophet S.A.W. is the Prophet of Allah for all humanity up to 
Eternity as a Messenger quite Ommi (unlettered from any human 
prejudicial knowledge). 

(vii) Verse 199 - Accept others apologies and forgive.

SURA VIII — AL-ANFALL (SPOILS OF WAR) 
1. Title: 

: The title of the Sura has been derived from its Verse 1 word 3 and word 5. It means the 
spoils of war, the remnants of battle or the left-outs in a fight of two armies. The word “Anfall” 
is the plural of the word ‘“Nafl” which means extra Islamic worship. Nafl prayer is offered over 
and above the obligatory worship. The war left outs are never taken for granted as rightful 
entitlements of warriors participating in Islamic war (Jehaad). These tonfiscated articles can be 
used by the Muslim state for the aid of the have-nots. Allah Almighty has not used the word 

Ghanam” which means the adults, armed men and women made slaves or the articles, 
Properties, valuables, cash, food items and other items snatched from the defeated people as a 
right of the conquerors. So, Islam has prohibited Mujahideen (the holy warriors) to take such 
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war left-outs without state permission. Therefore, Muslims fight to spread truth and justice but 
not for their self reputation loot, plunder or snatching the booty as left outs. 

There were no rules and regulations anywhere in the world about valuable left-outs, 
arrested men and women or confiscated properties of the defeated army. Therefore, this is the 
first Code in the entire human history laying down permanent rules for it from Allah Almighty 
for all the times. This Sura legislates that the left-outs of war are the property of Allah and His 
Prophet S.A.W. (Muslim state) to be deposited with the state ware-house. The same may be 
distributed either back on the defeated people or on the poorer sections of the Muslim State. 

Muslims do not snatch the properties or persons and ladies of the defeated nations except 
those engaged in the battlefields. 

2, Constitution: 

Ita 75 Verses consist of 1075 words which contain 6080 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed in Madina Tyyiba just after the famous War of Badr in 2nd Hijra 
(623 A.D.). 

4. Context: 

Human tings become unbridled with war hysteria to achieve victory by treachery against 
their opponents. The human psychology in war victory is that after defeating opponents the 
conquerors turn tyrants. 5500 years old Moinjodaro in Pakistan , 4000 years old Babylonia in 
Iraq , 2200 years old Harappa in Pakistan and in 1942 Hiroshima/Nagasaki were smashed in 
such fury of war. During the first and 2nd World War 50 Million men, women and children were 
killed. During the last twenty years some two million innocent Afghans and Bosnian Muslims 
were killed without any fault from them. 

Properties of peaceful citizens along with the innocent children and young ladies were 
made booties. It is only Islam which gave in 623 AD. the judicious rules of war, with this strict 
ordinance through Sura Anfall. 

The supernatural help of Allah is assured to the sincere believers fighting for just cause. 
Whoso submits to the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. and follows Islamic truthfulness will get 
spiritual, moral and supernatural assistance from Allah in his/her affairs. It is the destiny from 
Allah Almighty that Islam is the religion of the entire humanity for peaceful coexistence. 

Great victory in the war of Badr is itself a great miracle of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Sura 
Anfall authendcates so many miracles of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. In this Sura it has been 
openly stated by Allah that the pebbles thrown by Muhammad S.A.W. were actually thrown by 
Allah and Divinely made missiles against the unjust people. The hand of the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. is the Hand of Allah. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

Pagans of Makkah imposed a war on the Holy Prophet S.A.W. which took place in the 
valley of Badr. The infidels planned to smash the Muslim state of Madina in its infancy to 
maintain their supremacy on trade routes, commercial links and economic interests. They 
wanted to finish Islam in its independent progress in infancy at Madina which they could not 
check in Makkah in its initial stages. 

The sincere preaching of Islam and its truthful system received good response in and 
around Madina. It was due to the utmost piety, personal integrity, best sagacity, profound 
honesty, intelligible faith and Divinely guided intellectual calibre of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. It 
was rejected by the pagans of Makkah for their tough enmity. The sincere Muslims with their 
full love and obedience to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. left everything in Makkah and migrated to 
Madina where they became highly motivated to defend Islam with sincerity. Therefore, they 
participated in this war at full risks of their lives. 

The supernatural method of Divine help is also clearly stated in this Sura with the highest 
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honor to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. that all his actions are the actions of Allah. As such his 
obedience is the obedience of Allah. This Sura also teaches a lesson to the Muslims that unity, 
faith and discipline are the most defensive weapons against enemy offensive. 

No arsenal, no nuclear tethnology or atomic war or missiles can be successful before the 
steadfastness of the truthful believers. Muslims should adopt straight path to maintain their 
righteousness with sincerity. The war psychology of Islam based on faith in Allah leads to 
success in all battlefields if followed by profound strategy with patience and integrity. 

It was only the true faith, dependence on Divine help and straightforwardness that a great 
victory was achieved by early Muslims on 17th of Ramadhan-ul-Mubarik in 2nd Hijra in the 
Valley of Badr 

Muslims today are at cross roads and in dol-drums confused to depend upon the non- 
believers. It is due to their going against the commands of Allah and instructions of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. They are at daggers drawn between themselves in many Muslim countries. 
There are lot of internal blood baths, terrorism and sabotage, prevailing in the Muslim countries. 
Brothers are being killed by brothers. As secretive exploitation of Muslims by non-Muslims the 
Muslims today are divided in many sects and are facing regional prejudices in ethnic duals. 

The lesson of Badr is the Unity, Faith and Discipline. Integrity, sincerity and obedience to 
Allah and His Holy Prophet S.A.W. lead to the straight path. Only this mission of Islam can save 
humanity with peaceful coexistence without exploitation. Muslim Ommah (grand transworld 
community) is the Khyrull Ommam (best amongst humanity) with just society. 

6. Gist of the Text : 

(A) Verses 1 to 10 give brief account of the battle of Badr in which the war left outs as booty of 
the battle were to be divided. Allah has made such war left outs a state property for the 
benefit of the poor Muslim community. Muslims fight to defend faith for Allah’s pleasure 
(and not for grabbing properties of defeated enemy). Allah has also described how victory 
can be achieved with faithfulness and sincerity of belief with help from Allah Who is 
sufficient to Muslims. 

(B) Verses 11 to 19 state how the men of faith (who obey) get the bounty from Rubb 
(Sustainer) as He conferred to the Muslims in the war of Badr. 

(C) Verses 20 to 37 assure that complete faith in Allah and dependence on Him, obedience of 
+ Holy Prophet S.A.W. and intelligent defence plan can achieve real success against 
toughest forces of evil. The satani¢ forces only bank upon their treachery, evil designs and 
weapons but if the straightforward, faithful and sincere Muslims remain steadfast they 
can defeat enemies of Islam on all fronts, 

(D) Verses 38 to 69 state that the perseverance shown by Muslims in the war of Badr is a 
model for the entire Muslim Ommah during the uneven situations. The Sura assures the 
believers that steadfastness, virtue, piety, righteousness, commitment and valor can 
conquer any heavily equipped force. It is the obedience to Allah and following His straight 
path as well as courageous efforts to establish Holy Prophet’s S.A.W. just order which can 
lead to success. All time preparedness and best defensive strategies with good energies 
should be deployed by righteous Muslims for their defence and then they should bank 
upon the support of Allah as only His help will be sufficient. No super power can be of any 
threat to them if they are united and mutually defensive. 

(E) irate ny assure that it is the truthfulness, justice, equity and piety with full faith in 
She mighty which can defend Muslims from any super power. It is the bounty of Allah 

ich can lead to victory if Muslims adopt sincerity and remain steadfast as prescribed by 
the Holy Prophet. S.A.W. (Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam). 

7. Significant Verses : 


(i) Verse 1 - Be pious to Allah. Reform yourself. Always obey Allah and His 
Prophet. 
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(li) Verees 2 to 4 - The best of faith is the fear of Allah. The belief of those 
increases in credit who remain patient. They best establish their 
Salaat (Muslim Prayer) and spend for the needy. They are 


exalted with Allah S.W.T. 

(iii) Verse 17 - Any action of the Holy Prophet 6.A.W. is the action of Allah 
S.W.T. (Suubhanahoo Wa Ta-’aala). 

(iv) Verse 49 - Always trust Allah S.W.T. 

(v) Verse 58 - Allah S.W.T. rejects the dishonest. 


(vi) Verse 74 and 75 - Believing, migrating and fighting for truth in the way of Allah 
S.W.T. is a most praiseworthy act. 

8 Conclusion: BY 

Sura Anfall clarifies that Jehaad (fight for truth) is not the war of booty. It gives moet 
important Divine assurance to the Muslim Ommah that if they are united, steadfast, faithful, 
and disciplined no power on earth can pose them any threat. They should have total 
commitment to the Islamic system as prescribed by Allah and practised by the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad §.A.W. They are assured to be successful and prosperous in all circumstances.

DIVISION (MANZIL) THREE OF THE HOLY QURAAN 
Division three of the Holy Quraan consists on seven Suras from Snras IX to XV. The basic 
them in this division is to lay a stress on the Muslim Ommah to exclusively evolve their own 
socio-cultural and politico-economic patterns delinked from the pagan, idolatrous and secular 
system with self-reliance and complete independence with best Islamic unity. 


SURA IX — UT-TAUBA (REPENTANCE) 

1. ‘Title: 
‘ The title of this Sura has been derived from the word “TUUB-TUUM” which means you 

make repentance as in Verse 3. Word “TAABOO (they repent) may be its derivative as in Verse 
5. Its alternate name has been drawn from first word of its first Verse as “BURA - ‘UT” (without 
liability). It means that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. has no liability for agreements with the 
disbelievers because they continuously violated the same. There is no Tasmia (Bismillah) at the 
start of this Sura because Allah Almighty instructed the Holy Prophet S.A.W. not to use it. The 
repentance of the infidels is not acceptable due to their own follies of breaking repentances 
repeatedly. The withdrawal of understanding with the pagans by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the 
Hudybia compromise was demanded by infidels. Therefore, no clemency or any immunity order 
of Allah was left for them. Allah is Most Affectionate and Most Merciful to the believers. 
2. Constitution : 

129 Verses of this Sura consist of 4075 words which contain 10488 letters. 

3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. at Madina after a most peaceful and 
gracious conquest of Makkah in 8th Hijra (around 629 A.D.) without a drop of blood. Many parts 
of this Sura were announced by Hadhrut Ali R.A. (Raadhi Allah-ho Unho—Allah is pleased with 
him). It was widely made public to all the Arabs—Muslims and non-Muslims attending Hajj 
sermon in the Arfaat valley before Hajj supplications near Makkah on behalf of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. in 9th Hijra. This Hajj was lead by Hadhrut Abo-Bakr R.A. on behalf of the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. who proceeded in person as Commander-in-Chief of the biggest Muslim 
army in the war of Tabuuk. 

4. Context: 

The hypocrites of Madina joined hands with the Christian Arabs and Jews having secret 

deals with the pagans and infidels of Arabia. Byzantine super power in Syria and Palestine, as 
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well as the Iraqi monarchy of Romans also joined hands against Islam. After the conquest of 
Makkah, without a drop of blood, all the people of Makkah came under the umbrella of Islam. 
Some adjacent tribal chiefs still were raging with enmity against Islam. In these circumstances 
the Holy Prophet had to depute 3000 Mujahideen (army of faithfuls) against the Byzantine 
Emperor to fight 200,000 strong Roman Army on the borders of Arabia. After the martyrdom of 
three companions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. great warrior Khalid Ibn-e-Waleed R.A. became 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Muslims and won the war against 65 times bigger army. After 
this great victory, the most equipped armed forces of the then super powers, Iraq and Iran were 
also alerted against Islam. Therefore, in 9th Hijra 300,000 strong army was collected by these 
super powers at Tabuuk which was faced by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. himself with a strong 
armed force of 30.000 Muslim faithfuls. The Muslims were ten times less in number but due to 
their steadfast struggle they were victorious. Long journey of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in very 
hot season to Tabuuk made the Romans dreadful of such great spirit of Muslims. Their ten 
times well-equipped armed might scattered away to save themselves from the. so sincere 
companion warriors of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. being so steadfast. This great conquest of Islam 
without a fight brought all parts of Arab peninsula under the banner of Islam. All the Christian, 
pagan and Jewish forces against Islam thus received a final blow. In view of their such serious 
infringements all the agreements with them were cancelled with no more clemency to them. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

Passing through the burning sands the Muslims achieved a great victory at Tabuuk 
against two super powers aided by Arab enemies of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. It has no parallels 
in history achieving such a great victory without a drop of blood. It ushered-in international 
spread of Islam. In view of the Divine condemnation of the infidels, Madina’s hypocrites and 
Christian Jewish conspirators, all around Arab, the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was directed by Allah 
to pronounce that there is no immunity nor any acceptance of enemy REPENTANCE. All 
agreements with pagans, Jews and Christians were cancelled for their continued enmity with 
Islam. The treacherous breakage of treaties and violation of agreements, so repeatedly, by 
enemies should not be further tolerated by the Muslims. The doors of repentance are only 
opened for the Muslims. The people who do not come in the folds of Islam and they plunge into 
war must be defeated in their evil designs which break treaties. People who oppose Muslims 
cannot get clemency as a State policy of an Islamic country. 

6 Gust of the Text: 


(A) Verses 1 to 42 declare that the agreements with the treacherous disbelievers, non- 
Muslims, infidels and pagans are nullified. No idolator, pagan or non-Muslim can be 
allowed to come for Hajj. None of them can worship in any way in the Holy Mosque and 
their entry to Ka’aaba (and also in Masjid-e-Nabwi) is banned for ever. 

(B) Those having heavenly book, must understand the truthfulness of the Holy Quraan and 
they must act upon the directions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Muslims must strive to 
defeat the enemies of Islamic faith and fight against evil in the way of Allah. Otherwise 
Allah may raise another people who will uphold the truth of Islam. 


(C) Verses 43 to 99 declare that the under-hand methods and evil designs of the hypocrites 
cannot succeed. Their punishment is certain. The honest people will get the blessings of 
Allah if they fight against the hypocrites. There should be no jealousy by the Muslims 

re against the Muslims. This is what Allah prescribes for their progress. 


Verses 100 to 129 say that the Muslims who are sincere and sacrifice their lives and 
properties in the way of Allah will get forgiveness for their wrongs if they repent. The 
people who indulge in mischief, and commit disunity among the believers would not get 
forgiveness from Allah Allah will confer His Mercy on those who repent. 

1. Significant Verses: 


Gi) Verses 5/11 Clemency is only for those who repent, establish Salaat (Prayer) and 
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pay Zakaat (compulsory dues). 

(ii) Verse 24 - Whoso refuses to participate in Jehaad (holy war to defend Islam) 
has retracted from the real faith. 

Gii) Verse 28 - Those who equate someone with Allah (muushrik idolators) cannot 
enter the Ka'aaba (and also the Masjid-e-Nabwi). 

(iv) Verse 33 - Allah S.W.T. will ultimately prevail the religion of Islam in the 
universe. 

(v) Verse 40 - Whoso helps the Holy Prophet S.A.W. (Abo Bakr R.A. and others) 


are so dear to Allah. 
8. Conclusion ; 

This Sura basically instructs the Muslim Ommah (grand transworld community) to 
consolidate their own ranks and never bother about the idolators, disbelievers and hypocrites. 
Christians and Jews have their association with Muslims as people of the Book but there is no 
compromise with any one as for the security of Islamic State is concerned. No agreement or 
covenant is valid with any non-Muslim if they compromise against the security of Muslim state 


SURA X — YUNUS 

1 Title: 

The title of the Sura is just a Divine homage to the Prophet of Allah Hadhrut Yunus, A.S. 
(Aly-hiss Salam—Allah salutation on him). 

2. Constitution: 

The Sura consists of 109 Verses which have 1832 words and 9099 letters. 

3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed by Allah upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. at Makkah. 

4. Context: 

Allah is the Sustainer of all the universe. Therefore, Muslims must follow His laws. The 
present life is transitory. Real life is in the Hereafter where the pious ones will be rewarded but 
sinners will be discredited. The preachings of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. must be accepted as the 
Divine standards and his life pattern is the only best model to remain straightforward. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

The Sura basically preaches Tauheed (Oneness) of Allah Almighty. The life in the 
Hereafter is the life in Eternity which shall be a reward from Allah Almighty for those who adopt 
piety. Those who mislead the Muslims and, those who are themselves corrupt will be punished 
on the Day of Judgement. Those who are right and humble, are the people of Heaven. The 
Finality of the prophethood in Hadhrut Muhammad duur Rasool Allah Sallallahoo Alyhe 
Wassallam is, to be accepted and, the Muslims should keep the right path for their eternal life in 
the Hereafter. Ignorance, immorality and criminality are the human diseases which must be 
cured by self-perfection as guided by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and provided in the Holy Quraan. 
6. Gist of the Text: 

(A) Verses 1 to 40 state that the Holy Quraan is the book of Wisdom. All the universe 
including the sun and the moon as well as the earth and the heavens have consistence. 
This phenomena is set as such by Allah. Human beings must learn the lesson of 
consistency and faithfulness. Allah confers His bounties upon the men who are faithful. 
The people who do not follow truthfulness are ungrateful to His bounties. Therefore, they 
do not follow the Message of Allah ordained in the Holy Book (Quraan). 

(B) Verses 41 to 92 state that all the things have been created by Altah. Therefore, all of them 
will return to Him.

Allah has the full power to forgive the believers. The truth comes from Allah so every one 
should follow the truth patiently. Allah is the best Judge to reward His bounties. 
7. Conclusion : 
Sura Yunus basically preaches straightforward life, piousness and perfect belief on Allah 
S.W.T. and His Prophet S.A.W. 
The best human deed so deer to Allah is remorsefulness for sinful deeas anu seeking 
repentance from His Graciousness. 


SURA XxI —. HOOD 


1. Title: 
The title of this Sura has been derived from Verse 50 and 53 where mention of Prophet 
Hood has been incorporated. 


2. Constitution: 

The Sura has 123 Verses containing 1600 words-with 9567 letters. 

3. Revelation: 

It is a Makki revelatior 
4. Context: 

The context of this Sura is how Allah blesses those who seek His mercy. The basic 
qualifications for getting mercy of Allah is in imparting justice, fair play and righteousness. 
Allah is powerful to punish those who commit sin and who do not accept His grace. They will be 
penalized here and in the Hereafter. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

Allah can punish the wrong doers as a whole in this world. Examples of nations have been 
quoted who were punished for their misdeeds, sins and disbelief. The Prophets of Allah 
preached justice, truthfulness and piety but they did not act accordingly. Only straightforward 
and righteous are dearer to Allah. Therefore, only believers and those who accept Islam as a true 
religion are nearer and dearer to Allah. 

6. Gist of the Text: 

(A) In Verses 1 to 49 Allah authenticates that the revelations of the Holy Quraan are true 
from Allah. The status of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is not only of a warner but he is also a 
Divine blessing conveying glad tidings. The Holy Quracn provides a great guidance from 
Allah conveyed by the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. who is real Bliss of Allah. Man is 
impatient but Allah is Patient. Man shows ingratitude but Allah is all Benevolent. Man 
loves falsehood and is perished for sinfulness but Allah is Truth and also has greatness of 
forgiveness. The Prophet Noah A.S. was not selfish, but was humble and true in his 
Preachings. His followers did not act upon his guidance. They rediculed and rejected him. 
Allah directed him to build an Ark. His rebellious followers were destroyed in a great 
flood but he was saved in the Ark for his righteousness. Prophet Noah brought peace and 
blessings but all those who did not accept him were perished by Allah. 

(B) Verses 50 to 95 say that Prophet Hood A.S. preached his nation (Aad) not to worship idols 
as it is totally false. Similarly Prophet Saleh A.S. taught his nation ‘Samood not to 
disrespect the symbols of Allah. But they indulged in ungratefulness to bounties of Allah 
Almighty. Allah perished and blotted them out for their such disbelief and misdeeds. 

The people of Prophet Luut A.S. were warned again and again for their blunderous 

excesses. So they were destroyed for their rejection of the truth. They went deeper and 
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deeper into sin and were demoulded into condemned apes as a penalty of Allah. 
The followers of Prophet Shu'aib were the people of Madyan who were warned against 
fraud and mischief. They did not accept his preachings, they were destroyed. 

(C) Verses 96 to 123 repeat the fate of Pharaoh as an arrogant man. He committed serious 
crimes against the forces of truth and misled his people. Therefore, he was brought to 
ruination. Allah is Just and likes justice. It is He to penalize for all the sins. Therefore, 
human beings should remain pious and shun all wrongs. Only Allah should be 
worshipped whole heartedly. 

7. Significant Verses: , 

(i) Verse 41 - (Bismillah....Raheem). Every propelling object flows with the bounty of 
Allah S.W.T. 
(ii) Verse 85 - Be just to maintain weights and measures very proper. 

8. Conctusion : 

Righteous, pieous and straightforward life is the real Will of Allah which caa get a person 
rewarded herein and in the Hereafter. 


SURA XII — YUSUF (JOSEPH) 
1 Title: 

The Sura is a true story of the great Prophet Yusuf A.S. (Joseph). The name of this 
Prophet occars in Verses 4, 7, 8 and in different other Verses of the entire revelation. Since this 
Sura describes the great history of the Prophet Yusuf AS., therefore, his name was selected for 
the title. 

2. Constitution: 

The Sura has 111 Verses which consist of 1600 words containing 7166 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

The Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah S.A.W. at Makkah-tull- 
Mukarramah. 

4. Context: 

This Sura basically is concerned with criminal justice system to establish a just society in 
all ages under a just polity. 

The true story of Prophet Yusuf A.S. has been mentioned in this Sura just to give the Holy 
Prophet of Islam S.A.W. the assurance that he will also be exalted for his sincere preaching of 
Islam. Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. received similar harsh treatment from his own kith and kins 
as Prophet Yusuf A.S. suffered at the hands of his brothers. Many of the companions of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. were killed in Makkah. Therefore, he had to migrate to Madina due to the 
cruelties of the Makkah infidels, while they were his Quraish brothers. They imposed wars on 
him in Madina and it was similar type of enmity as was maintained by the brothers of Yusuf A.S. 
The Holy Prophet S.A.W. also forgave all the excesses committed against him by all the Makkah 
infidels on the peaceful conquest of Makkah. This tolerance of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was 
highly commended. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

The Sura presents a true story about the 12 sons of Prophet Yaqoob (Jacob) A.S. One of 
them was Yusuf, very beautiful and very dear to him. Allah exalted him for His patience, 
truthfulness and piety. His father underwent a prolonged grief with miseries in the hands of 10 
elder sons who had thrown Yusuf in a well. He was sold to a chief of the Egyptian court where 
he ultimately landed in the prison as an innocent person on false charges. Allah rewarded Yusuf 
to be the ruler of Egypt for his patience and preaching the Oneness of Allah in the prison. He

The Sura has the following Divine Messages for mankind : 
(i) Pious people have true dreams and can interpret others’ dreams truthful. Jealousy is 
the worst psychic disease of man which is totally disliked by Allah S.W.T. ; 
(ii) Love begets love and unites the mankind. Hate develops enmity of brother with 
brother and divides humanity ; 
(iii) Sincere love to Allah protects a person even in very adverse situations ; 
(iv) Allegations against an innocent person result in ultimate disgrace of a false accuser ; 
(v) Criminal justice has its foundations in rightful, pure and true evidence about any 
occurrence ; 
(vi) Circumstantial evidence (like shirt/articles) is a Quraanic institution of scientific 
proof of mishaps ; 
(vii) Detention of an accused as suspect is allowed for a brief period as under trial in 
prison; 
(viii) Interpretation of dreams is Islamic concept if done by pious people who have spintual 
calibre ; 
(ix) Prison can save innocent people arrested as suspects on false charges but it should 
safeguard the human rights of confined perspns ; 
(x) Prison must play a role of social re-education of offenders for their best reformation in 
imprisonment ; 
(xi) The probationary pre-release of a good conduct convicted offender on parole is very 
old Islamic community based prison alternate ; 
(xii) Forgiveness leads to reconciliation as a Divine approved institution of human 
integration. It establishes peaceful family for good community and social solidarity ; 
(xiii) An ex-convict is a useful citizen after release and is entitled to all rights ; 
(xiv) The history of mankind, if preserved in true perspective, can be most useful for 
human guidance and future plans to achieve peaceful coexistence ; and 
(xv) The cunning human psyche of self-projection without piety and righteousness has no 
value before Allah Almighty. 
Gist of the Text: 
Verses 1 to 42 explain the truth of this story. It is a best lesson for those who want to 
learn wisdom. Yusuf A.S. was a great Prophet of Allah maltreated and abandoned by his 
step brothers during his childhood. But the Azeez-e-Misr adopted him. His wife fell in 
love with beautiful Yusuf who resisted with chastity and purity. This lady wanted to 
disgrace him so he was imprisoned on his own supplication to Allah to protect his piety in 
the prison. He interpreted dreams of prison inmates in a very true manner. He sincerely 
preached the Oneness of Allah to the prisoners as inmate teacher. From his such lessons 
on Tauheed (Oneness of Allah) it seems that he was conferred Prophethood by Allah in 
prison with revelations during detention. The Holy Quraan provides for the Muslim 
Ommah, that prison is a social re-education and correction house. One convicted prisoner 
was released on probation and then paroled parolee as a result of interpretation of his 
dream by Yusuf A.S. being a good conduct convict getting corrected in prison. This ex- 
convict became the chief butler to the king which shows that ex-cons are useful citizens 
after release. He convinced the king about dreams interpretation capabilities of Yusuf. 
According to the Verses 43-93 the king of Egypt could not get interpreted his repeated 
dreadful dream, but Yusuf gave the king the best interpretation for the same. King 
honored Yusuf who later on was made the Egyptian ruler who established a real welfare 
state. He forgave his step brothers and brought father in full respect. Ultimately sons of 
Jacob (Israel) became the family of rulers. This Sura gives a great lesson for the Muslims. 
All the adversaries, enemies and worst type of opponents can be accommodated if they are 
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forgiven in the name of Allah. (Israelites of to-day have a great treasure of truthfulness in 
the Holy Quraan that it is the same truth as was revealed in their original Torah. They 
should come in the folds of islam as the only true religion of Allah S.W.T.) 

(C) Verses 94 to 111 state how the Israelites were got settled in Egypt through the great 
service of Yusuf A.S. asa its ruler. Thus Allah glorifies the truthful. The bounty of Allah 
is conferred upon those who remain righteous. 

7. Significant Verses: 


(i) Verse 2 - The Holy Quraan is in the Arabic language because it is the purest 
and the richest language. 
(ii) Verse 53  - Nafsull Ammara (the motivative self) incites a person to ludeness. 


(iii) Verse 111 - All the Quraanic stories of the past history are true to the core to 
educate the present generations to adopt best system for peoples’ 
prosperity with piety. 

8. Conclusion: 

The Sura basically shows that the true Muslim may face uneven situations during their 
life time. If they remain steadfast, pious and sincere Allah ultimately makes them victorious over 
the evil forces in this world and they will get all His bounties in the Hereafter. 


SURA XIII — AR-RA-’UD (THE THUNDER) 
1. Title: 

The title of the Sura has been taken from its Verse 13. It means thunder, which itself is a 
great symbol of the power of Almighty Allah. Whenever the negative and positive clouds collide 
together in the sky, they shake the entire area on the earth with thunder, followed by torrential 
rain and lightening frightening all the creatures including the human beings. This dreadful 
lightening and thunder of cloud is formed from sea just as mist but its resounding makes the 
people dreadful. Rather it causes death of some people and kills many other creatures. Hr 
much dreadful will be the Ra-’ud (Thunder) got prompted by Allah Almighty on the Day of 
Resurrection ? 

2. Constitution: 

The Sura has 43 Verses with 855 words which contain 3506 letters. 

3. Revelation ; . 

This Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah S.W.T. at Madina tuur 
Rasool. 

4. Context; 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. invited the infidels and the people of the Book (Jews and 
Christians) to Islam at Madina. But they strictly opposed him. And, when the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. settled in Madina, their deadly designs were still on. So this Sura refers to Divine 
thunder and declares that the Holy Quraan is the Last Message of Allah brought by the last 
Messenger Muhammad S.A.W. to guide the rebellious minds to behave and accept the truth to 
be saved from Divine wrath. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

The very first Verse of this Sura presents the reality that the entire revelation of the Holy 
Quraan is a Divine bestowment. People must believe it and act upon it. The Sura stresses that 
the disbelievers should try to understand what is the message of Islam and must face the fact 
that it is a reality which must be accepted for the betterment of humanity. All the criticism of 
the disbelievers has been clearly answered in this Sura through the Holy Prophet Muhammad 
S.A.W. But still if disbelievers remain negative then there will come to them a great thunder to 
take them away on the appointed Day. 
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6. Gist of the Text: 

(A) Verses 1 to 31 state that the Holy Quraan is a Divine Book as a revelation of Allah. The 
mighty creatures created by Allah are proof that how Allah is powerful to bring the man to 
life after death to reward the pious and punish the miscreants and disbelievers. Allah 
knows everything right from the beginning to the end and He has the full power to confer 
anyone any of His bounties. The pious people will get the grace of Allah with best 
compensation for their righteous deeds. The evil doers will be definitely punished in the 
Hereafter. The people who do not believe the Book and do not accept the truth of the Holy 
Quraan or reject the faith of Islam, they are definitely to face the punishment for their 
such rejection when they are brought to account on the Day of Judgment. 

(B) Verses 32 to 43 point out that the previous disbelievers also rejected the previous Prophets 
and they did not accept truth from Allah. Therefore, it is not astonishing as to why the 
Makki idolators did not believe the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. They will definitely 
be penalized with severe punishment in the Hereafter. But the righteous and the pious 
will get rejoiced for their good deeds. 

7. Otherwise Significant Verses : 


(i) Verse26 - Allah has full discretion to increase or decrease the provisions of 
people. 

(ii) Verse 28 - Remembrance of Allah gives to heart the best satisfaction and 
contentment. 


8 Conclusion: 

This Sura re-establishes the truth of Islam as the last religion of Allah. It indicates to 
humanity a just and best socio-economic system. Human beings definitely can get boon of Allah 
S.W.T. by accepting His true religion of Islam. 


SURA XIV — IBRAHEEM 
1. Title: 


The title of the Sura has been derived from Verse 35 from the August name of the Arch 
Prophet Ibraheem A.S. (‘Aly-hiss Salaam). He is the great grandfather of the Muslim Ommah, 
grandfather of the Christian faith and the father pf the Jewish people. All the monolithic 
religions in the world, respect Ibraheem (Abraham) A.S. He is being honored by the Holy 
Quraan with a special Chapter in his name to make his righteousness, sincerity and 
straightforwardness a universal standard of piety. 

2. Constitution 

52 Verses of this Sura consist of 861 words containing 3434 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah S.W.T. when he was at 
Makkah. 

4. Context: 


___ Apparently this is a life pattern of the Arch Prophet Ibraheem A.S. (Allah’s salutations on 
him). _He was the most straightforward and the most righteous. His life pattern has been 
Prescribed by the Holy Prophet of Islam S.A.W. as a model for himself and for the Muslim 
Ommah (transworld grand community of Muslims). He preached the humanity the Divine 
unity. All the creatures in this universe obey One Allah, except few ignorant people What is 
bestowed by Allah is for the benefit of mankind. He has revealed the Holy Quraan for the 
Prosperity of humanity. The perfect method of worship of Ibraheem A.S. was imitated by the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. that in each Prayer the Muslims utter at the start words of supplication to 
Allah to exalt Prophet Ibraheem's modality of piety 
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5. Objectives/Message: 

This Sura has the same message as presented in the Sura Ra-'ud - XIII. It explains that 
Allah Almighty has revealed upon mankind the true message of Islam. Moses and Abraham as 
the great Prophets preached their Ommah the same right way of worship of Allah. Both of them 
stressed the Oneness of Allah. The Ka’aaba as Muslim worship House in Holy city Makkah was 
built by the Arch Prophet Ibraheem A.S. with the help of his elder son Issmaeel A.S. who was 
also a great Prophet of Allah. Every Muslim while he prays should stand up in ablution on pure 
ground facing the Ka’aaba in Makkah. Holy Prophet S.A.W. re-established that the foundations 
of this House were laid down by the sincerest Prophet Ibraheem A.S. with the help of his great 
son Issmaeel A.S. Both were truthful, most righteous and straightforward. Therefore, both of 
them are also standard bearers for the Muslim Ommah. 


SURA XV — AL-HUWJR 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from its Verse 90. Hijr was a central city of the 
Samood nation. Hijr is located between Madina-tuur Rasool and the city of Tabuuk. These are 
now archaeological remains of a shattered city which was on its zenith in the stone age of 
humanity. Most of the city buildings were in a mountainous region carved out of red stone with 
very fine art work, still visible. Anyhow the visit to ruins of the demolished city of Hijr has been 
prohibit by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. for Muslims. It has been directed so by Allah in this Sura, 
as it was ruined by Allah for their sins, unjust attitude, misdeeds, man handling of the 
Messengers of Allah and falsifying Allah’s signs and their boastfulness. To describe the misdeeds 
of the people of this ruined city in brief, the title of this Sura is Hijr. 

2. Constitution: 

The Sura has 99 Verses which contain 654 words consisting of 2760 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

Sura Hijr was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah Almighty in the Holy City 
of Makkah. 

4. Context: 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. preached in Makkah the message of the Holy Quraan with full 
force and Divinely vested sincerity. He stressed the Makkah pagans that it was the last law of 
Allah for the betterment of humanity and social order based on justice and equity. But the 
idolators and the pagans did not pay him much heed. Rather they started to thrust upon him all 
sorts of cruelties with tough beatings to his followers and killings of his companions. There was 
none to check their such severe enemity without justifiability. Such mental torture and cruelties 
to the Muslims by the Makkah disbelievers have been condemned that their atutude of enemity 
is like the people of Hijr City. But the Holy Prophet S.A.W. always prayed to Allah to guide 
Makki people on the right directions. Nothing could work due to their misdeeds like the people 
of the Hijr City. However, the city of Makkah was not destroyed for the submission of the Holy 
Prophet that the Holy Ka’aaba was there. He also prayed to Allah to show the right path to the 
next generation of Makki people to become Muslims. Now they are not only pure and staunch 
Muslims but also play host to the entire Muslim Ommah. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

The disbelievers and idolators have been warned in this Sura that their enemity, 
prejudices and resistance to Islam would ultimately face defeat. As they commit similar 
misdeeds as were committed by the nation of Prophet Luut (A.S.) and people of Hijr. Therefore, 
they are warned through this Sura to follow the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to be saved. The Message 
of Allah through the Quran should be followed by every one to remain secure from similar 
ruination. 

The main purpose for the creation of man has been explained. Man was created on best 
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nature which makes him the crown creature amongst all the creatures of Allah. The methods 
adopted by the pagans to negate the reality of Islam are analyzed. Their evil psyche of negativism 
was exposed. 

This Sura also laments the attitude of the infidels. They do not understand the truth and 
nave no justification to reject piety and righteousness. Their idolatrous belief was unjustified 
and totally wrong. Their own sins, evil designs and misdeeds prevented them from becoming 
pious. This was due to the evil forces of satan who made them blind to reality and prevented 
them to embrace Islam. 

6 Gist of the Text: 

Sections 1 to 3 of this Sura ordain that the revelation of Allah upon the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. is a whole truth Divinely preserved in the Holy Book - The Holy Quraan. Those who 
reject truth are ruined. The wrong doers want an Angel as Prophet but al] previous Ommas had 
similar human beings as their Prophets. Aadam was created out of black clay on best nature. 
He was paid due respect by the Angels as Ordained by Allah but satan did not pay him respect. 
Therefore, satan was Divinely rejected. Evil forces took shape through pride of Iblis (satan), But 
no sincere Muslim will follow his footprints. 

Sections 4 to 6 state that Mercy of Allah is conferred through the Angels. The Prophet 
Thbraheem (A.S.) was respected for his being straightforward. The followers of the Prophet Luut 
(A.S.) were smashed due to their malpractices. The city of Hijr, where the nation of Samood 
lived, being rich and powerful, was destroyed as a lesson for others. In view of this, human 
beings should always act upon the message of the Holy Quraan as the Will of Allah to get full 
blessings. 

7. Significant Verses: 

(i) Verses 1 and 9 - The Holy Quraan is the most illuminating Book fully guarded by Allah. 

(ii) Verses 16 to 18 - The heavens are protected from Satan by firing of the brightest flame of 
stars. 

(iii) Verses 26 to 30 - Aadam was created out of black mud. All the Angels respected him but 
satan refused. 

(iv) Verse 45 - The pious people are destined to enter the Paradise. 

(v) Verse 87 - Allah has bestowed (to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and the Muslim Omma) the 
best bounty of the oft-repeated seven verses (Sura-Al-Fatiha) and the Holy Quraan. 

8 Conclusion: 

This Sura gives a repeated chance to the disbelievers, infidels and pagans to embrace 
Islam. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. was assured that the disbelievers will get definite penalty. 
ie of being so powerful the people of Hijr were ruined. Same is the end of the rebillious 
people.

SURA XVI — AN-NAHL (THE HONEY BEE) 


l= Title: 
The title of this Sura is derived from its Verse 68. ‘Naha! means the honey bee. It has a 
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great importance to produce honey as a best food. Honey bee is a divinely favored insect created 
by Allah. Honey produced by the bees is a great healer for all haman diseases. It is alike in all 
countries of the world with similar taste, similar flavor and similar vitamins, Verse 68 shows 
that Allah revealed to the honey bee to make honey from the flower juices with fine flavor for the 
benefit of mankind. Honey bee has, as such, all times Divine importance with direct 
communication from Allah. Honey is the greatest bestowment of Allah through this small bee 
being so pure, so tasty and so dear to the mankind. Similarly the Holy Quraan bas a spiritual 
healing power from Allah. 

Counter creature of the honey bee is the house fly which takes birth from rotten refuse, 
night soil, animal dung and the worst waste in the dirty situations. House fly is so dirty that it 
spreads serious diseases and many epidemics are carried by flies through their fast spreading 
virus germs. But honey bee has a profound organization and perfect bee society. The honey hive 
has its own security guards, defenders from any outer threat, warriors, nursing orderlies, quality 
controllers and eliminators to cut out the unwanted elements. Their queen has a remote control 
even beyond five miles by a distinct sensation on the route for the back journey of each bee after 
extracting required juices. Colony of a honey bee hive is their best planned abode. Honey bees 
are the most sensitive creature of Allah to obey Him to continuously manufacture honey from 
the most flavored flowers of different kinds for the benefit of mankind. Therefore, due to the 
importance of honey bee the name of this Sura has been devoted to Nahal — the honey Bee. 

As honey is the basic healer for human body diseases similarly the Holy Quraan is the 
basic spiritual healer for all the human self diseases to associate man’s soul with Allah. 

2. Constitution : 
The Sura has 128 Verses, 2840 words and 7707 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

The Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah in the Holy City of Makkah. 
4. Context: 

The Sura seems to have been revealed after the first migration of the early Muslims to 
Abyseenia in the 6th year of the declaration of the Prophethood by the Holy Prophet Muhammad 
S.A.W. It appears from the circumstances that the cruelties of the infidels seriously increased 
against the early Muslims. Opposition of the Makki pagans to the Hoiy Prophet S.A.W. and 
rejection of the truth of the Holy Quraan also became serious. 

In this Sura the powers of Almighty Allah have been explained. All the Commands of 
Allah are for the welfare of the mankind as His crown creation. Man is bestowed to get benefit 
from other creatures of Allah. But the idolators and those who equate idols with Allah, do not 
accept the truth. As such they are definitely to be condemned herein and punished Hereafter. 
The city u: wiakkah is very dear to Allah because its foundations were laid down by his purest 
friends Hadhrut Tbraheem, who was the most straightforward and his elder son Hadhrut 
Issmaeel, who was sincerely so obedient. Therefore, this city should accept the truth brought by 
the Holy Prophet S.A.W. through the Quraan. Instead the people of Makkah as pagans became 
dead enemies. Anyhow most of them and their next generation ultimately embraced Islam. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

The basic objectives of this Sura are : 

(i) Justifying the creation of honey bee for the profound service of mankind. The 
disbelievers must understand that Allah can make useful for man anything and any 
creature in any way. Disbelievers should desist from exploitation, injustice and 
cruelties and accept the unity of Allah. Everyone should be useful to others like the 
honey bee. Only He is worth worship in the world. 

Gi! Logical answer to the illogical questions of the infidels and idolators have been 
provided in this Sura; 
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(iii) The Sura has great lesson for the criminals. They should understand that its 
ultimate end is dreadful ; 

(iv) All the creatures of Allah are functioning in different ways right from the small insect 
like the honey bee to the big sun and moon in the sky. It has been logically explained 
by the Holy Quraan and the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. The disbelievers 
should understand that the Holy Quraan is a pure truth from Allah. They should 
embrace Islam as the Divine will as they enjoy all the bounties of Allah; 

(v) The Sura increases the self-confidence of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and assures his 
companions that they will be rewarded for their being on straight path and becoming 
righteous; and 

(vi) It gives serious warning to the disbelievers for their cruelties and tough opposition to 
Muslims and assures the ultimate success of Islam. 

6 Gist of the Text: 

Sections 1 to 6 of this Sura state that all the creatures of Allah pray to Him and establish 
His glory for every bounty. He has conferred every thing to the mankind and all the other 
creatures are in the human services. In view of the above cited facts, human beings must accept 
the Unity of Allah and the truth presented by His pious devotees to desist from wrong actions 
and misdeeds. Truth is bound to prevail for the betterment of mankind through the preachings 
of Islam. 

Sections 7 to 13 state that Allah has bestowed the man with His best bounties which must 
be recognized with gratefulness. His clouds from the sky provide fresh water. Cattle give milk, 
flesh and all their useful products are for the human necessities. The product of bee in terms of 
honey is the greatest boon of Allah to cure man from all diseases. Man has different uses of 
honey. The family life of man, mutual relationship of man with man, social life of the people in 
peaceful, law-abiding and useful circumstances can be established like an organized society of the 
honey bee. Profound human civilization with judicious socio-economic system can be developed 
like the million years old coexisting most peaceful organizations of the sagacious honey bee. The 
Prophets of Allah are the bearers of truth and are the Divine witnesses against those who reject 
the faith. Allah will decide on the Day of Judgement as to who were the right and who indulged 
in misdeeds. The jealousy against the faithfuls opposing the peaceful friends of Allah preaching 
truth of Islam will also be severely punished. 

Sections 14 to 16 say that the Holy Quraan is the real truth to guide all the mankind. It 
will be a stand-by witness against the disbelievers, infidels and pagans upto the Day of 
Resurrection. This is the Last Message of Allah with spiritual fruits and societal bounties. 
Tbraheem AS. was the most straightforward, faithful and vighteous Prophet whose 
nghteousness should be followed as Muhammad S.A.W. followed him being the last Messenger. 
7. ‘Significant Verses: 

(i) Verse 5 - Human beings are created from mean water sprout but they become disputant. 
(ii) Verse 12 - Allah has deployed by the day and night, the so big sun. moon, stars and every 
thing else so small like the honey bee to human service.

(iv) Verses 68 and 69 - Allah has inspired the honey bee to make honey out of tlowers and 
fruits. Honey is the best healer for the mankind for all diseases. 

(v) Verse 90 - Allah commands to do Justice and good to others. He forbid indecency, crimes, 
and transgression. 

(vi) Verse 115 - The unlawful drinks and eatables like blood of even the permissible animals, 

Juices converted into wine, and the flesh of swine etc. have been prohibit.

Verse 125 - Every Muslim preacher should invite to the way of Allah with wisdom, good 
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knowledge and self practiced exortation. 
8. Conclusion: \ 
The Sura is a great lesson for the mankind that they are crown creation of Allah. All 
creature from the so huge big sun to the so small tiny honey bee are in the service of humanity | 
from Allah Almighty. Therefure, as a mark of gratefulness to Allah, all human beings should 
come to the faith and embrace {slam as the Will of Allah. 


SURA XVII —- BANI-ISRAEL (THE CHILDREN OF ISRAEL) 


1. Title: 

The title of this Sura is in Verse 2 and is mentioned in many other Verses. The subject ! 
matter is the nation of the great Prophet Moses (Moosaa A.S.-’Aly-hiss Salaam—Allah’s Blessing - 
on him). He was bestowed with the great Pook, Torah. But the Israelites did not act upon the * 
same and detracted from it within the life span of Prophet Moses. Thus it is a Sura addressed to 
the children of Israel who claim to follow Moses. Actually Israel is the Divinely assigned name of ' 
Prophet Yaqoob (Jacob). His 12 sons formed twelve tribes who are known as the Bani Israel | 
(Pro-genitures of Hadhrut Israel—Jacob) who are continuing as an ethnocentric race fewer in 
number but very influential in all walks of life. The basic urgency to give this Sura the title 
“Bani Israel” may be the long inherited intellectual capabilities, worldly wealth, administrative 
heritage and management acumen of the Jewish people. It is for their attention to the truth of 
Allah to convince them to serve the humanity desisting from exploitation of mankind and 
disunity of world community planning commercialist world wars to come to the fold of Islam to 
help to establish a peaceful coexistence. 

The very first Verse of this Sura indicates the highest bestowment of Allah S.W.T. to the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. in his famous Assraa (inspection of the universe within moments) exalting 
him the highest amongst all the Prophets and above all the creatures. This is called Meiraaj (the 
Divine arranged longest journey of farthest venues of the heavens and the earth within a short 
period by switching off the universe to stand still). 

2. Constitution : 

Sura has 111 Verses with 533 words containing 3460 letters. 
3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed by Allah Almighty upon the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) when he was 
at Makkah facing heavy odds during his continued preaching to the infidels in futility. These 
Makki pagans had good contacts with the Jews of Madina. Jews also lived elsewhere in Arabian 
peninsula as usurpers of Arab lands. They were invited through this Divine Message to come to 
the truth of Islam. 

4. Context: 

The Holy Prophet S.A W. had been inculcating to the pagans of Makkah the truth of the 
Holy Quraan since the last 12 years. During this period, he received a shock of the death of so 
affectionate t'nele Hadhrut Abu Talib and most loving wife Hadhrut Khudeeja-tull-Kuubraa 
around 620 A.D. Besides. several of his companions were being killed and tortured by the people 
of Makkah. He left for Taaiff, a city at some distance from Makkah, on the hope that people of 
that city may embrace Islam But unfortunately the people of Taaiff were more cruel They were 
very ferocious. evil minded and devilish towards the preaching of [slam and the inculcation of the 
Holy Quran 

In view of the above mentioned situation Allah Almighty gave the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) 
the highest honor for his gieat perseverance of continued motivation of disbelievers to the 
religion of Allah despite their tough resistance. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. was taken to Divine 
visit of the universe in a part of a night (27th Rajab-ul-Murajjab). It 1s called ASSRAA which 
usually is Known as Meiraaj 'esaltation to the highest extent) The first Verse of the Sura opens 
with the word “Suubhaan” which automatically qualifies that Allah is all sanctified without 
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doubt with His fullest Authority to confer to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. the greatest dignity of 
highest echelon and gave him (S_A.W.) acumen to inspect the universe within moments. 

if He was taken with his pious body to the Masjid-ill-Haraam (Holy Ka’aaba) and then to the 
Masjid-ul-Ugqsa (Great dome Jerusalem). There he was made the Imaam-ull-Ambia to lead 
Salaat (congregational Prayer) of all the Prophets (1,24,000 to 1,40,000). All of them had already 
undergone an undertaking with Almighty Allah, while they were being made Prophets for their 
own periods, to accept the finality of the Prophethood on Muhammad (S.A.W.) when he came. 
They agreed alongwith their Ommas (Nations) to accept this Last Prophet of Islam as the perfect 
ideal of Allah. In twinkling of an eye, Allah Almighty switched off this Universe to make it 
supernaturally standstill and the Holy Prophet was taken to the great journey where he was 
shown everything of the past, present and future right from the top echelon of the highest 
heaven down to the lowest earth. All the Paradises and all the Hells were inspected by him. 

People had some reservations in all ages and the 19th/20th Century critics have bitter 
criticism about this Assraa being so supernatural miracle of Muhammad S.A.W. The 
disbelievers totally reject it but some scholars of Islam also have lame justification that such 
Meiraaj was just a vision, a dream or without reality as a mere Divine statement in the Holy 
Quraan, having no Islamic impact. But as a matter of fact this is the highest and profoundest 
miracle of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) to have performed this Assraa with his pious body in full 
senses. The word Abduhoo has been used in the first Verse which itself qualifies that the 
ASSRAA of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was with his pure body, so holy and so dear tc Allah 
Almighty. Miracle is always supernatural beyond human perception which was conferred to all 
the Prophets - Ibraheem, Sulymaan, Moosaa (Moses) and Eesa (Jesus) AS. ( ‘Aly-hiss 
Salaam—Salutations on all of them). ; 

The basic concern of this Sura is the Jewish people as children of Israel (sons of Jacob), 12 
in number, alongwith famous Prophet Yusuf (Joseph). Their progenitures formed 12 famous 
tribes of Israelites as stated earlier. The Sura was revealed in the last year of the Holy Prophet's 
preaching in Makkah (the 12th year). He had to migrate to Madina. Which was under the 
extreme influence of Jews, who lived there. They were traders and commercialists like the 
Quraish of Makkah and had direct links with the Makki idolators. This Sura was revealed as a 
Prerequisite to let the Jews know well in advance that whatever they practised was not that 
correct as was originally conveyed to them by Moses through the Torah. Many of their politico- 
economic maladies, socio-cultural misdeeds and wrong beliefs have been exposed. They have 
been invited to embrace Islam as a perfect straight way for the mankind from Allah for universal 
remedy to human ills. 

Jews were the most influential, intelligent and economically well off people but on the 
wrong path from the right way of Allah. They controlled much of the wealth by hook or by 
crook. Divinely rejected usury was the basis of their economy. Therefore, this Sura has invited 
them to embrace Islam to be pious and righteous. 

____ The Sura also explains the rights of the parents, children and the relatives. It inculcates 
kindness to human beings, firmness in Divinely approved righteousness with sense of 
pce ene Belief in the presence of Allah and tota] devotion only to Him is real objective of 

rayers. Establishing only His praises in all circumstances has been upheld with full force.

They 
were instructed by their own Prophet Moses to accept the last Prophet Muhammad as Rasoo! 
Allah (S.A.W.) Though Prophet Moses assured his followers that the Holy Quraan is indeed the 
basic Divine compendium including the messages of the Torah, but, in spite of this, they did not 
respect the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) and did not accept the revelations of the Holy Quraan. 

6. Gist of the Text: 

Sections 1 to 4 of this Sura state that the ASSRAA (Meiraaj) of the Holy Prophet, S.A.W. 
is the higher spiritual experience excelling the previous Prophets of Allah. The greatness of 
Allah for the guidance of mankind has been given in detail. Man is mislead by evil forces. 
Therefore, it is a personal responsibility of every individual to understand what is right and what 
is wrong. The Muslims should concentrate on their supplications, submissions and prayers only 
to Allah. 

Sections 5 to 9, prescribe that all glory lies to Allah as only. He is Praiseworthy. His 
revelations are based on truth. Only the believers of these revelations will get His rewards. A 
man should be very sincere in dealings and adopt proper attitude with others without arrogance. 
Stitf neck is the act of Satan. Children of Aadam should be excellent in humility and obedience 
to Allah. Man will be judged by the deeds. Prayer (Salaat) is the highest obedience to the 
Providence. The Quraan is a healer and a great mercy of Allah which must be loved and acted 
upon. 

Sections 10 to 12 describe that the revelations of the Holy Quraan are great signs of Allah 
which attain His grace. Human beings should offer Salaat with humility and remain submissive 
to Allah and obedient to the Holy Prophet S.A.W.

SURA XVIII — KAHF (THE CAVE) 
i 1, Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from Verse 9 from the word Kahf. It means the 
cave which became the hideout of the believers for a long time in the pre-Jesus period. They 
protected themselves in a cave Kahf just to maintain their righleousness and piety from the cruel 
people all around. Allah universalises the truthful people like these companions of Kahf, 
: alongwith their faithful dog. This is the Divinely celebrated commemoration of the people on the 
right path as a Divine bestowment. 

2. Constitution: 

110 Verses of this Sura have 1577 words which contain 6360 letters 
3. Revelation: 

- This was revealed upon the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) by Almighty Allah in Makkah during 
8th to 10th year of his preaching the infidels. 
4. Context: 

The preaching of the Holy Prophet, S.A.W. in Makkah to the infidels is spread over four 
periods. This is the 3rd period revelation when he alongwith his sincere companions as well as 
his family members were confined in between high mounts around Makkah in Sheib-e-Abee- 
Talib. The pagans of Makkah had no idea of academic bogging dcwn the so great a devotee of 
Allah so severely penalized for his righteousness along with his followers. Three tedious 
questions were prepared by the Christians and Jews as: (i) regarding Ashaab-e-Kahf, (ii) Zull- 
Qurnyn and (iii) Khizr, the roving Prophet A.S. These were riddles of the past history kno-vn to 
them through their Bible and Torah as scholarly people. The idolators of Makkah being rugged 
illiterate people posed all of these questions to the great Messenger of Allah as a weapon to 
render the preachings of the Holy Prophet futile.

Thus the Holy Prophet S.A.W. gave full details 
about these questions after a few days getting bogged for delay but becoming Divinely bold about 
getting information through truthful revelations of the Holy Quraan for every matter. 

5.  Objectives/Message : 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. and his sincere companions were long tortured. Therefore, this

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The 2nd true story is of Zull-Qarnyn Divinely commissioned against the corrupt, unjust 
and ferocious people in power. He was a strong man with iron will having two horns as a 
powerful ruler of the East and the West who made the iron wall to protect the humble and weak 
people against the arrogant strong cruels. This true story of such a strange but a strong ruler is 
Divine certainty of Allah's protection to those who remain patient. His people reposed their faith 
with full confidence in Allah getting themselves saved by this strange Divine force from the evils. 

Third story is about the Prophet Moses travelling with roving Prophet Khizr A.S. It gives 
a lesson about the profoundly super-natural designs of Allah to solve the human problems. Here 
it is proved that the pious people are guided in all circumstances by Allah if they repose their full 
confidence in Him. Prophet Moses was given a great knowledge with justice, equity and sagacity 
to establish a peaceful society. But his nation detracted so they were punished. Therefore, piety 
with full sincerity and continued obedience to Allah is the real saviour. 

6. Gist of the Text: 

Sections 1 to 3 state that the Holy Quraan provides all the human beings a best guidance 
to righteousness in this brief life for reward in the eternal life Hereafter. Our knowledge about 
the history of the past is not at all so perfect as has been proved by the story of the companions of 
the cave. People cannot perceive so precisely the best rewards for the best faith, and the truthful 
eternal life in the Hereafter for piety, patience, and perfect belief in Allah. Only righteousness 
and virtues can defend some body from chastisement in the Hereafter. 

Sections 4 and 5 reveal} that Allah has all embracing knowledge. Everything in the Quraan 
is for the betterment of human beings 

Sections 6 to 10 assure that life in this world is transitory. Honesty, piety and virtue are to 
muke victorious in the Hereafter. The Day of Judgement will come and the faithfuls will get 
rewards but the wrong doers will get punishment. Prophet Moses had a treasure of Divine 
knowledge but he faced some handicaps and some limitations. Still he remained patient with 
faith in what Allah revealed and what Allah concealed. Thus Allah has full power to train and 
tame anyone to patience for future role in His hard task to preach others with perseverance. 

Sections 11 and 12 relate the story of Zull-Qurnyn to show how this most powerful man 
with two horns on his head was selected to punish the cruel, guilty and the wrong doers. He 
rewarded the pious, good and the righteous and brought relief from lawlessness with force, faith 
and guidance of Allah. Everyone should believe in One Allah with commitment deploying 
personal power to spread.piety to get Divine bestowment. 

7. Significant Verses: 

i) Verses 9 to 11 - People of the cave are a Divine wonder (for their re-birth after a long 
period of slumber into death. 

(ii) Verse 27....No one has any capability to produce or change the Verses of the Holy Quraan. 

(iii) Verse 54 - Everything has been explained in the Holy Quraan for the good of man and the 
welfare of humanity. 

liv) Verse 88 - Whoso believes and acts righteously is to get best rewards. 

ww) Verse 94 - Story of Zull-Qurnyn, Gog and Magog who are kept within the barriers. 

(vi) Verse 110 - The Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) was Divinely directed to declare that he was just a 
human and like other Prophets receiving revelations from Allah (achieving the highest 
Divine status).

Sura Kahf teaches the Muslims to be truthful, steadfast and pious to achieve success in 
this world and in the Hereafter. Patience and confidence with the help of Allah as well as 
continued faithfulness lead to success herein and on the Day of Judgement. 
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SURA XIX — MARYAM (MARY) 
1. Title: 

The last Verse of Sura XVIII ended with the declaration that the Holy Prophet S.A.W., as 
human being, achieved the highest status with Allah for his sincerest devotion. This Sura starts 
with the declaration that Muhammad S.A.W. is the Blessing of Allah for the entire universe. In 
this Sura the bestowments of Allah to Zachariyya, his son Yahya and his ward Maryam [bearing 
Allah's Spirit Eesa (Jesus)] are His blessings. Holy Prophet S.A.W. is the source of Divine 
bestowment, for believers if they cultivate their sincere attachment with him with deepest love 
and sincerest affection as Maryam had with Hadhrut Zakarriyya (Zachariyya). 

The title of this Sura is in the august name of Virgin Mary Aly-ha Salam—Allah’s 
blessings on her. Verse 16 contains the title in her name as Maryam. The virginity of Mary has 
been a subject of controversy with all the Jewish people and the early Christian communities. 
But the Holy Quraan has very clearly presented a full Chapter with her good name. Sura 
Maryam is Chapter 19. The odd number 19 is the prime number which has been deduced from 
the most important Verse of the Holy Quraan known as Bismillah hir Rahma nir Raheem, being 
a prefix of all the Chapters of the Holy Quraan except Sura Tauba. Bismillah occurs 114 times in 
114 Suras which can be divided by 19. By computation 19 as prime number is very important for 
Quraanic numerology in the computer technology. Thus virgin Mary gets a great importance in 
Islam by this full Sura in her good name. None of the greatest Muslim ladies, including highly 
respected wives of the Holy Prophet S.A.W., have this sort of Qu-aanic importance. 

Allah's benevolence is conferred to those who submit to Him in sincere humility. Mary 
became so submissive that Allah selected her for highest status amongst females. 

2. Constitution: 

Its 98 Verses have 780 words. 
3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) hy Allah in Makkah in the 5th year 
of his preaching the Makki infidels as the Last Messenger. 
4. Context: 


The Sura describes how Allah bestows His bounties upon His great Prophets and pious 
people who are-steadfast as Muslims. They with full patience serve Islam to establish righteous 
society with morality based on the Quraanic principles. They are people of best conduct and 
make their own lives ideal for others. Their personal perfection positively affects the entire social 
environment to make society pious. 

Here in this Sura great miracles have been discussed. Zikrya A.S. (Prophet ‘Zachariyya) 
was bestowed a son Yahya in his old age. Similaily virgin Mary was bestowed a most innocent 
son Eesa (Jesus) when she was all together untouched. Prophet Ibraheem A.S. was conferred 
unique bounties of Allah. He started his preach from his idolator uncle father to desist from idol 
worship. Prophet Moses A.S. was conferred so great miracles and was bestowed his elder 
brother Haroon A.S as Prophet. Issmaecl A.S. was bestowed in his family lineage the greatest of 
the great Muhammad S.A.W. Idrees AS. was siven high status for his patience and confidence in 
Allah. All the lives of these great Propheis are lesson for the Muslim Omma. All the Muslims 
believe in these great Prophets with the finality of Prophethood on Muhammad S.A.W. whu has 
all the profound characteristics of all these Prophets. This is how this Sura exalts the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. above all. 

4 Great Miracles of Allah have been incorporated in this Sura and one of the universally 
rey Miracles is the birth of Jesus to Mary without father. But how, when and why the 
arate aces him the son of God is not understood. As a matter of fact Allah Almighty gave 
ei Ak aes aa Hadhrut Aadam and brought him on the face of the earth not only without 
yeas So without father. Thus thus is yet bigger miracle that the father of humanity was 

feated by Allah from black clay and reposed with Divine spirituality, Then Aadam AS was 
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made the most respectful and the crown creation of all the creatures with best nature on 
profoundest stature prostrated by all the Angels. 

Sura Maryam is a great lesson for Christianity that the circumstances of the birth of Jesus 
as revealed in the Holy Quraan are similar to that of the Bible. This factful corroboration itself 


clearly bespeaks about the Holy Quraan being the most truthful revelation of Allah. The Sura - 


was revealed in Makkah to the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. who was altogether unlettered 
and an acute Orphan raised to the status of Last Messenger. He was totally unlettered in 
reading or writing (Ommi) having no idea about Christianity from infancy and the virginity of 
Maryam or the birth of Jesus. Therefore, whatever has been reproduced by Allah in the Holy 
Quraan through him SAW. is itself his (S.A.W.) greatest miracle giving details of the 
miraculous birth of Jesus not so clear in Bible as in the Quraan. Quraan again corroborates 
Bible how Jesus was bestowed by Allah the greatest healing and other miraculous powers. The 
facts about Jesus have fully been explained in the Holy Quraan which are enough to establish its 
truth to the Christians. 

Actually a miracle is a unique supernatural phenomenon which never can be seen in the 
normal life against the nature of things as these are set in routine. Miracle is something beyond 
human perception which astonishes every one and is not easily received by intellect of ordinary 
persons. Anyhow since the Holy Quraan itself is the biggest miracle, therefore. it has related 
many miracles of other Prophets with Divine details about the birth of Jesus Christ as revealed 
in this Sura. Giving such birth is so easy to Allah Almighty as He creates and puts to death 
every thing and re-creates the dead. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

The basic objectives of this Sura are to provide to the early Muslims who migrated to 
Abyssinia (Habsha-Ethiopia) on the directions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. They sought refuge 
under the Christian monarch of that country being the then super-power and the chief guard of 
the Christian world. The Chiefs of the infidels of Makkah approached Najjashi, the monarch of 
Abyssinia to hand over these Arabs of Makkah as rebellious people, as they were considered 
criminals by Makki pagans having embraced Islam, negating idols. This Sura was recited by 
Hadhrut Jaffar Tayyar before the Abyssinian Monarch where the Cardinals, Bishops and top 
priests also attended this debate on the order of the King. All of them listened this self-defence of 
the refugee Muslims. The King of Abyssinia was very much impressed about the reality of Islam 
through this Sura Maryam as recited by Hadhrut Jaffar. The king accepted the truthfulness of 
the Holy Quraan, the true Prophethood of Muhammad S.A.W. as well as the religion of Islam. 
He actually embraced Islam but was persuaded by Cardinals and Bishops not to declare it. 

The basic objective of this Sura is to inculcate to all humanity the Allah Almighty's Unity 
and the belief in the Oneness of the Sustainer of the universe. All the great Prophets have been 
preaching the finality of Prophethood on Muhammad S.A.W. It is negation of the Unity and. 
Oneness of Allah that He as One God should have son. How someone can claim that Almighty 
Allah is his/her father when Allah is not all begotten from anyone or never can beget any one. 

6. Gist of the Text: 

Sections 1 and 2 of this Sura describe that the submission of Prophet ‘Zakariyya was 
accepted and he was bestowed miraculously a son Yahya AS. Prophet ‘Zakaniyya A.S. was 
entrusted the guardianship of Virgin Mary to give birth to Jesus without touching 4 male, as 4 
great miracle. He was not at all the son of God but was bestowed a special spirit of Allah. 

Sections 3 and 4 describe the preachings of the Arch Prophet Ibraheem. He in a very 
profound manner took start from his idolator uncle - father. This preaching was done by him 
with great respect and with very fine way of communication. This soft method of speech with 
wisdom and logic has been prescribed for all the Muslims in all the situations. 

Sections 5 and 6 explain the Divine preaching of Prophet Moses alongwith his brother 
Haroon. The services of Prophet Idrees have been recognized. All of them were righteous, pious 
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and straightforward Prophets of Allah. This world is a transitory place of temporary life. Many 
allarements motivate individuals to misdeeds. Piety and righteousness must be maintained to 
get Allah’s bounties in the Hereafter. All the wrong beliefs of many religious sects have paved 
way to coin false contentions about Allah Almighty’s true religion which have been rejected. 

7. Significant Verses: 

(i) Verses 16 to 27 - Mention of Virgin Mary, birth of Jesus to Virgin Mary. 

Gi) Verse 30 - Declaration of Jesus as a new born child that he is Prophet of Allah bestowed a 

Book. 

(iii) Verses 91 and 92 - Allah never begets a son. 

(iv) Verse 97 - The Holy Quraan is very easy to learn in plain language and is easy to 
understand by simple minds. 

(vy) Verse 98 - Allah destroyed many previous generations of previous nations for their 
disobedience. 

8& Conclusion: 

Sura Maryam teaches humanity the right way to piety. It is only the Holy Quraan which 
guides to establish a peaceful society as prescribed by Allah Almighty in the shape of Islam. This 
is the real truth that only the pure faith and perfect practice of Islam lead to eternal life in the 
Hereafter. Therefore, the truth presented by the Holy-Prophet S.A.W. through the Holy Quraan 
should be adopted with full confidence in Allah. 


SURA XX — TA-HA 


1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from the first word of the first Verse. TAA may be 
Taharut (purity) and HAA may be Hidayat (guidance). Some scholars say that TAA-HAA is a 
Glorious Name of Allah Suubhana Ho Wa Ta-’aala (S.W.T.) which means the Being exclusively 
Pure. Yet some scholars say that it is the profoundest name of the Holy Prophet Muhammad 
S.A.W. who is the best model of purity to guide humanity up to Eternity. It is a great Sura which 
leads those who recite it to perfect purity. Thus it is the Sura of purity. 

The Holy Quraan is a compendium of perfect guidance for Muslims and the only source of 
effective motivation of the non-believers.

This is the Sura which brought to the Divine fold of Islam Hadhrut Omar the great who 
became the top companion of the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. and the world ideal as head 
of state. He embraced Islam on the motivation of his sister Fatima. He was very much 
impressed to listen her reciting behind the door some Verses of this Sura and forced the pious 
sister Fatime to teach him the Qurean. Then she made him to get purified by ablusion. So he 
listened these Verses and instead of going to chop the head of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. bowed his 
own head before Muhammad S.A.W. and embraced Islam. 

This Sura was revealed to lead Muslims to the purity of Allah Almighty throu h the pure 
Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. as last Messenger to guide humanity to pears integrin and steal 
solidarity of individuals with morality. 

2. Constitution: 

This Sura has 135 Verses, 1641 words and 5242 letters. 

3. Revelation: 


This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet Sallallah-ho-Alyhe Wassallam (S.A.W.) by 
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Allah Suubhana-ho Wa Ta’aala at the Holy city of Makkah-tull-Mukarramah, 

4. Context: 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet as a great guidance to the mankind for the 
sanctity of the unity of Allah Almighty. This Sura was immediately written down by the pious 
scribers appointed by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. like previous revelations recorded at Makkah. 
These written scribes were read in person by Omar the Great in ablusion before embracing 
Islam. This shows that the Holy Quraan was recorded from the very beginning by the 
nominated companions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. under his personal instructions. When Omar 
read the same he was not yet Muslim but he touched the Quraan in ablusion. It was possible for 
the non-Muslims to touch the Quraan partially but Muslims should do so when purified. 

The Sura requires sincerity with faithfulness and purity to take advantage of the guidance 
of the Holy Quraan. Then the Sura explains the true story of so simple Moses. He was made 
Prophet of Allah when he went to the tree full of light to bring some fire for warming the cold 
stricken wife. At that point Allah bestowed him great wisdom. He invited the boastful, arrogant 
and rebellious Egyptian monarch Pharaoh to follow the straight path and become pious. It was a 
good initiative to serve best the Israelites to bring them out of the Coptics yoke. Moses convinced 
Pharaoh and his chiefs to give them a respite on Saturday to make them fresh in their technical 
bondage of building Coptic pyramids. Ultimately he got them released from his clutches. The 
Sura rejects the worship of anyone except Allah. All Prayer is to Allah. Only His revelations can 
take out someone from blindness and confer spiritual piousness. 

5, Objectives/message: 

The basic objectives of the Sura are : 

(i) It motivates the Muslims to upkeep purity and sincerity and remain faithful to the Unity of 
Allah. How Prophet Moses brought the truth of the religion of Allah to the arrogant 
rulers of Egypt and made the people to embrace pure religion of Allah by his sincere 
inculcation. Similar efforts must be made by every Muslim to preach the truth of Islam ; 

(ii) The Israelites are the ungrateful people but Muslims should always remain thankful to 
Allah ; 

(iii) The incident which took place with Aadam A.S. in the Paradise educates that man should 
remain within the orbit of guidance provided by Allah ; 

(iv) Human beings can go astray to commit sins. Man should ask forgiveness through 
supplication only to Allah Who forgives being so Benevolent and so Merciful. 

6. Gist of the Text: 

(A) Sections 1 to 5 stress that the revelation of the Holy Quraan is a gift of Allah. Prophet 
Moses, like all other Prophets was chosen by Allah to give guidance to the people of 
Pharaoh. In this Herculean task his brother Haroon AS. helped him as a co-Prophet. It 
shows that the duty of a Messenger is all the time to preach the truth. Allah gave Moses 
the power to save himself from arrest in a casual murder by him which took place 
unintentionally as is clear in his submission to Allah. He was given the top glory to get 
freed the Israelites from Egyptian bondage. They again disobeyed the orders of Allah and 
the Prophet Moses. So they were again brought by him to the guidance. 

(B) Sections 6 to 8 describe how on the Day of Judgement the personal responsibilities of 
everyone will be judged. The truthful will be rewarded and wrong doers will be punished. 
Therefore, the vanity of evil forces in this transitory life should be desisted and every one 
should be at guards to achieve punity for getting reward in Eternity.

SURA XXI — AL-AMBIYA 
1. ‘Title: 


The task and m.ssions of most of the Prophets have been discussed succinctly. In view of 
the above cited reason, the Sura was named Al-Ambi¥a as they are the Divine blessings for 
Divine guidance. 

The control on self leads men to piety and righteousness, so stressed by Allah for entire 
humanity. For this purpose Allah selects the Prophets as His models for all the ages, the last 
Divine model being the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. being the Rahmat-tull-lil 
Aalameen—the Blessing for the entire universe for all the creatures. All the Ambia are models 
whose all characteristics became perfect in Muhammad S.A.W. Thus this Sura makes Ambia 
our ideal with Holy Prophet as best model. 

2. Constitution: 


112 Verses of this Sura have 1186 words which consist of 4890 letters. 
3. ~Revelation: 


This Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah at Makkah-tull-Mukarramah. 
4. Context: 


This Sura describes: 


(i) The motivation of Makki people was continuously done by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. with 
full confidence without a slight frustration against the arrogance of Makkah pagans. So 


the Islamic educators should keep perseverance with pursuance to achieve piety amongst 
the Muslims; 


Gi) Opposition of the disbelievers, infidels and pagans as well as the Jews and Christians 


against the preachings of Muhammad S.A.W. as last Prophet and Divine Messenger is 
bound to fail ; . 


(iii) The criticism about Prophethood, Unity of Allah and belief in the life Hereafter has been 
rejected in this Sura with full justification; 


(iv) The dead enemies of Islam and the worst opponents to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. have been 
advised in this Sura that this Prophet is not a burden but a Blessing of Allah for all 
mankind; 

(v) 


The mankind should understand the Quraanic education and the Holy Prophet's 
preaching wholeheartedly and embrace Islam for bestowments of Allah herein and for the 
eternal rewards on the Day of Judgement. 
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5.  Objectives/message: 
The objectives of this Sura and its messages are as follows: 


{i} The wrong concept of the pagans of Makkah that the human beings could not be Prophets 
is rejected with justification ; 

(ii) The criticism of the disbelievers on the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and the Holy Quraan have 
been answered with full logic ; 


(iii) The wrong belief of the disbelievers, that there is no world hereafter and life after death 
for award or reward of misdeeds and righteousness, has been nullified with full motivation 
to repose the belief in the Hereafter, 


(iv) The association of somebody as equal to Allah is idolation. Idol worship is negation of the 
Unity of Allah. It has been forcefully condemned; 


(v) The chastisement of Allah and the punishment to the disbelievers as well as dreadful 
penalty to the wrong doers on the Day of Judgement has been explained logically. Human 
beings with Islamic faith, piety and righteousness can bring peaceful and equitable 
prosperity in a just society. 

6. Gist of the Text: 


(A) Sections 1 and 2 of this Sura describe how the Prophets of Allah were selected by Him and 
reposed with capabilities of in-born innocence, piety and righteousness. All these Divine 
characteristics help them to guide people to the straight path of Allah. Therefore, the Holy . 
Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. is a uniquely special Prophet of Allah with the last Divine 
mission to establish best Muslim Ommah as the Divine standard bearers to the Day of 
Resurrection. Nothing in this Universe has been created without utility. Everything 
praises Allah and is for the utility of mankind. The earth, the heavens and all the 
creatures have been created by Allah for human service. Why people make many gods for 
worship, except Allah. Only those who accept the Unity of Allah and submit for His praise 
will be the perfect believers. 


(B) Sections 3 and 4 of the Sura-state that how many gigantic creations of Allah like lofty 
mountains, the sun and the moon remain in the submission to Allah. Everybody is 
destined to die because everyone is to return to the Creator. Whoso rejects this belief will 
be definitely committing the falsehood to be punished. Whoso obeys the Holy Prophet 
(S.A.W.) and the revelations of Allah will be definitely rewarded on the Day of Judgement. 


Moosaa A.S. and Haroon A.S. taught piety so sincerely but they were rejected. Both of 
them were never dejected. So the people doing the stupendous task of preaching piety should 
remain steadfast in their sincerity. 

(C) Sections 5 to 7 of the Sura describe the services of Arch Prophet Ibraheem A.S. He was 
straightforward and steadfast in preaching with full force righteousness against idolatry. 

He perfected the religion of Islam to the best extent taking people to the worship of One 
Allah. Similarly, Prophets LUUT, Yaqoob, Noah, Soloman, Dawood, Ayub, Issmaeel, Idrees, 
Zulkifl, and all the other Prophets of Allah motivated mankind to worship One Allah. They 
preached the people to be judicious with piety and straightforwardness. All of them fought 
against the forces of evil committing sins, crimes, delinquencies and cruelties. 

Allah Almighty only wants all people to adopt righteousness and follow the footprints of 
the selected great men of perfect piety and sincerity with full faith in Allah’s Unity. Allah is most 
Affectionate, most Gracious and most Merciful.

SURA XXII — HAJJ 
1. ‘Title: 

Sura tull Ambia ended with the Truth of Allah linked with the first Verse of this Sura 
with the love of Allah inculcated by the Holy Prophet as the Ideal of Allah. Hajj is the bodily 
submission of a believer to the will of Allah with His fear in humility. The first and the last 
Verse of this Sura are linked up in such fear of Allah with love. The footsteps of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W., with self-sacrifice for spiritual perfection must be followed. 


The title of the Sura has been derived from Verse 27 by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. with the 
guidance of Allah Almighty. Hajj is usually translated as pilgrimage. It should be always 
translated as Muslim Pilgrimage. Which is altogether different from pilgrimages of Hindoos, 
Jews or Christians. It is actually the halt in valley of Aarafaat on 9th Zilhajj each year. As a 
matter of fact Hajj is the most important pillar of Islam. Therefore, its term in Arabic must be 
kept in its originality. There is no place anywhere in the world, except the Divinely selected 
Valley of Arafaat, where the submission to Allah Almighty is made as Hajj supplication for His 
forgiveness of the sins of each Muslim. It is made on the 9th of Zilhajj between afternoon and the 
sunset which never can go by such fixed time anywhere under the sun except Aarafaat. There is 
no Holy Ka’aaba anywhere in the universe except:in the Holy City of Makkah Mukarramah 
where Muslims are to have TAWAF (circumambulance). There are no SAFA and MARWA 
mounts except those near the Ka’aaba. There is no Zam Zam (slowly flowing sweet and pure 
water in great abundance) ‘except in the Masjid-ill-Haraam in front of the Ka’aaba. There is no 


Masjid-ill-Haraam or the boundaries around Makkah City where from the Ahram (Hajj robes) 
are worn. 


There is no Madina Tayyabah in the universe where the most blessed Roza-tuur Rassol 
(Mausoleum of the Holy Prophet S.A.W.) is to be visited. It is strange that the great worship in 
Hajj by Muslims is translated as pilgrimage. Other religions have their own pilgrimages. For 
example the Hindoos of India go to Hardivar to take holy bath in their river Ganges. The 
Christians go to the Bytull Laham and the Jews visit the weeping wall in Jerusalem. All these 
rituals are treated by their scholars as pilgrimage of these places. Even if the Muslims visit 
different tombs of the great Muslim saints they are wrongly said to be pilgrims. In view of this it 
is altogether wrong to translate Hajj as pilgrimage in this context. Therefore, Sura Hajj should 
not be translated in English as the Chapter of Pilgrimage but as the Chapter of Hajj.

78 Verses of this Sura have 1291 words and 6076 letters. 
3. ~=—- Revelation : 


This was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah at Makkah tull-Mukarrama but 
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some companions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. say that some parts of the Sura were revealed in 
Madina. 


4. Context: 


The Sura is basically concerned with the total negation of the contentions of the 
disbelievers regarding their idolation. Idol worship is totally wrong belief. Who is your Allah will 
be the-first question in the grave and on the Day of Judgement. Therefore, those who associate 
or equate any idol or any personality-cult with Allah must leave their such totally wrong follies 
and foolish fallacies. 


All the ethico-religious and socio-psychological justifications have been given about the 
Unity of Allah in a specific Way in this Sura for the purity of belief. People who embrace Islam 
and are true Muslims who believe on One Allah as their Protector, Sustainer and Providence. 


The Sura with full details provides information regarding Hajj and guides to remain pious 
and straightforward after doing this great worship. Masjid-ill-Haraam is the most sanctified 
place on earth for all the believers for offering Salaat (Muslim Prayer) of highest order. This 
Masjid in Makkah and the Valley of Arafaat are best places for supplication to seek the 
forgiveness of Almighty Allah. Muslims should always act upon Islam and sincerely spread the 
religion as revealed in the Holy Quraan and preached by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 


5. Objectives/message : 
The basic objectives of the Sura are: 


(i) Disbelievers have been explained how their wrongs will be penalized after the Day of 
Resurrection ; 


(ii) The Muslims have been assured the rewards for being steadfast and forbearing the 
cruelties of the disbelievers ; 


(iii) Believers are assured that they will get victory over the evil forces ;

(vi) Muslim Omma has been assured the full bounties of Allah if they keep His Oneness so 
dear to the depth of their hearts and act upon the preachings of Islam as the profoundest 
truth of Allah. This will make them pious with best character which will be a great 
evidence for their such righteousness on the Day of Judgement to get exaltation in eternal 
life Hereafter. 


6. Gist of the Text: 


(A) Sections 1 to 3 of the Sura describe how the Day of Resurrection will be established. On 
that Day even the so affectionate mother will not be able to help a son/daughter. Allah 
will simultaneously put all the human beings and the living creatures to death and 
establish the Day of Resurrection.

Mo’-Minoon is the plural of Momin which is a higher ranking of a Muslim 
that he believes and sincerely acts according to the Holy Book with inner perfection of pious 
actions in the modality of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. MO‘-MINOON are the fortunate people who 
become Muslims with total belief in Oneness of Allah, accept the finality of the Prophethood on 
the last Messenger of Allah, Muhammad S.A.W. and have complete belief in the Holy Quraan as 
the last and the perfect Message of Allah for welfare of mankind herein and Hereafter.

The basic context of this Sura is sincerity of faith in Allah and complete obedience to Him 
in daily routines. This is by following with love the most ideal life pattern of the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W. who is the last Divine model of piety and righteousness from Allah S.W.T.

Allah bestows His bounties to His great friends amongst Prophets and righteous 
people. Allah is most Affectionate, most Merciful. 

7. Significant Verses: 

(i) Versesito5 - The believers who are humble in prayers, avoid vain talk, pay 
Zakaat (dues), guard their modesty and remain pious are most 
successful. 

Gi) Verses 8to11 - Those who honor their trusts and agreements, guard Prayers and 
remain righteous will get Paradise. 


(iii) Verse 12 - Man was created from finest extract of clay. 

(iv) Verse 52 - Muslim Omma is united Omma. 

(v) Verse 61 - Muslims hasten in good deeds. 

(vi) Verse 62 - None is burdened beyond capacity.

(viii) Verse 96 - Repel the evil with the profoundest methods. 


8 Conclusion: 

: The Sura basically cultivates a great confidence amongst the believers to maintain their 
purity in faith. It instructs the disbelievers to come in the fold of religion of Allah to save 
themselves from punishment Hereafter. 


SURA XXIV — UN-NOOR 
1 = Title: 


The title of this Sura has been derived from its Verse 35 as guided by Allah. The Divine 
term Noor may be translated as Divine Light providing spiritual hight to man.” Verse 35 states 
that Allah (S.W.T.) is the Light of the heavens and the earth. He illuminates the sun of this 
earth which provides light the other objects making them par brilliant. Allah makes the 
sunshine so powerful that it eliminates the darkness all around. It is all due to the light that all 
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vegetation, crops, fruits and earth as well as etmosphere get the vitality for human utility. 


As such the Arabic term Noor (Light) is used for Allah Who makes the Divine shine the 
real basis of human enlightenment to bring purity with piety. Man conquers the other universe 
with the mental illumination bestowed by Allah to mankind through divine gates of knowledge. 
Continuous new knowledge comes through light of Allah on the facts of life in this universe. So 
Noor (Light) is the basic bounty of Allah for humanity to achieve sexual, mental and spiritual 
chastity. Thus men achieve the crown position amongst the creatures. The authenticity of 
knowledge becomes perfect in the human intellect if it emanates from the Divine light by infinite 
methods. It provides the human mind inner enlightenment. The spiritual power bestowed by 
Allah S.W.T. brings sensation to the sixth sense power of perception. 


Light travels in speediest and very direct velocity of 298000 K.Ms. per second. The speed 
of the Noor (light) of Allah Almighty will be billion folds. If He bestows ordinary Noor (Divine 
light) to man as His crown creation and to His Prophets and Auliya‘ (Divine friends), His special 
Noor, one cannot imagine the richness of the vision of such great men. Allah has provided His 
this uniquely special Noor (Divine light) to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. for the spread of the light of 
Islam which illuminates the universe in a par excellent manner. 


2. Constitution: 
This Sura has 64 Verses contained in 9 Sections. 
3. Revelation : 


This Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in Madina 
Munawwara. 


4. Context: 


The first Verse of this Sura is linked with last Verse of the previous Sura (XXII). Allah is 
Khyruur Rahimeen (Best in Mercifulness) to reveal Sura Noor to give His Divine light to 
humanity to achieve spirituality as pious Muslims of integrity. This is possible only by adopting 
the Holy Prophet's modality. 

Divine enlightenment helps to establish pure community life through an individual piety 
which leads to establish civilized society. It is the basic subject of this Sura. It is fundamentally 
concerned with the implementation of Islamic system. The perfect character building of men is 
the main subject of this Sura. 


5. Objectives/Message : 


The basic objectives of this Sura are the protection of the chastity, sanctity, piety and 
purity of the female folk by the Divine enlightenment. None should enter the house of others 
without permission. If there is no response of a male behind the door there is complete 
prohibition for a stranger male to enter that house. 


All the Muslim females have been instructed to be very particular about Islamic ‘hijaab’ 
(veil). It is to maintain Divinely protected female sanctity in light of Islamic Shariah. This is 
profound socio-psychic first line measure of self preservation of chastity by self defence of a 
female against the so called sexual freedom of the Western permissive society. The most serious 
threats to the female sanctity in each society today are serious crime of rape, forced fornication, 
enticed adultery or homo-sexuality. It is basic duty of state to fix very severe punishments for 
sexual offences to maintain human chastity to establish a piously stable society. 

The problem of adultery has been given a special attention if contracted with mutual 
consent of male and female. Both are liable to serious social defence action because the purity of 
humanity lies in piety and personal chastity of each individual. If any male or female committing 
adultery is unmarried, their punishment for committing adultery is somewhat lesser. But if 
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someone of them is married then the Islamic punishment is very severe that when such male or 
female had the legal venue of sexual expression, why they violated the rules of social control, of 
the society and norms of the community. 

No mother or father anywhere in the world would like their daughter raped or sexually 
harassed. This is how the Holy Quraan has assigned a great sanctity to the female chastity as a 
pivot of establishing a profound social system of good standing. Great cultures and civilizations 
perished and strong nations were ruined due to sexual crimes. The sex lust of men and the blind 
sexual urge of rulers, unnatural sex offences amongst people and female un-chastity demolished 
the social orders of highest societies. So this Sura Noor provides heavenly light to guide Muslim 
societies to keep the best social order. 


6 Gist of the Text: 


(A) Sections 1 to 3 of this Sura prescribe unchangeable Divine rule that the illegal sex or 
adultery contracted by male or female be punished compulsorily with 100 stripes without 
any mercy. A group of believers should witness the administration of such deterrent 
punishment. The adulterer men marry adulterous women. The pious women get pious 
men as spouses. Adultery against chaste women as rape has been subjected to much more 
deterrent punishment. The method of proving innocence in adultery allegation is defence 
by pure witnesses. Allah knows everything as only He is Most Gracious, and Mos. 
Merciful. Believers should not follow the footprints of satan and should remain picus in 
all circumstances. 


(B) Sections 4 and 5 describe the method of approaching others at their residences. No 
stranger male can enter any house without presence of a male household. Female folks 
have been guided to best keep their chastity and purity under full dress. The method of 
Islamic ‘hijaab' (veil) has been prescribed. The female folks have been prohibited from 
showing their beauty and ornaments which may allure men for sexuality. Females can 
have exposure only before the blood kith and kins with whom marriage is prohibited. The 
method of remorse and Tauba (repentance) from Allah has been laid down in wrong 
sexuality cases when state has not been intimated to settle sexual offences. 


Verse 35 gives the scientific and spiritual description of the formation and up-keep of 
heavens and the earth through Allah’s Noor (spiritual Light). Human beings can get the highest 
spirituality and best purity through this light of Allah. 


Verse 40 is the most scientific Verse in this Sura to prove the authenticity of the Holy 
Quraan as a pure Divine revelation in its entirety. Holy Prophet S.A.W. born in Makkah, 
became orphan in infancy, remained unlettered throughout, spent his life on the sands and 
remained altogether uninfluenced by any human being in all the mundane affairs or in acquiring 
supreme spiritual knowledge. He never had seen or known the nature of the Arabia 
penensula/straighor any ocean what to speak of his know-how of the depth of any sea The 
subject of Oceanology has been explained by this revelation of the Holy Quraan scientifically, 
geographically and profoundly, as conveyed by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. The knowledge of the 
rising of the waves, the high sea tides, the sea deep sea storms, the most dangerous sea -entre for 
the formation of cyclones and the troublesome situations of the sea has heen described in this 
Verse very precisely. This Verse describes how the sea poses threat to the sea fares on ships and 
then héw these vessels are saved by Allah Almighty. 


The Holy Quraan is a Divine bestowment to man with clear proof that such scientific 
explanation of any phenomena can be only through Divine revelation. No human being can 
Oe such knowledge about the velocity of the sea storms. So only this Verse proves beyond 

loubt that the Holy Quraan is revealed only by Allah to its each alphabet. The Holy Prophet 


Muhammad S.A.W. only conveyed it to mankind through its pure revelations from Allah as His 
Last Messenger. 
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(C) Section 6 states that all the bounties come from Allah. Therefore, man should always 
follow His straight path to worship Allah with obedience to the Holy Prophet S.4.W. The 
decision of the Holy Prophet is the final decision in all matters as he never speaks without 
Allah's Order. No body can challenge the same. Whenever the Holy Prophet S.A.W. calls 
anybody for any duty such person should report to him without a moment's delay. 


Wrong oaths have been banned. Only the pious people should prefer witnesses on oath to 
get reward from Allah 


\D) Sections 7 to 9 state that only the establishment of Salaat (Muslim Prayer), the payment of 
Zakast (compulsory dues), the obedience to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and the 
straightforwardness can get the Divine reward. Three times have been fixed as off hours. 
No body should come in without permission. Such females who are too old or handicapped 
or have no sexual urge and have reached too old age are allowed relaxation in the Islamic 
veil and to openly move-out. Believers who accept the revelations of Allah and ‘act upon 
the instructions of the Holy Prophet, S.A.W. receive the best guidance. 


7. Significant Verses: 


(63) Verse2. - Men and women guilty of fornication be flogged without mercy. 
People should see such whipping for genera) deterrence. 

di) Verse4 - Charging any chaste lady is also liable to severe whipping. 

(ii) Verse27 - Do not enter others’ houses without permission and without 


salutations, when permitted. 


(iy) Verse 31 - How to maintain modesty of Muslim women - details about chastity, 
veiling and concealing beauty from the strangers. 


Ww) Verse 35 - Allah is the Light of heavens and earth - described. 

ivi) Verse 40 - Scientific explanation of sea storms. 

(vii) Verse 45 - Allah has created everything from water - details. 

(viii) Verse51 - When believers fully submit to Allah and to His Prophet S.A.W. they 

prosper. 

(ix) Verse56 - Establishing Salaat (Muslim Prayer), paying Zakaat (dues) and 

obeying Prophet (S.A.W.) gets the Mercy of Allah. 
8. Conclusion : 

This Sura provides the Divine light for spiritual exaltation. Deterrent penalties have been 
enforced to ban adultery as social defence against ills of society for sexual purity. Female chastity 
and strict rules of privacy have been given in detail.

DIVISION (MANZIL) FIVE OF THE HOLY QURAAN 


From Sura XXV to XXXV constitute the fifth Division (Manzil) of the Holy Quraan 
pertaining to the in depth motivation of the faithfuls for spread of Islam as the religion of 
universality. Division Five lays down principles for collective life and social eontrol. 


SURA XXV — AL-FUURQAAN 
1. Title: 
The title of this Sura has been derived from the word AL-FUURQAAN in its first Verse 
which means the distinguisher. This is the title of the most repeatedly read revealed Book. It 
contains the criterion of distinguishing right and wrong. Equating objects with Allah and 
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idolation against the purity, piety, sagacity, righteousness and straightforwardness of the 
Muslims is totally prohibited. Strict belief on the Holy Quraan is basis of the Islamic faith. Only 
the Holy Quraan is the best Fuurqaan—the Divine distinguisher of right from wrong. 
2. Constitution: 

This Sura has 77 Verses Which consist of 892 words containing 3703 letters. 
3% Revelations: 

This Sura was revealed by Allah to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. at Makkah-tull-Mukarrama. 
4. Context: 

The last Verse of the preceding Sura re-affirmed that Allah being the Supreme controller 
of everything and the source of all enlightenment knows everything we do to the minutest 
extent. The first Verse of this Sura has close continuity to reveal that Allah has bestowed the 
Holy Quraan to His most exalted devotee Muhammad S.A.W. as a distinguisher of right from the 
wrong as the Divine standard bearer. 

Seven unique glories of Allah have been distinctly described in this Sura that he is - 

(a) The Living (b) The Knowing (c) The Promising (d) The Controlling (e) The Hearing (f) 
The Revealing. Through all these glories, Allah has made the Holy Prophet and the Holy 
Quraan the Divine standards to distinguish the evil to protect the righteous. 

The Holy Quraan revealed by Allah upon His most beloved devotee, as His last ideal, the 
Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. is a great source of guidance for the entire mankind up to the 
Day of Resurrection. ll the critical questions raised by the pagans of Makkah and the 
disbelievers against the Holy Prophet S.A.W. have been answered with full justification. The 
disbelieving Quraish chiefs and the idolators of Makkah and its vicinity have been explained the 
truthfulness of the Holy Quraan. The Divine bestowed Prophethood to the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W. as the last and the best Messenger of Allah has been established. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

This Sura describes that the Holy Quraan was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
only and only by Allah S.W.T. This book is revealed by the Creator of the universe. He has fixed 
the fate of all the creatures, except the mankind who have been given the distinction between 
right and wrong. Therefore, this is the Book which guides human beings to maintain the 


‘standaus of righteousness, rejecting wrongness. Disbelievers are destined to be punished and 


the believers are entitled to rewards. This is how this Sura has a very fine distinction between 
right and wrong as well as the Pious and the guilty. 
6 Gist of the Text: 


(A) Sections 1 to 3 state that the Holy Quraan has been revealed by Allah as a Divine 
distinguisher of right and wrong. It is Allah Who creates and sustains all the creatures. 
Why people worship idols as these self-made objects cannot do any good to anyone, Whoso 
says that the Holy Quraan is the creation of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. or some body else 
will face disaster. Disbelievers say that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is just a man like them, 
Why an Angel has not been made Prophet instead of this human being (the Holy Prophet 
The Holy Quraan says that it is so because the previous Prophets were also human beinz¢ 
Allah is the Sustainer of all the creatures. All those who reject His Revelations will be 
punished. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. has been directed to ccatinue inculcation of the 
message of Allah with patience. The boastful people who ere envious of him jealous 
against his preachings will definitely be ruined. 


(B) Sections 4to6 State that the Book revealed to Moosaa A.S. (Torah) and the help given to 
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Allah has made the night for your rest. People get lot of luxuries due to Allah's bounties, 
for which mankind should be grateful. The people who disbelieve are liable to Jehaad (fight) 
against them. 

Allah Almighty gives the example of two seas. One is bitter and another is sweet. Both of 
them meet together but still there is a gulf between the two that the sweet remains sweet and 
the bitter remains bitter. 

The human beings have been created from a mean drop of water. Why do not they 
understand their basis and rebel against Allah. Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. has brought the 
good news and also is a Prophet for the mankind to the Day of Resurrection. He is the all time 
Blessing of Allah to all the mankind to make the people truthful. 

Only Allah be worshipped Who has made the heavens and the earth with so many 
glittering stars, the sun and the moon. Whoso struggles in the way of Allah will get rewards on 
the Day of Judgement. Whoso commits wrongs casually may be forgiven. For such Divine 
pardon remorse is must as Allah forgives only those who repent. The people who follow the 
revelations will get the right way and all the disbelievers will be thrown in the hell. 

7. Significant Verses: 

(i) Versel - The Holy Quraan isa Divine ...criterion to sift-out and distinguish the 

right from the wrong. 

(ii) Verse 53 - Allah has made two seas to flow freely, the one sweet that subdues 
thirst by its sweetness, and the other saltish that burns by its 
saltness; and between the two He has made a barrier and inviolable 
obstruction. 

(iii) Verse 56 - The Holy Prophet S.A.W. has come for good news to spread piety and 
make the people righteous. 

(iv) Verse 70 - To remain righteous after repentance is real success. 

(v) Verse 71 - True repentance means that again mis-deeds are not contracted bya 
follower. 

(vi) Verse 74 - Wife and children are comforts of eye if they remain righteous. 

(vii) Verse 77 - The Holy Prophet S.A.W. testifies that Allah pardons only those who 
remember Him the best. The falsifiers of truth will face its 
consequences. 

8. Conclusion: 

This Sura lays down the distinction between the right and the wrong. The Holy Quraan is 
the great Divine medium of such distinction as the Furqaan being the distinguisher of the pious 
people from those who are sinfuls. 


SURA XXVI — SHU-’AA-RAA‘ 
1, Title; 

The title of this Sura has been selected from its Verse 224. “Shu-’aa--raa‘ is the plural of 
Arabic term “Sha-'irr” meaning the poet. The pagan chiefs of Makkah forced the people to 
idolatry which was rejected by Islam. The Unity of Allah Almighty is the only true reality in 
Islam. To hold the inculcation of the truth of Islam and the preaching of the Holy Quraan as 
futile the disbelievers started to propagate that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was just a poet. They 
claimed that he is astray from the facts due to his poetic dictions and projection of his personal 
contentions as futile poetic feelings. 

Allah condemns the poets who present their mental views through poetry without reality. 
Their verses, hymns, stanzas, rhythms and dictions are based on their own imagination. The 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. is not at all a poet. The Quraan contains Verses of Allah which are no 
human creations. He is unlettered (Ommi) Nabi (Divine foreteller) who has reveaied the Verses 
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of the Holy Quraan by Allah which are not at all his poetic dictions. He has nothing to do with 
poetry and he is not at all a poet. 
2. Constitution : 
This Sura has 227 Verses with 1279 words containing 5540 letters. 
3. Revelation: - 
The Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah $.W.T. in Makkah. 
4. Context: 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. was preaching day and night the truth revealed to him by Allah 
through the Holy Quraan with full sagacity and sincerity. The humble inculcation by him was 
resisted by the idolators who considered the Holy Quraan as poetic dictions of Muhammad 
SAW. 

An aspersiou that the Holy Prophet is a poet is not at all True. Muhammad Sallallah hoo Alyhe 
Wassallam (Allah’s Blessings and salutations on him) is the Last Messenger of Allah Who 
preaches the truth. Poets indulge in self exaggeration of their inner feelings without reference to 
reality but the Holy Quraan is a Divine revelation of great reality. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

The Sura basically rejects the criticism of the disbelievers about the revelations of the Holy 
Quraan presented by the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. He presents only the revelations of 
Allah. Verses of Allah are not at all poetic dictions. Allah has condemned the poets. Their poetry 
is without reality, All the satanic forces present wrong notions. No force on earth can produce a 
smallest Sura like that of the Holy Quraan as repeatedly challenged by Allah. No one has been 
able to accept that challenge of Allah in these fourteen centuries to coin a small Sura. Even a 
Verse like that of the Holy Quraan could be produced by anyone. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. was 
altogether an unlettered Prophet who was all the times inculcated every bit of in-depth 
knowledge by Allah. No one has claimed in these 1400 years to have taught him the method of 
evolving such Verses and he himself was altogether unlettered. Therefore, the Holy Quraan 
purely is a revelation of Allah Almighty. The Sura basically lays down the following 
characteristics in the faith of a Muslim and qualities of the practical life of a Mo’-min: 


Characteristic of a Muslim: Qualities of a Mo'-min: 
(a) Siuceve belief (Eemaan); (a) Lawful earnings (Rizq-e-Halaal): 
(b) Perfect knowledge (IIm-e-Kaamil; (b) Reliance on Allah (Tawaq-qull): 
(c) Pious deeds (Uml-e-Kaamil); {c) Contentment (Qana-'ut) ; 


(d) Righteousness (Haqull yageen); and (d) ‘Patience (Sabr) with gratefulness (Shkr); and 
(e) Remembrance of Allah (Zikrullah). (e) Preaching of Islam steadfastly (Tableeg-e-Haq). 
6 Gist of the Text: 

(A) Sections 1 to 3 assure the Holy Prophet S.A.W. that Allah has revealed him whole truth 
for the betterment of mankind. He should convey it with full confidence that the people 
should understand to practise the Quraan as true revelation of Allah. 

All the greenery on earth presents the clear signs that it is grown by Allah Prophet Moses 
also was falsified by Pharaoh. Similarly other Prophets of Allah were also challenged 
when they brought to their nations such truthful revelations 

Prophet Moses confronting the magicians of Pharaoh convinced them all about 
truthfulness of his Prophethood. Thus all the magicians embraced Islam Similarly the 
revelations in the Holy Quraan contain the same truth. Arch Prophet Ibraheem A.S., the 
straightforward, was exalted that he conveyed the truth with full sincerity All those who 
accept the truth with full sincerity get Allah’s bounties but all those who falsify Allah's 
revelations will be punished where no one will help them in any capacity 

(B) Sections 4 to 6 state that every body should be very obedient to the Holy Prophet SA W 
Only then Allah will confer His Mercy. Prophet Noah AS was rejected and the 
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punishment of Allah followed. The historical fact of the ruination of the people of Aad 

shows that it is only Rubb-ull-Alameen Who can save in all circumstances. No 

superpower can save any body from the punishment of the Day on the Judgement. The | 

nation of Samvod rejected Prophet Saleh Alyhiss Salaam (A.S.). So they were punished | 

with ruination. The people of Luut A.S. were worst criminals. So they were punished, 

Similarly the people of Shoaib A.S. disobeyed. They were also punished. 

Whoso says that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was just a poet is totally wrong. The Quraanic 

revelations of Allah are similar in sequence as Allah revealed in the previous Books. 

Therefore, the believers should take the truth of the Holy Quraan as granted. No evil 

force or satanic power can exalt anyone to be Prophet. The people who commit cruelties 

will get retaliatory punishment from Allah herein and Hereafter. 

7. Significant Verses : 
(i) Verses1to9 - The Holy Quraan is true revelation of Allah. People must 

believe to get bounties of Allah herein and Hereafter. The Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. should not worry for all humanity to come to 
the folds of Islam. His job is well done. Now everyone is 


responsible to accept truth. 
(ii) Verse 224 - The poets stray in darkness (so such poetry is in clash with the 
Quraan). 
(iii) Verse 225 - Poets wander in every valley (to present their own conjectures). 
(iv) Verse 226 - Poets say what they Do not practise. 
(v) Verse 227 - The people who believe and act pious are the successfuls. 


8. Conclusion : 

This Sura re-assures the truth of the Holy Quraan as pure revelation of Allah. Truthful 
Prophethood of the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. as the last Messenger is a Divine reality 
which must be accepted with inner sincerity. He (S.A.W.) never is a poet and whatever he 
presented is revealed to him (S.A.W.) by Allah as the real Dine truth. 


SURA XXVII — AN-NAMAL 
1. ‘Title: 


Title of this Sura has been derived from its Verse 18. Namal means an ant. Sura Namal 
has a close link with previous Sura (XXVI) Ush-Shu-’aaraa‘. Sura XXVI assure the staunch 
Muslims of pure belief a great relief from Allah. This Sura Namal secures the best bounties of 
Allah who preach others the real boon of Islam with self-perfection and self-reverance. 


It may look strange that a big Sura should have its nomenclature in the name of the 
slowest and smallest animate creature of Allah. Allah has not made anything in vain, as again 
and again repeated in the Holy Quraan. Ant is the most organized, sensitive, busiest, all alive 
and diligent creature of Allah. Great Prophet Sulymaan (Soloman), a prophet common to Jews, 
Christians and Muslims, was the greatest king on earth and a Prophet for all the creatures. He 
was enjoying the highest power but was always humble, obedient, submissive and grateful vo 
Allah for His such bounties. But on the other hand Pharaoh, Shiddad, Hamaan, Nimrood etc., 
were all arrogant despotic kings of their own lands who were Divinely condemned herein for 
their cruelties, boastful, unjust, corrupt, immoral and adverse rule. 

Prophet Sulymaan A\S. as the greatest king was marching on with his strong armies. He 
listened to the call of the smallest Queen of the smallest creature of Allah, the ant, and took full 
care of these least important living bodies. He was controlling all the kings and queens of that 
period. He ushered in full justice with equity to all the human beings including all the other 
creatures including the ants. The ants are the most numerous creatures of Allah so organized 
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which outnumber all the living species on the earth. Due to these reasons Allah might have 
directed the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to give this Sura the title of Namal (ant). 


2. Constitution: 
93 Verses of this Sura have 1317 words containing 4799 letters. As such it is a good length 
Sura in the name of ant the An-Namal. 


3. Revelation : 


This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in the Holy City 
of Makkah to explain to the pagans the great facts about the previous great Prophets of Islam. 
4.  Objectives/Message : 

This Sura describes to the disbelievers, infidels, pagans, Jews and Christians the truth of 
Islam and the precision of the Verses of the Holy Quraan. The Holy Quraan provides authentic 
details of the history of mankind. The Holy Quraan says that no creature of Allah is useless and 
in vain. This Sura attaches great importance to smallest Divine creature ants showing them 
busiest for 24 hours. Ants are the most organized creature of Allah. The Sura presents the 
humility, sincerity, integrity and honesty of the highest level devotees of Allah as His great 
Prophets as very humble devotees of Allah S.W.T. Some of them were great kings but remained 
submissive and straightforward men. They had Divitié powers with great miracles but full of 
humility to Allah Almighty and very kind to His smallest creatures. Thus only Islam, the Holy 
Quraan and preachings of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. herein and Hereafter are the best, purest 
and just to establish an equitable society full of piety, equality and honesty. 7 


5. Gist of the Text: 


(A) Sections 1 to 3 of this Sura describe the highest sanctity of the Holy Quraan as true 
revelation of Allah Almighty with highest authority and most authentic knowledge for 
human prosperity. But it can benefit only those: 


(a) who are believers; 

(b) who establish Salaat (Muslim Prayer); 
(c) pay Zakat (compulsory dues); and 

(d) believe in the hereafter. 


The punishment and rewards for sinful or pious deeds here will be decided by Allah on the 
Day of Judgement. 


Prophet Moses with his miracles was sent to Egypt to guide the Egyptian despotic king 
Pharaoh and his people to the straight path but he became arrogant, rebellious and most 
discourteous. He disobeyed Allah as an arrogant and boastfully super power. But Sulimaan 
(Solomon) AS. was much greater Prophet king than Pharaoh. When he was conferred 
knowledge, authority and governance upon all the creatures he was more humble, obedient, 
grateful, most pious and most straightforward devotee of Allah. Solomon looked after the 
smallest creature of Allah (ants) from being crushed by his most powerful forces on earth. He 
personally persuaded the queen and kings of that time to desist from paganism, bringing them to 
straight path as humble servants of the religion of Allah. 


(B) Sections 4 to 7 relate the misdeeds of the nations of the past which were ruined for their 
disobedience to the revelations of Allah. The Israelites detracted from the reality. Only 
the true Islamic belief and worship to Allah Almighty with sincerity can lead to success to 
Eternity. Therefore, the Prophet of Islam being the last and the ideal Prophet was 
bestowed the pure, perfect and fullest knowledge to take the humanity to prosperity. So 
Islam must be accepted by all as true religion of Allah Almighty.

(0) Verses 1 and 2 - The Holy Quraan is clear in meaning and is a good news for 
the pious. 

(ii) Verse 30 - The Tasmia-tull-Quraan-Bismillah- has been incorporated es 
a Verse being the preface of a letter from Prophet Sulimaan.

SURA XXVIII — AL-QA’SAS' 
1. Title: 


The title of this Sura has been derived from its Verse 25. Qasas means a true stary with 
profound correlation of the facts in exact sequence. As a matter of fact this Sura presents the full 
account of a great Prophet of the Holy Quraan, Moosaa A.S. (Moses), whom Jews consider to be 
their final guide to divinity. Rather he is an incarnation of the spirituality of divinity under the 
Torah Verses engraved on the mount Toor by God’s personal bestowments to Moses. The 
religious riddles of Jews relating to Moses have been discussed in full details in several Suras of 
the Holy Quraan. All these events about Moses have been combined in this Sura in a very logical 
manner in sequence for logical projection of the same by the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. to 
his followers for guidance and to the Israelites to follow the real truth This is for the 
convenience of Jews to corroborate these true events of the Quraan about Prophet Moses from 
their original Torah to accept the truth of the Holy Quraan to embrace Islam. 


2. Constitution: 

88 Verses of this Sura consist of 441 words which contain 5800 letters. 
3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed by Allah to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the Holy City of Makkah. 
4. The Context: 


Sura Mo'-minoon (XXIII) builds up a profound Muslim charecter, Sura Noor (XXIV) 
brings up pure individuals in pious Islamic atmosphere. Sura Fuurqaan (XXV) clearly 
establishes that the Holy Quraan is the only most distinct and an all times best guide to the 
Muslim Omma. Sura Ush-Shu-’aaraa’ (XXVI) rejects the poetic fallacies to establish the Islamic 
realities. Sura Nam] (XXVID teaches the Muslims humility before Allah Almighty and sincerity 
to the purpose of Islamic society on the Holy Prophet's S.A.W. modality. This Sura (XXVIII) 
includes the permanent methods of motivation of Muslim people to remain pious, 
straightforward and righteous for a just social order of a profound Islamic system under each 
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Muslim nation to evolve a best Muslim Omma. 


5 Objectives/Message : 

The main objectives of this Sura are: 

(i) |The Muslim Omma should understand that the pagan and imperialist exploiters in all 
ages have been trying with their evil force to block the right path of justice, equity, piety 
and righteous obedience to Allah’s guidance. Their materialism demands so. It is only the 
system of Allah with Divine guidance which can save all of us from exploitation and 
injustice ; 

(ii) The business cartels, commercialist, capitalist exploiters and tax evaders want to 
concentrate wealth in their clutches by hook or by crook with totally unjust usurpation. 
Muslim Omma must be on their guards. They should be always alert to maintain Allah 
Almighty’s standards. Only the progressive farmers, right industrialists, honest 
commercialist, law abiding bureaucrats, just capitalists and the pious rulers are the really 
most wanted people who can bring social justice in an Islamic welfare state ; 


(iii) Only the Islamic system (Nizam-e-Mustafa) as ordained by Allah in the Holy Quraan and 
practised by the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W,., is the best. All the Muslim nations, 
their politicians, rulers, legislators, bureaucrats, commercialist, traders and commoners 
are skeptical about implementation of 1400 years old concepts but they least better to 
accept Islamic just order. 


Mnslim nations today are in the clutches of the Jewish interest stricken exploitative 
economies sucked by dishonest, corrupt and totally unjust forces in each Muslim country. 
Muslim majority must discipline themselves. and become diligent like the Nam] (Sura XXVII) 
(Ant) to early eliminate the unjust colonial based exploitation of their few haves in each country. 
Only the perfect Islamic justice system of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. based on the Holy Quraan 
and his Suunnah can usher in a peaceful and just society. Muslim masses must shun away their 
illiteracy. People of Islamic nations at large should use their silent majority and leave their 
shyness to implement the boon of Islam.

Comprehensive historical events about Prophet Moosaa (Moses) A.S. have been described from 
his birth to his socialization in the palace of Pharaoh. He killed an Egyptian Coptic by error and 
migrated to Madyan City. Then he served Prophet Zakariyya A.S. who married with him his 
daughter. Then he started Prophetic preachings. In his open competition with Pharaoh and his 
people he got freed the Jews from Egyptian bondage doing tough construction works. 

Sections 5 to 9 state how the Prophets of Allah are equipped with Divine knowledge to 
take the people to righteousness, piety and just society. Allah rejects sins, delinquencies, crimes, 
rebellion, hypocrisy and dishonesty. Allah is always with the ‘straightforward, the pious and the 
pure in faith. Allah is Provident and Sustainer of the universe. Only the Holy Quraan is the 
Divine harbinger of just society with prosperity based on equity. All human beings and all 
creatures are to die except Allah Almighty. Every one is to be awarded/rewarded for their 
sins/piety on the Day of Judgement.

SURA XXIX — UN-KABOOT 
1. ‘Title: 


The title of this Sura has been derived from the Verse 41. The spider (un-kaboot) was 
selected for the title of this seven Sections Sura only as a Divine simile to take the so fragile and 
so ordinary cobweb of this delicate, small and weak insect. It is to explain the status of unjust 
exploitation of so weak and useless parasite spider weaving her cobweb to entrap the other 
insects to suck their blood or swallow them alive. It lives on the flesh and blood of many type of 
hard working beautiful insects. It remain 24 hours busy in such cruel exploitation. The strange 
killing and superstitious hunting of other insects by the spider is done through her so fragile and 
weakest cobweb net work. In the same way the so called high gentry of poor countries has the 
base on the unjust black money. The riches and extensive properties of so called higher classes 
are based on tax evasion and drug money laundering, banks, frauds and smuggling. Black- 
marketeers, corrupt officials, fraudulent bureaucrats, money grabbing politicians and the 
exploiter commercialists/industrialists join hands with people in power being feudal lords or 
imperial forces. All of them extract, exploit and suck the blood of masses like the spider. The 
people in the sea of poverty are kept in their unjust economic clutches, though they are as fragile 
as is the spider cobweb. 


Therefore, the Sura has been given the name of spider (unkaboot) to condemn the 
exploitation of the people by the black moneyed minority with their cruel tactics. The evil forces 
and the unjust powerfuls fulfil their own ulterior motives, like the spider. 


2. Constitution: 

The Sura has 69 Verses which consist of 980 words containing 4165 letters. 
3. ‘Revelation: 

The Sura was revealed by Almighty Allah to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. at Makkah. 
4. Objectives/Message : 

The Sura has the following basic objectives/message: 


(i) The believers in Islam as poorer classes and have-not followers of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
often face problems in their active life as righteous and straightforward people in the 
hands of the cruel exploiters. Their confidence has been reposed through this Sura that 
they have selected a right course of action to help establish a pious society. No evil, 
corrupt, unjust and cruel forces of exploitation should deter them. Such corrupt and 
unjust cruels will face ultimate sweep like the cobweb of spider which is defaced by air or 
is smashed by an animal. Allah loves those believers who surmount all difficulties posed 
by exploiters. They will succeed to establish the just and equitable system practised by the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. as prescribed by Allah; 


(ii) The disbelievers, pagans, idolators and enemies of Islam bank upon their armies, 
weaponry, super-webbed power net work and mutual cooperation in exploitation of 
Muslims. They thus try to block the march of Islam and pose hurdles in the way of 
Muslims. They cannot achieve success if Muslims remain steadfast. Such so called 
exploiters and unjust superpowers have the same fragile position before Allah as is the

weakest cobweb of spider. Their exploitation is to face Divine disaster ; 

It is only the way of the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. which is the right way and leads 
to the path of Allah in light of the Holy Quraan.

The unity of Allah and Oneness of the Almighty is the true faith. Rejecting the idolators, 
equators, pagans, disbelievers and associators (Muushrikeen) is duty of each Muslim.

Sections 1 to 3 explain that the cruel exploitation of anti-Islam forces are ultimately to be 
brought to book for their cruelties, injustices, corrupt practices, uneven deals and 
misdeeds. But the Day of Judgement is approaching nearer to award them the 
punishment and reward the righteous. 


The cruel disbelievers seek support from exploiters but nothing will work on that Day. 
The end of the people of Noah A.S., despite of his 950 years of pious preachings was their 
ruination for their unjust, sinful and criminal attitude. Similarly all the people of the 
unjust nation of Prophet Luut A'S. and all the idolators of the nation of Prophet Ibraheem 
A.S. were washed. The dacoits, murderers, adulterators and criminals will get similar 
punishment. 


Sections 4 to 7 describe that conditions of the unjust, cruel and evil forces of exploitation is 
similar as is the disaster of so fragile parasite spider.. Their temporary riches and so 
transitory power cannot save them in any-circumstances. 


Verse 45 is the most urgent instruction of Allah to the believers to establish Salaat 
(Muslim prayer) as it helps to reject the misdeeds, sins and delinquent acts. The way of 
the Quraan is the only right way to make the social system peacefully pious. Only Allah 
bestows bounties and only He is the Sustainer Providence who gives without limits to 
whom He Wills. Religion of Islam is the great bounty of Allah Almighty. It is protected by 
Him in all circumstances. Allah is bounteous to those who are kind and benevolent.

_ This Sura stresses the believers to remain righteous, straightforward, pious, benevolent 
sincere. The religion of Allah is the only way to be successful becoming a good Muslim to get 
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the bounties and bestowments of Allah Almighty. 
SURA XXX — RUUM 
1. ‘Title: 

The title of this Sura has been selected from its second Verse. 

There were two super powers on the earth during 615 A.D. when this Sura was revealed 
upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. This is the year when early Muslims were allowed to take refuge 
with Christian emperor of Habsha (presently smaller Ethiopia). It was to get saved from the 
cruelties of the Makkah infidels. The Christian monarch gave these Muslims due respect with 
full protection. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. prayed for the king of Habsha for his kindness to these 
early Muslims twice. For this goodwill to the companions of the Messenger of Islam the family of 
that king ruled Abyssinia (Habsha) till 1970's up to the times Muslims were given due respect in 
Habsha. 

On the one hand of Hijaaz in Arabia there was the greatest Roman empire and on its other 
hand was the Iranian empire. The Romans also ruled the present Syria, Palestine, Egypt, Israel, 
Jordan etc. including Jerusalem. They were the staunch Christians and as such were the people 
of the Book—Injeel (Bible/Gospel). The Muslims as a part of their belief accept Bible, in its 
original form, as a revealed Book of Allah, as repeatedly authenticated by the Holy Quraan. 
Prophet Eesa Masih (Jesus) is loved and respected by the Muslims as they love Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W. and all the other Prophets of Allah. These somewhat monolithic Christian 
Romans had a Jong confrontation with Iranian empire of the worshippers of fire, being followers 
of Zartasht, the god of fire. These Persian pagans were having association with Makkah pagans 
as Arab infidels worshipping many idols. 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. presented to the Makki people the light of Islam with steadfast 
preaching of the Book of Allah, the Holy Quraan. They were persuaded by him to totally reject 
the idol and fire worship and were inculcated to worship One Allah. But the Makki pagans did 
not accept Islam. A war broke between the two super powers, the Iranians and the Romans. 
The pagans of Makkah had their strong affiliations with the Iranians who were also idolauw: -. 
Makki pagans were highly boastful of the victory of Iranians over the Romans. All the time the 
Makkah infidels were teasing the Muslims that not the One God of Christianity and Islam but 
the pagan idol gods achieve success. Some sincere Muslims of Makkah were dejected by this 
defeat of the Romans and expressed it to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. He was also somehow grieved 
due to this defeat of the monolithic Romans. 

Therefore, Allah Almighty revealed this Sura as a prophesy for the success of the Romans 
in the near future which became a reality in 622 A.D. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. defeated the 
Makkah infidels at Badr on 17th Ramdhan-ull Mubarik, in the famous War of Badr in 2 A.H. at 
some distance from Madina. On the same day the Romans also defeated the Iranians. This was 
a long standing aspiration of the Muslims while they were at Makkah. 

It is very thought-provoking Sura of the Holy Quraan for the Christian world today. The 
Pope being in the Vitican city in Rome, is the spiritual head and the holy see for a big majority of 
Christians around the globe. The Holy Quraan has a full length Chapter called Sura-e-Ruum. 
Thus Muslims have a great affiliation with the Christians not only through the long historical 
association of both with Jesus and Bible but also for loose Christian belief in One God. This 
great Sura maintains a profound affiliation for achieving cooperation for better understanding of 
Muslims and Christians. Christians should reduce their centuries old totally ethnocentric and 
prejudicial confrontation with Muslims, specially since the Cross wars (crusades) of 14th century 
A.D. The modern times Western fallacies about the truth of Islam must be shunned that the 
natural affiliations of the Muslims with Christians may bring real peace and prosperity to the 
world. 

2. Constitution : 

This Sura has 60 Verses which contain 819 words consisting of 3334 letters. 

3. Revelation : This Sura was revealed in Makkah-tull-Mukarramah. 
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Objectives/Message : This Sura states that: 

The human beings become arrogant, boastful and over active for meaningless purposes 
against the bounties conferred by Allah. Instead of remaining grateful to Allah S.W.T. as 
His pious devotees they consider temporary success in their evil designs as their personal 
achievements ; 

Allah bestows everything to man, therefore, only Allah is worth worship. Allah gives life to 
the creature and puts them to death. He will again give re-birth; 

The restoration of simple faith in one Allah, the rehabilitation of piety and purity in men 
in this life as the first step to the understanding of the Hereafter is the basis of the Muslim 
faith. Superstition and hair-splitting theology of many religions in idol gods is to be 
eliminated. The rational enquiry for true Divine knowledge and the recognition of Allah 
covering not merely all the in-animate creature as mother nature but the whole way of life 
of the human beings must be recognized as in His control ; and 

The thought, belief and feelings of human beings must change to accept only one Allah as 
a true Message of Islam. Its struggle and truthful fight continues, but it is not without 
effect, as may be seen in the march of Islam through these 14 centuries in the world 
history. 
Gist of the Text : 

Sections 1 and 2 state that ebb and flow of worldly powers is symbolised in the conflict of 
the Persian and Roman empires. Sura Unkabdot XXX shows that the exploitation and 
extortion of others ultimately fails. In that Sura a small parasite and in this Sura the so 
called super powers faced total failures. Thus it is only Allah Who is always the All- 
Powerful. In this Allah’s universe good and evil reach their final end according to His 
Will. 

Sections 3 and 4 describe that changes and changing variety in Allah’s creation in the 
physical, moral, and spiritual world point to Unity of Nature and Religion. How man can 
break away from that Unity? Therefore, human beings should always glorify Him, for 
there is none like unto Him. 
Sections 5 and 6 state that hands of men have wrought corruption and mischief. But Allah 
purifies and re-establishes the moral world, 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. in Makkah with his companions submitted to Allah S.W.T. for 
the victory of the Christian Romans against the Iranian Parsis (fire worshippers). It was 
fulfilled in a very befitting manner some years later when the Holy Prophet had migrated 
to Madina. Not only the Iranians were given total defeat by the Romans but also the 
Makka pagans were given crushing blow in the famous war of Badr on the same 17th of 
the greatest Ramdhan-ull Mubarik. Sura Ruum in this way assures the sincere Muslims 
that their pious submissions to Allah are definitely fulfilled on fixed hours. 

Strengthening the weak and pulling down the mighty is the true message of Allah for the 
Muslims in al) the ages. Therefore, Muslims should adopt patience and constancy. The 
true believers never should be depressed.

SURA XXXI — LUUQMAAN 
lL Title: 

The litle of this Sura has been derived from the Verse 12. Luugqmaan was a person of 
great wisdom well known in Arabia before the birth of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Once the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W was shown a book of wisdom by one of his companions who embraced Islam in 
Madina (Sovaid bin Samit) in which it was suown that Luuqmaan had compiled a great treasure 
of advises for profound social education of men. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. asked this companion 
to go through the Holy Quraan. That pious companion was convinced that Quraan was a much 
greater treasure of wisdom providing logical advises with Divine guidance to just, peaceful, and 
prosperous human co-existence. 

Anyhow the Holy Quraan treats Luuqmaan as a symbol of wisdom. Therefore, Allah 
revealed this Sura in his name to assign him a Divine importance of having preached his son the 
Unity of Allah and gratefulness to the Creator of this world. He also advised his son to desist 
from disbelief and fully rely on Allah. Then in Verse 13 Luuqmaan again is shown to advise his 
son never to associate any object or equate anybody with Allah as it is a great sin of man against 
Oneness of AJlah. In view of this the title of this Sura is very important describing the correct 
belief of great men in the purity of Divine Unity. Such pure believers will be highly rewarded by 
Allah as Lunqmaan has been appreciated through this Sura. 

2. Constitution: 

This Sura has 34 Verses with 548 words, containing 2110 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Snra was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in the city of 
Makkah-tull-Mukarrama. 

4. Context: 

The basic context of this Sura is the Unity of faith on One Allah. People should desist 
from equating and associating any objets or idols with Allah which is a great sin being “shirk” 
equation. The Holy Quraan is a Book of Divine Wisdom which has been conveyed by the Holy 
Prophet Muhammad S.A.W, with still greater Divine guidance for welfare of mankind to the Day 
of Resurrection. 

The man should study the universe and the creatures of Almighty Allah. This profoundest 
array by Allah justify His being the Sustainer of everything. Therefore, the belief in only One 
Allah is the real truth. It is similar wisdom and guidance as was conveyed from Allah by the 
previous Prophets. 

5. Objectives/Message : 

Following are the objectives of this Sura: 

(i) The Quraan is a Book of Wisdom which is a blessing and guidance from Almighty Allah ; 
‘i! It benefits only those who establish Salaat (Muslim prayer), pay Zakaat (compulsory 

Muslim dues), believe the Hereafter and are benevolent. They are the people who will get 

Divine benevolence . 

‘mi) The people who do not believe on the truth of the Verses of Allah are destined to be 
rejected by Allah; 

(iv) Wisdom is the bounty of Allah through knowledge bestowed by Him ; 

(v) Only guidance of Allah is perfect for human welfare ‘

The worst is the voice of the donkey. Therefore, the wise people keep their voice low and 

remain in humility ; 

The guidance to religion of Allah is not through inheritance from wrong conventions of the 

forefathers but the knowledge of the Holy Quraan is the best guide ; 

Allah Almighty is Great, Benevolent and Affectionate that only His remembrance with 

sincerity should be adopted. He should be praised to the highest extent : 

None should be worshipped except Allah as only He bestows every thing ; and 

The real treasures of knowledge on every subject and all the secrets of the universe are 

with Allah. He confers His special knowledge to His selected friends of great piety and 

righteousness. 

Gist of the Text : 

Sections ] and 2 describe that only those who follow the Holy Quraan, being pious and 

righteous, will get guidance. The disbelievers indulge in vanity and they will perish. All 

the creatures of Allah believe in His Oneness. Only the wise people know the truth and 
get the bounties of Allah as Luuqmaan got the same being a wise man and truthful 
devotee of Allah. He taught the unity of faith and instructed to worship only One Allah. 

Wisdom is a great boon from Almighty Allah which is bestowed to Prophets by Divine 

Revelations. 

Sections 3 to 4 state that true wisdom is the bounty of Allah which makes a person firm in 

faith. The laws of Allah about the creation of the universe and His contro} on everything 

never change. The Day of Resurrection will be established at the Will of the Creator. The 
knowledge of the establishment of that Day is only with Allah. Allah knows all the secrets 
of the universe. Only He knows who is to die where. 

Significant Verses : 

(i) Verses2and4 - Quraan is the guidance and blessing for those who establish 
Salaat (Muslim prayer), pay Zakaat (compulsory dues of the 
have nots) and believe the Hereafter. 

(ii) Verses 17to19 - Be regular in Salaat. Bid others to be pious and forbid them 
from misdeeds. Be patient. These are deeds of courage and 
resolve. Never speak so loud. Never be boastful. Worst is the 
braying of the donkey. So keep your voice low. 

(iii) Verse 22 - Whoso submits to Allah S.W.T. and is kind he/she is successful. 

(iv) Verses 26to 30 - Every thing belongs to Allah. All the seas and all the trees may 
exhaust, even if replenished, to write praise of Allah but it will 
not end. He makes the day and night. Allah is truth. 
Everything else is false. 

(v) Verse 34 - The Last Hour, the rain, what is to wean in the mother's womb 
(son or daughter) and who will earn what, is only known to 
Allah S.W.T. (Suubhana-ho Wa Ta‘aala). 

Conclusion : 

Sura Luuqmaan is basically a Divine recognition of the importance of knowledge and 


utility of wisdom for mankind, Wisdom should lead to praise of Allah with piety and 
righteousness to make individuals humble and grateful to their Creator in all circumstances. 
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SURA XXXII — US-SAJDAH 
t Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from its Verse 15 where the word “SAJDAH" 
occurs which means prostration. The best of worship is Salaat (Muslim Prayer). All the 
religions have prescribed some sort of prayers to their deities and gods. Islam has prescribed 
Salaat for Allah. It includes standing straight (as trees stand in worship), kneeling (like all the 
vertebrates), prostration (like all the insects and creeping bodies) as well as sitting (as all 
vegetation and marine life sit). The Muslim Salaat as such unites together the method of 
worship of all the creature. No other man prostrate except a Muslim. Sajdah is the best part of 
Muslim Prayer as sincerest prostration to Allah in humility is the highest form of submission to 
Creator. 

Aadam as the first man became the crown creation of Allah. All the Angels were directed 
to prostrate him. Only Iblees (Satan) did not prostrate so he was derelicted. This title Sajdah in 
this Sura has great stress that Allah Almighty loves those who prostrate Him and remerhber 
Him much in this position to get His bounties. Whenever this Verse, or other Verses of the Holy 
Quraan which prescribe Sajdah, are recited or any Muslim listens their Arabic recitation he/she 
must prostrate, facing the Holy Ka'aaba, placing forehead on pure ground in ablusion. 


Sajdah is too favorite to Allah and, its importance was elucidated in this Sura. 
2. Constitution : 
This Sura has 30 Verses which consist of 380 words containing 1518 letters. 
3. Revelation: 
This is a Sura which was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah Almighty in the 
Holy City of Makkah. 
4. Context: 


The basic context of this Sura relates to Divinely qualify that the Book (Holy Quraan) 
contains a pure Revelation of Allah. None can create a smallest Sura like this. The basic subjects 
of this Sura are the Unity of Allah, the faith in the Holy Prophet S.AW. and surety of the 
establishment of the Day of Resurrection (Qiyamah). There is only One Allah worth worship. 
None can reveal a single Verse except Allah Who has revealed it to His last Messenger 
Muhammad S.A.W. The disbelievers must understand that this is the last Message of Allah. Its 
truth must be understood, All the creations of Allah bespeak His Authority. Man should ponder 
upon his own creation by Allah. It will establish that all which was created was created by Allah. 
When will be the Day of Judgment is known only to Allah. It definitely will be established as 
Divinely fixed. : 

5. Objectives/Message : 

The basic objectives of this Sura Us-Sajdah are: 

(i) Allah is One; 

Gi) None is equal to Him and He has no associate in His affairs. The Holy Quraan is a Book 
of truth revealed by Allah for the guidance of mankind. It has been revealed to the Holy 
Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. as the last message from Allah complete in all respects. 

(ii) There is a life after death and the Day of Resurrection is to be established. Everyone will 
be given new life from the graves and will be taken to give accounts ; 


(iv) Anybody who does not believe in Unity of Allah, Prophethood of Muhammad S.A.W. and 
the Day of Resurrection is subject to punishment; 


(v) Establishment of the Day of Resurrection and the Day of Judgement is known only to 
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Allah. Only the pious and righteous deeds will be helpful; and 

The job of the Messenger (the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W.) is to convey the Message 
of Allah and it is for the human beings to understand the truth of Divine revelation to act 
piously to get reward. 

Gist of the Text : 

Section 1 of the Sura assures that this Book (Holy Quraan) is from Rabbull Aalameen and 
not a digit of which was created by any man. It is pure creation of Allah Who created the 
universe. He has the profound Authority. No one dares to recommend anybody except 
with His permission. Allah is most Affectionate and Most Merciful. He created man from 
@ meaningless drop of water and reposed in him His Spirit. Man should, therefore, be 
grateful to Allah. Death will come to all human beings. 


Section 2 says that all bounties come from Allah Who is worth worship. All those who 
prostrate and worship Almighty Allah, remembering Him all the time, sitting, standing, 
lying, walking and in any other position, they will get the rewards. The persons who are 
disbelievers never can be equal to persons who are believers and pious. Those who detract 
from faith will get severe punishment. 

Section 3 states that the previous Prophets, like Moses, also brought the same message but 
they were also rejected. Many of the previous nations were destroyed due to their 
disbelief. It is the bounty of Allah Almighty that He has given us the fertile soil which 
produces best crops on which cattle are fed to give us their flesh, skins milk and fats. Man 
should keep pure faith to get continued bounties of Almighty Allah. 


Significant Verses : 


(i) Verses7to9 - Man created from mean water drop (sprout) becomes perfect with 
bounties of Allah. But being bestowed best provisions from Allah 
man becomes ungrateful. 


Gi) Verse 22 - The people who do not follow the Verses of Allah are the criminals 
to be dealt with sternly. 


8 Conclusion : 


This Sura is basically concerned with pure worship of Allah. Prostration is only for the 
‘ most benevolent Allah Who confers His bounties to those who believe in His Oneness, accept the 
Prophethood of the last Messenger and keep faith in the Day of Judgment 


SURA XXXIII — AL-AHZAAB 
lL. Title: 


The tide of this Sura has been derived from Verse 20. The term “AL-AHZAAB” has been 
repeated twice which means the attackers. Ahzaab also means the opponent confederates or the 
allied forces. Both these words have a good significance. On the one hand the word Ahzaab 
includes 4 person who attacks and levels wrong allegations against some husband and wife only 
to poison their relations. The word “Al-Ahzaab” is a reminder to Muslims for all times to come 
that the enemies of Islam always unite as confederates to attack the Muslims. If such believers 
remain steadfast and keep their faith in One Allah He will help them against any threat. 
Poised ‘Al-Ahzaab” was a great event which occurred around Madina. Disbelievers, pagans, 

hristians, Jews and anti-Islam forces confederated to attack Madina to smash the Muslim 
wae in its infancy with ten thousand strong armed might. Some of the Jewish tribes 
ab expelled for their crimes of violating the treaty of Madina but some others left Madina in 
Fexile. They made this anti-Islam confederation in the famous war of Ahzaab in 5th year after 
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migration for greater confrontation with Muslims. But Islam came out of this trial and became - 
more firm after this war of Trench. This event is known as “Aj-Ahzaab" by the Holy Quraan, . 
This full length Sura has been given such title to commemorate this undaunted march of Islam . 
to best success of the Muslims in future. Pagan customs were abolished and threat of hypocrites > 
was exposed for all times through this Sura. 


2. Constitution: 
This Sura has 73 Verses consisting of 1280 words wuich contain 6700 letters. 


3. Revelation : 


Sura AlJ-Ahzaab was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah Almighty in the city: 
of Madina-tuur-Rasool in the 5th year of Hijra. 


4. Context: 


The Sura basically presents a true history of Islam. It rejects all the bad customs of 
paganism and idolatry of the Arab people. This Sura also provides special Divine instructions | 
about the Muslim family life. Specific instructions have been given to the wives of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. as they are the model of chastity for the Muslim Ommah up to the Day of 
Resurrection. This Sura clearly declares the finality of Prophethood on the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W. as the last Messenger of Allah. All the events to occur in future have been 
gisted-up in this Sura. Allah has invited the mankind to accept the truth of the Holy Book as 

: presented by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to get permanent guidance for their welfare. 


5. Objectives/Message: 


This Sura basically prescribes the profound social system of Islam standardizing the family 
responsibilities fixing the duties of community and evolving the paramount social control 
institutions. All the bad customs were totally rejected. The Sura is an Islamic magnacarta of the 
socio-cultural and group life of the Muslims. 


The honor and dignity of the Prophet’s household ladies was held so high. Principles were 
laid down to safeguard their chastity and purity, to protect them from slander and insult. The 
ladies of the Prophet’s household entrusted to themselves social work and the outdoor voluntary 
task of imparting instructions to the Muslim women to make them well versant about their 
superior roles. The Muslim women were being trained more and more in community service. 
Two of them (the two Zainabs) devoted themselves to the unique services to the poor. The 
nursing of the wounded in the battlefield was specially necessary in those days of warfare. The 
Prophet's daughter Fatima A.S., then aged about 19 to 20, lovingly nursed her father’s wounds at 
Ohad War in 3 A.H. Rufaida nursed Sa’-ad bin Muaz's wounds at the siege of Madina during the 
war of Trench in view of the attack by the enemy confederates in the 5 A. H. In the Khyber 
expedition (7 A.H.) Muslim women went out from Madina for nursing services. Therefore, rules 
were laid down for Muslim ladies for out-door social work through this Sura. 

6. Gist of the Text: 
(A) Section one instructs Muslims that pagan customs of discrimination amongst the human 
beings are abolished. 

This Sura belongs to the 5th Division pertaining to individual and collective duty of the 
Muslims to be pious, righteous, straightforward and self-disciplined. As practising Muslims they 
are duty bound to preach the non-Muslims the bounties of Allah in Islam and inculcate the non- 
Practising Muslims to fully come under the umbrella of Islam. The initia] Verses 1 to 3 lay down 
four basic principles for the preachers as follows: 


(a) The fear of Allah to remain pious; (b) Act upon the Quraanic commands; (c) Remain 
careful from the hypocrites and disbelievers; and (d) seek refuge under the Divine

protection. 

Sections 2 and 3 describe the event of the battle of the Trench and its lessons for future 
Muslim strategies. Nature of hypocrites and their threat to Muslims has been exposed. 
Truthful noble examples of pious people have been made model for Muslims. 

Sections 4 to 6 prescribe the high position and the ideal conduct for the Prophet's wives as 
Muslim family models. Unhappy Muslim marriages were prohibited under false customs. 
The Holy Prophet's wives, being highly dignified are all the times highly honorable. All of 
them must be equally treated kindly and gently with full respect. 

Sections 7 and 8 provide that the respect due to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and his family 
should be of the highest order. Slander against pious ladies be taken very seriously and 
culprits must be punished severely. Every one should guard one’s own self and every one 
is fully responsible for minutest self-actions, without liability to any body else. 


Significant Verses : 
This Sura incorporates some of the most important Verses which provide special 


instructions to mankind regarding their belief in Allah and His Holy Prophet S.A.W. Some of 
the most important legislations regarding ethico-spiritual and socio-cultural system of Islam have 
been laid down in the following Verses: 


(i) Verses 3 and 4 - (Wa tawakal Allallah ---) Only Allah be trusted because He is the 
best Protector. The adopted sons are not the real sons. 

(ii) Verse 21 - (Laqad kana lakuum fee Rasool Lillah ---) Holy Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W. is the excellent model of Allah Almighty as 
Divine modality setting standards of human piety and 
righteousness for all the humanity. 


(iii) Verse 33

Allah Almighty lies in sending salutations with Divine blessings to 
the Holy Prophet Muhammad §.A.W. Allah joined by His Angels

It also prescribes socia) control laws and value 
structure of a Muslim society with special reference to the family of the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W. who énjoys a whole time respect of all the Muslims in all the ages. All the 
customs of pagan Arabs are totally abolished. The value system of Islam is supreme and 
compulsory to establish a profound Muslim society. 


SURA XXXIV — SABAA‘

The title of this Sura has been derived from its Verse 15. The nation of Sabaa‘ perhaps the 
subjects of Queen Sheba (Bilqees) came under Prophet Sulaimaan lived in Yemen as a very 
prosperous people more than 1500 B.C. Sabaa‘ people had great dams, perennial canals, lush 
greed big gardens, laden with fruits of all types in all seasons. They had many types of 
agricultural products. This Sura refers to their disobedience to Allah and punishment for 
ungratefulness. Therefore, its title is in che nomenclature of Sabaa‘ people, punished for their 
disobedience. 


2. Constitution : 
54 Verses of this Sura consist of 833 words which contain 1512 letters. 
3. Revelation : 


This Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah S.W.T. at the holy city of 
Makkah. 


4. Context: 


Allah bestowed to Prophet king David (Dawood AS.) and his son great Prophet king 
Solomon (Sulaimaan A.S.) greatest power, of universal kingdom. He had authority on all the 
creatures with unlimited Divine bounties. Both of them were grateful and submissive devotees 
of Allah S.W.T. with full humility. But these people of Sabaa‘ with their lush green landscape, 
full of all types of fruits, orchards and crops with all season canals from big dams looked like 
Paradise. They became arrogant, boastful and ungrateful to Allah S.W.T. Therefore, all their 
affluence and prosperity was smashed. This Sura basically teaches that submission to Allah 
S.W.T. and gratefulness to Him for His bounties qualify a nation for continued Divine 
bestowments. It is not wealth, worldly booty or physical progress which make a nation great. It 
.is piety, justice and righteousness with complete submissiveness to Allah S.W.T. which make a 
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nation great with Divine conferred stability.

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in the holy city 
of Makkah. 

4.  Context/Objectives/Message : 

The Sura basically deals with the mysteries of the creations of Allah S.W.T. and their day 
and night maintenance. Allah S.W.T. has deployed Angels to keep al) the creatures to subsist. 
All of the phenomena, whether animate or inanimate, men or objects, bespeak the glory of Allah 
S.W.T. Allah has given the guidance to all to be saved from the evils of the satan. 

The pious get the ultimate triumph but the sinfuls face ultimate disaster. The Sura also | 
deals with the mysteries of creation and its maintenance by the wings of Angels. Whether we 
look to the nature or the existence of man, Allah’s Grace is visible everywhere to cherish them all 
and protect all His votaries from the satan.

S.A.W. says that Sura Fatiha (the Opening of the Holy Quraan as Sura I is the Om-mull-Kitaab- 
Mother of the Book as Preamble of the Book and Sura “YAA-SEEN” is the Qal-bull- 
Kitaab—heart of the Book. The Physico-psychic, socio-cultural religio-moral and ethico-spiritual 
personality of a man lies in keeping human self pious, righteous and conscious to achieve Straight 
path of Allah Almighty. This Sura leads to that. 

Sura Yaa-Seen of the Holy Quraan much of the times remains on the lips, within the 
hearts and in the minds of most of the Muslims. This Sura exalts a man/woman so near to 
Allah, so dear to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and so clear in the human self that it reduces all the 
worldly pollutions on human minds. This Sura in its miniature print is kept near to heart and 
before open eyes by many Muslims. It is daily recited by many young and old Muslims while 
sitting, walking, lying and in case of hazards. 

This is the basic Sura which has been. prescribed by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. for a 
compulsory recitation at the death bed. It is recited at such crucial moments due to its top 
spiritual qualities to enable a person to pass away peacefully or come to life stoutly. 

: Sura Yaa-Seen opens by declaring the all times universal leadership of the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. as the Last Messenger. The Sura closes with Verse 83 upholding the highest Authority of 
Allah Almighty. In between are the Quraanic truths:for Muslims which make this Sura the best 
spiritual asset for the believers herein to exalt them Hereafter. For the special spiritual role of 
the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in all the circumstances this Sura. has been assigned this profound title 
of YAA-SEEN. 

2. Constitution : 

83 Verses of this Sura consist of 729 words which contain 3000 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This is profoundest revelation of Allah S.W.T. upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. revealed in 
Makkah-tull-Mukarrama. 

4. Context: 


The five initial and the five final Verses of this great Sura make it greater in its context. 
The five last Verses combine the cardinal articles of Muslim faith. 

First Verse gives to the minds of Muslims the supreme love of the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W. ‘Sallalla ho Alyhe Wassallam) as the blessing of Allah. Verse two is the 
highest Divine assurance fur the universality of the truth of the Holy Quraan. Verses three to 
five declare the Holy Prophet S.A.W. as the final Messenger and the Last Divine Ideal 
righteousness and best piety leading the mankind to the system of Allah Almighty. Only his 
modality is the ever enshrined guidance Practicality of the Holy Quraan as the last Book of 
Divine authority fur welfare of humanity. - 

The five closing Verses bespeak the glory of Allah Almighty Who has the highest dignity to 
reprocreate the dead mankind on the Day of Resurrection for accounts on the Day of Judgement. 
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Thus all the powers in the universe vest only in Allah as His sole authority. Allah Almighty’s 

Orders are instantly implemented. 

As such the Sura basically assures mankind that the Holy Quraan is the pure revelation of 

Allah S.W.T. to the most truthful and the Divinely most exalted Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. 

The Holy Quraan is the last Divine Message of the Creator for welfare of mankind in this world 

and in the eternal life after death. Creation of the universe and the birth of man from a mean 

sperm is Allah's bounty to humanity. Why the human beings do not recognize the Divine 
bestowed dignity?. Then why are men ungrateful not to follow the instructions of the Holy 

Prophet S.A.W. for human prosperity on the lines laid down in the Holy Quraan by Allah 

Almighty. It is not understood how the so called intellectuals challenge the very existanic of their 

Sustainer (Rubb) Who says any thing to “BE” and instantly it comes into “BEING”. 

5. Objectives/Message : B

(C) Belief in the life Hereafter is compulsory that : 

(i) There is the Last Day, the Day of Resurrection and the Day of Judgement, 

(ii) There is life after death. Allah will take the account of misdeeds and their pious 
deeds for award/rewards ; 

(iii) The wrong deeds are to be punished and the pious people are to be rewarded on the 
Day of Judgement; 

(iv) The pious ones will be in the eternal blissfulness and the disbelievers will be 
condemned to permanent torture; and 

(v) Allah has the sole powers to order the establishment of the Last Day. Full justice will 
be done to every one.

The believers who become pious will be victorious and get rewarded by Allah S.W.T. The 
people who reject the Prophet as the harbinger of Allah’s Message will face catastrophic 
ends. Allah is the most bountiful. The straightfurward people never can believe anyone 
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else as such deities cannot help themselves. 
Those who are killed in the way of Allah get the best bestowments Hereafter. Some 
opponents of the past were punished herein whereas the others will be punished 
Hereafter. Therefore, the believers should remain steadfast in their piousness. 
Sections 3 to 5 describe how Allah creates fruits and delicious foods for the mankind. He 
produces greenery for animals. The sun, the moon, the stars, the ships, every animate and 
in animate creature works according to the routines fixed by Allah S.W.T. Whatever Allah 
has bestowed to the human beings they should spend something out of it for the needy. 
The Day of Resurrection will be established with a thunder. Every dead will become alive 
to see that revelations of Allah S.W.T. and the instructions given by all the Prophets were 
pure truths. On that Day the pious will be honored with salutations in blissful Paradise 
but the sinners will be condemned to Hell. Some people who get longer ages become 
deformed which is a lesson for those who understand as to how things deform. 
Verse 40 is the most scientific treasure of the knowledge of cosmology. It very clearly 
states the Divine theory of great truth about sun, earth, moon, stars etc; orbiting on fixed 
timings, very precisely, without clash with each other. 
Verse 58 contains Prime Words “Salamuun Qaouluum Mirr Rubbir Rahee’. Divine 
Salutations as the Self communication by the Mest Merciful Rubb (Sustainer) as personal 
welcome in Paradise to the pious and righteous people. The words are said to be Ism-e- 
Azam- the most exalted words of top spirituality. 
The Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. is not at all a poet. Poets present self conceived dictions 
but Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. has conveyed Allah’s revelations. Why people worship 
self made articles when such objects cannot do any good. Allah has bestowed everything 
for benefit of man, including the beneficial animals. 
Verses 77 to 81 are very special in this Sura that lot of human beings do not realize their 
birth status. Man is born from a mean water sprout and then made the crown creation. 
But the same human beings challenge power of Allah? Disbelievers say how man will be 
retreated after death from the rotten bones? They should know that Allah will recreate 
them in the same way as He created them in the first instance. 
Last two Verses (82 and 83) are the essence of Islamic faith. Allah Almighty has sole 
Authority on the entire universes. Orders of Allah are instantly fulfilled. When He says 
to anything “BE” it comes into “BEING”. As such the perpetual governance of all the 
universe is in the control of Allah Almighty. 
The Open Ended Brain Storming Concepts :

darifications). These are the uniquely open ended concepts of the Quraan with psychological 
explanations in different Verses of this Sura :

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. (Sallallaho Alyhe Wassallam) by 
Allah S.W.T. (Suubhanaho Wa Ta’aala) in the Holy City of Makkah-tull-Mukarrama. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

The basic objectives of this Sura are : 
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The disbelievers hatefully reject the revelations of Allah S.W.T. as the Holy Prophet 
S_AW. invited them. i 

The criticism of idolator disbelievers that how Allah all alone can accomplish the daily 
routines of this great universe should be replied in a befitting manner. It is very easily 
accomplished by Him with His Great Power. He created it, so He runs its affairs ; 
Misunderstanding of the infidels about the Day of Resurrection and the Day of Judgement 
has no stand that as this universe was created by Allah the same way it will have its end at 
the discretion of Allah. Then human beings will be recreated on the Day of Resurrection 
to be accounted for their actions ;

A Mo‘-min has full faith : 

(i) In one Allah and His Angels, 

(ii) In the last Messenger Muhammad S.A.W. (and all the previous Prophets) ; 

(iii) In the Holy Quraan (and the previous holy Books in originality : 

(iv) In the Last Day, the Day of Resurrection and the Day of Judgement ; and 

(v) Life after death. 

Actually the word Mo‘-min used in Verse 28 of this Sura refers to a believer of best piety 
with profound sincerity. An example of a sincere, straightforward and bold Mo‘'-min has been 
quoted who belonged to the Ommah of Prophet Moosaa A.S. This believer was a close relative of 
Pharaoh who boldly defended the Divine messages conveyed by Moses to warn Pharaoh of dire 
consequences of his plan to kill Moses. He fully endorsed the faith of Moses in a 
straightforward, bold and truthful manner. So powerful Pharaoh could not take any step against 
Moses due to this pious and righteous Muslim. This shows how a righteous and straightforward 
Muslim of piety, though he may be so ordinary, can play a greater role for religious stability to 
strengthen the system of Allah Almighty. 

2. Constitution : 

This Sura has 85 Verses which consist of 1199 words that contain 4960 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed by Allah S.W.T. upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in Makkah-tull 
Mukarramah, 

4. Objectives/Message : 

The main objectives of this Sura are : 

(i) Behet is sa rewardable but disbelief is punishable; 

fil) Revelations of Allah bring His bounties but rejection of the same bring deprivations; 

(iii) Piety and goodness are bestowment of Allah but evil works and misdeeds lead to 

dejection ; 

(iv) Truth is always triumphant but falsehood takes to failure ; and 

(v) Belief with righteousness to worship One Allah, follow the truthful Prophet S.A.W. 

and act upon the revelations of the Holy Quraan to achieve success in this world and 
Hereafter. 
5. Gist of the Text: 
tA, Verses 1 to 50 state that Allah Almighty knows everything and is Relentful. He accepts 
the repentance of the believers who commit any sin.

It is a matter of great pride for the Muslims that their Quraan and the Suunnah (practices 
of the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W.) provide them permanent basis to all times perfect 
Islamic polity. Islam establishes prosperous, peaceful and law-abiding society of humble rulers 
and the strongly committed people being ruled in equity, both committed to piety. Allah ordains 
the socio-economic, politico-administrative, legal and judicious citizenship rights in equality. It is 
obligatory for all to achieve equity, subject to the procedural codes legislated by direct 


, Consultation. There is no monarchy or concept of absolute authority of kings or dictators in 


: This Sura (XLII) provides the medium of consultation with all under flexible options in 
daily affairs as the essence of Islam. The five times Muslim congregational prayer is obligatory to 
upkeep such joint consultancy. Therefore, Islam has always preferred Caliphate where Khaleefa 
(Muslim Head of state) is elected by consensus and remains the follower. He runs all the state 
affairs by the consultative methods. Whether it is ‘Omar the Great R.A. or ‘Omar Bin Abdul 
Azeez, every right guided caliph of Islam was elected through-a fair election. These Caliphs 
ae all the Muslims on all the state affairs, because Shoora has an utmost importance in 

Thus Sura Shoora provides to Muslims the permanent republican governance run by 
consultation upto the Day of Resurrection as a great Quraanic institution of perfect 
democratization.

Everything is upset due to thick smoke that there is a suffocation in the polluted 
situation. Present day world is facing crisis in the ozone form for highly polluted upper 
atmosphere for the smoke of vehicles used by man and other human technology. These few man 
made machines are to pose a disastrous situation to the human life on this globe in the next 
century. One can imagine how Divine smoke will be so devastating. 

The Sura mainly discusses that on the Day of Judgement, Allah would let the fumes and 
smoke engulf the universe to disastrous end.

The disbelievers 
and the rebellious will get severe punishment and will be humbled through supernatural forces 
herein and natural punishment Hereafter. 

5. Gist of the Text: 

The life in this world should be disciplined by human beings according to the directions of 
the Holy Book of Allah and the ideal life pattern of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. He has created 
everything and will order the énd of everything.

Only the worship of Allah and believing in His 
greatness can save those who remain pious and act upon His instructions and follow the Holy 
Prophet's S.A.W. guidance. 

6. Significant Verses : 

Following Verses of this Sura have special significance. 

The rotation of day and night are due to the 
alternation of time which is brought by Allab ...... He revives the dead earth to life to grow 
crops and reprocreate (grass, shrubs, trees and animal fodders). 

(ii) Verse 12 - (Allah --- Sakkhra ---) Allah has tamed the oceans for mankind as His bounty. 

(iii) Verse 15 - (Mun‘aamila salihun ---) Whoso acts piously gets its reward himself but whoso 
indulges in misdeeds suffers its consequences. 

(iv) Verse 18 - (--- Shari-‘ah-tim minal Amr...) The Shariah (Right way) presented by the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. is the best as Ordained by Allah. 
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(v) Verse 22 - (---li-yuuj-zaa kullo nafsim bima kasa but...) Every person gets the result of 
his/her own actions ---. : 
(vi) Verses 36/37 - (Falillah hil hamd ----. Wa la hull Kibbriyaa ----) All praise is to Allah only 

Who is Rubbull Aalameen (Sustainer) of the universe. He is the most exalted---. 

7. Conclusion : 

The people who indulge in arrogance, rebellion and remain boastful in this world rejecting 
the truth of the Holy Quraan and do not believe in Almighty Allah will be humbled on the Day of 
Judgement. They will bow down to get forgiveness but it will not be allowed on that Day. 
Therefore, only piety, righteous and straightforward actions in this world in light of the Holy 
Quraan, can lead to success. 


SURA XLVI _ AHQAAF 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been selected from its Verse 21. The word “AHQAAF” means 
dunes of sand or sand mounts or a very vast sandy environment. Actually Ahgqaaf is around half 
million square kilometers vast sandy desert with sand dunes and mounts in Arabian peninsula 
called Ruub-ull-Khali, the big waste desert. The sand is so deep rooted dusty in some parts that 
things which fall there-in are automatically sucked-in. Somewhere the sand is so hard that 
everything is smashed when it touches it. 

Ahgaaf is said to be the great valley where the people of Aad lived. They had great system 
of agriculture thousands of years ago. Aad people became boastful and rebellious to Almighty 
Allah and many of their own Prophets, including Prophet Hood, were rejected. Therefore, Allah 
Almighty, as a penalty, devastated the entire landscape and rendered it as a great desert. Now it 
is part of Saudi Arabia with a big length and width, where nobody dares to enter. 

2. Constitution: 

The Sura has 35 Verses with 644 words which consist of 2595 letters. 
3. ‘Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed by Allah Almighty upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the Holy City 
of Makkah in the 10th/11th year of declaration of his (S.A.W) Naboowah (Prophethood) after his 
return from Taa‘if. There he received the greatest torture in his life which was the severest than 
the total torture received by all the other Prophets. He also underwent a big shock of the death 
of his uncle Abo Taalib and dearest wife Khudeeja-tull-Kuubra R.A. in the same period. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

The Holy Quraan is the best revelation of Almighty Allah. It is the perfect light of Allah to 
the entire mankind. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. is the last perfect model of Allah. Therefore, to 
reject the Holy Quraan as Message of Allah is the worst ungratefulness. There is no justification 
to disbelieve as it is a serious misdeed. The worship of idols against the worship of Allah is a big 
crime. 

The revelations of Allah are not at all the creation of a magician by mesmerism. Only 
Allah should be depended to achieve a good end. Humble submission is the best in the eyes of 
Allah. Pious and righteous have a good news about rewards but they should remain steadfast in 
their straightforwardness. 

5. Gist of the Text : 

____ Verses | to 35 describe that the revelations of Allah are pure truth. Those who reject faith 
will meet the disastrous end. Only the pious and the righteous, who are patient and steadfast, 
will get the rewards. Allah has full power on everything. Transgressors will definitely be 
destroyed and the pious will definitely be exalted. 

6 Significant Verses : 


(i) Verse 10 - Allah S.W.T. leaves the cruels in misguidance. 
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(ii) Verse 13 The people, who believe in Allah S.W.T. as their Sustainer and then 
remain steadfast, will have neither any fear nor any grief. 
(iii) Verse 15 - It is firm Order of Allah S.W.T. to be very kind to the parents. 


Mother keeps the baby in her womb with love. She gives birth to 
child and then makes him/her adult. Thus, the parents are the real 
bounty of Allah to the children. Therefore, parents must be kept in 
highest respect as an Islamic Shariah obligation to remain good 
Muslims. 

(iv) Verse 19 - Allah gives the pious and the righteous exaltation according to their 
good deeds. 

(v) Verses 29/30 - The Jinns also became Muslims to listen to the recitation of the 
Holy Quraan by Holy Prophet S.A.W. and verified its truth. 


(vi) Verse 32 - Whoso does not accept the truthful summoner from Allah cannot 
weaken the power of Allah to slightest extent. 
(vii) Verse 35 - Keep patience and be steadfast as the Prophets were constant and 
patient. 
q. Conclusion : 


The truth can never be defeated. Holy Quraan is pure truth revealed to the most truthful 
Prophet as Allah’s model. Whoso rejects truth will receive the punishment herein and Hereafter 
but whoso accepts truth will get the reward herein and in the Hereafter. 


SURA XLVII — MUHAMMAD 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from its Verse 2. The proper name of the Last 
Messenger of Allah has been used as the title of this Sura as there are Suras in other prophets’ 
nmes. Muhammad means the most graceful and pious personality praised so highly in all 
moments of day and night. Allah and His Angels send salutations and blessings to him ail the 
times. The name Muhammad consists of four letters in Arabic. Similar Arabic personal name 
Allah also has four letters (alphabets in Arabic). All the four are fully meaningful, if separated 
one after the other. Every letter of Muhammad in Arabic also has the best meanings. Remove 
Arabic ‘Meem' and get Hamd which means pure praise. Remove ‘Haa’ and get ‘Madd’ meaning 
the over all useful one. Remove 2nd ‘Meem’ only Arabic, Daal will be left-out, meaning the 
convincing argument. Similarly the proper name of Allah in Arabic also has four letters every 
letter of which is very meaningful. Allah means the Being worth worship and Muhammad 
means the best personage of an utmost praise. 

Basically this Sura deals with the principles of Islamic Jehaad which is a 6th pillar of Islam 
and compulsory for the followers of Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. to defend and spread truth. 
There is no compromise as far as Jehaad (Holy War) to defend Islam is concerned. The forces of 
right and wrong, piety and evils, good deeds and misdeeds never are equal. The Muslims have 
always great threat from the disbelievers, infidels, idolators and pagans. Therefore, principles 
had to be laid down to equip the Muslims to fight back and repel the evil. Tolerance and patience 
are the basis of Islamic faith as Islam is a religion of peace. But when the Muslims are physically 
threatened by any foreign force or the truthful Islamic faith is challenged, they have to fight back 
for their self defence, as prescribed in the Sura. , 

This Sura (Muhammad) also is called a Sura to fight against the evil to uphold the Divine 
truth. The Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. throughout his life fought against injustice, 
cruelty, idolatry and rebellion against the right way of Allah. So this Sura lays down obligatory 
Jehaad by Muslims against any unjust, cruel, false, treacherous, immoral and idolatrous forces. 
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2. Constitution : 
This Sura has 38 Verses which consist of 558 words containing 2475 letters. 


3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah Almighty in the city of 
Makkah, perhaps in the last year before migration to Madina. 
4. Objectives/Message : 

Title of this Sura in the personal name of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. highly eulogies him. 
Allah has four greatest attributes for Himself. Heis : : 

(i) Wahda-tull-Wajood - One for His Unity of Divinity; 

(ii) Timuush Shahood - All knowing about everything; 

(iii) Noor-us-Samawati Wal Ardh - Lighting force for survival of heavens and earth and ; 

(iv) Shahi-duush-shahood - The most evident to maintain the existents. 

Similarly the Holy Prophet S.A.W. also has these highest characteristics : 

(i) Noor-rull-Anwaar - The light-house of guidance from the Divine Light ; 

(ii) Sirr-rull-Usrar - The most knowledgeable of the hidden treasures of Divine 

knowledge ; 

Gii) Mohba-tull-Wahi-ull-Abrar - The mam stream of Divine revelations about everything, 

past, present or future; and 

(iv) Makh-zan-e-Rehmatay Rubb-e-Ahmed-e-Muukhtaar - The Divine treasure of 

blessings for the friends of Allah, so great in piety to get sanctity of Ahmad 
(Muhammad S.A.W.) bestowed with Allah’s bounties. 

Fighting against evil by writing or preaching is also a sort of great Jihaad. Those who 
impose war on Muslims must be fought against. Certain principles have been laid down for such 
dehaad regarding the battlefield and the enemy communities away from war front. The people 
taken as prisoners of war should be treated on the principles of morality. The righteousness and 
‘truthfulness cannot be failed by ignorance and cruelty. The disbelievers do not understand the 
reality. The Muslims who are killed in Jehaad in self-defence fighting against the idolators and 
disbelievers, when martyred, have profound exaltations with Almighty Allah. The people who 
remain steadfast definitely achieve success and disbelievers run away from the battlefield. 

There should be no reconciliation when the enemy who impose war on Muslims are 
overtaken. Pagans, idolators and disbelievers must be given tough time with full arsenal, 
courage and honest patriotism. Muslims must donate open heartedly for Jehaad (Holy War). 
They should not be miser in any way. Allah will provide them whatever they spend. The 
disbelievers are ultimately to be thrown in the hell and the believers will achieve Paradise. 

5. Gist of the Text: 

Sections 1 and 2 state that any aggression or hostility against the faithful Muslims by any 
enemy must be fought firmly to repel the foes of Islam. Allah will guide those who remain 
steadfast and they will achieve ultimate success. 

Sections 3 and 4 state that anybody who negates Jehaad should be condemned. No 
Muslim should think of Tunning away from the battlefield. Those who strive hard and fight 
against the evil they will get the best reward. A few steadfast Muslims can be great asset to the 
Islamic Ommah. 

6. Significant Verses : 

W@W Verse 2 - Only the firm belief in Allah S.W.T., belief in His revelations, 

belief in the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. and what is 


Ordained from Allah and His Holy Prophet is pure truth to purify 
and reform a person. 
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(ii) Verses 4and5 - Whoso is martyred in the way of Allah S.W.T. in any pious action 
gets all the credit of Divine bounties herein and Hereafter.

Those who fight the evils 
are the people of heaven. 


SURA XLVIII — AL-FATIHA (THE VICTOR) 


1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been selected from Verse 1. AL-Fatiha means the victory. It was 
in the 6th year of Hijra that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. with his 1400 companions wanted to 
perform ‘Omrah. But the idolators and pagans of Makkah under the Quraish leadership did not 
allow them to do so. Rather the Muslims were forced to undergo such conciliation treaty which 
is called Sulh Hidybia. 

The Muslims had to return to Madina without performing 'Omrah but this treaty of 
Hudybia became an event of great success for Islam to enter Makkah-tull-Mukarramah 
victorious without shedding a single drop of blood. This victory was achieved two years later in 
8th Hijra with the peaceful conquest of Makkah. This is how Allah Almighty has given this Sura 
the nomenclature of Al-Fatah to always commemorate the treaty of Hudybia as it was great 
success for the early Muslims. 

2. Constitution: 

29 Verses of this Sura consist of 568 words which contain 2559 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah Almighty in 6th Hijra. He 
returned after signing the treaty of Hudybia. He had to face a severe opposition of the leaders of 
Makkah for the long 13 years and then he had to face 8 years of torture with toughest troubles to 
his followers after their migration to Madina. These Muslims of Makkah living in Madina had 
the right to come for Hajj and ‘Omrah to Makkah. But they were not allowed to do so. By this 
treaty at Hoodybia, near Makkah, the infidels agreed, now onwards, that the Muslims, as a 
regular annual feature, can perform Hajj or 'Omra by a legal entry to the city of Makkah. 
Therefore, this achievement was considered as Al-Fatiha by Almighty Allah Who revealed this 
Sura to Divinely commemorate this great event. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

Sura Muhammad described the highest status of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. but this Sura 
Fatiha describes his universal authority to achieve final victory. His companions acted upon his 
modality and established the all times best Islamic society. Same is the ideal of Allah for 
peacefulness of humanity. 

Following are the objectives of this Sura : 

(i) The treaty of Hudybia is a great victory for the Muslims as a starting point to conquer 
entire Arabia. So Hoodybiya agreement accelerated the real success of Islamisation ; 

(ii) All the allegations of the people of Makkah against believers before and after migration of 
the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to Madina are totally rejected in this Sura with factful 
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justification ; ria 

The believers are given assurance of complete victory for Islam due to legal force of the 
treaty at Hudybia. There was no further threat of the infidels of Makkah city against the 
Muslims of Madina ; 

The Holy War (Jehaad) was made obligatory ; 

Reconciliation is permissible with the enemy only when they are defeated in the 
battlefield ; 

The handicapped, lame, blind and otherwise seriously sick people are exempted from 
Jehaad ; 

Allah Almighty gives peace and tranquility to the Muslims. But they should remain 
steadfast in the holy war to defend Islam ; 

Perfect belief, patience and dependence on Allah is the greatest treasure of the Muslims ; 
The utmost respect of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is obligatory to become a perfect Muslim , 
The patterns for human life style prescribed by Allah are not changeable ; 

Muhammad S.A.W. is the best Prophet of Allah; His hand is the hand of Allah ; 

Whenever an agreement is made by a Muslim with anyone it must be fulfilled ; 

The dreams of the Prophets are always true ; 

The better half of Kalima Tayyaba is in this Sura consisting on the words Muhammad 
duur - Rasool Allah (which consist on 12 lettersiri Arabic. The best Unity of Allah is in its 
first half -Laa Naha ill-Lallah which also has 12 letters in Arabic alphabets ; 

All the great companions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. have their most pious personalities 
with best characteristics as described in Bible and the Torah ; 

All the companions of the Holy Prophet S.A:W. were the best in character, piety and 
righteousness. All of them must be respected by all the Muslims. They were best trained 
by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. himself inculcating them the Divine practices of piousness. 


Significant Verses : 

(i) Verse8  - (Inna Arsalnaka ---) The Holy Prophet S.A.W. is a Divine Witness and 
a Messenger of good news as well as a warner.

will surely get Paradise. 

(vi) Verse 23. - (Suuna Tillah ----) The laws of Allah never change. 

(vil) Verse 27 - (...Rasoola huur Roo'-ya ---) The dreams of Prophets are true. 


(viii) Verse 29. - (Muhammad Durr Rasool Lallah ---) Muhammad S.A.W. is the 
Messenger of Allah. His companions are severe to deal with the 
disbelievers. 

(ix) Verse 29 - (---Fit Touraat ---) The characteristics of the companions of the Holy 


Prophet S.A.W. are the best models ---- as also described in the Torah 
and the Gospel (Bible).

Sura Fatiha gives the prophecy of victory to the Muslims in all circumstances. They will 


achieve success in all the matters if they remain steadfast and piously straightforward. They 
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always remain ready to fight the evils with profound belief in Allah S.W.T. and maintain great 
respect of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. following his best model. 
DIVISION (MANZIL) SEVEN OF THE HOLY QURAAN 


Sura Al-Hojoraat (XLIX) to Sura UN-Nass (CXIV) constitute Division Seven of the Holy 
Quraan with most of the Suras as Makki dealing with morality under Allah's unity and full faith 
in Quraan. 


SURA XLIX — AL-HOJOORAAT (THE APARTMENTS) 


1. Title; 

The title of this Sura has been selected from Verse 4. AJlah has prescribed for the Muslim 
Ommah social system of Islam for their best domestic life. The family sanctity and the 
establishment of pious society by social control laws should be maintained for ever to keep the 
people pious and righteous. Therefore, this Sura Hoojoraat provides the instructions how to 
maintain each one’s privacy in the pure life of his/her personal family. 

The word Huujaraat is plural of huujra. It means the separated apartment to exclusively 
live with own family. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. lived a profoundest and a best family life as a 
perfect model for his followers. The sanctity of his privacy and his best family chastity was to be 
preserved. His companions with great love and sincerity kept constant contacts to learn every bit 
of his practices. Most of the people embracing Islam started an al) the time rush to his 
apartment. Therefore, this Sura prescribed the restrictions to upkeep his family privacy. The 
family life and domestic routines of the Muslims should have similar privacy to upkeep family 
chastity as has been prescribed in this Sura. 

2. Constitution: 

This Sura has 18 Verses with 343 words and 1476 letters. 

3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the holiest city of Madina-tull- 
Munauwarah. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

The following are the objectives/messages of this Sura : 

(i) The status of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is so high that he has the Divine prerogative of top 
respect. Obedience to him is the obedience to Allah as the basis of Islamic faith. Nobody 
should dare to do anything which has a slightest possibility of loosening the standard 
Islamic etiquettes. Calling him with loud voice is banned. Mild, serene and low tone 
request with respectful submission to him is a must. Allah Almighty discounts the good 
deeds of a person who indulges in little disrespect to him anywhere with special care in his 
holy Mosque while in Madina; 

(ii) | Muslim solidarity and brotherhood lies in mutual respect of each other. The basic respect 
lies in maintaining sanctity of personal chastity, privacy and security according to the Holy 
Prophet's (S.A.W.) modality. The family life of Muslims must start from defence of 
personal privacy and upkeep of the female chastity ; 

(ii) All the good or bad news must be received after full verification: 

(iv) Jealousy, enmity, hate and prejudice of one Muslim against the other has been rejected as 
people in Islam are mutually brothers. Rapprochement must be achieved within three 
davs between the two Muslim brothers developing strained relations with opportunity of 
defence to each other. 

(v) Justice, equity, mutual accommodation and cooperation must be maintained; 

(vi) All Muslims should unite together to fight the common enemy as their collective duty. 
Disbelievers, idolators and evil forces :nust be confronted from the common platform. 
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(vii) There is no discrimination based on color or creed, language or religion. Regionalism, 
racialism and ethnocentrism is banned. All the ethnic considerations are rejected. Only 
those who are pious and righteous have the respect in Islam. It is neither the leadership or 
family ties nor the wealth and properties which make anybody respectful but it is 
piousness which brings respectfulness in Islam. 
All humanity has unity with one father. Therefore, no exploitation is allowed at any level 
in any age at any stage in any region; and 
(ix) To participate in Jehaad is compulsory for every Muslim not only with self presence but 
also with personal wealth, property, weaponry, provisions, services and commodities, 
when needed as liability of each Muslim. 
& Significant Verses: 
(i) Versel - Never go ahead of the decision of Allah and His Prophet S.A.W. in any 
matter ----. 
(ii) Verse2 - Never make your voice louder before the Holy Prophet S.A.W ----. 
(iii) Verse 6 - Always verify a news before taking it serious ---. 
(iv) Verse9 - Allah loves those who uphold justice ----. 
(v) Verse 10 - All the believers are brothers. So reconciliate between them ----. 
(vi) Verse 11 - Never jeer (jape) each other ---;. 
(vii) Verse 1l - Never give a nick name or indulge to level allegations against the 
Muslims ----.

The title of this Sura is the first word of the opening Verse. It is a cut-out and Divine 
quote word. Meanings of the same are known to Allah Almighty and His Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
Some scholars say that QAAAF is for Quraan and Qalm (pen to write it). Some say it is the 
abbreviation of the glorious Names of Allah like Qadir, Qadeer, Qayyuum, Qa-im, Quuddoos or 
Qahaar. This Sura was often recited by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the Juma (Friday) prayer 
and the Fajr prayer which shows how he kept this Sura so dear. 

2. Constitution : 

The Sura has 45 Verses which consist of 357 words containing 1494 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in the city of 
Makkab-tull-Mukarramah. a © 
4.  Objectives/Message : 

; The following are the objectives/ messages of this Sura : 
(i) The Holy Quraan gives warning to the people, that they should believe in the Holy 


Prophet S.A.W. with heart felt love and utmost respect to him because he has brought to 
them the pure truth; 


(ii) There is life after death. Making the dead alive is so easy for Allah as dead soil is made 
elive by Him to grow the best vegetation; 
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(iii) All greenery, vegetation, rains from the sky, orchards and gardens are the bounties of 
Allah to the mankind; 

fix) The evil minded nation of Noah, the wrong doer people of Rass, Samood, Aad, Pharaoh, 
Aika and Tuubbah as well as the rebellious people of Prophet Luut A.S. denied Allah's 
revelations. They rejected the Prophets of Allah. So they were punished ; 

(v) Man is allured and swayed by the attractions of the self to indulge in misdeeds. But Allah 
Almighty is nearer to the life artery of each person (to put every one to death). He all the 
times Sees everything they do; 

(vi) The Divine Accountsmen on the right and the left of each human being are keeping 
records of every deed of good nature and misdeed to the minutest level in the Book of 
Accounts. It will be audited on the Day of Judgment to send the wrong doers to the Hell 
and the righteous to the Paradise; and 

(vii) Prayer and praise of Allah on the prescribed hours is most bounteous. Everybody has to 
return to Allah and only worship to Him will be useful there. 


5. Significant Verses :

All of them have great love for 
Prophet Moosaa (Moses) A.S. who was bestowed great miracles on this mount Toor. Therefore, 
the Holy Prophet Muhammad Sallallah hoo Alyhe Wassallam (S.A.W.) selected Toor as title of 
this Sura of the Holy Quraan under the guidance of Allah Suubhana-hoo Wa Ta ‘aala (S.W.T.) 
This gesture of the Holy Prophet of Islam gives a very clear, sincere and most truthful proof of 
Muslim love for Prophet Moosaa Aly-he-Salaam (A.S. — Salutations of Allah on him). Prophet 
Moses has the greatest coverage in the Holy Quraan with repetition of many of his profound 
services to righteousness. His strength to preach the value of straight path and pious inculcation 
to the Jewish people is a model of motivating people with commitment. Moses and his Divine 
Book Torah are most dear to each Muslim as a foundation to their faith. It is not understood 
why the Israelites have so tough, rough and unjust attitude towards the Muslims when this Sura 
and Sura XVII (Bani Issraeel) are so specific Islamic recognition assigning them Quraanic 
importance.

All the seas 
and oceans remain in motion due to the moon to maintain their tides, cyclones and enrichment 
of marine life. All the sea-foods get life from moon light. Similarly all the agricultural products 
from the soil are subject to the moon light. All the fruits get the juices and the sweetness due to 
the moon light. Actually it is the moon which is the best inanimate creature of Allah having s0 
useful impacts on the human survival. 
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People describe the facial beauty of men and women by using full moonlight as a 


metapbor. The moonlight is very soothing to human eyes and to the human health. Keeping in 
view this importance of moon to man this Sura has been given the title of Al-Qamar. 

This Sura describes a great miracle of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to break the moon into 
two, signs of which are visible on its surface as seen by the astronauts who landed on its surface. 
So this Sura also pinpoints this greatest miracle of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 

He was asked by his uncle Abu Talib not to criticize the idolators and pagans worshipping 
the idols. But he told him that he will always speak the truth that there is only One Allah worth 
worship. He further told his uncle that even if the infidels place moon on his left hand and the 
sun on his right hand he (Prophet) will not leave this true path. This miracle cites same power 
reposed in the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah when he with his left hand broke the 
moon into two pieces, on the toughest demand of the Makki pagans, verified by observers and 
over-night travellers of that period.

Its linguistic correlation of periodic accents are the most appropriate in the rich and 
unchangeable Arabic version to make the Holy Prophet's language a Divinely guarded 
permanent treasure. The Sura presents food for thought to the human mind to appreciate the 
Divine bestowments to them. Everyone should always remain grateful to Allah in each moment. 

Ar-Rahmaan as the title of this Sura, is, the most repeated glorious Name of Allah 
Suubhanaho Wa Ta’aala (S.W.T.) which in direct way occurs 57 times in the Holy Quraan and so 
repeatedly in this Sura. 

Rahmaan is one of the most exalted characteristics of Allah. It means the Most 
Affectionate, the Most Kind, the Most Gracious and the Most Loving. Tasmia-tull-Quraan, the 
prefixed Verse of the Holy Quraan at the start of each Sura, carries so lovely the Name of Allah 
as RAHMAAN. It is so beautifully adjusted as the prologue to every Sura, except Sura IX. It 
forms the basis of our faith that whenever a person starts any work or eats or drinks he/she is 
duty bound to take start in the Name of Allah Who is the Most Affectionate and the Most 
Merciful.

Nobody can escape such accounts on that Day. Allah Almughty encircles every creature. 

No body can run away from His earth. Everyone so boastful and rebellious will be 

humbled.

SURA LVI — WAQI-’AAH (THE EVENT) 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura is in its Verse 1 which describes that how the event of the Last Day 
will occur. The word “Wagi-'aah”, means an event, an occurrence, an unexpected happening or 
an affair which is very startling. The Yaumul! Qiyamah or the Day of Resurrection is to be a 
very strange dilemma for the entire mankind. The Universe will be finished with eventual 
disaster. Therefore, the nomenclature of this Sura is Al-Wagi-’aah. 

2 Constitution : 

This Sura consists of 96 Verses which contain 378 words and 1703 letters. 
3 ~=—- Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah Almighty at Makkah-tull- 
Mukarrama. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

The objective of this Sura is basically to describe the Day of Judgement. It also indicates 
how the Last Day will be established and how Resurrection will take place. Human existence 
lies in maintaining the purity of belief. Allah has all the powers and is owner of all the goodness 
and glories. His revelations are altogether truthful and bounteous to mankind. 

5 Gist of the Text : 
(A) Verses 1 to 56: 

The Day of Judgement is to come. The world will be totally shattered by shaking it from 
its foundations. Resurrection will take place and the Day of Judgement will be established. The 
human beings in this life after death will be categorized into three divisions on this Day of 
Judgement : 

(i) Those who will be nearest to Allah, being pious and straightforward will be exalted in 

the blissful Paradise without accounts. 

(ii) The companions of the right hand with credit of pious deeds but with some 
shortcomings. They will also be taken to blissfulness of Paradise after judicious 
accounts and making amends for their shortcomings. 

(ii) The companions of the left hand who remained disbelievers, pagans, idolators and 
Fejectors of the revelations of Allah. They will be sent to the hell to face all the 
miseries, 

(B) Verses 57 to 96 : 

; Surely all the power and all the greatness belongs to Allah. The signs of Allah can be seen 
in the revelations of the Holy Quraan. Verses of Allah guide human beings to accept the truth as 
presented in this message. All mankind should worship Allah and glorify Him only.

SURA LVII — AL-HADEED 


1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from Verse 25. The word ‘‘Hadeed” means iron. 
Verse 25 says that the Prophets of Allah bring clear signs for the guidance of mankind to 
maintain justice. The use of iron hand to maintain the judicious authority with prescribed power 
is necessary. Iron has a great importance that the entire human technology and advancement in 
the world is‘based on iron and steel. Man needed iron axe, saw, spear and sword even in the 
simplest early stages of survival as his aids to make his life easy. His pastoral life still needs 
cutting of trees, shrub and herbs. Man needs the iron share in oxen plough or even in the latest 
model computer set tractor to grow the crops, vegetables and fruits. Then to use them as food he 
needs from sickle to the fork, every thing out of steel. The man today urgently needs iron and 
steel to manufacture the high technology, atomic energy, daily utility goods and services 
industry, space crafts, the upper atmosphere research objects as well as the sea ships and 
launches, land moving bull-dozers, mass carriage and transport big vehicles, auto-mobiles and all 
sorts of domestic articles of kitchen use from the eating spoon to the cutting knives. From the 
self comfort hardware, building structure, tools and the equipments of convenience to the self 
destructive arsenal, guns, missiles, bombs and war technology man needs iron and steel. 
Therefore, man today totally depends on “Hadeed”, iron and steel, each bit of which is bestowed 
by Allah. In view of such importance of iron and steel this Sura has been given this title. 

Justice, peace and human coexistence depends on the legal, judicious and authorized use 
of the equipment, like conventional sword, as a symbol of power. Same is now in the form of the 
automatic Kalashinekove with the social defence Police or the self-defending citizens for self 
protection and domestic security, all m:de out of best iron and steel. 

The ancient rugged man of Afiica or Australia to the modern age gentleman life in the 
fastest Ginza of Japan, trouble shooter gambler of Las Vegas of U.S.A. or peaceful pilgrim in the 
most peaceful Ka‘aaba in Makkah depend upon iron. Therefore, this Sura has been given the 
title of ‘“Hadeed” for so great importance of iron. 

2. Constitution : 
This Sura has 19 Verses with 544 words which consist of 2476 letters. 


3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. at Madina. In Makkah the so 
peaceful Muslim community was not having any viable resistance power against the committed 
enemies of Islam. But in Madina Muslims were posed the armed struggle of pagans to finish 
Islam in its infancy. The Makkah infidels and Madina hypocrites as well as Jews and the 
Christians joined hands to thrust many battles on the peaceful new city state of Muslims of 
Madina. Therefore, in self-defence the Muslims were given the idea of utilizing iron and steel. In 
view of this Allah revealed this Sura in Madina Tyyabah. Sword and gun is urgent even for the 
law enforcers to uphold scales of justice with authority. To bring the disbelievers to terms of 
truthfulness the steel made negotiation table to the hard steel gun iron is a must. Therefore, the 
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Muslim state in its infancy needed iron and it is urgent if all the Muslims want to be one greater 
Muslim empire of 55 countries on the globe in the next century. 
4. Objectives/Message : 

The objectives of the Sura is to glorify Allah Who bestowed every thing with most 
important buunty of melting iron out of hard stone mountains. It exalts Allah for His Might. His 
Divine prescribed Jusuce by sucial control and the iron hand law enforcer under the pious ruler 
can make the nghteous victorivus. Everything belongs to Him. Life and death are in His 
control. He has full knowledge of every thing. Power be used to prevail justice. All human 
beings should be humbled to worship Him for His bestowments. None should be rebellious to 
Divine system. There is stern warning that severe punishment will be awarded to the people 
who indulge in misdeeds. Believers will get the pleasure of Allah. One must remain pious and 
straightforward to be buunteous in Allah’s Blissfulness. 

The people who are generous, pious and perfect they up-keep the justice with authority 
use iron hand to establish a just society with sincerity in faith. Only they will be rewarded with 
best honors by Allah Almighty. 

5. Significant Verses: 


(i) Verse 2 - Life and death belong to Allah. 

(ii) Verse 3 - Allah is the First and the Last. the Evident, and the Immanent : 

(iii) Verse 4 - Allah created heavens and earth in six day's (periods). 

(iv) Verse 6 - Allah merges day into night and the vice-a-versa. He knows secrets 
of the hearts. 

(v) Verse 10 - To Allah belongs the heritage of the heavens and the earth. 

(vi) Verses 11/18 - Give to Allah a beautiful loan (pure debt to His devotees). 

(vii) Verse 20 - Life of this world is play and amusement.....The life of this world is 
only a deception.

Sura Hadeed instructs human beings to achieve the best humility and keep justice high to 
get Allah’s Bounties in this world and Hereafter. 


SURA LVIH — AL-MUJADILA (THE PLEADING) 
1. Title: 


The title of this Sura has been derived from the word “TOJADILO-KA” which means 
someone who is pleading. Submission to explain something in a humble way, projecting a view 
point with justification, advancing self-defence by argument or convincing by arguing are the 
forms of MUJADILA. 

Pleading is the most important method of human Justification to establish certain facts. 
Everybody wants to be recognized and listened. Every one can argue to get solved personal or 
collective problems. Relief in court by advancing the legal and material facts of a case by 
profound pleading can achieve real success for true justice. 

Pleading is one of the most important aspect of entire justice system. Criminal code or 
other legal procedure is pleaded to get a right. Pleading helps to defend the accused against 
wrong allegations. 

Situations arise where husband and wife may develop differences. Wife being the weaker 
Spouse is in the threat of male chauvinism and injustice. Therefore, the Holy Quraan gives best 
Protection to the handicapped female folks through this Sura. 
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This Sura basically is the humble submission of a great lady known as Khaula of the 
Khazraj tribe of Madina who embraced Islam in the initial stages and became great supporter of 
the early Muslims in Madina. Her husband wanted to divorce her but she complained to the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. that she will be ruined and her children will also be in trouble. Her 
pleading was very convincing. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. intervened to save her from being 
divorced or punished in innocence. This great lady later on critically advised ‘Omar the Great in 
his state affairs when he was elected as the 2nd Caliph of Islam. Being the most pious 
companion of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. he acted upon her suggestions. He passed certain orders 
imposing restrictions on the women. Khaula. now an old lady, pleaded ‘Omar to keep justice 
high as prescribed by the Holy Quraan and practised by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Hazrat ‘Omar 
bowed down before her pleadings. Thus title of this Sura, being submission of a wife against the 
husband before the Holy Préphet S.A.W. as Al-Mujadila makes pleading a fundamental source of 
Islamic adjudication for all the periods for each faithful. 

2. Constitution : 

This Sura has 22 Verses with 473 words which consist of 1792 letters. 
3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed in Madina upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. The Muslims in Madina 
established their own social system under the Islamic jurisprudence. The human family life is 
often in trouble due to many internal misunderstandings and external situations of stress and 
strains between husband and wife. There is a permission in Islam in tense situations between 
husband and wife for divorce and separation. But Allah Almighty and His Holy Prophet S.A.W, 
stressfully prefer reconciliation and settlement of disputes so that the families of the Muslims 
remain well-established. Therefore, this Sura was revealed in Madina to kecr the Muslims well 
equipped to listen to pleadings of others for settlement of differences. Tussel ot husband and wife 
must be settled by arguments for all times to come. Al-Mujadila - pleading - trura this primary 
group life of Muslims to all the social life problems was made an institutinn of justice by this 
revelation in Madina. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

All type of false allegations and unjust male tension against temale folks should be 
seriously settled. The differences of husband and wife should be tackled very sensitively to 
reconcile their wrong contentions to save their family life and the smooth lives of their children. 
Those who degrade the women position must understand that Allah provides them the family 
and community protection. Therefore, such people are condemnable who unnecessarily create 
tensions for their wives. The secret consultations between men and the intrigues against women 
are totally un-Islamic. The wrong information to the husband against the wife must be 
thoroughly probed and verified with truth before forming any opinion. Falsehood. mischiefs and 
sedition are most hated behaviors in Islam. 

5. Significant Verses: 


(i) Verses 3/4 - Method of divorce by “Zihar™ (on doubt of some irregularity) has 
revocation under penalty as a must. 

(ii) Verse 7 - Allah is with everyone everywhere in all circumstances to witness 
the human actions/reactions. 

(iit) Verses 8.9 =. The method of forgiveness of Allah for sins is lesson for men to 
forgive each other on mistakes. 

(iv) Verse 13 - ...Allah forgives but to remain pious and righteous afterwards is a 
must. 

(v) Verse 20 - War with Allah and the Prophet (not acting on the religion) will 
lead to Divine humiliation. 

(wi) Verse 22 - Only the party of Allah (Hizbullah) are destined to succeed. 
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6. Conclusion: 
Sura Mujadila is very important for the maintenance of the best understanding between 


husband and wife. The reality of any complaint against an accused must be verified seriously. 
Understand the truth before taking any action against a person with full opportunity by his/her 
pleading as unguilty. 


SURA XLIX — AL-HASHR (THE GATHERING DAY) 
1.‘ Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from its Verse 2 from the word ‘““HASHR” meaning 
the day of gathering, collecting or bringing together in big groups. Such Hashr will be 
established on the Day of Judgement when accounts will be taken from all the human beings for 
their deeds herein for award/rewards Hereafter. 

“Hashr" means the banishment in groups, throwing out, forcing out or punishing some 
group or a community to leave a certain city or locality. In this Sura the word Hashr seems to 
have been used for self-exile of Jewish and Christian communities and those pagans and 
hypocrites who were against the Holy Prophet S.A.W. They left in groups the city of Madina, 
when it became an Islamic State. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. never had any confrontation with 
apy Jew or Christian or with any local of Madina to banish them or throw them out with force. 
But such non-Muslim communities left Madina, voluntarily, in groups to get together elsewhere 
to have a longer confrontation with Islam to finish it before establishment of a greater Islamic 
culture. For explaining this type of situations this Sura-was given the title of Hashr. 

2. Constitution: 

This Sura has 24 Verses, 445 words and 1913 letters. 
3. = Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in the city of 
Madina. Most of the problems discussed in this Sura were faced by the Muslim community in 
the holy city of Madina. 

4. , Objectives/Message : 

The people who do not adjust in a peaceful community life in a society need to be 
corrected. The last resort is their expulsion as a punishment. Expulsion is the severest 
punishment if certain people in a community become incorrigible after a long motivation, 
education and inculcation. People who commit treachery and spy to defeat Islam are not at all 
tolerable. If they opt self-exile they should be allowed immediately. 

This Sura also stresses that those who deceive others must face ultimate humiliation as 
obedience to law of the land and peaceful coexistence with the community is best for humanity. 
6. Significant Verses : 


(i) Verse 2 - ...(Faa’-tabi-roo yaaa oolil albaab) Take warning to learn lesson, 
oh the people of fore-sight. 

Gi) Verse 7 - ..(Wa maaa aa-taa ko-muur-Rasool)...Act upon whatever the 
Prophet (S.A.W.) prescribes and desist from what he prohibits. 

(iii) Verse 18 - (aaa ayyo-halla-zeena aama-nuutta-Quilah-ha....) Oh, the 


believers, fear Allah. Every one should check what is being 

: earned by him/her for the Hereafter. 

(iv) Verse 21 - (Wa lau unzal-Naa haazal Quraan....) Had the Quraan been sent 
by us (Allah) on mountains they would have trembled to 
humbleness and would have shattered into pieces due to its 

/ effects. But human beings do not take lesson from it. 

(v) Verses 22 to 24 - (Aa-limull ghybi...Al-Azeezull-Hakeem). Many of the Glorious 

names of Allah..... .have been given in these Verses. 
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The people who do not adjust in any Muslim society as non-believers should be taken to 
task if they become trouble spot. They can be externed. If they leave in self-exile that should be 
good alternate. 


SURA LX — MUUMTAHINA (THE EXAMINED) 
1. ‘Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from its Verse 10 from the word “FAMTAHINOO”", 
It means examination, vetting or getting the surety about status of a woman who is embracing 
Islam. It also means the examination of such women who enters the fold of Islam due to 
unknown reasons. It must bé verified that they are not spies. 

This is the most important Sura for a}! times that Muslims have been allowed to go for 
marriage with Christians and Jewish girls as we!' as such women of the disbelievers, pagana and 
idolators who accept Islam. But Allah Almighty makes it compulsory to have psychological test, 
personality check, clear verification and total screening of the woman entering the folds of Islam 
by marriage with a Muslim so that she does not become a problem or pose a threat to Muslims as 
enemy planted agent. 

There are some female folks who want real protection of Mustims but yet there are some 
others who are informers and secret agents. There are others who are seriously pushed from 
enemy territory to the Muslim country as desperate saboteurs. A great care is needed in case of 
such sort of females. 

2. Constitution : 

This Sura has 13 Verses, 348 words and 1510 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed in the city of Madina. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

The objectives of this Sura are : 

(i) Marital relations are possible under certain conditions with the disbeliever female 

folks who embrace Islam or who are Jews or Christians ; 

(ii) For protection of sensitive installations, national secrets and defence based classified 

information such female folks must be security-wise vetted who want to become 
Muslim wives of husbands in such state organs or marry a Muslim while remaining 
Jewish/Christian. 

A distinction should be made between those who are enemy agents and they want to 
sabotage, terrorize or pose threat to the Muslims. There are ladies who are sincere to embrace 
Islam. Such female folks are most respectful and must be taken in the folds of the faithfuls. The 
question of permissible cross marriages must be carefully examined. The enemy agent women 
who embrace Islam not for its love but to pose problems should not be taken as spouses. The 
example of Prophet Ibraheem has been quoted that he never accommodated the disbelievers on 
any account. He became the Chief of the straightforwards and he was always kind and just but 
kept high principles of not equating friends with foes. There is no permission for believers to 
take disbelievers in marriage except they embrace Islam with sincerity. 

5. Significant Verses: 
(i) Verse8 - ....(In-Nallah-ha...) Allah loves those who are just. 
(ii) Verse9 - ...dnna ma yunha...) Friendship with enemies who pose threat to the 
Muslims is banned. 
(iii) Verse 10 - (Yaa ayyo hallazeena.... fa-umtahinoo....) Marriage with believing women 
- how to test them, and how to maintain them. 
(iv) Verse 13 - (Yaaa ayyo-hallazeena .. ghadi Balloho....) Do not befriend those on 
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whom is Allah's wrath. 
6. Conclusion: 

Sura Muumtahina basically instructs Muslims to be careful in family, community and 
social life for personal safety and national integrity of Muslim society. Muslims should not accept 
the female folks of doubtful background into their family folds) There should be tough 
examination before marriage or any sort of deal with females of disbelievers. 


SURA LXI — US-‘SAFF (STRAIGHT LINE) 


1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from the word ‘Saffa” in Verse four. It means the 
straight line, lining up in discipline or the men lined up in most organized manner for certain 
services, whole heartedly, without slightest hypocrisy. In this Sura “US-’'SAFF” means soldiers 
arranged in organized lining-up in Islamic Jehiad to fight for the cause of Allah either to defend 
Islam or to fight back the enemy force attacking the Muslim territory. The Muslims can conquer 
the disbelievers' country if such territory is used to pose a threat to the Muslim nation’s 
sovereignty. This will be a Jehaad against such enemy. Allah loves those who fight in His way to 
defend Divine cause of truthfulness and piety in best battle array (disciplined line-up). The 
Muslim armed might must be constituted of faithfuls sincere to the cause of Islam United in full 
obedience to the Ameer (commander) with a great strength of dependence on Allah. 

Islam has laid down stress on straight lining up (‘Saff Bundi’) in all congregational Prayers 
and other get together. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. personally used to straighten the lining-up of 
his followers in each Prayer lead by him and specially in the battlefields. He always said that if 
you keep your self straight in Prayer, Allah S.W.T. will keep your hearts straight. His 
companions followed him suit. This is how the best discipline of Muslims achieved them greatest 
victories against the super powers. Therefore, Us-’Saff is very important Sura for all times 
discipline of Muslims. 

On the Day of Judgement people will be lined-up te get the accounts cleared. Therefore, 
the training of Muslims by repeated practices in different ways like lining-up straight in Prayers, 
in the battlefields and other walks of life herein will help them on the Day of Judgement 
Hereafter to get accounts properly lined-up. In Islam organization, discipline, unity, consolidated 
ranks and files. lining-up in rows. shoulder to shoulder oneness of individuals and strength by 
mutual union of all the Muslims in strong groups is basic on all fronts. From Salaat (Muslim 
Prayer) to Jehaad (Holy defensive battle with offensive defeat to enemy)SAFF™ or the lining-up 
4s most important and very dear to Allah. 

, Jehaad became compulsory in Madina as the capital city of the new Muslim state. It was 
in a great threat of the idulators, pagans, hypocrites, disbelievers, Jews and Christians. 
Therefore, Muslims were Divinely instructed to be most disciplined not only in battle but also in 
all walks of life as steadfast devotees of Allah S.W.T. So disciplined life has been made 
compulsory for Muslims for ever. 

Allah Almighty keeps clear only such armed might of Muslims who: 

Purely fight for Allah sincerely to defend Muslims and spread Islam voluntarily ; 

Are most organized, fully tramed. disciplined and all prepared as a united force ; and 

‘c) Remain steadfast in all circumstances in Jehaad (fight). 

The following capabilities are must for a Muslim fighter to defend truth, spread Islam and 
Protect the Muslim State 

(iy Jehaad only for defense of Islam ; 

Gi) Full self confidece with dependance on Allah , 

(iii) Best self conduct to voluntarily serve the faith without hypocrisy , and 

(iv) Sincerity to achieve the purpose 
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As such “Us-Saff' an important Sura of the Holy Quraan for Muslim unity to defend 

Islam with strength, consolidation and organization with full sincerity. . 

2. Constitution: 

14 Verses of the Sura consist of 221 words and 900 letters. 

3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed by Allah S.W.T. to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the city of Madina. 
4. Objectives/Messages/Gist : 

This Sura was revealed atthe time when Jebaad was made compulsory. Therefore, some 
hard and fast rules and regulations were to be laid down. In Madina there were many Christians 
who were to be clearly told about truthfulness of the Prophethood of the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W. In view of this following are the objectives, messagea and gist of Verses of 
this Sura: 

a Praise be only tu Allah. Muslims must say only what they do. Hypocrisy as such is 
prohibited in Islam ; . 

Gi) Only the pious, obedience, disciplined, steadfast and organized are the real 
straightforward, 

(iii) Jehaad is near and fear to Allah ; 

(iv) Prophets Moosaa (Moses) A.S. and Eesa (Jesus) A. S. persuaded their nations-to 
believe the truth but they detracted and did not act as preached. Therefore, 
Muslims must act upon Islam, as inculcated ; 

(v) There is true prophecy about the Prophethood of Prophet Muhammad (his 2nd 
personal name being Ahmad) S.A.W.—Sallalla-ho Aly-he Wassallam—Allah's 
Blessings and Salutations on him. The true Bible in original says that he is Allah’s 
last Prophet to mankind to deliver the final Message ;

SURA LXII — AL-JUUM-’AH (THE FRIDAY)

The title of this Sura has been derived from Verse 9. Juum-’ah means Friday. Since the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. entered the safe bounds of Madina after his migration from Makkah on 
Friday it has special significance. The first Juum-’ah Prayer was offered on the 5th day of arrival 
of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the Valley of Madina. Since then it is so compulsory for all th 
Muslims that the scholars of Islam have laid down a great stress to establish it perfectly. Th- 
Jews use Saturday for their Sabath prayer in synagogues, with a compulsory close on Saturday 
Christians have Sunday as a holiday to worship in their churches. Therefore, Friday wa. 
prescribed by Allah Suubhanaho Wa Ta’aala for a special congregational noon prayer with 
weekly education for the Muslims without compulsory close on the day. Muslims gathering on 
this day can exchange products before or after the Juuma Prayer. Attending educative sermons 
in the main Mosques before the Prayer is obligatory, except the people in transit. Glory to Allah. 
blessings to the Holy Prophet S.A.W., the Divine peace for the companions of the Holy Prophet 
S.AW. and recitation of the selected Verses of the Holy Quraan are a part of sermon as Friday 
address. Instruction to the attending Muslims contain preachings how to be pious, righteous and 
peaceful. Such sermons must be offered once a week for an hour or so during which period a!l 
transactions are suspended. There is no Divine sanction or approval of the Holy Prophet S.A W’ 
to make Friday a closed day as a whole. The daily pattern of economy in Islam is flexible. 11 15 
the State option of the Islamic Government to have a closed day for rest of the employees on any 
day. It may preferably be the Fr day as is everywhere in the Muslim world, 

Due to the importance attached to the weekly irculcations in congregations the Juumr'ah 
Prayer has got a great sanctity in Islam for preaching purposes. Therefore, this Sura has been 
given the nomenclature of Juum-’ah.

When the expressions and actions of a person contradict each 
other he/she is called hypocrite. A hypocrite is quite dangerous for others. Therefore, this Sura 
basically instructs the Muslims to be very careful in thtir social life from such “munafiqoon” (the 
hypocrite people) who cannot be tolerated in Islam. 

2. Constitution: 

The Sura has 11 Verses, 180 words and 976 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in the city of 
Madina. 

4.  Objectives/Message : 

The basic objective of this Sura is to point out the dangerous deeds of the hypocrites in the 
community. Such people who indulge in hypocrisy poison the social life of Muslims. Therefore, 
the Muslims should guard against the temptations, hearsay, slander and rumor of hypocrites 
They never are well wishers ofthe believers. They always pose a threat to peaceful coexistence of 
Islamic society. 

5. Gist of the Text: 

Verses 1 to 11 of the Sura describe the falsehood of the oaths taken in all affairs by the 
hypocrites. They do so only to achieve their own selfish ends and inflict loss to the Muslims 
Therefore, the believers should always remain aware of their misdeeds and keep vigilance against 
their evil designs. Only then the Muslims will be able to achieve their pious mission of bringing 
peace to the humanity with piety.

Religious scholars say that this word had its route in 
ie fein which means fraud or giving loss to a person without his knowledge Secretly 
is ee Property or money of an owner or bringing such secret reduction in profits of the owner 
He the deal by cheating a Person in clandestine or concealed manners is “Taghabuun’ In this 
ura term “Taghabuun” describes the situation in which a person indulges in frauds. masdetds 
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sinfulness and wrong actions by cheating. Such fraudulent person will find himself in a great 
oss Hereafter on the Day of Judgement. “Taghabuun” is also the day of measuring profits and 
loss as well as the pious/sinful deeds of human beings in this world for accounts on the Day of 
Judgement to credit/discredit their good deeds and wrongs. Not the wealth, children or cattle 
and tilth are real properties but the good deeds and pious acts are the real bounties of Allah 
Almighty. 

Allah Almighty will collect everybody on the Day of Judgment to present to them in Divine 
assembly good acts for credits and bad acts for discredit. Those who believe in Allah and remain 
pious will be taken to the Paradise of great blissfulness for achieving supreme triumph. 
“Taghabuun” must be taken by every body as a deed to be primarily questioned. Divine 
administered device to account the good and bad deeds takes its minutest notice. Therefore, 
everyone should remain pious, straightforward and righteous in the life of this world as a good 
citizen of a peaceful society.

This Sura has 18 Verses, 241 words and 1070 letters. 
3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed by Allah Almighty upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the city of 
Madina.

The four initial Verses glorify Allah for creating the universe selecting man as His crown 
creation, The people who believe and worship Allah taking to their hearts the unity of Divinity, 
are given His best bounties. Therefore, they remain grateful. But those who indulge in 
misdeeds they are deprived because of their rejection of the faith. The mutual action and loss is 
to be ealculuted on the Day of Judgement for the good and the bad acts done in this world. 
Therefore. the contrast of purely temporary life herein with the eternal blissful life in the 
Herealter must be taken serious to remain pious.

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SURA LXV — UT-TALAAQ (DIVORCE) 


1. Title: ¢ 

The title of this Sura has been derived from its first Verse from the wuiu “TAL- 
LAQTUUM” meaning “when you divorce”. Actually the subject of divorce is very iniportant in 
Islamic family life. It has been discussed in Sura Al-Bagara (II) and Sura Un-Nisaa (IV) as well 
as Sura Al-Aahzaab (XXXII). The importance of this subject is so much in Islamic Shariah that 
it has been given this special nomenclature to have a separate discussion and Divine guidance in 
the matter as a crucial subject. 

The title of this Sura lays down the Islamic Shariah method of divorcing. Divine lay-down 
prescribe a system in which: 

(i) Divorce is allowed in Islam ; 

(ii), The socialization of children in the broken family after divorcing wife saves them 

from the bad effects of separation as been prescribed in this Sura ; 

(iii) The employment of a governess to train such children of Musliin families after 

separation of the spouses is permissible ; 

(iv) If the ex-wife (female) is pregnant what should be done in such case , 

(v) How divorce should be administered in a way that menses do not intervene , and 

(vi) How female should be cleared of any liability of the previous husband before 2nd 

marriage? 
2. Constitution: 
This Sura has 12 Verses, 249 words and 1060 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah Almighty in Madina. 
4. Objectives/Message : : 

This is the Sura which prescribes the solution to the social problem of divorce, upsetting 
community life of the Muslims into broken houses. Divorce by a husband to his wife is a social 
evil in Islam having Shariah sanction. Divorce is a permissible human urgency, most hated hy 
the Holy Prophet S.A.W. He never divorced any wife who married him on their own compulsions 
in many uneven situations. Therefore, the Islamic Shariah gives precautions and guards against 
any avuuse of this arbitrary male power. The continuity of matrimonial adjustment is very 
important for smooth family life of Muslims to achieve solidarity of community. Therefore, the 
ee regulations have been laid down through this Sura as compulsory Divine law about 

vorce. 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. stressed the Muslims on many occasions the great importanc 
attached to justice to wives and female folks. He always kept divorce as an act most hateful 1: 
the sight of Allah because of the sanctity of marriage in Islam. Islam keeps so dear a profound 
family life but there are human weaknesses that a fake misunderstanding can spoil the life of 
husband and wife. Certain outlets and safeguards should be available in cases of difference. 
including reconciliation, compromise and rapprochement. If such tussle of husband and with 
shatter the family life, there is no way except divorce. So for bringing it within the legal limits - 
Islam, this Sura lays down certain principles.

SURA LXVI — AT-TAHREEM (THE FORBIDDEN)

The title of this Sura has been derived from the word Le-Toharrimo of its first Verse. It 
urcans “to declare something forbidden”. 

It was around the year 8th after Hijra (8 A.H.), that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. had to 
announce his delicious sweet dish honey as forbidden for himself. It was on the objection of one 
of his wife (the most respectful mother of the Muslims). She was concerned for his overstay with 
another wife who used to offer him in best presentation the honey syrup with best flavor. One 
day his this wife told him that some sort of bad smell is omitting out of his most fragrant and 
pious mouth, which was always sweet and flavory. For this unpleasant and incidental comment 
of a wife he declared for himself the heavenly prescribed honey, sc dear to him, as worthless, 
never to be taken. 

Since the life pattern of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is a Divine Model to humanity for all 
times, therefore, Allah Almighty intervened to maintain the healing status of honey as purest 
tonic in this world. It was lovely opted by the Holy Prophet as his best sweet dish, Therefore, 
Allah wanted to keep it the best for ever. A principle was laid down that the pure article of food 
can never be held impure or prohibited against the Quraanic Commands in any circumstances by 
any authority. When Allah Almighty declares anything permissible, rather a great healer for all 
diseases of human beings by Quraanic injunction with the profound option of the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W., then such lawful eatable cannot be held prohibited even by the Prophet himself. 

Thus, Sura TAHREEM is most important for Islamic jurisprudence to formulate pure food 
enactment for eatables and beverages in an Islamic state based on the priaciples laid down in the 
Holy Quraan and the Divine clarifications made in this great Sura. 

Otherwise this Sura presents a best proof that the Holy Quraan is the pure revelation of 
Allah. It critically evaluates the actions and reactions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. as Allah's 
ideal. Prophet's wives as mothers of all the Muslims for all the ages and his great companions 
trained by him on best discipline are also critically discussed. Sura Tahreem Divinely instructs 
the so dear Prophet of Allah, to withdraw his decision and critical evaluates the conduct of his so 
respectful wives Had this Quraan been the creation of the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. he 
never would have been so critical for his own conduct or to his own wives, so openly. Therefore, 
this Sura (Tahreem) also provides a great proof of the Holy Quraan asa pure revelation of Allah

(iv) No wife of a Muslim has any right to convey the secrets of her husband in any 
circumstances. Such omission can pose their family life a great threat; 
(v) All the parents, husbands and wives as well as family heads are bound to keep their 
children disciplined ; 
(vi) Sex harmony is necessary between wife and husband ; 
(vii) To forget is human but to forgive is Divine. Man can commit sins but sinner must 
bow to Allah to get His forgiveness. 
tviii) The best before Allah is the purest, the pious and the righteous. Wives of Prophets 

Noah or Luut could not save themselves because of their castigation. But wife of the 

most rebellious Pharaoh was submissive to Allah that she was Divinely appreciated

7. Conclusion : 
Whatever is allowed td be eaten as prescribed in the Holy Quraan, can not be prohibited. 
A wife must remain obedient to husband and he must preserve her rights. 


SURA LXVII _ — AL-MULLK (THE DIVINE SOVEREIGNTY) 
1. Title: 

The title of this great Sura has been derived from its first Verse from the word “AL- 
MULLK” meaning “Divine Sovereignty”. 

The title includes the contro! powers of Allah Almighty from souls, inner selves, body and 
spirituality of the dead ones, every thing living and the future creatures as well as the human 
beings yet to born. The physical bodies of the minutest creatures in the universe are in the 
control of Allah S.W.T. Al-Mullk, as such, includes the contro! Authority of Allah Almighty on 
all the lowest and the highest worlds including the world of Angels, Jinns, human beings and the 
entire animate or inanimate creatures. 

The title, Al-Mullk, is so appropriate for this Sura. Therefore, it should be precisely 
defined to show the overwhelming Authority of Allah Almighty on the creatures in heavens, on 
earth, in oceans and seas, in the air and whatever beyond the imaginatién of mankind. 
Everything is controlled by Him. If we make a cursory look on the sovereignty of Allah in the 
universe, we will find out that our own political science imagination of sovereignty is so narrow. 

Authority of Allah is so unimaginably wider and vast that all the elements of state in 
human constitutionality become meaningless before His sovereignty. 

Man has been unable to manage much of the earth. Many parts of the world are still to be 
surveyed where big jungles, vast sandy planes mountain tops and delta lands are still to be seen 
by the Geographers and the Scientists. To exploit these peaks and depths for human utilization 
in this world are riddle to the scientific man today claiming the taming of much of the nature. 
Man is facing technology crisis to go beyond the nearest star, the moon now partially known to 
the man including lowest limits of space has nothing for space conquerers with trillion dollars 
expenses each year. We can imagine how billion stars on the first heaven with so many suns and 
billion stars in the upper atmosphere can be explored by man? What about other creatures of 
Allah still unknown and invisible to man in the first heaven. The other worlds are unimaginable 
to be explored by man. The other heavens still are to be scientifically seen. But knowledge of 
man about much creature of earth and seas is so shallow, what to speak of heavens and space 
studies. 

Therefore, Mullk as the title of this Sura is of so great scope that it is not within normal 
imagination of man to have a proper grasp of Allah's lower world and even the lowest creatures. 
2. Constitution : 

This Sura has 30 Verses, 330 words and 1313 letters. 

3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) by Allah Almighty in the city of 

Makkah. 
4. Objectives/Message/Context : 
This Sura starts with brief deszription of the greatest Authority of Allah Almighty on all 
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j the universe. Only He is worthy of all praises and all glorifications. Allah Almighty has full 

j control on the birth and death of mankind. None has such instant powers about any creature. 

g Much of birth and death is still unimaginable. The precision in the creation of the worlds and 

the entire known existence has a great relevance and a profound Order in creation. No one can 

; find any defect on any aspect of Divine creations. No one can make any addition or deletion in 

{, heavens, earth, sun, stars, moon and mars in the seen world. Skilful manufacturing can shape or 

§, reshape natural resources but none can dare to change day and night, air and light etc. etc. fixed 

{i by Allah Almighty as our mother nature. 

' Therefore, all human beings should accept the truth and believe the so profound creation 

{} power of Allah Almighty. Otherwise they will face the punishment in the world Hereafter. 

f; People who fear from Allah are beloved to Allah and, those who make ambiguity about His 

y, authority are the deselected. The first category are to be blessed being on the right path and, the 

second are to be awarded severe punishment being astray on the wrong way 

5. Gist of the Text : 

(A) Section 1 of the Sura stresses the human beings to realize that the universe is so organized 
and so stable without minutest defect. It is only the Authority of the Almighty Allah that 
it is being maintained so perfect, keeping alive every creature. .Man has been sent here in 
this purely transitory world to test his/her piety and righteousness wuich will make 
him/her successful in the permanent world Hereafter, All the Prophets were sent for 
preaching truth to the people. They inculcated that result of the good or bad actions of 
each human here are to be brought on the Day of Resurrection for reward of blissfulness 
or award of penalty on the Day of Judgement. 

Allah Almighty is all the times aware about minutest actions of every creature. He knows 
the secrets of hearts and the course of functioning of all the things. Therefore, mankind 
should be very straightforward to keep aloof from sinfulness and misdeeds. If no penalty 
has befallen on the wrong doers in this world there is other world where everything is to 
be accounted. Those who submit to Allah and remain in humility get His bounty here and 

: are to be bestowed best reward Hereafter. 

1 (B) Section 2 describes how human beings ignore their misdeeds. They should be always 
serious to mend their ways. Allah Almighty is so Benevolent, Provident, Affectionate, 
Cherisher and Sustainer that He has set everything in the service of man. But everything 
will perish. None will save the human beings except pious deeds.

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' beings should be very pertinent that they are to be presented on the Day of Judgement alongwith 
their misdeeds where nobody will be able to help anybody. Those who demand early 


(i) Verse 1 - Almighty Altah possesses the highest Authority to manage 
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all the universe with full power on all the creatures. 

(ii) Verse 2 - It is Almighty Allah Who has created life and death just to 
get human beings to be pious. 

(iii) Verse 3 - Allah S.W.T. has made seven heavens where everything is 
so perfectly set without any defect. 

(iv) Verses 13 to 14 - Allah knows all the secrets of the hearts and He has all the 
knowledge about the minutest creatures. 

(v) Verses 15,16&21 - It is Almighty Allah Who has made the earth useful to man 
which produces provisions with commission of Allah. Who 
is there to save anyone if the earth sinks? There is none 
except Affectionate Allah to give the best provisions. 

(vi) Verse 30 Who is there to save underground water if it is withdrawn from 
the wells and tubewells. If it is with-held (or made bitter) every 
thing will perish. 

7. Conclusion: 

It is only Almighty Allah Who has given all His bounties to the human beings. Therefore 
humanity should be thankful for all these bestowments of Allah with continuity of natural 
services and commodities. 


SURA LXVIII — AL-QALAM (THE PEN) 
1 Title: 


The title of this Sura is Al-Qalam which means Divinely bestowed Pen. It may be noted 
with great insight that the first revelation of the Holy Quraan to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
consists of first five Verses of the Sura XCVI (Al-Alaq). The fourth and 5th verses of this Sura 
describe the power of knowledge as a great bounty of Allah S.W.T. through writing. Actually all 
the Divine scriptures of Allah S.W.T. to all the Prophets have been in a written form. The same 
are not only in the Divinely preserved Tablets with Almighty Allah in the celestial world but 
were timely revealed to each nation through their Prophets in bits for their guidance. The Holy 
Quraan was revealed in 23 years as written in the Divine preserved Tablets and inculcated to the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. in different Verses and Suras in bits. The Holy Prophet Muhammad 
S.A.W. timely got all these revelations of the Holy Quraan scribed through pen. Many of his 
truthful companions were commissioned for recording the revelations as received from Allah 
S.W.T. It has been established throughout the world that these scribers were the most honest, 
pious and straightforward companions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Their life histories describe 
that they were men of best character. They were the most righteous and the most confident 
people enjoying the best confidence of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the perfect scribing of Allah’s 
Verses. The Holy Prophet S.A.W used to receive repeated revelations from Allah and kept them 
preserved in his Divinely bestowed memory. These Verses of the Holy Book then were got 
scribed by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the form of the Holy Quraan by bits in different Suras 
(Chapters) as are in the print form today. Today the Holy Quraan is in its uniform written 
shape, the world over. It was scribed in different types of pens by nominated scriber companions 
of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. on his directions under expert counter-checks. Then it was 
memorized as a whole by many companions and was repeatedly heard by the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. from such Hafiz-e-Quraan companions. A special authentic copy of the Holy Quraan was 
then preserved by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. himself with Ommull Mo’mineen, (most respected 
mother of the faithfuls) and his most revered wife, Hadhrata Hafsa R. A. Then the third Caliph 
of Islam Hadhrut Osmaan, R. A., on the directions of the 2nd Caliph, Omar the great R. A., 
prepared its multiple copies. The same are under print in different scripts, the world over, as 
revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Printing system was introduced in the Arab world a few 
centuries later on the Chinese pattern. But even today pen is used to write the Holy Quraan in 
its original script due to which al-Qalam - the pen, has got a great sanctity in Islam. Muslim 
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countries have fixed penalty under law for wrong penning down of the script of the Holy Quraan. 

Pen has been a great article of faith with the Muslim writers to always use it in honest and 
truthful manners. The sanctity of pen is too dear to the Muslims that since the last 1400 years 
there is no change event to a digit in the scribing of the Holy Quraan or the books containing its 
Verses or its quotes in the Suunnah of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Much of the history in the 
earliest period of Islam and most of traditions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. were written in the 
earliest period. Of course the sanctity of the pen was kept high as a part of the faith of these 
pious writers. 

Throughout the world it is the pen which has profoundest power to keep human 
knowledge intact. All research of human beings is through writing and all the educational 
developments, explorations and scientific innovations are subject to the writing by pen. We use 
today the computer. In the twinkling of an eye a billion words in a small diskette floppy are 
preserved as files. But this is again the miracle of the pen which writes and preserves the human 
thought to preliminary recordings, then fed to the computer memory. 

Here in this Sura the word Qalam has been used for the preservation of the revelations of 
the Holy Quraan as the greatest and the purest source of knowledge to the entire mankind. 
Therefore, this Sura has been given this most appropriate nomenclature. 

2. Constitution : 

This Sura has 52 Verses, 300 words and 1256 letters. 

3. Revelations: 

This great Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the holy city of Makkah. 

4. Objectives/Message/Context : 

Basically the Sura deals with the five main topics as follows : 

(i) Allah holds so high the sanctity of the pen to make the unlettered Arabs the most 
literate nation with the guidance of the unlettered Prophet S.A.W. as Divine ideal 
conveying them pure Divine revelations as pure truth from the nature to establish 
best social order, Thus the Holy Quraan made the rugged illiterate Arabs to be the 
best people to present to the humanity a truthful civilized society of best order. 

(ii) Allah Almighty has in the very beginning given assurance to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
that whatever he preaches is purely from Allah S.W.T. Whatever he presented to the 
mankind is the pure truth. 

(iii) The criticism of the disbelievers and the enmities of pagans against the truthfulness 
of Islam was defended by writing the revelations of Allah to remain valid up to the 
Day of Resurrection; 

(iv) The disbelievers were admonished and advised to understand the reality of the Holy 
Quraan as a Divinely recorded unchangeable miracle; 

(v) The Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. was instructed to be very patient and steadfast 
in his remembering the Divine revelations and preachings of the Quraan to the 
Muslims; and 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. was assured that the opponents of truth are nearly to be bowed 

Their contention is based on mere madness. The Prophets have been bestowed with 
tolerance against the strictly adamant behaviour of the opponents. All those who.could not 
understand them were liars in all the ages. Allah exalts those who are steadfast and 
straightforward. The selfishness rebellion, opposition, falsification and the arrogance of the 
disbelievers, idolators and pagans should not be taken into account. The real success lies in 
preaching the Divine truth to the mankind with full force of wisdom, sincerity and humility. 

5. Giat of the Sura: 

(A) Section one of the Sura lays stress on the Holy Prophet S.A.W. that he is the sanest 

Person. He has all blessings of Allah which never will end. It assures the Holy Prophet 


down. 
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S.A.W. that he was on the highest standard of the divine moral with best guidance from 

Almighty Allah. He should continue the mission facing all the odds. The wealth and the 

glamorous riches of this world are purely temporary vanities here. But sagacity lies in 

piety and righteousness which entitle a person to blissfulness herein and Hereafter. 

An example has been quoted about the owners of a garden who became ungrateful to 

Allah for His great bestowments. Alish Almighty destroyed that garden which rendered 

the owners totally dejected. Similarly whoso becomes ungrateful and disbelieves will be 

deprived of the bestowments of Allah. It is only remorse and repentance with 
submissiveness which can save someone from punishment Hereafter. 

(B) Section two of the Sura envisages that the sincere and the good Muslims would get 
blessings in the Paradise and, those people must be punished who associate someone with 
Allah. Nobody can help the sinners while they will be awarded punishment. Patience and 
obedience to Allah as well dependance on Him will be the greatest saviour. Therefore, the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. has been asked to continue the preaching of Islam with full 
confidence, sincerely and stably to bring all the Muslims to piety. 

6. Significant Verses: 

(i) Verse 4 - The Holy Prophet S.A.W. presents the perfect standard of character (as the 

ideal for Allah to the mankind up to the Day of Judgement). 

(ii) Verses 33 - Allah can punish everyone in this life and in the other World. But greater 

is the punishment Hereafter. 

(ili) Verse 35 - People of the faith cannot be treated equal to the wrong doers. 

(iv) Verse 52 - The Holy Quraan is a Message for the entire universe (upto the Day of 

Resurrection). 

7. Conclusion : 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. has the sanest, the wisest the profoundest and the" best 
character as the final model of Allah to humanity. The rebellious people call the truthful as false 
ones and the wise ones are dubbed as mad men. But worth lies only in piety, truthfulness oud 
righteousness. 


SURA LXIX — AL-HAA-AQQAH (THE SURE REALITY) 
1. ‘Title: 
The title of this Sura is based on the opening word ““AL-HAA-AQQAH” meaning “the 
Sure Reality”. The title describes Allah Almighty’s definite establishing the Qiyamah as the Last 
Day. The basis of Muslim faith is the belief in Allah and the Prophet, the Holy Quraan and the 
Last Day followed by Day of Resurrection and the Day of Judgement. Thus AL-HAA-AQQAH is 
the third pillar of faith as the Last Day is a dead sure reality to account the human deeds done 
herein for reward/award Hereafter in the eternal life after death. 
2. Constitution: 
This Sura has 52 Verses, 256 words and 1423 letters. 
3. Revelation: 
This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah S.W.T.. in the Holy city of 
Makkah tull Mukarramah. 
4. Objectives/Message/Context : 
Allah S.W.T. Divinely assures that the Last Hour is invariably to come on the fixed Day. 
It was falsified by the nations of Aad, Samood and Pharaoh who became rebellious and adamant. 
Therefore, they were completely destroyed. The belief in the Qiyamah for the Day of 
Resurrection and the Day of Judgement keep the human beings on the right path herein. Only 
this article of faith makes people to realize that they have to give the accounts of their good or 
bad deeds done herein for the Divine justice to be done Hereafter. Therefore, the human beings 
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should continue to reform themselves as pious and righteous people. 

5. Gist of the Text: 

(A) Section one states that the Day of Judgement is imminent. Those, who did not believe it 

were destroyed through the severe cold winds and floods. 
When the trumpet will sound with a great blast the earth with mountains will become 
powder and sky will fall down on this great event. Then the Day of Judgement will be 
established to hand over the misdeeds of the wrong doers in their left hands and good 
deeds of the righteous in their right hands. The pious with accounts in their right hands 
will enter the Paradise of bliss to enjoy the best. The sinful falsifiers with their accounts in 
their left hands will repent that wealth, powers and exploitation of others swayed them to 
misdeeds for which they will be seized and burnt in fire. Nothing will be available to eat 
there, except puss that such ones did not feed the needy herein. No one will be able to 
help anyone on that Day. 

(B) Section two envisages that the facts about the establishment of the Day of Qiyamah have 
truly been conveyed by the most honored Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. who does not 
invent these truths. He is not at all a poet as the poets express their own subjective 
imagination of self exaggeration. He only conveys the Divine revelations by inner insight 
from Allah. The Prophet is not an ordinary foreteller of future events with self conceived 
prophecies. What he says about the mankind future is from Allah. The unbelievers don’t 
accept the truth and will face consequences of sich rejection. 

Establishing of the Qiyamah on the fixed Day known only to Allah is the full truth. So 
everyone should glorify the Rubb (Sustainer), the most high. 

6& Significant Verses: 


(i) Verse 1 - Qiyamah (The Day of total Annihilation with Day of 
Resurrection followed by the Day of Judgement) is to be 
established by Allah. 

(ii) Verse 13 - (Qiyamah will be established) when trumpet will be sounded by 
big blast (to perish every thing). 

(iii) Verse 19 - Persons (after being fully accounted) who will get records (of 
good deeds) in right hands will rejoice to show it. 

(iv) Verse 22 (They will enter) the Paradise of blissfulness. 

(v) Verses 40 and 41 Whatever the Messenger of Allah as most honored Propnet says 
that is full Divine Truth. 


(vi) Verses 51 and 52- Whatever the Holy Quraan says about the Prophets is the most 
truthful. The most High Rubb (Sustainer) must be always 
glorified. 
7. Conclusion: 


This Sura basically discusses the establishment of the Day of Judgement to reward the 
Bood deeds of people and punish the wrong doers Hereafter. 


SURA LXx — AL-MA-’AA-RIJ (THE WAYS OF ASCENT) 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been selected from the word “AL-MA-'AA-RIJ” by the Holy 
Prophet SAW. with the guidance of Allah S.W.T. from the Verse 3. It means the ways of 
Ascent, the Highest Divine echelon of Allah, in the celestial world. It is the spiritual way to 
become so high by ascendance of soul with piety. 

2. Constitution : 


This Sura has 44 Verses consisting of 224 words and 929 letters. 
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3 Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in the holy city 
of Makkah. 

4. Objectives/Message/Context : 

The disbelievers jeer the Prophet saying that establishment of Qiyamah, the Day of 
Resurrection is so near. Those, who jeer upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. were warned that the 
Day of Judgement is imminent. The Paradise, the hell and the ways that cling up to heaven are 
all truthful. The time is fixed which should be awaited patiently. The sinfuls are to be punished 
and the righteous are to be rewarded. The disbelievers teased the Holy Prophet 3.A.W. to bring 
the Qiyamah as early as he could to punish them. But it is definitely to be established on its own 
fixed time. That Day will be eventually convened of its own as known only to Allah S.W.T. 

5. Gist of the Text: 

(A) Section one states that the disbelievers demand the punishment. Its falsifiers will 
definitely get it soon on its time. When this punishment will be administered none will be 
able to withhold it. On that Day the criminals shall be punished according to their sins. 
No son or daughter, wife or relatives can help anyone on that Day. No ransom or 
restitution in any amount will be of any avail. Only those who are true to their trusts, 
agreements and testimonies as well as to their Prayers will be in the Paradise of bliss. 

(B) Section two establishes that when the appointed Day will come the disbelievers will rush 
to the left to be entered to the Paradise of bliss. The witnesses of the Rubb (Sustainer) of 
the east and the west will prove their guilt. Allah has the power to replace disbelievers 
with a better nation. But He leaves them in their vanities to face that disastrous Day on 
which their eyes will be lowered with shame. 

6. Significant Verses: 

(i) Verse 5 - Man should remain in perfect patience in all matters. 

(ii) Verses 19to21 - Human beings are impatient. When they face problems’ the 
immediately are dejected but when good comes to them they are 
out of proportion in joy. 

(iii) Verses 22to26 - Only the devoted, the pious, the steadfast in Prayer and those 
who spend for the needy and believe in the Day of Judgement 
will be the successful. 


(iv) Verse 29 - Those who guard their chastity are the best. 

(v) Verse 32 - Those who fulfil best their agreement, are the successful. 

(vi) Verses 33 - Those who remain truthful in witnessing and whole heartedly 
offer true evidence are so dear to Allah. 

(vii) Verses 34,35 - Those who are sincere in their Prayers will get the blissfulness 
in Paradises. 


i Conclusion : 

When the Day of Judgement is established the pious believers who are amenable and 
since to faith would be sent to Paradise. But the disbelievers and sinners would be sent to the 
hell. 


SURA LXXI — NUUH-(PROPHET NOAH) 
1. ‘Title: 

The title of this Sura is in the name of the great Prophet Noah A.S. derived from the first 
Verse. There is a great lesson for the Muslim Omma in the life patterns of Hadhrut Noah AS. 
The Holy Quraan attaches a great importance to him by giving his example in Sura AL-A’A- 
RAAF Verses 59 to 64, Sura YUNUS Verses 71 and 73, Sura HOOD Verses 25 to 49, Sura AL- 
MO-MINOON Verses 23 to 24, Sura SHU-AA-RAA, Verses 105 to 122, Sura AL-UNKABOOT 
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Verses 14 and 15, Sura US-SAFFAAT Verses 75 to 83 and Sura AL-QAMAR Verses 9 to 10. 
Thus 78 Verses of different Suras, other than this full Sura Noah, give details about the 
preachings and Divine system of Prophet Noah A S Amongst the Prophets of the Holy Quraan, 
whom the Muslims believe as great Prophets of Islam. Prophet Noah preached the Unity of 
Allah for a longest period with great patience. Hence the Holy Quraan has a special Sura in his 
good name. 

Hadhrut Nuuh Aly-hi Salaam (A.S.) is considered Adam the 2nd who preached his 
nation for 950 years to be pious, righteous and straightforward believers, but they rejected him. 
Hadhrut Noah A.S. was so obedient, submissive and sincere devotee to Allah Almighty with high 
integrity and no compromise on Divine Unity. He preached the same Divine message to his 
nation for centuries. Therefore, he is an ideal of Allah for all the preachers and a Divine model of 
patience, tolerance and perseverance. 

His nation was completely washed by the great deluge but he was saved in his Ark 
alongwith his selectees. This great flood (tempest) completely sweeped all the human beings 
including his disobedient wife and adamant son. A new start of human generation took place 
from him. So he is 2nd Adam to revive humanity from his own personality. Prophet Noah A.S. 
is a symbol of perpetual preaching of piety, a steadfast motivation to righteousness and a 
confident education of straightforwardness. As such he was a great friend of Allah S.W.T. He 
constantly inculcated the unity of the Almighty and persuaded his nation from one generation to 
their many next progeny to believe in One Allah. He perpetually continued his daily mission 
without being frustrated for his continued rejection by his nation. He repeatedly conveyed them 
the revelations of Allah with full confidence. in the long run Allah asked him to make the Ark 
and then motivated him to submit to his wrath his nation to be sweeped by the great deluge. In 
the end of this Sura as a last resort measure he had to submit to the Command of Allah to 
completely perish his nation which did not pay any heed to his steadfast preaching for so long 
duration. However, his persuasion to reality of Allah Almighty presents a good modality to 
remain steadfast to invite people to righteousness and piety. 

Therefore, Noah A.S. deserves to be allocated the title of the Sura of the Holy Quraan to 
keep his services on this great Divine Scripture for ever. His last supplication is so moving that 
he submitted to Allah to forgive him, as well as his parents and confer His kindness to the 
Muslims, the believer men and women of the house of faithfuls, except the falsifiers. 

2. Constitution : 

This Sura has 28 verses, 224 words and 989 letters. 
3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in the Holy city 
of Makkah-tull-Mukarramah. 

4. Objectives/Message/Context : 

Prophet Noah A.S. (Noah) came as a wamer to his people to repeatedly persuade them to : 

(i) Worship only One Allah with devotion; 

(ii) Adopt piety and righteousness with integrity; and 

(iii) _ Believe on what the Prophet (Noah) preached. 

___ All this was to uphold the standards of truthfulness and the Divinely prescribed goodness 

which confers the blessings of Allah. This Sura assured the Holy Prophet S.A.W. that what he 

had to face the hands of the Makkah disbelievers was similar type of opposition as was faced by 

Prophet Noah A.S. but he continued his Preachings. 

S. Gist of the Text 

(A) Section one establishes how Prophet Noah A.S. continued his mission of inculcation to‘his 
nation to take them out of neglectfulness in the worship of Allah. He persuaded to make 
them pious to get the best rewards herein. He perpetually motivated them that if they 
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accepted his advice they could get the best bounties of Allah Hereafter. 

(B) Section two shows how Prophet Noah was dejected after so long preachings and submitted 
to Allah to punish them, instead. The elders of his nation were all together so negative, 
boastful and rebellious that they instigated others to reject Noah. They increased their 
disobedience to indulge in misdeeds and committed seriously prohibited acts. 

So Hadhrut Noah had to submit to Allah to destroy them by a great deluge. 

6. Siguificant Verses: 


(i) Verse 4 - Allah gives respite to forgive the sins of the relentfuls. If someone 
does not mend He leaves such one to face the consequences. 

(ii), Verse 5 - Inculeation to persuade wrong-doers to piety should be continued 
day and night. 

Gui) Verse 28 - Islam prescribes the praying for the forgiveness of (even the 


disbelieving) parents, welfare of self and the betterment of personal 
family as the best practice of the Prophets. 
7. Conclusion: 

The preaching of the religion with mission, repeated persuation and steadfas! motivation 
of the rejectors and disbelievers, despite of their tough opposition, is a Prophetc practice. 
Sinners and wrong doers continue to resent the inculcation of piety by the righteous personages 
and the saintly friends of Allah. But it must be continued with integrity and so perfectly as duty 
from Allah Almighty for the welfare of humanity. 


SURA LXXII — AL-JINN 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura is based on the term “Jinn” which is in its Verse 1. Jinn is the un- 
usual type creature created out of fire free of smoke as in Verse 15 of Sura (LV) AR-RAHMAAN. 
This Sura (LV) Verses 33, 39, 56 and 74 as well as other Suras (Hood, Aa’-raaf, Sajdah, Hijr, 
Zariyaat, Un-Nass) have clear mention of Jinns as Allahis ereature, who can be faithful and 
unfaithful. Sura AHQAAF-Verses 29 and 32 have a special mention of Jinns. Three types of 
creatures worship Allah and are duty bound to be always pertinent to remember Allah, establish 
His glory and submit to Him in complete humility as good believers : 

(i) Mankind created out of clay consist on four elements. Human beings have the body 

which can be seen by naked eyes due to these elements—soil, water, air and fire; 

(ii) The spiritual creature Angels being the most pious and the sacred souls from light of 

Allah (pure Noor) cannot be seen, in any case; and 

(iii) The other unseen creature created from smokeless fire is as follows . 

(a) the satan is the most rebellious, sinful, disgruntled, full of misdeeds and 
lewdness, and all the bad-acts. Satan has agents amongst men and jinns. Satan 
and Jinns being from smokeless fire cannot be seen; and 

(b) the Jinns are from smokeless fire, as in Sura Aa’-raaf Verse 12, Sura Hijr Verses 
26, 27 and Sura Rahmaan Verse 15. They cannot be seen by normal eyes of 
human beings. Jinns can be believers and unbelievers. 

2.  Jinns as Creature: 

The title of this Sura makes the Jinns as a sure creature of Allah S.W.T. They have been 
receiving revelations from the Holy Prophet S.A.W. He preached them Islam as in this Sura and 
elsewhere in the Hoiy Quraan. Six different occasions have been recorded by the most righteous 
companions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. when he preached the Jinns. But they have no concern 
with mankind and men have no impacts from them. Therefore, mankind generally have no 
precise idea of existence of Jinns. Some of the skeptical learned scholars of Islam also think that 
this Sura is based on Divine imagination about this non-existent imagery creature. 

The title of this Sura as Sura Jinn is the most appropriate to show that basically the Holy 
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Prophet S.A.W. is the blessing for the entire creature in the universe including the world of the 
Jinns. Jinns, as such, in light of the Holy Quraan are not at all an imaginative creature or any 
hallucination but they are a definite Divine reality. 

We cannot see the fire and gas element within our own body as’a part and parcel of our 
four elements to keep our human existence intact. We cannot see Oxygen, being most important 
to our life. We cannot present any formal caricature, picture or cartoon of our thinking, self - 
dejection, grief, feelings, inner senses, perceptions, reactions, gestures, imagination, senses, ego, 
super-ego, imagery, good or bad idea about the things and most of the spiritual or dreamy 
experiences. We feel drowsy and sleepy but we cannot show the real shape of such resting 
pleasure except our body lying or senselessly reclining. We have sixth sense and perceive many 
things by our special logic. None of these are visible but are the facts of life. 

Most of the outer world scientific phenomena of great truth also cannot be seen or 
physically cannot be felt. There is air, heat, coldness, sweetness, bitterness, saltishness, abuses 
of a person, so lovely and sweet expressions of a lover, spoken words, hot words etc. etc. All these 
are tasted and felt but never seen. In the same manners Jinns are a great reality with their own 
world. They have their own jurisdiction and territory of survival as creature of Allah which we 
cannot see with our naked eyes and cannot feel with touch of our hands. They are subject to 
human control as inferior creature, if human beings get in themselves the best Divine insight by 
superior worship to Allah and best remembrance of the Sustainer. 

Therefore, the Jinn as the title of this Sura proves that Jinns are the creature of true 


reality from Allah Almighty. 
3. Constitution ; 
This Sura has 28 Verses. 


4. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed upor the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in the holy City 
of Makkab-tull-Mukarramah. 

5. Objectives/Message/Context : 

There are some perfect truths of Allah like the Jinns which belong to the spiritual world. 
They may come to perception or contact of saintly human beings but are seen in reality by the 
Prophets with their glorious Divine eyes. When the human beings become dead stones to listen 
to the universal realities some supernatural and hidden forces help the Prophets of Allah in their 
great mission assigned to them by Rubbul Aalameen. The Holy Prophet, S.A.W. alongwith his 
so humble companions was badly humiliated, frustrated and rejected by the Makki pagans. He 
took his Divine mission to Ta-iff city but he was given the highest torture there physically 
throwing him out of that city, maltreating and beating him almost to death. When he came to 
his senses he was asked by Allah that He wants that the people of Ta-iff city should be crushed 
in between the two lofty mountains around that city. The Holy Prophet being the Rehmatull-lil- 
Aalameen (the Divine vlessing for the Universe) submitted to Allah to save them that their next 
generations may embrace Islam and help in the cause of Allah's religion. (To-day the same Ta- 
iff is the Summer capital of Saudi Arabia to serve best the cause of Islam in the entire world). 
This supplication of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was the profoundest submission in humility which 
was never offered by any Prophet for his so cruel adversaries. 

In the same Valley during the same hours of great pain (greatest than that faced by all the 
Prophets of Allah) he was reciting the Holy Quraan which was listened by Jinns of that 
uninhabited valley. They embraced Islam. When the Holy Prophet S.A.W. returned to Makkah 
some hidden forces started to work for him. A group of Madina people came to Makkah who 
Priie A Fare utmost love and great respect. This became the starting point of spread of 

After two years of this great event the Holy Prophet S.A.W. entered the city of Madina 


with his permanent migration from Makkah makin i i 
, S per ; g Madina the world centre of Islamic 
internationalism within next few years. 
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. Gist of the Text : 7 

(A) — Section one of the Sura states that a group of Jinna was so impressed by listening to the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. reciting the Holy Quraan. They ‘motivated the rest of Jinns 
brotherhood about the truth of the Holy Quraan. They were ready to accept the faith in 
one Allah S.W.T. It appears from these Verses that most of Jinns embraced Islam. They 
were boastful of their secret news from heavens. Most of the Jinns became truthful 
Muslims. People have been instructed to believe in One Allah to get bounties of the 
Almighty as believers and get saved from His punishment becoming true practising 
Muslims. 

(B) Section two states that the Prophet is only concerned to convey the revelations of Allah 
S.W.T. and set his personal example of piety and purity. People should worship only One. 
Allah and follow the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) in all their affairs. 

7.  Siguificant Verses: 


(i) Verse 2 - dinns accepted the truth of the Holy Quraan. 

(ii) Verse 6 - Some men take Jinns as their helpers but Jinns before them. 

(iii) Verse 8 - dinns try to climb upto sky but flaming fire of the burning stars 
sends them back. 

(iv) Verse 14 - Those who submit to Allah achieve the right path. 

(v) Verse 18 - Mosques are places of worship of Allah. Never invoke anyone 
with Allah. 

(vi) Verses 26, 27 - Allah bestows the hidden knowledge about His mysteries to His 
Prophets. 


8. Conclusion : 

The Jinns, are also created by Allah. They can listen and learn the Holy Quraan. Some of 
them who embraced Islam on the hands of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. became sincere Muslims. 
They are mysterious visionary force of Allah S.W.T. who can be useful to His Prophets and 
saintly people for pious purpose as believer Jinns. 


SURA LXXIII — AL-MUZAMMILL (WRAPPED IN GARMENTS) 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura is based on the opening word “Muzammill” It means wrapped in 
garments of Prophethood. Allah Suubhanaho Wa Ta’aala (S.W.T.) addresses the Holy Prophet 
Sallallaho Alyhe Wassalam S.A.W. as His most beloved Messenger with his Divinely attributed 
beauuful name Muzammill. The personal name of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is Muhammad but 
Allah S.W.T. has assigned him 99 great titles in the Holy Quraan containing profoundest 
characteristics in him, par excellent than all the Prophets of the past. 

Human beings usually assign beautiful alternate names to their loved ones to maintain the 
respect and sanctity of their personal names being so exalted. This is to show their inner 
attachment to that personage by special good names to address politely, beautifully and lovely 
such dear ones. 

Thus for the sanctity of the personal name of the Holy Prophet as Muhammad, S.A.W. 
and to assign him the highest Divine respectfulness Allah S.W.T. addresses him by his best 
attribute of Muzammill as he always kept himself wrapped in over-sheet garments for his 
modesty. Islam attaches great importance to wrap the human body with pious garments to the 
prescribed extent. This is urgent to maintain the sanctity of male and female body chastity of the 
Muslims. As such title of this Sura not only appreciates the wrapping-up of human body for all 
Muslims but makes it a universally unchangeable pattern of Muslim wearings, garments, 
suitings and clothings. Therefore, this title of the Sura as MUZAMMILL for this purpose is so 
perfect. 

Every Prophet on the Day of Judgement will be worried about himself but the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. on that Day will be concerned for the forgiveness of his Omma (saying Ya Rubbi 
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Ommati) to bring every one under his umbrella of Rehmat. Muzammill type Prophethood sheet 

of his being the Allah's Blessing exalts him above all the Prophets. His blessings will cover the 

entire human race when brought to Justice. This Sura is of great spiritual value to the pious 
people and Auolia Allah (friends of Allah) who have profoundest love with the Holy Prophet 

S.A.W. Therefore, most of them keep themselves wrapped-up in similar sheet garments as were 

used bythe Holy Prophet S.A.W. 

2. Constitution: 

This Sura has 20 Verses, 285 words and 838 letters. 

3. Revelation: 

It is basically a revelation of Allah S.W.T. during the Makki period of the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. But scholars do prove that its first Section was revealed at Makkah but 2nd Section was 
revealed in Madina. 

4. Objectives/Message/Context : 

The total contents of this Sura are the lovely address of Allah S.W.T. to His beloved 
Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. to give him options, concessions, rest, respite and relief in his 
stupendous, most insightful and totally devoted worship of Allah. His recitation of the Holy 
Quraan in a very rhythmic way has been made a standard of Quraanic readings by all the 
faithfuls. The Holy Prophet's Prayer is the ideal for all the Muslims as a Divine Model for ever 
as he is the final Messenger. The spiritual humility of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in worship to 
Allah S.W.T. is so dear to Him that Allah wants it to be adopted by all the followers of 
Muhammad S.A.W. That model of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. has been presented by Allah in this 
Sura showing his wrapping as precept for sincere devotion in his high standard Prayer. 

The great scholars, the best devotees and the sincerest friends of Allah in humility treat 
this Sura as the highest in spirituality. It is repeatedly recited by Muslims for nearness to Allah 
Almighty following the Holy Prophet’s greatest personality as ideal of piety for the entire 
humanity to Eternity. As such this Sura with its most appropriate title Muzammill is most 
pertinent up to every believer. 

5. Gist of the Text: 

(A) Section one of the Sura addresses the Holy Prophet S.A.W. with his great title of being 
wrapped-up in the modest garments of piety. He is given the option of the mode of 
offering his voluntary late night prayer Tahaj-jud, at his convenience. But his-recitation of 
the Holy Quraan with best rhythm is so dear to Allah that it is made obligatory for every 
body. The early morning remembrance of Allah and remaining patient are the noblest. 
The disbelievers will be severely punished who do not accept Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. 
as truthful. Those who deny him will be totally condemned. 

(B) Section two states that establishing sincerest Salaat (Muslim Prayer), paying Zakaat 
(compulsory dues for the have nots), interest free loan to the needy, participation in 
Jehaad (struggle to establish truth) and seeking bounties of Allah gets greater rewards 


and grace of Almighty Allah.

(iii) Verses 11,12 - Severe penalty and fire will bind the deniers of truthfulness of the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
(iv) Verse 20 - Recitation of the Holy Quraan, doing Jehaad (fighting in the way 


of Allah), establishing Salaat (Muslim Prayer), paying Zakaat 

(compulsory dues) and interest free loan to Allah (spending on 

es people), are the best acts to get best rewards from Allah 
.W.T. 
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7. Conclusion : 

Sura Muzammill is a great spiritual Sura describing the life patterns of the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. by his most graceful Divine title. His wearings and sheet wrappings are so dear to Allah 
that it is model of pious dressing. The believers must follow his model in all respects according to 
his practices to become pious, peaceful and righteous to bring peace to humanity with piety, 
sincerity and humility. 


SURA LXXIV — AL-MUDDATHIR 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura is based on the term AL-MUDDATHIR in its Verse one. It means the 
Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. lying down and sitting in his chamber, engaged in remembrance of 
Allah S.W.T. Muddathir means establishing Muslim Prayer with great patience. After the 
continued revelation of the Holy Quraan preached by him for some time behind the door he was 
directed to deliver the message publicly and proclaim the glory of Allah, openly. The Oneness of 
Allah and the Unity of Divinity be established to believers in public. Worship of One Allah must 
be established and the worship of idols must be rejected. Not only in the Ka‘aaba but also 
elsewhere in the world the Quraanic preachings were made public with the dedication of the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. rejecting the conventional and ancestral customs of paganism and 
infidelity. 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W., being the last Messenger of Allah and His Ideal for humanity 
upto Eternity, is Divinely motivated through this Sura to come out with his most pious 
personality to persuade the people to make them righteous, truthful ar humble devotees of 
Allah. Inculcation of the revelations of the Holy Quraan has the greatest ple. sure of Allah. This 
is how his followers are required to preach in the fodtprint of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 

The title of the Sura itself shows that during the early stages of the receipt of revelations of 
the Holy Quraan it was kept secret to a few believers who became sincere Muslims and also 

‘ started to establish Prayer closed door. So here in this Sura the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was 
directed to rise-up publicly and deliver the Divine warning of the Quraan openly establishing the 
glory of Allah sincerely. His personal model of piety with patience and constant preaching of 
truth was prescribed for the entire Omma for all times to come. 

In this way Al-Muddathir is Divine direction to unfold the truth making public the 
message of the Holy Quraan. Muddathir thus enables the believers to act upon the Shariah 
openly to attract the disbelievers, idolators, and infidels to pious actions and righteousness by the 
truth of Islam.

3. Revelation: 

This is a Sura which was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Almighty Allah in the 
holy city of Makkah.

The basic subjects of this Sura contain the divine directions to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to

‘ Muslim. Then after Qiyamah a permanent life in the eternal world will start in the Paradise or

: _ This Sura specially has been given the title of Al-Qiyamah to keep this article of the 
i Muslims supreme. The Muslims keep supreme in their minds that the establishment of the Day 
1 of Resurrection 's as sure as the existence of mankind itself and death which never can be 
\ avoided by any one. The Sura starts from Divine surety that when a man repents and becomes 
' obedient and humble he achieves the reward of Almighty Allah by piety and righteousness.

doe a . has the power to give birth. Similarly He has the power to give re-birth after 
kene, e Day of Resurrection 's a great reality from Ailah Almighty to take all'the human 
rings to accounts.

The title of this Sura fits its entire subject matter which is totally about the establishment 
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of the Day of Resurrection. 
2. Constitution ; 

This Sura has 40 Verses, 199 word and 692 letters. 
3. Revelation : 

This is the Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet in the city of Makkah. 
4. Ohbjectives/Message/Context : 

The disbelievers, idolators and the infidels were not at all convinced about the 
establishment of the Day of Resurrection. They had coined many justifications against the 
Qneness of Allah. When man dies, how it will be possible to re-create him from the dust? 
Almighty Allah in this Sura assures that it is a great truth that when everything was created by 
Allah, He will re-create in the similar way the dead human beings. 

Therefore, the arrogance of the evil people should be shunned and they should get sure 
that even smallest limb of human being will be re-crdated. All these limbs of the human beings 
will witness against the Nafrull Ammara-the motivative self of that person. Nobody will be 
excused on the Day of Judgement for the disbelief we. rejection of truth. On that day the 
disbelieving people will be rejected and made to enter hell for not accepting the reality of every 
thing bestowed to them by Allah. Why they did not spend something in His way on the needy 
and not having established the Prayer. The man is from mean sperm drop which is made by 
Allah a crown creature and a special entity. Similarly Allah will fashion the dead ones from the 
graves on the Day of Resurrection. 

5. Significant Verses: 
(i) Verse2  - (Nafsill Lauwama) the teapproaching/repenting self of man is dear to 
Allah. 

(ii) Verse3 - Sun and moon will merge together (on Day of Resurrection).

Miseries and the happiness of the human beings depend on their self actions. Phe Arabs 
thought that it is the time which makes anybody pious or impious and subject to destruction. 
But time is with Allah and Allah keeps the time. Time is Divine creation and creatures go by the 
time. There is nothing eternal in this world. No force changes the course of the self conscious 
human beings. It is the man who has to change himself. It is the human option to contract piety 
or indulge in evil deeds. 
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The whole Sura points out to the human beings that they were created from nothingness 


‘+ t9 be crown creation over every thing. Therefore, human beings should always be grateful to 


Allah. The Dry is to be established on which the wrong doers will face the consequences of their 
misdeeds but those who remain righteous will get full reward. Such people feed the orphans, the 
have-nots and the prisoners in the love of Allah Almighty. They will be forgiven their wrongs 
and bestowed the Paradise to enjoy blessings therein. Man must up-keep the remembrance of 
Allah and ect upen His Commands. Allah knows everything and those who are cruel will be 
punished. 

Title of the Sura ‘‘Ad-Dahr” includes everything pertinent from birth of human beings to 
their death and rebirth on the Day of Resurrection. Day of Judgement will then be established 
to account the deeds of all the people. In this way this Sura explains the flow of time under the 
Command of Allah. Therefore, it should be taken seriously to make the self of a man grateful 
and humble. Establishing Prayer and helping the fellowmen will get rewards Hereafter.

The Sura has 31 Verses, 240 words and 1050 letters. 
3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet in the city of Makkah. 
4.  Objectives/Message/Context : 

The human beings are being reminded in this Sura about their original nature. Their 
birth is from a drop mingled with a sperm. It is strange enough that they rejected Allah Who is 
their Creator. They also reject the truth of the revelations of Allah. Only the righteous people 
will be rewarded for their piety of helping the needy and establishing the prayer for piety as well 
as the remembrance of Allah Almighty. Allah will bestow them all the bounties in the Paradise 
with a great drink of Salsabeel- a fountain in the Paradise which has no parallel. It will give 
permanent freshness. Those who act upon the Commands of Allah and celebrate His glory, day 
and night, will enjoy best Divine bounties. But the rejectors and wrong doers wil! be punished 
with severe punishment. 

5. Significant Verses : 

(i) Verse 2 - Allah has made the man from sperm drop. 

sa, Verse3  - Allah shows the way and tests whether someone is grateful or 

ungrateful. 

(iii) Verse 8 - The righteous feed the people in need, orphans and prisoners. 

(iv) Verse 12 - Only the patients will be rewarded. 

(v) Verse 23 - The Quraan was revealed by stages.

fi tide of this Sura has ‘been derived from the word Muursalaat in its first Verse. It 
pain e winds which are sent in sequence to perish everything. There are winds which bring 
xygen for enimate and inanimate (plants) life on earth and fertilize everything to life. Winds 
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bring rain which take soil from the mountains and water for all type of greenery germination and 
growth. But there are another type of winds which bring tornado, cyclones and disruptive type 
of fluods to destroy everything There are winds which uproot to scatter everything not to join 
again But there are winds which separate grain from the chaff and bring fresh air for human 
Ife and agrarian productiviy 

Here the word Muni suluat has been used to describe such winds which are sent forth one 
after the other not only for profit of man but also to sweep away everything violently. So the title 
includes the beneficial, gentle and the air in the human service as well as the devastating, 
destroying and uprooting winds. 

Allah Almighty Commands the violent winds and the gentle air. But on the Last Day it 
will bring greatest torture for the reectors. Verse 15 reads in Arabic “wy-lyn yauma-ee-zyn"... 
meaning—Ah woe is on those who reject the truth. It has been repeated ten mes in 50 Verses 
of this Sura which is clear warning importance for those who disbelieve and who do not accept 
the truth of the revelations of Allah and do not follow the teachings of the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W. 

Therefore, the title of this Sura relates to the power of Allah in the fresh air as life line for 
human beings. The same is then converted into a wind which becomes great destroyer. Allah’s 
Divine Majesty can use air favorably for human beings or for punishment of the rejectors. 

2. Constitution : 

This Sura has 50 Verses, 180 words and 816 letters 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the holy city of Makkah. 

4. Ohjectives/Message/Context : 

Almighty Allah assures in the name of many of His truthful Signs that the Day of 
Resurrection is to be established. Then Allah Almighty has described the dreadful scene on the 
Day of Resurrection. Man is bound for remembrance of Allah but does not sincerely worship 
Him. Therefore, he is thrown out of the protection of Allah to face penalty. Whatever the men 
enjoy from the bestowments of Allah is to be faced by them on the Day of Judgement. Their 
misdeeds, disbelief, sinfulness and whatever cruelties they commit here will be brought before 
them Hereafter for judicious award of punishment. Only the righteous believers who follow the 
foot-prints of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. will get all the bounties of Allah in the eternal hfe due to 
their piousness. 

Allah has repeatedly condemned the attitude of the disbelievers for rejecting the truth. 
The people who are disbelievers should realize their faults to save themselves from punishment 
in Hereafter. Only those who believe and bow to Allah will be rewarded.

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SURA LXXVIII — UN-NABAA‘ (THE NEWS) 


1.‘ Title: 

The title of this first Chapter of the last part of the Holy Quraan is ““Un—Nabaa‘” which 
means the great news of a great event. his is the supreme Divine message about the 
establishment of the Day of Judgement. Everybody remains anxious to know more and more 
about everyone and every thing. Human beings urge fresh news for every event. 

This Sura points out that the greatest news that human beings should expect, urge, aspire 
and wait for is the news about the approaching of the Last Day. So the human beings should 
become pious, righteous and straightforward. The news about the Day of Resurrection and the 
establishment of the Day of Judgement are the greatest Divine news to be expected by everyone. 
Such information will be very important as rea] truth than any daily human news, anxiously 
received by them from electronic or print media. Much of daily news may be mere falsehood, 
self-contradictory and illusion. But this Divine news will be real truth. 

Thus the title of this Sura as Un-Nabaa’ is the most appropriate as thé urgent Divine 
News of pure reality for the entire humanity from Allah Almighty about the life after death in 
Eternity in the hell /Paradise. 

2. Constitution: : 

Its forty one Verses consist of 173 words containing 970,letters. 

3. ‘Revelation: 

It is an early Makki Sura to explain to the adamant disbelievers the circumstances leading 
to the Last Day and the establishment of the Day of Judgement. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

This Sura presents great message as supreme news about life after death. The Sura 
reveals with full force that the Day of Resurrection is definitely to be established to bring to 
accounts the misdeeds of the disbelievers, arrogants, idolators and infidels to get severe 
punishment. The believers will get definite rewards for their pious and righteous deeds. The 
Holy Quraan is the Last Message of Allah prescribing Allah’s ideal on the pattern of the Holy 
Prophet S. A. W. It must be accepted by all humanity for peaceful prosperity. The life pattern of 
Allah’s Model in the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. is the universal truth to be followed by 
the believers to get reward on the Day of Judgement. 

5. Summary: 

(A) Verses 1 to 5 explain the Divine method of communicating the top news. 

(B) Verses 6 to 16 explain to humanity the bounties of Allah Almighty demanding pious deeds 
from all the human beings. 

(C) Complete destruction of the universe, then Resurrection of the human beings for eternal 
life after death and the establishing of the Day of Judgement has been stressed. These are 
the basic articles of faith for the believers falsified by the disbelieving infidels, idolators, 
atheists and so called seculars. This has been discussed from Verses 17 to 40. 

6. Importance: 

This is the first Sura of the last Part to describe the creation of the universe since the First 
Day and its destruction on the Last Day. After the Resurrection the Day of reward to the 
ae and punishment to the wrong doers and disbelievers will be established with fullest 

ce. 

7. Significant Verses : 


Gi) Verse 11 - Day has been created for economic activities. 

(ii) Verse 12 - All the seven heavers have been set by Allah. 

(iii) Verses 14 to 16- Allah sends rains for growth of food grains, vegetables, gardens and 
all] the greenery.

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8. Conclusion: 

This Sura presents the sum total of what a man earns herein for the award/reward 
Hereafter. The Sura affirms the great Divine news about the Last Day and the Day off 
Resurrection. The Sura describes the power of Allah for creation and sustenance of everything 
He has the power for the destruction of everything. It will be well known on the Day of 
Judgement who was right and who was wrong. 


SURA LXXIX — UN-NAZI'AAT (THE DRAGGERS) 

ls Title: 

The name of the Sura Un-Nazi’aat has been derived from a word in ite first Verse. It 
means the draggers, the Angels who will push the disbelievers to hell on the Last Day. The 
castigators who had been denying the truth are to be sent to hell and awarded severe 
punishment on the Day of Judgement. 

2. Constitution: 

Its 46 Verses consist of 197 words which contain 758 letters. 

3. Revelation; . 

It was revealed after Sura Nabaa‘ as an early Makki Sura in the Holy City of Makkah- 
tull—Mukarrama. 

4. Objectives/Message: 

(A) The basic objective of this Sura from Verses 1 to 27 is to re-stress disbelievers the facts 
about the Day of Resurrection, which is the most inevitable to be established. It will be 
the most dreadful event for the idolators, atheists, non-Muslims, infidels and disbelievers, 
Allah Almighty explains how after total destruction the grand Resurrection will take place. 

(B) Allah knows when such most devastating Hour will be established as stated in Verses 34 
to 46. None can establish the Last Day except Allah. 

(C) This Message conveyed by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is perfect and must be taken for 
granted by everyone to be pious, righteous, sincere and practising believer. Only the 
righteous ones will get reward on the Day of Judgement as indicated in Verses 28 to 33 of 
this Sura. 

5. Significant Verses: 

(i) Verses 10,11,13 & 14- Disbelievers say that the rotton bones of the dead cannot come 

to life. But it will be done by Allah by commissioning a 
dreadful resounding voice. Everyone will then be given life to 
account for on the Day of Judgement. 


(ii) Verse 35 - On the Day of Judgement every one will be anxious to know 
about their good or bad deeds. ' 

(ili) Verses 37 to 39 - The rebellious will be thrown in the hell. 

(iv) Verses 40 & 41 - The pious who keep the self in restraint will get the Paradise. 

(v) Verses 42 to 46 - The Day of Resurrection will be established on the fixed Hour. 


It will definitely come soon. People will claim that they stayed 
in this world for a day or two. 
6. Conclusion : 

This Sura stresses human beings to realize that everyone will die and then the Day of 
Resurrection will bring everybody to accounts. Everyone should firmly believe to face the Day of 
Judgement. Therefore, real preparation for that Day is herein by good deeds, piety and 
righteousness as preached by the Holy Quraan and inculcated by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
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SURA LXXX — ABASA (HE FROWNED) 
1. ‘Title: 

The title of this Sura is “Abasa”, which means “he frowned”. It has been derived from the 
first word of its first Verse. Some critics construe that this Sura shows the disapproval of Allah 
for the uncalled for reaction of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. against his so sincere companion, who 
was blind and a handicap. It is not at all so because in light of Sura Najam (53:3) the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. never inhaled even the fresh air without the Will of Allah. So this reaction of 
frowning of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is also a great lesson for the followers to keep normal 
attitude for the people who are sincere in their purpose and noble mission. 

Precious time of the pious personages should not be wasted in the futile exercise to 
motivate hostile boastful rejectors, disbelievers and enemies of Islam. The faithfuls who remain 
submissive to Allah and His Holy Prophet S.A.W. must get full attention. 

The title of this Sura is most educative for the Muslims to be normal with their 
companions in their pious persuits. It also indicates how the Prophets and friends of Allah 
remain under the Divine umbrella in each moment how notice is taken for everyone's slightest 
actions and reactions. 

2.  Coystitution: 

Its 42 Verses consist of 1380 words which contain 333 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This is a mid Makki period revelation of Allah to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to preach the 
Muslims Islamic social etiquettes in get-togethers. 

4.  Objectives/Message: 

One day the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was in conversation with some idolator chiefs of 
Quraish, convincing and persuading them to accept the truth of Islam. A blind companion of the 
Holy Prophet, S.A.W., Abdullah Bin Omme Maktoom, R.A. -Radhi Allah ho Ta’aala Unho—Allah 
Almighty is please with him- came to see him at the same time. He stressed, with full sincerity 
to get information and personal guidance about the practices of the Islamic faith. The Holy 
Prophet, S.A.W. was disturbed at his repeated interruption. He frowned and did not attend to 
this call of the blind companion. So this Sura was revealed as a Divine guidance in such 
situations. 

In this Sura the Muslims are told that a man’s importance is not to be judged from status, 
personal pressure or riches but by the love he/she has for Allah and His last Prophet, S.A.W. 

Real status in Islam is assigned to such a Muslim who wants to learn the Holy Quraan and 
Suunnah of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) to be more pious and active in Islamic pattern of life with 
self perfection on the foot-prints. 

This Sura attaches a great importance to take care of the handicap persons and the 
destitutes. The blinds being the most deprived in daily activities need special care of Muslims as 
inculcated by this Sura. This blind companion, later on, became the best preacher for female 
Muslims in Makkah He also became the first preacher in Madina, before the migration of the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. there. This poor blind companion was so exalted in status by the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. in Madina that he became twice Deputy Governor while the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. went out of Madina for defensive wars. He lead for 19 times the congregation prayers in 
place of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. He often was allowed to say the Aazaan, a loud call for Prayer, 
at least once daily 

In Islam blinds and handicaps get top social care with special state cover for their 
education, maintenance and day to day life affairs. Today hundreds of thousands blind Muslims 


are the Hoofaaz-e-Quraan (who have learnt it by heart). They are very respectful persons in 
each Muslim community for their such great capability.

Summary: 

Verses 1 to 16, once for all, establish that a Muslim who loves Allah and His Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. and seeks Islamic knowledge for pious practice enjoys top respect in the Muslim 
social order. It is neither the wealth nor riches or political power which have any 
superiority in the Islamic religious order. It is neither the personality cult nor the social 
status, or the physical force which make somebody important in Islam. It is the love of 
Islamic learning for pious practices which is of prime importance in an Islamic culture. 
Continued attachment to the message of Islam is paramount to Allah so that Muslims may 
act upon the life pattern of His beloved last Messenger S.A.W. as His best Ideal. 

Some commentators have construed that up to Verse 6 there is severe warning to the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. It is rather a permanent Divine injunction to assign a top priority to those 
who approach to learn [slam and Prophet’s patterns. 

This Sura also gives Divine authentication about the Holy Quraan as the pure revelation 
of Al.sighty Allah. Had these been the words of Muhammad, Sallallah ho Alyhe 
Wassallam, (Allah's Blessings and salutation on him-S.A.W.), as wrongly contended by 
some non-Muslim scholars, he never could have used such a harsh attitude, and tough 
words against himself in such ever living great Scripture. He never could have recorded 
his personal re-actions in this universal Divine writing of great importance. Therefore, 
only this Sura is enough to prove that each lettter of the Holy Quraan is the Divine 
revelation. 

These Verses also are the Divine standards of assigning priority in get-togethers to those 
who seek knowledge in love of Allah and His Holy Prophet S.A.W. 

Verses 17 to 32 give description of bestowments of Allah to mankind. Verses 33 to 42 
explain the state of the Day of Resurrection as a basic article of Muslim faith. 

Significant Verses : 

(i) Verses12&13 - The Quraan is the most respected divine Scripture 


(ii) Verse 17 - Human beings loose credits when they become ungrateful (to 
Allah). 

(iii) Verses 19& 20 - Why man is created out of a mean drop and then perfected on 
the right path. 

(iv) Verse 23 - Why man does not act as directed (by Allah and the Holy 
Prophet). 

(v) Verses 24to32 - Allah gives food, fruits, vegetables and bounties to human beings 


from the dead soil made fertile by rain from Him. Animals also 
get fodder from earth and become useful to human beings. 

(vi) Verses 33 to 42 - The Last Hour will be established when no near and dear will be 
helpful. The pious will rejoice but wrong doers will be dejected. 

Conclusion : 

The frowning of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) described in this Sura is itself a great proof 


that Quraan is the Word of Allah. Otherwise he (S.A.W.) would not have described his own 
condition so had it been his (S.A.W.) creative work. 


Sura Aabasa reflects the highest honour for the sincerest Muslims and the highest respect 


for the Holy Prophet S.A.W. Even the poor, simple and pious believers have full importance 
with people on the helm of affairs in Islam. As eternal principles the revelations of Allah are the 
best treasure of every Muslim. The bounties and mercies of Allah to man and man’s duty to 
Allah have been described. The pious have been assured the best rewards but the wicked will be 
definitely punished. 


Frowning is an inner psychological reaction of a person which appears on the forehead as a 


sign of disapproval of something. The sudden intervention of others may also astonish or 
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embarrass someone to frown. This Sura shows how Allah notices even such minutest inner 
behavioral patterns of the Prophets and guides them then and there. Allah as such has full 
record of everybody's every action/reaction, visible or unvisible. 


SURA LXXXI — UT-TAKVEER (THE FOLDING) 
1. Title: 

Title of this Sura has been derived from the word ‘“‘Takveer” in Verse one which means 
folding, withdrawing or perishing on the Last Day by a total disaster. This Sura also dercribes 
the dreadful scene of the Last Day after which the Day of Resurrection and the Day of 
Judgement will be established. 

2. Constitution: 

Its 29 Verses consist of 104 words which contain 530 letters. 
3 = Revelation : 

The Sura was revealed by Allah in early Makki period to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
preaching the Makkan infidels in his (S.A.W.) sincerest manners of inculcation. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

(A) Verses 1-13 discuss the condition of the universe on the Last Day. Then the Day of 
Resurrection will bring to life all the dead human beings. Then the Day of Judgement will be 
established to account the good deeds and misdeeds ofthe human beings. 

(B) Verses 14 to 29 set forth Allah Almighty’s perfect and repetitive Divine assurances with 
supreme authenticity that the holy Scripture (the Holy Quraan) is a pure Divine bestowment to 
«ne mankind as the last guidance of Allah through His last Ideal Prophet, Muhammad S.A.W. 
The Holy Quraan is the profoundest treasure of knowledge and the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is the 
best model for humanity upto Eternity. 

The Sura stresses the disbelievers with full force the realities of the delicate, sensitive and 
compulsory article of faith to each Muslim about the Day of Resurrection. This enables the 
believers to defend themselves against satans’ adverse effects. Men can achieve required 
standards of piety as prescribed in the Holy Quraan by Allah Almighty and practised by the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. as the best standard bearer for humanity. 

5. Significant Verses: 
(i) Verses 1to3 - Sun, Stars and mountains are to perish; 


(ii) Verse 14 - Every human self will know the value of the deeds done in this 
world. 
(iii) Verse 19 - Angel Gibreel is most honorable in true communications of the 


Quraan to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
The Quraan is a message for the entire universe; and 
The Will of Allah prevails as the Cherisher of the worlds.

6. Conclusion: 
The entire world with sun, stars and all the mountains are ultimately to break-up. 


Everyone will be responsible for their deeds herein. The Quraanic revelations are true 
communications from Allah for perfect human guidance and mankind’s welfare. 


SURA LXXXII — AL-INFITAAR (RENT ASUNDER) 
1. = Title: 

; The title of the Sura “‘Al-Infitaar” has been derived from its first Verse which means 
renting asunder into pieces and making everything particles of sand/ash. This is a situation of 
a Last Day when everything will perish from this universe. This is the Divine design to end-up 

the creatures along with the human beings. Then the human beings will be given life again to 
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be judged for their good or bad deeds on the Day of Judgement. 

2. Conatitution: 

29 Verses of this Sura consist of 80 words containing 327 letters. 

3. Revelation : 

This Sura was revealed by Allah S.W.A. upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. during his Makki 
period. 

4. Objectives/Message Context: 

(A) This Sura conveys from Verses 1 to 9 the Divine Message about the establishment of the 
Day of Resurrection. The Last Day will bring complete turmoil, total perishment and full 
destruction. The details of Resurrection Day have also been explained in previous Suras 
LXXVIII to LXXXI. 

The Day of Judgement will enable the righteous believers to get credit of all the right, 

good, pure, pious, and approved deeds with Allah's Mercy. The bad, impure, impious and 

disapproved omissions or commissions of human beings will be discredited for Divine 
punishment. 

(B) The Sura Verses 10 to 12 give details of the bounties, mercy and kindnesses of Allah 
Almighty to mankind. The two Angels, on the right and left of each person, as Divine 
Accountsmen are recording in the personal computers. Cassettes punching each good/bad 
deed of each one in permanent floppies as personal files for final accounts are under 
prepration and preservation. 

(C) This record will be played before everyone, as in Verses 13 to 19, to be awarded 
punishment in hell for sinfulness or reward to enter the Paradise. Supreme Order of the 
Day will be the Grand Order of Allah Almighty only. 

5. Significant Verses: 

(i) Verselto4 - The sky, stars, oceans and graves will be turned upside down (on 

. the Last Day). 

(ii) Verse5&6 - Every self will get accounts of self deeds. Then men will know why 

they remained aloof from Allah. 

(iii) Verses 11 & 12- The Divine Accountsmen (Kiramun Katibeen) record every deed of 

every human being. 

(iv) Verses 1314 - The righteous will be in the Paradise but the wrong doers will go to 

the hell. 

(v) Verse 19 - (On the Day of Judgement) only the Command of Allah will be 

supreme. 

6. Conclusion ; 

On the Last Day everything will be put upside down and totally smashed. All mankind 
will be resurrected and the deeds of the righteous people will be rewarded on the Day of 
Judgement. The true faithfuls of spirituality will get higher grades in the Paradise for life in 
Eternity. 


SURA LXXXIII — MOTATAFIFEN (THE DEFRAUDERS) 
L Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from the Quraanic term ‘“Motatafifeen", in its 
Verse one, meaning the defrauders or those who shorten the measures and sell things on 
fraudulent scales. 

2. Constitution: 
36 Verses of this Chapter consist of 169 words which contain 730 letters. 
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3. Revelation: ; 
This Sura was revealed by Allah upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in the mid Makki period to 
preach the traders, businessmen, sellers of services and commdities a judicious deal in daily give 
and take in view of the Divinely conducted-accounts on the Day of Judgement. 
4. Objectives/Message Context : 
(A) Verses 1 to 6 condemn, fraudulent deals and shortening of measures in scales. Scales are 
enhanced at the time of purchase of services and commodities in daily trade and commerce by 
cunning shopkeepers, commission agents, tradesmen and dealers. Same are fixed to decrease 
things while setting. This criminal act of such wrong doers will be accounted by Allah Almighty 
on the Day of Judgement. 
(B) Verses 7 to 17 describe the procedure of Divine adjudication of socio-economic misdeeds of 
the unjust, fraudulent, dishonest and deceiver tradesmen. Their such uneven dealings and daily 
mismanagements are precisely recorded, preserved and sealed by the Divine recorders to be 
aceounted for before Allah. The Wrong doers will be condemned to hell. 
(C) Verses 18 to 36 describe how faithfuls will be in a blissful life Hereafter in Paradise. They 
will be remorsefully envied by the wrong doers and dishonest people on that Day. 
This Sura also is relatively small one and has been placed by the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in 
the 30th Part of the Holy Quraan dealing with the scene of the Last Day before the Resurrection. 


_ Accounts of the human conducts on the Day of Judgemeht for award/reward Hereafter will start 


from wrongs of unjust balancing. 
5. Significant Verses : : 

(i) Verselto3 - Curse (of Allah) is on those who shorten scales while giving 

something to others but they get full measures for themselves. 

Gi) Verses7&8 - On the terrible Day of Resurrection all dead people will have to 

stand (in li.e after death) before the Sustainer of the universe.

Qora - the mother of 
cities.

(A) Verses 1 to 3 are the Divine assurances to state a great truth. Allah assures humanity in 
the name of the great citadel Makkah where the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was born as His 
Last Ideal.

The 15 Verses of the Sura consist of 54 words which contain 247 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

The Sura is a Makki revelation upon the Holy Prophet by Allah providing most objective 
inculcations about functioning of the human self. 
4. Objectives/Message/Summary : 

This Sura presents scientific analogy and objective reasoning about functioning of the 
psychology of the human self in human actions and reactions. The state of human self in 
gentleness and crookedness has been explained. Self purity leads a person to piety and inner 
sincerity leads to honesty. Impacts of inordinate self leading a person to imperfection and 
impurity of mind paving the way to dishonesty have been explained in psychological analysis. 

Individual, social, applied and clinical psychology analysis about human mind have been 
projected in Verses 7 to 10 with different stages of the functioning of human self. 

To explain this unpredictable but scientific phenomena of human behavior Allah Almighty 
has assured the truth of this fact by his 10 master piece creations in Verses 1 to 7. These are the 
sun, the sun-shine, the moon, the day light, the night, the sky, the sky Maker, the earth, the 
Being Who spread the earth as well as the human self itself. 

The Holy Quraan classifies human self as : 

(i) The inordinate self-Nafsul] Ammare-the self instigating a person to be deviant; . 

(ii) The repentive self-Nafsull Lauvama-the self making a person to feel dejected after 

doing wrong deeds; and 

(iii) The contented self-Nafsull Muutma-inna-the righteous, pious and saner self.

But the 
boastful Samood nation did not follow it and could not control their selves and were perished.

SURA XCII_ — AL-LYL (THE NIGHT) 
1. ‘Title: 


The title of the Sura is based on its first word “Al-Lyl” used in the first Verse, meaning 
the night, a very important natural phenomenon for fixed daily human resting and agricultural 
products ripening, sweating, maturing and preservation. This herein indicates each night of the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. full of his spiritual liaison with Allah by his sincere worship to Him. 

2. Constitution: 

21 Verses of this Sura consist of 71 words containing 310 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

It was revealed at Makkah by Almighty Allah upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W just in 
sequence to the previous Sura. 

4. Objectives/Message Context : 


(A) _ In Verses 1 to 3 of this Sura Allah assures in the names of the universal facts of dark night 
followed by the day light and in the name of the Creator Who gave birth to male and 
females, human and non-human as well as the animate and the in-animate creatures 

(B) Verse 4 states the fact that the man has been created for hard labour and continued 
struggle. 
Verses 5 to 7 indicate the net result of Prous struggle of each person in the right direction 
to earn honest livelihood. Such person goes ahead with sincerity to achieve righteousness 
and piety as a pattern of his/her individual psychology in the society in expected manners 
with honesty. Such ones also spend their honest earnings in the Name of Allah and will 
continue to be faithfully pious Only such righteous people will achieve Divine success 
with Almighty’s help. 

Verses 8 toll describe the attitude of the misers whom Allah bestows riches but they do 

not spend in His way to help their fellowmen as Allah’s creature. Such ones will be 

thrown in the hell. 


Verse 12 clarifies that guidance to achieve righteousness comes from Allah but human 
beings have a free choice to accept it and get exalted. 


(C) 
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(D) Verses 13 to 21 explain that the Last Day is known only to Allah. On the Day of 

Judgement it is He to award punishment to the wrong doers and reward the righteous, as 

His Divine prerogative. But His justice process will be solely based on the just accounts of 

the pious deeds of the righteous and the misdeeds of the sinfuls. 

5. Significant Verses: 

(i) Verses 5 to 7 - Whoso is charitable and fearful (of Allah) and sincerely testifies the 
truth will get the bliss. 

(ii), Verse 8 to 10 - Whoso is greedy and miser but thinks to be self-sufficient and tells 
lies will end-up; in miseries. 

(iii) Verses 18 to 21- Who spend (in way of Allah), increase in self-purification, they 
donot expect any favors from anyone, except to see the profoundest 
countenance of Allah. They will attain real satisfaction Hereafter. 

6. Conclusion : 

Human beings should learn lesson from the contrasts of the day and the night, the good 
and the bad deeds as well as the righteousness and crookedness. Those who strive and adopt the 
path of Allah get spiritual achievements to full satisfaction. 


SURA XCIII — UD-DHOHAA (THE EARLY DAY LIGHT) 
1. Title: : 

The title of this Sura has been derived from its first word “Dhohaa” meaning the early day 
light or the pre-sunshine day break glorious occassion. Dhohaa is also the great characteristic of 
the Holy Prophet S.A.W. who came as a Divine light to remove the darkness from humanity. 

2. Constitution: 

11 Verses of this Sura consist of 40 words which contain 172 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This is an early Makki Sura revealed by Allah upon the Holy Prophet to Divinely assure 
him the continuity of increased bestowments of Allah with abundance for all times after the Day 
of Judgement. Until he occupies the highest echelon of Muqaam-e-Mehmood (the most exalted 
Divine seat). 

4. Objectives/Message Context: 

During the Makki period of preaching of Islam by the Holy Prophet Muhammad Sallallaho 
Alyhe Wassallam-S.A.W. he became sick due to hectic struggle of projecting the truth of Islam 
with utmost use of his faculties. Allah’s Tauheed (Oneness) adopted by the monolithic religion of 
Islam was presented to educate, inculcate and motivate Makki pagans, infidels and disbelievers 
day and night to Divine light. He thus fell sick. He was so tired that as a compulsory rest he 
could not rise early for a few days. He also could not receive the Divine revelation of the Holy 
Quraan from Allah Almighty for some time. It was to impress him that it is not his duty to be so 
worried to make everyone Muslim within a short period. He was too much worried that he could 
not bring all the pagans to the fold of one Allah. But it is only the bounty of Allah that some one 
adopts faith. 

By stoppage of revelation the Holy Prophet, S.A.W. was also assured that Quraan is the 
bestowment of Allah to him (S.A.W.) in bits according to its urgency. It is not what bis mind 
evolves. It is purely the revelation of Allah with justification for each occassion according to 
situation. 

Some of the evil minded, satanic natured and devil designed miscreant infidels started to 
propagate that the Holy Prophet S.A.W. has been left alone by his Allah to face miseries, disgust 
and dejection for his totally new concepts rejecting the pagan faith. This Sura clarifies that 
position under Divine assurance that Allah is always with the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
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Summary of Text : 

Allah’s assures that His highest temporal creation is the dawn, full of sunshine to usher-in 
the hectic daily human activities. Allah also assures on the name of the night which 
brings to the tired human body soothing rest in tranquillity. Some companions of the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. say that this night so dear to Allah may be the greatest night of 
ASSRAA (Great Ascension of Holy Prophet for Divine guided inspection of the entire 
universe in few moments of that night. 

Divine assurance of Allah Almighty being so Kind to His last ideal Messenger with His all 
the Divine Graciousness maintains that Allah can never leave alone His beloved Prophet 
being His perfect model for entire humanity to Eternity. He being the Most Affectionate 
Allah never can be angry with His great Prophet who is also His Rahma-tull-lil-Aalameen 
- the Divine Blessings for the entire universe. 

Allah has prescribed greatest honors and utmost abundance for the Holy Prophet S.A.W. 
to grow in personal respectfulness day by day. This is true to this day that despite of 
toughest 20th century Western enmity and severest anti-Muslim propaganda the 
respectfulness and love of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. as Fakhr-e-Aadam (Pride of Aadam) 
grows on. He is assured by these Verses the spread of Islam world-wide. On this Divine 
assurance the Holy Prophet S.A.W. authentically stated that until the light of Islam is 
received by entire humanity the Last Day will not take place. 

Every tomorrow of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W) is better than today for his exaltation in 
Allah Almighty’s estimation till he occupies the highest seat of Muqaam-e-Mehmood in 
the Paradise in Eternity after the Day of Judgement. 

The fact about the acute deprivation of Holy Prophet S.A.W. has been related being an 
orphan by birth. His father Hadhrut Abdullah died four months earlier to his birth. 
Abdullah was bewtowed by Allah to his father after sacrifice of 100 best priced red camels. 
He was the beautiful dearest and youngest son of the Quraish chief Hadhrut Abdul 
Muutalib. When the Holy Prophet S.A.W. was six years old his so great and so dear 
mother Hadhrata Aamina also died. When he was 8 years old his most respected and so 
loving grandfather Abdul Muutalib also died. Here Allah says that he was given Divine 
socialization and spiritual acculturation to make him (S.A.W.) great unlettered Prophet 
bestowed with the depth of knowledge to the greatest.

Verse 7 has often been wrongly translated and misinterpreted by many scholars as if the 
Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) was astray and Allah showed him the right way. All the Apostles, 
Prophets and Messengers of Allah are righteous, pious and on the straight path, being 
innocent by birth. The Holy Prophet is Imaam-ull-Ambia (who lead the Prayer of all the 
Prophets at Bytull Maqduss under the white dome in Jerusalem. He was never astray or 
wrongly wandering or the one who lost his way. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. was so anxious 
to get earliest communication with Allah. He was bestowed the same to exalt him so high 
amongst all the Prophets with highest honor increasing all the times herein and Hereafter. 
The Holy Prophet S.A.W. as a youth in his prime age of 25 years became richest being an 
acute orphan. His marriage, on her option, to Hadhrut Khudijah-tull-Kuubra A.S., being 
the richest commercialist lady of the land, made him the richest of the Quraish due to his 
own efforts to manage her trade. She initially inducted him as her sales manager being 
the most honest and straightforward young man before his marriage to her. He ultimately 
became the Managing Director of all her riches. Thus a poorest but most pious youngster 
became the richest commercialist in a few years. His wife allowed him to spend all these 
riches for the welfare of the have nots, down trodden and poor people a3 much of it was his 
(S.A.W.) self added. Nothing was left in the next 15 years for his humanitarian spendings.

When he was bestowed from Allah the greatest honor of Last Prophethood at the age of 40 
years of maturity he had left no penny. 

(G) Social welfare coverage by profound social security measures for the downtrodden, 

orphans, have nots and poor is the real bases of religion of Allah. This is how someone can 
remain thankful, grateful and indebted to Allah as Divine bestowed Pious Muslim. To 
become so dear to Allah is by profound community services by spending from the riches 
bestowed by Him as it is the real boon. 
Best way lies in the spiritual highness. Allah has bestowed on the Holy Prophet S.A.W. so 
many bounties and such a greatness that he surpasses everyone in the universe. Allah 
made him so highly respectful that he achieved His nearness in super ascendance in the 
famous Assraa. All the previous Prophets had to undertake a covenant to help 
Muhammad S.A.W. as the greatest last Prophet of Almighty Allah and believe in his such 
Divine exaltation in this world. His spiritual highness on the Day of Judgement will be so 
honored that every past Prophet will be worried about hig own accounts before Allah but 
Muhammad S.A.W. will be Divinely bestowed to seek pardon for all the human race, when 
Resurrected for final accounts on the Day of Judgement.

(H) Always express thankfulness Allah very openly and offer gratefulness to Him proclaiming 
indebtedness the Rubb, the Sustainer, the Cherisher and the Nourisher for His so 
unlimited bounties to everyone. 

Sura “Dohaa” indicates on the one hand the deprivations of Holy Prophet S.A.W. and on 

the other the Almighty’s exaltations for him S.A.W. 

6. Significant Verses ; 


(i) Verse 1 - (The Holy Prophet's) glorious light (associates mankind to Allah). 

(ii) Verse 3 - Allah is always with the Holy Prophet S.A.W. and always very 
bounteous to him; 

(iii) Verse 4 - The tomorrow of (the Holy Prophet S.A.W.) is better than his 


glorious to-day. 
(iv) Verses7&8 - (The Holy Prophet S.A.W.) had excelled so much in the love of 
Allah that He bestowed His best glories on him. Allah found him in 
His great love and made him the richest (in his spirituality). 
(v) Verses 9to 11 - Never treat the orphans with harshness, Never repulse the needy 
and the have nots. Always be grateful for bounties of Allah.

This Sura starts with bestowments, bounties and glories of Allah to His Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. assuring him the day by day enhanced respectfulness and increased number of the 
followers of Islam in the world. His endeavor is most successful. Every believer must be 
philanthropic with the orphans, the poor ones and have notes. Gratefulness to Allah is must for 
everyone. 


SURA XCIV — ALAM-NASHRAH (THE EXPANSION) 
1. ‘Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from the 2nd word of first Verse “Nashrah” 
meaning expansion or opening forth of heart of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. to be the Rehmatull- 
lil-Aalameen for the entire creature of the universe. 

2. Constitution : 
The 8 Verses of this Sura consist of 27 words which contain 109 letters. 
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3 Revelstion : 

This is a Makki revelation of Allah upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. The heart of the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. was Divinely expanded to bestow him Allah Almighty’s highest exaltation. It 
was a super-natural but oral open heart Divine exaltation. 

4. Objectives/Message/Context : 

The Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W was very much concerned to persuade the pagan, 
infidel, idolator and polytheist Makki people, to motivate them to the Oneness and the Unity of 
Allah. He always desisted them from idolatry. His heart was always throbbing to cleanse the 
Holy Kaaba throwing out 360 idols worshipped there-in. A heart filled with Unity of Divinity, 
Oneness of Rubb and the monolithic worship of Allah only is the basis of Islamic faith. For this 
purity of faith the Holy Prophet S.A.W. faced total boycott, social rejection and acute dejection 
with severe enmity by his own kiths and kins. But he continued day and night his Quraanic 
preaching and Islamic inculcation. With utmost struggle to bring al] human beings in the folds of 
Allah’s religion he was rewarded the nearest and dearest Prophet of Allah. Therefore his, 
modality is the basis of piety to Eternity. All the Muslims pay tributes to him submitting to 
Allah to bless and exalt him for his greatest service of spreading with utmost sincerity Allah’s 
religion to the humanity with dignity. 

His profoundest personality is most beneficial to the humanity in the entire human 
history.

friend or foe. 


(ii) Verse 4 - The universal esteem of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. is daily raised to 
the highest peaks. 

(iii) Verse 8 - Keep all your attention to your Rubb (Sustainer) to remain 
bounteous 
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7. Conclusion : 

Allah assures in this Sura that the Divine bestowments to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. will 
always enhance as he is not only the greatest Messenger but most loved Prophet of Allah. The 
darkness and difficulties in the Islamic preachings will be surmounted. His glory is exalted high 
which will go on to be the highest. Everyone should look towards Allah for fulfillment of good 
desires. 


SURA XCV — UT-TEEN (THE FiG) 

1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from word 1 of Verse 1, as “At-Teen” meaning the 
“Fig”, as a symbol. The fig is the fruit so liked by the Holy Prophet (S.A.W). This is the health 
giver fruit which is most healing for many diseases. Therefore, Allah has selected Ut-teen as title 
of this Sura to make body health balanced with best calory light food for perfect spiritual health 
of a faithful. 

2. Constitution: 

Eight Verses of this Sura consist of 34 words which contain 105 letters. 

3. Revelation: 

It is purely a Makki revelation of Allah upon His Last Messenger, although some of the 
companions of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. say that it was revealed in Madina-turr-Rasool to repeat 
its most important contents for social order there. 

4. Objectives/Message Context : 

Allah Almighty explains in this Sura the genetic and the soc:o-ps;chological facts abuut 
the best nature of mankind as crown creation of Allah. if they remain believers, act piously and 
continue to be straightforward their such status with best-stature will stand good. Their credits 
will continue to increase here-in and even in their graves if they remain righteous. But if anyone 
retracts from the truthful religion then such ones will be dealt with accordingly leaving them to 
be low than worst beasts. 

5. Summary of Text: 

(A) Allah Almighty has taken the truthfulness of the most useful fruits, eatable and sacred 
flaces as His good signs. Fruits so dear to the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. become 
Allah's symbols. The Mount Toor on Prophet Moses A.S. received the Shariah of Torah 
which has been made so sacred in Islam. Allah states a great fact in the name of the great 
city Makkah-tull-Mukarrama, the Ommull Qura (mother of cities) as the all time cradle of 
human unity for Ka’aaba providing universality of Oneness of Allah Almighty: Here the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W. was born.

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Those who falsify the religion of Allah actually challenge the Divine power and His 
supreme authority. Such people definitely will have a very disastrous end.

{i) Verse 1 - Allah keeps so dear the fig and the olive (as delicious eatables of the 
Holy Prophet S.A.W). 

(ii) Verse 4 - Surely man has been created with best nature on profound stature. 

(iii) Verse 5 - The (human beings) are thrown to the lowest of the low as animals 
(due to their wrongs). 

(iv) Verse 6 - The people who believe and do the righteous deeds will get the 


unlimited rewards. 
7. Conclusion: 

Allah has created man with best nature in the best stature as His crown creation. Man 
can throw him/her self in the worst degradation. Only faith, piety and righteousness can lead 
him/her to real success. 

7 SURA XCVI — IQRA‘ (READ) 
1. Title: 


The title of the Sura is “Al-Alaq”, which means the clot of blood made by nature in the 
mother womb to form the child shape. The Sura also has the 2nd title of “Iqra", which means 
read or recite. This 2nd title is very famous to make the religion of Islam the cradle of learning 
by reading and writing, research and advancement. 

2. Constitution: 

Nine Verses of the Sura consist of 92 words which contain 280 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet by Allah at Makkah. Its first 5 Verses are 
the initial Verses revealed to the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) in the cave of Mount Hira out side 
Makkah establish the great importance of education in Islam from its start. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

The consensus of the companions of the Holy Prophet, S.A.W., about first five Verses of 
this Sura with the word “Iqra” and “‘Qalam” (the pen) is that these are the first and the foremost 
Verses of the Holy Quraan which make Islam the only religion that attaches great importance to 
reading, reciting, writing, thinking and discussing. The word Quraan itself means repeated 
reading and reciting. Thus reading and writing are basis of Islam. Piety, righteousness and 
sanity can be achieved early by profound literacy. There is no book in the world which is so 
repeatedly read except the Holy Quraan which is being read billion times daily by its different 
chapters in all parts of the world today. There are more than three million Huffaz-e-Quraan 
around the world who have memorized it by heart. They daily recite it instantly. At least half 
billion Muslims utter its many Verses daily. As such the word “Iqra” and the title “Quraan” 
attach greatest importance to education and learning by reading and writing because human 
respect lies in these capabilities. Human dignity, prosperity, affluence and advancement are 
possible only by high rate of literacy of a nation in the world to-day. 

Colonialists have long been exploiting most Muslim nations under their foreign rule. Thus 
the Muslims have still not Practically implemented first word of first Verse of the Holy Quraan as 
revealed to the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. Most Muslims are illiterate, poor and non- 
practicing faithfuls. A smaller Muslim country like Malaysia, though least bestowed with natural 
resources, is now an Asian economic tiger due to education and technicalization with their full 
faith in Islam as Practical Muslims. Islamic Republic of Iran is try to achieve maturity in Islamic 
socio-econo.nic change. Bosina also may follow after war disaster rehabilitation. So Quraan 


teaches Muslims to be egalitarian, progressive and advance with knowledge and learning but 
remain patient, pious and peaceful. 
5S. Summary of Text; 


(A) Almighty Allah demands reading in the name of His being Rubb (Sustainer), Who is the 
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Creator of the Universe. Thus education is compulsory for Muslims. 

(B) Man was created from blood-clot which came into being from sperm sprout of mean value. 
From this nothingness man was bestowed mastery over all the creatures. Most powerful : 
elephants on land and mighty whales in sea as well as the moon in the upper atmosphere 
are under human exploitation to peaceful advancement. 

(C) The importance of education, learning and motivation by the great power of writing is 
obligatory in Islam.

This Sura contains the five initial Verses of the Holy Quraan by revelation which prescribe 
for Muslims continued education, technicialization and search for knowledge for advancement of 
mankind with justice, equality and best opportunity for every one’s prosperity. 


SURA XCVII — AL-QADR — (THE MAJESTIC NIGHT) 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from the last word of the first Verse as “Qadr” - the 
Majestic Night. This is the Divine Power night of great spirituality and bestowments of bounties 
of Allah. Allah initiated the revelation to the Pride of Aadam A.S., the Holy Prophet in this night 
of the Holy Month of Ramadhan. Therefore, it is the most glorious night. Hence the title of this 
Sura in its name, “AL-QADR” is most significant. It is Divine celebration of the Quraan 
annually for its bestowment to mankind that Allah confers His special bounties to His sincere 
devotees. 

2. Constitution: 
5 Verses of this Sura consist of 30 words which contain 112 letters, 
3. Revelation : , 
This is a Makki Sura but some scholars say it is Madani revelation. 
4. Objectives/Message Context : 
This Sura provides the pious Muslims a great opportunity from Allah Almighty during 
each Ramdhan-ul-Mubarik in the odd nights of its last ten days. Probably it is the 27th night of 
Ramdhan-ul-Mubarik in which the Holy Quraan was conveyed to the Holy Prophet as its first 
revelation, as most of scholars of Islam have researched. With full concentration and sincerity in 
worship of Allah Almighty man can get in this one night the credit of 1000 months worship with 
top spirituality. It is more than the longest average age expectancy of the most healthy, affluent 
and diligent people. This is the bestowment and the bounty of Allah Almighty for His perfect 
remembrance and worship by pious faithfuls. 
There is a specific mention of three great nights in the Holy Quraan which fall each year : 
(i) Lyla-tull-Qadr : The most respectful night of Divine bounties (as the night 
mentioned in this Sura). It falls on 21 to 29th, (more specifically on 
27th) Ramdhan-ull-Mubarik. 

(ii) Lyla-tull-Assraa : The great night of famous Ascendance of the Holy Prophet S.A.W.

But its address to Jews and 
Christians establishes that it was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah in Madina- 
turr-Rasool. 

4. - Objectives/Message Context : 

The People of previous Books (Christians/Jews) have the true evidence in the form 
prophecies of Torah and Bible Gospel about Last Prophethood of Muhammad Sallallaho Alhye 
Wassallam and Divine truth of the Holy Quraan. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. has come with best 
laws of human welfare. He must be followed for peaceful prosperity of humanity for human co- 
existence without exploitation.

4. Objectives/Message Context : 

(A) On the Day of Resurrection the earth will be shaken to bring out all the dead human 
beings to life to be accounted for on the Day of Judgement. 

(B) The good deeds of an atom’s weight will be credited with reward and misdeeds of an 
atom’s weight will be discredited to be punished. This is the Divine design of measuring 
piety and criminality of humanity in this temporary life here. Almighty Allah takes 
serious notice against the miscreants. Two Divine Accountsmen (Angels—Kiramuun 
Katibeen) record the human actions to the minutest extent. The right side Angel records 
pious, righteous and good deeds to the extent that if an individual just imagines of piety or 
becomes remorseful of misdeeds even that is credited as good point. But if some one acts 
rightfully it gives him/her ten credits. On the other hand if some person has evil designs 
of his/her ignoble self to commit a misdeed nothing is recorded by the left side Angel, till 
such omission or commission actually takes place. 

It is not the stars in the heaven or some supernatural force which shapes some one’s fate 
forcing him/her to misdeeds or pious deeds but it is the inner-self of a person which operates to 
do noble or ignorable deeds. That is noticed by Allah to an atom’s weight by minutest recordings 
by Divine recorders through automatic computations.

(1) Verses 1to3  - When the earth will be shaken (on the Last Day) it will bring out all 
the burried human beings who will cry out alive what has happened 
to it.

Human beings will totally devastate before establishing the Day of 
Resurrection to bring them alive. Then the Day of Judgement will be convened to take 
everyone's accounts.

catastrophic end and they will be altogether helpless, dejected and rejected on that Day.

graves but they will much severely be punished on the Day of Judgement. 

& Summary of Text: 

(A) The struggle for increasing wealth, properties, children, power, status and position should 
not be construed as basic objective of this life. Every one has to die and pass away leaving 
this worldly abundance here which will not be of any use Hereafter.

S.A.W. the great historical event his soul had seen which took pace about 50 days before his 
birth. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

The Holy Quraan incorporates not only physical, chemical, natural, cosmic, social and 
pure science subjects but also deals with human history so soundly. Here is a true event, a pre- 
planned, very ferocious and too severe Christian attack on the Holy Ka’aaba which is Perhaps the 
last attack on it by any non-Muslim power. 

In 571 A.D. in the first Arabic month of Lunar year, Muharram, the then super power 
around Arabia was the Christian Abyssinia (now called Ethiopia), also known by Arahs as 
Habsha). Yemen was annexed by that Christian super power around 545 A.D. The Viceroy of 
Yemen was Abraha who was bent upon to destroy the Holy Ka’aaba in Makkah. He had built a 
grand church in San’aa but the Yamanite Arabs did not worship the idols of Mary and Jesus 
placed there, as they had their own clanish idols in the Ka‘aaba in Makkah.

That very true historical event has been briefly stated in this Sura in shape of the great miracle 

from Allah. This is Divine power that smallest bird force of Allah can be deployed by Him to 

perish the biggest supper power of a period. 

5. Summary of Text: 

(A) Verses 1 and 2 remind the Holy Prophet S.A.W. (and also the Makki people) to have 
witnessed the crushing defeat of the then Super power. Their armed might in which 
elephants, as tank power, were used as pivotal force to destroy the Ka’aaba were totally 
smashed. 

(B) Verse 2 describes how the enemy strategy to destroy Ka’aaba was rendered futile. 

(C) Verses 3 and 4 indicate the sudden attack of swarms of sea birds in flocks bringing pebbles 
from the seashore pelting the same on Abraha’s armed forces from their small beaks. 
These clay pebbles became anti-tank shells playing havoc as missiles with great precision 
of targets. These pebbles pierced through the body of Abraha’s ferocious warriors along- 
with their elephants and horses. 

(D) Verse 5 states how the furious Viceroy Abraha and his that time greatest armed might was 
humbled by the smallest birds of Allah to face total disaster. The left-out force was 
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inflicted by drops of water in the beaks of other birds became deadly chemicals to spread 
small pox and contagious disease on these left out forces. Thus Abraha’s people in San’aa 
caught this disease and were also eliminated. This is how Divine safety of the Ka’aaba 
enhanced its respect which will continue to grow to the Day of Resurrection.

The Quraish were a strong commercial Arabian tribe of Makkah amongst whom the Holy 
Prophet S.A.W. was born in 571/A.D. to noble Abdullah. They lived in this 4200 year old 
centrifugal citadel Makkah having the control of the Holy Ka'aaba.

Th 
Quraish also were most respectful people for their worship of Allah before idolation in the 
Ka'aaba. Due to this religious factor all the Arab tribes of the Gulf to Mediterranean gathered 
there once a year.

1. ‘Title: 

The title of this Sura is in its last word ‘‘ma-‘oon”, which is in the last and its 7th Verse. It. 
means the basic necessities or daily use services and commodities as the fruits of all economic 
activity of mankind. 

2. Constitution : 

Its 7 Verses consist of 25 words which contain 125 letters. 

3. Revelation: 

It is a Makki Sura revealed by Allah upon the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.). 

4.  Objectives/Message : 

This smaller Sura lays down principles of Islamic community life and spells out the 
foundations of economic life with social justice through politico-economic equilibrium in Islam. 
The entire humanity wants a profound social justice system and a sound social order free from 
any sort of economic exploitation. The title of this Sura describes the mutual duties for the 
citizens in an Islamic polity to achieve that end. In each Muslim community the things of daily 
use, daily human necessities, life saving urgencies and the utilities as well as commodities, and 
basic services are equitably equal rights of everyone. The individual rights are not only the basic 
concern of an Islamic state but also the fundamental duties of its every citizen. Every facility be 
provided without discrimination to every citizen to his/her work, worth and need. But every 
citizen should also undertake as his/her primary duty to take care of necessities of neighbors and 
the fellow citizens in need. Amenities and added facilities for enjoyment are secondary in Islam. 
Luxuries have no status in a Muslim society. 

To assist the deprived, poor, orphans, downtrodden, have nots, needy and the lower 
classes is a top priority duty of affluent Muslims in an Islamic polity. Welfare coverage and social 
security of others are nearer and dearer to Allah and the Holy Prophet S.A.W. as Islamic social 
justice demands so. 

5. Summary : 

(A) Verse one asks the Holy Prophet S.A.W., to be witness against such people who falsify the 
Day of Judgement, on which reward will be given to the pious. Those who falsify Islam 
and commit misdeeds will be punished.

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miserliness. Prayer teaches Muslims brotherhood but such miser ones negate this fact. 

(E) Verses 5 and 6 state that the establishment of such hypocritic Salaat (Muslim Prayer) by 
such miser Muslims is useless. It does not achieve credit as they do not provide requested 
commodities and services available with them for the downtrodden and the needy people. 
Verse 7 rejects the people who with-hold, deny and hoard goods, servi.es, commodities, 

utilities, tools, utensils, articles and implements of daily use to brother Muslims and disallow the 

game to the way farers, orphans, prisoners, needy and those who make request. 

6 Conclusion: 

An Islamic polity makes it manadetory for every Muslim of means to help the brother 

Muslims in need. Otherwise such haves will have to face displeasure of Allah here and His 

sanctions Hereafter. 


SURA CVITI — AL-KAU’SAR (THE ABUNDANCE) 
1. Title: 

The title of this Sura has been derived from the last word of its first Verse “Kau’sar”, 
meaning abundance. The unlimited blessings of Allah, His bounties and continued bestowments 
to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. are included in this abundance. 

2. Constitution: 

This is the smallest Sura in the entire Holy Quraan with highest status in Islam. Its 3 
succinct Verses have 10 words which contain only 42 letters to make it the briefest but the 
profoundest Sura. 

3. Revelation: 

This briefest Sura of the Holy Quraan was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by 
Almighty Allah when he was at Makkah. His status amongst other prophets was established as 
the highest. His inculcation capabilities were made superb. He was made the Divine modality 
for mankind unity as the last Prophet of Aliah with finality of Messengership on him. This 
revelaton assures him (S.A.W.) of such a high status.. 

4. Specia} Significance : 

This small but most bounteous Sura of the Holy Quraan with other small Suras in this 
Part have been made Divine master piece of Quraanic challenge to the disbelievers. The enemies 
of Islam have repeatedly been asked by Allah to get together fully equipped with their total 
intellectual calibre to produce one Sura like this smallest Sura Kau’sar. Human intellect never 
can change a small digit of this Holy Book. ‘he Holy Quraan is the revelation of Allah preserved 
by Him forever providing Divinely protected abundance to its communicator, the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad S.A.W.

The title of this Sura has been derived from the last word of its first Verse “Kafiroon”, 
meaning the disbelievers, the rejectors or negative mind not accepting truth. 
2. Constitution: 

6 Verses of this Sura consist of 26 words which contain 94 letters. 
3. Revelation: 

This Sura was revealed upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. by Allah S.W.T. at Makkah. 
4. Objectives/Message : 

The Divine Abundance to the Holy Prophet S:A.W., as assured in the previous Sura 
Kau'sar, bowed-down the Makkah disbelievers. They posed him the greatest riddle of becoming 
their ruler, getting any amount of riches or marriage with any best beauty of any family in lieu of 
compromising preaching of the worship of only One Allah. They persuaded him to abondon the 
persuading of infidels to believe in unity of Divinity. His rejection of the worship of idols and 
negation of the false belief of idolators pinched them the toughest. This Sura presents the 
strength of unquestionable, uncompromiseable and unrevocable mission of the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W to fill every heart with the love of Allah. His personal conviction, total commitment and 
great ideas had no worldly motives or any gains in view. He had the highest goal of inducting 
every one as good Muslim to worship One and the Only Allah as the real Truth in this world and 
the Hereafter. 

The delegation of chiefs of Makka, making him the highest offers on behalf of the Makkan 
disbelievers, was clearly told that if they place the sun on his right hand and the moon on his left 
hand, both being so impossible for the infidels or any other power on earth to fulfil, even then he 
will not sacrifice to preach the truth that Allah is One and the Only worth worship.

It was the Hajj and the last Hajj of the Holy Prophet S.A.W with many 
days stay at Makkah. It was revealed during his way back to Madina. It is also s.-d to be that 
complete Sura which may have been revealed in one revelation after conquest of Makkah. 
Therefore, it is considered a revelation at Madina. 

4.  Objectives/Message : 

The basic mission of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. as last Messenger of Allah was to spread the 
truthful light of Islam, the world over, including the people of the earlier Books, the Jews and the 
Christians, both gone astray from these Books. 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. achieved the great conquest of Makkah, without shedding a drop 
of blood. His (S.A.W.) profound strategy made it a highly peaceful victory and highly impactful 
re-entry to his birth place.

Within 23 years of 
perseverance, toughest motivation and continued sincere inculcation by the Holy Prophet S.A.W.

It provides the profoundest belief to the Muslims about the Unity of 
Divinity for One and the Only Allah, worth worship. Therefore, it is called Sura-e-Ikblass or the 
Chapter of Purity in belief with sincerity to One Allah Almighty. This highest nomenclature of 
the Sura occurs nowhere in this most comprehensive chapter or anywhere in the Holy Quraan. 
So this profound title itself makes it a great Sura. : 

2. Constitution : 

Four Verses of this Sura consist of 15 words which contain 47 letters. 

3. Revelation: 

This Sura is so important that it was in the daily recital routines of the Holy Prophet 
S.A.W. from first Prayer in Makkah-tull-Mukarramah to his last Prayer in Madine-tull- 
Munawarrah. Therefore, it is Makki-Madani revelation by all standards. 

4. Objective/Message : 

Human beings claiming to be Muslims can be classified in the following categories in 
Islamic Shariah : 

(i) Muslims dubbed in animality — so called chance Muslims born in Muslim families are 
ignorant to the objectives of humanity. They indulge only in politico-economic activity and 
have made physico-sexual subjectivity; 

(ii) Intellectual Muslims — Muslims by choice educated or motivated to believe in Islam and 
adopt its fundamentals to some practicality ; and 

(ii) Muslims of Spiritual Divinity —.Believers who are very sincere in purity of faith, 
spirituality, Divine Unity, worship of One Allah and love the Holy Prophet to act on 
Islamic Shariah on his footsteps.

Gi) This Sura saves us from any pitfalls. It very meaningfully briefs us for the real Eternal 
existance of Allah Almighty as Omnipotent Authority. His conception is beyond our 
limited perception because He is so Sublime. But His Being One and the Only worth 
worship is the basis of our faith. 
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He is so near to us that it is He Who always cares for us. We owe our existence and 
sustenance to Him but He is not at all in need or any help of any one. All we are His 
creature and none has any comparison unto Him 

(iv) He is eternal, without beginning and without end. We have some beginning and have 
definite end. 

(v) He is the absolute Reality with sublimity. He has neither father nor son but we have 
animate creation from mother with some father. He has permanent existance but we have 
definite destruction in our body construction and then will have reprocreation on the Day 
of Resurrection. 

(vi) There is no Trinity but His unity is the only reality. There is none except He Who is the 
Cherisher, Sustainer and Designer of all the creatures. 

5. Summary of Text: 

(A) Verse one of this Sura asks the Holy Prophet S.A.W to proclaim the highest declaration of 
Allah being One and the Only. 

(B) ‘Verse two states that Allah is Self-Sufficient. 

(C) Verse three states that neither He is begotten by any one nor He begets anyone. 

@) Verse Four declares His Oneness, altogether un-comparable. 

6 Sanctity of the Sura: 

The Holy Prophet S.A.W. says if you once recite this Sura you can get the credit of 
completing one third of the Quraan and if you recite this great Sura of profound purity thrice you 
will complete the recitation of the whole Quraan The Holy Prophet also says that whoso loves 
this Sura rally he/she loves Allah. 

7. Conclusion : 

Muslim faith in nutshell has been summarised in this Sura with three basis : 

(i) Tawheed (Oneness of Allah); 

(ii) Risalat (belief in the Holy Prophet Muhammad S.A.W. as the Prophet of finality to lead 
the human beings to Oneness of Allah with Purity. Muhammad S.A.W. is the last 
Messenger of Allah. He first of all professed Tauheed and brought the believers to the

The tide of this small but comprehensive Sura has been derived from last word of its first 
Verse Falaq”™ meaning the dawn. This is the light of Allah which breaks the dreadful darkness 
of night. Islam spreads Divine light as Dawn of Allah to shed the darkness of ignorance, injustice 
and poverty. 

' “Falaq” also means sky, heaven, firmament and horizon meeting the earth all around as a 
scientific phenomenon. Thus this title is wide open. 
2. Constitution : 
The 5 Verses of this Sura consist of 23 words which contain 74 letters. 
3. Revelation; 


It was revealed by Allah upon the Holy Prophet S.A.W. at Madina-turr-Rasool. 
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4. Objectives/Message : 


This Sura brings human beings paychologically from their inner-selves under the natural 
umbrella of Allah's protection against external forces of negativiam, jealousy, fear and passivism. 
Some human beings have are usually influenced by impersonal, super imposed external, typically 
magical, superfluous and superstitious phenomena to their disadvantage, all around. This 
usually is due to inner human weaknesses, psychopathic, neurotic, schizophranic and psycho- 
somatic personality cult of a person. It results in personal shyness and shattered strength of 
faith in All Powerful Allah. When human beings loose dependance on overwhelming Authority 
of Allah Almighty, they loose self-confidence and fall prey to such fearfulness, dreariness and 
giddiness. That shatters them to inferiority complex to become subservient to unconsciousness 
psychologically leading them to mental and nervous disorder under stresses and strains, 

Modern subjecta of clinical, individual and applied psychology have also presented 
remedies to psychic disorders of human beings. But the most effective ig the will power of an 


Confidence in Allah and dependence on Him is the Divine light house to save human beings from 

any threat. Divine knowledge leading to full trust only in Him saves against any odds. 

Refuge with Allah from every perversion, ignorance and blind fear of superstitions of evil 
forces guards mankind from any dangers of dark acts, secret arts and mischief mongers of the 
jealous men and women. No fraud, magic, evil blowing, satanic knotting, rotting, mesmerism or 
typified danger of evil forces of this world can touch a Muslin, if full trust is reposed in Allah, 

The worst enemy of men are the jealous fellowmen. This Sura teaches how to come to 
Allah’s protection to get rid of such jealous human misfits. 

5. Summary of Text: 

(A) Verse one is a proclamation of Allah S.W.T. (Suubhanaho Wa Ta’aala) through declaration 
of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. (Sallallaho-Alyhe Wassallam) that the mankind should remain 
under the protective umbrella of the Merciful Rubb (Sustainer) of the universe. Only He 
bestows Divine knowledge as dawn light, which shuns ignorance. 

(B) Verse two indicates the forces of evil which though are created by Allah nghtly but they 
opt to go wrong to harm others. 

(C) Verse three states that mental darkness is due to ignorance and it is the worst enemy of 
humanity. . 

(D) Verse four condemns the cruel female folks who practise magic by knots to shatter the 
belief of faithful Muslims and play with the poor psychy of the simple human beings. 

(E) Verse five totally rejects the jealous and envious people. Their evil minded designs upset 
the smooth lives of simple and good natured believers.

Sura Falaq is a succinct Sura which Divinely motivates, inculcates and educates the entire 
humanity to come under the protection of Allah from all the evil forces. Special cure has been 
conveyed by Allah to His sincere devotees to be careful of the envious people who are the werst 
amongst mankind. They are the perverted enemies of humanity. 


SURA CXIV — UN-NASS (THE MANKIND) 
1, Title: 
The title of this last Sura is in its first Verse in the word “Un-Nass” meaning the 
mankind. Man is the crown creation of Allah. Apart from Un-Nass this best moulded creature is 
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a 
known as INS (humanity) and INSAAN (human being). All these terms as titles of man occur 
scores of times in the Holy Quraan. Best worship of Allah is established only by mankind. All 
thé Prophets were men of highest piety. The Holy Prophet S.A.W. is the last Messenger but the 
highest human being and the most respected. The Holy Quraan is for all the mankind. 
Therefore this last Sura has been given the best title of “Un-Nass” in the conclusion of this great 
Scripture for the benefit of all the mankind.

The 6 Verses of this Sura consist of 20 words containing 79 letters. 


3 = Revelation: 

This emaller Sura was revealed to the Holy Prophet S.A.W. in Madina-turr-Rasool. 

4. Objectives/Message : 

This Sura brings human beings to Allah’s Divine protection from the personal 
hallucination, drearyness, gloomyness, individual fearfulness and self imaginative dreadfulness of 
evil forcee dominating weak persons from within, as internal self enemies. This is psychic 
situation of a person as a personal dismalness. 

Allah is the Maker, Sustainer, Cherisher and Protector of every person. Only He can 
protect man against any evil. Allah has Authority much superior to guide an individual to good 
conduct. It is only He Who is worth worship. Only the laws of Allah bring welfare, lasting peace, 
tranquillity and prosperity to humanity, individually and collectively. Therefore, man must 
worship Allah and seek His protection. Man is deceived and misdirected by the alluring evil wills 
of his/her own dominant, selfish, and temptational self against positivism of his/her contented 
self. The evil forces of satanic natured fellowmen/women or the devilish forces of jinns can 
whisper evil fears against protection of Allah and thus take a person astray on the wrong way. 

In the previous Sura (Al-Falaq) and in this Sura Allah Almighty clearly says that the evil 
forces are His creatures, whether internal or external. Therefore, human beings must come to 
the protection of Allah in all circumstances. 

5 Summary of Text: 

(A) Verses one and two authenticate through the declaration of the Holy Prophet S.A.W. the 
proclamation of Allah S.W.T. that mankind should remain in the refuge of Rubb 
(Sustainer).

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BIOGRAPHY OF DIGNIFIED AHMAD RAZA KHAN QADRI BRELWI 
(MERCY OF ALLAH BE ON HIM) 


Introduction : Ahmad Raza Khan (mercy of Allah be on him) was of Pathan descent, 
belonged to Hanafi school of thought, Qadri order and was born in Breley. His respected father 
Maulana Nagee Ali Khan (mercy of Allah be on him), died 1297 AH,/1880 A.D. and his 
respected grand father Maulana Raza Ali Khan (mercy be on him), died 1282 A.H./1866, were 
highly learned scholars and they had intuitive understanding of religious matters. In his poetic 
dictions he has mentioned the same fact as: “Ahmad Hindi Raza Ibne Nagee Ibne Raza. 


Birth : His auspicious birth took place on 10th of the month of Shawwall in 1272 
AH./14th June/1856 at Breley (U.P.), Aa’-la Hazrat (Ahmad Raza Khan - may Allah have 
mercy on him) has drawn the year of his birth from the following Verse of the Holy Quraan :

Name: The respected Brelwi was named “Muhammad, and his historical name was “‘Al- 
Mukhtaar” - 1272 A.H. (1856) but his grand father Maulana Raza Ali Khan (Allah’s mercy be on 
him) suggested his name as “Ahmad Raza.” Afterwards respected Brelwi himself added the 


words of “‘Abdu] Mustafa” and hence in his poetic dictions he’says, “O” Raza! Do not be afraid, 
you are under protection. 


Education and intelligence : Dve to his natural intelligence he completed his 
academic education at the age of 13 years, 10 months and 5 days. After completing education of 
Arabic knowledge, his honorable father Maulana Nagee Ali Khan. (mercy of Allah be upon him) 
entrusted him with the responsibility of passing juristic verdicts uccurding to Islamic 


jurisprudence. He began writing such Islamic juristic verdicts due to his excallence in knowledge 
of Islam despite his tender age. 


In a letter to Maulana Zafruddin Behari, he writes : “By the grace of Allah I wrote first 
Islamic juristic verdict at the age of 13 years on 14th Shaaban, 1284-A.H., and if life prolongs, | 
shall by the grace of Allah complete a period of fifty years in writing Islamic juristic verdicta on 
the tenth of Shaaban, 1336 A.H./1917. It is not possible for me to thank Allah for His bounties.

We believe that there is hardly a scholar in the Muslim world who has imbibed so much 
knowledge and arts. Not only did the reverend scholars from Breley acquired knowledge but 
there 1s not even aa single branch of knowledge and arts wherein he did not leave his trace 
hehind some of the knowledge and arts mentioned above were evolved by the great scholar from 
Breley himself, and some were owned by him. On owning and bearing, the great scholar (mercy 
of Allah be on him), has thrown light as follows: “since the time I gave up initial philosophy 5 felt 
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that this does not contain anything except greed. Its darkness and rust is overcast in such a way 
that the religion is usurped and the fear of the Day of Judgement is forgotten.’ Therefore, I 
pondered over my responsibilities. I do not have interest in astronomy, geometry, astrology, log 
arithmetics and mathematics to acquire more perfection in these branches of knowledge but | 
diverted my attention to these for the sake of refreshment. Apart from this it helps in stipulating 
and changing time, by which Muslims are benefitted in checking timings of prayer and fasts. He 
had interest in three types of missions for which he had great zeal, details of which are as follows:

His Matters of Interest : 


(1) Full respect to the leader of Messengers of Allah (salutations of Allah be upon all of them) 
because every one from Wahabi sect in using improper language for him 1S.A.W.). It is 
enough credit that Rubb may accept this. About the blessing of Allah he had the same 
faith as Allah Himself has said, “I treat my slave corresponding to his good thinking.” 


(2) Apart from this he tried to eradicate other innovations in religion because some persons 
claim to be Muslims but they are actually trouble makers. 


(3) He wrote Islamic juristic verdicts according to Hanafi School of thought. 
Mysticism and true Islamic path through Mysticism : 


The great learned scholar from Breley, along with his respected father Maulana 
Mohammad Naqi (mercy of Allah be upon him), went to Hazrat Shah Aale Rasool (mercy of 
Allah be upon him) in 1296 A.H./1878, and took oath of allegiance in the Qadaria order. He was 
also given permission, and was also appointed the successor. The great scholar-from Breley has 
praised his religious leader in his poetry. 


Apart from the above mentioned branches of knowledge, he also excelled in knowledge of 
human rights and duties, essay writing on varied problems, stars of the sky, art of history 
writing, collection of statistics, Persian poetry and rhyme, Hindi poetry calligraphy work in 
Nasakh and Nas-taaleeq etc. Similarly the branches of knowledge in which the learned Breley 
scholar excelled exceed 54 in number. 


The learned Breley scholar himself detailed the list of the saintly order of Muslim mystic 
way of pious life. He was authorized to bring people in the fold of such Sufi Order by the 
following methods as follows :

Hajj (Pilgrimage) of Sacred Ka-'aaba : The great scholarly personality of Breley for 
the second time went for Hajj of sacred Ka-'aaba and to see both the sacred city of Makkah 
Mukarrama and Madina Munawwarah. At this occasion he wrote a poem which ia included in 
his collection of poetry, which commoners can find in the following stanza - 


“Thanks to Allah. Today I am embarking on a sacred journey for the attainment and 
success of which life can be sacrificed.” 


During this Hajj (Muslim Pilgrimage) journey scholars of Hijaz respected him profusely, 
as is evident from the study of the following books : 

Hisamull Haramain 1824 A.H./1906 

Al-Daulatull Makkiyah 1323 A.H./1906 

Kiflul Fagih 1324 A.H./1906. 


Sheikh Ismaeel (mercy of Allah be upon him) has narrated the honor accorded to the great 
scholarly personality of Breley in the sacred city of Makkah, as seen by himself is as follows : 


“Inhabitants of Makkah gathered around me in large numbers. Some of the people 
requested me to grant them the certificate of permission (allowing pious Muslims to discipline 
individuals to piety). Therefore, this was done on their insistence. Maulana Hamid Raza Khan 
(mercy of Allah be upon him) had accompanied great learned scholar of Breley during this 
journey. He has written in the preface of the book that for acquiring permission the first person 
who approached was Maulana Sayyed Abdul Haiye, Makki, 1332 A.H./1912. He had with him a 
young pious person, named Sheikh Hussain Jamal Bin Abdul Rahim. Both the persons were 
granted permission. Following them came Maulana Sheikh Saleh Kamal 1325 A.H./1907 and 
other people, and were favoured with permission. Then came Maulana Sayyed Ismail Khalil. 
The permission was granted to him and his brother Sayyed Mustafa Khalil. After this came 
Sheikh Ahmad Khadravi. Then other people also started coming. All were granted permission. 
Some people were left out. They were promised that certificates will be sent to them after 
reaching India. During his stay in sacred Makkah permission was granted to Sheikh Abdul 
Qadir Kurdi and his son Sheikh Fareed and Sayyed Mohammad Umer also. After this the grand 
scholar of Breley went to the tomb of the Holy Prophet (Allah’s Blessings and Salutations on 
him) in sacred Madina. The details of personal observation of the situation of this occasion are 
mentioned below by Maulana Abdul Karim Muhajir Makki (mercy of Allah be upon him) : 


“Tam living in Madina for the last several years”. 


“Thousands of Muslims come here (Madina) from India. They include scholars, pious 
people and those who fear Allah extremely and avoid worldly involvement. I have seen that they 
wander aimlessly in the streets of the city, and no one cares for them but the honorable scholar 
fromm Breley had a special distinction. All the local scholars and elderly persons are attracted and 
approach him in large numbers, and they lost in his allegiance. This is Allah’s special favour. He 
bestows this on the one He likes.” 


In sacred Madina many people requested the great learned scholar for permission 
(allowing pious Muslims to discipline individuals to piety). Some of them were granted 
permission verbally, whereas some were promised that certificates will be sent to them after his 
retusn to India. For example Sheikh Umer Bin Hamdan Al-Mehrasi, Sayyed Mamoon Al-Barry, 
Hamdan Al-Mehrasi. Sayyed Mamoon Al-Barry, Sheikh Dalail, Sheikh Muhammad Saeed etc. 


Sad Demise : The great learned scholar of Breley Town of India died in Breley on 25th

himself. All the jobs relating to his heavenly departure were enacted according to the schedule of 
time. When it was four minutes to two O'clock, he asked time. He was told “it is now 56 minutes 
past oneO'clock.” He asked to put the watch down. Then he abruptly asked to remove pictures. 
People present there wondered on this because there were no pictures. As soon as this critical 
moment passed, he said, ‘these are cards, envelopes, money. Then after a short pause he spoke 
to respected brother Hazrat Maulana Maulwi Mohammad Raza Khan, “go and perforin al-lution, 
and bring the Holy Quraan.” He had not as yet brought the Holy Quraan. He then again suid to 
brother Maulana Mustafa Raza Khan, “what are you doing”? “Recite Surah Yaseen and Surah 
Read.” 


Now only a few minutes of his age were left out. Both the Surahs were recited according 
to his order. He listened to them with so much presence of mind and with so much certamity 
that he himself recited the same which was continued but could not be heard properly.” (All 
Praise to Allah)”. He recited all the customary supplications which are necessary at the {sme of 
commencement of eternal journey with extraordinary fervor. Then he recited sucred Kalamah 
(Muslim creed). ‘There is no one worthy to be worshipped, Mohammad (Allah's Blessings and 
Salutations on him) is His Messenger of perfect order.” 


When he became extremely weak and breath accumulated in the chest, anil on the other 
hand movement of lips and power of recitation started dividing, the face iNuminated for a while. 
This flickering of lamination resembled the flickering lamination of the sun. As soon as this 
disappeared, the luminous soul left the chaste body. We are for Allah. and we have tu return to 
Him.

A Wonderful Incident : Maulana Abdul Aziz Mohaddith was a Scholar of the Holy 
Prophet's Traditions (Allah’s Blessings and Salutations on him). He was from the city of 
Moradabad and was a teacher of Darull ‘Oloom Ashrafiah, Aazam Garh. Maulana Azccz says 
that a saintly disciple at the tomb of Ajmair Sharif, was respected much and was alouf as a 
learned elderly personality. He narrates and indicates the reality and grandeur of the reat 
learned scholar from Breley (Imaam Ahmed Raza Khan). 


This narrator is extremely dependable and this is the matter of dream, Those whom Allah 
has endowed with true insight into the heart, will definitely draw light from this incident. He 
says:

The Sacred tomb : His tomb is situated in a Grand huilding towards the North of Darul! 
‘Oloom Manzarull Islam in @ Mohalleh in the city of Breley in U.P. India. 


Traces and Chaste Remnants: From the chaste remnants of the great scholar of 
Breley innumerable books are worth mentioning. According to an estimate his such literary 
works and commentaries, on fifty different subjects of knowledge and arts, are about one 
thousand. Maulana Rehman Ali who started writing his compiletion under the tite “On 
Religions of India" in the year 1305 D.H./1887, has mentioned seventy five books of the great 
scholar of Breley. He writes, “that time the great scholar was about 31 years of age. He had 
entered the greatest scholarly field. Thus these 75 books are the result of his 18 years hard work. 


After this he lived for 35 years. From such sort of beginning one can easily realise the 
future his intelligence. When he went to visit sacred Ka-'aaba and sacred tomb of the Holy 
Prophet (Allah's Blessings and Salutation on him) for the second time, he enumerated his 
literary works as two hundred (200). He was 41 years old at that time. Apart from these books, 
the great scholar from Breley wrote comments and marginal notes on eighty (80) books. In 
addition to all this literary wealth hia master piece is his profound juristic work on Islamic Figha. 


Fatawa Rizweiya (Rizia Islamia Juristic Verdicts) under full name of “Al-Attayya Al- 
Nabaviyya Fi Fatava Al-Rizviyya.” Upto 1324 AH. the great scholar from Breley has mentioned 
about its seven volumes, which subsequently reached upto twelve volumes, out of which five 
have already been published. Every volume comprises of more than one thousand pages of large 


size. This collection occupies a distinguished position in the history of verdicts of Islamic 
jurisprudence. 


The second literary master piece is this Urdu translation of the Holy Quraan which came 
to light in 1330 A.H. under the name of “Kanzull Eaman Fee Tarjamatull Quraan.” The 
successor of the great scholar Brelvi, is the highly esteemed scholar Maulana Naeemuuddeen 
Muradabadi who gave the explanatory, margins under the heading “Kanzull Irfaan.” These are 
offered to the respectful reader with gratitude. 


As a general rule innumerable translations are now days available in the world, yet 
translation of the great scholar from Breley Town of India occupies a distinguished position. !t 
contains sincerest compassion, deepest Divine love, soundest pathos, profoundest eagerness and 
excellent manners. The truth is that it is the translation of its own example. 
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
